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CALENDARS. 


Instructions  to  Editors. 


The  Master  of  the  KoUs  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Editors  of 
Calendars  to  the  following  considerations,  "with  a  view  to  secure  uniformity 
of  plan  in  the  important  works  on  which  they  are  engaged  : — 

He  is  anxious  to  extend,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  proper  economy  and 
despatch,  the  utility  of  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers  now  publishing  under 
his  control :  1st.  As  the  most  efficient  means  of  making  the  national  archives 
accessible  to  all  who  are  interested  in  historical  inquiries  ;  2nd.  As  the  best 
justification  of  the  liberality  and  munificence  of  the  Government  in  throwing 
open  these  papers  to  the  public,  and  pi-oviding  proper  catalogues  of  their 
contents  at  the  national  expense. 

The  srreater  number  of  the  readers  who  will  consult  and  value  these  works 
can  have  little  or  no  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Public  Eecoi'd  Office,  in 
which  these  papers  are  deposited.  The  means  for  consulting  the  originals 
must  necessarily  be  limited  when  readers  live  at  a  distance  from  the  metro- 
polis ;  still  more  if  they  are  residents  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  distant  colonies, 
or  foreign  states.  Even  when  such  an  opportunity  does  exist,  the  difficulty 
of  mastering  the  original  hands  in  which  these  papers  are  written  will  deter 
many  readers  from  consulting  them.  Above  all,  their  great  variety  and 
number  must  present  formidable  obstacles  to  literary  inquirers,  however 
able,  sanguine,  and  energetic,  when  the  information  contained  in  them  is 
not  made  accessible  by  satisfactory  Calendars. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that,  without  superseding  the  necessity 
of  consulting  the  originals,  every  Editor  ought  to  frame  his  Calendar  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  shall  present,  in  as  condensed  a  form  as  possible,  a  correct 
index  of  the  contents  of  the  papers  described  in  it.  He  considers  that  the 
entries  should  be  so  minute  as  to  enable  the  reader  to  discover  not  only  the 
general  contents  of  the  originals,  but  also  what  they  do  not  contain.  If 
the  information  be  not  sufficiently  precise,  if  facts  or  names  be  omitted  or 
concealed  under  a  vague  and  general  description,  the  reader  will  be  often 
misled,  he  will  assume  that  where  the  abstracts  are  silent  as  to  information 
to  be  found  in  the  documents,  such  information  does  not  exist ;  or,  he  will 
have  to  examine  every  original  in  detail,  and  thus  one  great  purpose  will 
have  been  lost  for  which  these  Calendars  have  been  compiled. 
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As  the  documents  are  various,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that  they 
■will  demand  a  corresponding  mode  of  treatment.  The  following  rules  are 
to  be  observed  : — 

1st.  All  formal  and  official  documents,  such  as  letters  of  credence,  war- 
rants, grants,  and  the  like,  should  be  described  as  briefly  as  possible. 

2nd.  Letters  and  documents  referring  to  one  subject  only  should  be 
catalogued  as  briefly  as  is  consistent  with  correctness.  But  when  they 
contain  miscellaneous  news,  such  a  description  should  be  given  as  will 
enable  a  reader  to  form  an  adequate  notion  of  the  variety  of  their  contents. 

Srd.  Wherever  a  letter  or  paper  is  especially  difficult  to  decipher,  or  the 
allusions  more  than  ordinarily  obscure,  it  will  be  advisable  for  the  Editor  to 
adhere,  as  closely  as  is  consistent  with  brevity,  to  the  text  of  the  document. 
He  is  to  do  the  same  when  it  contains  secret  or  very  rare  information. 

4th.  Where  the  Editor  has  deciphered  letters  in  cipher,  the  decipher  may 
be  printed  at  full  length.  But  when  a  contemporary  or  authorised  decipher 
exists  it  will  be  sufficient  to  treat  the  cipher  as  an  ordinary  document. 

oth.  Striking  peculiarities  of  expression,  proverbs,  manners,  &c.  are  to  be 
noticed. 

6th.  Original  dates  are  to  be  given  at  the  close  of  each  entry,  that  the 
reader  may  know  the  exact  evidence  by  which  the  marginal  dates  are 
determined. 

7th.  Where  letters  are  endorsed  by  the  receivers  and  the  date  of  their 
delivery  specified,  these  endorsements  are  to  be  recorded. 

8th.  The  number  of  written  pages  of  each  document  is  to  be  specified,  as 
a  security  for  its  integrity,  and  that  readers  may  know  what  proportion  the 
abstract  bears  to  the  original. 

9th.  The  language  of  every  document  is  to  be  specified.  If,  however,  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection  be  in  English,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  denote 
those  only  which  are  in  a  difierent  tongue. 

10th,  Where  documents  have  been  printed,  a  reference  should  be  given 
to  the  publication. 

11th.  Each  series  is  to  be  chronological. 

12th.  The  Prefaces  of  Editors,  in  explanation  of  documents  in  the  volume, 
are  not  to  exceed  fifty  pages,  unless  the  written  permission  of  the  Master 
3f  the  Rolls  to  the  contrary  be  obtained.

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PREFACE. 


The  Domestic  State  Papers  calendared  in  the  present 
volume  continue  the  history  of  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
during  the  last  half  of  1641  and  the  two  following  years 
to  the  close  of  1643,  and  conclude  with  a  volume  of  mis- 
cellaneous documents  connected  with  the  trial  of  Arch- 
bishop Laud.  It  will  be  noticed,  at  a  rough  glance,  that  the 
papers  are  much  less  numerous  than  during  the  preceding 
years.  The  reason  of  this  has  been  explained  in  the 
Preface  to  the  preceding  volume ;  but  it  should  be  here 
stated  that  they  are  also  more  miscellaneous.  They  do 
not  consist  of  a  complete  series  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Secretaries  of  State,  but  are  collected  from  various 
sources.  After  the  first  half  of  1642  their  character  is  con- 
siderably altered,  comprising  only  a  small  modicum  of 
official  correspondence,  supplemented  by  papers  of  the 
Royalists  intercepted  by  the  Parliamentarians,  and  also 
of  some  Parliamentarian  papers  which  were  either  brought 
together  by  the  Poet  Milton,^  or  have  been  recently  collected 
from  other  series  in  the  Record  Office. 

The  earliest  of  the  papers  in  the  present  volume  is  dated 
on  the  1st  June  1641,  and  is  therefore  almost  coincident  in 
point  of  time  with  the  commencement  of  the  revolutionary 
period.  The  ancient  monarchical  constitution  was  then 
destined  to  give  way  before  the  onward  march  of  political 
events,  as  they  hastened  towards  the  establishment  of  the 
Commonwealth.  How  unwillingly  the  mass  of  the  nation 
accepted  the  political  situation  is  clearly  evidenced  by  the 
letters  ^  of  both  parties  in  the  State.     Had  the  controversy

between  Charles  and  his  Parliament  been  simply  of  a 
political  character,  it  is  almost  certain  that  an  amicable 
solution  of  constitutional  differences  might  have  been 
arrived  at,  and  an  appeal  to  the  ultimate  arbitrament  of 
civil  war  avoided. 

For  the  anxiety  displayed  by  the  English  nation  at  that 
juncture  for  the  Protestant  cause  there  was  abundant 
reason,  in  view  of  what  had  been  passing  on  the  Continent. 
The  attainder  of  Strafford  and  the  Act  for  continuance  of 
the  Long  Parliament  were  intimately  associated  with  the 
religious  contest,  and  have  been  treated  of  in  the  preceding 
volume.  During  the  progress  of  the  criminal  proceedings 
against  Strafford,  the  Roman  Catholic  peers  found  them- 
selves in  this  dilemma ;  excluded  from  taking  part  in  the 
trial  by  reason  of  their  refusal  to  take  the  Protestation,  and 
yet  unable  to  offer  any  legitimate  excuse  for  their  absten- 
tion. In  the  month  of  May  (1641),  the  Houses  passed  the 
Bill  for  securing  the  existing  Parliament  against  a  disso- 
lution without  its  own  consent ;  and  it  is  difl&cult  to  see, 
under  the  circumstances,  what  other  course  they  could  have 
followed,  seeing  that  their  own  lives  and  estates  were 
involved  in  the  carrying  through  of  the  policy  which  they 
had  initiated.  The  House  of  Lords,  justly  appreciating  the 
danger  of  the  revolutionary  change  which  this  latter 
measure  involved,  at  first  proposed  a  compromise,  and 
supported  an  amendment  limiting  the  operation  of  the 
Bill  to  the  space  of  two  years,^  but  the  Peers  were  forced 
to  give  way  before  the  objections  of  the  Commons.^  These 
two  events — the  execution  of  Strafford  and  the  passing  of 
the  Bill  for  continuance  of  the  Long  Parliament — virtually 
closed  the  period  of  monarchical  government,  and  rendered 
it  impossible  for  Charles's  most  faithful  lieges  any  longer 
to  do  him  true,  because  constitutional,  service.    Sir  William

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Uvedale,  treasurer-at-"wars,  and  one  of  the  most  energetic 
members  of  the  Council  of  War,  writes^  on  the  11th  May 
(1641),  "  this  day,  the  King  having  signed  the  warrant  for 
"  the  execution  of  Lord  Strafford  upon  "Wednesday  next, 
"  the  mouth  of  the  people  is  stopped.     And  so  there  will 
"  be  an  end  of  that  great  man."     But  Strafford's  death 
did   not   set  matters  right.     From   that  day  the  King's 
troubles  grew  apace,  nor  did  the  Parliament  escape  its 
share  of  the  responsibility.    If  political  tergiversation  were 
to  be  punished  capitally,  then,  when  "  Fortune  turned  her 
wheel,"  it  might  be   requisite  for  many  of  the  members 
who  had  taken  part  in  this  impeachment, — it  cannot  be 
called  a  trial, — to  prepare  for  a  similar  fate.     This  made 
the  Bill  for  the  continuance  of  the  Long  Parliament  a 
political  necessity,  and  bound  the  party  to  a  course  which 
could  only  result  in  the  overthrow  of  the  existing  Consti- 
tution.    How  swiftly  one  illegal  act  followed  the  other  in 
the  revolutionary  course  which  resulted  in  the  Civil  War 
and   the   final   overthrow   of  monarchical  government  is 
narrated  in  the  correspondence  contained  in  this  volume 
of  Calendar.     Nor  will  it  be  difficult  to  trace  the  steps  by 
which  the  balance  in  favour  of  right  and  law  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  side  of  the  Parliament  to  that  of  the  King, 
nor  how   shortly  this  great   advantage  was   lost   by  the 
King's  indiscretion.     Hyde,  Falkland,  and  other  influential 
statesmen  who  had  successfully  combated  the  illegal  acts 
of  the  King,  now  consistently  opposed  the  illegal  acts  of 
the  Long  i^arliament,  and  ranged  themselves  on  that  side, 
which  Hallam^  says  was,  from  this  time,  undoubtedly  the 
side  of  the  Constitution.     As  yet  there  was  no  division  of 
the  Houses  into  Royalists  and  Parliamentarians ;  all  coin- 
cided in  their  expressions  of  loyalty  to  the  Crown  and 
Constitution,  and  probably  few  as  yet  even  contemplated

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the  possibility  of  their  ultimate  abrogation.  In  the  Lower 
House  the  defenders  of  Episcopacy,  which  was  then  the 
great  stumbling  block,  were  in  a  minority,  as  also  in  the 
City  of  London,  but  in  the  country  they  formed  a  very 
influential  party,  and  were  not  inclined  to  sufier  the  esta- 
blished fomi  of  worship  to  be  interfered  with,  regarding, 
as  most  of  the  country  gentlemen  did,  the  Church  of 
England  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Constitution.  How 
anxious  either  party  was  to  claim  the  majority  of  voices  is 
curiously  exemplified  by  two  petitions  from  Cheshire,  pre- 
served in  printed  copies  amongst  the  State  Papers.^  One 
of  these  was  presented  to  Parliament  by  Sir  Thos.  Aston, 
and  professed  to  embody  the  opinions  of  influential  resi- 
dents in  the  County  Palatine  of  Chester,  in  favour  of 
retaining  Church  government  by  Bishops,  and  deprecated 
"  various  petitions  which  have  been  spread  to  the  contrary 
"  as  not  tending  to  reformation,  but  absolute  innovation  in 
"  government."  This  petition  was  subscribed  by  four 
noblemen,  more  than  80  knights  and  esquires,  70  divines, 
300  and  odd  gentlemen,  and  above  6,000  freeholders  and 
other  inhabitants.  Not  to  be  outdone  by  their  opponents, 
the  anti- episcopalians  got  up  a  counter  petition,  urging 
that  Bishops  did  not  exist  in  the  time  of  the  Apostles, 
and  pointing  out  "  the  arbitrary  government  and  other 
"  abuses  they  have  introduced,  and  the  blessings  that  will 
"  result  from  their  abolition."  This  petition  professes  to 
have  been  subscribed  by  no  fewer  than  eight  noblemen, 
199  knights  and  esquires,  140  divines,  757  gentlemen,  and 
above  12,000  freeholders  and  others.  The  almost  exact 
doubling  of  the  signatures,  Mr.  G-ardiner  tells  us,^  struck 
him  as  suspicious  when  he  first  compared  these  two 
petitions,  and  Sir  T.  Aston's  statement,  that  "  there  was

.  got  up  by  the  Puritan  opposition,  but  without  its  ever 
having  been  submitted  to  the  county  for  signature.  "  The 
"  appearance  of  a  copy  of  this  petition  amongst  the  State 
"  Papers,  with  its  crowded  references  at  the  edge  of  the 
"  page,  excites  suspicion  that  it  may  have  been  the  handi- 
"  work  of  '  Marginal  Prynn.'  "  But  whether  we  regard 
this  latter  petition  from  Cheshire  as  a  forgery  or  as 
genuine  matters  little.  It  probably  was,  like  Savile's  letter 
to  the  Scots,  not  the  work  of  those  it  professed  to  be 
drawn  up  by,  but  expressing  their  wishes.  Thus  we  see 
that  the  force  of  public  opinion  was  a  real  power  in  the 
State,  even  at  this  period,  and  was  anxiously  appealed  to 
in  the  last  resort.  How  hard  both  parties  strove  to  avail 
themselves  of  this  novel  engine  of  political  power  is  evi- 
denced by  the  numerous  pamphlets,  gazettes,-  and  news- 
papers, weekly  and  bi-weekly,  which  continuously  issued 
from  the  press,  notwithstanding  the  exertions  of  the 
Government  of  the  day  to  repress  them.  For  the  first 
time  there  appears  at  the  end  of  this  volume  a  notice  of 
the  newspapers  preserved  amongst  the  State  Papers 
belonging  to  the  year  1643,  the  gazettes  and  newspapers 
forming  a  collection  by  themselves,  for  the  sake  of  greater 
convenience.  A  similar  list  will  in  future  occur  at  the 
end  of  each  year ;  and,  as  time  progresses,  the  number  of 
those  brought  into  this  collection  will  be  found  to  increase, 
thus  marking  the  augmented  importance  attached  to  them 
by  the  Government.  The  Journals  of  the  Commons' 
House  bear  witness  to  the  exertions  made  to  restrain  the 
circulation  of  political  literature.  In  order  to  limit  the 
liberty  of  unlicensed  printing,  an  Ordinance  was  issued  by 
the  Commons  requiring  the  names  of  all  persons  bring- 
ing anything  to  be  printed  to  be  sent  to  the  Stationers' 
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Company;^  and  on  the  7th  June  1642  a  Committee  of  the 
House  was  appointed  to  prepare  an  Ordinance  for  restrain- 
ing the  license  of  printing.^  It  must  not  be  inferred  that 
the  Eoyalist  and  Clerical  parties  alone  were  guilty  of 
wishing  to  repress  the  growth  of  public  opinion  as  ex- 
pressed in  these  newspapers  and  pamphlets.  The  Parlia- 
mentarians and  Roundheads  were  equally  jealous  of  this 
new  power  in  the  State,  which  partially  filled  the  place 
formerly  occupied  by  the  clergy.  Under  date  14  June 
1643  an  Ordinance  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  will  be 
found  for  regulating  printing,  and 

"  Suppressing  the  great  late  abuses  in  printing  many  false, 
seditious,  and  unlicensed  pamphlets,  to  the  great  defamation  of 
religion  and  government ;  also  authorising  the  Master  and  Wardens 
of  the  Stationers'  Company  to  search  for  and  seize  all  books  they 
shall  find  printed  or  reprinted  by  any  having  no  lawful  interest  in 
them  being  entered  into  the  Hall  book  to  any  other  man  as  his 
property."  ^ 

As  the  Roundheads  gained  the  upper  hand  in  the  Com- 
mons' House,  the  measures  taken  to  repress  the  exuberance 
of  political  utterance  in  the  press  became  more  stringent, 
and  even  partook  of  a  vindictive  character.  It  was  not 
any  longer  thought  sufficient  to  order  obnoxious  writings 
to  be  publicly  burnt  by  the  hands  of  the  hangman,  but 
the  very  presses  which  had  been  employed  in  printing 
"  scandalous  pamphlets "  were  ordered  to  be  destroyed.* 
In  the  collection  of  newspapers  and  gazettes  preserved 
amongst  the  State  Papers  are  many  passages  of  interest, 
but,  as  other  copies  are  extant  in  the  various  public 
libraries,  it  was  not  thought  requisite  to  analyse  their 
contents  further  than  to  indicate  the  precise  period  over 
which  they  extend.  It  was  in  June  1641,  the  date  at 
which  this  volume  commences,  that  Milton's  first  pamphlet,

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"  Of  Reformation  touching  Churcli  Discipline,"  made  its 
appearance,  "the  press  being  then  free  from  such  opinions."^ 
In  this  brochure,  written  in  the  form  of  a  letter  to  a  friend, 
he  expresses  his  opinion  in  favour  of  Presbyterianism  as 
opposed  to  Anglicanism  in  answer  to  "  A  Eemonstrance 
against  Presbytery,"  which  had  recently  made  its  appear- 
ance. It  was  not  that  Milton  sought  this  line  of  literary 
employment  for  his  pen  out  of  any  longing  for  political 
distinction.  He  tells  us  himself  how  loath  he  was  "  to  lay 
aside  his  singing  robes  "  in  order  to  "  embark  in  a  troubled 
sea  of  noises  and  hoarse  disputes ;"  but  as  the  sea-bird  feels 
the  approaching  storm,  so  the  inspired  poet  of  the  future 
felt  the  mental  agitation  which  presaged  the  social  cata- 
clysm which  already  shook  the  foundations  of  the  ancient 
Constitution.  The  "  Reformation  touching  Church  Dis- 
cipline "  was  only  the  herald  of  a  flight  of  treatises  and 
pamphlets  which  followed  in  quick  succession  from  his  and 
less  able  pens.  These  kept  the  national  mind  in  a  ferment 
of  agitation,  which  at  length  found  expression  in  the 
Parliament  itself. 

It  was  in  contemplation  of  the  difficulty  involved  in  the 
attempt  to  reconcile  the  freedom  of  expression  of  thought 
with  a  due  regard  for  political  order  and  decency  of 
language,  that  Milton  entered  on  the  most  celebrated  of 
his  treatises,  the  Areopagitica,  in  which  he  pleaded  the 
cause  of  a  free  press  with  unsurpassed  eloquence.  On 
the  great  question  of  the  hour,  the  reformation  of  Church 
government,  Milton's  sympathies,  we  know,  were  with  the 
Puritans,  who  as  yet  had  scarcely  made  up  their  minds  to 
quit  the  Church  of  England  altogether,  although  they 
opposed  the  political  conduct  and  status  of  the  Bishops.^ 

As  an  evidence  of  the  change  which  had  recently  come 
over  men's  minds  on  the  question  of  Church  government,

Though  differing  on  the  question  of  Episcopacy,  the  two 
Houses  were  at  one  in  their  determination  to  restrict  the 
royal  prerogative.  This  they  clearly  saw  to  be  the  only 
means  of  compelling  Charles  to  follow  a  straightforward 
course. 

If  he  were  to  be  suffered  to  continue  to  reign,  and  the 
thought  of  a  compulsory  abdication  had  not  yet  been 
broached,  the  exercise  of  his  personal  power  must  be  restrained 
within  narrower  limits,  and  for  this  purpose  new  safeguards 
were  required,  not  the  least  efficacious  of  which  was  the 
countersigning  of  all  grants,  warrants,  and  other  legal 
documents  emanating  from  the  Crown,  by  a  Secretary  of 
State  or  other  responsible  minister,  thus  rendering  the 
minister,  and  not  the  sovereign,  personally  answerable  to 
Parliament  and  the  nation;  it  having  been  previously  thought 
sufficient  justification  to  plead  the  King'spersonal  command, 
or  his  sign  manual.  This  gave  a  new  significance  to  the 
old  legal  maxim  that  "  the  King  could  do  no  wrong," 
which  henceforward  became  a  reality  instead  of  a  legal 
fiction.  The  exact  date  at  which  this  important  consti- 
tutional change  took  place  is  somewhat  doubtful,  for  the 
practice  seems  to  have  been  introduced  about  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Long  Parliament,  although  the  royal 
warrant  or  order  for  its  enforcement  does  not  appear  in 
this  Calendar^  till  10th  October  1643.  It  is  a  transcript 
made  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.,  being  one  of  those 
numerous  precedents  collected  by  Sir  Joseph  Williamson, 
then  Under  Secretary  of  State,  to  guide  him  in  the 
exercise  of  the  Royal  Prerogative  at  the  period  of  the 
Eestoration.  The  endorsement,  in  the  handwriting  of 
Williamson,  says  "  This  does  not,  for  many  reasons,  look

This  order  is  of  great  importance,  as  it  makes  the 
practice  of  countersigning  imperative,  without  which  it 
declares  all  such  warrants  or  grants,  though  bearing  the 
sign  manual,  "  shall  be  understood  as  unduly  obtained,"  '^ 
and  consequently  invalid.  This  precaution  was  found  most 
efficacious  in  checking  the  lavish  grants  by  the  Crown,  and 
the  illegal  monopolies  which  had  survived  the  most  stringent 
Acts  made  against  them.  The  criticism  of  this  document 
has  led  us  beyond  the  year  1641,  of  which  we  were 
treating,  so  that  a  regression  to  the  8th  of  June  1641  will 
be  necessary  for  the  right  understanding  of  the  history. 
It  was  on  this  day  that  the  antiquary  Selden  introduced 
into  the  Commons'  House  three  important  measures. 

The  'first  declared  the  illegality  of  ship-money ;  the 
second  restricted  the  operation  of  the  forest  laws  ;  and  the 
third  abolished  fines  for  neglecting  to  take  up  knighthood. 
This  social  distinction,  strange  to  say,  was  then  considered 
a  burden  rather  than  an  honour.  A  man  who  neglected 
to  be  knighted  was  brought  before  the  Court  of  Exchequer, 
and  there  fined.  The  Crown  then  offered  to  let  all 
persons  off  who  would  pay  a  composition,  considerably 
less  than  the  sum  would  have  been,  and  this  it  was 
now  sought  to  abolish.  In  the  afternoon  sitting  of  the 
same  day  on  which  these  Bills  were  introduced,  two 
important  measures  were  pushed  through  their  final 
stages,  viz.,  the  Acts  abolishing  the  Courts  of  Star 
Chamber  and  High  Commission  These  were  shortly 
followed  by  a  Tonnage  and  Poundage  Bill,  conveying  those 
duties  to  the  Crown  for  a  limited  time  only,  viz.,  till 
15th  July,  after  which  it  would  be  illegal  for  the  King 
to  levy  customs  duties  of  any  kind  without  an  express

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grant  of  the  same  from  Parliament.  "  It  is  my  intention 
"  in  future,"  said  the  King/  as  he  gave  his  assent  to  this 
Bill  on  the  22nd  June  1641,  "  to  put  myself  wholly  upon 
"  the  love  and  aflfection  of  my  people  for  my  subsistence." 
And  it  would  have  been  well  for  Charles  had  he  persevered 
in  his  expressed  intention,  as  he  had  at  length  right  and 
justice  on  his  side.  Unfortunately,  the  use  he  made  of 
this  great  advantage  soon  again  alienated  the  sympathy  of 
the  nation,  and  restored  the  ascendency  of  the  Parliament 
in  the  City  of  London,  which  virtually  held  in  its  grasp 
the  fate  of  the  contending  parties.  The  resolutions  of  the 
Houses  were  largely  swayed  by  the  course  of  public 
opinion  in  the  City,  on  which  finally  rested  the  brunt  of 
the  contest,  not  only  in  logic,  but  in  pecuniary  resources. 
It  will  appear  from  the  papers  in  this  volume  that  most  of 
the  questions  which  then  divided  the  nation  were  first 
threshed  out  in  the  Common  Council  and  in  the  pulpits  of 
the  City  before  they  were  introduced  into  the  Parliament. 
In  support  of  this  assertion  that  the  City  held  the  key  of 
the  situation,  additional  evidence  may  be  gleaned  from 
Somers's  Tracts,  more  especially  the  party  pamphlet  of 
Samuel  Butler,  and  the  letter  extracted  from  Mercurius 
Civicus.  The  influence  of  the  City  is  the  more  observable 
in  the  course  of  the  negotiations  for  a  treaty  with  the 
Scots,  who  drew  their  inspiration  of  coming  events  from 
that  quarter,  from  which,  indeed,  they  hoped  to  obtain  the 
reimbursement  of  their  pecuniary  outlay.  Hitherto  the 
citizens  had  hoped  that  the  political  storm  would  pass,  of 
which  they  thought  they  saw  a  presage  in  the  appointment 
of  Oliver  St.  John  to  the  ofl&ce  of  Solicitor-General  in  the 
preceding  January.  This  noted  Puritan  lawyer,  as  Carlyle 
reminds  us,^  "  had  married  for  his  second  wife  a  cousin  of 
"  Oliver  Cromwell,  a  daughter  of  uncle  Henry  of   Up-

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"  wood."  This  was  accepted  as  an  earnest  of  further 
changes ;  it  was  even  in  the  wind  that  the  King  had 
decided  on  trying  to  adopt  the  Puritan  leaders  as  his 
ministers.  These  Puritan  men,  under  the  Earl  of  Bedford 
as  chief,  might  have  been  able  to  execute,  it  was  confidently- 
hoped,  such  reforms  as  had  grown  inevitable.  "A  most 
"  desirable  result,  if  a  possible  one,"  as  Oarlyle  observes,^ 
"  for  of  all  men  these  had  the  least  notion  of  revolting  or 
"  rebelling  against  their  King."  These  negotiations  had 
proceeded  so  far,  that  early  in  May  1641,  Hampden  and 
Falkland  had  come  to  an  understanding  on  Episcopacy 
and  the  reformation  of  the  Church,  and  both  parties  were 
agreed  as  to  the  advisability  of  excluding  the  clergy  from 
secular  offices.  But  these  attempts  at  a  compromise  were 
prematurely  cut  short.  The  King  had  never  ceased  secretly 
negotiating  with  the  officers  of  both  armies,  as  is  evidenced 
by  the  two  Army  Plots,  to  engage  the  military  in  bringing 
about  a  forcible  dissolution  of  the  Parliament.?  In  June 
1641  he  sent  Daniel  O'Neill  down  to  sound  Oonyers  and 
Astley  as  to  the  feasibility  of  bringing  up  the  army  to 
London  if  the  neutrality  of  the  Scots  could  be  assured. 
This  coming  to  the  ears  of  the  leaders  in  the  Commons, 
soon  spread  into  the  city,  and  rendered  the  King's  cause 
most  unpopular.  The  more  violent  spirits  in  the  Par- 
liament, afterwards  called  the  "  Root  and  Branch,"  in- 
cluding in  their  number  Nathaniel  Fiennes,  John  Hamp- 
den, and  the  younger  Vane,  but  not  Pym  and  Holies,^  were 
not  as  yet  formed  into  a  separate  party,  although  they 
exercised  a  considerable  influence.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, it  was  not  within  the  power  of  the  Parliamentary 
leaders  to  altogether  exclude  the  burning  question  which 
then  occupied  all  men's  minds.  What  form  of  Church 
government  was  to  be  preferred  ?  and  this  question  involved

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tliat  of  personal  liberty,  for  toleration  in  matters  of 
conscience  had  scarcely  then  been  thougbt  of.  As  soon 
as  this  discussion  commenced,  the  adversaries  of  the  Court, 
hitherto  unanimous,  split  up  into  several  sections,  often 
violently  opposed  to  each  other,  so  that  the  majority  in  the 
Commons  often  varied.  A  few  prudent  statesmen,  seeing 
the  opportunity  which  these  dissensions  oflFered,  advised 
the  King  to  take  into  his  confidence  the  more  moderate 
party,  representing  the  political  reformers  as  distinguished 
from  the  religious  zealots,  by  which  means  he  would 
prevent  the  combination  of  his  enemies.  With  this 
Intention,  proffers  of  office  were  made  to  several  of  the 
leading  Parliamentary  statesmen,  at  the  head  of  whom  was 
Pym.  "  He  was  not,"  says  Clarendon,^  "  of  those  furious 
"  resolutions  against  the  Church  of  England  as  the  other 
"  leading  men  were,  and  wholly  devoted  to  the  Earl  of 
"  Bedford,  who  had  nothing  of  that  spirit."  The  King, 
who  was  sincerely  attached  to  the  Church,  though  of  the 
Laudian  school,  had  no  very  serious  objection  to  make  a 
trial  of  this  new  ministry,  as  we  learn  from  a  letter  of 
Edward  Nicholas^  to  Pennington,  written  on  the  29th  July 

1641: 

"  It  is  here  said  that  we  shall  shortly  hefore  the  King's  departure 
have  a  great  change  and  addition  of  officers  at  Court,  as  that  Lord 
Saye  shall  be  made  Lord  Treasurer ;  Lord  Newburgh,  Master  of  the 
Wards ;  John  Hampden,  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy ;  Mr.  Pym, 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  ;  Denzil  Holies,  Principal  Secretary  of 
State ;  and  that  the  Earl  of  Bath  and  Lord  Brooke  shall  be 
sworn  of  his  Majesty's  Privy  Council. 

"  The  jDusiness  against  Mr.  [Henry]  Percy  and  [Henry]  Jermyn 
will  not  be  made  appear  to  be  so  high  a  crime  as  treason,  as  I  am 
told ;  and  Colonel  [Henry]  Wilmott  and  Capt.  W.  Ashburnham 
will,"  as  it  is  hoped,  be  freed  from  any  further  fault  than  con- 
cealing a  business  which  they  were  sworn  to  keep  secret." 

These  political  readjustments  were  delayed  and  in  great 

measure  frustrated  by  the  all  absorbing  question  of  Church

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Government,  which  successively  took  the  form  of,  1,  a  Bill 

for  taking  away  the  right  of  the  Bishops  to  vote  in  the 

Upper  House ;  2,  the  Root  and  Branch  Bill  for  abolishing 

Episcopacy ;  3,  a  Bill  almost  identical  in  its  scope  with 

the  first-mentioned  measure ;    and,  4,  the  Ordinance  for 

abolishing   Episcopacy.      To    trace   the   course   of    these 

several    Bills   in   Parliament   is   beyond   the   limits  of    a 

Preface.     Sufl&ce  it  to  notice  that  so  fundamental  was  the 

difference   between  the  Crown   and    Parliament   on   this 

point  that,  when  the  King's  determination  was  signified  in 

the  House  of  Lords  to  reject  the  Bill  for  exclusion  of  the 

Bishops,  Pym,  on  the  return  of  the  Commons  to  their  own 

House,  prudently  moved  an  adjournment,  "  lest  they  should 

"  break  out  in  some  rash  distemper." 

On  the  29th  July  Edward  Nicholas  ^  writes  : — 

"  The  Act  against  BishopH,  Deans,  aud  Chapters  is  not  as  yet 
passed  the  Commons,  and  I  hope  never  will  ;  for  if  it  sliall,  my 
father  aud  myself  shall  by  the  change  of  oui-  landlords  lose  1,500^. 
in  the  value  of  our  estates;  but  I -hope  the  Parliament  will  not 
hold  it  jusfc  to  punish  the  tenants  for  the  landlords'  faults." 

The  King  at  this  juncture,  seeing  a  new  opening,  pre- 
pared himself  ^  to  tread  once  more  the  weary  I'ound  of 
intrigue  which  had  already  cost  him  so  dear.  It  was  now 
known  that  he  proposed  to  visit  Scotland  in  person  so  soon 
as  the  treaty  which  had  been  initiated  between  the  Parlia- 
ment and  the  Scots  should  have  been  ratified,  with  the 
object  of  regaining,  by  the  aid  of  the  Scots,  the  authority 
which  he  had  lost  in  England.  As  a  preliminary,  he  had 
entered  into  secret  negotiations  with  the  Scotch  Commis- 
sioners, who  favoured  the  project,  as  they  had  not  been 
able  by  their  negotiations  with  the  Parliam^t  to  secure  all 
the  concessions  which  their  compatriots  demanded.  "  They 
"  may  be  deceived,"  writes  Wiseman,^  "in  one  chief  aim,

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"  as  is  shrewdly  guessed,  for  altering  our  Church  govern- 
"  ment  to  that  of  Scotland,  which,  notwithstanding,  will 
"  never  be  accomplished  by  the  general  consent  of  Parlia- 
"  ment."  The  papers  in  this  and  the  preceding  volume 
relating  to  the  progress  of  the  treaty  with  the  Scots,  and 
the  disbanding  of  the  two  armies,  are  very  numerous  and 
replete  with  interest,  but  form  a  separate  study  by  them- 
selves. So  far  as  the  present  negotiations  were  concerned, 
the  points  most  objected  to  by  the  Commons  were  the 
demands  of  the  Scots  for  an  approximation  in  Church 
government,  and  freedom  of  trade  between  the  two  coun- 
tries. A  proviso  was  also  proposed  that  war  should  never 
again  be  declared  between  them  without  the  consent  first 
obtained  of  both  Parliaments.  To  escape  from  the 
dilemma,  it  was  resolved  that  these  questions  should  be 
referred  back  to  the  Commissioners  for  further  considera- 
tion, and  a  vote  was  passed  "  that  this  House  doth  approve 
"  of  the  affection  of  their  brethren  in  Scotland,  in  their 
"  desire  of  a  conformity  in  Church  government  between  the 
"  /two  nations,  and  doth  give  them  thanks  for  it."  ^  The 
truth  was,  that  the  Parliament  relished  as  little  as  the  King 
foreign  interference  with  their  internal  affairs,^  and  Soot- 
land  at  this  time  was  virtually  a  foreign  country,  having 
its  separate  constitution  and  laws,  though  united  under  the 
same  Crown.  All  parties  were  equally  zealous  that  the 
treaty  with  the  Scots  should  go  forward  as  speedily  as 
possible,  though  from  very  different  reasons.  Englishmen 
could  iU  brook  the  continued  occupation  of  the  northern 
counties,  and  the  details  which  reached  London  of  the 
inevitable  hardships  endured  by  the  inhabitants  of  North- 
umberland and  Durham  served  to  strengthen  the  feeling 
of  impatience.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  negotiations,  the 
City  signified  its  readiness  to  advance  part  of  the  money

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required  for  the  disbanding  of  the  armies,  and  the  King 
assured  the  Houses  that  his  assent  to  the  treaty  would  not 
be  wanting.  In  fact,  the  King  had  already  put  himself 
into  communication  with  the  officers  of  the  Scottish  army, 
as  he  hoped,  by  the  proffer  of  large  concessions  to  his 
northern  kingdom,  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Scots 
in  resisting  the  innovations  of  the  Parliament  in  the 
south. 

On  occasion  of  the  King's  departure  for  Scotland,  the 
revolutionary  tendencies  of  the  predominant  party  in  the 
Lower  House  obtained  the  fullest  expression.  It  was 
urged  that  the  interests  of  the  country  ought  not  to  be 
subordinated  to  the  royal  pleasure ;  but  that  if  the  King 
insisted  on  absenting  himself  from  London  a  deputy  or 
custos  regni  ought  to  be  appointed,^  to  give  the  requisite 
sanction  to  the  Bills  which  might  pass  both  Houses,  and  to 
transact  other  royal  functions.  For  this  post  the  youthful 
Prince  of  Wales  or  the  Elector  Palatine  were  suggested, 
but  for  obviaus  reasons  both  were  rejected,  and  a  com- 
mission appointed  with  very  restricted  powers,  to  give  the 
royal  assent  to  Bills  only.  These  provisions  for  the  con- 
duct of  public  business  during  the  King's  absence  were 
considered  by  the  Parliamentary  party  as  anything  but 
satisfactory,  and  some  violent  speeches  were  made  which 
have  not  been  recorded,  in  accordance  with  constitutional 
practice ;  but  it  is  traditionally  asserted  that  words  were 
uttered  to  the  effect  that  there  was  no  need  any  longer  for 
the  observance  of  monarchical  forms,  as  the  King,  by 
voluntarily  absenting  himself  out  of  the  country  against 
the  expressed  wish  of  his  Parliament,  had  virtually  abdi- 
cated. It  is  sufficient  to  state  that  the  papers  in  this 
volume  lend  no  confirmation  to  such  .reports.     But  if  so,

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"  this  was  the  first  time  that  Republican  sentiments  were 
"  expressed  in  the  debates  of  Parliament."^ 

"It  was,"  says  Mr,  Gardiner/  "no  mere  shadowy 
"  danger  which  stirred  the  hearts  of  the  Commons.  They 
"  saw  in  the  King's  departure  for  Scotland  the  first  act  of 
"  the  drama  which,  though  they  knew  it  not,  was  to  end 
"  twelve  months  later  in  the  raising  of  the  Standard  at 
"  Nottingham."  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 
veterans  who  had  followed  Leslie  through  two  campaigns 
would  have  formed  a  force  capable  of  overcoming  all 
opposition,  joined  with  the  Royalist  cavaliers,  could  Charles 
have  been  successful  in  securing  their  allegiance  to  his 
cause.  Of  this  he  had  the  greater  hopes,,  having  already 
secured  the  good-will  of  the  Scots'  Commissioners,  and 
Rothes  and  Loudoun  had  promised  to  use  their  good 
offices  with  Argyle,  who  had  already  been  sounded  by 
Hamilton.  The  argument  employed  to  win  over  the 
Scots  on  this  occasion  appears  to  have  been,  that  if  the 
King  were  deprived  by  the  English  Parliament  of  his 
constitutional  right  to  appoint  to  offices,  he  would  have 
nothing  left  to  reward  the  services  of  his  faithful  Scots. 
In  vain  the  King  was  warned  by  several  of  his  dis- 
creetist  counsellors  against  the  dangers  attending  this 
wild  adventure  to  the  north.  When  the  King's  deter- 
mination was  known,  the  excitement  which  moved  the 
Houses  was  sach  as  had  not  been  witnessed  since  the 
im]3eachment  of  Strafford. 

Edward  Nicholas  thus  writes  of  the  29th  July^ : — 

"  The  Commons  are  much  troubled  that  the  King  will  go  on 
Monday  come  se'nigbt,  as  he  has  declared  openly,  towards  Scotland. 
They  have  had  a  conference  with  the  Lords  about  presenting  to  his 
Majesty   some   reasons   against    his   going   until   the    armies   are

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disbanded,  which,   if  there  were  money  ready,  could  not  be  this 
fortnight." 

An  address  was  presented  to  the  King  praying  him,  for 
reasons  stated,  to  defer  his  journey,  but  all  that  could  be 
obtained  was  the  postponement  of  it  until  the  following 
Tuesday,  to  enable  the  passing  of  some  pressing  measures 
in  Parliament.  No  provision  was  made  for  carrying  on 
the  executive  government,  the  King  apparently  thinking  it 
sufficient  to  commit  the  safety  of  the  kingdom  to  the  care 
of  the  Earl  of  Essex,  who  was  equally  trusted  by  the  Court 
and  Parliament.  On  the  29th  July  Edward  Nicholas^ 
writes : — 

"  On  Tuesday  last  the  Earl  of  Essex,  now  Lord  Chamberlain  [of 
the  Household],  was  by  his  Majesty  declared  at  the  Council  Board 
to  be  General  of  all  the  Forces  on  this  side  Trent." 

In  a  letter  of  the  10th  of  August  (1641)^  the  Lord  High 
Admiral  is  informed  by  his  secretary,  Mr.  Smith,  that 
"  the  King  made  account  to  be  gone  this  morning  by 
"  4  o'clock,  but  divers  things  in  the  House  not  being  ready 
"  for  his  signature,  they  prevailed  with  him  to  stay  this 
"  day ;  but  his  Majesty  was  so  intent  upon  his  journey 
"  that  he  went  not  to  bed  all  night,  and  came  into  the 
"  House  about  10  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  before  11, 
"  was  in  his  coach  and  gone."  In  passing  through  the 
English  army,  which  v/as  disbanding,  the  King  did  not 
think  it  advisable  to  stop  long  on  his  way.  Still  his 
attempts  with  the  soldiers,  particularly  among  the  officers, 
were  so  public,  that  the  Earl  of  Holland,  who  as  Captain- 
General  of  the  army*  presided  over  the  disbanding,  wrote 
an  anxious  letter  on  the  subject  to  the  Earl  of  Essex*  on 
the  16th  August,  adding  that  on  his  return  to  London  he 
would  tell  him  more.  The  Secretary  to  the  Lord  High 
Admiral,   writing   to  Sir    John  Pennington,^    who    com-

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manded  tlie  Channel  fleet,  refers  to  tlie  matter  with  evident 
anxiety : 

"  A  letter  o£  Lord  Holland's  from  the  army  to  the  Earl  of  Essex, 
relating  his  fear  of  some  storm  likely  to  fall  suddenly  upon  this 
kingdom,  hath  increased  the  jealousy,  and  put  both  Houses  into  a 
distemper ;  but  we  hope  there  is  no  cause ;  yet  the  Parliament 
begin  to  bethink  themselves  how  to  provide  for  the  worst." 

On  the  arrival  of  the  King  in  Edinburgh,  on  the  14th 
August  (1641)  he  hastened  to  the  Parliament-house,  where 
everything  was  prepared  for  his  reception.  As  a  mani- 
festation of  good-will,  he  would  have  touched  with  his 
sceptre,  and  thus  given  the  royal  sanction,  to  all  the  Acts 
which  had  so  long  been  in  contention.  His  Scottish 
subjects,  however,  though  longing  for  the  legal  completion 
of  their  political  desires,  were  not  prepared  to  dispense 
with  the  formal  ceremonials  which  they  had  always  re- 
garded as  the  necessary  accompaniments  of  constitutional 
authority.  A  few  days  sufficed  to  arrange  everything, 
and  Charles  gave  his  assent  to  the  new  Statutes. 

On  the  18th  August,  Sidney  Bere  writes  to  Penning- 
ton : — 

"  This  day  his  Majesty  was  again  in  the  House,  and  gave  great 
satisfaction,  but  what  will  be  the  issue  of  all  is  yet  hard  to  judge, 
being  early  days ;  but  I  pray  God  it  may  be  answerable  to  that 
gracious  proceeding  of  his  Majesty  in  their  regard  and  the  con- 
fidence he  puts  in  them,  which  we  hope  will  operate  to  the  best, 
and  produce  easy  and  reasonable  demands.  The  army,  we  say, 
shall  be  removing  some  time  next  week,  but  such  antedated  news 
carries  little  certainty  in  so  doubtful  an  age.  The  entertainment 
we  have  here  is  for  the  quantity  very  good.  The  Chaplain's  places 
are  supplied  by  Mr.  Henderson  and  another,  who  say  grace,  but  I 
cannot  say  read  prayers,  they  being  likewise  extemporary ;  one 
[prays]  in  the  beginning,  then  a  chapter  or  two,  after  that  another 
prayer,  then  a  psalm,  and  the  benediction.  This  [service]  is  [held] 
in  the  Chamber  of  Presence  at  the  usual  hours.  The  sermons  have 
been  hitherto  in  the  parish  church,  though  the  chapel  here  be 
fitted,  but  after  their  fashion,  without  altar  or  organ.     Forasmuch 
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as  I  can  learn,  the  Scotch  Lords  imprisoned  here  will  find  a  round 
proceeding,  unless  they  can  clear  themselves  or  submit, — which  is 
a  hard  lesson  to  him  that  thinks  himself  innocent.  Captain  Murray 
has  arrived  here  with  his  ship ;  he  came  this  day  to  Court,  and 
desired  me  to  let  you  understand  so  much,  and  that  he  had 
delivered  all  your  commands." 

Before  his  departure  the  King  had  been  careful  to  give 
the  royal  assent  to  the  treaty  concluded  between  the 
English  Parliament  and  the  Scots,  so  that  nothing  re- 
mained but  to  content  them  in  matters  of  religion  and 
public  policy.  This  was  rendered  possible,  as  the  Scots 
were  already  in  good  humour  owing  to  the  magnificent 
sum  which  had  been  assured  to  them  by  the  Treaty. 

By  this  instrument  a  payment  of  220,000L  was  secured 
to  the  Scots,  as  the  remainder  of  the  Brotherly  Assistance 
which  had  been  promised  by  Parliament,  and  was  to  be 
paid  so  soon  as  they  should  have  crossed  the  Tweed ; 
80,000L  having  already  been  handed  over  to  the  Scottish 
Commissioners  by  the  Earl  of  Warwick  in  accordance 
with  an  order  of  the  Commons.-'^  Out  of  this  latter  sum 
the  Scots,  according  to  agreement,  had  set  aside  38,888L 
to  indemnify  the  counties  of  Northumberland  and  Durham 
for  the  money  owing  to  them  for  provisions.^  In  their 
anxiety  lest  the  King  should  win  over  to  his  side  the 
aflfections  of  the  officers  of  the  disbanded  armies,  the 
Commons  took  no  notice  of  his  offer  to  issue  a  proclama- 
tion of  general  pardon  ;  thus  leaving  many  of  their  friends 
exposed  to  prosecution  upon  the  gravest  charges.  They 
seem  to  have  considered  this  a  lesser  evil  than  the  escape 
of  certain  Malignants  whom  they  were  well  aware  would 
have  been  included  in  it.  The  King  had  scarcely  quitted 
the  capital  when  they  began  to  make  reprisals  by  declaring 
Suckling,  Henry  Percy,  brother  of  the  Earl  of  Northum- 
berland, and  Jermyn,  to  be  guilty  of  treason.     Their  next

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step  was  to  form  a  Committee  of  Defence,  to  whicli  was 
entrusted  the  duty  of  devising  measures  for  the  defence  of 
the  King  and  kingdom,  securing  the  store  of  munitions  at 
Hull,  and  reporting  on  the  state  of  the  Tower.  This  Com- 
mittee was  further  to  take  into  consideration  the  appoint- 
ment of  suitable  officers  to  command  the  trained  bands, 
in  the  event  of  their  services  being  required.  In  this  last 
instruction  we  see  the  future  Militia  Bill  already  fore- 
shadowed. It  was  fortunate  for  the  King's  interest  that 
the  members  chosen  to  sit  on  this  Board  were  men  of 
moderate  views,  including  Falkland  and  Culpeper,  who 
willingly  co-operated  with  Vane  and  Pym.  The  Houses 
had  not  as  yet  divided  themselves  into  the  rival  parties  of 
Royalists  and  Parliamentarians,  though  events  were  rapidly 
moving  in  that  direction.  The  King  had  scarcely  been  a 
week  absent  from  Westminster,  when  a  suggestion  was 
made  in  the  House  for  constituting  a  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee with  authority  to  proceed  to  Edinburgh  in  order  to 
guard  English  interests  during  the  negotiations  of  the 
King  with  the  Scotch  Parliament,  and  to  intervene  if  they 
should  find  it  expedient ;  at  all  events,  to  watch  the  progress 
of  affairs,  and  to  keep  the  Parliament  informed  of  what 
was  going  on.-'  This  being  a  matter  of  great  importance 
and  delicacy,  the  House  made  choice  of  several  of  its 
most  trusted  members,  including  Stapleton,  Hampden,  and 
Fiennes,  with  the  Earl  of  Bedford.  Lord  Lyttelton,  then 
the  Lord  Keeper,  objected  that  he  had  no  authority  to 
attach  the  Great  Seal  to  their  Commission  during  the 
King's  absence,  and  without  it  their  appointment  would 
be  invalid.  To  overcome  this  objection  it  was  proposed 
that  the  House  should  pass  a  vote  requiring  the  Lord 
Keeper  to  do  it,  but  D'Ewes  pointed  out^  that  there  was

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no  precedent  for  sucli  an  order,  but  that  tte  difficulty 
might  be  got  over  by  making  an  order  of  the  two  Houses 
for  the  Committee  to  proceed  on  their  journey,  and  such 
an  order  had  "  always  carried  with  it  great  authority." 
This  was  the  greatest  innovation  in  the  forms  of  the 
Constitution  that  had  as  yet  been  attempted  by  the  Parlia- 
ment, and  it  carried  with  it  the  germs  of  still  greater 
changes. 

After  a  fortnight  of  barren  sittings,  the  Houses  on  the 
27th  of  August  resolved  to  adjourn  for  six  weeks,  from 
8th  September  to  20th  October.  Before  they  separated  two 
important  Committees  were  appointed.  One,  as  above 
stated,  was  to  follow  the  King  into  Scotland.  It  was 
composed  of  six  members,  viz.,  the  Earl  of  Bedford, 
Lord  Howard,  Sir  Wm.  Armyn,  Sir  Philip  Stapleton, 
Nathaniel  Fiennes,  and  John  Hampden.  The  other,  for 
the  Defence  of  the  King  and  Kingdom,  was  more  nume- 
rous and  invested  with  larger  powers.  It  sat  at  "West- 
minster during  the  adjournment  of  the  two  Houses,  and  of 
it  Pym  acted  as  President  or  Chairman.  The  House  of 
Lords  took  similar  measures,  being  only  too  glad  to  be 
relieved  for  a  space  from  the  duty  of  endorsing  the  will 
of  the  Lower  House.  During  their  short  vacation  the 
members  spread  themselves  over  the  country,  eager  to 
expound  their  sentiments  or  communicate  their  mis- 
givings as  to  the  success  of  the  present  policy.  Both 
political  parties,  under  the  appearance  of  a  truce,  were 
seeking  to  strengthen  themselves  in  the  country,  and  com- 
municating Avith  their  constituents  as  to  the  advisability 
of  carrying  on  the  contest  in  case  it  should  be  driven  to 
the  bitter  end  of  civil  war. 

The  Parliamentary  Commissioners  no  sooner  reached 
Edinburgh  than  they  found  their  position  anything  but 
enviable.     The  King  absolutely  declined  their  assistance, 
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and  refused  to  sanction  their  interference  in  the  matters 
in  treaty  betw^een  himself  and  the  Scottish  Parliament. 
In  this  predicament  they  applied  for  further  instructions. 
Their  intelligence,  however,  was  of  the  most  ominous 
character.  On  the  very  day  of  their  arrival  they  found 
the  King  surrounded  by  his  Scottish  nobles,  receiving  the 
congratulations  of  his  northern  subjects,  at  a  banquet  in 
the  great  hall  of  the  Parliament  House.'  The  Lord 
Provost  drank  the  health  of  the  King  and  Queen  with 
the  heartiest  expressions  of  loyalty,  and  the  leading 
Presbyters  vied  with  each  other  in  congratulations  on 
"  the  happy  intervention  of  the  unity  in  form  of  religion  " 
in  both  kingdoms.  The  particulars  of  this  entertainment 
are  graphically  described  by  Bere  in  his  letter  of  the 
30th  August  to  Sir  John  Pennington  :^ 

When  such  were  the  rejoicings  in  the  neighbouring 
kingdom,  where  the  civil  strife  had  first  commenced,  at 
the  presence  of  their  Sovereign,  it  was  hard  to  conceive 
how  the  same  event  could  have  filled  the  hearts  of  English- 
men with  dismay  ;  but  such  was  the  fact.  The  more  the 
Scots  expressed  themselves  satisfied,  the  more  the  Com- 
monwealth party  in  Parliament  were  chagrined.  It  was 
not  that  they  envied  the  Scots  their  good  fortune  in  having 
at  length  obtained  all  which  they  liad  so  ardently  desired, 
and  even  risked  the  miseries  attendant  on  civil  war  to 
attain,  added  to  invasion  on  the  side  of  England,  but  a 
dread  had  seized  them  of  a  coalition  being  entered  into  by 
the  Scots  and  English  malcontents,  with  the  object  of 
putting  an  end  to  the  Parliament  by  military  force. 
Their  misgivings  were  fortunately  prematurely  frustrated, 
for  Argyle,  following  the  lead  of  the  English  Par- 
liament, persevered  in  demanding   that   neither  political

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nor  judicial  offices  should  be  filled  up  without  the  approval 
of  the  proposed  candidates  in  the  Scottish  Parliament. 
This  was  precisely  the  demand  which  had  induced  the 
King  to  appeal  to  the  intervention  of  the  Scots  to  prevent 
its  being  carried  out  in  England.  It  was  therefore  with 
an  ill  grace  that  he  was  compelled  to  accept  it  in 
Scotland. 

A  concise  view  of  the  present  state  of  affairs  is  con- 
tained in  a  letter  of  Secretary  Vane^  of  the  30th  October 
1641. 

"  The  Parliament  continues  here  still  stiff  and  resolved ;  and 
whatever  intelligence  you  may  have  had  in  the  South,  I  do  not 
find  his  Majesty  is  like  to  have  his  will  here  [in  Scotland].  It  is 
high  time  to  give  over  talking  of  party,  and  that  King  and  people 
should  heartily  unite,  for  this  is  not  a  time  to  contend  ;  if  both  go 
not  one  way,  it  will  not  do  well.  You  know  we  have  long  fore- 
seen these  issues.  In  England,  though  you  say  nothing  to  me  of  it, 
I  understand  business  grows  to  a  great  height.  Three  kingdoms  in 
this  condition,  no  money  and  little  aifection,  should  be  well  thought 
of,  and  the  Catholic  Romish  Princes  abroad  all  drawing  to  a  peace, 
if  time  be  not  suddenly  redeemed,  divisions  amongst  ourselves 
cease,  and  a  face  of  unity  both  in  Church  and  kingdom.  I  will  say 
no  more,  but  we  cannot  be  happy  if  we  change  not  our  counsels. 
This  business  is  like  to  hasten  his  Majesty's  return  sooner  than  I 
expected,  though  I  cannot  send  you  the  day." 

Now  that  the  Scots  had  obtained  their  desires,  it  was 
natural  that  Charles  should  look  with  hope  to  their  assist- 
ance in  restoring  his  authority  in  the  South.  This  he 
would  appear  to  have  taken  for  granted,  for  though  Eothes 
had  unfortunately  expired  on  the  23rd  August,  yet  the 
great  Greneral  Leslie  had  promised  to  aid  the  King  so  far 
as  legitimately  he  might  with  true  affection  and  loyalty. 
The  King  communicated  this  good  news  to  the  Queen ; 
which  apparently  being  interpreted  in  too  literal  a  sense, 
roused    a   sudden  fear  in    the   breasts   of    his    political 
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opponents,  as  shown  by  the  letter  of  the  Lord  Admiral  s 
Secretary  to  Sir  John  Pennington :  "  This  letter  of  yours," 
writes  the  Secretary,  "  was  very  requisite  to  clear  a  sus- 
"  picion  bred  in  the  Parliament  by  an  information  that  the 
"  whole  fleet  was  gone  to  Scotland ;  but  when  they  saw  your 
"  letter  they  were  satisfied  that  only  two  ships  were  gone 
"  thither.  A  letter  of  Lord  Holland's  from  the  army  to  the 
"  Earl  of  Essex,  relating  his  fears  of  some  storm  likely  to 
"  fall  suddenly  upon  this  kingdom,  hath  increased  the 
"  jealousy,  and  put  both  Houses  into  a  distemper  ;  but  we 
"  hope  there  is  no  cause;  yet  the  Parliament  begin  to  bethink 
"  themselves  how^  to  provide  for  the  worst."  The  fears  of 
the  Parliament  were  not  participated  in  by  the  City. 
There  great  satisfaction  was  expressed  at  the  King's  pro- 
ceedings and  the  hopes  of  returning  peace  and  prosperity, 
following  on  a  perfect  reconciliation  with  Scotland,  gave  a 
new  turn  to  the  current  of  public  opinion.  This  time  it 
was  not  only  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen  who  expressed 
their  confidence  in  the  King's  good  aff'ections,  but  the  whole 
commonalty  joined  in  the  rejoicings.  It  would  appear  to 
have  been  known  in  the  City  before  the  King's  return  that 
no  fear  was  to  be  entertained  of  the  intervention  of  the 
Scots  by  armed  force.  The  reserve  army  in  Scotland, 
which  had  been  retained  on  foot  until  the  negotiations 
with  England  should  be  concluded,  and  which  we  learn 
from  the  Yenice  correspondence  the  King  had  hoped  to 
have  had  placed  at  his  disposal,  was  now  disbanded,  and 
the  promised  aid  of  the  Scottish  leaders  was  shown  to  have 
been  only  complimentary  ;  or  at  least  only  to  mean  theii' 
moral  support  to  which  the  City  was  far  from  objecting. 
The  popular  voice  at  this  time  is  expressed  in  a  letter  of 
Wiseman  of  the  11th  November  ;'^  "I  pray  G-od  bless  our 
"  good  King  and  send  him  safe  hither  again.     I  know  not

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"  what  to  think  of  it,  all  things  going  so  mysteriously,  both 
"  here  [in  London]  and  there  [in  Scotland],  and  will  do  so 
"  still,  so  long  as  our  Houses  of  Parliament  do  not  better 
"  agree," 

In  the  midst  of  this  domestic  turmoil,  news  was  brought 
on  the  1st  November  that  a  fearful  insurrection  had  broken 
out  all  of  a  sudden  in  Ireland.  The  Irish  Roman  Catholics, 
taking  advantage  of  the  incompetent  administrations 
which  succeeded  that  of  Strafford,  had  risen  in  arms  against 
their  Protestant  fellow  subjects,  whose  houses  they  wasted 
with  fire  and  sword  in  every  direction,  often  massacreing 
the  inmates,  who  as  a  rule  were  taken  unawares.  In  justi- 
fication of  their  barbarous  proceedings,  the  Irish  rebels 
invoked  the  name  of  the  Queen,  and  pleaded  that  they  were 
warranted  in  doing  what  they  did  by  a  commission  received 
from  the  King.^  This  last  point  has  been  justly  doubted, 
and  there  is  nothing  in  this  volume  which  will  entirely  clear 
it  up  ;  but  in  a  letter  written  in  confidence  by  Secretary 
Yane^  to  Sir  Thos.  Roe,  occurs  the  following  :  — 

"  I  would  I  could  tell  you  as  much  from  Ireland,  where  within 
these  few  days  a  great  revolt  has  happened,  which,  no  doubt  will 
soon  spread  abroad  to  the  discrediting  of  his  Majesty's  affairs  ;  but 
that  you  may  the  better  meet  such  rumours,  I  send  herewith  a 
copy  of  the  relation  sent  by  the  Lords  Justices  themselves  unto  his 
Majesty ;  by  which  will  appear  how  miraculously  it  has  pleased 
God  to  discover  those  malicious  plots,  whereby  the  Lords  Justices 
in  their  prudence  and  care  have  so  far  prevented  these  wicked 
designs  that  Dublin  and  the  Castle  are  secured,  so  that  by  the 
succours  which  from  both  kingdoms  will  be  sent  with  all  speed  we 
hope  soon  to  master  this  rebellion  to  the  better  securing  of  that 
kingdom  for  all  time  to  come." 

This  conspiracy,  which  had  long  been  preparing,  was 
only  disclosed  by  accident  ^  on  the  22nd  October  to  Sir 
William  Parsons  on  the  eve  before  Dublin  Castle  was  to 
have  been  surprised.      Everywhere  else  the  insurrection

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met  with  but  slight  resistance,  owing  to  the  arms  of  the 
Protestants  in  the  North  having  two  years  before  been 
given  up  by  Strafford's  orders,  lest  they  should  be  em- 
ployed in  assisting  the  Presbyterians  in  Scotland  against 
the  King's  army,^  so  that  within  the  first  week  all  the 
fortified  posts  or  castles  were  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels. 
The  reports  circulated  at  the  time,  both  as  to  the  numbers, 
who  perished  and  the  tortures  inflicted  on  the  Protestants, 
were,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  to  a  great  extent  fictitious  ;^ 
but  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  savagery  of  the 
native  Irish  towards  the  English,  whom  they  regarded  as 
foreigners  and  heretics. 

May,  in  his  History  of  the  Long  Parliament,^  estimates 
the  number  of  those  who  perished  at  200,000,  which  has 
been  properly  reduced  by  Clarendon*  to  40,000  or  50,000, 
and  Sir  "Wm.  Petty  further  reduces  it  to  37,000  in 
all.  It  is  probable  from  the  correspondence  of  the  Lords 
Justices  in  Ireland,  and  the  inquiry  made  into  the  subject 
in  1641-5,  that  even  these  last  figures  are  excessive ; 
Lingard^  in  his  account  of  the  Ulster  rebellion,  omits 
all  mention  of  the  massacre,  and  in  a  note  at  the  end  of 
the  volume  endeavours  to  disprove  it  altogether.  It 
may  be  of  service,  to  the  historian  to  mention  that  the 
collection  of  documents  sworn  to  before  the  Committee 
of  Inquiry,  and  preserved  in  Trinity  College,  Dublin, 
and  known  as  "  the  Celebrated  Depositions,"  have  recently 
been  treated  by  Mr.  Gilbert  in  the  Eighth  Eeport  of  the 
Historical  MSS.  Commission.  In  estimating  the  value  to 
be  attached  to  them  there  is  great  diversity  of  opinion,  as 
shown  by  Miss  Hickson's  recent  work  in  two  volumes,^ 
containing  217  of  these  depositions,  some  of  which  were 
taken  before  the  Royalist  and  others  before  Republican

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Commissioners,  either  in  the  years  immediately  following 
the  outbreak,  or  after  the  Civil  War  had  been  brought  to 
an  end  by  very  stern  treatment. 

In  the  dearth  of  documentary  evidence  relating  to  Irish 
matters,  it  is  impossible  to  assert  positively  that  the  King's 
secret  negotiations  with  the  Irish  Roman  Catholics  were 
known  to  the  Parliamentary  leaders.  The  whole  course 
of  conduct,  however,  initiated  by  Pym  would  lead  to  this 
inference,  otherwise  it  would  be  difficult  to  explain  what 
induced  the  Parliament  to  proceed  with  so  extraordinary 
a  measure  as  the  Remonstrance.     In  this  manifesto — 

"  All  the  grievances  and  abuses  of  many  years  past  are  set  out ; 
the  contestation  now  is  whether  to  publish  it  in  print  to  the  public 
view,  or  by  petition  to  his  Majesty.  It  was  so  equally  carried  on  a 
division  that  there  were  but  11  voices  different.  It  seems  there 
are  great  divisions  between  the  two  Houses,  and  even  in  the  Com- 
mons' House,  which  if  not  suddenly  reconciled  may  cause  verj'- 
great  distractions  amongst  us.  It  is  the  fear  of  many  wise  and 
well  wishing  men,  who  apprehend  great  distempers."  ^ 

How  variously  the  policy  embodied  in  this  manifesto 
struck  different  minds  is  exemplified  by  a  passage  from 
May's  History  of  the  Long  Parliament,^  in  which  he 
acknowledges  himself  unable  to  comprehend  its  true 
significance,  "  for  mine  own  part  I  will  make  no  judgment 
*'  upon  it,  nor  can  we  truly  judge  by  the  success  of  things, 
"  for  such  an  unhappy  genius  ruled  those  times  that  no 
"  endeavours  proved  successful,  nor  did  any  actions  pro- 
"  duce  their  right  effects."  The  Under  Secretary  to  the 
Admiralty,  in  writing  to  the  Admiral  in  the  Downs,  on  the 
16th  December  1641,^  seems  to  have  been  equally  puzzled 
by  the  perversity  of  the  times. 

Already  the  phrase  "King  Pym,"*  here  met  with  for 
the  first  time  in  these  papers,  had  become  a  by -word  in  the 
City.     The  new  Lord  Mayor,  Sir  Richard  Grurney,  was  a

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declared  Eoyalist,  and  most  of  the  Aldermen  were  of  his 
way  of  thinking.  Under  these  circumstances  the  message 
from  the  King  "  that  in  order  to  do  honour  to  the  City,  he 
"  in  company  with  the  Queen  intended  on  their  way  to 
"  Westminster  to  pass  through  London,"  was  received 
with  enthusiasm,  and  preparations  were  commenced  to 
give  him  a  magnificent  reception  at  the  cost  of  the  munici- 
pality. On  the  25th  November,  with  the  bells  ringing 
and  flags  flying  from  the  housetops,  which  were  crowded 
with  spectators,  the  King  proceeded  in  a  stately  cavalcade 
to  the  banquet  at  the  Gruildhall.^  On  this  solitary  occa- 
sion during  his  reign  he  had  laid  himself  out  to  gain  the 
hearts  of  the  citizens.^  He  promised  to  restore  to  them 
their  forfeited  possessions  in  Londonderry,  to  restrict  the 
numbers  of  his  privileged  servants,  and  to  restrain  the 
invidious  protections  given  by  the  Lords  to  their  retainers  ; 
he  also  proposed  to  pass  such  laws  as  might  be  required 
for  the  better  advancement  of  trade,  which  had  sadly 
declined  during  the  late  disturbances,  and  to  confirm 
their  Charter  with  such  extensions  as  might  bring  the 
election  of  City  officers  within  less  compass,  and  add  all 
the  suburbs  to  their  government.  The  interests  of 
religion,  he  assured  his  City  audience,  were  very  dear  to 
him,  and  that  he  was  "  determined  to  maintain  the  Prote^- 
"  tant  religion  in  its  purity  as  it  had  been  established  in 
"  the  reigns  of  Elizabeth  and  his  father  King  James,"  and 
he  added,  "  this  I  will  do,  if  need  be,  at  the  hazard  of  my 
"  life  and  all  that  is  dear  to  me." 

Li  these  words,  Charles  took  up  the  challenge  of  the 
Remonstrance.''  There  was  evidently  to  be  no  compro- 
mise with  Puritanism  ;  no  attempt  to  conciliate  opponents. 
Presbyterians   and   Roman    Catholics    were   to    be    alike

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subjected  to  the  Penal  Statutes.  And,  strangest  of  all,  it 
would  appear  to  have  been  the  prevailing  impression  of 
those  about  the  Court  that  Parliament  would  support 
Charles  in  this  high-handed  proceeding.^  "  I  believe  " 
writes  Thos.  "Wiseman^  "  that  the  Parliament  will  not 
"  cease  to  sit  till  the  business  of  religion  be  better  settled, 
" .  and  the  Sectaries  and  Separatists,  whereof  in  London 
"  and  the  parts  contiguous  there  are  more  than  many, 
"  be  suppressed  and  punished."  With  these  sentiments, 
although  applauded  by  the  City  dignitaries,  the  bulk  of 
the  citizens  were  not  in  accord,  and  the  King  soon  dis- 
covered that  he  had  failed  in  his  second  grand  design  to 
restore  the  regal  power. 

At  first  the  reaction  which  the  King's  unadvised  speech 
at  the  banquet  had  produced  amongst  the  lower  class 
citizens  was  not  felt  in  high  quarters,  and  on  the  3rd 
December  a  deputation,  comprising  the  Lord  Mayor,  Alder- 
men, and  Common  Councillors,  waited  by  appointment 
on  the  King  to  thank  him  for  his  gracious  promises  given 
at  the  Guildhall  to  enlarge  their  Charter,  and  to  present 
two  petitions,  the  substance  of  which  is  printed  in  Mait- 
land's  London.  The  power  of  the  City  magnates,  however, 
was  already  broken.  Continuous  deputations  from  the 
citizens  waited  on  the  Commons'  House,  not  only  "  the 
baser  sort,"  as  at  first,  "  but  good  numbers  of  the  same 
"  faction,  accoutred  in  the  best  manner  they  could,  and 
"  in  coaches,  to  prevent  the  aspersion  that  they  were 
"  the  basest  sort  of  people  only  which  were  that  way 
"  affected."^  Their  complaints  were  chiefly  directed 
against  "the  ill-afiected  persons  in  the  City  who  en- 
"  deavoured  to  hinder  their  petition  for  the  removal  of 
"  the  Popish  Lords  a,nd  Bishops  out  of  the  Upper  House,

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"  wherein  my  Lord  Mayor  was  comprehended ;  who,  the 
"  day  before,  had  ordered  all  the  constables  to  raise 
"  their  watches  and  be  ready  in  arms,  which  was  very 
"  ill  resented  by  the  House."  ^  It  was  thus  clear  that 
the  King's  trust  in  the  City  had  deceived  him ;  the 
magnates  no  longer  represented  the  voice  of  the  City. 
Sidney  Bere,  the  Under  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty,  per- 
ceiving this,  wrote  to  his  friend  Pennington,  the  Admiral 
commanding  in  the  Downs,  "  I  pray  Grod  we  find  not  that  we 
"  have  flattered  ourselves  with  an  imaginary  strength  and 
"  party  in  the  City  and  elsewhere,  which  will  fall  away  if 
"  need  should  be."  ^ 

A.  still  graver  symptom  of  the  hostile  feeling  of  the 
citizens  was  given  by  their  conduct  in  the  streets.  Ever 
since  the  Christmas  holidays  began,  writes  the  Under 
Secretary  to  the  Admiralty,^  the  assembling  of  rude 
multitudes  of  the  baser  sort  of  people  threatens  a  desperate 
confusion. 

"The  first  pretended  cause  of  this  was  the  making  Colonel 
Lunsford  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  which  begat  so  general  discon- 
tent that  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to  remove  him  after  two  or  three 
days,  and  put  Sir  John  Byron  in  his  place,  having  made  the  other 
a  knight,  and,  I  am  told,  given  him  5001.  a  year  pension.  But  the 
people  not  being,  as  it  seems,  sufficiently  persuaded  of  his  removal 
on  Monday  continuing  their  insolencies,  and  meeting  Lunsford  at 
Westminster,  they  fell  to  blows,  in  which  disorder  divers  were 
slightly  hurt;  one  of  their  chief  leaders  then  was  Sir  Eichard 
Wiseman,  who  was  also  hurt.  Tn  line,  these  distempers  have  so 
increased  by  such  little  skirmishes  that  now  the  train  bands  keep 
watch  everywhere,  all  the  courtiers  are  commanded  to  wear  swords, 
and  a  guard  house  is  built  within  the  rails  by  Whitehall ;  all  which 
fills  every  one  with  fears  and  apprehensions  of  greater  evils.  This 
day  there  has  been  great  debating  in  the  Houses,  and  is  still.  The 
bishops  having  protested  against  all  the  Acts  made  this  Parliament 
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against  them,  12  of  them  are  now  committed,  and  two  sent  for, 
whereof  York  is  one." 

That  this  is  a  true  picture  of  the  state  of  affairs 
immediately  preceding  the  attempt  to  seize  the  five  mem- 
bers is  vouched  for  by  the  letters  of  Captain  Carteret,^ 
calendared  in  this  volume.  Carteret,  who  held  the  office 
of  Comptroller  of  the  Navy,  was,  as  we  are  told  by  Claren- 
don,^ a  man  of  such  great  eminence  and  reputation  in 
naval  command,  that  the  Parliament,  in  a  crisis  of  much 
difficulty,  notwithstanding  his  Royalist  opinions,  named 
him  for  their  Yice- Admiral.  These  letters,  which  form  the 
official  correspondence  of  Sir  John  Pennington,  who  as 
Admiral  commanding  the  Channel  fleet  in  the  Downs, 
received  constant  information  of  what  was  going  on  from 
the  most  trustworthy  sources,  are  of  extreme'  value,  often 
being  the  unique  authority  for  particulars,  as  in  the  above 
quotations.  They  were  seized  by  the  Parliament,  no  doubt 
in  1642,  at  the  time  when  Pennington  was  sent  for  to  be 
examined  before  a  Committee  of  both  Houses.^ 

In  many  instances  the  details  given  in  this  corre- 
spondence are  confirmed  by  the  valuable  manuscript  Journal 
of  D'Ewes,  a  member  of  the  Long  Parliament,  who  gives 
a  faithful  description  of  the  popular  tumults  at  "West- 
minster. This  most  curious  and  original  record  of  what 
was  passing  in  Parliament  and  at  Court  at  this  important 
juncture,  is  contained  in  five  separate  volumes  of  rough 
notes  jotted  down  by  D'Ewes  in  the  intervals  of  his 
pressing  engagements,  so  that  they  are  somewhat  confused; 
in  some  places  defective,  and  in  others  re-duplicative, 
requiring  careful  scrutiny,  but  are  entirely  trustworthy. 
They  now  form.JSTos.  162-166  of  the  Harleian  Collection 
in  the  British  Museum. 
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On  this  ever  memoi'able  'New  Year's  eve  (31st  December 
1641)  the  physical  and  moral  atmosphere  were  alike 
charged  with  storm-clouds.  So  severe  a  season  had  not 
been  experienced  for  many  winters.  Ex-secretary  Winde- 
bank,  writing  on  this  day  from  Paris/  speaks  of  the 
extraordinary  storms  that  were  prevalent  there,  and  of 
"  the  very  fierce  frost  methinks  much  exceeding  those  in 
"  England ;"  while  the  Admiral  commanding  in  the 
Downs  compares  the  storms  he  experienced  at  sea  to  those 
still  more  terrible  storms  that  were  brewing  on  land.  The 
events  immediately  antecedent  to  the  King's  attempt  to 
seize  the  five  members  in  the  Commons'  House  are  of 
great  historical  interest,  us  it  would  appear  to  have  been 
owing  to  the  flattering  reception  he  had  experienced  in 
the  City,  that  the  King  came  to  the  resolve  of  putting  in 
practice  his  long  contemplated  design  of  securing  his 
political  opponents  in  Parliament,  before  his  newly-acquired 
popularity  should  wane.  That  his  resolution  to  act  at 
once  in  this  matter  was  suddenly  taken  there  can  be  little 
doubt,  but  the  design  had  long  been  planned.  So  far  back 
as  the  30th  November  1641  an  attack  on  Parliament  was 
expected,  of  which  we  have  evidence  in  the  Journals.  On 
this  day  Pym  was  entrusted  by  the  Commons  to  carry  up 
to  the  Lords  their  resolutions  in  favour  of  a  guard  for  the 
Houses,  which  ought  to  be  constituted  of  such  bodies  of 
the  Trained  Bands  of  London  as  they  had  selected.  In  his 
speech  on  this  occasion  Pym  does  not  disguise  the  fact 
that  there  was  danger  of  a  surprise  "  intended  against  the 
"  persons  of  divers  members  of  both  Houses,"  as  had 
recently  taken  place  in  the  Scottish  Parliament.  It  is 
also  clear  that  Pym  himself  knew  of  the  intended  design 
to  hazard  an  impeachment   of   some  Parliament  men   at 
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least  four  days  before  the  attempt  on  the  4tli  January 
1642. 

The  reasons  for  the  King's  action  have  been  as  variously 
stated  as  the  mode  of  the  proceeding,  but  there  can  be 
little  doubt  that  it  was  owing  to  the  fear  entertained  at 
Court  of  an  impeachment  being  preferred  in  Parliament 
against  the  Queen  herself.  It  could  no  longer  be  concealed 
that  her  meddling  in  the  two  Army  Plots,  the  Irish  plots, 
and  her  intrigue  with  the  Pope,  had  given  great  offence. 
The  Parliament  was  equally  displeased  at  her  political 
intrigues  with  the  ex-secretary  "Windebank^  and  Lord 
Digby,  who  since  his  declaration  "  that  Parliament  was 
not  free,"  had  been  regarded  with  political  animosity. 
This,  although  it  may  be  accepted  as  the  real  cause  of 
proceedings  being  taken  at  once  by  the  King,^  does  not 
explain  the  nature  of  the  charges  to  be  brought  against 
the  five  members.  Over  these  there  has  been  much 
controversy,  although  a  manuscript  copy  of  the  "  Articles 
"  of  High  Treason  and  other  high  misdemeanours,"  which 
were  preferred  by  the  Attorney-General  in  the  Upper 
House,  against  Lord  Kimbolton  and  the  five  members, 
still  exists  amongst  the  State  Papers."  These  Articles  of 
Treason  were  seven  in  number,  and  were  read  from  a  paper 
which  Sir  Edward  Herbert,  the  Attorney- General,  when 
subsequently  put  upon  his  trial,  asserted  that  he  had 
received  directly  from  the  King,  and  may  have  been  the 
very  copy  here  calendared,  as  it  is  endorsed  by  Secretary 
Nicholas,  "  Articles  of  Treason  against  Pym  and  the  rest." 
That  they  were  sufl&ciently  ample  to  embrace  any  or  all 
of  the  versions  adopted  by  the  several  historians  as  the 
grounds  of  the  charges  against  the  five  members  will  be 
evident  on  a  perusal  of  them.     But  the  question  remains, 
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whicli  version  are  we  to  prefer  as  the  true  one,  or  the  one 
on  wMch  the  King  relied  to  obtain  a  conviction.  Clarendon 
and  Hallam  attribute  the  attack  upon  the  members  to  their 
political  conduct  in  Parliament,  and  the  desire  of  the  King 
and  Queen  "  to  strike  terror  into  the  Parliament  and  regain 
"  the  power  that  had  been  wrested  from  their  grasp."^  A 
careful  examination  of  these  Articles,  however,  will  lead 
to  the  inference  that  it  was  their  political  intrigue  with  the 
Scottish  leaders,  conveyed  in  the  words  of  the  fourth 
Article,  "  That  they  have  trayterously  invited  and 
"  incouraged  a  foreign  power  to  invade  his  Majesty's 
"  kingdom  of  England,"  this  foreign  power  being  Scot- 
land. This  Article  was  that  relied  upon  for  bringing  them 
within  the  law  of  treason.  Thomas  Wiseman^  thus  writes 
to  Sir  John  Pennington  on  the  11th  November,  "  In  the 
"  enclosed  pamphlet  you  may  likewise  perceive  what  a 
"  gallant  speech  Marquis  Hamilton  hath  made  in  the 
"  Parliament  of  Scotland  since  his  re-admission  into  the 
"  King's  favour,  and  that  it  now  appears  who  is  the 
"  patron  of  those  members  of  ours  that  carry  the  greatest 
"  sway  in  the  Commons."  It  will  be  remembered  that  in 
the  preceding  volume  of  Domestic  Calendar,  notice  was 
called  to  the  fact  that  Strafford  had  intended  to  have 
accused  certain  members  of  both  Houses  of  high  treasofi, 
on  the  ground  of  their  correspondence  with  the  Scottish 
leaders,  only  "  they  were  too  quick  for  him."  It  needs 
no  stretch  of  imagination  to  discover  a  ready  explanation 
from  the  additional  information  acquired  by  the  King  in 
Scotland,  why  he  should  now  determine  to  proceed  on  the 
original  charges  ;  and  as  much  is  conveyed  in  his  expres- 
sion "  that  it  was  a  treason  which  they  should  all  thank 
"  him  for  discovering."     In  strictness  of  law  there  can 
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be  little  doubt  that  their  correspondence  with,  the  Scots 

while  in   arms   against  the   King  was   of   a   treasonable 

nature,  and  possibly  Savile's  letter  inviting  the  Scots  to 

cross  the  Borders  had  come  into  the  King's  hands.     But 

in  the  eyes  of  their  fellow  members  these  doings  were  held 

to  be  fully  justified  by  the  danger  into  which,  both  countries 

had  been  thrown  by  the  action  of  the  King  in  commencing 

"  the   Bishops'   wars."      While   the  Articles   were  being 

publicly  read  by  the  Attorney-G-eneral,  the  trouble  and 

agitation  were  extreme,  we  are  told,  in  both  Houses,  and 

their  Lordships,  to  use  the  expression  of  Clarendon,  were 

"  appalled." 

The  Commons,  upon  receiving  a  message  from  the  King 

demanding   the   arrest   of   the   five   members,  a   copy  of 

which  is  preserved  amongst  the  State  Papers,-^  appointed 

a  Committee,  a  list  of  whose  names  is  here  given,^  to  attend 

the  King  with  their  answer. 

"  That  this  message  from  His  Majesty  is  a  matter  of  great  conse- 
quence. It  concerns  the  privilege  of  Parliament,  and  therein  the 
privilege  of  all  the  Commons  of  England.  That  this  House  will 
take  it  into  serious  consideration,  and  will  attend  his  Majesty  with 
an  answer  in  all  humility  and  duty  with  as  much  speed  as  the 
greatness  of  the  business  will  permit,  and  that  in  the  meantime 
this  House  will  take  care  that  these  gentlemen  mentioned  in  the 
message  shall  be  ready  to  answer  any  legal  charge  laid  against 
them." 

The  other  transactions  of  this  day  are  similarly  reported 

in  the  Journals  and  in  the  valuable  pencil  notes  of  Sir 

Ralph  Yemey.*     These  latter  give  us  the  best  account  of 

what  took  place  on  that  4th  of  January  (1642).     In  the

morning,  when  tlie  House  met,  the  five  gentleman  who 
were  to  be  accused  came  into  the  House  and  there  received 
information  that  thej--  should  be  taken  away  by  force. 
Upon  this  the  House  sent  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen, 
and  Common  Council,  to  let  them  know  how  their  privi- 
leges were  like  to  be  broken,  and  the  City  put  in  danger, 
and  requested  a  guard  for  their  own  safety,  but  no  trained 
bands  arrived.  The  Commons  likewise  sent  some  of  their 
members  to  the  Inns  of  Court,  to  let  them  know  "  how 
"  they  heard  that  they  were  tampered  withal  to  assist 
"  the  King  against  them,  and  therefore  they  desired  them 
"  not  to  come  to  "Westminster."  The  fact  being  that  only 
five  days  previously  "  50U  gentlemen  of  the  Inns  of  Court 
"  had  come  to  offer  their  services  to  the  King."^ 
Meanwhile,  the  Commons,  apparently  having  doubts 
whether  the  King  would  ever  accomplish  his  design, 
continued  their  debate,  denouncing  the  Attorney- General's 
articles  of  impeachment  ^  as  a  scandalous  libel,  in  which 
resolution  the  Lords  joined.^  They  further  declared  that  the 
originators  of  these  charges  must  be  detected  and  punished, 
in  order  to  secure  the  Commonwealth  against  them. 
Then  the  House  adjourned  till  one  of  the  clock  for  dinner. 
When  the  House  met  again,  replies  were  received  from  the 
Inns  of  Court*  that  the  lawyers  had  gone  to  "Whitehall, 
"  having  only  an  intent  to  defend  the  King's  person,  but 
"  would  likewise,  to  their  uttermost,  also  defend  the  Par- 
"  liament,  'being  not  able  to  make  any  distinction  between 
"  the  King  and  Parliament."  One  of  their  own  members, 
Nathaniel  Fiennes,  who  on  a  previous  occasion  had  brought 
intelligence  of  the  Army  Plot,  rose  and  stated  that  during 
the  dinner  hour  he  had  ascertained  from  the  officers  at

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Whitehall  that  they  were  directed  to  follow  Sir  "William 
Fleming,  who  was  one  of  those  sent  round  to  call  the 
lawyers  to  the  King's  aid.  The  Earl  of  Essex,  as  Lord 
Chamberlain  of  the  Household,  likewise  sent  word  that 
the  King  intended  to  come  to  the  House  of  Commons  and 
seize  upon  them  there,  and  that  they  should  absent  them- 
selves.^ The  House,  on  receiving  this  intimation,  in 
order  "  to  avoid  all  tumult,  moved  that  the  five  members 
"  be  commanded  to  absent  themselves,  but  entered  no 
"  order  for  it  on  the  Journals."^  The  news  of  the  King's 
coming  with  a  troop  of  armed  followers  was  soon 
confirmed  by  a  message  sent  from  the  French  Ambassador" 
to  Mr.  Fiennes.  This  message  was  entrusted  for  delivery 
to  a  gentleman  of  French  descent  named  Captain  Hercules 
Langres,  who,  Heath*  states,  was  in  the  service  of  the 
Queen.  On  Langres  reaching  the  lobby  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  Fiennes  left  his  seat  and  went  to  speak  with 
him.  Hearing  that  the  King  was  already  on  his  way  to 
the  House,  having  taken  his  coach  at  Whitehall,  and 
was  coming  in  haste  with  an  armed  troop  of  retainers,^ 
Fiennes  at  once  communicated  the  intelligence  to  the 
Speaker  Lenthal,  amidst  a  scene  of  extraordinary  excite- 
ment. For  this  statement  we  have  the  authority  of  the 
French  Ambassador,  who  writes  "  J'avois  prevenu  mes 
amis,  et  ils  s'^toient  mis  en  surete."^  Before  the  discovery 
of  D'Ewes's  notes,  historians  were  inclined  to  question  the 
seriousness  of  this  statement,  and  to  attribute  it  to  French 
vanity.  There  can  now  belittle  doubt  that  "the  noble 
"  gentleman  who  wishes  well  to  this  nation"  of  D'Ewes's

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narrative  waa  the  Prencli  Ambassador ;  and  lie  is  said  to 
have  been  present  overnight  at  the  discussion  which  took 
place  in  the  Queen's  rooms  after  the  decision  taken  by  the 
King  on  consultation  with  "  certain  members  of  the  Privy 
"  Council  who  were  also  members  of  the  Parliament."^ 
This  last  particular  we  learn  from  Dr.  Bates,  one  of  the 
King's  physicians,  who  is  probably  correct,  though  the 
statement  is  in  direct  opposition  to  Hallam's  assertion^ "  that 
"  the  King  was  guided  by  bad  private  advice,  and  cared  not 
"  to  let  any  of  his  Privy  Council  know  his  intentions,  lest 
"  he  should  encounter  opposition."  To  this  conclusion 
Hallam  probably  came  from  the  evident  impolicy  of  the 
rash  step,  and  in  ignorance  of  the  above  statement  to  the 
contrary.  The  whole  of  Charles's  history,  however,  bears 
witness  to  the  frequency  of  his  rejecting  the  advice  of  the 
most  prudent  councillors  who  remained  with  him  on  occa- 
sions, so  that  we  are  not  to  suppose  that  those  consulted 
were  all  in  favour  of  this  project.  On  the  contrary,  we 
are  told  that  several  urged  him  against  it.  "We  also  know 
that  Lord  Mandeville,  now  Kimbolton  in  his  own  right, 
had  received  a  like  warning  with  the  five  members^ 
the  day  before,  from  a  very  unexpected  quarter,  the  Gate- 
house prison.  Here  the  Poet  Marston  was  secluded  in  the 
debtors'  ward,  but  not  so  fast  that  he  did  not  receive 
intelligence  of  this  intended  coup-de-main  from  some  of 
the  Jesuits  or  priests  who  were  likewise  incarcerated  there. 
This  warning  he  communicated  to  his  patron  in  a  letter 
still  extant  amongst  the  family  papers  at  Kimbolton 
Castle,  and  which  is  printed  in  John  Forster's  "Arrest  of 
the  Pive  Members."  Notwithstanding  his  researches 
into  this  intricate  matter,  Mr.  Forster  has  fallen  into  an 
extraordinary  blunder,    owing   to   his   having   misread  a

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passage  of  D'Ewes  MS.  notes.^  D'Ewes  writes,  "  lie  got 
"  through,  the  multitude  of  those  soldiers  and  ruffians,  and, 
"  coming  to  the  House,  acquainted  Mr.  Nathaniel  Fynes 
"  with  the  King's  resolution."^ 

What  followed  has  been  so  graphically  described  in  a 
letter  calendared  in  this  volume  from  the  pen  of  Captain 
Slingsby,  who  was  himself  an  active  participator  in  the 
events,  that  little  can  be  added  to  it.  He  tells  us  himself 
that  he  was  one  of  the  troop  who  marched  down  to  the 
House  with  the  King.  He  describes  how  all  parts  of  the 
Court  were  thronged  with  officers  of  the  disbanded  army 
and  gentlemen  armed  with  swords  and  pistols,  both  the 
King's  guard  and  the  pensioners.  The  reader  is  referred 
to  the  letter  at  page  242. 

It  is  a  curious  evidence  of  the  conservatism  of  English 
institutions  that  the  memory  of  this  political  struggle  of 
the  17th  century  is  still  commemorated  at  the  first  sitting 
of  af  new  Parliament.  On  these  occasions  it  is  customary 
for  the  four  City  members  to  attend  in  court  suits  or  in 
uniform  and  to  take  their  seats  on  the  front  Treasury 
Bench,  which  seats  they  afterwards  vacate  in  favour  of 
the  Ministry  of  the  day.  This  honourable  position  is 
accorded  to  them  in  consequence  of  the  services  rendered 
by  the  citizens  in  sheltering  the  five  members  who  fied  to 
them  for  protection,  and  the  act  of  the  Corporation  in 
defence  of  the  privileges  of  Parliament,  then  threatened 
with  extinction.  In  Forster's  "  Arrest  of  the  Five 
Members "  may  be  seen  the  entry  of  the  proceedings  as 
they  appear  on  the  journals  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Council,  and  there  will  also  be  found  an  account  of  the 
subsequent  thanks  of  Parliament  to  the  City  of  London.

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In  this  narrative  no  mention  has  been  made  of  Lucy, 
Countess  of  Carlisle,^  widow  of  Lord  Hay,  afterwards  Earl 
of  Carlisle,  whom^  she  married  in  the  autumn  of  1617.  This 
lady,  who  is  occasionally  mentioned  in  these  papers,  was 
the  sister  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland.  The  suspicion 
which  naturally  attached  to  her  as  being  one  of  the  ladies 
at  Court  most  intimate  with  the  Queen,  and  probably  one 
of  the  few  present  in  the  presence-chamber  when  the 
news  of  the  King's  resolve  was  made  known,  added  to 
her  being  on  terms  of  intimate  friendship  with  Pym  and 
other  leaders  of  the  Parliamentary  party,  have  led  to  the 
supposition  of  her  having  conveyed  to  Essex  the  news  of 
the  King's  intention.  That  the  Queen  was  of  this  opinion, 
as  related  in  the  Memoirs  of  Madame  de  Motteville,  is 
quite  possible,  and  probably  she  was  never  disabused  of 
this  conceit,  but  nevertheless  it  wants  confirmation.  The 
information  which  the  Commons  acted  on,  as  we  have 
before  seen,  was  obtained  through  the  French  Ambassador 
and  the  Earl  of  Essex,  whose  position  as  Lord  Chamber- 
lain of  the  Household  precluded  any  possibility  of  his 
being  in  error  on  such  matters.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
the  Parliament  had  expressed  their  full  confidence  in 
Essex  by  requesting  that  he  might  have  the  command  of 
the  guard  for  the  Houses  that  they  had  petitioned  the 
King  for,  but  which  favour  the  King  had  expressed  his 
reluctance  to  grant,  suggesting  that  the  Earl  of  Lindsey, 
who,  as  Lord  High  Chamberlain,  had  the  special  charge 
of  the  Houses,  would  be  the  right  person  to  be  intrusted 
with  the  command  of  their  guard,  but  whose  services  the 
Houses  declined. 

Late  in  the  night  of  the  4th  of  January  1642,  the  day  of 
the  King's  attempt  upon  the  House  of  Commons,  the 
Lord  Mayor  Gurney,  who  was  in  the  confidence  of  the

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Court,  sent  a  circular  letter  to  tlie  aldermen  responsible 
for  the  security  of  their  wards.     The  draft  of  the  letter 
preserved  amongst  the  State  Papers  is  to  Portsoken  Ward/ 
requiring  the  alderman  to  appoint  a  "  substantial  double 
"  watch  and  ward  of  able  men,  well  weaponed  and  fur- 
"  nished  with  halberts  and  muskets,"  to  be  stationed  day 
and  night  at  all  the  gates  and  landing-places  within  the 
City  bounds.     And  further,  it  was  required  of  each  alder- 
man "  that  yourself  take  the   service,  the  danger  of  the 
"  times  considered,  personally   to    heart  and  care ;    And 
"  that   you,    your    deputy,  or   some  one  of   the    Common 
"  Councilmen,  in  person  do  by  turn  watch  every  night, 
"  until  you  have  further  order  to  the  contrary  from  the 
"  chief  magistrate."      This   draft  letter   was   apparently 
brought  back  to  the'  Court  at  Whitehall  that  the  King 
might  see  what  precautions  had  been  taken,  and  so  avoid 
countenancing  any  attempt  to  surprise  the  City  on  the  part 
of  the  Cavaliers.     We  learn  from  Clarendon  ^  that  on  this 
occasion  "  the  shops  of  the  City  generally  were  shut  up,  as 
"  if  an  enemy  were  at  their  gates  ready  to  enter  and  to 
"  plunder  them."    The  King's  Warrant  '^  dated  on  this  day, 
the  draught  of  which  is  preserved  amongst  these  papers, 
requiring  that  a  search  be  made  throughout  the  City  for 
arms, "and  security  be  taken  of  the  owners  "  that  they  may 
"  be  responsible  for  the  same  and  their  intentions  there- 
"  with,"  added  to  the  excitement,  and  made  men  think 
that  some  immediate  action   against  the  City  was  in  con- 
templation.    If   such  had  been  the   case  the  precautions 
which  had  been  taken  frustrated  it.     It  may  be  that  the 
Lord  Mayor  had  in  this  matter  miscalculated,  as  the  King 
had  done,  and  instead  of  finding  the   City  trained  bands 
ready  to  abide  his  bidding,  found  them  determined  on  the

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defence  of  those  wlio  had  sought  shelter  under  their 
municipal  organisation.  But  of  this  we  have  no  evidence. 
The  letter  of  the  Lord  Mayor  here  preserved  will  be  read 
with  interest  for  the  proof  it  affords  of  the  orderly 
government  and  military  organisation  of  the  City  at  this 
period.  In  the  17th  century,  London,  notwithstanding  its 
comparative  smallness  of  population,  filled  a  much  more 
important  position  with  regard  to  the  Government  of  the 
country  than  it  does  at  the  present  time.  The  united 
action  of  its  trained  bands,  in  the  absence  of  a  standing 
army,  gave  it  an  influence  to  which  there  is  nothing  to  be 
compared  at  the  present  day.^  The  loans  of  the  London 
citizens  alone  had  made  it  possible  for  the  House  of  Com- 
mons to  disband  the  two  armies ;  and  without  the  loans 
of  the  London  citizens^  the  Parliament  would  find  it 
impossible  to  provide  for  the  campaign  in  Ireland,  which 
was  now  a  pressing  necessity. 

"When  the  resources  of  the  City  began  to  fail,  John  Pym, 
who  directed  the  policy  of  the  Parliament,  and  was  by 
nature  a  distinguished  financier,  developed  a  novel  source 
of  supply  by  rendering  the  Excise  a  general  impost, 
whereas  formerly  it  had  been  confined  to  a  few  commo- 
dities, and  those  chiefly  of  foreign  import.  The  ordinance 
for  its  establishment  is  calendared  at  page  484.  The 
reason  here  given  for  resorting  to  this  new  mode  of  levying 
money  is  "  that  the  malignants  and  neutrals  who  have 
"  hitherto  by  cunning  ways  evaded  payment  of  their  share 
"  of  the  general  burdens,  may  thus  be  compelled  to  pay 
"  their  proportionable  parts  of  these  charges,  and  the 
"  subject  in  general  be  rated  and  taxed  with  as  much  ease 
"  and  indiff'erence  as  may  be."  These  novel  burdens  were 
the  more  readily  submitted  to,  as  the  nation  felt  them  to

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be  imperatively  called  for  if  tlie  integrity  of  the  English 
dominions  was  to  be  maintained. 

In  the  before-quoted  letter  of  Captain  Slingsby  ^  he 
describes  the  courtiers  who  attended  the  King  as  "  the  ill- 
"  affected  party  "  and  makes  them  speak  very  favourably 
of  the  Irish  "  as  those  whose  grievances  were  great,  their 
"  demands  moderate,  and  who  may  stand  the  King  in 
"  much  stead."  But  such  was  not  the  opinion  of  the 
citizens  and  country  gentlemen. 

They  could  tolerate  with  a  comparatively  even  temper 
much  tergiversation  and  backsliding  both  in  religion  and 
politics,  but  what  they  could  not  endure  was  the  King's 
secret  negotiations  with  the  Irish  Roman  Catholics,  whom 
they  regarded  as  the  natural  enemies  of  liberty  and  true 
religion.^  The  Irish  on  their  part  saw  their  only  safety  in 
the  triumph  of  the  Royalist  cause,  and  determined  at  all 
risks  to  deliver  themselves  and  the  throne  from  the  English 
Puritans,  their  common  oppressors.  In  this  state  of  affairs 
there  was  no  neutral  ground,  and  Charles  was  compelled, 
though  reluctantly,  to  choose  his  side.  In  a  letter  of 
Secretary  Vane®  of  the  3rd  November,  we  read, — 

"  His  Majesty  is  impatient  to  hear  from  the  Lords  Justices  of 
Ireland  a  second  time,  also  what  advice  the  Parliament  will  give 
his  Majesty  touching  Ireland,  who  has  made  this  day  a  proposition 
to  the  Parliament  here  touching  the  relief  of  that  kingdom ; 
whereupon  they  have  made  a  Committee  to  consider  it,  but  will 
resolve  nothing  till  they  understand  the  sense  of  England  more 
than  to  be  in  readiness  to  help  their  countrymen  in  the  North  of 
Ireland." 

The  idea  had  already  been  entertained  of  not  intrusting 
the  choice  of  oflBcers  for  the  troops  destined  for  Ireland 
to  the  King,  and  after  his  attempt  to  seize  the  five  mem- 
bers the  nomination  of  the  leaders  for  the  militia  became 
a  positive  demand  embodied  in  the  Militia  Bill.

PREFACE. 


The  aim  of  tlie  Houses  in  presenting  this  Bill  to  Charles 
in  February  1642,  and  his  refusal  to  pass  it,  which  led  by- 
rapid  steps  to  the  commencement  of  the  Civil  War,  was 
not  so  much  to  remove  the  uncertainties  of  administration 
by  a  general  provision  which  might  settle  for  all  time  the 
relative  position  of  the  Sovereign  and  the  two  Houses,  for 
in  effect  it  left  them  much  as  before  ;  but  as  a  temporary 
expedient  to  place  the  command  of  the  sword  in  the  hands 
of  those  they  could  control.  In  fact  its  leading  object  was 
to  make  the  Lords  Lieutenants  of  every  county  answerable 
for  the  quiet  of  their  several  districts,  and  for  this  purpose 
it  was  necessary  to  nominate  them,  the  leaders  of  the 
trained  bands  under  the  immediate  orders  of  the  two 
Houses,  and  to  be  irremovable  by  the  King  for  two  years. 
"  No  one,"  says  Hallam,^  can  "  pretend  that  this  was  not  an 
"  encroachment  on  the  prerogative  of  the  Crown,"  but  its 
object  was  nevertheless  intended  as  a  guarantee  of  peace. 

By  reference  to  the  list  printed  in  "  the  Parliamentary 
History  "^  of  the  officers  recommended  by  the  Houses  to  be 
intrusted  with  the  command  of  the  Militia  or  Trained  Bands, 
as  they  were  more  frequently  termed  in  the  writings  of 
that  period,  it  will  be  seen  that  many  of  them  were  Royalists, 
which  dispels  the  idea  that  it  was  intended  as  a  revolu- 
tionary measure.  The  result,  however,  of  the  passing  of 
the  Bill  would  have  been  to  have  transferred  the  power  of 
the  sword  for  the  time  to  the  Parliament,  and  thus  pre- 
cluded any  possibility  of  a  reaction,  which  was  feared  from 
the  inconstant  mind  of  the  King. 

"  When  this  Bill,"  says  Clarendon,^  "  had  been  with 
"  much  ado  accepted  and  first  read,  there  were  few  men 
"  who  imagined  it  would  ever  receive  further  countenance ; 
"  but  now  there  were  very  few  who  did  not  believe  it  to

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"  be  a  very  necessary  provision  for  the  peace  and  safety 
"  of  the  kingdom.  So  great  an  impression  had  the  late 
"  proceedings  made  upon  them,  that  with  little  opposition 
"  it  passed  the  Commons,  and  was  sent  up  to  the  Lords," 
but  was  rejected  by  the  King  ;  so  that  the  Parliament 
were  compelled  to  fall  back  on  the  Ordinance  for  the 
Militia,  which  they  had  already  approved.^ 

By  the  11th  June  most  of  the  counties  had  signified 
their  acceptance  of  the  Ordinance  for  embodiment  of  the 
Trained  Bands  under  the  leaders  appointed  by  Parliament. 
The  King,  as  a  protest  against  these  innovations,  issued 
Commissions  of  Array ,^  directing  that  the  Trained  Bands 
were  to  rally  round  the  ofl&cers  bearing  his  Commission, 
and  were  not  to  obey  the  Parliamentary  officers  who 
had  been  set  over  them.  This  produced  a  fierce  con- 
troversy in  almost  every  county  and  fortified  town, 
where  the  two  parties  often  came  to  blows,  the  Par- 
liamentarians asserting  that  these  Commissions  of  Array 
were  illegal.  On  the  9th  of  August  Charles  issued  a 
proclamation,  proclaiming  the  Earl  of  Essex  and  the 
officers  who  served  under  him  traitors,  unless  within  six 
days  they  laid  down  their  arms.  In  retaliation  for  this 
step  the  Commons  required  the  whole  of  their  members, 
and  such  as  held  office  under  them,  to  swear  that  they 
would  live  and  die  with  Essex.  At  the  same  time  the  Par- 
liament committed  Sir  Richard  Grurney,  the  Lord  Mayor,  to 
prison  for  having  been  too  zealous  in  the  Eoyalist  cause, 
and  preferred  an  impeachment  against  the  City  Recorder, 
Sir  Thomas  Gardiner.  Affairs  now  advanced  by  rapid 
strides  towards  the  open  declaration  of  hostilities,  and  on 
the  12th  Charles  issued  a  proclamation  summoning  his 
lieges  to  rally  round  the  Royal  Standard  which  was  to  be 
set  up  on  the  22nd  at  Nottingham.**  This  town  is  said  to

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tave  been  chosen  in  order  that  the  campaign  might  be 
opened  as  near  to  London  as  possible. 

The  Parliament  on  the  other  side  were  equally  energetic 
in  their  preparations  for  the  commencement  of  hostilities.^^ 
So  long  back  as  the  10th  of  May  (1642)  they  had  ordered 
a  review  of  the  London  Trained  Bands  which  took  place 
in  Finsbury  Fields,  where  8,000  soldiers  defiled  before  the 
two  Houses ;  and  on  the  26th  July,  when  hostilities  had 
commenced,  no  fewer  than  5,000  Londoners  voluntarily 
listed  themselves  in  one  day  in  Moorfields,  who,  with  other 
volunteers  then  in  readiness,  formed  a  force  of  10,000 
strong,  and  being  committed  to  the  charge  of  their  oflBcers, 
were  immediately  distributed  into  regiments  and  ordered 
to  march  to  join  the  army  under  Essex.  Of  this  body  was 
one  Nehemiah  "Wharton,  nine  of  whose  letters,  written  in 
the  summer  and  autumn  of  1642,  are  preserved  aniongst 
these  papers.  They  supply  us  with  some  thrilling  scenes 
at  the  conimencement  of  the  Civil  "War,  before  the  strife 
had  assumed  a  determinate  form.  They  are  addressed  to 
Mr.  George  "Willingham,  a  city  merchant,  whose  business 
sign  was  the  Grolden  Anchor  in  St.  Swithin's  Lane,  with 
whom  Wharton  had  been  associated  in  the  capacity  of 
clerk  or  head  apprentice.  These  letters  have  been  printed 
by  the  late  Sir  Henry  Ellis  in  ArchsB6logia,  vol.  xxxv., 
pp.  310-334. 

Carlyle,  however,  seems  not  to  have  been  aware  of  them, 
for  in  his  criticism  of  the  letter  from  Oliver  Cromwell  to 
Mr.  "Willingham,  printed  as  the  third  in  his  series  of 
Cromwell  correspondence,  he  says,  "I  have  found  no 
"  vestige  anywhere  in  nature  of  this  Mr.  "Willingham," 
but  surmises  that  he  was  a  London  Puritan  forward  in 
getting  up  the  London  Petition  and  other  such  matters.^

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Besides  these  letters  of  Wharton,  there  are  several  letters 
and  other  family  papers  of  this  Mr.  "Willingham  in  the 
preceding  volume  of  Calendar/  which  besides  furnishing 
the  Christian  names  of  several  of  his  family,  show  us  that 
his  clique  endeavoured  to  carry  out  in  their  lives  the 
religious  principles  which  they  professed.  It  is  with 
Wharton's  letters  that  we  are  chiefly  concerned.  These 
detail  the  early  movements  of  that  portion  of  the  Par- 
liament's forces  which  was  formed  of  the  volunteers  of  the 
metropolis,  and  their  further  progress  when  amalgamated 
with  the  main  body  of  the  Earl  of  Essex's  army.  In 
his  "  Short  Yiew  of  the  late  Troubles  in  England,"  Dug- 
dale  gives  an  account  of  the  origin  of  this  force,^  in  which 
Nehemiah  Wharton  began  his  soldier's  career.  He  notices 
the  alacrity  with  which  the  Londoners  entered  upon  the 
contest.  "  People  of  all  sorts  were  to  be  seen  pouring  out 
"  their  treasure  as  if  it  were  for  the  most  advantageous 
"  purchase  in  the  world,  not  sparing  their  very  thimbles 
"  and  bodkins,  neither  were  they  backward  in  the  adven- 
"  ture  of  their  lives." 

A  letter  of  Bir  John  Danvers,  dated  at  Chelsea  on  the 
15th  of  July  1642,^  will  be  read  with  peculiar  interest,  as 
it  gives  information  of  the  first  blood  spilt  in  the  great 
Civil  War. 

In  the  first  battle  of  the  Civil  War  both  sides  claimed 
the  victory.  This  battle,  which  was  fought  under  Edge 
Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Kineton  or  Kington,  in  Warwickshire, 
on  the  23rd  October  1642,  has  but  occasional  references 
in  this  volume,  and  then  under  the  name  of  Kineton.* 
More  than  one  recorded  fight  had  taken  place  there  before 
that  memorable   Sunday  when  Prince   Rupert  descended

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the  hill  toward  Kineton.  Nearly  two  centuries  earlier, 
in  1469,  Oonyers  and  Robin  of  Riversdale  had  led  sixty 
thousand  Northerners  in  arms  towards  London,  and  en- 
camped on  Bdgecot  hill,  Avhich  rises  five  miles  north  by 
east  of  Banbury,  above  the  house  where  Charles  I.  slept  on 
the  night  before  the  fight  near  Kineton.  These  Northerners 
were  encountered  there  by  the  Earl  of  Pembroke,  marching 
from  Banbury,  and  a  furious  struggle  took  place  on 
Danesmoor  or  Dunsmoor,  the  plain  below,  in  which  the 
Yorkists  were  defeated. 

On  this  central  highland  of  England  which  had  attracted 
and  delayed  the  fighters  of  diflferent  ages,  the  first  and 
last  battles  of  the  Civil  War,  Edgehill  and  Naseby,  were 
fought,  on  or  close  below  it.  From  Danes  or  Borough 
Hill  camp  above  Daventry  the  whole  line  of  country  is 
visible,  and  within  the  camp  itself,  supposed  to  be  the 
Roman  Ben-avenna,  the  Royal  army  was  gathered  "  in  a 
"  quiet  posture "  says  Clarendon,  for  several  days  before 
they  marched  northward  to  the  fatal  field  of  Naseby, 
where  a  pillar  now  commemorates  the  victory  gained  by 
Cromwell  on  the  14th  June  1645.  The  propinquity  of 
these  two  important  sites  of  the  war  is  worth  noticing. 
Had  the  battle  at  Edge  Hill  been  more  decisive  the  con- 
sequences would  in  all  probability  have  been  different. 
As  .it  fortuned,  though  Charles  did  not  remain  master 
of  the  field,  yet  all  the  military  consequences  were  evidently 
in  his  favour.^ 

A  relation  of  Edgehill  fight  will  be  found  in  Carte's 
letters,  i.,  9,  and  another  Royalist  account  in  Spalding  ii., 
200  :  but  the  account  of  the  battle  as  published  by  order 
of  the  Parliament  is  printed  in  Rushworth,  v.,  35.  Had 
Charles  succeeded  in  surprising  London,  it  is  asserted' 
he  might  have  carried  all   before  him,  and  put  an  end  to

tlie  war  in  one  campaign.  Whetter  tliis  would  have 
been  the  case,  we  can  only  surmise,  but  certain  it  is 
that  there  was  a  prodigious  alarm  in  London  and  much 
despondency  amongst  the  Parliamentarians.-"^ 

So  great  was  the  fear  that  the  City  would  give  way 
under  their  accumulated  disasters,  that  when  the  King's 
answer  to  the  City  petition  was  being  discussed  [January 
19th]  several  Parliament  men  intruded  themselves  into  the 
meeting  of  the  Common  Council  "  and  made  bitter  invec- 
tives against  its  terms."^  To  this  unusual  interference  of 
the  Parliament  in  the  government  of  the  City,  Alderman 
Carwaie  urgently  protested,  and  called  attention  "  to  the 
"  aggression  of  Parliament  on  their  money  and  property. 
"  He  urged  them  not  to  contribute  to  supply  the  Parlia- 
"  mentary  army,  but  to  comply  with  the  King's  demand 
"  for  the  apprehension  of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  three 
"  others.  Then  follows  an  account  of  the  tumult  raised 
"  in  the  Council,  which  broke  up  amid  cries  of  '  No  money. 
"  no  money  ;  peace,  peace ' !"  * 

But  there  was  no  peace  to  be  yet.  At  present  each  side 
beguiled  itself  with  the  hopes  of  a  speedy  victory.''  To  an 
indifferent  observer  there  appeared  little  hope  of  an 
accommodation.'* 

In  the  ensuing  campaign  of  1643  the  advantage  was  for 
several  months  with  the  Royalists,  whose  military  prospects 
are  set  out  not  too  favourably  by  the  Earl  of  Denbigh'^  in 
a  letter  of  the  26th  March  1643,  to  the  Committee  of 
Safety.  It  was  natural  that  siich  should  have  been  the 
case  considering  that  most  of  the  officers  and  gentlemen 
who  had  seen  anything  of  military  service  were  on  the  side 
of  the  Crown ;  but  events  were  not  long  in  disclosing  that

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these  advantages  were  not  to  be  too  recklessly  counted 
upon,  as  evidenced  by  tlie  letter  of  Capt.  Goodrich^  in 
May  1643. 

Six  weeks  after  the  date  of  this  letter,  on  the  29th  June, 
the  Parliament's  forces  under  Lord  Fairfax  were  defeated 
at  Atherton  Moor  by  the  Earl  of  Newcastle,  and  a  month 
later  the  Royalists  gained  two  victories  over  Waller  at 
Lansdown,  near  Bath,  and  Eoundway  Down,  near  Devizes, 
following  on  which  Rupert  took  Bristol  by  storm,  the  last 
and  most  serious  loss  that  the  Parliament  sustained. 
Against  these  must  be  set  the  raising  of  the  siege  of 
Gloucester  by  Essex  on  the  5th  of  September,  the  most 
distinguished  exploit  of  his  military  life ;  and  the  first 
battle  of  Newbury  fought  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month, 
in  which  the  King  lost  several  of  his  most  devoted  fol- 
lowers, including  Lords  Falkland,  Sunderland,  and  Car- 
narvon, Notwithstanding  these  two  compensatory  victories, 
the  second  campaign  closed  in  favour  of  the  Royalists, 
but  only  by  such  a  slight  advantage  that  the  war  turned 
again  into  endless  sieges  and  skirmishes  of  partisans. 
With  this  dismal  outlook  before  them  the  two  great 
political  parties  became  hopelessly  divided,  and  the  death 
of  John  Pym,^  the  leader  of  the  Parliamentarians,  in 
December  1643  still  further  complicated  matters,  and  pre- 
pared the  way  for  i;he  convocation  of  the  rival  Parliament 
at  Oxford,  22nd  January  1644.  At  page  504  of  this 
volume  will  be  found  a  note  of  the  order  of  procession  at 
the  funeral  of  Pym,  who  was  buried  in  Westminster  Abbey 
by  order  of  the  Commons'  House,^  which  directed  that  the 
Speaker  and  the  whole  House  do  accompany  the  interment.

Many  thanks  for  what  you  did  with  [Henry  Frederic]  I'rince 
of  Orange  ;  I  do  verily  believe  that  Heinfleit  with  the  help  of  some  of 
our  clanning  countrymen  have  put  forth  all  those  lies  of  my  son  [the 
Prince  Palatine].  Monday  last  the  little  Prince  [William  of  Orange] 
landed  and  went  straight  from  the  Brill  to  Buren  and  so  to  the  army, 
and  sent  me  my  letters,  where[in]  the  King  [of  England]  tells  me 
that  he  made  my  son  do  as  he  did  by  his  advice,  to  take  all  misun- 
derstandings away  from  betwixt  them.  But  I  must  teU  you  how  it 
all  passed.  Upon  the  King's  command  my  son  sent  to  the  [Dutch] 
Ambassadors  to  know  when  they  would  be  at  home,  because  he 
would  visit  them.  They  gave  him  no  answer  till  the  next  day, 
'  and  said  he  should  come  when  he  would  wish — a  strained  compli- 
ment ;  bjat  when  they  should  return  the  visit  they  looked  to  be  used 
as  they  used  him,  to  have  the  hand  and  all  things  equal.  My  son 
answered  he  would  take  time  to  answer  it,  since  it  was  what  he 
never  heard  of  before.     So  he  went  to  the  King,  who  told  him  not 
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to  yield  to  it,  which  he  did  not,  so  their  High  Mightinesses  were 

not  visited.     Then  my  son  sent  to  the  little  Prince,  who  sent  him  the 

same  message,  and  likewise  asked  the  King,  who  would  have  him 

give  him  the  hand  in  his  own  lodging,  which  he  was  forced  to  do, 

so  my  son  was  both  the  sufferer  and  forced  to  give  satisfaction  too, 

which  is  very  hard  and  it  grieves  me  not  a  little.     I  have  written 

very  freely  of  it  to  my  brother  [the  King  of  England],  that  I  do  not 

think  this  action  of  my  son's  will  breed  the  good  effects  he  hopes 

but  the  contrary,  in  making  them  more  proud  and  insolent  to  us, 

seeing  that,  instead  of  repressing  their  coldness,   my   son   by   his 

command  did  as  they  desired ;  for  what  was  done  to  the  little  Prince 

[of  Orange]  was  done  to  th'em,  because  they  made  him  head  of  the 

Ambassage.     Meanwhile  my  niece  [Princess  Mary]  has  a  great  place 

[makes  a  great  point]  of  it  that  her  husband  [Prince  William  of 

Orange]  must  be  an  ambassador  to  mend  his  rank.     I  entreat  my 

brother   [the   King   of   England]   that   since   my   son  [the  Prince 

Palatine]  has  done  this  action  to  his  own  prejudice  in  obedience 

to  his  command  he  will  be  pleased  to    have  hereafter  the  more 

care  of  his  honour,  for  he  has  nothing  left  him  but  his  blood  and 

quality,   and  if  he   lose  the  privilege  of  that  he  would   be  very 

miserable,  there  being  none  that  can  maintain  him  in  them  but  the 

King.

June  10,  21.  Edward  Nicholas  to  Sir  John  Penington,  Admiral  of  the 
Westminster,  fleet  for  guard  of  the  narrow  seas.  I  am  very  glad  you  are  gotten 
so  well  with  your  fleet  into  the  Downs,  and  that  the  bruit  of  the 
great  preparations  of  the  French  to  be  strong  at  sea  is  no  more 
considerable,  so  that  you  may  have  the  more  time  to  scour  the  seas 
to  free  our  coast  from  Turks  and  other  picaroons.  We  hear  the 
French  have  so  straitly  begirt  Aire  it  will  not  be  able  to  hold 
out  long.  We  are  here  in  as  great  disorder  as  ever ;  the  Bill 
which  was  passed  by  the  Commons  and  sent  up  to  the  Lords, 
to  thrust  Bishops  out  of  the  Upper  House,  was  last  Monday  cast 
out  of  their  House,  whereat  the  Commons  are  much  troubled ; 
and  they  have  now  a  Bill  more  sharp  against  Bishops  and  the 
clergy,  but  it  is  conceived  it  will  never  pass  to  be  made  a  law. 
The  Commons  are  now  passing  another  Bill  for  four  subsidies  more, 
which  will  make  up  in  all  10  subsidies,  and  these  four  are  to  be 
in  a  manner  double  subsidies.  Yesterday  Sir  Wm.  Withrington 
and  Mr.  Herbert  Price  were  by  the  Commons  committed  to  the 
Tower  for  bringing  candles  into  that  House  the  night  before 
in  an  offensive  manner,  when  the  House  had  forbidden  it.  Some 
of  the  Commons  have  a  great  mind  to  punish  Lord  Digby  for 
printing  his  speech  which  so  severely  taxes  Mr.  Seer.  Vane   but 
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his  Lordship  stands  stiffly  upon  his  justification  ;  and,  to  avoid 
further  trouble  about  it,  lais  Lordship  is  removed  by  writ  into 
the  Upper  House,  which  it  is  thought  will  quiet  that  trouble. 
The  great  business  •  against  Mr.  [Henry]  Percy  and  Mr.  Jermyn 
has  been  by  the  Committee  reported  to  the  House,  but  nothing 
is  as  yet  done  upon  it,  and  what  will  be  the  issue  God  knows. 
There  will  be  another  cessation  for  1.5  days  agreed  upon  between 
us  and  the  Scots,  who  will  remain  here  till  they  have  undone  all 
the  kingdom  I  fear.  The  House  of  Commons  are  upon  consideration 
of  making  an  Act  for  the  melting  of  all  plate,  but  some  would  have 
only  dishes,  plate-trenchers,  and  saucers ;  and  when  the  same  is 
melted  up  and  coined,  the  Parliament  will  borrow  it  for  payment 
of  the  armies  and  give  security  for  it  out  of  the  subsidies  to  be 
paid  a  year  and  a  half  hence.  My  Lord  Admiral  is  at  Sion  and 
not  well,  having  taken  a  great  cold  and  aguish  disposition.  We 
hear  no  news  who  shall  be  Lord  Treasurer  or  Secretary  of  State, 
but  some  say  now  again  that  Lord  Mandeville  shall  be  next 
Secretary.  I  shall  be  here  once  every  week  during  this  June, 
and  next  month  I  am  to  attend  at  the  Council  Board,  and  shall 
write  to  you  as  oft  as  I  have  opportunity.     [2  pp.] 

June  10,  22.  Capt.  Eobt.  Slyngesbie  to  [the  same].  This  day  the  Happy 
London.  Entrance  is  falling  down  from  Woolwich,  being  not  till  now  fitted 
with  guns  and  carriages  and  some  other  provisions  which  were 
wanting  ;  and  still  so  scarcely  manned  that  I  doubt  it  will  ask 
us  some  time  in  the  Hope.  Howsoever  I  will  lose  no  opportunity 
to  wait  on  you  as  soon  as  possibly  I  can.  Distractions  and  fears 
here  do  daily  increase.  I  suppose  you  have  heard  of  the  Bill  that 
passed  the  Commons  House  against  the  Bishops,  in  temporal 
employments  and  votes  in  Parliament ;  which  was  transferred  to 
the  Lords.  There  their  votes  in  Parliament  only  [were]  voted  to 
continue,  but  their  other  temporal  employments  taken  away ; 
whereupon  a  Bill  was  twice  read  in  the  Commons  House  for 
abrogation  of  episcopacy,  but  not  voted.  In  the  meantime  at  a 
conference  betwixt  the  two  Houses  the  Commons  propounded  their 
reasons  for  passing  the  first  Bill  entirely.  Monday  last  episcopacy 
was  disputed  on  agaiu  in  the  Commons  House,  and  hotly  opposed 
and  defended.  The  next  day  the  Lords  did  throw  the  first  BiU 
quite  out,  and  so  left  the  Bishops  in  the  state  they  were  before. 
This  bred  much  murmuring  in  the  City ;  the  discourse  of  all 
men  is  they  must  now  strike  at  root  and  branch  and  not  slip  this 
occasion.  Tuesday  last  the  Committee  for  examination  of  the  late 
treason  made  their  report  to  the  House  ;  it  consisted  of  three  heads : 
the  escape  of  the  Earl  of  Strafibrd,  the  ill-affecting'  the  English 
army,  and  bringing  over  the  French.  For  the  last  they  have  only 
suspicions  by  Some  letters  intercepted  in  characters  not  yet 
deciphered.  The  rest  [is]  proved  by  the  depositions  of  the 
Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  who  saith  the  Earl  of  Strafford  offered 
him  20,000Z.  for  his  escape;  as  others  say,  it  was  generally  to 
perform  what  the  King  should  command  him,  not  mentioning 
what  it   was,  some  women  overhearing  some  words  that  passed 
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betwixt  my  Lord  of  Strafford  and  my .  brother  in  the  Tower,  but 
these  [were]  only  fragments  of  their  discourse,  no  continued  speech ; 
the  words  giving  suspicion  but  no  proof.  Colonel  Goring's  evidence 
[was]  that  he  had  an  oath  of  secrecy  given  him  by  Mr.  Percy 
in  presence  of  Wilmot  and  others ;  Mr.  Jermyn's  relation  to  Goring, 
as  he  deposes,  was  that  the  army  was  to  come  into  Nottinghamshire, 
and  the  Earl '  of  Newcastle  to  join  them  with  1,000  horse  and 
bring  the  Prince  with  him.  Mr.  Wilmot  being  present  in  the  House 
denied  the  truth  of  Goring's  evidence,  and  claimed  belief  before 
a  perjured  man,  as  he  termed  Goring,  because  he  had  confessed 
to  have  sworn  secrecy  and  afterwards  revealed  it.  Many  of  the 
House  called  Wilmot  to  the  Bar  for  those  terms ;  others  cried  "  No. " 
Lord  Digby  spoke  in  excuse  of  Wilmot,  but  with  such  distaste 
to  the  House  that  he  was  commanded  to  withdraw.  That  likewise 
[was]  opposed  by  others;  at  last  they  both  withdrew.  It  was 
disputed  with  great  heat  and .  lasted  till  it  was  dark ;  some  would 
adjourn  the  House,  others  first  end  that  business ;  some  called 
for  candles,  others  forbidding.  Sir  William  Withrington  and 
Mr.  Herbert  Price  fetched  in  candles,  but  in  a  manner  that  gave 
'  another  occasion  of  dispute,  which  held  all  yesterday  forenoon ; 

being  voted,  the  major  part  by  ten  being  against  them,  they  were 
sent  to  the  Tower.  The  Scots  are  entertained  for  a  fortnight  more ; 
our  army  in  great  confusion ;  one  of  the  captains  barbarously 
murdered  amongst  them.  My  Lord  of  Holland  made  his 
protestation  in  Parliament  concerning  the  disorders  of  the  army, 
[that  it  was]  not  in  his  power  to  remedy  [them] ;  but  no  course  [is] 
yet  taken  for  redress  of  it.  The  Queen  Mother  is  preparing  to 
come  to  you,  but  whether  she  goes  not  yet  known.     [2  J  pp.] 

June  ^,  23.  Sir  Francis  Windebank  to  his  son,  Thomas  Windebank. 
Paris.  Has  received  no  letters,  though  he  forbore  writing  till  10  [o'clock] 
this  Friday  morning  in  expectation  of  them,  all  others  having 
received  theirs  on  Wednesday  night.  Why  you  seek  new  ways  of 
conveying  your  letters  I  do  not  understand  ;  if  you  be  careful  what 
you  write,  you  need  not  care  which  way  you  send  them  nor  into 
what  hand  they  fall.  These  are  to  be  addressed  to  Mr.  Burlamachi, 
which  I  hold  the  best  way  you  can  use.  You  are  now  to  receive 
a  letter  from  Robert  Read  concerning  a  business  which  has  been 
lately  examined  in  Parliament.  You  shall  do  well  to  acquaint 
his  Majesty  with  it,  and  most  humbly  to  crave  his  direction  in  case 
it  shall  come  to  a  stricter  inquisition,  as  I  have  reason  to  conceive 
it  will,  considering  what  I  have  formerly  written  to  you  upon  this 
subject  to  be  represented  to  his  Majesty,  and  under  what  malice 
and  danger  I  lie  for  that  business.  None  understands  mine 
innocency  herein  better  than  his  Majesty,  nor  can  better  clear  me, 
to  whose  princely  wisdom  I  entirely  remit  it,  and  shall  govern  myself 
in  this  and  anything  else  concerning  his  service  wholly  according 
to  his  pleasure.     [2  pp."] 

June  ^,        24.  Robert  Read  to  [the  same].     When  I  spake  with  my  uncle 
Paris.       concerning  my  cousin  Christopher,  as  you  commanded  me,  I  could 
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not  get  him  to  any  resolution,  but  I  perceived  afterwards  that  he 
considered  better  of  it.  By  mine  which  goes  herewith  you  will 
find  a  new  inquisition  making  upon  my  uncle  concerning  a 
Declaration  of  the  business  of  Scotland,  which  was  set  out  just  upon 
the  sitting  down  of  the  last  Parliament  that  was  unhappily 
dissolved ;  at  which  I  confess  I  wonder,  since  there  is  not  one 
word  in  it  tending  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  subjects  of  England. 
I  shall  answer  according  to  his  Majesty's  pleasure  ;  but  if  I  must 
make  answer  I  know  no  reason  but  why  I  should  do  it  to  our  best 
advantage,  without  regardino;  the  interest  of  any  other,  this  being 
a  time  for  every  man  to  look  to  himself.  I  am  sorry  to  find  by 
your  last  week's  letters  that  you  have  so  ill  an  opinion  of  our 
businesses.  I  was  ever  in  hope,  and  so  am  still,  that  a  difference 
will  be  put  between  the  offences  of  such  as  committed  them 
willingly  and  no  doubt  advised  the  King  to  things  that  have  been 
done  in  prejudice  of  the  people,  and  the  actions  of  my  uncle  that 
were  merely  ministerial ;  he  being,  God  knows,  so  far  from  advising 
those  things  that  were  done  in  favour  of  the  Roman  Catholics, 
that  he  did  most  of  them  with  a  very  ill  will,  as  I  am  able  to 
testify  ;  but  as  businesses  stood  then  there  was  no  avoiding  them, 
since  they  were  carried  by  so  strong  a  hand,  as  you  know  very  well. 
I  am  confident  their  Majesties  will  in  honour  and  justice  avow  him, 
one  in  commanding  and  another  in  advising  those  things ;  and  for 
the  rest  it  must  be  remitted  to  God's  good  pleasure.  It  troubles  me 
very  much  that  amongst  the  letters  that  were  opened  about  a 
month  since  only  mine  to  you  miscarried ;  for  although  to  the  best 
of  my  remembrance  there  was  nothing  in  it  of  any  consideration, 
yet  those  that  understand  not  to  what  some  passages  referred  may 
misinterpret  them,  as  I  know  has  been  done  in  other  cases.  The 
report  of  the  incursion  of  the  Spaniards  into  Picardy  was  very  true  ; 
they  have  done  much  mischief  there  in  robbing  and  firing,  and  have 
burnt  the  Basseville  of  Calais;  but  the  French  army  lies  still 
before  Aire.

Opportunity  not  permitting  me 
Eochester.  to  come  myself,  being  obliged  to  return  to  London,  I  hope  my 
failing  will  be  made  amends  for  by  the  bearer  of  this  present, 
in  which  you  will  fitnd  a  warrant  of  the  Lord  Admiral  the  Earl  of 
Northumberland.  I  beseech  you  to  put  it  into  execution,  and  at 
the  first  opportunity  to  give  order  to  all  the  captains  of  the  King's 
ships  to  make  diligent  search  in  their  ships  for  the  persons  men- 
tioned therein.  According  to  the  report  I  have  heard  in  Gravesend, 
Rochester,  Gillingham,  and  elsewhere,  they  ought  to  be  in  the  ship 
Mary  Floare  [May-flower  ?],  which  is  said  to  haye  gone  westward ;

I  hope  you  are 
The  Hague,  vyell  arrived  at  Frankfort,  for  I  hear  you  were  past  Collein  [Cologne] 
last  week.  Since  my  last  the  three  Ambassadors  came  hither ;  they 
had  audience  of  the  States  in  the  morning  and  came  very  civilly  to 
me  in  the  afternoon,  with  great  compliments  of  their  affection  to 
me  and  my  son.  That  night  after  supper  Heinfleit  came  to  me  again, 
which  gave  me  occasion  to  tell  him  how  I  had  heard  that  by  his 
letters  to  the  Prince  of  Orange  he  had  done  my  son  those  ill  offices 
you  named,  which  my  son  was  very  innocent  of  He  foreswore  it 
extremely,  but  on  the  contrary  he  protests  he  did  all  he  could  to 
make  the  other  Ambassadors  not  to  dispute  as  they  did  with  my 
son,  by  telling  them  never  any  of  theirs  had  done  it  before.  And 
now  he  saith  the  States  are  so  well  satisfied  that  they  will  seek  it  no 
•more,  and  he  assures  nie  so  is  the  Prince  [Elector  Palatine]  since  you 
spoke  with  him.  So  he  and  I  parted  good  friends,  for  I  can  ask  no 
more  of  him,  since  he  has  forsworn  all,  My  brother  [the  King  of 
England]  having  heard  that  the  Prince  of  Orange  had  been  ill,  he 
sent  Peter  Edlligrew  to  see  him  and  [enquire]  how  the  little  Prince 
[William  of  Orange]  doth  after  his  arrival.  He  told  me  that  my 
nephew  the  Prince  [Charles],  riding  in  Hyde  Park,  had  a  fall  and 
broke  his  left  arm,  but  God  be  thanked  he  is  very  well  again.  The 
business  of  the  Bishops  was  to  be  resolved  on  last  Monday.  [Prince] 
Maurice  is  come  hither  from  Bannier's  army  ;  he  came  away  before 
he  received  my  letter,  which  found  him  at  Bremen.  The  two  armies 
are  not  like  to  venture  a  fight ;  they  are  both  not  far  from  Wolfen- 
biittel.  The  Swedes  lie  close  by  it  and  the  enemy  four  Dutch  miles 
off!  He  saith  the  army  is  in  very  good  state ;  Phul  Wrangel  and 
Wittemberg  command  till  they  have  a  general  from  Sweden.  Guenepp 
[Gennep,  in  Holland  ?]  is  now  directly  besieged.  Your  little  daughter 
has  desired  me  to  write  to  you  to  know  if  you  did  not  think  it  better 
I  should  rather  seek  to  get  Sayer  a  troop  of  horse  or  some  such  good 
charge  in  Ireland  that  he  may  enjoy  and  not  be  forced  to  quit  my 
service  here,  for  it  will  be  very  hard  to  get  a  troop  of  horse  here  in 
a  great  while,  and  then  he  cannot  well  keep  both  with  me  and  it ; 
for  though  the  Prince  [of  Orange]  did  it  for  [Sir  Robert]  Hony  wood 
he  doth  not  like  it,  and  then  the  times  are  changed  and  [he]  will  not 
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easily  do  it  though  I  should  desire  it :  and  since  my  Lord  of  Leicester 
is  Deputy  [of  Ireland]  I  think  he  will  not  deny  any  reasonable 
request  for  one  of  mine.  Let  me  know  your  opinion  of  it.  I  will 
say  nothing  of  our  business  because  I  hear  nothing  of  it  from 
England,  where  there  is  no  news  but  [that]  the  Earl  of  Hertford  is 
made  a  Marquis,  I  know  not  whether  of  Somerset  or  Hertford  ;  and 
the  Court  of  Star  Chamber  is  voted  to  be  put  down.

"  From  my  same.  My  Lord  General  hath  of  late  imparted  to  the  House  of 
^"n^'^Cross'^'^'^' ^°°^™°^^  ^  letter  directed  to  himself,  and  subscribed  by  divers 
°  "  '  officers  of  the  army,  a  copy  whereof  I  enclose  ;  by  which  it  appears 
that  divers  false  and  scandalous  relations  of  their  proceedings  have 
been  dispersed  amongst  you,  with  some  evil  intentions  to  breed  mis- 
understanding and  discontent  in  the  army,  which,  though  they  find' 
the  greater  part  of  them  to  have  [been]  despifeed  as  groundless,  yet  we 
have  cause  to  doubt  some  have  given  more  credit  to  them  than  such 
flying  reports  deserved.   Whereupon  the  House  required  me  to  desire 
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you  to  assure  them  that  they  will  take  effectual  care  to  provide  money, 
that  every  man  shall  be  fully  paid  before  he  be  disbanded.  And  in 
the  manner  of  disbanding  they  will  have  a  tender  regard  as  well  to 
the  honour  as  the  safety  of  the  kingdom.  And  as  touching  the 
restraint  of  your  martial  discipline,  you  may  understand  the  Parlia- 
ment holds  it  to  be  against  the  constitutions  of  this  kingdom  and 
liberty  of  the  subject,  in  a  time  when  the  Courts  of  Justice  are  open ; 
yet  had  they  not  thought  the  army  should  long  since  have  been 
disbanded,  they  would  have  taken  into  consideration  the  making  of 
a  law  to  give  them  satisfaction  therein.  And  for  that  letter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Gower's,  against  which  are  the  main  complaints  of  these  gen- 
tlemen, it  is  now  found  upon  examination'  that  about  that  time  there 
were  divers  mischievous  practices  to  have  put  the  army  upon  some 
design  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  kingdom  and  Parliament,  which, 
though  it  took  no  further  effect  than  to  manifest  the  faithfulness  and 
good  disposition  of  the  army,  might  well  occasion  some  misreports, 
for  you  cannot  but  hear  that  upon  examination  of  them  they  have 
discovered  such  engagements  to  those  bad  designs  that  they  have 
committed  three  of  their  Members  [see  Rushworth,  v.,  p.  284]  that 
are  likewise  officers  of  the  army.

In  case  that  ship  be  upon  some  other  employment 
so  that  she  cannot  be  there  by  Thursday  morning  next,  which  is  the 
time  he  intends  to  be  with  you,  then  you  are  to  appoint  some 
other  fit  vessel  to  attend  that  service ;  giving  order  that  the  ship 
Murray  goes  in  shall  stay  his  coming  back  in  order  to  transport  him 
to  such  port  in  England  as  he  shall  desire.

Vavasour's,  the  Marquis  [of  Hamilton's],  Colonel  Wentworth's. 
What  order  they  will  take  in  disbanding  I  know  not  yet ;  by  the 
next  I  hope  to  give  you  certain  directions,  which  will  be  with  you 
before  the  money.  With  the  next  6O,00OZ.  I  purpose,  God  willing,  to 
come  down  niyself.  This  other  5O,00OZ.  is  all  ready,  it  only  attends 
an  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  security,  which  is  now  engrossing  ;  the 
first,  that  I  send  down  now,  I  hope  will  be  at  York,  on  Saturday 
week.  What  the  House  of  Parliament  will  resolve  about  the 
cashiering  month  to  the  officers  or  the  allowance  for  their  waggon 
moneys  is  not  yet  resolved  on,  but  I  think  at  least  they  will  allow 
them  their  waggon  moneys.  There  have  been  divers  here  with  me 
about  returns  of  moneys,  and  some  such  as  I  cannot  handsomely 
deny ;  as  some  400Z.  from  one  Mr.  Payss  to  be  returned  hither  to 
Mr.  Kobert  Long,  from  Mr.  Chomly  again  the  like  sum,  and  from 
Sir  Arthur  Ingram  the  like.  All  this  is  to  be  returned  at  York, 
therefore  appoint  Miniett  or  Henn  to  receive  it  if  you  be  absent,  but 
not  to  dispose  of  it  until  they  have  order  from  you,  for  it  must  go 
towards  the  disbanding.  I  have  so  long  attended  for  some  instruc- 
tions touching  this  disbanding,  I  am  almost  afeard  I  shall  lose- 
this  post,  therefore  I  will  say  no  more.

June  17,  42.  Sidney  Bere  to  [Sir  John  Penington],  You  will  have  under- 
Whitehali.  stood  by  Mr.  William  Murray,  who  went  hence  yesterday,  the  cause 
of  the  Queen  Mother's  stop  in  her  journey,  the  Infante  Cardinal 
having  flatly  refused  her  passage  through  the  Low  Countries  to 
Cologne,  the  magistrates  of  Brussels  and  other  places  also  protesting 
against  her  coming  ;  whereupon  Mr.  Murray  goes  now  to  the  States 
and  Prince  of  Orange  to  try  whether  they  will  not  be  more  civil 
than  to  refuse  so  small  a  favour  to  so  great  a  princess;  and  in 
expectation  of  his  return  she  either  stays  still  here  or  advances,  as 
some  affirm,  as  far  on  her  way  as  Cobham.  I  have  by  this  journey 
drawn  some  obligation  upon  Mr.  Murray,  having  made  his  despatch 
with  all  that  belongs  thereunto ;  and  before  he  went  he  told  me  he 
had  spoken  both  to  the  King  and  Queen  about  me,  that  at  his  return 
he  would  bring  me  to  them,  and  that  I  should  have  occasion  to 
thank  him  for  something  more  and  better  than  I  had  desired.  If 
this  be  only  court  language,  or  reality,  I  inust  have  patience  till  the 
effects  show  it  when  he  comes  back.  Meantime  I  have  found  a  fit 
opportunity  to  move  the  business  to  Mr.  Treasurer  without  taking 
notice  of  the  other.  He  approved  of  it  very  much,  and  bid  me  be 
confident  it  should  be  done.  Now  I  know  his  disposition  needs 
spurring  on,  which  shall  be  my  last  refuge ;  but  to  work  it  through 
by  him  now  Mr.  Murray  is  engaged,  as  he  saith,  might  be  ill  taken, 
and  therefore  I  let  it  rest  till  he  come  back.  I  cannot  possibly  get 
the  Journal  altered  as  you  desire,  for  Sunday  is  the  day  they  tran- 
scribe, which  on  the  workdays  they  cannot  attend.  In  addition  to 
this  you  will  surely  have  heard  that  the  utter  abolishing  of  the 
Bishops  and  all  titular  ecclesiastics  with  their  dependants  hath  been 
agreed  upon  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  met  with  less  Noes  in 
the  debate  than  the  business  of  the  Earl  of  Strafford  had.  This  day 
they  voted  it  again,  and  now  it  is  to  be  engrossed ;  a  draft  of  the  Act 
goes  herewith.  In  pursuance  of  the  discovery  of  the  plot,  on  last 
Saturday  Mr.  Wilmot,  Colonel  Ashburnham,  and  Mr.  Pollard  were 
committed  on  suspicion  of  treason  and  for  having  taken  the  secret 
oath,  the  first  to  the  Tower,  the  second  to  the  King's  Bench,  and  the 
third  to  the  Gatehouse.  Mr.  Percy's  advice  [see  letter  to  the  Uarl  of 
Northwmherlmid  above]  hath  been  of  great  use,  and  it  is  thought 
that  to  procure  a  full  light  on  all  he  shall  be  remitted  and  sent  for 
home.  Colonel  Goring  is  already  arrived  here,  and  hath  passed  a 
long  and  tedious  examination  in  writing,  Mr.  O'Neale  and  Sir  John 
Berkeley  are  sent  for  from  the  army,  where  it  is  conceived  many 
officers  have  taken  the  same  oath.  Five  regiments  of  the  English 
army  are  to  be  disbanded  and  trained-bandsmen  put  in  their  place, 
who  are  to  subsist  at  their  own  charges.     It's  thought  it  will  be  the

course  they  will  use  with  the  rest  by  degrees,  putting,  it  seems, 
more  confidence  in  these  troops  than  in  the  soldiers.  The  journey 
for  Scotland  is  still  strongly  reported,  and  the  King  seems  set  upon 
it.  Many  conceived  that  the  discovery  of  certain  letters  upon  which 
the  Earl  of  Montrose  and  two  other  Scotch  Lords  were  imprisoned 
should  have  altered  the  same.  Lord  Traquair,  it  is  said,  will  hardly 
venture  further  than  English  ground  unless  he  obtains  an  abolition, 
,  wherein  will  be  difficulty.  Lord  Holland  goes  to-morrow  for  the 
army,  partly  to  disband  those  five  regiments.  We  have  news  from 
Ireland  that  the  new  army  there  is  dissolved  very  quietly,  which 
takes  away  so  much  of  the  fears  and  suspicions  amongst  us  ;  which 
are  yet  so  great  that  I  fear  nothing  less  than  that  we  shall  yet  fall 
into  a  confusion,  which  God  forbid.  The  business  of  the  Bishops 
will  be  of  dangerous  consequence,  they  being  violent  and  passionate 
in  their  own  defence,  and  having  engaged,  as  it  were,  the  Lords  by 
their  late  votes  in  their  favour,  to  the  maintenance  of  their  cause  ; 
whereas  the  Commons  seem  as  resolute  to  pass  the  Bill  for  their 
utter  extirpation,  and  so  transmit  it  to  the  Lords  according  to  custom ; 
and  then  it  may  justly  be  feared  the  City  will  prove  as  turbulent  as 
on  Strafford's  cause.  The  Portuguese  Ambassadors  at  our  second 
conference  seemed  somewhat  stubboin  and  restive  on  many  points 
which  we  conceived  very  reasonable.  To-day  we  meet  again,  and  if 
they  be  pliable  we  may  well  end  the  preparatory  part  which  was 
left  us  in  charge,  and  so  with  the  Lords  they  may  soon  conclude, 
They  are  very  tender  of  their  reputation,  that  it  should'  not  be 
thought  we  work  upon  their  necessities,  and  hence  it  is  they  are  so 
delayed,  whereas  in  Holland  and  France  they  have  done.  P.S. — 
Some  speech  goes  that  the  Earl  of  Rofches  shall  marry  the  Lady 
Devonshire,  and  she  be  about  the  Queen  and  he  be  about  the  King.

Whitehail.  portune  you  by  my  letters  because  neither  does  our  Parliament  as  yet 
afford  any  matter  worthy  your  knowledge,  nor  am  I  assured  where 
this  letter  may  safely  come  to  you ;  yet  I  would  not  omit  to  acknow- 
ledge your  last  two  letters  of  May  28  from  Arnheim  and  June  -^ 
from  CoUen  [Cologne],  for  both  of  which  I  thank  you,  and  assure  you 
of  his  Majesty's  liking  and  approbation  of  your  rouad  dealing  with 
the  States  and  dexterous  managing  of  his  affairs  both  in  Holland 
and  also  at  the  court  of  the  Duke  of  Neuburg.  I  am  sorry  for  the 
Spaniards'  slowness  in  your  desired  pass  from  Brussels,  which  I  sent 
after  you  as  soon  as  it  came  to  my  hands,  howbeit  too  late,  seeing 
drinking  money  did  open  you  the  passage  ;  yet  if  you  will  give  me 
leave  to  give  the  Spaniards  their  due,  methinks  they  deserve  more 
thanks  for  this  slow  pass  than  for  that  which  was  desired  but  not 
obtained  by  the  Queen  Mother ;  who  suing  for  leave  at  their  hands 
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to  pass  through  Flanders  in  her  journey  towards  Italy,  hath  been 
answered  that  the  same  must  first  be  gotten  in  Spain,  and  so  she  is 
forced  to  seek  another  way  and  intends  to  pass  through  Holland,  for 
license  whereof  Mr.  William  Murray  is  sent  thither.  I  wish  you 
good  success  in  your  negotiation,  which  is  certainly  a  difficult  work 
to  effect.  I  doubt  not  of  your  endeavours  and  dexterity,  and  that 
what  man  can  do  his  Majesty  may  expect  from  you.  We  are 
here  still  in  the  labyrinth  and  cannot  get  out;  we  talk  of 
money,  but  cannot  find  money  to  disband  our  armies ;  what  is  done 
one  day  is  undone  another,  and  so  we  continue  from  one  fourteen 
days  to  another  our  cessation  with  the  Scots,  and  I  cannot  satisfy 
myself  when  it  will  end.  God  send  us  peace  and  deliver  us  from 
our  divisions  and  distractions,  which  are  not  few.  I  know  you  will 
have  a  troublesome  journey,  yet  I  esteem  your  condition  much 
happier  than  to  be  at  home.  The  plots  of  this  last  winter  in  Eng- 
land, and  another  now  discovered  in  Scotland,  make  here  a  strange 
tintamar.  God  send  all  well  and  his  Majesty  a  happy  journey  into 
Scotland ;  he  begins  his  journey  from  hence  the  sixth  of  next  month.

By  yours  of 
May  28  and  June  7  I  have  understood  what  you  have  done  con- 
cerning me  with  the  Prince  of  Orange,  Milander,  and  the  Duke  of 
Neuburg.  I. am  glad  you  have  cleq,red  all  pretence  of  complaint  or 
misunderstanding  with  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  I  agree  with  your 
advice  that  it  is  not  reasonable  for  me  to  take  exceptions,  in  the 
state  I  am  in,  against  dorniinnim  dominantium.  The  Duke  of 
Neuburg  has  made  the  proposition,  he  mentioned  to  you,  to  the 
King,  my  father  and  myself,  and  has  received  such  answers  that 
I  wonder  he  doth  still  persist  upon  so  senseless  a  demand.

I  have  very 
York.  little  to  return  you  hence.  All  the  world  speaks  of  a  herald-at-arms 
that  is  coming  down  for  Sir  John  Berkeley  and  Mr.  O'Neaile,  "but  I 
hear  nothing  of,  him  yet.  They  were  both  at  their  quarters,  where 
the  first  is  still  for  aught  I  know ;  and  some  say  now  that  the  other 
came  hither  last  night  and  is  gone  towards  Lond[on]  this  morning.

Negotiations  for  the 
London.  Queen's  mother  going  to  Italy  by  way  of  Holland.  She  purposed  to 
have  gone  for  Flanders,  but  the  Infante  Cardinal  would  not  permit 
her  passage  that  way,  for  fear  if  she  came  once  again  into  the  country- 
he  should  not  with  civility  be  well  able  to  get  her  forth.  Every 
week  produceth  new  discoveries  of  men  upon  the  plot  Henry 
Jermyn  and  the  rest  are  fled  for,  and  the  Parliament  has  committed 
Colonel  Wilmot,  Captain  Pollard,  and  Colonel  Ashburnham  as  being 
accessory  to  that  conspiracy.  Colonel  Goring  goes  not  unsuspected, 
having  been  twice  examined  hy  the  House.  They  talk  of  the  Earl 
of  Newcastle  to  be  therein  a  delinquent,  and  the  Prince  to  be 
sequestered  from  his  tuition ;  and  of  divers  other  great  persons, 
which  time  no  doubt  will  further  manifest.  But  the  greatest  light 
which  hath  been  given  the  Parliament  of  this  business  hath  been 
by  a  letter  from  Henry  Percy  to  his  brother  my  Lord  of  Northum- 
berland [see  above,  No.  41],  wherein  he  confesses  that  such  and_ 
such  of  the  King's  servants,  and  others  well  affected  to  his  service, 
had  taken  oath  to  keep  up  the  episcopacy  and  to  maintain  the 
army  in  Ireland  and  the  King's  prerogative,  with  all  the  projects 
and  monopolies,  to  as  great  a  height  as  ever  they  were  since  the 
coming  in  of  the  Scots,  against  the  Parliament ;  and  that  Colonel 
Goring,  Henry  Jermyn,  and  Suckling  were  greater  delinquents  in 
a  plot  of  a  higher  nature  than  he  with  them  in  this.  Which  letter 
was  showed  to  the  Parliament,  and  written,  as  they  say,  on  purpose 
with  the  more  ease  to  procure  his  pardon  from  them.  You  may 
see  in  what  a  dangerous  age  we  live,  and  shall  do  till  the  Scots  be 
sent  away.

It  is  written  hither  that  the  Scots 
have  15  days  more  given  them,  and  that  the  Parliament  is  upon 
counsels  to  continue  them  till  August,  to  which  I  confess  I  cannot 
reconcile  the  King's  journey  into  Scotland,  not  seeing  how  these 
things  can  stand  together,  for  I  am  confident  his  Majesty  will  not 
think  fit  to  go  thither  before  their  army  be  returned.

I  most  humbly  thank  you 
for  your  good  offices  with  Mr.  Murray  for  my  brother  and  myself ; 
if  he  do  according  to  his  promises  we  shall  still  acknowledge  you 
as  the  fountain  from  which  our  fortunes  spring.  The  Queen 
Mother's  journey  is  put  off  for  awhile,  for  the  ship  appointed  for 
her  goods  is  set  over  to  the  officers  of  the  King's  Household  for 
the  Scotch  journey ;  by  which  it  appears  there  is  no  great  haste  ; 
for  the  King's  journey,  it  is  also  held  somewhat  uncertain,  though 
in  Court  it  stands  still  good,  only  most  say  it's  deferred  for  10  days. 
Colonel  Goring  has  made  an  ample  relation  before  Parliament 
of  all  he  knew  concerning  the  last  plot,  and,  has  spared  neither 
person  nor  circumstance,  which  has  occasioned  many  debates  in 
the  Houses  of  a  high  nature,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  [it]  will  not 
rest  there.  There  have  been  some  motions  made  against  the

Lord  Morton  has  resigned  his  place 
of  Captain  of  the  Guard  to  the  Earl  of  KinnouU,  but  I  believe  it's 
upon  agreement.  We  have  a  report  here  of  some  disorder  in  Hull, 
that  the  soldiers  have  beaten  out  the  Governor ;  thus  every  moment 
produces  some  change,  things  being  now  ripened,  so  that  we  have 
much  to  hope  and  fear  in  a  short  time.

I  find  not  the  times  so  happy 
London.  yet  to  give  you  that  hope  of  a  peaceable  settlement  of  the  Church 
and  State  as  I  could  wish  and  you  desire  to  hear ;  but  we  must 
expect  further,  and  as  you  say  live  better,  before  God  will  afford 
us  that  blessing.  I  am  sorry  you  are  of  opinion  the  Queen 
Mother's  voyage  is  at  an  end ;  I  doubt  whether  we  shall  be  the 
more  blessed  by  her  company ;  and  I  doubt  as  much  when  the 
people  shall  understand  she  is  dangerous,  especially  if  it  be  intimated 
by  the  Parliament,  whether  it  be  safe  for  her  to  continue  here. 
Colonel  Goring  is  an  unhappy  man,  having  in  the  discovery  of 
those  plots  lost  himself  and  all  his  friends,  a  King  and  Queen  too. 
What  it  is  [is]  as  yet  not  fully  and  particularly  dived  into,  only 
in  the  general  'tis  said  it  threatened  destruction  to  the  City  of 
London  and  the  Parliament.  The  Scots  are  now  in  all  their  articles 
agreed  ^(fith ;  there  is  nothing  wanting  but  the  money  to  send  them 
away,  to  advance  which  the  Parliament,  declining  all  other  ways, 
are  fallen  to  a  resolution  of  poll  money,  which  it  is  thought  will 
bring  up  a  million  of  money,  to  be  paid  within  four  days  after 
notice  of  the  Act  passed ;  so  that  I  hope  we  shall  be  soon  rid  of 
them.  Then  if  we  can  have  peace  amongst  ourselves,  we  may  enjoy 
our  own  safety ;  which  for  my  part  I  look  not  for  till  the 
government  of  the  Church  which  is  so  distracted  be  again  settled, 
and  all  these  Separatists  and  Sectaries  be  brought  to  a  good 
conformity.

I  am  sorry 
your  old  enemy  the  gout  has  troubled  you.  What  the  Duke  of 
Neuburg  mentioned  to  you  concerning  the  Electorate  he  propounded 
to  the  King  when  he  was  here  13  years  ago,  and  since  to  my  sou 
[the  Elector],  but  was  answered  much  as  you  have  ,  done.  I  believe 
you  have  given  the  others  a  sound  alarm ;  they  have  not  reverted 
to  such  solid  language.  That  and  the  defeat  the  Swedes  have 
newly  given  Piccolomini  will  put  some  water  in  their  wine  ;  they 
tell   it  here   as   an   extraordinary   defeat.     My   brother  has  sent 
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Will.  Murray  hither  to  the  States  to  have  leave  for  the  Queen 
Mother  to  pass  this  way  to  Cologne.  He  brought  me  a  very  kind 
letter  and  message  from  the  King,  and  is  gone  to  the  army  with 
commission  to  confirm  to  the  Prince  of  Orange  all  that  you  told 
him  concerning  the  misunderstandings  betwixt  my  son  and  him, 
with  this  message,  that  he  looks  we  should  now  receive  more 
kindness  from  him  and  the  States  than  ever,  considering  the 
alliance.  By  what  one  of  the  States  said  to  Dinlie  the  other  day 
I  find  they  are  not  well  pleased  that  my  brother  sent 
Will.  Murray  first  to  the  Prince,  which  may  chance  to  make  them 
refuse  the  Queen  Mother's  passage.  I  am  sure  you  hear  how 
Wilmot,  William  Ashburnham,  and  Pollard  are  clapped  up  about 
Harry  Percy's  business,  who  in  a  letter  to  his  brother  has  made 
the  basest  and  foolishest  confession  of  all  the  plot  that  can  be, 
making  the  King  to  be  in  a  manner  of  it.

other  weighty  occasions,  whereby,  as  also  by  many  acknowledgments 
of  your  Lordship's  before  witnesses,  it  is  plain  petitioner  did  nothing 
in  that  business  but  as  your  servant  by  your  direction  and  for  your 
sole  use  and  advantage.  Therefore,  in  law,  equity,  and  good  con- 
science petitioner  ought  to  be  repaid  the  money  he  expended  in 
those  suits  for  your  Lordship,  especially  since  upon  messages  and 
commands  sent  him  in  that  behalf  from  you,  he  hath  yielded  up, 
as  he  was  bound  and  was  always  heretofore  ready  to  do  when  your- 
Lordship,  to  whose  use  they  were,  commanded,  the  patents  of  the 
offices  ;  and  having  lately  had  some  aspersions  cast  upon  him,  which 
he  is  informed  have  issued  upon  certain  reports  and  messages  sent 
from  you  against  him,  though  he  hopes  undeservedly,  whereby  he  is 
much  damnified  and  unable  to  bear  the  loss  of  so  much  money, 
extending  as  you  know  to  a  very  great  sum.  He  prays  the  moneys 
laid  out  in  these  suits  for  your  Lordship  may  be  repaid  him,  or  at 
least  some  declaration  made  of  your  pleasure  herein  that  he  may 
produce  it  as  a  debt  due  to  him,  and  so.  help  himself  in  some  con- 
venient time  hereafter,  or  make  remonstrance  thereof  as  occasion 
may  serve.     [Copy,  endorsed  by  Sir  John  Lambe.     If  pp.] 

[June.]  82.  Brief  of  Mr.  Kilvert  in  his  suit  against  the  Vintners.     That 

the  generality  of  the  Vintners'  Company  were  the  first  projectors, 
and  they  contrived  and  put  into  writing  this  project  at  their  hall, 
proved  by  their  own  orders  of  the  22nd  and  27th  of  November 
1637,  and  Feb.  7,  1637-8,  and  their  common  seal  put  to  the  deed  of 
creation  of  the  project,  and  thereupon  they  were  by  the  Committee 
voted  projectors,  17  June  [1641].  That  all  drawing  vintners  took 
the  benefit  of  this  project,  viz.,  Id.  a,  quart  on  all  wines,  and  2d.  a 
quart  on  High  Country  winesj  is  confessed  by  all  the  vintners  at  the 
Committee,     That  18  of  the  chief  vintners  took  3d  a  quart,  which 
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is  12L  a  ton,  above  the  set  price  on  Malagas  and  Sherries,  proved  by- 
Roger  Morris  and  Rodney  Luke,  June  21  [1641] ;  and  the  rest  did 
the  like,  as  wil]  be  proved  if  required.  That  the  Vintners  were  sued 
by  the  Attorney  General  in  Feb.  1636-7,  and  in  Oct.  1637  were 
served  to  hear  judgment  in  that  suit,  proved  by  the  affidavits  of 
Johnson  and  Beake,  Mr.  Attorney's  messengers.  That  then  they 
fell  upon  this  project  for  two  ends :  first,  to  get  pardon  for  their  past 
offences ;  2ndly,  to  raise  great  benefits  to  themselves,  viz.,  Id.  and  2d. 
a  quart,  QfiOOl.  restored,  suppression  of  coopers,  dressing  of  meat, 
restraint  of  licenses,  enlargement  of  their  charter.  This  appears  by 
the  orders  of  their  hall  and  by  the  11  articles,  which  they  call  the 
desires  of  retailing  vintners,  and  is  the  very  project  itself.  That 
they  were  never  sued  by  any  but  Mr.  Attorney,  and  none  do  testify 
any  persuasions  or  threats  but  those  that  are  parties  and  delinquents 
in  the  highest  degree ;  they  being ;  1,  parties  to  the  original  contriving 
the  project ;  2,  parties  to  the  indenture  of  creation  of  the  project ; 
3,  parties  that  took  benefit  by  the  project,  so  that  they  all  swear 
to  excuse  themselves.  This  appears  by  the  orders  at  their  hall,  and 
the  deed  of  creation  of  the  project  itself.  That  after  they  had  at 
their  hall  amongst  themselves  finished  their  project  and  a  petition 
to  usher  it,  they  sent  for  Mr.  Kilvert  to  amend  their  petition,  and 
he  never  knew  of  it  before,  nor  was  then  privy  to  the  penning  or 
contriving  of  the  project.  That  he  is  no  patentee,  nor  ever  brought 
in  money  to  set  it  on  foot.  That  the  Vintners  concluded  on  this 
project  in  their  hall  amongst  themselves,  before  ever  Mr.  Kilvert 
came  there,  and  was  put  into  writing  by  the  clerk  of  their  hall,  the 
Vintners  dictating  it ;  confessed  by  Alderman  Abel,  William  Leech- 
land,  at  the  Committee  in  the  Treasury  Chamber,  20  Feb.  1640[-1], 
by  Richard  Davies  and  George  Griffith.  That  the  Vintners  resolved 
upon  consultation  to  lay  the  whole  burthen  of  the  business  on 
Alderman  Abel  and  Mr.  Kilvert,  and  hoped  that  way  to  come  off; 
confessed  by  Griffith.  Henry  Lee,  vintner,  who  at  the  Grand 
Committee,  when  Mr.  Kilvert  was  voted,  deposed  that  Mr.  Kilvert 
was  at  Vintners'  Hall  before  Christmas  1637,  hath  recanted,  and 
acknowledged  that  he  mistook  the  time,  and  that  he  was  never  at 
Vintners'  Hall  till  after  Christmas.     [2  pp.] 

[June.]  83.  Paper  touching  the  lease  of  the  forest  of  Galtres,  co.  York, 
September  9,  1629.  The  King,  by  his  letters  patent  under  the 
Great  Seal,  in  consideration  of  20,000^,  doth  grant  to  Peter  Leonarts, 
Thomas  Austen,  and  John  Duleing,  and  their  heirs,  the  forest  of 
Galtres,  co.  York,  paying  his  Majesty  the  fee-farm  rent  of  40^. 
May  6,  1636,  Leonarts,  Austen,  and  Duleing,  for  the  considerations 
therein  mentioned,  grant  it  to  Edward  Fenn  and  John  Bland, 
for  15  years  from  Michaelmas  1635,  without  impeachment  of  waste, 
paying  his  Majesty  the  said  fee-farm  rent  of  40?.  per  annum. 
June  3,  1636,  Leonarts,  Austen,  and  Duleing  sell  the  forest  to  Sir 
Abraham  Dawes  and  Robert  Long  and  to  their  heirs,  paying  his 
Majesty  the  rent  reserved  ut  supra,  and  do  covenant  that  it  is  free 
from  all  incumbrances,  except  the  lease  of"  1 5  years  made  to  Fenn 
and  Bland.     June  9,  1636,  Fenn  and  Bland  grant  the  said  lease  of 
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15  years  to  Richard  Lygon  and  Thomas  Crom-well,  to  the  intent 
they  should  pay  to  Stephen  Alcock  the  sum  of  3,328?.  the  2nd  of 
Dec.  1636,  with  proviso  that  if  the  money  be  not  paid  at  the  day 
and  place  mentioned,  then  the  same  to  be  void.  The  money  was 
demanded  at  the  day  and  place  of  payment,  but  it  was  not  tendered 
or  paid.  Afterwards  Mr.  Long  pays  in  1,4:001.  with  interest,  part 
of  the  3,328?.,  and  there  remains  unpaid  of  the  said  debt,  with 
damages,  in  June  last,  1641,  the  sum  of  2,700?.  [Endorsed: 
Mr.  Alcock's  paper.     1  p.] 

[June.J  84.  Laws    and   Ordinances   of  War   established   for   the   better 

Government  of  the  Army  in  the  Northern  Parts  by  the  Earl  of 
Holland  as  Lord  General  of  the  King's  Army.     [Copy,  14  pp.} 

[June.]  85.  Petition  of  William  Jackson  to  the  House  of  Commons.    About 

the  year  1638  petitioner  brought  88  bibles  in  quarto,  and  50  bibles 
in  duodecimo,  from  Amsterdam  into  England,  which  were  seized, 
and  petitioner  imprisoned  in  custody  of  the  messenger  of  the  High 
Commission  Court,  till  he  found  sureties  for  his  appearance,  and 
afterwards  he  was  compelled  to  give  bond  with  two  good  sureties, 
who  had  countei-  security  also,  in  200?.  penalty,  for  the  transporting 
of  the  same  back  again ;  and  he  spent  near  10?.  in  that  Court,  his 
costs  being  taxed  by  Sir  John  Lambe  and  Dr.  Eden.  The  said 
books  are  still  not  delivered  to  petitioner,  contrary  to  the  order  of 
the  said  Court,  and  now  they  are  in  the  disposal  of  this  House. 
Petitioner  hath  endured  much  trouble  before  and  in  the  time  of  the 
last-dissolved  Parliament  touching  the  said  books,  for  he  went  with 
his  order  to  Sir  Thomas  Bloodworth,  who  took  it  and  kept  it, 
referring  him  to  the  farmer  of  the  printing-house,  so  that  he 
attended  Mr.  Legatt,  who  bore  him  a  long  time  in  hand  that  he 
should  have  restitution ;  but,  their  own  ends  being  attained,  they 
slighted  petitioner  without  redress.  Prays  Legatt  may  be  con- 
vented,  his  books  restored,  his  bond  discharged,  and  his  costs  repaicl.

[June.]  86.  Notes  endorsed  by  Laud : — "  The  several  statutes  [here  specified] 
urged  in  my  Lord  Strafford's  business."  The  questions  submitted 
for  consideration  are : — 1.  Whether  the  endeavour  to  subvert  the 
fundamental  laws,  &c.,  and  to  set  up  an  arbitrary  government,  be 
treason  ?  2.  Whether  a  single  testimony,  accompanied  with  other 
pregnant  circumstances,  is  sufficient  to  evidence  and  prove  treason  ? 
3.  Whether  the  15th  article'  [of  the  charge  against  Strafford]  may 
be  adjudged  a  levying  of  war  against  the  subject  ?  4.  Whether  the 
offences  contrary  to  the  statute  18  Hen.

[June.]  87.  Algernon  Earl  of  Northumberland,  Lord  High  Admiral,  and 

Captain-General  of  all  his  Majesty's  forces  by  sea  and  land,  to 
all  mayors,  sheriffs,  constables,  and  other  officers.  •  The  Company  of 
Shipwrights  have  by  petition  tendered  to  me   certain  branches  of 
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his  Majesty's  charter  to  them,  amongst  which  it  appears  that,  for 
the  better  enabling  the  Company  to  attend  his  Majesty's  service 
in  the  business  of  shipping,  they  are  freed  from  attendance  at  assize 
or  sessions,  and  from  being  pressed  as  land  soldiers.  Whereupon, 
and  for  that  the  members  of  the  Company,  as  well  shipwrights  as 
calkers,  are  to  be  in  continual  readiness  to  do  his  Majesty's  service, 
both  in  his  ships  at  sea  and  by  employments  at  Portsmouth, 
Chatham,  and  other  places,  I  signify  to  all  his  Majesty's  oiEcers 
that  they  forbear  to  summon  or  charge  the  said  shipwrights  or 
calkers  in  or  upon  the  services  afore  mentioned;  none  to  have 
benefit  of  this  privilege  except  he  be  certified  to  be  a  member  of 
that  Company  under  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  and  the  hands  of 
the  Master  and  Wardens  for  the  time  being.

[July  1.]  1.  Articles  touching  the  reformation  of  abuses  in  ecclesiastical 
government  [probably  submitted  to  the  Lords'  Committee  appointed 
to  consider  the  Bill  of  Bishop  Williams  of  Lincoln].  (1.)  All  the 
Bishops  under  70  years  old,  iu  their  own  dioceses,  not  being  sick, 
to  preach  every  Lord's  Day,  or  pay  51.  to  the  poor.  (2.)  No  Arch- 
bishops, Bishops,  or  any  other  person  being  in  orders  and  having 
care  of  souls,  to  be  Judge  of  the  Star  Chamber,  or  Privy  Counsellor, 
or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  a  commissioner  from  any  temporal  court, 
under  several  penalties  and  disabilities,  excepting  the  two  Univer- 
sities, honourable  persons  by  descent,  and  the  Dean  of  Westminster 
in  Westminster  and  St.  Martin's-le-Grand  only.  (3.)  12  assistants 
to  the  Bishop  of  every  diocese  respectively  to  be  chosen  out  of 
every  shire  or  county  of  England  and  Wales,  whereof  six  to  assist 
the  Bishop  and  approve  of  every  ordination  of  ministers ;  one  or 
two  to  assist  in  all  ecclesiastical  judgment  or  sentence,  and  to  allow 
of  appeals ;  six  to  be  present  in  the  hearing  of  appeals  made  to  the 
Bishop,  and  the  assistants  to  attend  upon  summons  under  penalty 
of  lOf.  (4.)  Election  of  Archbishops  and  Bishops  for  the  time  to 
come  to  be  performed  by  the  Dean  and  the  Chapter,  and  all  the 
assistants  in  that  diocese,  who  are  to  recommend  three  persons  in 
holy  orders  out  of  that  or  any  other  diocese  to  the  King's  Majesty, 
who  will  be  pleased  to  name  one  of  them  that  shall  be  consecrated 
and  translated  to  the  Bishopric  within  20  days  after  the  cong^ 
d'^lire  received,  else  the  nomination  is  devolved  to  the  King. 
(5.)  No  Deans  and  Chapters  or  Residentiaries  or  Prebendaries  in 
Cathedral  or  College  Churches  to  reside  from  their  said  cure  above 
60  days  in  the  year.  To  preach  two  sermons  every  Sunday,  and 
one  lecture  in  the  week  day,  in  the  place  where  their  cathedrals  are 
situated,  upon  a  pain'  of  lOOL  to  the  King,  and  loss  of  their  profits 
for  one  year,  which  is  to  go  to  raise  a  stock  for  the  poor  of  that 
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town  or  city.  (6.)  The  fourth  part  of  the  fines  of  all  leases  made 
by  the  Archbishops,  Bishops,  Deans,  Deacons,  and  Chapters, 
Dignities,  Prebendaries,  as  also  of  Masters,,  Fellows, _  and  Scholars 
of  Colleges  in  both  Universities,  to  be  set  aside  to  raise  a  stock  to 
buy  out  all  the  impropriations  of  this  kingdom.  This  money  to  be 
delivered  to, collectors  named  by  the  Parliament,  who  are  to  present 
clerks  the  first  time  to  the  said  impropriations,  and  a,fterwards 
for  every  the  Archbishops,  Bishops,  and  other  Corporations  from 
whence  the  money  was  raised,  and  of  the  remaining  fine  upon  all 
impropriations,  the  vicar  or  curate  to  be  paid  the  tenth  part. 
(7.)  All  residentiaries  that  have  a  benefice  with  cure  of  souls  to 
pay  to  the  curate  (who  is  to  be  a  preacher)  for  the  time  of  his  non- 
residence,  in  proportion  to  the  moiety  of  the  entire  value  of  such  a 
benefice ;  and  all  double-beneficed  men  or  pluralists  to  keep  a 
preaeher  that  shall  preach  twice  on  the  Lord's  Day  upon  the 
benefice  from  which  he  shall  be  non-resident,  and  to  allow  him  an 
entire  moiety  of  the  profits  of  the  said  benefice  for  his  labour  aud 
pains.  (8.)  The  regulating  of  Courts  Ecclesiastical.  No  citation  to 
be  issued  forth  before  the  libel  and  the  articles  be  in.  No  pro- 
ceedings hereafter  ex  officio  loiero,  but  the  Judge  and  Registrar  shall 
pay  the  costs  to  the  party  innocent.  None  to  accuse  themselves  in 
criminal  causes  upon  oaths  imposed  upon  them.  The  defendant  is 
to  answer  within  20  days  after  citation.  Both  parties  to  examine 
their  proofs  within  four  months  after.  No  exception  against  the 
credit  of  witnesses,  but  upon  matter  of  record  in  a  court  civil  or 
ecclesiastical.  All  causes  to  be  ended  within  the  year.  A  com- 
petent number  of  proctors  and.  apparitors  to  be  as.signed  to  every 
consistory  by  the  Bishops  and  six  assistants.  No  suitor  to  go  to 
law  upon  trust  in  those  courts.  No  proctors  to  take  fees  for 
desiring  continuance  of  days.  No  more  appeals  but  two,  one  to  the 
Bishop  in  person  and  his  assistants,  and  the  other  to  the  King's 
delegates.  The  Arches  and  Audience  in  matters  of  appeal  set 
aside  as  unnecessary  and  vexatious.  (9.)  The  laws  ecclesiastical 
in  use  in  this  kingdom  to  be  collected  and  abridged  in  the  English 
tongue  by  16  learned  men,  to  be  named,  six  by  the  King,  five 
by  the  House  of  Lords,  and  five  by  the  House  of  Commons; 
that  Archbishops,  Bishops,  Deans,  Archdeacons,  and  Prebendaries 
may  understand  (which  now  they  do  not)  by  what  laws  they  judge, 
and  the  King's  people  may  likewise  know  by  what  laws  they  are 
to  be  judged.

July  1,  8.  Sidney  Bere  to  [Sir  John  Pennington].      By  the  enclosed  you 

Whitehall,     will  see  what  has  passed  in  the  business  of  Father  PhUlips,  and 

wherefore  he  was  examined,  but  since  nothing  has  been  done  or 

mentioned  therein.     The  journal  will  tell  you  all  till  Monday,  since 

which  the  Earl  of  Holland  is  gone  to  the  army  to  disband  five 
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regiments ;  and  that  he  may  be  better  obeyed  now  that  martial 
law  is   forbidden,   the   enclosed    proclamation    is   published.     The 
treaty  with  the  Scots  is  finished  between  the  Commissioners,  and 
•     to-day  or  to-morrow  Lords  Eothes  and  Dumferlin  go  for  Scotland 
to   have  it  ratified  there,  and   then   it   shall  be  enacted  in  both 
Parliaments.     Till  their  return  the  total  disbanding  will  hardly  be, 
but  'tis  said  tbey  shall  begin  as  we,  with  five  regiments,  and  retire 
out  of  the  Bishopric  to  Newcastle.    Another  particular,  I  am  told,  is 
agreed  on,  which  is  very  material, — that  Commissioners  are  appointed  . 
to  know  the  debts  due  to  the  counties  of  Durham  and  Northumber- 
land by  the  Scots,  and  that  their  payment  shall  be  deducted  here 
before  the  moneys  be  given  to  the  Scots.     The  day  for  the  King's 
journey  is  not  fully  resolved ;  the  Parliament  insist  for  the  10th 
of  August,  to  which  the  King  will  agree  if  the  Scots  will  dispense 
with  his  promise  till  then.     There  has  been  to-day  in  the  Commons 
a  motion  to  divide  the  Bill  for  putting  down  the   Star  Chamber  and 
limiting  the  Council  Board,  referring  this  last  to  further  debate, 
and  that  at  present  the  Bill  should  only  go  for  the  Star  Chamber, 
which  is  a  good  moderation  for  the  present,  for  the  Lords  will  not 
easily  let  go  anything  concerning  the  other.      Sir  Balthazar  Gerbier 
has  let  himself  be  drawn  by  degrees  into  a  business  before  the 
Upper  House,  whereby  I  fear  he  will  suffer  in  Court,  having  done  it 
without  the  King's  leave.     It  is  a  discovery  of  divers  passages  of 
moment  concerning  the  States  of  Flanders  which  reflect  on  this 
State  very  much,  and  Lord  Cottington  is,  as  it  were,  accused  to  be 
the  person  that  did  the  ill  service.     In  fine,  it  will  be  hard  to  prove 
whoe'er  it  be,  and  so  you  may  imagine  what  a  strength  of  ill  will 
he  brings  upon  him.     He  alleged  me  in  one  particular,  whereupon 
I  was  sent  for,  and  was  fain  before  the  whole  House  to  answer 
what  I  knew ;  which  I  did  freely,  since  I  was  by  authority  com- 
manded so  to  do,  but  would  I  had  been  let  alone,  for  all  truths  are 
not  expedient  to  be  known.     Yet  I  hope  I  have  not  suflered  for  so 
little  as  I  had  to  say,  and  that  my  ingenuity  of  expression  will 
excuse  me ;  but  in  these  ticklish  times  and  on  such  occasions,  it's 
safe  to  know  little.     What  will  be  the  issue  of  all  I  know  not,    Not 
to  return,  I  think,  is  the  least  efiect  of  the  displeasure,  nor  indeed 
were  it  any  [loss],  considering  how  the  Spaniards  hate  him,  so  that 
he  may  justly  suspect  there  is  little  safety  for  him  there,     I  have 
news  from  the  Hague  that  Mr.  Murray  was  gone  to  the  army,  so 
that  by  this  time  he  may  be  on  his  return.     The  Portugal  treaty 
was  as  good  as  concluded  till  this  week's  letters  brought  news  of  a 
treaty  concluded  in  Holland  so  prejudicial  to  our  merchants  that  it 
hath  caused  a  stop  in  ours.     The .  report  is  here  very  rife  that  the 
French  Ambassador  will   speak   high,  but   as   yet  I  find   it   not.

July  ] ,  4.  Thos.  Wiseman  to  [Sir  John  Pennington].     There  is  found  still 

London.  one  device  or  other  for  staying  the  Scots,  being  14  days'  license 
more  given  to  them.  God  send  us  well  rid  of  them,  and  then  we 
may  hope  to  enjoy  our  ancient  peace,  both  of  Church  and  Common- 
wealth ;  for  till  they  are  gone,  whate'er  they  pretend,  we  find  they 
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are  the  only  disturbers  of  both.  The  Parliament  sat  close,  and  I 
believe  will  hardly  adjourn  this  year ;  they  have  so  much  business 
cut  out  to  finish,  besides  new  that  is  brought  to  them  continually. 
Sir  Balthazar  Gerbier  two  days  since  accused  Lord  Cottington  of 
high  treason,  but  I  hear  his  witnesses  fail  him  in  the  proof,  and  it 
is  like  to  come  to  nothing.  What  the  particulars  are  is  variously 
reported ;  only  this  is  the  general,  that  he  should  advise  the  King 
of  Spain  of  some  employment  our  King  some  five  or  six  years  ago 
had  given  Gerbier  to  his  prejudice.  But  Gerbier  is  utterly  lost,  and, 
it  is  thought,  will  never  see  Brussels  again,  though  his  commission 
was  signed  for  his  departure.  It  is  thought  likewise  my  Lord  of 
Leicester  will  be  prevented  from  going  Lieutenant  into  Ireland, 
because,  they  say,  something  he  has  done  has  displeased  the  Parlia- 
ment, and  my  Lord  of  Bristol  stands  upon  as  ill  terms  with 
it.

July  1,  5.  Edward  Nicholas  to  Sir  John  Pennington.     I  am  now  come  to 

Westminster,  this  town  to  reside  during  this  my  month  of  attendance  at  the 
Council  Board,  and  shall  be  very  glad  of  any  happy  occasion  here 
to  serve  you  or  any  friend  of  yours.  The  King's  journey  towards 
Scotland  is  put  off  till  about  the  10th  of  next  month ;  and  what  in 
these  active  times  may  happen  between  this  and  that,  God  knows. 
The  Queen's  going  to  Holmby  is  likewise  deferred,  but  for  how 
long  is  not  yet  known.  The  Parliament  is  passing  of  an  Act 
for  levying  of  money  by  the  poll,  which  Bill  is  passed  the 
Commons,  as  is  als®  the  Bill  against  the  Court  of  ^Star  Chamber 
and  the  Council  Board,  and  is  now  with  the  Lords,  where  it  is 
thought  they  will  pass  with  expedition.  Marquis  of  Hertford  is 
made  Lord  Governor  to  the  Prince  upon  the  resignation  of  the  Earl 
of  Newcastle.  Sir  Balthazar  Gerbier  has  presented  a  heavy  charge 
or  accusation  to  the  Upper  House  against  Lord  Cottington,  but  it 
is  conceived  he  will  not  be  able  to  make  it  good,  two  of  his  principal 
witnesses  having  upon  oath  declared  that  they  know  nothing  of 
the  business.  Mr.  Capell,  of  Hertfordshire,  shall  be  made  a  baron 
for  certain,  and  some  say  that  there  shall  be  two  or  three  barons 
more  created  shortly.  Baronets  are  now  become  so  cheap  as  that 
honor  is  sold  for  only  4:001.  It  is  said  that  the  Earl  Marshal  shall 
be  restored  to  the  honour  of  Duke  of  Norfolk,  but  of  this  you  will 
hear  more  certainly  very  shortly.  Yesterday  Mr.  Pollard  (one  of 
the  soldiers  committed  for  treason)  was  by  the  House  bailed,  and  is 
gone  into  the  country.  Sunday  last  the  French  Ambassador  had 
audience  at  Whitehall ;  he  is  homme  d'epde,  and  an  expert  courtier. 
By  this  inclosed  you  will  see  the  heads  of  propositions  preparing  by 
the  Parliament  to  be  presented  to  the  King.  There  is  nothing  done 
of  late  against  Episcopacy  or  against  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 
The  charges  against  the  Judges  are  by  the  Commons  transmitted 
up  to  the  Lords,  but  without  naming  it  treason,  misdemeanour,  or 
anything  at  all.  My  Lord  Admiral  is  now  at  Sion,  and  goes  on 
Monday  to  the  wells  at  Tunbridge  to  try  the  virtue  of  the  waters 
there.  We  are  here  in  a  very  unstable  and  uncertain  condition, 
expecting  every  day  some  alteration  in  the  Government  or  amongst 
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the  Governors.  Your  news  of  the  great  overthrow  given  by  the 
Hollanders  to  the  pirates  of  Algiers  is  very  welcome,  and  will  ease 
you  of  care  and  trouble.  I  shall  now  continue  my  weekly  letters 
to  you,  and  be  ever  ready  though  unable  to  serve  you.  P.S  — The 
Earl  of  Traquair  is  absented  from  hence,  no  man  knows  whither. 
Our  friend  Mr.  Jacob  Braems  was  well  on  Saturday,  and  died 
Monday  last  in  this  town.  Sir  John  Millicent,  the  serjeant-porter, 
died  a  fortnight  since,  and  Sir  Henry  Mervin  shall,  as  it  is  thought, 
have  his  place.

In  my  letters  of  the  28th  June  I  informed  you  that  my  uncle  did  not 

think  fit  to  write  to  the  Queen  in  the  particular  you  desired,  but 

had  written  to  her  in  general  in  your  favour,  and  that  Mr.  Montague 

had  likewise  given  you  a  special  remembrance  to  her  Majesty,  and 

written  to  some  other  friends  in  your  behalf    Mrs.  Civet,  also,  at  the 

same  time,  desired  her  mother  and  Mademoiselle  Coignet  to  befriend 

you  to  her  Majesty  on  all  occasions.     In  my  letter  of  the  5th  July 

(this  stile)  you  were  to  receive  a  letter  from  Mr.  Secretary  to  Sir  John 

Innes,  together  with  a  copy  of  one  written  by  him  to  my  uncle, 

charging  him  to   have  been  the  cause  of  his  imprisonment,   for 

the  clearing  of  which  I  desired  you  to  speak  with  Mi-.  Nicholas.

Another  particular  there  was  concerning  my  Lady  [Windebank], 

she  desiring  very  much  to  come  hither  to  my  uncle,  since  she  saw 

no   likelihood   of    his   returning  yet.     He   was   very  willing   she 

should  come,  but  fearing  to  fall  into  want  here,  the  place  being 

so  dear  to  live  in  with  a  family,  he  desired  that  all  the  plate, 

brocatellies,    and    other    things   at    London   of    value    might    be 

turned  into  money  and   made  over  hither,  and  that  you  would 

endeavour   to   get  in  all   or   a   part  of  that   little  money  which 

is   abroad,   and    make   it    over    likewise,   that    himself    and    his 

family,  if  they  should  come,  might  not  be  exposed  to  necessity  in 

a  strange  country.     I  then  signified  to  you  my  uncle's  desire  that 

you  would  speak  with  Mr.  Treasurer  (to  whom  he  wrote  himself 

with  those  letters)  to  favour  him  in  the  payment  of  those  monies 

that  were  due  to  him  in  the  House  and  Exchequer,  and  to  take  some 

course  for  securing  the  monies  due  upon  the  Privy  Seal  for  the  Post 

business. 

The  Princes  of  the  League  at  Sedan  have  very  lately  given  a 
great  blow  to  the  army  of  this  [the  French]  king  sent  thither 
under  the  Comte  de  Chatillon ;  but  withal  those  princes  have  lost  in 
the.  battle  the  Comte  de  Soissons,  which  makes  the  blow  to  be  on 
their  side,  since  he  was  the  head  of  that  party,  and  the  only 
person  considerable  in  it,  the  rest  being  far  inferior  to  him  both  in 
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power  and  in  the  affections  of  the  people,  so  that  they  make  account 
that  business  is  ended  by  his  death,  which  otherwise  would  have 
gone  so  near  them  as  to  have  forced  them  to  raise  the  siege  of  Aire, 
and  to  have  served  themselves  with  that  army  for  the  quenching 
of  that  fire.  I  pray  God  settle  the  business  of  England  so  as  we 
may  enjoy  peace,  and  in  the  next  place  I  hope  I  may  pray  for  our 
happy  meeting  and  deliverance  from  this  servitude.  [Seal  with 
arms.

Whitehall,  despatch  of  the  ^  ultimo,  beiiig  heartily  glad  to  understand  of  your 
safe  arrival  so  far  on  your  way,  although  it  has  been  with  some 
incommodity,  which  a  good  success  in  your  negociations  would  soon 
make  you  forget.  I  have  acquainted  both  his  Majesty  and  the 
Prince  Elector  with  the  contents  of  your  despatch,  who  commend  very 
much  your  diligence,  and  the  solid  judgments  you  give  on  the 
present  state  of  affairs  there,  as  you  find  them  disposed  hitherto. 
I  hope  at  your  arrival  at  Ratisbon  they  will  answer  more  fully  your 
expectation  and  the  invitations  inducing  his  Majesty  to  this 
embassage,  which  we  hope  will  be  the  subject  of  your  next  despatch. 

In  the  meantime,  to  give  you  some  light  of  our  affairs  here,  I 
shall  only  tell  you  that  we  are  still  about  the  Church  business, 
which,  if  it  were  once  accommodated,  no  doubt  but  all  things  else 
would  be  happily  and  quickly  settled.  The  treaty  with  the  Scotch 
is  concluded  so  far  that  it  only  depends  upon  a  ratification  from 
Edinburgh,  for  which  the  Lords  Loudoun  and  Dunfermline  are  gone 
thither,  and  are  expected  back  very  shortly.  The  earl  of  Holland 
is  gone  to  the  army  with  order  to  disband  five  regiments,  and  the 
rest  to  follow  as  monies  come  in,  so  that  we  hope  to  have  all  the 
armies  disbanded  against  his  Majesty's  going  for  Scotland,  which  is 
put  ofi"  until  10th  August. 

The  Queen  Mother  is  still  with  us,  the  Infante  Cardinal  having 
refused  her  passage  through  Flanders,  and  so  expects  the  return  of 
Mr.  Murray,  whom  his  Majesty  sent  to  ask  the  like  favour  from  the 
States  and  Prince  of  Orange. 

Sir  Balthazar  Gerbier  being  on  his  departure  for  Brussels  was 
examined  by  the  Lords  of  the  Upper  House  concerning  his  employ- 
ment in  those  parts,  on  which  occasion  he  has  made  a  long  relation 
of  divers  particulars  concerning  the  discontent  of  those  States  some 
years  past,  wherein  my  Lord  Cottington  (if  it  can  be  proved)  will 
be  highly  concerned,  whereof  I  shall  hereafter  further  advertise 
you.     In  the  meanwhile  he  still  remains  here. 

We  are  now  almost  come  to  a  conclusion  with  the  Portugal 
ambassadors,  but  an  advertisement,  come  this  last  week  from 
Holland,  has  cast  in  ■  a  rub,  bearing  that  they  should  have  articled 
with  the  West  India  Company  in  Holland  that  no  ships  should  be 
freighted  or  employed  to  the  Brazil  but  Hollanders,  to  the  utter 
exclusion  of  the  English,  whereby  our  merchants  are  much  alarmed, 
but  the  ambassadors  here  disclaim  any  such  agreement. 

Count  Rosetti  is  gone  for  Flanders,  and  certainly  the  Queen 
Mother,  though  she  had  her  passage  to  CuUein  [Cologne]  refused  by 
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the  Cardinal,  I  am  of  opinion  she  will  not  be  refused  by  the  States 
and  Prince  of  Orange.     [2  pp.]

York.  Commissary- General  of  the  Horse,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  officer 
commanding  the  regiment  to  execute  martial  law.  Whereas  I  have 
cause  to  apprehend  that  the  troopers  in  his  Majesty's  army,  believing 
themselves  to  be  free  from  the  rule  of  ifiartial  law,  have  taken  the 
greater  liberty  to  disobey  their  commanders,  and  officers  and  to 
oppress  the  inhabitants  of  the  country.  These  are  to  require  you, 
for  the  prevention  of  any  such  insolencies  for  the  future,  to  give  to 
them  public  notice,  that  I  am  resolved,  according  to  the  powers 
given  to  me  for  governing  the  said  army,  to  punish  all  and  every 
of  them  offending  against  the  rule  and  discipline  of  war,  in  such 
manner  as  by  the  law  martial  their  several  offences  shall  deserve  ; 
and  therefore  that  you  advise  and  exhort  them  so  to  demean  them- 
selves as  they  may  not  provoke  the  just  severity  of  that  law,  which 
I  desire  may  be  a  rule  for  their  direction  rather  than  for  their 
punishment.

Good  Madam,  I  am  greatly  weary  of  the  Court  and  of  my  attendance 
here  as  I  am  now,  and  though  I  am  but  at  the  entrance  into  my  month's 
waiting  yet  I  am  already  tired  with  having  nothing  to  do.  I  see 
nothing  hereabout  that  may  give  a  rational  and  moderate  man  any 
measure  of  content  or  hope  for  good.  I  am  told  for  certain  that 
your  uncle,  Sir  John  Davis,  shall  marry  the  rich  Lady  Thynne. 
Sir  B[althazar]  Gerbier,  who  accused  the  Lord  Cottington,  is  not 
like  to  make '  his  complaint  good,  two  of  his  principal  witnesses 
having  already  declared  to  the  Parliament  that  they  knew  nothing 
of  the  business.  Here  is  a  French  ambassador  come  over  lately, 
who  is  very  busy  at  Court,  but  can  do  no  good,  notwithstanding  he 
is  a  soldier.  There  is  no  speech  now  of  the  King  or  Queen  stirring 
from  hence,  but  the  day  of  the  King's  journey  to  Scotland  is  agreed 
by  Parliament  to  be  the  10th  of  August.  There  were  many  to  be 
made  Peers,  as  Sir  James  Thynne,  Sir  Arthur  Ingram,  and  others,

Sir  Thos.  Cheeke  and  others,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  rest  of 
the  tenants  and  inhabitants  of  the  manor  of  Havering-at-Bower, 
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Eumford,  Essex,  plaintiffs,  against  Wm.  Morley  and  George  Glanvill 
and  others,  defendants.  Plaintiiis  by  their  Bill  set  forth  that  the 
manor  of  Havering  has  ever  ■  been  part  of  the  demesne  lands  of  the 
Crown  of  England.  Time  out  of  mind  there  have  been  fairs  and 
markets  held  at  Hornechurch  and  Eumford,  both  parcels  of  the  said 
manor,  at  which  the  free  tenants  of  the  manor  have  been  exempted 
from  paying  toll.  The  defendants,  pretending  themselves  to  be 
owners  of  the  pens  and  stalls,  have  exacted  toll  from  the  free  tenants 
against  their  privilege. 

Mr.  Morley  having  died  pendente  lite,  George  Glanvill,  to  whom 
he  sold  the  tolls  before  his  death,  makes  answer  and  defence.  That 
King  James  granted  the  said  manor,  appurtenances,  fairs,  markets, 
pens,  &c.,  to  Sir  James  Fullerton  for  a  term  of  99  years,  and  since 
that  time  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  99  years  descended  by 
several  mean  assignments  for  a  valuable  consideration  to  the 
defendant.  Whether  the  said  tenants  are  exempted  from  paying 
toll  or  not,  is  a  matter  of  record,  but  he  .hopes  to  prove  that  they 
have  been  used  to  pay  toll,  &c.  But  if  the  privilege  shall  be

London.  aboard  the  "  St.  Andrew "  in  the  Downs.  The  King  begins  his 
journey  for  Scotland  on  Monday  next.  The  Queen  Mother  should 
have  gone  this  day,  but  her  indisposition  has  not  only  hindered  it, 
but  rendered  the  time  of  her  departure  uncertain.  The  Scots 
demand,  as  a  condition  necessarily  to  precede  the  disbanding  or 
retreat  of  their  army,  the  payment  of  200,000^.,  i.e.  12O,000Z.  for 
arrears,  and  80,000Z.  as  part  of  the  brotherly  benevolence.  This 
being  performed,  they  promise  to  depart  with  their  whole  army 
within  48  hours,  otherwise  they  must  still  continue  where  they  are. 
Only  this  favour  they  can  and  will  do  to  comply  with  the  Parlia- 
ment's occasions : — that  whereas  they  are  indebted  to  those  of  New- 
castle and  the  country  thereabout  some  28,000Z.,  they  are  content 
that  sum  shall  be  deducted  from  the  200,000L  on  condition  the 
Parliament  wUl  undertake  the  payment  thereof  to  their  creditors. 
Yesterday  13  Bishops  were  impeached  of  high  misdemeanour, 
amounting  to  a  prcemunire,  by  the  House  of  Commons.  The 
term  set  down  in  the  last  Bill  for  tonnage  and  poundage  being  to 
expire  upon  Tuesday  next,  it  is  doubted  the  other  for  the  continuing 
of  it  for  a  longer  time  will  hardly  pass  before  the  King's  journey,  and 
what  may  follow  thereupon  you  will  easily  imagine.  The  great 
haste  I  am  in,  and  the  hope  I  have  to  be  shortly  with  you  in  my 
way  for  Brussels,  for  which  place  I  am  now  despatched  to  succeed 
to  Mr.  Gerbier,  makes  me  to  be  shorter  with  you  than  I  expected.

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July  5.  17.  The  King's  speech  in  the  House  of  Lords  this  day,  when 

he  passed  the  Bills  for  taking  away  the  Star  Chamber  and  regulating 
the  Council  Board,  and  for  taking  away  the  High  Commission  Court. 

I  come  to  perform  that  which  I  did  promise  on  Saturday  last, 
which  was  speedily  to  give  my  determinate  answer  to  these  two 
Bills.  But  before  I  do  it,  I  must  tell  you  that  I- cannot  but  be  very 
sensible  of  those  demonstrations  of  discontent  that  I  hear  some  have 
■  made  for  my  not  giving  my  assent  on  Saturday  last.  Methinks  'tis 
strange  that  anybody  should  think  I  could  pass  two  Bills  of  that 
importance  as  these  are  without  taking  some  fit  time  to  consider  of 
them.  For  it  is  no  less  than  to  alter  in  a  great  measure  those  funda- 
mental laws  ecclesiastical  and  civil  which  many  of  my  best-governing 
predecessors  have  established.  Nay,  though  I  had  refused  them,  I 
had  therein  but  concurred  with  the  wisdom  of  our  ancestors,  lest 
in  offering  to  confute  their  judgments,  I  should  show  less  myself. 
And  if  you  consider  what  I  have  done  this  Parliament,  discontent 
will  not  sit  in  your  hearts,  for  I  hope  you  remember  that  I  have 
granted  that  the  Judges  hereafter  shall  hold  their  places  "  Quam  diu 
bene  se  gesserint."  I  have  bounded  the  Forests,  not  according  to  my 
right,  but  according  to  late  customs.  I  have  established  the  property 
of  the  subject,  as  witness  the  free-giving  way  to  the  taking  away 
the  ship-money. 

I  have  determined  by  Act  in  Parliament  the  right  of  imposing  by 
the  Bill  of  Tonnage  of  Poundage,  which  never  was  done  in  any  my 
predecessors'  time.  I  have  granted  a  law  for  a  Triennial  Parlia- 
ment, and  have  assented  to  the  Continuance  of  this  Parliament  for 
the  better  securing  of  money  advances  for  the  disbanding  of  the 
armies.  I  have  given  free  course  to  justice  against  Delinquents.  I 
have  put  the  law  in  execution  against  Papists.  In  a  word,  I  have 
given  way  to  everything  that  hath  been  asked  of  me  by  the  whole 
Parliament.  And  therefore  methinks  you  should  not  wonder  if  in 
something  I  should  now  begin  to  refuse.  But  I  hope  you  will  not 
ask  what  I  shall  deny,  for  I  promise  you  that  I  shall  not  stick  at 
trivial  matters  to  give  you  content,  hoping  you  are  so  sensible  of 
those  beneficial  favours  bestowed  upon  you  at  this  time,  that  you 
will  rather  think  of  retribution  for  them  than  repining. 

To  conclude,  you  know  that  by  your  consent  there  is  a  prefixed  time 
set  for  my  going  for  Scotland,  there  being  an  absolute  necessity  for 
it,  and  I  do  not  know  but  that  things  may  so  fall  out  there  that  it 
may  be  shortened ;  therefore  I  hope  you  will  hasten  the  despatch  of 
those  great  businesses  which  are  now  necessary  to  be  done,  and 
leave  the  trivial  and  less  important  matters  to  another  meeting. 

For  my  part  I  shall  omit  nothing  that  may  give  you  just  content- 
ment, and  study  nothing  more  than  your  happiness.  And  of  this  I 
am  certain  you  shall  see  a  very  good  testimony  by  the  passing  of 
these  two  Bills,  Le  roy  le  veult. 

This  done,  his  Majjesty  said  as  followeth : — I  have  one  word  more 
to  speak  unto  you,  now  taking  occasion  to  present  to  both  Hoijses, 
that  whereby  I  hope  all  the  world  shall  see  that  there  is  a  good 
understanding  between  me  and  my  people.  It  is  concerning  my 
nephew,  the  Prince  Elector  Palatine,  who  having  desired  me  by  the 
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advice  of  the  King  of  Denmark  to  assist  him  in  a  treaty  for  his 
restoration  at  the  diet  now  held  at  Ratisbon  by  the  Emperor,  I 
could  not  but  send  my  ambassador  for  that  purpose,  though  I  am 
afraid  I  shall  not  have  so  good  an  issue  of  it  as  I  wish ;  the  which 
my  nephew  foreseeing,  has  desired  me,  for  the  better  countenancing 
of  his  just  demands,  to  make  a  manifesto  in  my  name,  which  is  a 
thing  of  that  consequence  that  if  I  should  do  it  alone  without  the 
advice  of  my  Parliament,  it  would  be  of  much  less  force.  Therefore 
I  do  here  propose  it  to  you  that  by  your  advice  I  may  do  it,  for  that 
way  I  think  it  most  fit  to  be  published  in  my  name.  \_Printed  in 
Rushworth,  iv.,  307,  hut  with  many  variations.

Since  the  defeat  given  by  Lamboy  and  the  Princes  of  the  League, 
wherein  the  Count  of  Soissons  was  killed,  those  Princes  have 
besieged  a  little  town  by  Sedan,  and,  as  report  here  goes,  have 
taken  it. 
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The  Spaniards  are  so  strong  at  Aire  that  the  French  yet  receive 
little  satisfaction  in  that  business.  Divers  skirmishes  there  have 
been,  in  which  the  Spaniards  are  said  to  have  the  better,  and  the 
report  is  this  day  come  hither  that  the  Marshal  de  Meilleure  is 
"wounded  there.  All  this  troubles  me  not  much,  since  I  am  not  con- 
cerned in  the  gains  or  losses  of  either  party,  but  some  there  are  here 
who  take  a  pleasure  in  raising  reports  of  the  businesses  in  England, 
so  base  and  so  dishonourable  to  the  King  and  nation  that  I  have 
horror  to  hear  them,  and  there  want  not  those  who  are  so  apt  to 
believe  every  idle  rumour  that,  though  no  letters  nor  other  authority 
confirm  it,  they  think  themselves  injured  if  any  man  shall  suspect 
the  truth  of  it.

what  is  public  and  obvious  to  every  man's  ear  in  Westminster  Hall. 
Indeed  the  liberty  is  so  great  that  it  is  more  than  time  to  repress  it. 
For  that  scandalous  supposed  letter  of  Father  [Robert]  Phillips  has 
also  been  printed,  but  there  is  search  made  about  it,  and,  can  the 
author  be  found,  no  doubt  they  will  make  him  an  example. 

I  thank  you  for  the  careful  sense  you  seem  to  have  of  Sir  Bal- 
thazar Gerbier's  proceedings  in  my  regard.  I  must  confess  he  might 
have  prevented  all,  and  not  have  embarked  himself  in  the  business, 
especially  without  the  knowledge  of  the  King  or  Secretary  of  State, 
but  being  in,  what  I  had  to  say  was  a  truth  so  manifest  and  material 
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to  him  that  he  could  hardly  balk  me,  and  I  find  not  but  that  it  was 
generally  well  taken  what  I  said  therein.  If  the  business  should  go 
forwards,  I  must  needs  come  often  into  play;  for,  being  then  secre- 
tary to  him,  it  cannot  be  imagined  but  those  papers  should  have 
passed  my  hand,  as  indeed  they  have  almost  all  of  them.  I  told 
Mr.  Treasurer  [Vane]  as  much,  and  the  fear  I  had  it  might  prejudice 
me  ;  but  he  was  of  the  contrary  opinion,  since  it  could  not  any  ways 
concern  me,  being  then  his  servant ;  and  I  doubt  not  but  Sir  Balthazar 
will  come  off  well  enough,  for  I  believe  he  has  not  overshot  himself 
in  anything  so  much  as  that  he  has  done  this  of  his  own  head  or 
upon  the  requiry  of  the  House  only,  without  further  acquainting  the 
King.  He  tells  me  even  now  he  hopes  yet  to  return  for  Brussels, 
at  least  to  make  a  fair  retreat,  and,  if  so,  you  will  hear  shortly  of 
him. 

The  King  was  pleased  on  Monday  to  pass  the  Bills  for  putting 
down  the  Star  Chamber  and  High  Commission  Courts,  which  has 
given  great  satisfaction.  He  likewise  recommended  to  the  Houses 
the  Palatine  affairs,  desiring  their  concurrence,  and  representing  how 
fruitless  all  former  endeavours  had  been,  to  the  dishonour  and  scorn 
of  this  nation.  Whereupon  the  Houses  entered  into  consultation 
about  it,  and  seemed  to  take  the  business  to  heart,  as  you  will  see  by 
the  enclosed  copy.  The  manifesto  you  shall  likewise  have  so  soon 
as  it  comes  forth. 

We  have  now  since  two  days  a  new  journey  resolved  upon  of  the 
Queen's  going  to  Spa,  which  is  spoken  with  great  assurance  and 
undoubted  belief,  for  that  her  health  so  requires,  and  she  intends  to 
set  forth  10  days  before  the  King  goes  for  Scotland,  and  this  is  now, 
all  the  discourse  on  the  Queen's  side. 

You  will  have  heard  of  the  disastrous  misfortune  of  Mrs.  Kirke, 
who,  shooting  the  bridge,  was  drowned,  the  barge  overtossing.  The 
Queen  has  taken  very  heavily  the  news,  and,  they  say,  shed  tears 
for  her. 

The  defeat  of  Piccolomini  is  confirmed  here  by  letters  from  all 
parts,  with  many  particularities  of  moment,  which  I  hope,  together 
with  the  Parliament's  declaration,  will  give  life  to  Sir  Thos.  Roe's 
negotiations,  who  otherways  had  small  appearance  of  success. 

Lord  Holland  has  begun  to  disband,  and  writes  that  he  finds  the 
ofiicers  very  obedient,  but  the  soldiers  are  somewhat  refractory, 
which,  no  doubt,  will  be  suppressed  upon  the  first  exemplary  punish- 
ment. The  collection  of  the  poll  money  will  now  shortly  be  set  on 
foot,  and  so  it  is  hoped  that  money  will  come  in  apace  for  to  finish 
that  work. 

The  treaty  with  the  Portugal  ambassadors  is  at  a  stand,  for  they 
have  given  so  many  advantages  to  the  Hollanders  that  our 
merchants  find  little  left  in  their  power  for  them,  which  they 
having  represented  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  has  begot  such  a 
coldness,  that  the  business  lies  as  it  were  neglected.  The 
ambassadors  here  complain  much  of  their  ambassador  in  Holland 
for  having  been  so  libera,l,  and  that  he  cannot  expect  less  than  a 
disgrace  for  his  pains ;  but  that  helps  not  our  condition,  so  that 
as  yet  I  cannot  tell  you  what  end  we  shall  make  with  them. 
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Leslie  begins  to  withdraw  his  troops  from  the  bishopric  nearer 
to  Newcastle.  The  Parliament-houses  have  begun  the  example,  and 
have  paid  most  of  their  poll  money,  which'  so  busies  the  Exchequer 
that  they  have  not  hands  enough  to  receive  it,  being  to  come  in 
in  so  short  a  time.  London  and  15  miles  round  are  to  pay  within 
four  days  of  the  proclamation's  l?eing  published.  The  cessation 
[of  hostilities]  is  this  day  renewed  until  the  26th  of  this  month.

The  Queen  10  days  hence  is  said  constantly  to  resolve  to  go  to 
the  Spa  in  the  territory  of  the  Infante  Cardinal  with  the  Queen 
Mother.  The  Earl  of  Dorset  and  other  officers  are  already  , 
appointed  to  attend  her  in  the  journey.  The  Court  is  very  sad 
by  reason  of  a  great  mishap  happened  to  a  barge  coming  through 
London  Bridge,  wherein  were  divers  ladies,  and  amongst  the  rest 
Mrs.  Kirke,  drowned.

And  I  can  assure  you 
the  business  is  so  taken  to  heart  by  them  all,  that,  your  negociation 
not  succeeding,  they  will  leave  no  course  unattempted  whereby 
his  Majesty's  honour  may  be  vindicated  and  his  nephew's  rights, 
which  declaration,  with  the  late  good  success  near  Wolfenbuttel 
against  Piccolomini,  I  hope,  will  so  dispose  the  counsels  there  as 
that  you  may  meet  with  more  moderation  and  reason  in  the  treaty, 
and  so  '  return  with  the  wished-for  satisfaction.  His  Majesty's 
journey  for  Scotland  holds  still  for  the  10  August,  and  the  Queen 
has  also  resolved  to  go  for  Spa  about  the  same  time.  Our  Portugal 
treaty  remains  at  a  stand,  their  truce  with  the  Hollanders  being 
in  many  particulars  very  disadvantageous  to  our  merchants,  and 
no  less  dishonourable  to  them,  which  the  ambassadors  here  cry 
out  of  extremely,  and  yet  it  may  very  well  be  a  made  work  between 
them.  P.S. — This  day  the  Commons  have  been  upon  the  Bill  of 
Bishops,  and  have  voted  all  the  Church  lands  to  the  King,  reserving 
only  a  competency  during  their  lives.

T  hope  too  you  have  received  all  my  letters,  and  the  good  news  of 
the  defeat  of  Piccolomini  by  the  Swedes,  who  have  given  him  a 
second  blow  with  the  loss  of  2,000  men,  1 8  colours,  and  eight  pieces 
of  ordnance.  This  may  work  some  good  for  you,  and  some  good 
resolution  in  our  Parliament,  but  I  still  fear  the  worst.  My  brother 
[King  Charles]  goes  not  for  Scotland  till  the  10th  of  next  month. 
[The  Earls  of]  Holland  and  Newport  are  gone  down  to  cashier 
five  regiments,  and  some  of  the  Scottish  [are]  to  do  the  like; 
but  I  need  not  write  this,  because  I  am  sure  you  have  all  the  news 
from  England  written  to  you.  Gennep  will  not  hold  out  this 
week.  Count  William,  the  Marshal  of  the  Field,  has  had  a  shot ; 
it  only  grazed  his  fat  belly,  and  the  bullet  fell  into  his  hose,  but  he 
has  a  fever,  which  is  worse  than  his  hurt.  The  Queen  Mother  has 
leave  to  pass  this  way  towards  Cologne.  William  Murray  passes 
his  time  at  Goree,  being  wind-bound.  As  to  you,  so  the  Prince 
[of  Orange]  made  to  him,  many  protestations  of  his  afi'ection  to  us, 
confirming  it  in  a  letter  to  me  by  Murray.  The  French  ambassador, 
who  is  arrived  in  England,  has  order  to  speak  very  high  words, 
but  I  believe  [Marshal]  ChatUlon's  defeat  by  the  discontented 
Princes  will  cool  him  a  little.  [Two  seals  with  crown  and 
monograon.     lip.]

My  Lord  Admiral  [the  Earl  of  Northumberland],  finding  that  the 
waters  of  Tunbridge  did  not  agree  with  him,  returned  on  Monday 
hither  again.  He  is  reasonably  well  in  health,  but  I  hear  he  intends 
go  for  Bath  very  shortly. 
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I  am  sure  you  have  heard  by  what  a  sad  accident  Mrs.  Kirke, 
who  was  of  the  Queen's  bedchamber,  was  the  last  week  drowned. 

Lord  Digby's  speech,  in  which  he  gave  the  reasons  why  he  coukl 
not  give  his  vote  for  passing  the  Bill  of  Attainder  against  the  Earl 
of  Strafford,  is  by  the  House  of  Commons  declared  to  have  been  a 
scandal  to  the  Parliament  and  to  this  State,  and  is  therefore  by  them 
held  fit  to  be  burnt  by  the  hangman  in  three  places  in  this  city,  and 
his  Lordship  is  also  by  them  declared  to  be  unfit  to  hold  any  place 
or  to  have  any  employment  under  his  Majesty.  The  Parliament 
will  shortly  give  the  names  of  some  persons  who  are  of  the  King's 
Privy  Council,  whom  they  hold  to  be  unfaithful  counsellors.  I  wish 
that  the  poll  monev  may  rise  to  so  greiit  a  sum  as  is  imagined,  but 
r  much  doubt  it  will  not,  and  I  pray  it  may  be  all  quietly  paid. 
The  Earl  of  Holland  is  disbanding  five  regiments,  but  it  is  doubted 
that  the  Scots  will  not  disband  or  retire  home  so  easily  as  some 
believe.  Marquis  Hamilton  is  (for  auglit  I  can  understand)  in  great 
esteem  both  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  with  the  Lords  of  the 
Upper  House.  He  is  doubtless  a  wise  and  an  able  man,  and 
exceeding  gracious  and  powerful  with  the  King.  Sir  John  Finctt 
is  lately  dead,  and  Sir  Balthazar  Gerbier  is  invested  in  his  place.  I 
am  told  that  M.  de  Vic  shall  be  sent  agent  into  Flanders  in  Sir 
Balthazar's  room.  I  thank  you  very  kindly  for  your  foreign  news, 
which  is  very  welcome  to  me. 

There  are  great  store  of  baronets  made,  the  price  whereof  has 
come  to  350L,  as  I  am  told.  There  are  no  new.  barons  made  as  yet, 
but  there  is  great  expectation  that  there  shall  be  four  made  before 
it  be  long.  P.S. — Lord  Digby  was  by  his  Majesty  designed  to  have 
gone  ambassador  into  France  as  soon  as  the  Earl  of  Leicester  should 
return  thence,  but  it  is  thought  the  Parliament  will  disable  him  for 
any  such  employment.  The  speech  is  that  Mr.  HoUis  or  Mr.  John 
Hampden  shall  be  Secretary  of  State,  but  Lord  Mandeville  does 
now  again  put  liard  for  that  place.

Honywood  has 
not  yet  delivered  the  letter  because  there  is  some  doubt  how  he 
stands  with  the  Parliament,  they  having  taken  exceptions  against 
his  being  Lord  Lieutenant  and  not  Deputy,  and  for  a  packet  of  his 
out  of  France,  which  he  would  not  suffer  to  be  opened,  so,  as  I 
believe,  he  is  a  little  ticklishly  set  on  his  charge. 
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I  am  glad  the  Bishop  of  Wnrtzburg  is  so  well  affected  to  us.  He 
is  held  everywhere  to  be  an  honest  man,  and  I  am  confident  those 
deputies  you  name  vi^ill  not  fail  you  as  you  hope  ;  but  I  have  very 
little  trust  in  the  King  of  Denmark's  ambassador,  and  what  you 
write  confirms  me  in  it. 

By  Sir  William  Boswell's  letter  you  will  see  how  well  the  Par- 
liament have  resolved  upon  the  King's  motion  to  them  for  my  son. 
The  manifesto  you  will  have  sent  you  by  the  next ;  it  is  under  the 
press,  the  Parliament  having  approved  of  it,  and  monished  the  King 
that  if  your  negociation  fail  they  will  do  their  utmost  to  restore 
my  son,  and  both  the  Houses  have  registered  it,  and  the  luck  was 
such  as  the  news  of  Piccolomini's  defeat  came  into  the  House  as 
they  were  deliberating  upon  this.  The  King  told  mj'  son  he 
would  give  Lieu  tenant-General  King  a  good  answer  by  Sir  Harry 
Vane. 

But  I  believe  you  will  not  a  little  wonder  that  my  sister  the 
Queen  [of  England]  is  to  come  over  very  speedily  hither  to  drink 
the  Spa  waters  for  her  health.  Her  mother  and  she  come  over 
together ;  none  with  her  but  the  Duchess  of  Lennox,  Lady  Denbigh, 
and  Lady  Savage ;  no  maid-of-honour,  nor  any  lord  but  the  Earl  of 
Dorset,  She  goes  not  to  you,  but  stays  at  Utrecht  or  Amiens  to 
have  the  waters  brought  to  her.  If  this  hold  she  will  be  here  the 
next  week,  for  the  King  goes  for  certain  into  Scotland  at  the 
furthest  the  -|-g-  of  next  month.  There  is  no  more  Star  Ciliamber  nor 
High  Commission  Courts.  The  Bishops  do  totter  extremely,  but 
that  is  not  done  yet.  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  has  given  up 
his  Chancellorship  of  Oxford,  but  none  yet  is  in  it. 

Gennep  is  [surjrendered.  The  Prince  [of  Orange]  has  lost  but 
two  officers  of  note  before  it. 

I  fear  poor  Rupert  will  not  be  set  so  soon  at  liberty.  They  only 
made  show  of  it  to  drag  on  time.  The  Queen  would  have  her 
daughter  Mary  with  her,  but  I  hear  that  the  Parliament  do  their 
best  against  it.  Sir  Wm.  Boswell  has  gone  this  day  to  Amsterdam 
to  speak  with  the  Portugal  ambassador.  William  Murray  brought  him 
commission  for  it,  not  to  conclude  anything  but  hear,  and  all  in  my 
son's  name.

Nay,  on  sherries  and  malagas  the  Vintners  received  81.  a  tun  ;  and 
they  have  received  these  great  advancements  of  price  almost  four 
years,  and  have  not  paid  the  40s.  a  year  and  a  half.  Whatsoever 
they  said  in  their  defence  has  as  little  colour  of  truth  as  this, 
for  they  deny  they  contrived  this  project  at  their  hall,  although 
their  own  orders  prove  it  clearly.  2.  Others  say  they  are  not 
adventurers  in  the  farm;  yet  the  records  in  the  Exchequer 
[proving]  their  money  brought  into  Vintners'  Hall  as  adventurers, 
their  weekly  meetings  for  ordering  the'  farm  at  the  house  of  the 
alderman,  their  treasurer  chosen  by  themselves,  and  their  riding 
circuit  into  the  counties,  searching  the  cellars  of  country  vintners 
and  ordering  them  to  give  bond  for  payment  of  the  40s.  a  tun, 
all  witness  against  them.  3.  They  pretend  they  have  not  offended 
against  the  laws,  for  they  have  sold  their  wines  at  the  retailing 
price  set  by  the  Lords  appointed  by  the  statutes  in  that  behalf. 
This  is  not  true,  for  in  December  1637,  when  this  contract  was 
concluded  with  his  Majesty  on  the  Vintners'  petition,  the  Lords  did 
set  the  price  of  wines  thus  :  French  wines  at  6d.  a  quart,  sherries 
and  malagas  at  lie?.,  and  canaries  at  18c?.  And  in  pursuance  of 
this  contract,  and  in  consideration  of  the  40s.  a  tun,  his  Majesty 
by  proclamation  added  the  penny  a  quart,  and  allowed  the  Vintners 
to  sell  French  wines  7c?.,  sherries  and  malaga  12cZ.,  canary  14c?.; 
this  was  proved  at  the  Committee  the  16th  of  February  [1640-1], 
Mr.  Pym  being  in  the  chair,  by  five  witnesses — three  merchants 
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and  two  vintners.  And  it  was  so  covenanted  by  the  very  contract 
itself,  being  the  quadrupartite  indenture  upon  the  Vintners'  petition. 
And  these  prices  were  continued  only  until  November  1640,  when 
the  contract  was  -voted  illegal ;  but,  that  vote  notwithstanding,  the 
vintners  exacted  it  till  January  last.  So  that  this  penny  a  quart 
being  illegal  is  to  be  restored  to  the  Oommonwealth  according 
to  the  vote  of  July  21  [1641].  The  Vintners  by  colour  of  this 
illegal  contract  have  taken  from  the  subject  41.  a  tun  on  all  wines, 
and  8^.  on  sherry  and  malaga,  for  almost  four  years ;  and  if  they 
restore  but  40s.  a  tun  for  all  that  time,  is  not  this  a  very  great 
favour  ?  4.  They  pretend  also  that  the  merchants  have  for  these 
latter  years  sold  their  wines  in  gross  above  the  prices  set  by  the 
Lords,  and  thereby  have  gained  the  greatest  part  of  the  profit  of 
Id.  a  quart.  This  is  untrue.  For,  on  the  contrary,  the  Vintners 
generally  have  beaten  down  the  merchants'  prices  above  40,000^. 
in  three  years,  almost  to  the  undoing  of  the  native  merchants, 
as  by  the  testimony  of  divers  merchants  of  worth  it  was  clearly 
proved  to  the  Committee  in  June  1641,  in  the  Chequer  Chamber, 
Mr.  Glyn  then  in  the  chair.

The  Marquis  of  Hertford, 
Governor  to  the  Prince,  has  procured  Richard  Harding,  who  married 
Mrs.  Clare,  an  acquaintance  of  the  last  Lord  Warden,  to  be  sworn  a 
groom  of  his  Highness's  bedchamber.  The  A.ct  against  Bishops, 
Deans,  and  Chapters  is  not  as  yet  passed  the  Commons,  and  I  hope 
never  will ;  for  if  it  shall,  my  father  and  myself  shall  by  the  change 
of  our  landlords  lose  1,500?.  in  the  value  of  our  estates  ;  but  I  hope 
the  Parliament  will  not  hold  it  just  to  punish  the  tenants  for  the 
landlords'  faults.  The  Commons  are  much  troubled  that  the  Kino- 
will  go  on  Monday  come  se'night,  as  he  has  declared  openly, 
towards  Scotland.

I  humbly  move  it  be  considered 
in  Parliament  that  they  make  not  their  debates  the  subject  of 
envious  discourse,  and  that  some  course  be  taken  to  discover  those 
writers  who,  like  spiders,  convert  all  things  into  poison.  Nothing 
but  experience  can  impress  what  harm  it  doth  here,  and  how  these 
publishings  expose  us  to  public  scorn ;  and  I  am  persuaded  if  it 
were  moved  it  would  be  resented  by  wise  men,  and  prevented, 
though  almost  too  late,  for  the  future.  In  answer  of  yours,  I 
perceive  the  fight  near  Wolfenbuttle  is  thought  in  England  of  great 
consequence ;  and  indeed  so  it  was,  that  the  Imperialists  obtained 
not  the  victory  they  thought  was  in  their  hands ;  yet  their  loss 
was  not  so  great  but  that  being  reinforced  the  Emperor  hath  given 
a  new  command  to  fight.  The  Swedes  are  retired  near  Wolfenbuttle, 
and  the  Imperialists  have  moved  for  want  of  victuals  towards 
Halberstadt  to  attend  refreshing  from  Bohemia ;  and  I  am  of  opinion 
famine  will  part  the  fray,  and  nothing  more  be  done  this  summer, 
so  that  by  this  they  are  not  much  humbled.  But  indeed  the 
Manifesto  doth  work  upon  them,  which  I  hope  will  be  printed  and 
dispersed  in  Latin,  for  I  left  the  translation  with  you,  and  though 
I  have  a  copy  here  yet  I  cannot  print  it  in  these  parts.  It  wiU  be 
as  much  as  I  can  do,  when  the  Latin  comes,  to  give  Dutch  copies 
in  a  written  hand.  But  to  give  it  due  weight  it  ought  to  come 
authentically  from  England,  directed  to  all  princes  and  states  as 
in  that  Latin  copy  in  your  hands,  which,  if  you  please  to  search  your 
papers,  you  wiU  find,  and  I  hope  is  found,  before  this  arrives  ;  for  if 
it  come  not  so  from  you  it  will  be  despised  here  as  a  scarecrow. 
The  noise  of  it  hath  much  animated  our  friends,  as  you  will  see  by 
the  enclosed  resolution  of  the  Brand[enburg]  ambassador  to  the 
propositions  of  July  29  ;  and  the  ambassadors  have  again  offered 
to  embrace  the  whole  cause  of  the  Palatinate,  which  is  more  than 
any  prince  ever  yet  hath  declared,  if  his  Majesty  wiU  join  with 
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them,  and  I  doubt  not  to  make  good  use  of  everything.  Yet 
I  humbly  desire  his  Majesty,  not  to  expect  great  matters  from  those, 
who,  though  they  may  have  good  affections,  yet  are  so  wholly 
governed  by  the  Duke  of  Bavaria,  who  is  governed  by  his  private 
interest  only,  that  they  are  not  in  possession  of  their  own  wills. 
Somewhat  I  shaU  do,  or  lay  them  naked  to  the  eye  of  the  whole 
world,  and  refer  it  to  his  Majesty  to  take  or  leave.  I  am  extremely 
sorry  to  hear  the  resolutions  of  Parliament  concerning  the  Bishops. 
They  may  be  wise  for  present  necessities,  but  they  see  but  a 
little  way,  neither  in  time  nor  place,  what  distractions  will  arise 
in  that  Church  that  hath  no  government ;  and  what  disrepute  they 
east  upon  our  first  Eef ormation,  that  was  glorious  in  all  the  world ; 
nor  what  advantage  they  give  the  public  enemy  to  object  to  as 
so  many  innovations,  dangerous  in  all  estates.  I  will  not  yet 
doubt  of  their  moderation  when  they  come  to  the  last  sentence. 
I  have  only  one  word  to  say  for  myself;  that  my  money  imprest 
is  almost  gone,  I  have  not  above  a  month's  bread ;  and  I  protest 

1  have  not  credit  in  this  part  of  the  world  for  a  grey  groat  but 
what  I  brought  with  me  from  Sir  Paul  Pindar  upon  assurance 
that  his  Majesty  would  give  him  some  assignment  to  pay  my  bills. 
But  that  not  being  done,  and  he  oppressed  to  pay  great  sums  to  the 
Parliament,  he  hath  retracted  his  credit  so  far  as  to  desire  me  not 
to  charge  him  unless  you  will  take  order  for  ready  money  to 
pay  him.  So  I  am  in  an  extreme  ill  condition  unless  you  move 
his  Majesty  seriously  to  satisfy  Sir  P.  Pindar,  or  to  assign  me  other 
credit ;  for  if  I  want  here  it  will  be  the  greatest  scorn  to  our 
business  that  can  happen.  You  may  please  speak  to  Mr.  Burlamachi, 
for  I  fear  before  answer  comes  I  may  be  in  want,  if  you  have  not 
procured  money  to  pay  the  2001.  to  Sir  Paul  I  mentioned  in  my 
last,  for  which  my  credit  is  deeply  engaged  to  Count  Lesley, 
being  to  be  advanced  to  him.  P.S. — The  cipher  left  with  you 
must  be  mended,  being  one  figure  mistaken,  from  1160  to  1171.

15.  Charles  Louis,  Elector  Palatine,  to  Sir  Thomas  Rowe.  Your 
express  came  in  so  busy  a  time,  because  of  the  King's  journey  for 
Scotland  on  Monday  next,  that  you  will  not  get  a  present  resolution 
upon  all  your  propositions ;  yet  by  Mr.  Secretary  [Vane's]  despatch 
to  you,  you  will  find  that  if  there  be  no  hope  of  going  on  with  the 
treaty  under  the  King  of  Denmark  and  the  Electoral  College's 
mediation,  and  that  the  Diet  be  likely  to  dissolve,  his  Majesty  is  not 
against  your  treating  with  the  Emperor  ;  wherein  I  doubt  not  but 
you  will  use  all  circumspection  not  to  offend  the  King  of  Denmark 
nor  the  rest  of  our  friends,  and  not  to  exclude  my  cause  from  the 
general  interest  of  the  Empire  by  that  particular  negotiation.  As 
for  those  things  which  are  expected  on  the  King  [of  England's]  part  as 
well  towards  the  Empire  as  the  King  of  Spain,  when  the  particulars 
come  to  be  demanded  he  will  advise  with  his  Parliament  about 
it,  who  I  believe  will  be  well  inclined  to  further  a  general  peace 
and  keep  neutrality  with  Spain.  As  for  me,  you  know  how  far 
I  may  with  honour  and  profit  condescend,  and  my  ministers  are 
fully  instructed  concerning  it,  whose  advice,  with  others  you  find 
well  affectioned  to  my  cause,  I  doubt  not  you  will  take  along  with 
you.  The  King  doth  much  approve  of  what  you  mean  to  do  in  the 
interim  until  this  answer  arrive,  as  also  of  your  proposition  con- 
cerning my  brother  Rupert's  liberty,  and  hath  bid  me  be  confident 
that  in  your  particular  he  will  have  a  great  care  of  you,  which  he 
hath  at  divers  occasions  reiterated.

by  his  Elect[oral]  Highn[ess's]  negotiation  with  that  King,  after 
which  his  Majesty  with  advice  of  Parliament  pursued  that  resolu- 
tion ;  but  if  it  should  hold  and  be  like  to  draw  into  length  to  the 
prejudice  of  your  negotiation,  which  you  upon  the  place  are  best 
able  to  judge,  then  you  are  to  treat  with  the  Emperor  in  the  first 
place,  as  you  have  advised  hitherto  his  Majesty,  and  as  your  com- 
mission under  the  great  seal  imports  ;  yet  so  as  you  do  not  neglect 
the  Electors  and  those  other  Princes  of  Germany,  for  all  will  be 
little  enough  to  efi'ect  your  errand.  But  your  Lordship's  experience 
and  knowledge  in  these  affairs  is  such  that  the  way  and  rules  are 
left  to  yourself.  His  Majesty's  letter  concerning  Prince  Rupert  you 
shall  receive  by  Sadler.  I  have  this  morning  spoken  with  Sir 
Paul  Pindar  in  presence  of  your  Lady,  who  will  give  you  account 
that  I  have  settled  that  business.  The  treaty  with  the  Scots  is 
ready  for  ratification  in  Parliament,  and  the  money  all  ready  to  pay 
them,  so  I  hope  my  next  shall  tell  you  that  both  armies  are  dis- 
banded, and  the  Scots  gone  over  the  Tweed.  P.S. — Since  I  made 
this  despatch  I  got  time  to  have  his  Majesty  sign  a  letter  to  Prince 
Rupert,  which  you  shall  receive  herewith.  It  is  only  credential  to 
the  Emperor ;  the  particular  engagements  you  shall  make  in  his 
Majesty's  name  you  are  to  take  care  of  His  Majesty  approves  well  the 
way  you  proposed  upon  the  particulars  contained  in  your  proposi- 
tions, and  so  he  leaves  it  to  your  wisdom  to  be  managed.

The  Queen  removes  to  Oatlands  on  the  same 
Monday.  Divers  courtiers  are  gone  toward  Scotland,  among  them 
your  friend  Nicholas  Pay,  and  therefore  [I  am]  sure  the  King 
resolves  it.  The  King  has  been  much  pressed  by  the  Parliament 
for  a  Viceroy,  or  a  commission  [to  be  appointed  during  his  absence] 
to  that  effect,  but  'tis  thought  he  will  yield  to  neither,  there  being 
so  many  difficulties  depending  to  settle  that  great  affair,  and  so 
little  time  to  resolve  them  in.  The  Scotch  army  disbands  infallibly 
vdthin  48  hours  after  their  money  is  paid,  and  the  Parhament  will 
have  those  moneys  ready  before  Monday  next.  Five  regiments  of 
ours  are  already  disbanded,  and  money  is  preparing  to  cashier  the 
rest  as  fast  as  may  be.  The  poll-money  comes  in  cheerfully,  and  so 
fast  in  Guildhall  that  they  want  tellers  to  receive  it ;  and  though 
some  are  so  base  [as]  to  undervalue  themselves  and  their  friends, 
yet  some  are  much  offended  they  pay  no  more ;  and  if  the  assessors 
look  not  better  to  it,  a  writ  ad  melius  inquirenduin  will  be  issued 
out  of  Parliament  against  them ;  and  certainly  they  will  deserve  it, 
for  they  are  very  partial  in  most  places.  Some  are  of  opinion  that 
Henry  Percy,  Jermyn,  &c.,  will  be  banished,  but  most  that  they  will 
be  censured  as  guilty  of  high  treason,  and  that  at  Court  those  who 
l6ve  them  would  have  the  last ;  for  banishment  cannot  be  repealed 
but  by  Act  of  Parliament,  whereas  treason  may  be  pardoned  by  the 
King,  and  so  we  may  have  the  company  of  our  friends  here  once  again. 
Here  has  been  much  heat  in  the  Houses  about  the  Protestation, 
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some  of  the  Lords  taking,  others  refusing  it ;  whereupon  came  forth 
the  enclosed  printed  papers  by  order  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
which  much  troubled  some  of  the  Peers,  but  I  hope  'twill  be  appeased, 
otherwise  much  mischief  may  arise  about  it.  New  officers  in  Court 
we  have  none  since  the  Lord  Chamberlain ;  only  Sir  Peter  Wiche  is 
made  Comptroller  of  the  House[hold]  in  place  of  Sir  Thos.  Jermyn, 
who  had  7,000?.  for  it,  and  thinks  himself  well  appaid.  P.S. — Pray 
remember  my  service  to  Father  Muri-ay,  and  tell  him  when  I  told 
the  King  he  had  done  him  a  very  pleasing  [service]  in  nominating 
him  for  the  voyage,  he  laughed  and  said  he  knew  it  very  well.

Aug.  6,  20.  T[horaas]  Moreton  to  Sir  Thomas  Smith.     As  soon  as  your 

Chester,  letter  came  yesternight,  I  went  to  Ned  Williams'  house,  but  he  was 
gone  from  home  and  not  yet  returned,  so  that  till  next  post  and 
that  I  see  him  I  cannot  address  myself  to  that  service.  As  soon  as 
he  comes  home,  if  there  be  cause,  I  will  presently  ride  down  to 
Burton  and  Denwall,  and  examine  the  business  so  far  as  to  advertise 
you  of  my  poor  judgment.

belong  to  their  proper  jurisdiction.  But  I  crave  your  respite  herein 
till  the  next  post.  It  can  be  no  news  to  you  to  hear  of  the  death  of 
young  Warburton,  of  Arley,  whose  body  was  yesternight  brought  to 
his  sad  mother  at  Button.  The  greatest  news  we  have  is  that 
all  our  country  churches  are  full  of  exercises  for  thanksgiving  (this 
is  the  word  of  art),  but  all  these  sermons  are  against  the  Bishops 
and  their  government.  Last  week  there  was  one  at  Little  Bud- 
worth,  this  week  at  Barrow  and  Thornton,  next  week  at  Tarvin, 
&c.  The  New  England  Mr.  Eaton  and  Mr.  Holford  preached  at 
Barrow  this  week,  but  Eaton  was  modest  in  comparison  of  Holford, 
who  railed  most  damnably  against  all  church  government  as  it  is 
established.

Paris.  Yours  of  July  29  are  very  well  come  to  me,  together  with  the  two 
bills  of  exchange.  I  perceive  mine  of  this  day  fortnight  and  of  the 
2nd  inst.  were  not  come  to  you  when  you  wrote  these  last.  With 
them  I  sent  you  a  petition  to  the  House  of  Commons  in  my  name, 
but  referred  the  proceeding  in  it  to  his  Majesty's  pleasure,  and  to 
such  advice  as  you  might  take  from  some  discreet  trusty  friend,  it 
being  perhaps  of  as  ill  consequence  to  stir  in  it  as  to  do  nothing. 
If  the  presenting  it  should  retard  your  mother's  and  your  coming,  I 
should  much  repent  me  of  the  design ;  otherwise  it  is  very  in- 
different to  me  how  you  dispose  of  it.  I  have  not  sent  you  any

I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  naming  a  new  Secretary  will  not  hinder  our 
business,  but  rather  further  it,  being  confident  there  is  no  man  in 
England  but  will  be  satisfied  in  his  conscience  that  nine  months' 
banishment  and  the  loss  of  the  Secretary's  place  is  a  far  greater 
punishment  than  anything  my  uncle  has  done  can  deserve,  con- 
sidering all  has  been  done  upon  command.  I  hope  by  your  next  to 
hear  of  somewhat  done  by  means  of  the  instructions  formerly  sent 
you ;  certainly  the  time  is  now  as  good  as  can  be  expected,  and 
longer  delay  cannot  produce  any  benefit  to  countervail  the  trouble 
of  my  Lady's  journey  hither,  and  the  charge  of  living  here,  so  far 
beyond  what  it  would  be  in  England ;  besides  the  misery  of 
a  banished  life.

Since  my  last  to  you,  of  the  6th  inst.,  I  have 
received  these  enclosed  from  Sir  John  Pennington  and  Captain 
Carterett,  and  have  given  order  in  your  name  both  to  the  Principal 
Officers  and  Victualer  in  all  things  as  is  desired.  His  Majesty,  with 
much  importunity  of  both  Houses,  has  at  last  been  persuaded  to 
leave  behind  him  a  Commission  for  Gustos  Kegni  to  seven  in  number, 
viz.,  [Lords]  Keeper,  Privy  Seal,  Hertford,  Lindsey,  Essex,  Bath, 
and  Dorset.  The  Earl  of  Bristol,  finding  his  credit  much  impaired 
in  both  Houses,  has  endeavoured  much  to  supply  that  defect  by 
strengthening  himself  with  friends  at  Court,  and  to  that  effect  doth 
labour  to  bring  all  into  favour  with  the  King  whose  pulses  he  finds 
to  beat  like  his  own ;  and  among  the  rest  he  has  found  means  to 
get  the  Earl  of  Bath,  Viscount  Tunbridge,  and  the  Earl  of  Dunmore 
sworn  Privy  Councillors.  He  has  likewise  prevailed  with  the  King 
to  promise  Sir  Henry  Vane's  staff  to  Viscount  Saville  at  his  return 
from  Scotland.  He  has  endeared  himself  with  the  Duke  of  Lennox, 
and,  as  I  am  informed,  was  the  promoter  of  his  now  being  made 
Duke  of  Richmond ;  and  in  requital  the  Duke  last  Sunday  night 
swore  him  a  Gentleman  of  the  Bedchamber  to  the  King.  The  House 
of  Commons  do  [not]  much  stomach  those  new  Privy  Councillors, 
and  have  won  the  Lords  to  join  with  them  this  day  in  a  petition 
to  the  King  against  them,  as  also  against  Lord  Digby's  going  as 
ambassador  into  France,  there  being  passed  unto  him  the  other 
day  a  Privy  Seal  for  61.  a  day  to  commence  from  Midsummer  last, 
and  his  commission  of  embassy  sealed.  The  Earl  Marshal  is  to 
have  201.  a  day  during  his  being  abroad  with  the  Queen  Mother, 
and  they  intend  to  petition  his  Majesty  that  his  staff  of  Stewardship 
may  be  left  with  the  Earl  of  Pembroke;  and  that  the  Lord 
Treasurer's  place,  intended,  as  is  thought,  for  the  Earl  of  Bath,  may 
be  conferred  upon  the  Earl  of  Salisbury.  They  are  much  displeased 
with  the  many  restrictions  in  the  Commission,  and  not  contented 
with  divers  of  the  Commissioners,  so  that  their  petition  will  reach 
to  the  rectifying  of  that  also.  The  King  made  account  to  be  gone 
this  morning  by  4  o'clock,  but  divers  things  in  the  House  not  being 
ready  for  his  signature  they  prevailed  with  him  to  stay  this  day  ; 
but  his  Majesty  was  so  intent  upon  his  journey  that  he  went 
not  to  bed  all  night  and  came  into  the  House  about  10  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  before  11  was  in  the  coach  and  gone.  But 
his  Majesty,  before  his  going,  passed  six  Bills  : — 1.  For  the  pacifica- 
tion. 2.  For  mutual  assistance.  3.  For  something  of  my  Lord 
Marquis  Hamilton's.  4.  For  putting  down  the  restraint  of  making 
gunpowder.  .5.  For  establishing  Durham  House  to  the  Earl  of 
Pembroke.  6.  For  regulating  the  clerks  of  the  market.  [See 
Lords'  Journal,  iv.  p.  357,  where  these  six  Bills  are  given  rather 
differently.]  He  gave  them  many  gracious  words  at  parting  ;  they 
returned  him  not  one.

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Thursday  next.  The  Queen  went  this  dav  to  Oatlands.  Mr.  [Arthur] 
Capel,  of  [Hadham],  Herts,  is  made  a  lord ;  Mr.  De  Vic  is  knighted, 
and  goes  as  agent  to  Brussels  suddenly.  Capt.  Shipman,  who  went 
to  Edinburgh  last  year,  is  also  knighted  by  mischance ;  for  the  King 
being  moved  by  some  friend  of  his  in  the  Bedchamber  to  grant  him 
the  making  of  a  knight,  his  Majesty  coming  forth,  and  his  head, 
as  it  seems,  troubled  with  business,  Shipman  knelt  down  to  kiss 
the  King's  hands,  the  King  drew  out  his  sword  and  knighted_  [him] ;

35.  Warrant  of  Edward  Nicholas,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  appointed 
by  his  Majesty  to  sign  and  send  post-warrants  and  packets  for  his 
Highness's  aifairs,  to  the  deputy  lieutenants,  justices  of  peace  and 
others  of  co.  Middlesex.  "Whereas  extraordinary  occasions  are  daily 
offered  oftener  and  in  greater  number  for  lords,  gentlemen,  and 
others  to  ride  post  about  the  King's  service,  especially  during  this 
time  of  his  Majesty's  progress  into  Scotland,  and  to  and  from 
the  Queen's  court  wheresoever  residing.  These  are  to  require  you

36.  Notes  by  Nicholas  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council.  Kesolved 
that  a  letter  be  presently  sent  to  Judge  Eeeves  to  Northampton, 
and  the  like  to  the  rest  of  the  Judges  of  Assize,  to  notify  at  the 
Assizes  in  each  county  what  Acts  of  Parliament  have  been  passed 
by  his  Majesty  this  Parliament,  that  the  country  may  take  notice 
of  his  Majesty's  great  grace  and  favour  to  his  subjects.  In  the 
same  letter  the  Judges  are  to  command  the  Justices  of  Peace  to 
cause  the  constables  to  see  that  watch  and  ward  be  duly  kept 
in  all  places  for  apprehending  and  punishing  wandering  soldiers 
and  vagabonds.

Porter,  John  Barrey,  Garret  Barrey,  and  Theobold  TaaflPe, 
colonels  designed  for  that  service.  That  as  concerning  the  Act  of 
Parliament  for  repeal  of  certain  Acts  restraining  the  exportation 
of  native  commodities  of  that  kingdom,  your  Lordships  will  perceive 
by  the  former  answer  given  touching  that  Act,  that  it  is  only 
stayed  until  the  Parliament  there  shall  have  settled  the  King's 
revenue  there.     I  am  to  send  the  same  Lords  [Justices]  the  papers

10s.  per 
ann.  is  exacted  from  me  for  tithe,  besides  a  horse's  grass  for  his 
Majesty's  park.  Mr.  Manly  at  the  same  rate  pays  264?.  per  ann. 
rent,  and  pays  but  91.  3s.  M.  more  for  tithe  than  T  do,  who  hold  not 
a  third  part  of  what  he  has.  Papillio's  ground,  which  is  more  than 
double  the  worth  of  mine,  pays  but  131.  6s.  8c?.  Mr.  Furnace  that 
pays  100?.  per  ann.  will  now  come  off  for  10?.  per  ann,,  and  I  only 
must  be  devoured  by  this  ignorant  unjust  fellow  in  a  cassock,  if  my 
friends  help  not.  My  suit  is,  you  would  talk  with  Sir  John  Lamb 
about  it ;  his  heavy  hand  and  great  power,  which  he  used  for  the 
most  unthankful  of  all  men,  brought  on  me  much  trouble,  and  drew 
me  to  yield  to  unreasonable  terms.  If  he  reflect  on  what  hath 
passed,  he  cannot  in  justice  do  less  than  force  his  cousin  to  take  of  me 
according  to  the  rates  he  hath  of  all  the  other  tenants  here  for  tithe  ;

I  am 
glad  my  uncle's  Ambassador  is  so  well  affected  to  it.  I  pray  continue 
it.  Sir  William  Boswell  has  showed  me  what  you  have  written 
to  him.  I  see  no  reason  that  the  Duke  of  Bavaria  should  demand 
any  money  of  us  for  keeping  our  country  from  us,  he  having 
enjoyed  the  profit  all  this  time.  As  for  the  proposition  of  the 
match  I  confess  freely  that  I  see  by  experience  too  near  me  the 
evil  that  matching  with  Papists  brings  with  it ;  besides,  I  do  not 
think  it  very  well  done  in  matter  of  conscience,  if  the  Prince  Elector 
hath  a  mind  to  it,  but  I  can  never  like  it.  As  for  the  alternative, 
you  know  already  my  aversion  from  it,  so  I  need  not  say  much ; 
only  I  received  but  two  days  ago  a  letter  from  my  mother-in-law, 
where  she  tells  me  the  Prince  Elector  has  written  for  her  opinion 
concerning  it ;  but  because  she  thought  not  herself  wise  enough  to 
send  her  own  only  opinion  she  has  asked  others,  both  wise  and 
friends  to  us,  who  are  all  jointly  of  opinion  that  the  Prince  Elector 
must  not  do  it,  and  only  to  yield  that  the  Duke  of  Bavaria  may 
hold  the  name  of  Elector  as  well  as  the  Prince  Elector  during  his 
life,  and  then  [that  title]  to  die  with  him ;  but  [the  Prince]  not  to 
agree   to  this   without  having  all  his  countries  restored  to  him. 
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This  is  her  and  others'  opinion,  of  which  I  believe  the  Elector  of 
Brandenburgh  and  his  Council  are  of  the  number ;  and  I  believe 
the  Dlikes  of  Luneburg  and  Hessen  are  of  the  same,  because  it 
would  be  very  prejudicial  for  the  Protestants  to  have  a  Papist  voice 
amongst  the  Electors  at  any  time.  Let  me  know  what  you  think 
of  it.  If  Rupert  be  set  freely  now  at  liberty  I  shall  have  the  better 
opinion  of  their  good  intentions,  but  else  I  confess  I  am  still 
St.  Thomas,  and  believe  nothing.  I  have  let  the  Electors  of 
Brandenburgh  and  Hessen  know  how  well  you  are  satisfied  with 
the  carriage  of  their  ambassadors  towards  you.  My  last  out  of 
England  say  little  but  that  the  King  held  his  purpose  to  go  on 
Monday  last  for  Scotland,  and  my  son  with  him.  I  cannot  [withjhold 
telling  you  of  an  odd  ungrateful  trick  that  he  hath  done  who  carries 
the  name  of  Vanely  [Sec.  Vane],  which  I  pray  let  him  keep  in  our 
cipher.  In  the  Parliament's  Declaration  given  to  the  King  in 
writing,  I  was  called,  as  you  and  all  other  of  my  friends  do.  Queen 
of — you  know  what — [Bohemia] ;  but  when  Vanely  gave  it  to  be 
printed,  with  his  own  hand  he  scraped  out  "  Queen,"  and  put  in  what 
you  see  in  the  printed  copy.  He  did  this  of  himself  before  the 
King  knew  it,  but  persuaded  the  King  to  like  it  because  else  it 
might  hinder  your  negotiation.  My  son  told  some  of  the  Parliament 
of  it,  so  that  they  are  all  very  angry  at  it,  and  questioned  the 
printer,  who  laid  all  upon  Vanely  ;  and  he  stayed  himself  upon  the 
King,  who  said  it  was  now  too  late  to  mend  it ;  but  it  is  most  sure 
he  scraped  it  out  before  the  King  saw  it.

The  Hague,  the  Diet  but  a  comedy,  where  the  chief  actors,  the  Electors  and 
Princes  of  Germany,  think  themselves  great  and  powerful  men  upon 
the  stage,  but  off  will  find  they  are  all  servants  to  the  House  of 
Austria ;  and  you  as  a  judicious  spectator,  able  to  carry  away  all 
the  good  it  affords,  if  it  be  capable  of  any,  if  not  truly  to  discern 
the  bad.

besides  the  damage  his  own  business  sustains,  which  he  is 
fain  to  neglect  to  wait  upon  your  commands.  12.  At  the 
first  hearing  tvere  present  the  Earls  of  Bristol  and  Bath, 
Viscount  Saye,  Lords  Mandeville,  Rohartes,  Brooke,  and 
Wharton,  and  others;  who,  he  conceived,  were  satisfied 
that  he  was  nothing  concerned  in  this  cause ;  wherefore 
he  prays  the  cause  may  be  put  off  till  Michaelmas  term, 
that  the  same  Lords  may  be  present,  and  Sir  Henry  Martin 
himself,  who  can  give  the  best  account  of  his  own  actions. 
13.  His  counsel  having  waited  many  days  were  out  of 
town  at  the  last  hearing,  and  cannot  be  in  town  again 
till  the  term.  For  these  reasons  he  prays  you  not  to  be 
offended  that  he,  being  free,  refuses  to  be  bound,  or  'pay 
money  where  he  owes  none,,  being  also  unable  to  give 
security  for  such  a,  sum.

Aug.  18.  65.  [Sir  John  Lamb]  to  John  Lord  Finch  at  the  Hague.  At  the 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  for  confirmation  of  the  Queen's 
jointure,  some  questions  arose  concerning  her  Majesty's  Court  at 
Westminster,  which  being  a  Court  of  equity,  it  is  doubted  that  his 
Majesty  cannot  by  letters  patents  erect  without  consent  of  Parlia- 
ment ;  and  they  profess  themselves  averse  to  all  such  Courts  which 
are  held,  as  they  call  it,  in  an  arbitrary  way.  I  have  heard  that 
Mr.  Noy  was  confident  that  the  Queens  of  England  had  in  all  times, 
and  ought  to  have  a  Court  by  prescription  ;  and  I  make  no  doubt 
you  well  know  what  may  be  said  on  that  point.  The  Queen  has 
lately  commanded  my  best  endeavours  therein  [in  Mr.  Attorney's 
absence  in  the  country ;  since  when  I  have  spoken  with  some  reverend 
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Judges  thereabout,  and  hear  also  that  some  of  the  most  eminent 
lawyers  in  the  Commons  are  of  the  same  opinion  with  those  Judges  ;] 
and  I  find  many  of  Mr.  Noy's  opinion,  viz.,  that  the  Queens  of 
England  have  anciently  had  their  Courts  for  the  government  of 
the  tenants  of  their  jointure  lands,  and  decision  of  controversies 
betwixt  them,  and  may  claim  the  same  by  prescription  ;  but  they 
all  think  it  ought  rather  to  be  a  Court  of  law  than  of  equity, 
although  Courts  of  revenue  have  used  to  take  cognisance  of  matters 
referring  both  to  law  a.nd  equity.  By  search  I  find  some  bills  and 
answers  and  other  such  proceedings  in  the  reigns  of  Hen.  VII.  and 
Hen.  VIII. ;  besides.  Queen  Anne  [wife  of  James  I.]  had  her  Court 
confirmed  by  Act  of  Parliament.  I  understand  that  her  Majesty  is 
minded  rather  to  let  her  jointure  rest  unconfirmed  than  go  [with] 
less  than  her  predecessors.  I  have  spoken  with  your  brother  Sir 
Nathaniel  Finch ;  he  told  me  that  you  upon  some  occasion  hereto- 
fore at  the  Council  Board  vouched  three  records  to  the  efiect  we 
now  enquire  after,  viz.,  of  Queen  Eleanor,  Queen  Philippa,  and 
Queen  Katherine,  wives  respectively  of  Edw.  I.,  Edw.  III.,  and 
Hen.  v.,  showing  that  they  and  other  Queens  of  this  realm  have 
had  a  Court  of  equity  as  well  as  of  revenue  by  ancient  usage  and 
prescription,  but  the  particulars  so  vouched  for  he  could  not  tell 
me.  Your  Lordship  so  held  the  Court  all  the  time  you  were  Chan- 
cellor, and  Lord  Savage  before  you,  and  myself  insisting  in  your 
steps  have  so  held  it  for  my  short  term  of  ofiice.  I  humbly  desire 
your  help  herein  by  your  notes.

What  I  wrote  to  you  from  New- 
castle was  in  such  haste  that  I  fear  much  it  was  not  intelligible. 
We  arrived  here  the  Tuesday  following,  taking  easy  journeys,  for 
until  that  time  the  Court  here  was  busied  in  ceremonies.  His 
Majesty  went  then  first  to  Parliament,  and  made  a  very  gracious 
speech,  as  you  will  see  by  the  enclosed  copy.  The  Scotch  Lords 
that  came  from  London  were  denied  admittance  into  Parliament 
till  they  had  taken  the  oath,  which  was  proposed  them,  and  they 
took  it.  This  day  his  Majesty  was  again  in  the  House  and  gave 
great  satisfaction,  but  what  will  be  the  issue  of  all  is  yet  hard 
to  judge,  being  early  days  ;  but  I  pray  God  it  may  be  answerable

Our  Commis- 
sioners for  Scotland  go  forward  to-morrow  morning  at  three  o'clock 
I  send  herewith  a  copy  of  the  Prince  Elector's  letter  from  Edin- 
burgh to  the  Queen  his  mother.  The  Scots  have  no  opinion  of  any 
good  to  be  done  by  the  treaty ;  many,  indeed  almost  all,  English  are 
of  the  same  opinion.  The  Emperor,  they  say,  will  not  believe  that 
we  are  in  earnest,  except  he  first  see  or  hear  that  the  Prince 
Elector  is  at  the  head  of  a  royal  army  of  his  Majesty's  subjects. 
They  continue  resolute  to  part  with  no  troops  to  anybody,  till  they 
understand  from  you  how  the  Prince  Elector's  affairs  go  at  Ratisbon, 
for  they  study  to  manage  all  things  here  to  his  advantage.  Many 
letters,  I  know,  speak  doubtfully  to  you  of  great  jealousies 
and  suspicions ;  I  believe  it  is  all  false  fire,  though  faces  are  much 
changed  of  late.  Seriously  I  see  no  ground  for  it ;  yet  I  am  not  so 
blind  or  confident  that  I  do  not  both  perceive  and  distrust  that 
some  attempts  may  be  made  to  disturb  such  as  will  be  frighted  with 
pot-guns.  I  have  in  two  several  letters  very  earnestly  entreated  the 
Prince  Elector  to  procure  a  general  despatch  of  those  particulars 
you  desired  by  your  express.  I  have  particularly  entreated  him 
to  follow  the  King  for  that  which  concerns  his  brother  Prince 
Eupert ;  and  there  is  somewhat  which  concerns  your  Lordship  men- 
tioned in  my  former  letter  of  removals,  which  is  often  remembered. 
The  Lord  Chamberlain  promises  to  do  his  part,  but  till  the  weather 
be  better  settled  we  shall  hardly  know  which  way  safely  to  steer 
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our  course.  Sir  William  Barclay  goes  Governor  for  Virginia ;  he 
has  quitted  his  design  and  interest  for  Constantinople,  and  en- 
couraged me  to  fall  upon  it.  I  have  vt'ritten  earnestly  to  the  Prince 
Elector  about  it,  who,  I  presume,  will  do  his  best.  I  take  that 
Court  course  by  advice  of  Sir  Paul  Pindar  to  anticipate  other  pre- 
tenders. Though  Sir  Henry  Garwaie  be  cracked,  yet  the  Turkey 
Company  comes  to  his  house,  and  gives  him  still  the  due  respect  of 
Governor.

On  the  I7th  he  sat  first  in  Parlia- 
liament,  where  he  made  the  enclosed  speech;  which  beginning  hath 
been  since  seconded  with  no  less  satisfaction  on  his  Majesty's  behalf, 
who,  by  his  great  wisdom  and  goodness,  doth  so  temper  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  times  that  he  daily  overcomes  diflBculties  as  they  occur, 
leaving  his  people  with  a  present  contentment  and  infallible  hope 
of  a  speedy  final  conclusion  of  all  their  troubles.     The  moneys  are 
now  come  to  Newcastle  for  disbanding  the  Scotch  army,  and  the 
day  is  prefixed  by  the  Parliament  in  England  for  their  passing  the 
Tweed,  the  25th  present,  to   which  end  they  are  on  their  march 
since  yesterday.     Upon  their  arrival  in  Scotland  they  all  disband, 
except  4,000  foot  and  300  horse,  which  are  to  keep  together  about 
this  town  until  the  fully  settling  of  the  affairs  of  this  State,  which 
will  be  before  his  Majesty  leaves.     The  English  army  continues  dis- 
banding by  degrees  to  prevent  disorders  in  their  return  home,  and 
by  the  10th  of  next  month  will  be  dissolved.     His  Majesty's  stay 
here  is  somewhat  uncertain,  but  we  hope  the  latter  end  of  next 
month  will  be  the  longest ;  for  his  Majesty's  care  and  diligence  to 
despatch  is  such  that  no  time  is  lost,  being  every  morning  in  Parlia- 
ment, and  the  rest  of  the  day  in  continual  agitation,  directing  and 
disposing   himself  all  his  affairs.     He  is  also  pleased   to  take  the 
prayers  and  preaching  according  to  the  form  of  the  Scottish  Church, 
so  that  I  assure  myself  by  next  spring  he  will  be  found  in  such  a 
posture  with  his  subjects,  that  he  will  be  useful  to  his  friends  abroad, 
to  the  comfort  of  all  the  Reformed  Churches.     Concerning  your 
despatch  by  Sadeler,  his  Majesty  had  no  leisure  at  Raby,  but  since 
his  arrival  here  hath  considered  the  several  papers  you  sent,  and 
particularly  that  in  cipher,  marked  B,  which  being  only  a  discourse 
from  Count  Leslie  to  you  to  prepare  his  Majesty  with  what  they 
will  ask  in  compensation  of  the  Palatinate,  he  conceives  you  Avill  do 
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well  to  press  them  to  more  direct  language ;  and  then  upon  your 
further  despatches,  he  will,  with  the  advice  of  his  Parliament,  take 
a  resolution  befitting  his  honour  and  his  nephew's  restitution,  when 
it  shall  appear  by  a  formal  proceeding  and  particular  demands  and 
ofiers  on  their  side  that  they  have  a  real  intention  to  give  his 
Majesty  satisfaction  therein.  Meantime  his  Majesty  has  used  dili- 
gence with  the  Parliament  of  this  kingdom  for  their  concurrence 
with  the  Parliament  of  England,  according  to  the  Manifesto  ;  which 
they  intend  to  do  in  all  things  that  shall  be  jointly  resolved  con- 
cerning the  same.  Thus  his  Majesty  thinks  not  necessary  at  present 
to  declare  himself  further  on  the  propositions  you  sent,  until  more 
direct  matter  be  offered,  but  that  you  should  continue  to  press 
them  to  the  point  all  you  can.  His  Majesty,  at  his  coming  away, 
left  the  Signet,  Mr.  Secretary  Windebank  used  to  have,  with 
Mr.  Nicholas,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  who,  during  our  absence,  is  to 
despatch  the  affairs  at  London  and  correspond  with  me.     [3^  pp.] 

Aug.  22,  82.  Sidney  Bere  to  Sir  John  Penington.  The  Scotch  army  were 
Edinburgh,  i^gt  night  at  Alnwick  in  Northumberland.  A  motion  was  made  by 
them  to  pass  through  Berwick,  but  his  Majesty  would  not  give  way 
unless  for  the  artillery  only,  so  they  pass  the  Tweed  in  several 
places  as  they  can.  His  Majesty  is  neither  wanting  in  pains  nor 
affection,  going  every  morning  to  their  Parliament ;  and  this  Sunday 
was  in  two  of  their  churches,  and  daily  takes  the  prayers  and 
preaching  according  to  their  form,  which  gains  much  on  the  people. 
In  a  word,  his  Majesty  is  wholly  disposed  to  settle  Church  and 
State  before  he  leaves.

Aug.  23.  83.  [Report  of  the  Officers  of  Ordnance  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Lords],  transmitted  to  Mountjoy  Earl  of  Newport,  Master  of  the 
Ordnance.  Upon  inspection  into  the  proceedings  for  provision  of 
saltpetre  and  gunpowder  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  it  appears 
to  us  that  such  yearly  quantities  of  both,  as  by  the  industry  of 
merchants  and  all  other  negotiations  abroad  could  be  procured 
falling  short  of  the  proportion  requisite  for  those  active  times,  upon 
the  proposition  and  by  the  direction  of  certain  foreigners  well 
versed  in  the  production  of  saltpetre,  it  was  ordered  that  trial 
should  be  made  whether  the  English  soil  would  produce  good  salt- 
petre, and  in  what  proportion ;  to  which  end  the  then  Officers  of 
the  Ordnance,  by  order  of  the  Board,  were  to  furnish  one  of  the 
said  foreigners  with  all  necessary  implements  for  digging  and 
proving  of  grounds  in  several  parts  of  the  kingdom.  It  being  found 
that  with  requisite  industry,  the  kingdom  in  time  might  afford 
sufficient  English  saltpetre,  and  reason  of  State  not  admitting  of  any 
uncertainty  in  the  necessary  provision  of  what  so  nearly  concerns  the 
safety  of  the  whole  kingdom,  the  general  digging  of  all  pigeon  houses, 
ox  stalls,  and  other  out-houses  was  ordered  by  Acts  of  State  and 
Proclamation ;  which  we  are  confident  was  not  effected  without 
consent  of  Parliament.  But  for  your  Lordships'  better  information, 
in  the  whole  business  of  raising  the  former  competency  and  a  requisite 
proportion  of  saltpetre  for  the  future,  it  is  humbly  propounded  that 
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you  will  command  all  Acts  of  the  [Council]  Board  and  Kecords  of 
Parliament  in  the  times  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  Kings  James  and 
Charles  concerning  the  digging  for  saltpetre  and  making  of  gun- 
powder to  be  perused,  that  his  Majesty's  counsel  may  the  better 
draw  up  grounds  fit  to  be  presented  to  your  determination.  In  the 
interim,  upon  conference  with  the  saltpetre  men, — there  being  but 
one  now  resident  in  this  town  that  is  inclined  to  continue  his  works, 
whose  answer  goes  herewith, — we  will  cause  them  to  set  down 
what  course,  in  their  opinion,  with  most  advantage  to  the  service  and 
least  prejudice  to  the  subject,  is  fitted  to  be  pursued  for  producing  a 
yearly  competent  magazine  of  saltpetre  for  defence  of  the  kingdom ; 
which  we  will  return  you,  with  the  terms  they  require,  the  ways 
they  propound,  and  the  respective  quantities  they  will  undertake  ; 
which  being  as  much  as  concerns  our  particulars — until  the  salt- 
petre men  repair  to  us — we  pray  that  all  further  grounds  of  the 
intended  Bill  may  be  drawn  up  by  his  Majesty's  counsel,  it  being- 
proper  to  them  only.  Then  follow  the  most  material  heads  of  the 
orders  and  commissions,  from  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  remaining  in 
the  office  [of  Ordnance]  : — 1.  Concerning  power  given  to  search,  dig 
for,  and  make  saltpetre.  2.  The  repairing  of  every  place  by  the 
saltpetre  men  so  digged  or  defaced  ;  to  dig  but  once  in  four  years  in 
any  house  or  place.  3.  To  pay  for  carriages  4<d.  and  8d  per  mile, 
to  take  up  carts  and  carriages,  to  take  up  stalls  and  outhouses  for 
their  horses ;  no  carts  to  carry  above  2,000  lbs.  weight,  nor  go  above 
nine  miles  from  their  dwelling  place ;  carts  to  be  taken  up  by  direc- 
tion from  one  or  more  justices  of  the  peace,  in  the  most  convenient 
places  nearest  to  the  work.  [Endorsed :  "  A  copy  of  what  was  sent 
by  Cox,  the  messenger,  to  the  Earl  of  Newport."

London,      report  is  the  King  is  exceeding  gracious  with  the  Parliament  at 
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Edinburgh,  and  the  Parliament  with  him,  and  that  the  Duke  of  Len- 
nox and  Marquis  Hamilton  have  sworn  to  the  Covenant,  which  they 
say  is  no  more  in  effect  than  the  Protestation  lately  set  forth  by  our 
Parliament.  Lord  Montrose,  who,  the  voice  went,  should  have  been 
executed,  is  acquitted,  and  the  acrimony  of  the  covenanting  Scots 
much  sweetened  by  the  presence  of  the  King  in  their  parliamen- 
tary proceedings.  By  this  time  the  Scottish  army  is  got  over  the 
Tweed,  for  through  Berwick  they  were  not  suffered  to  go  ;  of  whom 
though  many  have  a  good  opinion,  and  chiefly  for  their  quiet 
departing,  yet  that  they  should  march  that  way,  the  Parliament  did 
not  hold  it  fit  to  trust  them.  For  my  part,  all  that  I  shall  say  of 
them  is,  they  have  cai-ried  away  our  money,  and  left  us  a  disjointed 
and  distempered  kingdom ;  and  whether  the  remedy  they  have 
given  it  be  not  worse  than  the  disease  they  found  it  in,  I  am  yet  to 
be  satisfied.  I  had  almost  forgot  to  certify  you  what  gallant  enter- 
tainment Leslie  gave  the  King,  as  he  passed  by  the  Scottish  army,  at 
dinner  in  Newcastle  ;  and  that  after  the  King  departed  thence  the 
works  and  other  fortifications  of  the  town  were  all  demolished  in- 
stantly. The  great  statesman  and  Scottish  Covenanter,  Lord  Rothes, 
died  last  Tuesday  of  a  consumption  at  Richmond  ;  who,  if  he  had  lived 
should  have  married  the  Countess  of  Devon.  The  House  of  Commons 
were  mistaken  in  their  reckoning,  for  upon  review  of  what  is  due  to 
the  army,  it  is  found  they  want  yet  14,000?.,  which  will  be  satisfied 
as  soon  as  the  poll  -money  comes  in  ;  but  it  is  feared  that  will  fall 
much  short  of  what  the  Parliament  expects.

Sherborne,     your  departure  I  delivered  divers  papers  of  my  negotiation  to  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Prince  Elector  by  his  appointment;  but  those 
affairs  since  have  received  so  many  alterations  by  the  several  ways 
of  negotiation,  that  the  remembrances  of  the  former  passages  may  be 
but  of  little  use.  I  am  very  glad  to  see  the  whole  kingdom  take 
that  business  so  much  to  heart,  as  you  will  have  seen  by  his 
Majesty's  Manifesto  made  by  advice  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament ; 
and  truly  I  am  now  very  confident  that  if  your  negotiation  take  not 
a  wished  eifect,  we  shall  pass  further  than  single  treaty,  and  the 
ways  and  means  are  already  under  serious  consideration.  The 
Prince  Elector  is  now  in  person  gone  with  the  King  into  Scotland, 
and  I  doubt  not  will  season  that  nation  with  the  same  desires  to 
serve  him,  and  the  same  readiness  for  his  assistance,  which  he  has 
found  here  ;  and  it  may  be  God  hath  reserved  this  business  to  unite 
both  nations  in  one  common  cause  and  against  one  common  adver- 
sary. This  one  thing  I  dare  write  to  you  with  some  confidence, 
that  so  soon  as  our  own  domestic  distractions  shall  be  settled, — which 
I  am  likewise  hopeful  grow  near  a  period, — ^this  will  be  the  first 
business  seriously  taken  into  consideration  in  a  far  different  way 
than  it  has  hitherto  been.  It  has  pleased  the  King,  after  many 
years,  totally  to  remove  from  me  the  marks  of  his  former  displeasure 
by  commanding  me  to  wait  on  him  as  a  Gentleman  in  Ordinary  of 
his  Bedchamber,  as  I  did  in  times  past  when  he  was  Prince.

I  write  by  corn- 
Westminster,  mand  of  the  Lords  of  the  Parliament  to  convey  to  you  their  order 
for  stay  of  some  ships ;  I  pray  let  me  hear  what  you  shall  do  upon 
it.  All  things  go  well  in  the  Parliament  in  Scotland.  The  Scots 
army  was  marched  over  the  Tweed  last  Wednesday,  and  are  gone 
away  in  as  friendly  a  manner  as  could  be  desired.     [I  p.] 

Aug.  28,  96.  Sidney  Bere  to  the  same.  The  Scotch  army  came  over  the 
Edinburgh.  Tweed  rather  before  than  after  the  day  prefixed,  which  was  the  25th 
present,  and  the  next  day  began  to  disband,  giving  to  every  common 
soldier  20s. :— 4,000  foot  and  600  horse  arrived  yesternight  about 
this  town,  and  are  lodged  in  Leith  and  the  other  villages  hereabouts, 
where  they  expect  the  total  disbanding  of  the  English  army  and 
the  garrisons  of  Berwick  and  Carlisle  ;  to  which  end  an  express  was 
sent  yesterday  with  his  Majesty's  letters  to  the  Earl  of  Holland  to 
hasten  the  same,  and  this  Parliament  sends  a  Lord  to  be  present  to 
see  it  effected,  and  then  this  remainder  of  the  army  is  to  disband 
likewise.  General  Leslie  is  arrived  here,  and  was  this  morning 
with  his  Majesty ;  and  thus  we  see,  thanks  be  to  God,  an  end  of 
these  wars,  contrary  to  the  belief  of  most  men.  General  Leslie,  it  is 
said,  shall  be  made  an  Earl,  and  other  chief  officers  receive  honours. 
The  Lords  Commissioners  from  the  Parliament  of  England  are  not 
yet  arrived,  but  daily  expected.  The  death  of  the  Earl  of  Eothes 
is  much  lamented  here,  for  from  him  his  Majesty  expected  much 
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service  in  this  present  conjuncture,  he  having  given  many  assur- 
ances thereof.  We  cannot  yet  speak  with  any  certainty  of  our 
return  till  the  arrival  of  the  English  Commissioners,  but  it  is 
thought  a  month  virill  be  the  longest.  The  6th  present  his  Majesty 
in  full  Parliament  here  laid  the  sceptre  to  the  Act  of  Pacification 
between  both  nations,  so  that  the  only  care  is  to  see  all  things 
contained  in  the  treaty  performed,  in  which  his  Majesty  is  very 
precise.  Meantime,  he  continues  to  go  every  morning  to  Parliament, 
omitting  not  the  least  time  to  despatch  his  affairs,  so  that  we  hope 
to  make  as  speedy  as  happy  an  end.

97.  Charles  Louis,  Elector  Palatine  to  Sir  Thos.  Eow.  By  yours 
of  the  3rd  present  to  Mr.  Secretary  [Vane]  and  myself,  I  joy  to 
find  you  so  full  of  hope  of  a  good  expedition.  You  knew  our  mind 
so  well  when  you  went  from  England  iipon  those  points  wherein 
you  require  further  instructions,  that  I  may  believe  you  have 
anticipated  those  particular  orders  his  Majesty  sends  you  by  this 
bearer.  I  am  confident  you  will  manage  them  as  the  advice  of 
our  friends  there  and  your  own  dexterity  will  best  direct  you. 
His  Majesty  is  very  hearty  in  it,  and  his  kingdoms  are  not  only 
joined  in  affections  and  will,  but  now  also  in  power,  to  assist  the 
King  in  so  just  and  pious  a  work  as  the  obtaining  a  general  peace 
in  the  Empire,  How  much  I  desire  it  you  will  see  by  what  at 
this  time  I  condescend  unto,  which  no  other  consideration  could 
force  me  to  do.  I  could  wish  you  were  more  careful  of  your  own 
particular  when  you  write  your  judgment  to  the  Secretary  [Vane] 
of  the  Parliament's  actions ;  you  do  not  know  whether  he  may  not 
make  use  of  it  to  your  prejudice.

98.  Thomas  Earl  of  Arundel  and  Surrey  to  [the  same].  My 
attendance  upon  the  Queen  Mother  occasioned  my  remove  from 
London  last  Thursday  fortnight ;  and  after  many  halts  by  the  way, 
by  reason  of  her  Majesty's  indisposition,  I  arrived  here  last 
Saturday  week  ;  where,  with  a  great  deal  of  patience,  I  lie  expecting 
her  resolutions  for  her  embarking.  At  her  coming  from  London 
she  pretended  for  Holland,  where,  according  to  the  information 
I  received,  the  Prince  of  Orange  had  taken  a  great  care  for  her 
reception  either  in  Holland  or  Zeeland,  and  for  her  accommodation 
in  the  passage  up  the  Rhine  to  Cologne.  Notwithstanding  that 
great  respect  of  his,  she  has  waved  that  resolution,  and  now  intends 
to  pass  for  Flanders,  the  distrust  which  Fabroni  has  conceived  of 
his  own  security  having  put  her  upon  this  issue.  She  now  expects 
the  return  of  a  gentleman  of  the  Spanish  Ambassador's,  despatched 
hence  at  her  instance  on  Friday  last,  in  one  of  the  King's  ships, 
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with  a  safe-conduct  under  my  hands,  for  Dunkii-k,  at  whose,  return 
she  is  resolved  to  move  hence.  But  my  opinion  is  that  though 
he  come  provided  with  passes  and  safe-conducts  from  the  Prince 
Cardinal,  both  for  her  reception  at  Dunkirk  and  passage  through 
FJanders,  yet  the  difficulties  will  be  very  great,  the  French  army 
being  about  Lisle,  and  said  to  besiege  it.  The  country  here  begins 
both  to  be  weary  of  her  longer  abode,  and  also  to  grow  jealous  that 
she  intends  not  to  leave  it  soon  ;  but  I  am  very  confident  she  will 
not  retard  [her  journey]  long  after  a  despatch  from  Dunkirk. 
My  wife  set  sail  last  Thursday  for  Holland,  and,  passing  by  the 
Hague,  may  perhaps  expect  the  Queen  Mother  at  Cologne.  Affairs 
between  the  King  and  his  Scottish  subjects  proceed  very  fairly. 
It  is  conceived  the  Parliament  there  will  render  Montrose  and  his 
followers  to  the  King's  disposition ;  the  King's  speech  to  them, 
with  an  oath  taken  by  both  Houses  there,  I  have  enclosed.  Our 
Houses  have  agreed  upon  a  recess  from  Sept.  8  to  Oct.  20,  except 
some  important  occasion  shall  require  their  meeting  sooner,  which 
clause  makes  many  believe  there  will  hardly  be  any  recess  at  all.

Aug.  30  99.  Diurnal  occurrences,  or  the  heads  of  proceedings  in  Parlia- 
to  ment,  from  August  30  to  Sept  5,  1641.     In  continuation  of  similar 

Sept.  .5.  papers  calendared  above  under  their  respective  dates.  These  notes 
are  nearly  identical  with  the  printed  version  in  "  Diurnal  Occurrences, 
ed.  1641."  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Parliamentary  notices  are  the 
following  notes : — The  latter  end  of  this  week  there  came  letters  of 
intelligence  from  Scotland  of  the  happy  going  on  of  that  Parliament, 
certifying  that  they  received  the  report  of  the  final  concluding  of 
the  peace  with  great  joy,  and  that  the  general  thanksgiving  will  be 
observed  by  them  on  the  7th  of  September  next.  That  there  was 
great  oppo4tion  against  the  Duke  of  Richmond  and  Marquis 
Hamilton  sitting  in  the  Parliament  until  they  had  sworn  to  the 
Covenant.  That  all  their  army  is  come  home  and  disbanded,  save 
only  4,500  foot  and  .500  horse,  which  remain  in  a  body,  but  it  is 
expected  every  day  they  shall  be  disbanded.  Montrose's  business, 
it  is  conceived,  will  be  well  composed  if  he  submit  to  the  Parliament, 
as  is  expected.  He  petitioned  the  House  with  great  sabmission, 
and  thereupon  was  sent  for  ;  but  his  answer  was  so  obscure  in  the 
main  part  that  it  gave  little  satisfaction,  wherefore  he  was  a^ain 
sent  to  the  Castle.  Sir  John  Hay  and  Sir  Robert  Spottiswoode 
seem  to  recant  from  their  former  confidence  in  yielding  themselves 
up  to  the  Parliament  for  their  trial.  Traquair's  charge  is  drawn 
up,  containing  25  sheets  of  paper  close  written,  and  sent  to  the 
press  to  be  printed. 

The  King  was  feasted  on  Tuesday  last,  the  31st  of  August,  by 
the  Provost  of  Edinburgh  in  the  Parliament  House  with  great 
triumph.  Mr.  Henderson  is  in  great  favour  with  the  King,  and 
stands  next  to  his  chair  in  sermon  time.  His  Majesty  duely  hears 
two  sermons  every  Sunday  beside  week-day  lectures,  but  there  is 
no  service  at  all  read,  but  only  a  Psalm  before  sermon.     The  King 
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hastens   his   preparation    for   departure  to  England,  which,  as   is 
expected,  will  be  very  suddenly.     [6  pp.]

Aug.  30.  102.  The  Officers  of  the  Ordnance  to  the  Lords  Committees 
appointed  by  Parliament  for  supplying  the  kingdom  with  munition. 
We  have  held  it  our  duties  to  represent  to  you  the  necessity  of 
supporting  that  office  whence  the  whole  kingdom  must  of  necessity 
be  "  munited,"  and  the  rather  that  we  understand  the  Parliament 
has  already  taken  into  consideration  the  condition  of  his  Majesty's 
navy,  and  provided  for  the  payment  of  arrears  and  the  future 
subsistence  thereof;  since  the  office  of  the  Ordnance,  the  only 
magazine  royal,  being  defective,  though  the  navy,  troops,  and  forts 
in  all  other  respects  were  never  so  plentifully  provided  for,  they 
can  be  of  no  real  advantage  or  service  to  the  kingdom.

104.  Sidney  Bere  to  the  same.  Relates  a  feast  made  by  this 
town  to  the  King  and  the  Lords  in  the  great  hall  of  the  Parlia- 
ment this  day.  The  King  and  the  Prince  Elector  sat  at  one  table, 
the  Lords  at  another,  but  both  in  one  room  ;  the  Duke  of  Richmond 
on  one  side,  General  Leslie  over  against,  and  next  him  the  Marquis 
Hamilton,  who  gives  him  precedence  ordinarily,  in  respect,  I  take  it, 
that  his  commission  of  general  is  not  yet  delivered  up.  The  mayor 
of  the  town,  like  a  plain  Dutch  host,  bestirred  himself  bravely, 
drunk  a  health  to  the  King,  the  Queen  and  the  royal  children, 
and  afterwards  insisted  with  his  Majesty  to  pledge  ;  and  so  in  this 
Scotch  familiar  way,  but  with  a  great  deal  of  cordiality,  bid  the 
King  and  Lords  welcome  with  such  hearty  expressions  as  served 
but  for  mirth  and  satisfaction.  The  glasses  went  liberally  about, 
and  the  entertainment  was  great ;  indeed,  in  the  whole  town  was 
nothing  but  joy  and  revelling  like  a  day  of  jubilee, — and  this  in 
token  of  the  union  ;  which  doubtless  is  more  firm  than  ever  from 
the  happy  intervention  of  the  unity  in  form  of  religion,  at  least  for 
the  present,  and  in  the  King's  own  practice,  which  wins  much  upon 
this  people.  Yesterday  his  Majesty  was  again  at  the  great  church 
at  sermon,  where  the  Bishops  were  not  spared,  but  such  down- 
right language  [used]  as  would  a  year  ago  [have]  been  at  the  least  a 
Star  Chamber  business,  imputing  all  that  was  amiss  to  ill 
counsellors ;  and  so  ingratiated  his  Majesty  with  his  people,  who 
indeed  show  a  zeal  and  affection  beyond  all  expression.  The 
English  Commissioners  are  now  first  arrived,  whence  we  hope 
shortly  to  learn  some  certainty  of  our  return.  We  say  here  General 
Leslie  is  to  be  made  an  Earl  with  precedence  of  all  the  Earls  of 
this  kingdom  during  his  life,  and  then  his  son  to  follow  the  rank 
of  his  creation.

Lincoln,  by  order  of  this  House  of  August  13  last, 
were  required  to  suppress  all  riotous  assemblies,  in  obedience  to 
which  order  we  on  the  following  days  repaired  to  the  Fens,  where 
we  found : — On  Aug.  27,  on  the  Fens  of  Mr.  Webster,  great 
multitudes  assembled,  who  committed  great  destruction  there  of 
wheat  and  other  grain,  and  behaved  furiously  contrary  to  the  peace, 
not  regarding  our  commands  in  his  Majesty's  name  for  keeping 
the  peace,  but  utterly  contemning  the  same,  threatening  further 
mischiefs  by  wounding  those  that  opposed  them ;  some  of  which 
were  then  committed  to  Lincoln  Gaol.  On  Aug.  30,  most  of  the 
justices  being  gone  to  the  Assizes  at  Lincoln,  great  numbers  of 
people,  both  men  and  women,  to  the  number  of  200  or  thereabouts, 
forcibly  entered  about  100  acres  of  land  in  Mr.  Walrond's  possession, 
wounding  his  servants ;  and  though  Sir  Thomas  Bishop  commanded 
them  in  his  Majesty's  name  to  keep  the  peace,  and  made  proclamation 
for  their  departure,  yet  they  did  not  wliolly  depart,  but  carried 
thence  a  great  quantity  of  Mr.  Walrond's  wheat.  And  the  day 
following,  Tuesday  last,  men  and  women  assembled  in  great 
multitudes,  and  by  force  carried  from  the  lands  of  George  Kirke 
great  quantities  of  wheat  and  other  grain  belonging  to  his  tenants, 
notwithstanding  they  were  then  required  by  Sir  Thos.  Bishop  to 
desist  and  depart. 

Deposition  on  oath  of  Michael  Broughton  of  Boston,  yeoman  : 
That  on  Aug.  30  last  Nicholas  Gardner  and  James  Finch  of  Sibsey, 
CO.  Lincoln,  with  others,  being  on  the  lands  of  Mr.  Walrond  in 
the  Fens,  and  cutting  and  carrying  away  his  corn  thence,  Finch 
demanded  of  Gardner  whether  or  no  they  should  carry  away  certain 
shocks  of  wheat  standing  there ;  and  Gardner  answered  "  Yes,  yes  ;

You  wrote  that  it  appears  by  a  note  of  Auditor 
Ewens  that  he  had  130  bills,  answers,  orders,  decrees,  &c.  of 
matters  formerly  in  the  Queen's  Court,  and  a  trunk  of  writings, 
evidences,  counterparts,  &c.,  from  thence  or  out  of  the  Exchequer  ; 
which  trunk  divers  conceive,  and  others  affirm,  was  carried  to  my 
house.  For  answer  thereto : — Mr.  Auditor  Ewens  died  in  June, 
9  Jac.  I.,  and  I  succeeded  him  Nov.  23  in  the  same  year,  about 
five  months  after  his  death,  during  all  which  time  her  Majesty  had 
no  Auditor  but  one  Mr.  Newnian,  then  clerk  to  her  Council,  and 
Registrar  as  Mr.  Tompkyns  now  is  ;  who  was  then  to  take  care 
of  those  writings,  and  took  possession  thereof  before  I  became 
Auditor  as  properly  belonging  to  him.  All  men  at  that  time  knew 
he  was  of  that  condition  he  would  suffer  no  man  to  intermeddle 
with  anything  [that]  concerned  his  place.  He  died  about  the  time 
Queen  Anne  died,  and  on  his  death,  out  of  my  care  and  duty, 
I  locked  up  the  presses  wherein  his  bills,  answers,  fee,  and  counter- 
parts of  leases,  lay  in  confusion,  and  there  kept  them  till  the  King 
sent  me  a  warrant  to  deliver  so  many  of  them  as  any  way  concerned 
the  manors  granted  to  the  Prince,  which  were  parcel  of  the  Queen's 
jointure ;  which  I  delivered  accordingly,  and  have  a  receipt  for 
them,  as  Mr.  Tomkyns  knows  very  well.  The  rest  remained  in  the 
press  as  I  found  them  at  Westminster,  which  Mr.  Tomkyns  took 
possession  of  when  he  became  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  Registrar. 
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But  the  evidence  and  letters  patent  concerning  Queen  Anne's 
jointure  I  took  into  my  possession  as  j)roperly  belonging  to  me, 
and  I  am  sure  all 'are  forthcoming.  It  is  29  years  since  Auditor 
Ewens  died,  and  therefore  my  memory  may  fail  me  ;  but  I  will  be 
sworn,  and  do  protest  before  God  to  my  best  remembrance,  I  do  not 
and  never  did  know  of  the  trunk  of  writings  you  write  of,  neither 
was  it  brought  to  my  house,  neither  have  I  any  ancient  or  late  bills, 
answers,  replications,  orders,  decrees,  counterparts  of  leases,  nor 
ancient  evidences  concerning  her  Majesty's  or  any  former  Queen's 
revenue,  except  the  late  Queen  Anne's  accounts,  which  Mr.  Ewens 
did  take  and  myself  after  him  ;  and  also  a  book  covered  with 
red  vellum  wherein  were  sewed  divers  papers  and  writings  for 
Mr.  Ewen's  own  information,  which  book  I  have  shewed  the  Queen's 
Council,  and  will  wait  upon  you  with,  if  you  have  not  seen  it,  and 
some  books  of  enrolments  of  lease  and  particulars  rated  by  the 
Commissioners  in  Queen  Anne's  time,  and  also  one  other  book 
containing  the  managing  of  Queen  Anne's  revenue,  ordering  of 
her  council  and  household,  and  her  robes,  with  many  other  things 
fit  for  you  to  make  use  of  at  this  time.

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standing  in  the  profession,  if  they  can  bring  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Arches  a  certificate,  subscribed  by  some  advocates  and  proctors,  of 
their  ability  in  knowledge  and  honesty  of  their  conversation,  to 
be  forthwith  admitted  gratis  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and 
the  Dean  of  Arches  to  be  proctors  practising  in  his  Grace's  ecclesias- 
tical courts.  Petitioners  about  16  months  since  petitioned  the  Arch- 
bishop for  admission, — their  whole  livelihood  depending  thereupon, 
— who  graciously  referred  them  to  Sir  John  Lamb,  to  whom,  when 
petitioners  addressed  themselves,  he  denied  them  admission,  unless 
they  would  pay  into  his  hands  50Z.  apiece  in  the  name  of  pious  uses, 
money  for  the  repair  of  Paul's,  and  in  conclusion  did  unjustly  exact 
of  them  the  several  sums  specified  in  the  schedule  annexed  for  the 
pretended  purpose  aforesaid,  though  the  same  was  never  by  him 
employed  to  that  use.  Now,  as  petitioners  were  so  lately  admitted 
into  their  profession,  and  on  such  hard  terms,  even  almost  to  their 
undoing,  and  have  [not]  been  able  to  regain  the  sums  so  forced  from 
them  in  their  profession  since  that  time ;  and  whereas  by  the  late 
Act  of  Parliament  they  are  taxed  at  51.  apiece  for  poll-money ; 
petitioners  pray  for  restitution  of  the  money  so  wrongfully  extorted 
for  their  admission,  that  they  may  be  the  better  enabled,  as  in 
this,  so  in  other  taxations,  to  do  the  King  and  Common  weal  tli 
ready  service.

[Sept.]  57.  Eeasons  to  induce  the  passing  of  the  Bill  touching  Printing. 

The  scope  of  the  Bill  tends  principally  to  three  things  :^1.  That 
Popish  books  in  English  may  not  be  imported  from  beyond  seas, 
and  libels  and  loose  pamphlets  restrained  at  home.  2.  That  there 
may  be  provision  for  speedy  license  of  good  books,  and  nothing 
printed  that  shall  not  be  licensed.  3.  That  for  the  advancement  of 
the  manufacture  of  printing,  the  property  and  right  of  copy  be  pre- 
served, and  no  books  printed  in  England  be  imported  into  this 
kingdom.  These  three  points  are  discussed  fully,  and  reasons  ten- 
dered in  maintenance  of  the  equity  of  this  right  and  property  for 
sole  printing  of  books  by  particular  men.  Inconveniences  that  will 
ensue  if  the  property  be  not  settled  are  stated ;  and  objections  to 
what  has  been  proposed  answered.  Amongst  the  illustrations  of 
the  dangers  of  unlicensed  printing  occurs  the  following  passage  : — 
"  Another  instance  may  be  given,  fresh  in  memory  and  published  in 
the  view  of  this  present  Parliament ;  viz.,  the  Protestation  made 
this  session  by  the  House  of  Commons,  which  was  printed  without 
their  command  or  leave,  wherein  divers  material  words  being 
omitted  gave  occasion  to  Father  [Robert]  Philips  to  utter  words 
tending  to  charge  the  said  Honble.  House  with  disloyalty  to  their 
Sovereign  King,  and,  being  called  to. his  answer  for  the  same,  alleged 
or  produced  that  unallowed  printed  copy  of  the  Protestation  in  his 
defence."

played  the  chymist  with  me  in  giving  me  the  spirit  of  your  Scottish 
business  in  your  last,  referring  me  for  particulars  to  Mr.  Nicholas, 
that  a  week  since  before  I  met  him, — for  I  am  but  newly  returned 
[from]  my  Western  circuit, — I  understood  what  I  since  read.  But 
hereupon  I  fell  into  an  admiration  why  you  went  your  Northern 
journey,  or  why  you  dispute  so  long  upon  this  point  of  officers,  and 
forget  to  see  an  end  of  the  process  of  the  Earl  of  Montrose,  &c. ;  or 
why  you  come  not  away,  and  do  them  the  good  as  to  let  them  fall 
by  their  own  innocency  or  guilt ;  for  pardon  me  for  saying  the 
world  begins  to  conceive  your  interposition  is  a  great  part  of  their 
offence,  or  at  least  an  aggravation.  Then  since  you  do  yourselves 
or  friends  so  little  good,  come  away  ;  for,  as  I  intimated  to  you  in  my 
last,  England  is  much  converted  without  any  other  preacher  but 
Error  and  Schism,  for  the  confidence  of  the  late  prevailing  party 
unmasked  them  so  fast  that  their  deformity  appeared,  and  their 
lovers  fell  off.

^"  s^V^k''^^'  ^°  ^  poor  manor  of  mine  a  water  called  the  Channel,  in  respect  it  is 
an  arm  of  the  sea,  by  which  my  predecessors  erected  a  ferry  house 
for  the  more  convenient  passage  of  strangers.  In  this  house  I  have 
put  a  fellow  to  attend  that  employment,  and  conserve  some  privi- 
leges in  that  water  peculiar  to  inyself  ;  up  to  which  house,  when  I 
please,  come  small  bottoms  to  transport  my  carriage  ;  and  without 
my  allowance  none  can  load  or  unload  any  burthen  there,  but  is  a 
trespasser  to  me.  Whilst  I  was  attending  your  Lordship  at  Bury 
assizes,  came  three  carts  laden,  in  the  dead  of  night,  in  the  way 
leading  to  the  ferry  house ;  which  making  a  noise  were  heard  of 
some  of  my  neighbours,  but,  being  all  women,  they  did  but  super- 
ficially demand  whither  they  were  going,  and  with  what  they  were 
laden ;  but  receiving  an  insufficient  answer  of  the  carters,  they, 
though  too  late,  raised  the  constable  and  others,  but  ere  they  could 
be  ready  the  carts  were  unladen,  the  goods  shipped,  and  got  off  my 
royalty.  My  neighbours  wait  all  night  near  the  ferry,  and  towards 
break  of  day  came  three  other  carts  laden  with  the  like  loading, 
which  they  stayed,  notwithstanding  large  proffers  to  dismiss  them  ; 
and  they  found  their  loading,  being  24  great  packs,  to  be  wool, 
which  they,  conceiving  to  be  a  staple  and  prohibited  commodity  of 
the  kingdom,  locked  up  in  the  ferry  house,  where  it  still  lies.  I 
thought  it  necessary,  ere  anything  were  further  done,  to  advertise 
some  of  the  Council  of  it,  to  know  what  order  should  be  taken  in  it, 
which  unless  it  be  suddenly  determined,  the  goods  will  suffer  much 
prejudice ;  they  are  valued  at  near  120J.  I  knew  not  any  to  whom 
I  might  so  fitly  apply  as  your  Lordship,  in  whose  memory  I  promise 
myself  the  happiness  of  a  small  being,  in  respect  of  your  former 
noble  favours  to  your  deceased  servant  my  mother.

London.  fj-Qm  Scotland  is  again  uncertain,  and  the  same  report  on  foot  that 
was  a  month  ago,  that  he  is  not  like  to  be  here  in  haste.  It  were  to 
be  wished,  as  you  say,  our  hearts  were  bent  to  him  as  they  ought  to 
be,  and  as  he  deserves ;  but  such  are  the  general  distempers  of  the 
whole  kingdom,  and  the  Parliament  divided  into  parties,  that  I  dare 
scarce  hope  of  any  good  issue  either  to  Prince,  Church,  or  people. 
The  city  is  full  of  the  disbanded  soldiers,  and  such  robbing  in  and 
about  it  that  we  are  not  safe  in  our  own  houses  ;  yet  this  day  an 
order  is  come  from  the  Committee  of  Parliament  to  send  every 
soldier  away  upon  pain  of  imprisonment,  and  leave  granted  to  any 
of  them  that  will  to  transport  themselves  to  the  Low  Countries  into 
the  service  of  the  States.  On  Tuesday  last  the  post  was  robbed 
between  this  and  Theobalds,  and  the  letters  to  the  King  and  Lords 
in  Scotland  from  the  Queen  and  tbe  Council  here  taken  away  by 
fellows  with  vizards  on  their  faces.  Such  an  insolency  has  not  been 
known  before ;  and  who  they  were,  or  who  set  them  on,  is  suspected, 
but  not  yet  discovered.  We  have  had  the  most  pestilent  libels 
spread  abroad  against  the  precise  Lords  and  Commons  of  the  Parlia- 
ment that  they  are  fearful  to  be  named,  and  the  Brownists  and 
other  Sectaries  make  such  havoc  in  our  churches  by  pulling  down 
ancient  monuments,  glass  windows,  and  rails,  that  their  madness  is 
intolerable.  It  will  be  thought  blasphemy  shortly  to  name  Jesus 
Christ,  for  it  is  already  forbidden  to  bow  at  the  name,  though 
Scripture  and  the  practice  of  the  Church  of  England  do  both  war- 
rant and  command  it.  The  sickness  is  increased  by  24  this  week, 
there  being  dead  of  all  diseases  650  persons,  whereof  239  [died]  of 
the  plague.  God  of  his  mercy  cease  it,  or  else  we  are  like  to  have  a 
miserable  time  here  in  London.

Oct.  14.  77.  Secret    account    by   Nicholas    of    the    pretended    plot    in 

Edinburgh  against  the  Marquis  Hamilton  and  the  Earl  of  Argyle. 
Eumour  that  Ha[milton]  and  Arg[yle]  should,  the  13th,  have  been 
murdered  by  [Ludovick,  the  Earl  of]  Crawford,  [Lord]  Almond,  and 
[Colonel  John]  Cochrane,  which  was  the  same  day  discovered  by 
Leslie  to  the  Marquis  and  Argyle,  which  made  them  withdraw 
from  the  Court.  The  King  hearing  of  it  sent  for  the  Marquis, 
who  answered  he  could  not  wait  on  him  with  safety  to  his  life 
and  liberty,  and  therefore  desired  to  be  excused.  Leslie  was 
commanded  to  set  guards  everywhere  in  the  city,  to  prevent 
mischief,  but  not  near  the  Court.  He  replied  that  his  Majesty 
having  secured  religion  and  laws,  he  would  lay  down  his  life  for  the 
prerogative.  The  business  is  thus  : — Some  days  since  Lieutenant 
Colonel  [Alexander]  Stuart,  drinking  with  a  Captain  of  his  name 
[Captain  William  Stuart],  spoke  of  the  ill-usage  the  King  had  had 
there,  and  that  it  was  a  shame  for  them  who  were  soldiers  to  suffer 
it ;  and  the  Captain  seeming  to  agree  with  him,  the  Lieutenant 
Colonel  told  him  there  were  two  men  which  were  the  occasion  of 
all  this  malheur  to  the  King,  viz.,  the  Marquis  and  Argyle,  and  that 
they  being  once  put  out  of  the  way,  all  would  do  well.  He  told 
him  the  plot  was  laid  thus  by  William  Murray,  the  Earl  of  Crawford, 
Almond,  and  Cochrane :  that  when  M[urray]  should  bring  them  into 
the  privy  garden  which  had  a  back  gate  into  the  fields,  through 
which  they,  viz.,  the  Marquis  and  Argyle,  being  first  seized,  should 
be  brought  to  a  coach,  and  carried  to  the  King's  ship  at  Leith. 
Captain  Stuart,  not  satisfied  in  his  conscience,  parted  from  the 
Lieutenant-Colonel  to  acquaint  Lieutenant-Colonel  [Sir  John] 
Hurry  what  had  passed  between  him  and  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Stuart,  and  Hurry  being  a  likely  man  to  be  attempted  advised  the 
Captain  from  it.  This  rested  a  day  or  two,  in  which  time  Crawford 
met  with  Hurry,  and  tells  him  if  he  come  to  him  on  Monday  in 
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the  afternoon  with  some  good  soldiers  he  would  dispose  of  them 
in  a  way  whereby  he  might  make  a  fortune.  Hurry  and  Stuart  go 
to  General  Leslie,  and  reveal  all  this  that  had  passed,  and  he  did  the 
like  to  the  Marquis  and  Argyle,  without  first  acquainting  the  King 
with  it,  and  he  said  for  excuse  that  he  thought  it  a  foolish  business, 
and  therefore  omitted  it.  Whereupon  the  Marquis  and  Argyle  left  the 
Court,  and  sat  up  on  Monday  night  to  examine  it,  but  could  find  no 
more  of  it  than  this  :  Only  Colonel  Cochrane's  Lieutenant- Colonel 
[Alexander]  Hume  saith  that  his  Colonel  came  to  him  and  said 
they  must  be  the  King's  men,  and  that  the  King  would  entertain 
that  regiment  and  pay  it  out  of  England.  Hume  answered  that  if 
it  were  for  the  country's  service  he  should  be  glad  of  it,  otherwise 
not :  whereupon  his  Colonel  went  no  farther  with  him.  Now 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Steuart  swears  that  he  is  a  traitor  and  villain 
that  saith  any  such  things  of  him,  or  that  he  knows  of  any  such 
plotting  whatsoever.  Cochrane  saith  the  like  of  Hume ;  and 
Crawford  says  what  Hurry  said  is  true,  and  that  he  had  spoken 
to  the  King  for  his  recommendation  to  the  King  of  Denmark,  for 
Hurry  and  his  company.  And  this  the  King  avows.  It  is  thought 
most  of  this  business  will  turn  to  drunken  soldiers'  boasting  words. 
The  King  on  the  14th  went  to  Parliament  with  500  gentlemen 
walking  by  his  coach ;  which  the  Marquis  and  Argyle,  who  were 
resolved  to  have  met  him  there,  hearing  of,  took  their  horses  and 
went  out  of  town  to  Kinniel,  a  house  of  the  Marquis  about  12  miles 
from  Edinburgh,  and  sent  a  message  to  the  King  by  Lord  Lindsay 
that  they  thought  it  best  to  go  out  of  the  way  to  avoid  trouble, 
and  leave  their  business  to  the  pleasure  of  his  Majesty  and  the 
Parliament.  This  the  King  took  very  ill  of  the  [Marquis  and 
A]rgyle,  as  he  declared  in  sharp  words  in  the  Parliament,  and  said 
that  the  time  was  [when]  his  Majesty's  bedchamber  was  his 
sanctuary;  and  that  same  night  when  he  [Hamilton]  was  accused 
of  treason  against  his  own  person  his  Majesty  trusted  him  to  lie 
there,  and  why  he  refused  to  testify  it  he  knew  not;  and  since 
Scotsmen  were  not  much  subject  to  fear  there  must  be  some  other 
and  worse  reason  for  it,  which  was  to  cause  division  between  him 
and  his  people.  Besides,  he  had  put  a  disgrace  upon  him  [the  King] 
by  distrusting  him.  It  was  true  that  the  Marquis  had  discoursed 
with  him  yesterday  in  an  obscure  way,  that  he  was  a  suspected  man 
both  of  his  Majesty  and  the  Queen,  as  he  had  been  advertised  out 
of  England,  and  I  think,  from  the  Queen's  Court.  The  King  asked 
from  whom ;  but  he  refused  his  authority,  but  said  it  was  a  thing 
generally  taken  notice  of.  This  relation  the  King  made  to  the 
Parliament,  and  caused  to  be  read  the  letter  from  the  Marquis,  and 
told  them  he  thought  fit  that  both  the  Marquis  and  Argyle  should 
be  debarred  from  the  House  till  they  had  given  better  satisfaction 
for  their  going  away.  But  to  this  there  was  no  reply,  and  the  King 
pressed  it  no  further,  but  went  to  the  examination  of  the  business 
by  a  committee,  and  that  in  the  interim  Crawford  and  Cochrane 
might  be  made  safe.  Upon  Almond  they  dare  not  touch  y$t  but 
very  tenderly.  Crawford  is  committed  to  one  of  the  bailiffs  of 
Edinburgh,  and  Cochrane's  soldiers  hearing  of  a  commotion  took 
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him  away,  and  said  they  would  be  answerable  for  him ;  but  he  is 
blamed  for  this  attempt,  for  it  had  given  a  suspect.  The  14th  the 
King  was  waited  on  by  a  multitude  to  the  Parliament,  where 
Cochrane  had  a  petition  ready  to  offer  himself  to  the  King's 
pleasure,  and  excusing  himself  upon  his  soldiers  the  last  night,  and 
he  is  sent  to  a  stricter  guard  than  the  others.

Within  a  day  or  two  he  should 
know  what  to  say,  and  wishes  that  the  King  be  not  hastened  away 
too  fast,  for  to  be  nowhere  well  is  miserable.  14  October,  for 
to-morrow.

When  I  arrived 
here  on  the  11th  all  things  were  in  so  hopeful  a  way  of  accom- 
modation that  all  discourse  was  of  his  Majesty's  speedy  return  ;  but 
an  accident  has  put  it  [off]  sine  die ;  the  Marquis  [Hamilton]  and 
the  Earls  of  Argyle  and  Lanerick,  being  gone  from  Court  and 
Parliament  upon  apprehension  of  a  plot  to  seize  their  persons  in 
Court.

But  unless  his  Majesty's  subjects  be 
hereafter  to  carry  charterparties,  making  appear  plainly  to  whom 
their  goods  belong,  I  cannot  promise  them  the  like  success  another 
time.  A  strange  law  they  have  here,  taking  that  to  be  enemies' 
goods  which  doth  not  most  evidently  appear  to  belong  to  friends.,

2.  Extract  of  a  letter  from  the  King  to  Edward  Nicholas,  Clerk 
of  the  Council.  I  hear  it  is  reported  that  I  am  resolved  at  my 
return  to  alter  the  form  of  the  Church  government  in  England 
to  this  here.  Therefore  I  command  you  to  assure  all  my  servants 
there  that  I  am  constant  for  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  the 
Church  of  England  as  it  was  established  by  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
my  father ;  and  resolve,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  live  and  die  ,  in 
the  maintenance  of  it.

5.  Elizabeth  Queen  of  Bohemia  to  Sir  Thomas  Row.  Yours  of 
the  16th  of  this  month  was  most  welcome,  bringing  the  assurance 
of  Eupert's  liberty,  for  which  I  have  a  double  obligation  to  you, 
both  that  he  hath  his  liberty,  and  on  such  honourable  terms.  I  cannot 
express  my  thankfulness  sufficiently.  Dr.  Spina,  I  think,  is  in  love 
with  you,  for  he  writes  so  fully  how  you  have  wrestled  with  so  much 
labour  to  overcome  all  difficulties.  I  send  you  a  letter  for  Rupert, 
where[in]  I  command  him  to  follow  your  advice  in  all  he  shall  do 
there,  and  to  return  hither  as  soon  as  honestly  he  can.  I  do  not 
forget  to  tell  all  the  French  how  he  is  out  without  any  condition 
imposed  upon  him, — to  their  shame,  who  did  not  so  to  his  brother 
though  their  conditions  were  much  different.

11.  Certificate  of  the  Justices  of  Peace  for  Middlesex  to  the 
same.  On  the  same  matters  as  the  above.  None  of  the  disbanded 
soldiers  remain  in  this  county,  except  such  as  reside  here ;  only  two, 
lodging  at  an  inn,  were  brought  before  us,  and  one  of  them  alleged 
he  would  be  gone  into  his  country  when  he  had  an  answer  from 
the  Parliament  to  a  petition  touching  some  detention  of  wages ; 
the  other  was  very  shortly  to  be  settled  in  service.  No  complaint 
is  made  of  any  robberies  or  disorders  done  by  any  of  them,  but 
such  as  some  of  us  have  drawn  to  question,  and  the  watches  in  all 
places  near  London  are  duly  kept  and  much  increased.

I  have,  according  to  your  commands,  considered  the  petition  [of 
Daniel  Farvack  and  Isaac  le  Gay,  see  Oct.  22,  No.  14,]  with  the 
Act  or  declaration  of  the  Bailiff  and  Jurats  of  Guernsey  of  such 
reasons  as  staid  them  from  the  delivery  of  certain  tobaccos,  there 
arrested  at  the  suit  of  one  Knowles,  according  to  your  directions, 
wherein  you  require  my  opinion  whether  the  reasons  in  that  Act  be 
sufiicient  to  excuse  them  for  not  executing  your  command  or  no. 
1.  The  first  reason  is,  that  it  stands  alleged  before  them  that  the 
goods  are  under-valued.  I  answer,  there  is  an  under-valuation 
alleged  indeed,  but  no  proof  offered  thereof,  and  therefore  [it] 
worketh  nothing  in  law.  But,  on  the  contrary,  it  appears  by  the 
report  of  Sir  Peter  Kichaut  and  others,  the  referees  from  your 
Lordships,  that  the  security  is  to  the  full  value  of  the  goods,  and 
over,  and  such  as  they  have  approved  of ;  and  of  this  I  conceive 
there  is  no  doubt  to  be  made.  2.  That  the  approving  of  the  security 
by  Knowles  binds  not  the  rest  of  the  creditors.  This  also  is  of  no 
force  in  law ;  for,  granting  the  security  to  be  good,  it  is  not  material, 
saving  for  the  indemnity  of  the  Judge,  whether  the  adverse  parties 
approve  thereof  or  no,  for  the  unreasonableness  of  the  claimers  must 
not  endamage  the  owner  in  his  possession ;  and,  so  far  as  the 
security  extends,  it  is  as  beneficial  to  the  other  creditors  as  to 
Knowles.  3.  That  it  was  alleged  before  them  that  this  cause  now 
depends  in  the  House  of  Lords.  To  this,  I  answer,  with  more 
especial  submission,  that  to  my  best  understanding  this  cause  is  not 
so  much  as  mentioned  in  any  of  the  petitions  or  bills  exhibited  to 
that  House ;  and  therefore  that  allegation  before  the  Bailiff  and 
Jurats  was  not  true,  and  consequently  should  not  have  stayed  them 
from  executing  your  command.  Nevertheless,  because  it  may  seem

The  Commons  like- 
wise sat  upon  the  Bishops'  Bill.  At  which  there  was  a  conference. 
The  Commons  then  desiring  of  the  Lords  not  only  that  a  speedy 
trial  should  be  had  [of  them]  as  delinquents,  but  that  they  might 
be  in  the  meantime  suspended.  To  which  the  Lords  answered, 
they  had  gone  as  far  as  they  could  therein ;  and  desired  that  time 
might  be  given  for  the  further  consideration  thereof  This  day  also 
a  letter  came  from  his  Majesty  for  the  removal  of  divers  Bishops 
from  their  sees,  and  for  the  making  of  new  ones. 

Thursday  [Oct.  28]  they  sat  about  the  Judges'  charges,  which  took 
up  the  whole  day.  Friday  [Oct.  29]  the  Lords  sat  upon  Sir  Wm. 
Killigrew's  business,  and  the  troops'  complaint.  And  in  the  House 
of  Commons  there  was  a  report  concerning  soap,  and  of  [Sir  Robert] 
Berkley,  Judge  [of  the  King's  Bench] ;  and  being  in  debate  about  it, 
there  was  a  conference,  at  which  the  Commons  moved  that  they 
were  not  ready,  nor  themselves  so  ready  as  they  would  be  in  respect 
of  the  more  weighty  affairs  now  in  agitation,  for  to  make  good  the 
accusation  against  Judge  Berkley.  Saturday  [Oct.  30],  the  Lords' 
House  being  met,  sat  about  Sir  John  Lenthall's  and  Sir  Wm.  Kille- 
grew's  business,  and  to  examine  the  witnesses.  Monday  following 
was  appointed  for  the  same.  The  House  of  Commons  this  day  fell 
upon  some  private  business,  but  being  divided  in  their  votes,  they 
deferred  the  same  till  a  further  hearing.  They  then  fell  into  con- 
sideration about  the  dangers  of  the  times,  not  only  in  respect  of  his 
Majesty's  absence,  but  in  respect  of  the  preservation  of  the  Prince's 
Highness  from  danger  in  reference  to  his  religion,  in  respect  of  his 
oft  resort  to  Oatlands,  and  to  prevent  the  seizing  on  his  person  by 
any  ill-affected  in  religion ;  which  bred  a  great  debate  among' the 
House.     For  prevention  whereof  a  conference  was  desired,  whereat 
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Mr.  Pym  gave  sundry  reasons  for  his  Highness'  stay  at  Richmond, 

or  in  some  other  place  convenient ;  and  that  he  might  not  so  often 

repair  to  the  Queen,  nor  make  so  long  stay  with  her,  nor  have  any 

suspected  in  religion  about  him,  nor  to  be  at  any  time  with  him.    And 

it  was  moved  that  the  Marquis  of  Hertford  might  have  order  given 

him  for  his  special  care  therein,  he  being  the  Prince's  governor,  and 

that  he  should  not  let  him  be  in  person  out  of  his  sight,  nor  ever  be 

out  of  his  presence.     To  which  the  Lords  desired  time  to  answer. 

And  having  concluded  thereof  amongst  themselves,  they  drew  up  an 

order  and  desired  a  conference,  where  the  order  was  read  by  the 

Lord  Keeper  to  them,  which  was  to  this   eifect ;  that  the  Marquis 

should  take  special  care  of  the  Prince's  Highness  as  aforesaid,  and 

that  the  Earl  of  Essex  should  acquaint  him  therewith ;  and  that 

the  Earl  of  Holland  should  go  to  the  Queen  to  satisfy  her  the 

reasons  thereof; — which  order  was   delivered  to   Mr.  Pym  in    the 

behalf  of  the  House  of  Commons ;  and  so  both  Houses  agreeing 

therein,  the  Earls  were  commanded  to  obey  the  said  order, — ^the 

one  to  go  to  the  Queen,  and  the  other  to  the  Marquis  as  aforesaid.

52.  Sec.  Vane  to  [Nicholas].  I  have  received  yours  of  Oct.  27, 
with  a  packet  for  his  Majesty  containing  a  letter  from  the  Bishop 
of  London.  His  Majesty  has  dispatched  the  business,  and  his 
pleasure  is  you  should  deliver  the  same  to  the  Lord  Bishop  as  it  is 
directed.  The  three  packets  he  addressed  to  the  Lord  Keeper  were 
concerning  the  revolt  in  Ireland.  I  hope  it  will  unite  men's  minds, 
so  that  we  shall  apply  our  counsels  and  time  to  the  public  safety.

HisMajesty  writes  to  them,  and  the 
Parliament  made  an  order  therein  also,  and  to-morrow  morning 
they  are  expected  here.  Mr.  Thos.  Killigrew  arrived  to-day  with  a 
letter  from  her  Majesty  to  the  King  ;  his  Majesty  is  now  returning 
his  answer  thereunto,  and  I  think  that  Sir  Will.  Brunkard  or  his  son 
will  be  bearer  of  this.  Though  the  Lords  of  the  Council  will  not 
take  their  hint  from  my  letter  to  you  to  hasten  his  Majesty's  return, 
yet  they  may  perchance  find  it  necessary  so  to  do,  having  regard 
to  the  present  state  of  affairs.  His  Majesty  is  impatient  to  hear 
from  the  Lords  Justices  of  Ireland  a  second  time,  also  what  advice 
the  Parliament  will  give  his  Majesty  touching  Ireland,  who  has

56.  Edward  Nicholas  to  Sir  John  Penington.  Advertisement 
is  come  out  of  Ireland  of  a  great  rebellion  there  made  by  the 
Papists,  who  have  been  imprudently  connived  at  or  rather  tolerated 
there  a  long  time,  and  especially  by  the  Earl  of  Strafford.  I  assure 
you  that  rebellion  is  like  to  cost  many  men's  lives  before  it  be 
quieted.  The  rebels  are  come  within  20  miles  of  Dublin,  and  an 
infinite  number  of  Irish  flock  to  them  daily.  I  have  herein  sent 
you  a  little  pamphlet  concerning  it,  at  the  end  whereof  you  will 
find  printed  an  extract  of  a  letter  which  I  received  from  his  Majesty, 
declaring  his  constancy  in  the  Protestant  religion  [see  above, 
Oct.  18],  The  original,  written  with  his  Majesty's  own  hand,  remains 
with  me.  There  are  sent  hither  examinations  touching  the  cause 
of  Marquis  Hamilton  and  the  Earls  of  Argyle  and  Lanerick's 
absenting  themselves  from  the  Court  and  Parliament  in  Scotland, 
which  proves  to  be  a  causeless  apprehension  in  them  upon  the 
drunken  discourses  of  three  or  four  soldiers.  We  hope  his  Majesty 
will  be  here  within  15  days.  There  are  6,000  foot  and  500  horse 
to  be  presently  raised  to  go  for  Ireland,  whereof  2,000  foot  and 
500  horse  ai'e  to  be  sent  away  with  all  speed.  The  Queen  remains 
at  Oatlands  till  his  Majesty's  return.

57.  Thomas  Smith  to  [the  same].  My  Lord  Admiral  has  been 
made  acquainted  with  your  desire  to  have  Mr.  White  allowed  what 
he  had  disbursed  for  barques  taken  up  for  transportation  of  the 
Queen  Mother's  coaches,  horses,  &c. ;  and  for  an  allowance  for  what 
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you  have  disbursed  for  entertainment  of  her  Majesty  and  retinue 

while  they  were  on  board  your  ship.

Concerning  the  setting  forth 

of  any  vessel  to  come  to  you  in  the  Downs,  I  see  little  hopes, 

because  they  are  loth  to  put  the  King  to  charge.     Besides,  there  is 

fallen  out  a  horrible  [rebellion]  in  Ireland,  which  will  cause  us  to 

prepare   all  the   shipping  we  can  to  go  that  way  with  soldiers, 

horse  and  foot,  and  to  guard  the  coast.     The  business  is  thus  in 

brief :     The  Papists  had  made  a  conspiracy  all  to  rise,  and  upon 

St.  Ignatius'  Day,  Saturday  was  a  se'nnight,  to  cut  the  throats  of 

all  the  Protestants  in  Ireland,  but  first  to  seize  upon  Dublin  and 

the  Castle  thereof,  where  was  much  ammunition  and  14,000  arms. 

To   this    purpose    two   noblemen,    [Conor]    Maguire    and    [Hugh] 

MacMahon,  lay  in  Dublin  ;  the  night  before  this  [plot]  was  to  be  put 

in  execution  Maguire  discovered  the  plot  to  a  Protestant,  being  an 

intimate  friend  of  his,  not  thinking  that  he  would  reveal  it,  the 

time  being  so  near  and  the  party  locked  up  in  Maguire's  house ; 

but  he  found  a  means  to  leap  over  two  or  three  walls  and  pales, 

and   discovered   it  to  the  Lords  Justices.     Then  those  Lords  and 

others  were  seized  on,  the  gates  shut,  the  walls  of  Dublin  manned. 

Next  morning  before  day,  thousands   of  Irish  from  all   adjacent 

quarters  were  seen  in  the  suburbs,  and  commanded  to  retire,  else 

threatened  to  have  the  suburbs  shot  down  about  their  ears.     They, 

perceiving  their  plot  was  discovered,  got  in  a  body  together,  and  have 

foraged  the  country,  where  they  went  murdering,  ravishing,  burning, 

and  taking  what  they  could ;  they  have  seized  upon  some  forts  and 

towns  ;  have  got  4,000  arms  in  one  place  ;  and  their  army  increaseth 

so  fast  that  it  is  much  doubted  what  will  be  the  issue.     To  prevent 

the  worst  our  Parliament  uses  all  the  industry  they  can,  and  are 

now  raising  2,000  foot  and  500  horse,  and  taking  up  shipping  to 

send  them  over  as  fast  as  they  can ;  are  borrowing  money  of  the 

City,  and  considering  of  means  to  raise  men  and  money  to  follow 

after.     Thus  much  we  get  by  favouring  those  Popish  hellhounds. 

This  we  may  thank  Strafford  for  in  Ireland,  and  here  our  lukewarm 

Protestants  in  England  may  do  us  as  much  mischief  by  conniving 

at  them.     I  pray  God  the  business  ends  thus.    I  fear  plots  here  too, 

but  it  shall  go  well  with  God's  servants,  of  which  number  God 

make  you  and  me  too,  that  you  may  not  rail  on  the  poor  Puritans 

as  you  used  to  do.

Whereupon 
the  gates  were  instantly  shut,  and  38  of  the  conspirators  that  were 
in  town  taken, — whereof  Lord  Maguire  and  MacMahon  are  chief, 
and  have  since  confessed  that  by  the  next  morning  they  expected 
to  come  to  their  aid  20  well-armed  Papists  out  of  every  county  in 
Ireland,  that  they  might  surprise  the  castle  with  the  ammunition, 
and  so  command  the  city  and  the  lives  of  the  inhabitants.  The 
treason  thus  discovered  spread  apace  throughout  the  North  of 
Ireland ;  and  in  several  places  bodies  of  the  Papists  are  up  in  arms, — 
above  10,000  men, — which  much  perplexes  the  poor  Protestants ;  and 
great  fear  whether  they  shall  be  able  either  to  suppress  or  resist  them. 
Whereupon  our  Parliament  has  ordered  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  Lord 
Lieutenant,  and  aU  other  commanders  here,  speedily  to  repair 
thither,  and  furnishes  -50,000^.,  which  the  city  of  London  advances, 
for  providing  men  and  arms  to  secure  that  kingdom.  Some  blood 
the  villains  have  shed,  and  committed  great  outrages,  and  taken 
some  castles ;  but  had  they  taken  Dublin,  upon  the  rack  divers 
have  confessed,  in  a  short  time  they  would  not  have  left  a  Protes- 
tant alive  in  the  whole  kingdom.

Tlie  sickness  is,  God  be 
blessed,  well  abated ;  and,  were  it  not  for  these  Separatists,  we 
should  hope  all  would  quickly  go  well  with  us  in  the  City ;  but 
they  do  so  disturb  the  peace  of  it,  that  if  Parliament  take  not 
speedy  order  with  them,  I  know   not  what   will  become   of  us.

London.  Majesty's  jewels.  Relates  the  rebellion  in  Ireland.  'Tis  said  many 
great  men.  Papists,  are  come  to  Dublin  upon  notice  of  the  procla- 
mation, who  might  all  have  gone  on  in  the  rebellion,  had  not  God 
Almighty  so  mercifully  discovered  it.  There  are  6,000  foot  and 
3,000  horse  to  be  sent  thither  from  hence,  and  an  army  from 
Scotland ;  this  city  lending  60,000?.  to  set  forwards  this  expedition. 
A  proclamation  wxU  shortly  come  out  for  calling  home  all  English 
Papists  within  a  short  time,  upon  confiscation  of  their  estates  that 
shall  refuse.  The  best  is,  Spain  and  France  are  so  employed  they 
cannot  likely  give  any  aid  to  Ireland,  which  is  a  great  happiness. 
The  other  day.  Father  Philips,  the  Queen's  confessor,  was  sent  to 
the  Tower  by  the  Lords,  accused,  as  I  hear,  of  high  treason. 
Mons.  Vendome  and  the  French  Ambassador  were  yesterday  at 
Parliament  in  his  behalf.  I  do  not  understand  anything  [is]  laid  to 
his  charge,  but  that  he  said  our  Bible  was  not  a  true  Bible,  that  the 
oath  of  allegiance  was  not  fit  to  be  taken,  and  the  Parliament 
protestation  worse  than  the  oath  of  the  late  canons.

10  at  mght.  ^^^  ^Yie  [two]  Lords  ;  truly  I  committed  towards  them  no  neglect,  for 
I  moved  his  Majesty  to  command  me  to  do  it  the  next  day,  but  it 
was  not  his  pleasure,  of  which  I  have  three  witnesses.  But  this  to 
yourself,  not  to  their  Lordships.  His  Majesty  this  day,  in  full 
Parliament,  declared  his  resolution  to  depart  on  the  18th  present. 
I  hope  by  that  time  all  things  betwixt  his  Majesty  and  the  Parlia- 
ment here  will  be  well  settled ;  however,  I  am  confident  that  will 
be  the  utmost  day  of  his  Majesty's  stay  here.

The  pre-eminence  of  my  place,  and  the  respect  due  to  my  person, 
oblige  me  to  represent  to  your  Majesty  the  great  grievance  and 
prejudice  I  have  received  by  the  Parliament  infringing  the  right 
of  Ambassadors  and  the  public  faith  under  which,  and  your  royal 
protection,  I  ought  to  enjoy  all  assurance,  by  a  suspicion  impeaching 
my  upright  intentions  and  the  sincerity  I  have  always  professed 
and  endeavoured  to  demonstrate  in  whatever  concerns  your  royal 
service,  and  the  conveniences  of  your  kingdom.  Persuaded  without 
ground  sufficient  that  an  action  so  unjust  as  to  hold  intelligence  in 
Ireland  with  the  unquiet  in  the  present  disorder  could  be  mine, 
they  have  opened  my  packets  and  read  the  letters  to  me  from 
Dublin  from  such  as  there  attended  the  transporting  of  the  4,000 
men  which  by  your  gracious  permission  I  was  to  send  for  Spain  ; 
for  to  this  number  was  reduced  the  10,000  of  the  first  grant, 
wherein  if  I  had  not  been  hindered  probably  this  disquiet  had 
been  avoided;  which  your  Majesty's  great  prudence  prevented, 
granting  license  for  the  extraction  of  them.  And  this  expedient, 
being  so  contrary  to  this  jealousy  and  directly  destroying  it,  even 
though  I  were  a  subject  upon  whom  it  might  be  fixed,  and  that  in 
the  letters  read  there  had  not  been  found  wherewith  to  undeceive 
them,  the  public  injury  done  to  me  falls  the  more  sensibly  the 
greater  the  wisdom  and  repute  of  the  Parliament  which  resolved 
upon  it.  Wherefore  I  thought  fit  to  despatch  an  express  to  give 
an  account  to  your  Majesty  of  what  hath  happened,  and  to  ofier  to 
your  royal  consideration  the  greatness  of  the  offence  against  the 
King,  my  master,  my  quality  of  Ambassador,  and  my  person ;  that 
you  may  please  to  command  due  satisfaction,  that  so  his  Catholic 
Majesty  may  be  assured  that  his  Ambassadors  shall  be  hereafter 
treated  with  the  decency  and  respect  due  to  the  quality  of  their 
place,  and  the  representation  of  his  royal  person.

The  rebellion  in  Ireland 
grows  very  dangerous,  and  is  like  to  give  us  great  trouble. 
Parliament  resolves  to  send  thither  6,000  foot  and  2,000  horse  out 
of  England,  but  the  commanders  are  not  known ;  only  it  is  said 
Sir  John  Conyers  shall  command  the  horse,  and  Sir  Jacob  Ashley 
part  of  the  foot.  The  Earl  of  Leicester  is  Lord  Lieutenant  and 
General  of  all  the  forces  to  be  employed  there.  Some  ships  are  to 
be  employed  on  that  coast.  We  expect  the  King  here  on  Saturday 
week.  If  there  be  not  a  hearty  and  perfect  union  between  the 
King  and  his  people  here,  we  shall  be  presently  confounded,  having 
in  his  Majjesty's  dominions  so  many  great  distractions.  I  doubt  the 
French  have  an  eye  upon  us,  seeing  us  so  broken  and  divided  at

72.  Thomas  Wiseman  to  [the  same].  Parliament,  I  believe,  will 
not  cease  to  sit  till  the  business  of  religion  be  better  settled,  and 
the  Sectaries  and  Separatists,  whereof  in  London  and  the  parts 
contiguous  are  more  than  many,  be  suppressed  and  punished.  The 
late  rebellion  in  Ireland,  it  is  conceived,  will  be  more  easily 
mastered  by  the  Protestants  there  than  at  first  [was  thought], 
because  Sir  Jacob  Ashley  and  Sir  John  Oonyers,  who  were  designed 
as  commanders,  now  do  not  go  at  all ;  only  from  hence  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  [Earl  of  Leicester],  Lord  Conway,  [Thos.]  Lord  Cromwell, 
and  such  other  noblemen  and  gentry  as  have  commands  there,  will 
away  suddenly.  From  Scotland  1,000  soldiers  shall  be  speedily 
sent  away,  they  say,  if  passage  may  be  found  to  transport  them. 
What  has  been  discovered  there  since  my  last,  you  will  perceive  by 
the  inclosed,  as  it  goes  up  and  down  with  us  in  print ;  but  ofttimes 
we  have  much  more  printed  than  is  true,  especially  when  anything 
concerns  the  Papists,  whom,  though  they  are  bad  enough,  our 
Preciser  sort  strive  to  make  yet  worse ;  and  between  them  in  no 
discoveries  can  we  meet  with  truth.  Marquis  Hamilton  is  received 
again  into  favour,  but  he  never  will  be  into  the  good  opinion  of  those 
who  know  him  well,  and  his  devices  to  save  his  own  stake  here  in 
England.  I  pray  God  bless  our  good  King,  and  send  him  safe 
hither  again.  I  know  not  what  to  think  of  it,  all  things  going  so 
mysteriously  both  here  and  there,  and  will  do  still  so  long  as  our 
Houses  of  Parliament  do  not  better  agree.  The  Commons  here  are 
about  to  make  remonstrance,  we  hear,  to  the  Lords,  of  the  mis- 
government  of  this  kingdom  for  15  years,  and  therein  crave  that 
his  Majesty  may  neither  make  Privy  Councillors  nor  Officers  of 
State  without  consent  of  Parliament,  and  that  the  Earl  of  Essex 
may  have  sole  power  under  the  King  to  raise  men  throughout 
England  as  often  as  occasion  shall  be  ;  which  demands  are  of  great 
height.  Father  [Robert]  Philips  was  last  week  committed  to  the 
Tower  by  the  Lords  for  denying  to  take  the  Oath  of  Allegiance 
upon  our  Bible,  and  meddling  too  much  in  his  presbyterial  func- 
tions ;  but  whether  as  related  in  the  enclosed  pamphlet  I  know 
not,  in  which  you  may  likewise  perceive  what  a  gallant  speech 
Marquis  Hamilton  hath  made  in  the  Parliament  in  Scotland  since  his 
readmission  into  the  King's  favour,  and  that  it  now  appears  who 
is  the  patron  of  those  members  of  oui's  that  carry  the  greatest 
sway  in  the  Commons.  They  may  be  deceived  in  one  chief  aim,  as 
is  shrewdly  guessed,  by  the  Protestants,  for  altering  our  Church 
government  to  that  of  Scotland,  which  notwithstanding  will  never  be 
accomplished  by  the  general  consent  of  Parliament.  Old  AVilliam 
Murray,  a  friend  told  me,  was  this  day  sworn  from  a  Groom  to  be 
Gentleman  of  the  King's  Bedchamber  ;  if  true,  such  a  mark  of  trust 
has  not  been  known  to  be  given  to  men  of  his  quality.

Nov.  11,        73.  H.  Cogan   to  [the  same].     The  Commons   have   since   this 
Charing  Cross,  week  sat  upon  a  Remonstrance,  which  I  hear  they  mean  to  publish, 
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to  let  the  world  know  in  what  state  the  kingdom  was  when  first 
they  met,  and  in  what  condition  it  now  is,  for  the  satisfaction  of 
such  as  seem  not  contented  with  what  is  already  done.  The 
Marquis  [Hamilton]  and  the  Earls  [of  Argyle  and  Lanerick]  re- 
turned to  Edinburgh,  the  Parliament,  with  the  King's  consent, 
having  first  declared  they  had  not  done  amiss,  both  for  the  peace 
and  safety  of  that  kingdom  and  their  own  safeguard,  to  absent 
themselves  as  they  did.  Earls  Montrose  and  Crawford  petitioned 
the  Parliament  to  be  released  out  of  prison  upon  bail.  The  first 
was  admitted  to  the  liberty  of  the  castle  and  visitation  of  his 
friends ;  the  other  continues  close  prisoner,  and  is  likely  to  be  so. 
The  rebellion  in  Ireland  is  not  so  bad  as  was  reported  here ;  the 
rebels  being  all  naked  men,  and  the  nobility  of  that  party  and  religion 
have  desired  to  be  employed  in  suppressing  them.  I  was  told 
yesterday,  by  one  of  our  Parliament  men,  that  he  heard  the  Scots 
planted  in  Ulster  have  encountered  the  rebels,  defeated  them,  and 
hung  up  about  50  to  the  terror  of  the  rest.  It  is  said  here  the 
King  will  meet  the  Queen  at  Hampton  Court  upon  Saturday  come 
sevemiight,  but  both  mine  and  all  the  letters  that  have  come  lately 
from  Edinburgh  speak  of  no  certain  time  of  his  Majesty's  return, 
although  they  hope  it  will  be  ere  long.     [1  p.] 

Nov.  11,  74.  Capt.  Eobert  Fox  to  the  same.  The  Scots  have  sent  to  our 
Amen  House.  Parliament  that  Ireland  belongeth  entirely  to  England,  and  there- 
fore they  intend  not  to  mention  anything  thereof  in  their  Parliament 
until  they  receive  order  from  the  House  here ;  but,  after  mutual 
canvass  of  both  Houses  here,  they  purpose  to  send  thence  3,000  at 
their  own  charge,  if  all  relations  prove  true.

Lord  Dungarvan,  Lord  Wentworth,  Capt.  H.  Hearne,  Capt.  Vaughan, 
Capt.  Hayward,  and  that  Lord  Conway  shall  supply  his  own  place 
of  lieutenant-general  of  the  horse.  [Lieutenant-colonel  George] 
Monk  is  spoken  of  to  be  lieutenant-general,  and  [Henry]  Warren 
sergeant-major.  Sir  Jacob  Ashley  and  Sir  John  Conyers  desire  to 
be  excused ;  but  all  this  must  stand  or  alter  as  his  Majesty's  coming 
shall  determine.  Sir  David  Murray,  being  knighted  aboard  the 
Bonaventure,  has  made  all  his  sons  esquires.  The  Lord  Admiral 
received  letters  from  Sir  H.  Vane,  importing  that  bis  Majesty  was 
not  resolved  when  to  come.  Capt.  Carteret  I  meet  often  upon  the 
Exchange,  but  whether  he  be  resident  in  the  town  I  know  not. 
The  Bishops  should  yesterday  have  had  their  hearing,  but  it  is  not 
time  yet.  P.S. — The  ships  nominated  to  go  for  Ireland  are  the 
Entrance,  the  Providence,  and  a  small  merchant-ship,  and  the 
Swallow  is  to  be  fitted  up  according  to  order.

Yours  of  Oct.  5  came  to  my  hands,  but  nothing  from  Sir  Oliver 
Fleming.  The  King's  return  is  yet  uncertain,  though  surely  his 
presence  was  never  more  necessary.  The  Scots  are  likely  to  obtain 
their  desires  in  all  things  that  concern  the  settlement  of  the  public. 
The  chief  end  of  his  Majesty's  stay  there  is  conceived  to  be  for  the 
saving  of  some  persons  that  are  obnoxious.  The  rebellion  in  Ireland 
is  so  general  that  they  have  already  possessed  themselves  of  eight 
whole  counties,  have  used  many  cruelties  to  and  slain  some  of  the 
English,  so  that  kingdom  is  not  without  apparent  danger  of  being  lost 
if  very  speedy  succours  be  not  sent,  which  the  Parliament  is  very 
sensible  of  ;  but  if  they  intend  to  keep  the  ordering  of  those  forces 
within  themselves,  I  much  fear  the  slowness  of  the  motions  of  that 
great  body  will  beget  inconveniences  which  will  not  appear  to  them 
till  too  late.  Parliament  has  done  little  of  importance  since  the 
recess  ;  the  Bill  for  removing  the  Bishops  out  of  our  House  sticks 
there,  and  whether  we  shall  get  it  passed  or  not  is  very  doubtful, 
unless  some  assurance  be  given  that  the  rooting  out  of  the  function 
is  not  afterwards  intended.

Last 
Monday  a  tailor  in  Whitecross  Street,  walking  in  the  fields  there- 
abouts, was  by  fortune  sitting  on  one  side  of  a  high  bank,  and  heard 
two  men  talking  on  the  other  side.  One  told  the  other  a  plot  was 
laid  to  kill  108  of  the  Higher  and  Lower  Houses  by  so  many 
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several  Catholics  who,  at  the  instance  of  two  priests,  whom  the  party- 
named,  had  undertaken  to  execute  it  at  their  coming  from  Parlia- 
ment, when  they  should  sit  till  evening,  as  they  do  most  days  ;  each 
Catholic  being  assigned  his  man  to  kill,  whereof  the  said  party 
aiiirmed  to  the  other  he  was  one,  and  he  would  not  fail  to  kill  liim 
he  was  assigned  to  murder.  He  said  this  was  plotted  at  my  Lord's, 
but  who  this  Lord  was  he  never  declared.  The  tailor  was  getting 
away  in  great  fear  when  he  that  had  spoken  all  this,  descrying  him, 
and  being  confident  he  had  heard  him,  made  after  him  with  his 
sword,  and  ran  him  through  his  cloak  and  clothes  in  four  or  five 
places  and  left  him,  as  he  thought,  dead.  But  they  being  gone  he 
got  up,  and  went  with  all  speed  to  the  Commons,  and  being  with 
great  importunity  admitted  he  related  these  passages.  After  long 
examination  they  sent  him  up  to  the  Lords,  who  likewise  questioned 
him  long,  and  ever  since  there  has  been  great  toil  about  finding  out 
this  matter  by  searching  recusants'  houses,  as  the  Marquis  of 
Worcester's  in  the  Strand,  Sir  Basil  Brook's,  and  others.  Whether 
this  be  a  truth  or  imposture  time  will  resolve.

Brackley.  of  the  13th  On  the  I7th,  and  as  concerning  the  Removes,  Dignities, 
&c.  As  I  had  never  mentioned  them  in  any  letter,  had  it  not  been 
in  answer  to  yours,  so  I  think  I  in  my  first  said  as  much  as  you 
say  now  to  free  myself  from  suspicion  of  expectation,  at  this  time 
especially,  and  prayed  God  bless  me  and  what  I  have  already  from 
further  oppression.  Concerning  Arthur,  as  it  was  not  our  motion 
to  draw  him  this  way,  so  it  is  not  our  intention  to  wiredraw  any 
friend  for  him.

And  in  prosecution  of  it  I  say 
further, — 1,  that  thou  art  bound  to  perform  civil  obedience  to  the 
law  of  the  land  where  thou  livest ;  2,  that  he  [the  Prince]  is  to 
command  execution  of  law  and  justice ;  3,  that  he  is  to  protect  the 
laws  and  people  commanded  by  him  and  committed  to  him  ;  4,  that 
he  is  to  maintain  the  fundamental  laws  and  liberties  of  the  king- 
dom ;  and,  5,  not  needlessly  to  exhaust  nor  prodigally  to  misspend 
the  treasure  of  the  State.  And  if  this  be  to  slight  laws,  I  understand 
not.  It  is  true,  indeed,  that  I  say  tribute  may  always  be  justly  and 
with  a  good  conscience  paid  by  the  subject,  although  it  be  some- 
times unjustly  imposed  and  extracted  by  the  ruler, — or  rather  [Jean- 
Philippe]  Paroeus  saith  it,  and  I  only  cite  him,  as  there  I  make 
apparent.  Yet  I  hope  there  is  a  vast  difference  betwixt  saying  that 
tribute  so  exacted  may  be  justly  and  with  a  good  conscience  paid 
by  the  subject,  and  saying  that  it  was  justlj'  exacted,  or  that  it 
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must  or  ought  to  be  paid.  Only,  indeed,  I  do  atHrm,  that  where 
subjects  cannot  perform  active  obedience,  yet  they  are  bound  to- 
perform  passive  obedience,  wherein  must  be,  1st,  fidelity  free  from 
conspiracy,  although  they  had  power  and  opportunity  for  it  (1  Sam. 
xxvi.  8,  9, 10;  Jer.  xxix.  7);  and  2ndly,  piety,  to  pray  ever  for  their 
oppressing  rulers.  And  if  he  who  rails  can  show  me  any  law  of 
God  or  man  to  the  contrary  I  shall  consider  of  it,  otherwise  I  shall 
consider  him  a  calumniator.  Let  Mr.  Maidwell  or  Peter  send  me 
the  book,  that  I  may  see  how  to  answer  for  myself,  and  I  will,  God 
willing,  send  them  the  price,  although  it  prove  greater  than  such  a 
little  book  can  be  worth.

Mr.  Bulkeley,  having  had  intelligence  that  the  castle 
and  town  of  Conway,  but  eight  miles  distant  from  here,  was  to  be 
surprised  by  the  recusants  of  those  parts  had  not  the  plot  been 
discovered,  sent  me  notice  of  it,  to  prevent  any  such  attempt  here, 
this  place  being  of  far  greater  consequence  for  that  the  magazine 
for  the  whole  island  lies  here.  The  power  that  the  former  constables 
of  this  castle  exercised  is  by  the  now  Lord  President  of  Wales  [John 
Earl  of  Bridgwater]  taken  off ;  so  that  I,  your  Lordship's  servant, 
cannot  command  a  man  to  watch  or  reinforce  the  castle,  be  the 
danger  never  so  great.  This  made  me  address  myself  to  Sir  Thomas 
Holland,  who  is  very  old  and  unwealdy,  the  only  deputy  lieutenant 
at  home  in  the  island,  informing  him  of  the  danger  I  conceived  then 
imminent ;  he  carelessly  slighted  it,  as  also  a  proposition  I  made 
that  the  whole  island  should  contribute  to  maintain  a  watch  of  10  or 
11  men  every  night  to  make  good  the  castle.  This  being  so,  I  held 
myself  tied  to  certify  you  hereof,  so  that  if  any  disaster  should 
happen  I  might  be  excusable.  I  cannot  imagine  why,  the  times 
considered,  the  trained  bands  of  this  island  neither  are  nor  have 
been  exercised  this  year,  nor  have  they  in  readiness  either  powder 
or  shot  to  make  any  defence  with  if  a  sudden  occasion  happen.

The  Lords  in  Parliament  lately  made  an  order 
for  sequestering  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  from  his  jurisdiction, 
which  is  to  be  performed  by  the  officers  under  him  ;  and,  knowing 
it  may  concern  you,  I  have  sent  you  a  copy  of  the  Order  by 
Mr.  Withy,  a  gentleman  of  my  acquaintance,  who  hath  had  a  long 
and  chargeable  suit  with  one  Noel  Bassano  in  your  Court,  and 
had  sentence  given  for  him  in  Candlemas  term  last,  but  can  reap 
no  benefit  of  the  same.

This  day  I  received  yours  of  the  16th  by  Sir  Hen.  Hungate,  and 
have  sent  the  list  for  the  new  sheriffs,  as  you  directed,  to  my  Lord 
Keeper  and  Lord  Newburgh,  with  the  intimation  that  his  Majesty 
intends  to  prick  the  sheriffs  the  first  Sunday  after  his  coming 
hither.  The  City  makes  very  great  preparations,  and  has  invited 
the  Queen  and  Prince  to  dine  with  his  Majesty  at  the  Guildhall 
next  Thursday.  I  am  still  so  weak  that  I  cannot  yet  go  abroad, 
but  hope  when  the  King  comes  to  town  to  wait  on  his  Majesty  at 
Whitehall.

I  am  to  see  it  supplied, 
and  I  think  may  put  in  a  curate  with  your  approbation,  having  power, 
I  suppose,  as  official.  My  predecessor  put  in  the  last  curate,  and  if  it 
belongs  to  me  now  I  would  not  willingly  lose  my  right.  The 
parishionei's  of  Stratford,  I  hear,  talk  of  uniting  the  two  chapels  in 
their  town,  and  having  but  one  curate  for  both,  and  this  man  to  be 
whom  they  please.

is  not  of  a  day's  practice,  and  they  could  not  get  much  by  keeping 
Rupert.  The  alternative,  I  believe  as  jou  do,  will  now  hourly  come 
to  the  question.  I  am  still  not  in  love  with  it,  neither  do  I  believe 
the  Protestant  Princes  will  ever  approve  of  it.  There  can  be  no 
more  danger  than  now  of  settling  the  Electorate  in  Bavaria's  house, 
for  if  the  treaty  break  [off]  there  can  be  no  peace  in  Germany,  and  so 
no  sure  settling  of  the  Electorate.  Your  character  of  Leslie  I  like 
very  well ;  I  pray  God  it  may  be  made  use  of  in  England.  Fleming 
has  been  here,  and  is  gone  for  England :  he  has  told  me  all  his 
business.

For  the  l,000i.  you 
write  of,  if  your  occasions  require  it,  I  shall  endeavour  to  give  you 
all  content  therein ;  only  afford  me  what  ease  you  can  in  the  pay- 
ment ;  for,  in  truth,  when  I  took  it  of  you,  I  had  more  respect  to  you 
than  to  myself  therein.

Farmers  of  the 
Greenwax,  and  post-fines,  Lord  Goring's  age  at  about  the  tobacco 
business,  Clerk  of  the  Hanaper,  Sir  Wm.  Parkhurst,  Sir  Robert 
Mansell,   Sir  Henry  Garway,  and  Ourteeu,  Receiver  of  the  First 
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Fruits.  The  Bishops'  collectors  for  the  tenths  are  to  have  process 
against  them  if  payment  be  not  made  by  sealing  day.  There  may 
be  some  moneys  had,  as  I  suppose,  from  Eeceivers  of  Recusants, 
Clerk  of  the  Faculties,  Mr.  Long  and  the  other  officers  of  the  Pipe  ; 
Receiver  of  Londonderry,  if  the  King  hath  not  granted  it  back  to  the 
City ;  lottery  money  in  Sir  Walter  Roberts'  hands.

Duchy  of  Lancaster 
Greenwax  farm ;  query  1  There  may  be  something  remaining  of 
Nicholson's  collection  for  the  Pretermitted  Customs  ;  enquire.  The 
issues  of  jurors  was  in  farm  to  Sir  Wm.  Brouncker  ;  there  may  be 
something  upon  that;  all  paid,  Mr.  Sands.  The  return  of  the 
sheriffs  for  Worcester  being  against  Sir  Edvv.  Spencer  and  others, 
purchasers  of  Mr.  Sands'  lands  before  he  became  indebted  to  the 
King,  as  is  alleged,  will  likely  come  to  nothing.  And  the  profits 
upon  his  river  business  are  likely  to  be  worth  nothing,  for  the 
owners  of  land  where  the  river  passeth  will  not  sufier  any  to  pass, 
but  shut  down  the  hatches  and  threaten  to  arrest  any  that  come 
upon  their  ground ;  river  to  be  seized.  But  this  being  for  the 
common  good,  'tis  conceived  they  by  law  may  be  compelled 
to  it  by  a  writ  of  Ad  quod  darnnum,  and  having  reasonable 
satisfaction  for  it ;  if  there  were  any  to  undertake  it  for  the 
King,  some  benefit  may  be  made  thereby.  The  lands  of  Lord 
Windsor  are  protected,  I  suppose,  he  being  a  peer ;  so  there  rests  only 
Sir  Matthew  Carew  and  Mi*.  Hanford  for  the  satisfaction  of  the 
debt. — Mem.  Mr.  Sands  did  offer  to  pay  the  debt  of  500?.  per  ann., 
which,  if  he  can  now  perform,  will  be  the  best  way  of  any  other. 
Mr.  Wharton :  Lands  of  Mr.  Wharton's  and  his  sureties  in  York- 
shire and  Westmoreland  are  seized  to  the  yearly  value  of  342Z.  6s.  8d. ; 
if  no  more  be  found  the  debt  will  be  12  years  in  paying.  His 
executors  to  be  here.  Mr.  Wharton  in  his  lifetime  reported  he  had  a 
coal  mine  of  good  value,  which,  if  so,  may  be  extended ;  and  if 
diligence  be  used,  more  land,  I  believe,  may  be  found  and  at  greater 
rates  than  the  sheriffs  usually  return  ;  and  the  land  already  found 
I  conceive  to  be  very  much  under- valued,  which  with  care  may  be 
amended.  Sir  Jo.  Marley :  Touching  the  extent  against  Sir  Jo. 
Marley ;  the  sheriff  of  Newcastle  on  the  2nd  of  Dec.  had  not  returned 
his  writs :  to  return  his  writ.  As  this  and  other  sheriffs  deserve 
censure  for  not  returning  their  writs  in  due  season,  so  all  or  most  of 
them  deserve  to  be  punished  for  delaying  their  accounts  two  or 
three  years  or  more.  TliC  reason  hereof,  I  am  informed,  is  the 
sergeants  having  warrant  to  attach  them,  only  take  bond  of  them 
or  their  under-sheriffs  to  account  the  term  following ;  whereas  they 
ought  to  bring  them  up  in  person,  and  deliver  them  into  the  Court 
of  Exchequer,  and  thence  to  be  sent  to  the  Fleet,  or  to  account  in 
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custodia.     Written  to  the  Barons,  they  to  be  put  in  mind.     Farmers 
of  the  Greenwax,  &c. :  The  farmers  of  the  Greenwax  demand  divers 
defalcations  out  of  their  rent,  which  being  referred  to  the  Barons  and 
Mr.  Attorney,  they  neglect  to  prosecute,  and  in  the  meantime  detain 
an  arrear  of  7,000Z.  or  8,0001.  in  their  hands,  and  also  withhold  the 
growing    rent  due    to  his  Majesty  at    Michaelmas    last.      Query, 
felons'  and  outlaws'  goods  not  in  their  grant ;  Mr.  Attorney  to  have 
notice ;  and  the  post-fines  and  issues  of  jurors  are  in  little  better 
condition.     The  best  way  to  draw  them  to  prosecute  their  reference, 
and  pay  in  their  moneys  will  be  to  sequester  the  profits  into  one  of 
the  Tellers'  hands,  nnd  to  give  order  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Extracts, 
Foreign  Apposer,  and  Clerk  of  the  Nichills  not  to  deliver  them  any 
more  estreats  till  further  directions  from  your  Lordships.     Margin : 
The  Clerk  of  the  Pipe  not  to  allow  of  their  acquittances,  and  the 
sheriffs   to   be   warned   not  to    pay    them   any   money.     Tobacco 
licenses  : — Lord  Goring  hath  6,000Z.  or  7,000?.  in  his  hands  upon  the 
licensing  the  retail  sale  of  tobacco,  because  it  is  alleged  it  must  be 
repaid  again.     It  may  be  answered  that  the  money  was  received 
from  the  patentees,  and  likely  very  short  of  the  rent  they  ought  to 
have  paid  by  their  grant ;  and  that  they  cozened  and  abused  the 
country  of  ten  times  as  much  by  excessive  prices  and  base  tobacco, 
and  therefore  [there  is]  no  reason  at  all  they  should  have  any  back 
again,  and  'tis  probable  none  of  them  expect  it.     Recusants  com- 
positions :  — Concerning  the  revenue  upon  recusants'  lands,  that  of 
the  North  parts  hath  been  raised  to  10,000L  or  12,000L  per  ann., 
and  of  the  South  to  4,000?.  or  5,000?.     For  raising  this  revenue 
Commissioners  have  from  time  to  time  made  compositions  with  the 
recusants  themselves  for  their  goods  and  two  parts  of  their  lands ; 
and  thereupon  leases   were   granted  them  under  the    Great  Seal, 
according  to  which  grants  and  agreements  they  have  paid  their 
rents.     But  now  I  understand  that  upon  process  issued  in  Trinity 
term  the  sherifis  have  made  seizures  on  those  that  had  paid  their 
composition  rents  to  the  receivers,  which  will  very  suddenly  destroy 
that  revenue,  or  reduce  it  to  nothing ;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  a 
very  small  matter  hath  come  to  the  King  that  way,  although  it  is 
like  they  will  be  very  diligent  at  first  to  make  their  service  appear.

4d  ;  and,  this  being  done,  the  recusants  may  put  in 
dilatory  pleas  that  may  avoid  it,  or  may  hold  4,  6,  or  10  terms 
before  it  be  recovered;  after  which  the  sheriff"  may,  perhaps,  keep 
it  a  year  or  two  before  it  be  paid  into  the  Exchequer,  and  then  he 
must  be  allowed  five  per  cent,  out  of  it  for  his  fee.      Also  there  will 
be  for  the  future  few  recusants  discovered  for  want  of  prosecutors, 
who  must  be  encouraged  by  rewards  for  their  pains,  of  which  this 
way  will  fail,  and  so  the  service  will  cease.    Compositions  or  grants 
according  to  the  statutes : — If  his  Majesty  please  to  take  the  rigour 
of  the  law,  being  two-thirds  of  the  recusants'  estate,  and  that  the 
compositions  already  confirmed  by  the  Great  Seal  shall  not  be  good, 
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the  most  advantageous  way  will  be  to  make  publication  by  procla- 
mation, or  otherwise,  that  wliosoever  will  come  in  and  compound 
for  the  two-thirds  of  any  recusant's  estate  shall  have  a  grant  thereof 
at  a  reasonable  rate,  payable  in  the  Exchequer,  and  that  Commis- 
sioners be  appointed  to  sit  a  certain  day  once  a  week  to  compound 
with  them  for  the  same ;  and  this  may  make  it  worth  20,000^.  or 
3O,O0OL  per  ann.,  and  not  at  all  hinder  the  ordinary  process  against 
any  not  compounded  for ;  and  this  is  according  to  the  letter  of  the 
law.  Eevenue  of  the  clergy  : — There  may  be  a  great  increase  of 
revenue  upon  the  clergy  if  it  be  thought  fit  at  this  time.  By  the 
statute  the  whole  of  one  year's  value  ought  to  be  paid  the  King, 
upon  the  admittance  of  every  one  to  any  living  which  is  in  the 
name  of  firstfruits.  Likewise  they  are  to  pay  yearly  the  tenth 
part  thereof  in  the  name  of  tenths.  Every  bishop,  dean,  vicar,  &c., 
when  he  gives  bond  for  payment  of  his  firstfruits,  also  gives 
another  bond  with  condition  that  if  hereafter  his  living  shall  be 
proved  to  be  of  more  yearly  value  than  he  is  rated  at,  he  shall 
within  one  month  answer  his  Majesty  according^ ;  which  bonds 
are  all  in  the  First  fruits'  Ofiice.  The  bishoprics  and  deaneries  have 
been  but  little  improved,  and  pay  for  the  most  part  near  a  full 
year's  value  for  their  firstfruits  ;  but  the  parsonages  and  vicarages 
are  improved  to  six  times  the  value  they  now  pay,  or  more ;  so  that 
their  bonds  being  put  in  suit  will  suddenly  bring  in  a  great  sum 
of  money,  and  the  firstfruits  and  tenths  will  be  raised  to  more  than 
treble  their  present  value.  Queries  for  consideration : — Whether 
diligence  should  not  be  used  for  the  discovery  and  recovering  of 
ship-money,  if  any  be  found,  remaining  collected  in  the  hands  o£ 
sheriffs,  and  not  paid  in.  Remainder  of  the  farm  of  40s.  per  ton  on 
wines,  debts  upon  compositions  for  defective  titles,  buildings, 
deatforestations,  fine  loans,  kniglithood  money,  compositions  for 
knights'  service,  coat  and  conduct  money  not  returned  to  the 
country,  lottery  money,  &c.  A  subordinate  oificer  most  requisite  to 
follow  the  affairs  belonging  to  Ids  Majesty's  revenue.  To  take 
notice  of  all  grants  and  farms  that  shall  pass  wherein  any  rent  shall 
be  reserved,  not  being  in  the  charge  of  any  of  the  seven  Auditors  of 
the  Exchequer,  and  to  see  the  rents  duly  paid.  The  accountants 
of  the  different  offices  named  are  to  account  at  the  times  enjoined 
by  their  grants  or  by  the  statute,  to  pay  at  the  foot  of  their  accounts, 
and  the  sheriffs  not  to  post  off  good  debts  from  one  to  another.  To 
see  commissions  issued  and  well  executed  that  concern  his  Majesty's 
revenue.  Mem. — The  commission  for  aid  money  [was]  forgotten 
for  want  of  solicitation.  To  endeavour  to  keep  his  Majesty's 
revenue  to  the  Exchequer  for  avoiding  unnecessary  charges  to 
needless  collectors  and  receivers ;  and  to  keep  the  power  of  all  the 
revenue  within  the  Lord  Treasurer's  command,  and  that  his  Majesty 
may  be  first  served  at  any  time  of  need.  That  all  bonds  be  put  in 
suit,  and  suits  prosecuted  to  an  issue,  which  now  are  not,  for  the 
recovery  of  his  Majesty's  right.  Where  petitions  are  exhibited  and 
referred,  to  attend  the  referees  on  his  Majesty's  behalf,  which  some- 
times, perhaps,  is  prejudicial  to  the  King  for  want  of  looking  to. 
To  have  an  eye  to  all  waiters  and  searchers  for  his  Majesty's  moiety 
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of  all  goods  seized  and  condemned  that  they  may  be  appraised  to 
the  value,  wherein  now  are  very  great  abuses  in  underpricing  goods, 
and  by  tidesmen  and  land-waiters  in  underhand  compounding 
without  any  legal  proceedings  at  all,  for  which  they  deserve  severe 
punishment.  To  take  care  all  port  bonds  and  all  bonds  in  the 
Exchequer  be  taken  of  able  men,  sufficient  to  answer  the  penalty 
incurred  in  case  of  forfeiture,  which  now  they  are  not,  one  in  a 
hundred.  That  some  course  be  taken  to  separate  the  debts  in  the 
Exchequer,  the  sperate  from  the  desperate,  that  the  one  may  be 
recovered  and  the  other  discharged,  and  so  continually  to  keep  the 
same,  which  will  be  a  great  ease  to  the  sheriffs,  and  his  Majesty's 
service  better  performed ;  for  now  all  debts  are  continued  in  process, 
and  are  grown  to  such  a  bulk  that  I  have  sealed  on  one  sealing 
day  20,000  or  30,000  writs  to  be  executed  in  one  vacation,  and 
they  being  intermingled,  the  good  with  the  bad,  the  sheriff  hath 
done  no  service  at  all  upon  them  but  returned  all  alike  for  the  most 
part ;  so  that  the  money  levied  hath  scarce  countervailed  the  charge 
of  parchment  cut  out  for  those  processes,  and  these  processes  go  out 
again  and  again  to  the  hundredth  generation^  ad.  inf.  To  endeavour 
the  reformation  of  abuses  of  forts  and  castles,  which  by  report  are 
great,  by  embezzling  the  stores  and  ammunition,  and  charging  the 
King  with  pay  of  more  soldiers  than  are  employed  or  paid.  For 
performance  of  all  which  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  King's  service 
to  have  an  office  established,  and  the  party  employed  with  his 
servants  to  have  constant  residence  in  or  near  Westminster,  so  as 
to  be  found  on  all  occasions,  and  to  be  checked  for  all  neglects  and 
omissions.  This  being  managed  rightly,  the  party  will  deserve  a 
good  yearly  allowance  or  fee,  and  may  save  to  his  Majesty  20,000?. 
or  80,000?.  per  annum,  which  now  is  lost  for  want  of  prosecution.

[Nov.  25.]  109.  Recommendations  submitted  to  Nicholas  suggesting  the 
substance  of  a  speech  to  be  delivered  by  the  King  on  his  public 
reception  in  the  City  of  London  on  his  return  from  Scotland. 
After  tlie  entertainment  let  his  Majesty  declare  he  is  so  much 
pleased  with  the  expression  of  their  affections  to  him  that  he  shall 
henceforward  take  care  that  the  City  may  have  a  right  under- 
standing of  him,  as  he  hath  of  the  City ;  and  he  shall  forthwith 
advise  with  his  Council  that  the  Irish  lands  may  return  unto  them 
without  any  farther  debate  in  Parliament  than  by  passing  a  Bill 
only.  He  must  take  their  last  Charter  into  consideration  again 
to  make  some  alterations  which  he  intends  shall  be  for  the  honour, 
profit,  and  quiet  of  the  City.  [Margin :  As  the  bringing  their 
election  to  a  less  company  and  adding  all  the  sub[urbs]  to  their 
government.]  This  being  done  at  that  time  the  City  will  take  it 
as  a  favour  for  their  duties  expressed  in  that  manner  to  him, 
and  not  done  out  of  any  fear  that  the  Parliament  will  force  him 
to  it.  [Margin:  If  he  take  not  this  occasion  to  do  what  the 
Parliament  will  do  for  him  let  him  not  expect  the  like  opportunity.] 
This  being  done  the  City  will  be  engaged  to  stand  by  him  against 
this  Irish   rebellion,   and  whereas  King  Pirn  will  undertake  the 
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Irish  war  if  he  may  have  the  disposal  of  all  his  English  counsellors 
and  officers  of  State,  his  Majesty  may  refuse  those  propositions 
with  safety,  having  gained  the  City ;  for  if  any  such  bargain  should 
go  on  with  King  Pim  he  cannot  undertake  anything  without  the 
City,  and  by  this  way  the  King  has  enabled  himself  to  do  the  work. 
Then  let  him  give  the  City  to  understand  that  by  the  debate  which 
has  been  with  his  Parliament  concerning  protections,  he  plainly 
sees  the  burthen  that  his  servants  have  been  unto  the  City,  and 
therefore  henceforward  he  will  take  care  to  lessen  the  number  of 
his  extraordinary  servants,  and  that  his  ordinary  servants  shall  not 
be  protected  from  the  payment  of  their  just  debts,  and  he  shall  be 
willing  to  move  the  Parliament  to  part  with  their  ancient  privileges 
so  far  as  they  are  a  stop  to  trade  and  a  hindrance  to  justice. 
[Margin :  I  know  no  reason  but  his  Majesty  may  move  in  this 
way,  which  is  just,  to  win  the  City,  for  I  am  sure  they  are  allured 
unto  the  Parliament  with  more  unjust  ways  ;  if  the  Parliament 
deny  him,  he  is  sure  of  the  City.]  Then  in  the  first  place  let  him 
give  some  satisfaction  that  his  intentions  are  to  abate  the  insolencies 
of  the  Papist,  and  likewise  to  maintain  the  government  of  the 
Church  as  he  wrote  to  you,  [on  the  18th  Oct.,  see  this  Vol.  No.  2], 
and  let  him  promise  not  only  to  say  it  but  do  it.     [1^^  p.]

On  behalf  of  the  bearer,  Captain  RoUeston,  who  desires  to  serve 
in  the  present  expedition  into  Ireland.  [Seal  with  arms  and 
coronet.     1  p.] 

112.  Sidney  Bere  to  [Sir  John  Penington].  I  arrived  here 
Monday  at  noon,  being  come  post  before  to  attend  the  King  with 
the  foreign  despatches  during  the  absence  of  Mr.  Secretary  [Vane], 
who  will  not  be  here  before  Tuesday.  In  Scotland  all  is  concluded 
with  contentment,  the  Parliament  dissolved,  and  the  business  of  the 
incendiaries  remitted  to  a  Committee  chosen  for  that  and  some  other 
things  which  could  not  be  finished  before  the  King's  coming  away. 
At  Newcastle  Secretary  Vane  was  commanded  to  deliver  up  his 
stafi"  of  Treasurer  [of  the  Household],  which  was  conferred  at  York 
on  Lord  Saville ;  it  was  long  expected  by  him,  and  the  place  of 
Secretary  he  still  keeps,  which  if  he  continue,  as  I  see  no  great 
appearance  to  the  contrary,  he  will  not  much  reflect  on  the  loss 
of  the  other.  Mr.  Cogan  has  resigned  to  me  the  sending  of  the 
weekly  passages  to  you.  This  day  the  City  is  busy  receiving 
his  Majesty;  all  is  very  stately  and  well,  but  that  I  am  told  the 
present  which  was  spoken  of  is  wanting.    The  Houses  of  Parliament 
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have  been  in  great  debates  about  a  Remonstrance,  ■which  the 
Commons  frame  shewing  the  grievances  and  abuses  of  many  years 
past ;  the  contestation  now  is  whether  to  publish  it  in  print  to  the 
public  view  or  by  petition  to  his  Majesty.  It  was  so  equally 
carried  on  a  division  that  there  were  but  11  voices  different.  It 
seems  there  are  great  divisions  between  the  two  Houses,  and  even 
in  the  Commons'  House,  which  if  not  suddenly  reconciled  may  cause 
very  great  distractions  amongst  us.  It  is  the  fear  of  many  wise 
and  well-wishing  men,  who  apprehend  great  distempers.  Mr. 
Wm.  Murray  was  never  more  in  favour  to  our  appearance,  so  that 
the  report  went  he  should  be  Gentleman  of  the  Bedchamber ; 
his  credit  will  suffice  for  the  preferment  of  my  brother  if  I  could 
hear  of  a  fit  occasion  to  engage  him  in.  I  have  dealt  with  some 
friends  to  hearken  out,  for  this  is  the  difficulty :  there  is  no 
sooner  a  vacancy  but  the  seat  is  filled  before  it  be  cold.  I  believe 
Captain  Murray  is  knighted;  the  Earl  of  Morton  is  made 
Gentleman  of  the  Bedchamber,  and  that  is  all  the  honours  I  know 
were  conferred  besides  knighthoods,  of  which  there  were  many 
among  the  Scotch  nation.  P.S. — Their  Majesties  lie  here  to-night, 
and  to-morrow  go  for  Hampton  Court,  where  how  long  they  will 
remain  is  not  yet  known.     [3  pp.] 

Nov.  25,  113.  Captain  G[eorge]  Carterett  to  the  same.  The  writer  has 
London.  made  an  agreement  with  Sir  Henry  Palmer,  and  is  to  execute  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Navy's  place  ;  intends  to  live  in  the  Navy  office 
till  he  can  get  a  fitter  place  to  serve  him  in.

Nov.  25,  114.  Captain  Eobert  Slingesby  to  [the  same].  On  Saturday 
Kusseil  street,  rQorning  I  brought  the  Happy  Entrance  to  Spithead.  She  is 
oven  ar  '^"- pj-ggen^jiy  ^q  jjg  made  ready  to  go  for  Ireland,  Captain  Owen  in 
her ;  some  of  the  Parliament  having  made  scruples  concerning  my 
fitness  for  that  employment  in  respect  of  my  brother's  near  relation 
to.  my  Lord  of  Strafford.  Yet  I  find  no  alteration  in  my  Lord 
[Admiral's]  countenance  towards  me,  and  he  says  it  will  not  pre- 
_,  ■  judice  me  for  other  employments.  I  suspect  some  that  speak  me 
fair  do  me  some  ill  offices.  When  you  find  opportunity,  as  it  were 
casually,  mention  me  to  my  Lord  with  a  favourable  character ;  I 
may  by  that  means  hope  for  an  occasion  to  vindicate  myself  of 
something  which  I  suspect  has  been  said  concerning  me,  besides 
what'  is  told  to  me  again.  Colonel  Goring,  though  he  obtained  so 
great  applause  of  the  Parliament  for  his  carriage  in  the  discovery 
of  the  conspiracy  last  summer,  yet  has  not  escaped  free  from  the 
jealousies  of  the  people.  The  town  of  Portsmouth  and  country 
about  is  so  ill-affected  towards  him,  that  they  have  complained  to 
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the  Parliament  of,  in  my  opinion,  most  silly  and  ridiculous  things 
the  general  suspicion  they  had  was-  of  his  possessing  the  Papists, 
that  lived  thereabouts,  with  the  town,  and  some  other  designs,  they 
knew  not  what.     Their  only  ground   was  that  a  boy,  whoserved  a 
captain  of  the  garrison,  had  said  the  Governor  had  promised  him 
a  barrel  of  gunpowder  to  blow  up  a  Puritan's  house  in  the  town ; 
that  he  had  admitted  a  Frenchman,  who  was  a  Papist,  to  be  a 
soldier  of  the  garrison  ;  that  he  kept  a  great  many  great  horses  in 
the  town,  which  were  six  coach  and  as  many  saddle  horses ;  and 
the  new  mound  which  is  now  making,  though  it  has  no  fortification 
towards  the  town.     They  imputed  to  him  but  a  deceitful  discovery 
of  the  last  conspiracy,  and  an  intention  to  betray  the  town  when 
the  Spanish  fleet  came,  by  shooting  away  the  powder.     The  Colonel 
has  answered  for  himself  in  Parliament,  with  great  applause.     I 
doubt  not  you  have  already  heard  of  that  senseless  discovery  of  my 
Lord  of  Worcester's  plot,  and  of  another  to  be  executed  here  in 
London,  the  two  that  revealed  them  being  found  to  be  mere  counter- 
feits, and  as  yet  I  hear  no  punishment  of  them,  but  the  book  of 
their  relations  that  was  printed  is  called  in.     I  think   the  great 
reward  given  to  Sir  [Hugh]  Clotworthy's  man  for  revealing  the 
Irish  treason  induced  these  two  to  invent  those  plots  in  hope  of 
like  reward.     There  is  a  list  of  the  most  dangerous  Papists  in  the 
kingdom  who  are  to  be  committed  to  several  prisons  to  prevent  such 
plots  as  there  are  still  jealousies  of.     A  petition  was  lately  preferred 
on  behalf  of  Episcopacy  and  Church  government,  which  was  so  ill ' 
received  by  some  in  the  House  that  a  Committee  was  appointed  to ' 
examine  whether  it  were  legally  obtained ;  some  of  the  other  side 
moving  likewise  that  it  might  be  examined  how  legally  the  former 
against  Episcopacy  was  procured.     A  City  captain,  whose  name  I 
have  forgotten,  being  examined  about  the  procurement  of  the  last 
jDctition,  for  his   insolent   demeanour   before   the  Committee,  was 
committed.

on  the  King.     Monday  last  it  was  very  hotly  debated  in  the  House 
with   great   opposition,  some   making  protestation   against  it.     It 
held  almost  all  the  night ;  at  last  being  voted  it  was  carried  by 
eleven  voices  for  the  Remonstrance.     Yet  they  have  since  fallen 
upon  it  again,  and  mitigated   some   things  which  occasioned   the 
greatest  opposition,  yet  doth  it  not  pass  freely  those  who  before 
oppugned  it.  '  The  King's  magnificent   reception  by  the  City.      I 
observe  a  very  great  alteration  of  the  affections  of  the  City  to  what 
they  were  when  I  went  away.     They  say  a  great  present  is  to  be 
presented  to  the  King  after  dinner,  and  a  petition  such  as  he  will 
be  very  glad  to  receive.

His 
Grace  asked  if  he  had  the  paper  of  directions  his  Grace  gave  him 
when  he  was  to  go  on  the  Metropolitical  visitation,  which  he  said  he 
had  and  promised  to  look  it  up.  His  Grace  expressed  its  substance 
touching  the  railing  in,  the  setting  up  at  the  east  end  the  com- 
munion table,  and  the  receiving  thereat,  which  particulars  his  Grace 
said  he  commanded  not,  but  told  him  he  held  them  decent  and 
fitting,  and  directed  him  that  where  the  people  might  be  brought  to 
a  liking  of  them  he  should  cause  them  to  be  done,  but  where  they 
would  not  he  should  not  press  them  otherwise  than  by  persuasions 
and  not  suspend  or  compel  or  excommunicate  them.  All  which 
Sir  Nathaniel  confessed,  and  said  he  had  not  urged  any  further  than 
in  a  fair  way,  and  gave  example  of  one  to  whom  he  gave  direction 
that  he  should  fairly  persuade  them  to  it ;  and  the  man  asking. 
What  if  they  wiU  not  ?  then  said  he.  Win  them  to  it  by  good  means. 
But  what  if  yet  they  will  not  come  up  to  receive  ?  then  said  Sir 
Nathaniel,  Why  then  go  down  to  them,  and  confessed  that  such  were 
his  Grace's  directions,  and  said  he  would  look  up  the  paper.     [1  p.]

Nor  do  I  or  others  see  any- 
tliing  to  cavil  at,  saving  that  whereas  I  say  that  "  if  Princes  command 
anything  which  subjects  may  not  perform  because  it  is  against  the 
laws  of  1,  God ;  2,  nature  ;  or  3,  impossible ;  yet  subjects  are  bound 
to  undergo  the  punishment  without  either  resistance  or  reviling  "  ; 
there  is  a  marginal  note  here,  "I  know  no  other  case  but  one  of  these 
three  wherein  a  subject  may  excuse  himself  with  passive  obedience, 
but  in  all  other  he  is  bound  to  active  obedience,"  out  of  which  words 
if  any  would  infer  that  I  exclude  the  laws  of  the  realm;  ],  he 
infers  more  than  I  intended,  and  I  hope  not  to  be  condemned  by  other 
men's  inferences  ;  2,  the  inference  must  be  made  out  of  a  marginal 
note,  and  that  is  no  part  of  the  printed  sermon,  as  is  pretended ; 
3,  it  is   contrary  to  my  general  drift;    4,  it   is   contrary  to   the 
particular  drift  of  that  place  where  the  words  of  the  section  begin 
thus—"  And  as  rulers  may  justly  challenge  this  honour  to   their 
persons,  so  may  they  with  no  less  right  call  for  obedience  to  their

I  cannot  learn  but  that  the 
place  of  Secretary  is  likely  to  remain  with  us,  and  so  I  am  little 
or  no  loser  by  the  departure  of  the  White  Staff,  [of  Treasurer  of 
the  Household],  nor  is  his  Honour  [Vane]  sorry  for  it,  considering 
the  times.  We  have  however  a  second  Secretary  of  State  made,  a 
person  long  designed  thereunto,  even  by  the  public  voice  and  opinion, 
and  that  is  [Sir  Edward]  Nicholas,  who  on  Monday  last,  his  Majesty 
being  at  Whitehall,  was  knighted  and  sworn  Secretary.  For  the 
Parliament,  I  understand  the  divisions  remain  yet  very  great 
amongst  them.

The  inhabitants  cannot  choose  their 
own  curate  unless  they  pay  his  maintenance,  nor  except  they  have 
used  time  out  of  mind  so  to  do.

The 
day  after  his  coming  he  was  expected  at  the  Parliament,  but  went 
away  to  Hampton  Court.  He  came  again  last  Monday,  and  was 
expected  on  Tuesday  at  the  House,  but  went  back  the  same  night. 
Since  thea  a  petition  [see  above,  Dec.  1,  No.  1]  has  been  sent  him  con- 
cerning the  Remonstrance  which  formerly  bred  so  much  debate;  and 
to  desire  the  nomination  of  the  great  officers  [of  State],  as  granted 
to  the  Parliament  of  Scotland.  This  day  the  King  came  to  London 
again ;  at  noon  it  was  questioned  whether  he  would  go  to  the 
House  or  no,  but  I  hear,  since,  he  is  gone.  The  factious  citizens 
begin  to  come  again  to  the  House  with  their  swords  by  their  sides, 
hundreds  in  companies, ;  their  pretence  is  only  against  Episcopacy. 
One  of  the  House  was  strictly  examined  by  them  of  which  side  he 
was,  in  such  a  manner  that,  with  good  words,  he  was  glad  to  slip 
from  them.  After  he  was  gone  some  of  them  were  heard  to  name 
him,  saying  it  was  such  an  one,  "  the  greatest  enemy  we  have." 
He  made  complaint  of  it  to  the  House,  and  yesterday  at  a  conference 
between  the  two  Houses  this  was  mentioned,  and  a  declaration 
agreed  to,  to  prohibit  the  like  assemblies  hereafter.  Captain  Fenne 
[John  Ven],  one  of  the  burgesses  for  the  City,  is  accused  of  procuring 
these  tumults  by  saying  in  Mr.  Bradborne's  shop  in  Cheapside, 
"  You  must  go  to  the  Parliament  with  your  swords,  for  that  party 
"  which  is  best  for  the  Commonwealth  is  like  to  be  over-voted."

Lord 
Saville  had  the  staff  of  Treasurer  of  the  Household  given  him  at 
York  in  Sir  Henry  Vane's  place,  who,  it  is  thought,  will  not  be 
Secretary  long  ;■  he  has  very  ill  luck  to  be  neither  loved  nor  pitied 
of  any  man.

I  have  likewise  this  day  received 
Paris.  notice  out  of  England  from  a  private  friend,  that  my  behaviour  in 
my  employment  here  has  been  lately  questioned  by  some  of  the 
House  of  Commons  at  a  joined  council  with  the  Lords,  grounded  upon 
my  familiar  conversing  with  those  fugitives,  as  they  term  them, 
who  are  now  in  Paris ;  not  without  some  jealousy  that  the  French, 
together  with  them,  might  join  in  the  embroilment  of  Ireland.  I 
can  employ  no  man's  justification  herein  more  properly  than  yours, 
to  whom  I  proposed  this  difficulty  before  coming  out  of  England, 
and  received  your  leave  to  converse  freely  but  not  to  cabalize  with 
them.  For  my  behaviour  to  the  Parliament  I  only  appeal  to  my 
despatches  to  you,  to  some  letters  I  have  written  to  Sir  Henry 
Vane  your  son,  and  to  some  duplicates  I  have  of  late  in  your 
absence  sent  to  Lord  Saye ;  wherein  my  vigilancy  over  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  nation  may  clearly  be  manifested.  I  call  God  to 
witness  that  since  my  coming  hither  I  have  found  in  these  English 
persons  of  note  no  expressions  but  of  most  earnest  wishes  of  good 
intelligence  between  his  Majesty  and  his  subjects,  and  of  their  own 
peaceable  repatriation  by  way  of  grace,  as  they  only  and  passionately 
desire.  If  I  had  ever  discovered  anything  to  the  contrary,  or  that 
they  had  atiy  hand  in  the  Irish  rebellion,  I  should  not  only  have 
avoided  the  sight  of  them,  but  given  speedy  notice  thereof.  I  know 
not  why  my  accompanying  any  of  them  to  Charanton  should  be  a 
greater  fault  than  my  former  meeting  them  at  my  Lord  Ambassa- 
dor's Chapel ;  and  if  by  sometimes  putting  some  of  their  letters  in 
my  packet  I  have  offended,  I  have  therein  done  no  more  than  a 
person  of  greater  note  did  before  me,  and  if  the  Parliament  had  at 
any  time  a  mind  to  open  them,  I  conceive  it  no  disservice  to  them 
that  they  know  so  readily  where  to  find  them.  I  know  myself  to 
have  so  little  merited  the  ill  opinion  of  the  Parliament  in  this,  that 
I  doubt  not  if  you  will  acquaint  them  with  the  manner  of  my  pro- 
ceeding, signified  in  my  former  despatches,  your  favour  will  easily 
obtain  my  justification.

37.  Order  of  the  King  in  Council  touching  a  Commission  to  be 
appointed  for  balancing  his  Majesty's  Eevenue,  and  retrenching  his 
Household  expenses.  This  day  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to  declare 
how  necessary  he  thought  it  at  this  time  to  enter  into  a  serious 
consideration  of  his  subsistence,  and  so  order  his  expenses,  as  not 
to  live  longer  from  hand  to  mouth  as  of  late  he  had  done  by  reason 
the  Bill  of  Tonnage  and  Poundage  hath  not  been  passed  to  him  for 
continuance,  as  usually  and  time  out  of  mind  it  had  been  to  his  pre- 
decessors, but  only  for  a  few  months  or  weeks,  and  so  renewed ; 
which  his  Majesty  further  declared  to  be  dishonourable  for  him  to 
accept  any  more  in  that  way ;  but  that  his  resolution  was  firm  no 
way  to  infringe  the  liberty  and  propriety  of  his  subjects,  nor  yet  to 
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suffer  himself  to  be  starved  or  bought  out  of  any  more  flowers  of 
his  Crown.  That  it  was,  therefore,  his  royal  pleasure  a  Commission 
should  be  forthwith  directed  to  so  many  of  his  Privy  Council, 
together  with  the  Earl  of  Denbigh,  as  are  hereafter  mentioned,  or 
any  five  or  more  of  them,  authorising  them  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  present  state  of  all  his  Majesty's  yearly  Revenues  which  are 
of  his  undoubted  right,  setting  aside  such  part  of  the  Customs  as 
hath  usually  been  granted  by  bill  of  Tonnage  and  Poundage ;  and 
for  this  end  to  call  to  them  such  of  his  Majesty's  ministers  as  they 
think  fit,  for  their  better  information ;  and  to  frame  a  balance  of 
his  Majesty's  said  revenues  and  of  all  his  expenses  ordinary  and 
extraordinary,  and  to  make  such  retrenchment  of  his  Majesty's 
expenses,  as  well  Household  as  otherwise,  that  he  may  be  able  to 
subsist,  though  below  his  kingly  dignity,  upon  his  own  Revenue 
without  burdening  his  subjects,  in  case  the  duties  of  Tonnage  and 
Poundage  shall  be  refused  to  be  granted  him  in  such  sort  as  they 
have  been  granted  to  his  Royal  predecessors.  Of  all  which  the  said 
Commissioners  are  to  make  a  representation  to  his  Majesty  that 
the  same  may  be  proceeded  in  as  shall  be  found  most  agreeable  to 
his  Majesty's  foresaid  gracious  intention.  The  Attorney- General  is 
to  prepare  a  draught  of  such  commission  to  be  considered  by  his 
Majesty.

Protestant  will  be  rooted  out,  which  those  rebels — the  foundation 
of  whose  religion  is  written  in  letters  of  blood — do  only  oppose.

of  a  sudden  surprise  by  their  bloody  hands,  by  means  whereof  the 
trade  of  this  city  and  kingdom  is  of  late  much  more  decayed  than 
it  hath  been  for  many  years  past,  no  man  following  his  trade 
cheerfully  while  the  lives  of  himself  and  family  and  the  safety  of 
the  kingdom  are  in  danger,  and  while  he  knows  not  how  soon  he 
may  feel  the  like  cruelty  from  the  Papists  and  their  adherents  as 
those  in  Ireland  have,  which  if  ever  it  should  happen  this  assembly 
miTst  expect  a  deep  share  in  their  malice  and  cruelty,  against  whom 
tliey  have  already  by  themselves  and  their  abettors  endeavoured  to 
raise  a  disrespect  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  to  divide  the  King's 
Majesty  and  his  Parliament,  and  seditiously  to  misconstrue  the 
citizens'  loyal  entertainment  of  his  Majesty  to  be  a  deserting  of  this 
honourable  assembly ;  the  least  thoughts  whereof  petitioners  utterly 
abhor.

Concerning  the 
place  of  young  Sir  Henry  Vane  [Treasurer  of  the  Navy],  I  had 
by  accident  some  speech  with  his  honour  [Sec.  Nicholas]  concerning 
it,  [who  informed  me]  that  he  had  moved  the  King  provisionally,  in 
case  he  [Vane]  were  dismissed,  and  I  am  sure  he  did  it  with  much 
earnestness,  professing  he  was  bound  in  duty  to  the  good  of  his 
Majesty's  service  so  to  do,  none  being  so  fit  for  that  employment  as 
yourself.  It  is  time  to  employ  your  friends  about  it,  for,  although 
I  cannot  say  Sir  Henry  is  yet  absolutely  out,  he  does  not,  I  am 
told  by  some  of  that  House  [of  Commons],  ofilciate  any  more.  Sir 
William  Russell  having  received  command  to  attend  the  place  him- 
self, and  that  he  has  this  month  given  him  to  clear  his  accounts 
and  so  to  be  dismissed ;  and  I  find  his  father  [Sec.  Vane]  gives  [up] 
the  place  for  as  good  as  lost.  I  hear  Sir  William  Pennyman  stands 
for  the  place.  The  report  of  removes  increases  daily.  Sir  Henry 
Mildmay,  Master  of  the  Jewel  House,  Lord  Newport,  Master  of  the 
Ordnance,  Mr.  [Cornelius]  Holland,  Clerk  Comptroller  to  the  Prince, 
and  others  come  into  the  number,  but  as  yet  I  cannot  write  you 
with  certainty  which  of  them  are  actually  dismissed ;  but  divers 
such  changes  are  daily  expected.  For  the  proceedings  of  the 
Parliament  you  have  them  here  inclosed  until  Monday,  which  day 
there  happened  some  disorder  concerning  the  prisoners  in  Newgate, 
who  being  to  suffer,  and  understanding  the  priests  condemned  with 
them  were  not,  but  [were]  in  hope  of  reprieve,  seized  the  gaoler's 
keys  and  made  themselves  masters  of  the  prison;  but  the  train- 
bands coming  up  that  day  forced  them  to  [sur]render,  and  next  day 
they  were  hanged,  not  without  great  murmuring  of  the  common 
people.  The  saving  of  the  priests  is  yet  a  point  debated  in  the 
Parliament,  and  I  am  told  will  hardly  be  obtained.  In  the  mean 
time  these  intervenient  things  add  much  to  the  distractions  and 
distempers  of  the  time,  which  I  pray  God  to  give  a  better  end  unto 
than  at  present  there  is  any  great  appearance  for  to  hope  it.  The 
King  was  now  lately  again  in  Parliament  to  second  his  instances 
for  the  Irish  business,  in  which  speech,  his  Majesty  having  spoken 
something  concerning  a  Bill  intended  to  be  passed  for  pressing  men, 
it's  conceived  a  breach  of  Parliament,  and  thereupon  some  motion 
is  intended  to  be  made.  We  have  here  a  great  talk  that  the  Eang 
wUl  put  down  his  Household  diets,  and  reduce  it  to  the  foot[ing]  of 
France,  not  being  able  longer  to  uphold  it.  Certain  it  is,  here  is 
great  want  of  money,  and  never  [was]  seen  more  scarcity  in  Court. 
Mr.  Secretary  has  not  yet  his  diet  nor  chamber  mess.  Lord  Newark 
was  yesterday  sent  to  the  Black  Rod  for  having  spoken  some  words 
in  the  House,  which  I  cannot  yet  certainly  learn,  and  my  Lord 
Archbishop  of  York  was  like  also  to  come  to  the  Bar.  I  am  told 
the  Lower  House  did  yesternight  vote  the  printing  of  the  Remon- 
strance, which  savours  not  well  with  the  Court,  and  cannot  but 
displease  much  if  [it  should  he]  efiected.  P.S. — The  Scots  press 
much  for  a  Declaration  of  the  Irish  to  be  rebels,  and  many  formalize 
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not  a  little  upon  it,  that  it  was  so  readily  done  against  the  Scots 
and  here  so  slowly.     [3|  pp.] 

62.  Thomas  Wiseman  to  the  same.  Your  friends  wish  you  had 
a  less  dangerous  employment  for  the  winter,  or  that  you  would  so 
much  respect  your  own  safety  as  to  give  over  the  seas.  Had  you 
been  here  there  might  have  been  opportunity  to  settle  yourself  in 
young  Sir  Henry  Vane's  place,  which  I  suppose  would  be  every 
way  agreeable  to  you.  Changes  in  office  as  above.  The  Parlia- 
ment are  every  day  at  great  heats,  and  few  days  pass  but  some  one 
or  other  is  sent  to  the  Tower.  The  Commons  yesterday  voted  the 
Remonstrance  to  be  printed,  but  above  50  members  made  their 
protestations  to  be  entered  against  it.  I  fear  it  will  beget  no  good 
blood.  I  doubt  we  are  not  far  from  ruin,  unless  God  in  mercy 
unite  the  hearts  of  the  Parliament  to  the  King  and  people.  His 
Majesty  this  week  set  forth  a  proclamation  for  establishing  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  according  to  the  laws  of  the  kingdom,  and 
another  to  summon  all  the  members  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament 
to  appear  there  by  the  12th  of  next  month,  which  doth  not  very  well 
please  the  Preciser  party.  The  rebellion  in  Ireland  grows  more 
dangerous  every  day,  and  the  Commons  have  determined  to  send 
forthwith  10,000  Scots  to  assist  the  Protestants  there,  and  that 
400,000L  be  raised  more  to  discharge  all  payments ;  which  I  assure 
you  is  a  great  deal  of  money,  considering  what  has  been  raised 
before.  It  is  like  to  be,  as  you  say,  a  "  long  Parliament."  [Seal 
with  arms  and  crest.

63.  Captain  Robert  Slingesby  to  the  same.  Since  the  tumultuous 
solicitation  of  the  Parliament,  which  you  heard  of  last  week,  by 
the  ruder  sort  of  people,  some  of  the  better  sort  of  the  same  faction 
came  in  good  numbers  to  the  House,  accoutred  in  the  best  manner 
they  could,  and  in  coaches,  to  prevent  the  aspersion  that  they  were 
of  the  basest  sort  of  people  only  which  were  that  way  affected. 
The  effect  of  their  petition  was  the  removal  of  the  popish  Lords 
and  Bishops  out  of  the  Upper  House,  to  whom  they  imputed  the 
stop  of  those  Acts  which  had  passed  the  Lower  House  [for]  the 
settling  of  religion.  A  complaint  [was  made]  of  some  ill  affected 
persons  in  the  City  who  endeavoured  to  hinder  their  petition, 
wherein  my  Lord  Mayor  was  comprehended ;  who  the  day  before 
had  ordered  all  the  constables  to  raise  their  watches  and  be  ready 
in  arms,  which  was  very  ill  resented  by  the  House.  The  day 
after  the  delivery  of  the  petition  the  King  set  out  a  proclamation 
commanding  the  severe  execution  of  the  laws  against  the  contemners 
of  the  Common  Prayer  Book,  and  another  for  all  who  had  right  to 
sit  in  Parliament  to  repair  thither  by  Jan.  12th.  These  gave  great 
distaste  to'  that  faction  of  the  City  which  were  the  petitioners. 
Last  week  there  were  seven  priests  condemned  but  reprieved  by 
the  King,  and  many  for  other  crimes  ;  Monday  being  appointed  for 
their  execution  somebody  had  conveyed  some  arms  into  Newgate 
the  night  before,  so  they  seized  the  prison,  but  at  night  were 
overmastered  and  the  next  day  hanged.     The  business  of  Ireland 
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is  in  very  ill  terms ;  Dublin,  the  only  place  left,  is  in  great  danger, 
yet  preparations  go  slowly  on  here ;  the  act  for  pressing  men  is 
stopped  by  some  circumstances  which  the  King  conceived  intrenched 
on  his  prerogative.  No  more  levies  of  English  are  spoken  of 
besides  the  three  regiments  first  mentioned.  The  House  has  voted 
to  entertain  10,000  Scots,  who  are  to  arm  themselves  but  be 
supplied  with  the  like  number  of  arms  from  hence ;  by  which  they 
will  be  no  losers.  It  is  reported  the  Earl  of  Essex  shall  go  Lieutenant 
into  Ireland,  my  Lord  of  Leicester  be  Lord  Chamberlain,  Sir  John 
Bankes  made  a  Baron  and  Lord  Treasurer.  The  House  is  much 
distasted  at  the  reprieve  of  the  priests,  and  at  the  foreign  Ambas- 
sadors for  meddling  in  it,  especially  at  the  French,  who  laid  down 
some  reasons  which  aggravated  their  distaste.  Yesterday  the 
Commons  fell  upon  the  Eemonstrance  they  had  formerly  presented 
to  the  King  but  had  received  no  answer.  It  was  hotly  debated 
whether  it  should  be  printed  or  not ;  at  last  being  voted  it  was 
carried  by  many  voices  to  be  printed,  yet  about  100  did  protest 
against  it,  with  a  motion  if  it  were  not  contrary  to  the  orders  of 
the  House,  and  desired  their  names  might  be  printed  with  it. 
That  was  to  avoid  the  penalty  of  Mr.  Palmer  who  was  before 
committed  for  protesting  against  it.  It  was  after  debated  whetlier 
to  protest  against  anything  that  is  voted  in  the  House  be  not 
contrary  to  the  orders  of  the  House ;  and  it  is  thought  that  some 
of  the  protesters  will  be  questioned  for  it.  Another  remonstrance 
is  expected  to  come  out  presently  in  the  King's  name  in  answer 
to  that  of  the  Parliament.  We  hear  of  the  late  disaster  to  the 
Eoebuck,  and  have  been  very  sensible  of  the  extreme  tempestuous 
weather  you  have  had  so  long  together.  [Wrongly  dated  "Jan.  16, 
1641,"  6^^  endorsed  by  Penington  "Dec.  16,"  which  is  obviously 
correct.

Lord  Newark,  who 
was  committed  to  the  Black  Rod,  was  last  night  released.  The 
Remonstrance  to  be  printed.  The  King  intends  to  print  his 
manifesto.  This  morning  my  Lord  Duke  [of  Richmond  and 
Lennox],  and  the  Lord  Chamberlain,  were  sent  to  the  King  to 
desire  the  condemned  priests  might  sufier.  This  day's  debate  hath 
been  about  the  Irish  business,  and  once  more  to  lessen  our  pay. 
They  have  been  also  upon  a  Protestation  to  the  King  for  breach 
of  the  privileges  of  Parliament  in  taking  notice  of  businesses 
depending  before  they  had  passed  both  Houses.  There  is  a  report 
of  the  King's  intentions  to  take  away  all  tables  in  Court  except 
his  own,  the  Queen's,  and  Prince's.  All  things  grow  daily  into 
a  more  dangerous  expectation ;  continual  petitions  from  all  counties 
for  and  against  Bishops  ;  those  that  come  against  them  want  no 
encouragement.  The  kingdom  of  Ireland  is,  without  a  speedy 
and  royal  supply,  utterly  lost.  Sir  Simon  Harecourt  has  got  his 
regiment,  and  our  commissions  for  my  Lord  Lieutenants  are  drawn 
and  dated  from  Saturday  last,  and  to-morrow  we  expect  a  certainty 
of  the  time  for  our  despatch.  The  act  and  orders  for  our  arrears 
are  asleep  :  God  grant  we  may  yet  recover  beyond  our  expectations 
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Whitehall. 


65.  Charles  Louis,  Elector  Palatine,  to  Sir  Thomas  Row.  Thanks 
him  for  his  exertions  in  procuring  his  brother  Rupert's  liberty.  This 
has  got  you  as  much  honour  as  it  has  augmented  our  hopes  of  some 
good  issue  in  your  other  negotiation.  I  do  still  put  the  King  in 
mind  of  his  gracious  promise  to  you,  especially  in  the  present 
change  of  ministers,  which  he  has  of  late  renewed  to  me,  and  I  will 
try  the  Queen  again  in  it  for  the  Secretary's  place  now  void  by 
the  cassation  of  Sir  Henry  Vane,  who  wants  now  both  his  white 
staff  and  inkhorn  ;  sic  transit  gloria  mundi.

or  durst  do  anything  in  a  matter  of  that  importance  without  first 
consulting  us.  And  as  for  our  propounding  any  condition,  provision, 
or  limitation  as  you  call  it,  we  must  avow  that  we  did  it  in  the 
great  zeal  we_had,  and  ever,  shall  have,  for  the  suppressing  of  the 
rebels  in  Ireland ;  the  quick  despatch  of  which  Bill  being,  as  we 
conceive,  one  very  good  means  for  the  effecting  thereof,  which 
could  not  have  been  soon  despatched  had  the  Bill  passed  both 
Houses  in  a  way  whereto  we  could  not  have  given  our  Royal  consent. 
But  we  cannot  acknowledge  that  we  have  expressed  displeasure

Sir  John  Pennington's  letter.  For  aught  I  find  no  reparation  is 
to  be  expected  from  the  flyboat,  for  it  appears  to  me  the  loss  came 
not  tiU  after  midnight,  and  the  party  is  ready  to  make  oath  that 
this  disaster  [the  foul]  fell  out  between  8  and  9  that  evening. 
Moreover  it  appears  it  was  in  a  storm,  and  in  that  storm  the  flyboat 
had  spent  all  her  anchors  and  cables,  for  so  the  letter  imports  where 
it  says  the  flyboat  was  strangely  saved  by  holding  on  to  the  King's 
ship,  for  she  had  no  cable  nor  anchor  left  to  let  fall ;  nor  does  it 
appear  from  the  letter  that  the  Roebuck '  had  any  light  hung  out 
or  that  any  man  therein  called  out  to  the  flyboat  to  clear  her,  or 
that  any  wilfulness  or  oversight  is  charged  on  the  flyboat  or  her 
company  to  make  her  liable  to  give  satisfaction  for  this  loss.  So

Since  the  holidays 
began  here  have  been  such  rude  assemblies  and  multitudes  of  the 
baser  sort  of  people,  that  every  day  threatened  a  desperate  confusion, 
nor  are  we  yet  free  of  those  fears.  The  first  pretended  cause  of 
this  was  the  making  Colonel  Lunsford  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower, 
which  begat  so  general  discontent  that  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to 
remove  him  after  two  or  three  days,  and  put  Sir  John  Byron  in  his 
place,  having  made  the  other  a  knight,  and,  I  am  told,  given  him  500?. 
a  year  pension.  But  the  people  not  being,  as  it  seems,  sufiiciently 
persuaded  of  his  removal,  on  Monday  continuing  their  insolencies, 
and  meeting  Lunsford  at  Westminster,  they  foil  to  blows,  in  which 
disorder  divers  were  slightly  hurt ;  one  of  their  chief  leaders  then 
was  Sir  Richard  Wiseman,  who  was  also  hurt.  In,  fine  these 
distempers  have  so  increased  by  such  little  skirmishes  that  now 
the  train  bands  keep  watch  everywhere,  all  the  courtiers  are 
commanded  to  wear  swords,  and  a  corps-de- garde  is  built  within  the 
rails  by  Whitehall ;  all  which  fills  every  one  with  fears  and 
apprehensions  of  greater  evils.  This  day  there  has  been  great 
debating  in  the  Houses,  and  is  still.  The  Bishops  having  protested 
against  all  the  Acts  made  this  Parliament  against  them,  12  of  them 
are  now  committed,  and  two  sent  for,  whereof  York  is  one.

109.  Thomas  Smith  to  the  same.  My  Lord  Admiral  is  credibly 
informed  there  are  divers  vessels  in  lading  at  Dunkirk  with  arms 
and  ammunition  for  Ireland,  and  that  a  greater  number  are 
preparing  to  follow  them  ;  wherefore  he  desires  that  you  will  have 
a  vigilant  eye  upon  this  business.  We  are  in  daily  fears  of  uproars 
and  disorders  ;  the  'prentices  and  our  soldiers  have  lately  had  some 
bickering,  wherein  many  of  the  'prentices  were  wounded,  and  lost 
their  hats  and  cloaks.  This  was  yesterday  at  Whitehall  gate,  as 
the  'prentices  were  coming  from  demanding  an  answer  to  their 
petition  lately  exhibited  to  the  Parliament.  The  soldiers  continue 
in  great  numbers  in  Whitehall.  These  wounds  of  the  'prentices 
have  so  exasperated  them  that  it  is  feared  they  will  be  at  Whitehall 
this  day  to  the  number  of  10,000 ;  whereupon  the  soldiers  have 
increased  their  number,  built  up  a  court  of  guard  without  the  gate, 
and  called  down  the  military  company  to  their  assistance,  and  what 
will  be  the  event  God  knows.  Neither  do  the  Houses  and  King 
agree  so  well  as  I  could  wish.  The  Jesuitical  faction  according  to 
their  wonted  custom  fomenting  still  jealousies  between  the  King 
and  the  people,  and  the  Bishops  continually  concurring  with  the 
Popish  Lords  against  the  passing  any  good  bills  sent  thither  from 
the  House  of  Commons.  Their  last  plot  has  been  their  endeavour

I  cannot  say  we 
have  had  a  merry  Christmas,  but  the  maddest  one  that  ever 
I  saw.  The  disorders  of  the  'prentices,  and  the  King's  guard. 
Lunsf ord  displaced  and  Sir  John  Byron  in  his  place  [of  Lieutenant 
of  the  Tower],  who  is  little  better  accepted  than  the  other.  Luns- 
ford  being  on  Monday  last  in  [Westminster]  Hall  with  about  a  dozen 
other  gentlemen,  he  was  affronted  by  some  of  the  citizens,  whereof 
the  Hall  was  full ;  they  then  drew  their  swords,  chasing  the  citizens 
about  the  Hall,  and  so  made  their  way  through  those  who  were  in 
Palace  yard  and  King's  Street  till  they  came  to  Whitehall.  The 
Archbishop  of  York  was  beaten  by  the  'prentices  the  same  day  as 
he  was  going  into  the  Parliament.  The  next  day  they  assaulted  the 
Abbey  [of  Westminster]  to  pull  down  the  organs  and  altar,  but  it  was 
defended  by  the  Archbishop  of  York  and  his  servants,  with  some 
other  gentlemen  who  came  to  them ;  divers  of  the  citizens  were 
hurt,  but  none  killed.  Amongst  those  that  were  hurt  [was]  one 
knight,  Sir  Richard  Wiseman,  who  is  their  chief  leader.  Yesterday 
15  or  16  officers  of  the  army  standing  at  the  Court  gate  [at  White- 
hall] took  a  slight  occasion  to  fall  upon  the  citizens,  and  hurt  40  or 
50  of  them.  In  all  these  skirmishes  they  have  avoided  thrusting, 
because  they  would  not  kiU  them.  I  never  saw  the  Court  so  full 
of  gentlemen ;  every  one  comes  thither  with  his  sword.  This  day 
600  gentlemen  of  the  Inns  of  Court  came  to  offer  their  services 
to  the  King.  The  officers  of  the  army,  since  these  tumults,  have 
watched  and  kept  a  court  of  guard  in  the  Presence  Chamber,  and 
are  entertained  upon  the  King's  charge.  A  company  of  soldiers 
is  put  into  the  Abbey  for  defence  of  it.  The  House  of  Commons 
have  drawn  up  a  charge  against  the  Earl  of  Bristol,  renewing  the 
same  charge  he  was  long  since  accused  and  acquitted  of  by  the  first 
Parliament  in  this  reign.  This  day  the  Bishops  have  made  a  Pro- 
testation against  the  proceedings  of  this  Parliament,  declaring  it  no 
free  Parliament ;  this  makes  a  great  stir ;  their  favourers  think  it  done 
too  soon,  the  other  side  seem  to  rejoice  that  it  is  done,  having 
thereby  excluded  themselves  from  it  [the  Parliament].  Lord  Dillon 
is  lately  come  with  some  instructions  from  the  Irish  Parliament. 
He  was  apprehended  20  miles  out  of  town,  and  still  stands  com- 
mitted. It  is  generally  conceived  his  instructions  are  much  dis- 
tasted here.     A  paper  goes  covertly  about  called  the  Irish  Remon- 
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strance,  which  here  is  [considered]  little  better  than  a  libel.  It 
declares  their  occasion  of  rising  [to  be]  to  free  themselves  from  the 
thraldom  likely  to  be  imposed  on  their  consciences,  and  to  obtain 
the  liberty  of  their  religion  and  country ;  [they]  profess  to  main- 
tain the  King  and  his  prerogative,  but  free  themselves  from  the 
oppression  of  our  Parliament,  which,  they  say,  has  nothing  to  do 
with  them,  who  are  only  dependent  upon  the  King,  and  not  upon 
the  kingdom  of  England.  It  is  much  feared  the  Parliament  of 
Ireland  will  declare  themselves  suddenly  for  the  rebels,  being  most 
of  them  Papists  ;  and  it  is  thought  they  had  done  so  before  if  they 
had  not  been  prevented  by  adjourning  till  after  Christmas.  We 
are  in  ill  estate  to  suppress  them  now ;  the  citizens  for  the  most 
part  shut  up  their  shops,  and  all  gentlemen  provide  themselves 
with  arms  as  in  time  of  open  hostility.  Both  factions  talk  very 
big,  and  it  is  a  wonder  there  is  no  more  blood  yet  spilt,  seeing  how 
earnest  both  sides  are.

de  Vic  assures  me  there  will  be  no  Irish  soldiers  or  arms  or  muni- 
tion suffered  to  be  sent  out  of  Flanders  for  Ireland.  .1  have 
several  times  moved  his  Majesty  on  your  behalf,  and  find  him  verj'- 
graciously  inclined  to  effect  what  I  desired  for  you,  which,  I  doubt 
not,  may  be  compassed  after  a  while,  but  for  the  present  he  will 
have  the  Treasurer  [of  the  Navy's]  place  executed  by  Sir  Wm. 
Russell  alone,  and  so  this  day  he  willed  me  to  advertise  you.  I 
have  dealt  very  plainly  with  him,  and  let  him  l^now  that  no  man 
can  serve  him  in  that  place  who  has  not  experience  as  a  merchant 
or  as  a  seaman,  both  which  employments  you  have  been  bred  up  to 
and  been  long  exercised  in ;  and  besides  I  assured  him  that  you 
had  a  better  estate  than  any  treasurer  that  has  been  these  many 
years,  except  Sir  "Wm.  Russell,  and  a  better  credit  amongst  mer- 
chants. I  pray  be  confident  that  as  soon  as  our  distractions  are 
over,  I  will  make  it  my  own  business  to  get  you  into  that  place 
either  singly  or  jointly.  I  have  herewith  sent  you  the  Articles  of 
Treason  charged  against  some  prime  Parliament  men,  who  are  fled, 
and  the  King's  speech  in  the  Commons'  House,  together  with  a 
proclamation  against  the  rebels  in  Ireland,  who  take  advantage  of 
the  dissensions  here  to  do  horrid  villanies  and  cruelties  there.  If 
you  knew  how  I  am  tired  and  oppressed  with  an  inundation  of 
troublesome  businesses,  you  would  excuse  my  long  silence.  P.S. — 
Sir  John  Culpepper  is  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  and  Lord 
Falkland  a  Privy  Councillor.     [2  p.] 

27.  Thomas  Wiseman  to  [the  same].  Distractions  increase  upon 
us.  Last  week  12  Bishops  were  impeached  of  high  treason  by  the 
Parliament,  and  this  week  five  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
and  Lord  Mandeville  by  the  King  [see  Jan.  4,  No.  15],  as  you 
may  perceive  by  the  particulars  inclosed ;  which  has  bred  such  a 
distemper,  both  in  the  City  and  Houses  of  Parliament,  that  we  are 
not  free  from  the  fears  of  an  insurrection.  The  six  persons  keep 
out  of  the  way,  and  though  the  Commons'  House  promised  for  their 
forthcoming,  yet  they  are  not  coming  forth.  The  King  yesterday 
came  into  the  City  and  made  a  gracious  speech  to  the  Lord  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  at  the  Guildhall,  where  they  were 
assembled  to  take  order  for  the  safety  of  the  same,  and  did  as  much 
as  in  him  lay  give  them  all  satisfaction ;  they  crying  out  to  his 
Majesty  to  maintain  the  privileges  of  Parliament,  to  whom  he  most 
gently  replied  it  was  his  desire  so  to  do,  and  would  not  in  the  least 
invade  upon  them ;  but  they  must  give  him  leave  to  distinguish 
between  the  Parliament  and  some  ill-affected  members  in  it,  which 
have  gone  about  by  treasons  to  injure  his  person  and  to  withdraw 
his  people  from  their  allegiance ;  and  therefore  both  for  his  own 
safety  and  their  good  he  must  and  will  find  them  out  to  bring  them 
to  justice,  which  should  be  done  in  a  legal  and  parliamentary  and 
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no  other  way,  and  if  they  could  clear  themselves  he  should  be  glad 
of  it ;  if  otherwise,  he  held  them  not  members  fit  to  sit  in  that 
assembly,  which  were  met  together  to  make  good  laws  and  to 
reform  abuses,  and  not  to  betray  their  King.  Afterwards  his 
Majesty  was  pleased  to  bid  himself  to  dinner  to  Sheriff  Garrett's, 
where  he  stayed  till  three  of  the  clock ;  and  then,  returning  to 
Whitehall,  the  rude  multitude  followed  him,  crying  again,  "  Privileges 
of  Parliament !  Privileges  of  Parliament ! "  whereat  the  good  King 
was  somewhat  moved,  and  I  believe  was  glad  when  he  was  at 
home.  The  Committees  of  the  House  of  Commons,  being  afraid,  as 
is  conceived,  of  the  King's  guards  which  he  has  lately  taken  to  his 
own  person  at  Whitehall,  (wherd  is  a  court  of  guard  built,  and  the 
trained  bands  of  Middlesex  night  and  day  attending  with  at  least 
sixscore  other  officers,  who  have  their  diet  at  court,)  have  come  into 
the  City  to  hold  their  consultations  at  the  Guildhall,  the  Parliament 
being  adjourned  till  Tuesday  next.  What  these  distempers  will 
produce,  the  God  of  Heaven  knows,  but  it  is  feared  they  cannot 
otherwise  end  than  in  blood.  The  Puritan  faction,  with  the  sectaries 
and  schismatics,  are  so  prevalent  both  in  city  and  country,  so  that 
no  man  can  tell,  if  the  King  and  Parliament  should  not  agree,  which 
party  would  be  strongest.  On  Tuesday  the  King  went  to  the 
House  of  Commons  to  demand  the  persons  of  those  that  were 
accused  for  treason,  but  they  were  not  there  to  be  found ;  the  House, 
ii  seems,  taking  it  ill  the  King  should  come  in  that  manner  to 
break  their  privileges,  for  aught  I  can  understand,  resolve  to 
protect  their  members,  and  not  to  deliver  them  into  the  hands  of  the 
King ;  and  to  take  them  by  force,  they  having  such  a  party  in  the 
City,  will  cost  hot  water.  We  have  three  Privy  Councillors  more 
made,  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  Lord  Falkland,  and  Sir  John  Cul- 
pepper, who  is  likewise  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  and  ray  Lord 
of  Southampton,  likewise  sworn  Gentleman  of  the  Bedchamber  to  the 
King.  Thus  yoii  see  the  changes  of  the  times,  wherein  I  pray  God 
preserve  our  gracious  King,  and  send  us  peace  at  home,  whatever,  we 
have  abroad.     [4  pp.] 

28.  Captain  G.  Carterett  to  Sir  John  Pennington.  All  things  are 
now  in  so  great  distraction  here  that  there  is  no  thinking  of  doing 
anything,  but  everybody  are  providing  for  their  own  safety,  as  if 
everything  were  inclinable  to  ruin.  This  last  accusation  of  divers 
members  of  the  House  has  occasioned  a  greater  distance  between 
the  King  and  the  Parliament  than  before ;  and  it  is  feared  it  will 
breed  much  disturbance  before  all  things  be  rightly  understood,  for 
many  would  have  them  to  be  brought  to  their  trial,  and  others  not,  - 
saying  it  is  against  the  privileges  and  liberties  of  the  Parliament. 
I  am  not  wise  enough  to  distinguish  the  right  of  it ;  but  of  this  I  am 
certain,  that  our  good  King  is  much  abused.  This  day  one  Sergeant 
Dandie  went  into  London  to  seek  the  accused  men  to  apprehend 
them,  where  he  was  much  abused  by  the  worse  sort  of  people.

29.  Captain  Kobert  Slyngesbie  to  [Sir  John  Pennington].     Since 
my  last  we  have  been  a  little  quitter  from  tlie  tumults  of  the 
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citizens,  they  partly  being  terrified  by  the  multitude  of  gentry  and 
soldiers  who  flock  to  the  court,  which  I  never  saw  so  thronged  as 
now  it  is,  and  the  rough  entertainment  that  was  like -to  be  given 
them  if  they  came  again ;  and  partly  being  satisfied  with  the 
impeachment  of  the  12  Bishops  of  high  treason  for  their  protesting. 
But  since  that  another  thing  has  bred  a  greater  expectation  of 
troubles  than  all  those  tumults  did :  on  Monday  last  the  King's 
Attorney  did  impeach  Lord  Mandeville  and  the  five  members  of 
high  treason  in  the  Upper  House.  A  summary  of  the  articles  is  here 
given.  The  next  day,  notwithstanding  their  impeachment,  some  of 
them  came  and  sat  in  the  House.  All  parts  of  the  Court  being 
thronged  with  gentlemen  and  ofiicers  of  the  army,  in  the  afternoon 
the  King  went  with  them  all,  his  own  Guard,  and  the  Pensioners, 
most  of  the  gentlemen  armed  with  swords  and  pistols.  "When  we 
came  into  Westminster  Hall,  which  was  thronged  with  the  number, 
the  King  commanded  us  all  to  stay  there,  and  himself  with  a  very 
small  train  went  into  the  House  of  Commons,  where  never  king  was  (as 
they  say)  but  once, — King  Henry  VIII.  He  came  very  unexpectedly,- 
and  at  his  first  coming  in  he  commanded  the  Speaker  to  come  out  of 
his  chair,  and  sat  down  in  it  himself,  asking  divers  times  whether 
these  traitors  were  there,  but  had  no  answer,  but  at  last  an  excuse 
that,  by  the  Orders  of  the  House,  they  might  not  speak  when  their  - 
Speaker  was  out  of  his  chair.  The  King  then  asked  the  Speaker, 
who  excused  himself  that  he  might  not  speak  but  what  the  House 
gave  order  to  him  to  say.  Whereupon  the  King  replied  it  was  no 
matter,  for  he  knew  them  all  if  he  saw  them;  and  after  he  had 
viewed  them  all,  he  made  a  speech  to  them  very  majestically, 
declaring  his  resolution  to  have  them,  though  they  were  then 
absent ;  promising  not  to  infringe  any  of  their  liberties  of  Parlia- 
ment, but  commanding'  them  to  send  the  traitors  to  him  if  they 
came  there  again,  and,  after  his  coming  out,  gave  order  to  the 
Serjeant-at-Arms  to  find  them  out  and  attach  them.  Before  the 
King's  coming  the  House  was  very  high,  and,  as  I  am  informed, 
sent  to  the  City  for  4,000  men  to  be  presently  sent  down  to  them 
for  their  guard ;  but  none  came,  all  the  City  being  terribly  amazed 
with  that  unexpected  charge  of  those  persons,  shops  all  shut,  many 
of  which  do  still  continue  so.  They  likewise  sent  to  the  trained 
bands  in  the  Corps-de-garde  before  Whitehall  to  command  them 
to  disband,  but  they  stayed  still.  After  the  King  had  been  in  the 
House  there  was  no  more  spoken,  but  only  to  adjourn  till  the  next 
day.  Yesterday  it  was  my  fortune,  being  in  a  coach,  to  meet  the 
King  with  a  small  train  going  into  the  City ;  whereupon  I  followed 
him  to  the  Guildhall,  where  the  Mayor  and  all  the  Aldermen  and 
Common  Council  were  met.  The  King  made  a  speech  to  them, 
declaring  his  intentions  to  join  with  the  Parliament  in  extirpation 
of  Popery  and  all  schisms  and  sectaries,  and  of  redressing  of  all 
grievances  of  the  subject,  and  his  care  to  preserve  the  privileges  of 
Parliament,  but  [declared  his  intention]  to  question  these  traitors ; 
[then  gave]  the  reason  of  his  Guards  for  securing  himself,  the 
Parliament,  and  them,  from  those  late  tumults,  and  [said]  something 
of  the  Irish  [business],  and  at  last  had  some  familiar  discourse  with 
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the  Aldermen,  and  invited  himself  to  dinner  to  the  Sheriff's,  After 
a  little  pause  a  cry  was  set  up  amongst  the  Common  Council, 
"  Parliament !  Privileges  of  Parliament ! "  and  presently  another, "  God 
bless  the  King."  These  two  continued  both  at  once  a  good  while. 
I  know  not  which  was  loudest.  After  some  knocking  for  silence 
the  King  commanded  one  to  speak,  if  they  had  anything  to  say. 
One  said,  "  It  is  the  vote  of  this  Court  that  your  Majesty  hear  the 
advice  of  your  Parliament ;"  but  presently  another  answered,  "  It 
is  not  the  vote  of  this  Court ;  it  is  your  own  vote."  The  King 
replied,  "Who  is  it  that  says  I  do  not  take  the  advice  of  my 
Parliament?  I  do  take  their  advice,  and  will;  but  I  must  dis- 
tinguish between  the  Parliament  and  some  traitors  in  it,  and  these 
he  would  bring  to  legal  trial."  Another  bold  fellow  in  the  lowest 
rank  stood  upon  a  form,  and  cried,  "  The  privileges  of  Parliament ! " 
Another  cried  out,  "  Observe  the  man ;  apprehend  him !"  The  King 
mildly  replied,  "  I  have  and  will  observe  all  privileges  of  Parliament, 
but  no  privileges  can  protect  a  traitor  from  a  legal  trial,"  and  so 
departed.  In  the  outer  hall  were  a  multitude  of  the  ruder  people, 
who,  as  the  King  went  out,  set  up  a  great  cry,  "  The  privileges  of 
Parliament ! "  At  the  King's  coming  home  there  was  a  mean  fellow 
came  into  the  Privy  Chamber  who  had  a  paper  sealed  up,  which  he 
would  needs  deliver  to  the  King  himself.  Owing  to  his  much 
importunity  it  was  urged  he  was  mad  or  drunk,  but  he  denied  both. 
The  Gentleman -Usher  took  the  paper  from  him,  and  carried  it  to 
the  King,  desiring  some  gentlemen  there  to  keep  the  man.  He  was 
presently  sent  for  in,  and  is  kept  a  prisoner,  but  I  know  not  where. 
The  House  yesterday  were  very  high  again,  and,  I  perceive,  not 
resolved  to  deliver  the  men  that  are  impeached.  They  adjourned 
the  House  till  Tuesday  next,  before  which  time  the  King  shall  have 
no  answer  ;  but  in  the  meantime  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House 
to  meet  in  Guildhall.  This  day,  being  in  the  Privy  Chamber,  I  heard 
some  Parliament  men  discoursing  of  it,  who  said  they  would  not  go 
to  Guildhall  because  the  men  impeached  would  be  there,  and  since 
the  rest  would  not  deliver  them  they  might  be  all  accessories.  The 
House  is  yet  very  thin,  as  I  am  told,  about  200  of  them  are  in  the 
country  who  cannot  come  up  according  to  the  Proclamation,  by 
reason  of  the  great  floods,  and  many  in  town  forbearing  to  come 
there.  There  is  no  other  discourse  but  of  open  arms  if  these  men 
be  not  brought  to  trial.  The  ill-affected  party,  which  are  those 
that  follow  the  Court,  do  now  speak  very  favourably  of  the  Irish 
as  those  whose  grievances  were  great,  their  demands  moderate,  and 
may  stand  the  King  in  much  stead.  Many  libels  printed  against 
the  King.  Since  I  cailie  from  tbe  Court  I  hear  that  some  aldermen 
and  other  citizens  are  come  with  a  petition  to  the  King,  but  the 
contents  I  know  not.

Jan.  6,  30.  Sidney  Bere  to  the  same.     By  my  last  I  could  only  give  you 

Whitehall,     advertisement  of  the  commitment  of  the  1 2  Bishops  ;  now  you  shall 

receive  herewith  the  other ,  particulars,  and  the  Protestation  they 

exhibited.     The  Diurnal  will  acquaint  you  with  what  other  passages 
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have  happened  until  Monday  last,  from  which  time  it  will  be  my 
task  to  give  you  an  account.  That  day  the  King's  Attorney  accused 
five  of  the  Lower  House,  and  one  of  the  Upper,  of  high  treason,  as 
you  will  see  by  the  articles  of  accusation  herewith  sent.  In  con- 
sequence of  which  a  sergeant-at-arms  was  sent  to  demand  them ; 
but  the  House  taking  time  to  consider  of  it,  and  having  sent  a 
message  instead  of  the  delivery,  his  Majesty  went  the  next  day 
himself  in  person  to  the  Commons'  House  to  demand  them,  as  you 
will  see  by  the  inclosed  speech,  but  it  seems  they  had  made  them- 
selves out.  of  the  way,  as  they  still  also  remain,  which  some 
conceive  is  but  done  till  the  House  shall  resolve  what  to  do  with 
them  ;  others  think  that  they  are  actually  fled.  What  will  be  of  it 
time  must  tell.  In  the  meantime  this  business  filled  every  one 
with  fears  what  might  ensue  thereon,  and  the  City  remained  all 
that  night  under  arms,  and  are  not  yet  very  well  assured,  every  one 
being  possessed  with  strange  fears  and  imaginations.  Particulars 
of  the  King's  visit  to  Guildhall  next  day.  But  this  time  he  went 
not  guarded,  as  he  did  the  day  before,  to  Parliament.  That  after- 
noon the.  Lower  House  sat,  and  have  adjourned  till  Tuesday  next ; 
which  many  conceiv^  to  be  no  good  argument,  but  that  as  if  they 
might  haply  resolve  to  sit  afterward  in  Guildhall,  which  argues  still 
a  great  distemper  of  apprehensions  amongst  them.  I  pray  God 
this  very  business  do  not  render  our  condition  in  court  the  worse  ; 
for  things  being  now  brought  to  a  height,  they  cannot  consist  so, 
but  must  change  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the  one  or  other  side  ;  and 
I  pray  God  we  find  not  that  we  have  flattered  ourselves  with  an 
imaginary  strength  and  party  in  the  City  and  elsewhere,  which 
will  fall  away  if  need  should  be.  A  report  now  goes  that  those 
persons  accused  are  in  London,  and  some  will  have  it  they  are 
sitting  with  the  Committee  which  sits  there.  By  all  this  you  will 
see  the  great  distractions  that  are  here,  so  that  you  may  well  say 
we  have  no  less  storms  here  than  you  have  at  sea  ;  I  fear  worse  and 
more  full  of  danger.  P.S. — I  humbly  thank  you  for  your  invita- 
tion abroad  this  Christmas,  where  I  would  willingly  be,  but. that  I 
may  not  well  be  absent,  ray  business  growing  still  more  and  more, 
yet  we  have  the  addition  of  another  fellow  secretary,  by  name 
Mr.  Oudart,  who  was  secretary  to  Sir  Wm.  Boswell,  so  that  our 
labour  is  very  easy,  but  dispenses  not  with  absence.     [.2|  pp.}

The  King  has  received 
information  from  Dunkirk  that  tliere  are  at  present  very  many  Irish 
commanders  ready  to  be  shipped  thence  for  Ireland,  also  a  ship 
laden  with  arms  to  go  along  with  them,  and  four  of  the  King  of 
Spain's  own  great  frigates  to  convoy  them  with  the  first  fair  wind.

The  business  of  the  East  India  merchants  Mr.  Burlamachi 
understands  best  of  any,  and  can  best  direct  you.  If  my  business 
in  Parliament  be  proceeded  in,  I  know  not  whether  the  paper

This 
made  the  City  last  night  to  be  all  in  arms,  and  the  gates  and  port- 
cullis to  be  shut,  and,  for  aught  I  hear,  are  so  yet.

order  from  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  at  Guildhall, 
Jan.  6th. 

We  shall  not  need  make  profession  how  unwillingly,  and  with 
what  grief  of  heart,  we  are  urged  to  express  anything  of  resentment 
or  dislike  which  may  reflect  upon  our  House  of  Commons  now 
assembled,  since  the  constant  tenor  of  our  actions  ever  since  the 
beginning  of  this  Parliament  sufficiently  expresses  to  aU  our  loyal 
subjects  that  it  has  been  our  principal  care  and  endeavour  to 
entertain  and  cherish  all  good  correspondence  and  mutual  satis- 
faction between  us.  The  same  affections  and  desires  of  union 
remain  still  firm  and  unalterable  with  us,  wherein  we  hope  there 
shall  be  no  breach  made  by  this  ensuing  declaration,  whereunto  the 
proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  within  the 
City  do  necessitate  us,  for  the  preservation,  as  we  apprehend  them, 
not  only  for  our  honour,  but  even  for  the  safety  of  our  royal  person 
and  Crown. 

Be  it  therefore  known  to  all  our  loving  subjepts  that  we,  having 
received  very  undoubted  assurances  of  many  traitorous  practises 
formerly  undertaken  and  still  pursued  by  John  Pym,  John 
Hampden,  Denzil  Holies,  Wm.  Strode,  and  Sir  Arthur  Hazlerigg, 
members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  against  not  only  our  royal 
person,  but  even  against  the  very  being  of  Parliaments  and  funda- 
mental government  of  this  Idngdom,  we  were,  notwithstahding,  so 
careful  that  no  action  of  ours  might  carry  the  least  show  of  violence, 
that  we  forebore  to  seal  up  their  papers,  to  seize  or  demand  the 
persons  of  those  men,  which,  in  case  of  treason,  we  might  justifiably 
and  legally  have  done,  before  such  time  as  our  Attorney-General 
had  declared  in  the  House  of  Peers  the  several  heinous  crimes 
which  we  lay  to  their  charge.  Whereupon  we  demanded  them,  first 
by  sergeant-at-arms,  and  afterwards  in  our  own  royal  person,  as 
justly  we  might  do,  since  in  case  of  high  treason  there  is  no 
privilege  of  Parliament,  as  has  been  manifested  by  the  constant 
practise  of  all  Parliaments,  and  in  all  the  most  general  impeach- 
ments this  Parliament,  and  in  the  express  words  of  an  order 
of  the  House  of  Commons  for  the  seizing  of  Sir  George  Ratcliffe  by 
a  serjeant-at-arms,  viz.,  that  no  privilege  of  Parliament  extends 
to  such  a  case ;  notwithstanding  that  the  said  Sir  George  Ratcliffe 
was  not  at  all  impeached  at  that  time,  but  only  some  private  verbal 
information  given  against  him  in  the  House  of  Commons.  Such 
having  been  the  wariness  and  tenderness  of  our  proceedings.  So  far 
have  we  been,  notwithstanding,  from  receiving  that  justice  and 
satisfaction  touching  the  making  safe  the  persons  of  those  men 
which  we  have  ever  afforded  in  the  case  of  those  who  have  been 
nearest  in  place  to  us,  that  instead  thereof  we  have  seen  in  print, 
by  direction  from  th^  Committee  at  Guildhall,  an  order  of  the 
6th  January,  not  only  in  defence  and  protection  of  the  persons  of 
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those  men,  but  also  declaring  those  public  enemies  to  the  common- 
wealth that  shall  execute  our  lawful  and  just  commands  for  their 
apprehension,  and  further  so  scandalous  and  defamatory  to  our 
actions  as  no  sovereign  can  or  ought  to  suffer  from  subjects. 

We  have  therefore  thought  fit  hereby  to  declare  our  just  resent- 
ment and  displeasure  against  those  proceedings  of  the  said  Com- 
mittee ;  and  we  do  further  declare  that  we  do  expect  right  and 
justice  from  the  House  of  Commons  against  them,  who,  by  pub- 
lishing declarations,  and  so  scandalous,  have  so  far  exceeded  both 
the  bounds  of  a  Committee's  power,  and  the  limits  of  their  duty  and 
regard  to  their  Sovereign.  We  make  no  doubt  of  the  justice  of  our 
House  of  Commons  unto  us  against  the  said  Committee,  and  against 
those  persons  whom  we  have  had  good  grounds  to  charge  with 
crimes  of  so  high  a  nature.  And  we  do  here  protest  to  all  our 
loving  subjects  that  we  intend  not  the  least  proceeding  against 
them  other  than  according  to  the  exact  rule  of  law  and  justice. 
And  so  far  are  we  from  the  least  imagination  of  questioning,  as  is 
maliciously  sown  abroad,  any  more  of  the  members  of  either  House, 
that  we  desire  not  the  punishment  of  these,  how  criminal  soever, 
further  than  shall  be  necessary  to  the  safety  of  us  and  our  Crown 
against  their  traitorous  practices,  which  we  have  reason  to  appre- 
hend will  daily  increase  whilst  they  are  at  liberty;  for  the 
prevention  whereof  we  do  hereby  warn  all  our  loyal  and  well- 
affected  subjects  to  be  in  the  best  readiness  they  lawfully  may  to 
defend  us  and  our  Crown  from  such  traitorous  attempts  as  the 
desperate  condition  of  those  ])ersons  may  excite ;  assuring  all  our 
loving  subjects  that  neither  our  Crown  nor  our  life  shall  be  more 
dear  to  us  than  the  constant  preservation  of  all  the  just  liberties 
of  our  people  and  Parliament.  [Endorsed  by  Sec.  Nicholas :  8  Jan.

[Jan.  8.]  39.  Three  propositions  considered  by  the  Committee  of  Parlia- 
ment sitting  at  Guildhall : — 1.  To  know  by  what  authority  the  City 
may  raise  arms  for  defence  of  the  kingdom  and  Parliament  if  there  be 
occasion.  Answer:  That  according  to  the  votes  of  the  Committees 
a  strong  guard  is  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  King,  kingdom, 
and  Parliament,  and  the  Sheriff  ought  by  law  to  raise  the  posse 
comitatus  for  that  purpose ;  and  that  in  case  they  fail  in  their 
duties  herein,  which  they  are  to  answer  for  to  God,  the  King,  and 
Parliament ;  that  then  we  are  of  opinion  that  every  good  subject 
may  and  ought,  in  their  duty  to  God,  the  King,  and  their  country, 
and  by  the  solemn  oath  of  their  late  protestation,  to  maintain  and 
defend,  to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  the  person  of  the  King  and 
of  every  member  of  either  House  of  Parliament  from  all  force  and 
violence  whatsoever,  being  the  persons  whom  they  have  intrusted 
with  their  lives,  liberties,  and  fortunes. 

2.  To  know  by  what  authority  they  may  go  with  any  such  force 
out  of  the,  limits  of  their  City  and  liberties.  Answer :  That  it  is 
the  opinion  of  the  aforesaid  Committees  that  the  Sheriffs  of  the 
City  of  London  have  the  power  of  the  whole  county  of  Middlesex, 
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as  well  within  the  City  as  without.  That  the  commission  of  the 
Lord  Mayor  being  but  a  commission  of  lieutenancy  and  illegal,  the 
Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council,  or  the  greater  number, 
ought  to  make  use  of  the  trained  bands  or  any  other  forces  of  the 
City  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace  of  the  kingdom,  and  the 
person  of  the  King  and  all  the  members  of  the  Parliament  from 
violence  or  danger,  whether  within  their  limits  or  without. 

3.  To  be  satisfied  how  they  may  choose  their  officers  for  their 
trained  bands  or  any  other  forces  of  the  City.  Answer:  There 
being  yet  no  declarative  law  for  the  regulating  of  the  militia,  though 
in  agitation  in  Parliament,  the  Committee  declares  that  in  this 
pressing  and  extraordinary  occasion  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Common  Council,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  ought  to  appoint 
such  officers  that  the  necessary  guards  and  forces  aforesaid  may  be 
governed  in  a  due  and  orderly  manner,  and  that  the  officers  afore- 
said may  beat  up  their  drums  and  raise  the  said  forces  for  the 
safety  of  his  Majesty,  the  kingdom,  and  Parliament.  Resolution 
upon  it,  all  these  to  be  so  ordered.  Resolved :  This  Committee  have 
power  to  treat  with  the  Committee  of  the  Common  Council  of  such 
other  propositions  to  be  added  as  they  shall  think  fit.' — John  Wylde.

Resolved  upon  the  question,  That  this  Committee  concurs  with  the 
opinion  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  appointed  to  consider  of  the 
affairs  of  Ireland ;  that  it  is  necessary  that  there  should  be  strong 
and  sufficient  guards  from  the  City  of  London  and  the  adjacent 
parts  that  both  Houses  may  sit  in  safety.

Whitehall.  Whereas  his  Majesty  has  taken  notice  of  a  great  disorder  within 
the  City,  where  many  thousands  of  men,  as  well  of  the  trained 
bands  as  others,  were  in  arms  last  Thursday  night,  without  any 
lawful  authority,  to  the  great  disturbance  and  affright  of  the  inha- 
bitants, for  which  neither  the  King  nor  this  Board  know  of  any 
cause  given  nor  danger  threatened  to  the  City  by  any  person  what- 
soever ;  which  being  of  too  dangerous  consequence  to  be  connived  at, 
it  is  requisite  that  the  authors  of  the  alarm  should  be  enquired 
after,  examined,  and  punished  according  to  law.

His 
Majesty  has  commanded  me  to  advertise  you  that,  notwithstanding 
his  command  sent  by  Mr.  Killegrew,  he  would  have  you  not  to 
neglect  to  look  after  the  ships  of  Dunkirk,  bound  from  thence  with 
soldiers  and  ammunition  for  Ireland,  which  you  may  so  do,  as  you 
may  still  once  in  two  or  three  days  come  into  the  Downs  or  Dover 
Road  to  hear  what  letters  come  thither,  or  what  are  his  Majesty's 
commands;  and  by  this  means  you  may  also  the  better  conceal 
what  his  Majesty  commanded  you  by  Mr.  Killegrew.

The  last  week  I  told  you  but  the 
beginning  of  those  bad  ensuing  news  we  must  now  daily  expect, 
unless  it  please  God  to  give  a  strange  if  not  miraculous  change 
whereby  to  settle  the  distraction  of  affairs.  The  Committees  sitting 
all  last  week  in  the  City  returned  again  to  Parliament  on  Tuesday, 
and  the  persons  accused  with  them,  for  whom  both  City  and 
country  have  shown  so  much  affection  that  they  came  accompanied 
with  such  multitudes  as  had  as  much  [the  appearance]  of  a  triumph 
as  [for]  guard,  and  by  water  the  seamen  made  a  kind  of  fleet  of 
boats,  all  armed  with  muskets  and  murdering  pieces,  which  gave 
volleys  all  the  way  they  went.  The  King  and  Queen  took  the  day 
before  a  resolution  to  leave  this  town,  which  was  also  so  sudden 
that  they  could  not  have,  that  accommodation  as  befitted  their 
Majesties.  They  went  to  Hampton  Court  that  night,  next  day  to 
Windsor,  whence  it  is  conceived  they  will  also  depart  this  day, 
but  whither  is  uncertain.  Prince,  [Charles]  and  the  Prince  Elector 
are  with  them,  but  few  Lords,  Essex  and  Holland  being  here,  who 
offered  up  their  places  before  his  Majesty's  going,  but  he  would 
not  accept  the  surrender.  Secretary  Nicholas  has  likewise  gone, 
and  has  left  me  here  to  attend  such  services  as  shall  occur,  which, 
if  the  King  shall  persist  in  his  resolution  to  retire,  will  not  be 
much.  Howsoever,  I  will  expect  the  issue,  and  if  I  be  not  sent 
for,  think  myself  not  unhappy  in  my  stay  to  be  freed  from  an 
expensive  and  troublesome  journey.  My  Lady  Nicholas  is  much 
afHicted,  and,  I  believe,  as  well  as  he,  would  for  a  good  round  sum 
he  had  never  had  the  seals.  The  Lord  Keeper,  refusing  to  put  the 
Great  Seal  to  the  King's  proclamation  against  the  persons  accused 
did  also  make  tender  of  his  charge,  but  howsoever  remains  still 
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with  it ;  and  thus  you  see  to  what  height  of  distemper  things  are 
come.  The  -public  voice  runs  much  against  [the  Earl  of]  Bristol 
and  his  son  [Lord  Danby]  as  great  instruments  of  these  misunder- 
standings. In  the  meantime  they  are  united  in  the  Houses,  and 
the  accord  between  the  Upper  House  and  the  Commons  grows  daily 
more  easy,  so  that  it  is  hoped  some  good  and  moderate  resolutions 
will  be  taken  for  procuring  his  Majesty's  return  with  his  content- 
ment, which  I  pray  God  may  be,  for  otherwise  there  can  be 
expected  nothing  but  confusion.  I  send  you  herewith  divers 
printed  books  of  several  styles,  all  which  I  leave  for  your  enter- 
tainment at  spare  hours.  Sir  John  Byron,  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower, 
it  is  thought,  will  yet  be  displaced,  the  Parliament  not  being 
satisfied  with  his  carriage,  and  having,  as  I  am  told,  voted  him  a 
delinquent.  By  yours  of  this  week  I  perceive  you  are  ready  to  set 
sail  upon  some  service,  wherein  I  pray  God  to  bless  you  with  good 
success.  The  Parliament,  it  seems,  have  taken  into  consideration 
the  small  guard  that  is  at  present  at  sea,  and  so  have  voted  30  sail 
to  be  set  out  forthwith.  This  is  all  I  shall  trouble  you  with  at 
present,  in  a  time  so  distracted,  and  wherein  is  so  little  assurance 
into  what  hands  letters  may  fall.  P.S. — I  understand  even  now 
that  the  King  has  remained  this  day  at  Windsor,  and  it  is  hoped 
will  not  go  further ;  the  French  Ambassador  having  been  there,  and 
offering  to  interpose  for  an  accommodation  between  the  King  and 
Parliament  in  the  King  [of  France],  his  master's,  name,  whence  it 
is  hoped  may  ensue  some  good  effect.  This  day  divers  Lords  are 
gone  to  Court  with  a  message  from  the  Houses.  I  had  almost 
forgot  to  tell  you  of  a  new  Secretary  of  State  made  last  Saturday 
[Jan.  8],  to  wit,  Lord  Falkland,  and  he  has  the  [Secretary's]  diet

Jan.  14,  5-5.  Captain  William  ^egge  to  [Sec.  Nicholas].  My  first  address 
Hull.  in  these  parts  was  to  Sir  Thomas  Metham  with  the  King's  direc- 
tions ;  but  I  found  him  altogether  incapable  of  any  power  to  secure 
the  magazine  or  town  of  Hull,  as  being  neither  deputy -lieu  tenant 
nor  colonel  of  the  train  bands.  When  that  hope  was  taken  from 
me,  1  conceived  the  best  means  I  had  was  to  prevail  with  the 
burgesses  of  this  town  by  themselves  to  secure  the  place  for  his 
Majesty's  service,  and  that  work  is  very  well  brought  to  pass  ;  for 
last  night  here  arrived  an  express  from  Sir  John  Hotham  with  an 
order  from  the  Parliament  for  him  to  be  governor,  and  a  power  to 
draw  in  such  forces  as  he  thought  fit ;  likewise  a  letter  from  him  to 
the  magistrates  for  preparing  lodging  and  billet  for  his  regiment. 
His  admission  was  quite  denied,  and  a  letter  to  the  Parliament 
dispatched  under  the  hands  of  the  chief  burgesses  to  excuse  them- 
selves from  receiving  any  garrison,  they  of  the  town  being  able  to 
secure  the  place  for  his  Majesty's  service. 

This  afternoon  arrived  here  the  Earl  of  Newcastle  with  the 
King's  commission  for  the  government, — to  which  I  shall,  for  my 
own  part,  be  ever  obedient ;  but  I  perceive  not  the  townsmen  so 
willing  to  receive  him  unto  their  command,  but  insist  upon  their 
own  affections  and  readiness  to  serve  his  Majesty  with  all  faithful- 
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Now  the  means  of  a  present  strength  from  Sir  Thomas 
Metham,  or  any  near  hand,  being  taken  away,  there  is  no  means  for 
us  but  to  assure  the  people  of  thiw  town  to  his  Majesty  by  holding 
off  any  other  from  the  power  of  the  place  ;  and  if  ever  his  Majesty 
appear  in  person  all  will  absolutely  be  at  his  disposing.  When  I 
received  his  Majesty's  command,  he  told  me  his  directions  should 
be  derived  by  you,  and  therefore  I  humbly  beseech  you  to  give  him 
this  account  of  me,  and  I  shall  to  my  uttermost  power  labour 
nothing  but  for  the  King's  service.  [^Endorsed:  Received  18th 
Jan.     2jp.] 

56.  Captain  Eobert  Slyngesbie  to  Sir  John  Pennington.  Since  I 
wrote  my  last  the  King's  manner  of  going  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons has  been  so  fully  scanned,  that  it  is  declared  a  high  breach  of 
their  privileges, —  all  those  that  went  with  him  esteemed  criminals, — 
the  gentlemen  that  were  accused  of  treason  .so  vindicated  in  print, 
that,  with  greater  honour  and  applause  than  ever,  they  now  sit  in 
the  House  again,  the  City  and  seamen  magnificently  guarding  them 
by  land  and  water  to  the  Parliament  House  at  Westminster.  The 
King,  the  day  before,  with  the  Queen  and  all  their  children,  went 
away  discontentedly,  attended  not  with  many  Lords  or  old  cour- 
tiers, but  with  the  officers  of  the  late  army  in  good  numbers.  He 
went  first  to  Hampton  Court,  then  to  Windsor,  and  this  day 
removed  thence  whither  I  know  not;  but  some  say  to  Portsmouth, 
others  to  Woodstock,  and  from  thence  to  York.  Two  days  since 
about  1,000  horse  came  to  town  out  of  Buckinghamshire  to  oifer 
their  service  to  the  Pairliament.  There  was  yesterday  a  great  fear 
in  the  City,  by.  reason  it'was  reported  that  Colonel  Lunsford  had 
made  proclamation  in  Kingston  for  all  of  the  King's  party  to  come 
to  him.  If  any  such  thing  were,  I  believe  it  was  but  some  drunken 
flourish  of  those  soldiers  that  followed  the  King;  yet  the  House 
has  sent  order  to  the  sheriffs  to  suppress  them,  and  have,  as  I  hear, 
sent  likewise  to  Portsmouth  to  forbid  the  admittance  of  any  such 
into  the  town  as  may  breed  any  tumult  there.  All  things  go  now 
currently  on  in  the  Parliament  without  any  apparent  opposition, 
the  malignant  party  having  all  left  the  town,  only  the  Tower  yet 
breeds  some  jealousies.  The  Lieutenant  refusing  to  come  to  the 
House  being  sent  for,  and,  refusing  to  take  the  protestation  which 
was  sent  to  him,  some  victuals  going  to  the  Tower  were  stopped, 
and  this  day  I  hear  it  is  absolutely  blocked  up.  The  seamen  have 
ofiered  their  service  to  batter  it.  A  day  or  two  since  it  was  so 
dangerous  saying  anything,  that  a  man  could  not  be  assured  of  his 
life  in  speaking  anything, — factions  were  so  hot, — but  now  the 
language  of  the  Parliament  is  only  current.  I  pray  God  send  us 
better  unity ;  but  I  can  hardly  expect  it,  though  I  think  there  are 
twice  as  many  plots  discovered  and  printed  as  there  are  really 
contrived.     [^Seal  broken.

The  papers  enclosed  will  give  you  some  light  how  things  stand 
here,  whereby  you  may  see  signs  of  distempers.  I  would  you  could 
as  well  order  a  happy  conclusion ;  yet  we  are  not  altogether  out  of 
hope  of  a  good  period  in  regard  those  that  rule  in  Parliament  are 
both  honest  and  able  men.  If  distractions  and  confusions  come,  it 
will  be  from  some  factious  firebrands  that  trouble  the  Court,  abuse 
his  Majesty,  and  seek  to  fish  in  troubled  waters ;  and,  through  fear 
of  being  rewarded  according  to  their  merit,  do  labour  to  bring  all 
things  to  ruin  with  themselves.

During  the  time  of  the  Earl  of  Leicester's  being  extraordinary 
ambassador  in  France  there  was  a  business  in  agitation  in  that 
Court  concerning  an  English  ship  called  the  Pearl,  surprised  by 
three  of  the  French  King's  upon  the  coast  of  Barbary,  which  cause 
his  Lordship  brought  to  a  composition;  that  the  ship,  with  the 
merchandises  and  all  her  furniture  and  tackling  according  to  an 
inventory  made  by  that  King's  officers  at  Brest,  remaining,  as  I  am 
informed,  in  your  hands,  should  be  restored  to  the  proprietors.

complaint  to  his  Majesty,  I  am  now  commanded  to  recommend  to 
your  care  the  further  pursuit  of  this  business,  requiring  you,  in  his 
name,  to  use  all  necessary  instances  and  endeavours  with  the  King 
and  State  of  France,  for  their  just  and  full  satisfaction  according  to 
the  said  agreement ;  the  which  having  jbeen  punctually  observed 
on  behalf  of  his  Majesty's  subjects  by  his  ambassador  then  present, 
his  Majesty  expects  the  like  observance  on  their  part,  which  you 
now  are  to  urge  and  press_for.

72.  Nathaniel  Tomkyns,  Prebendary  of  "Worcester,  to  [Sir  John 
Lamb].  We  expected  you  here,  thinking  the  Visitation  would  have 
held  this  day,  not  knowing  till  this  morning  that  it  was  diswarned. 
If  any  business  concerning  the  Queen  requires  my  attendance  I 
will  wait  upon  you  immediately  upon  notice  thereof.  Here  is 
to-morrow  a  meeting  in  this  town  of  the  justices  and  of  the  trained 
bands,  with  their  supplies,  from  several  hundreds  in  these  Chiltern 
parts,  by  order  from  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament,  which  is  not 
only  readily  obeyed,  but  officiously,  though  it  be  the  first,  I  think, 
that  has  so  come  in  many  ages  not  issuing  from  his  Majesty  nor 
his  Privy  Council.  That  both  Houses  should  thus  agree  in  these 
new  ways  I  cannot  but  marvel,  and  do  conceive  one  reason  thereof 
to  be  the  late  preferring  of  one  member  of  the  Lords'  House,  which 
might  alienate  20,  and  two  members  of  the  Commons'  House,  which 
might  alienate  40,  that  hold  their  merits  nothing  inferior  to  theirs, 
but  found  their  hopes  cut  oif  when  the  places  were  filled ;  the 
plotters  and  negotiators  as  much  valuing  their  deserts  as  the 
speaking  men.  Sly  brother  often  advised,  upon  that  and  other 
grounds,  that  they  would  not  confer  any  office  [during  the]  sitting 
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of  Parliament,  save  what  should  be  extreinely  necessary,  which  is 
now  remembered  in  vain.  Of  the  authors  of  that  and  some  other 
unsuccessful  counsel,  and  their  wrong  grounds,  I  have  heard  some- 
thing which  I  shall  acquaint  you  with  when  I  wait  on  you.  We 
hear  that  the  House  o£  Commons  has  lately  voted  that  they  intend 
nothing  but  the  honour  and  safety  of  both  their  Majesties,  and  yet 
that  in  their  ensuing  votes  they  declare  that  the  access  and  interest 
which  some  of  the  Popish  party  have  in  the  Queen,  and  her 
Majesty's  interest  in  the  King,  has  been  a  great  occasion  of  the 
present  evils,  which,  being  a  general,  m  quo  versetur  dolus,  they 
give  no  particular  instance,  and  yet,  they  demand  of  his  Majesty 
that  the  particulars  of  the  charge  against  the  five  gentlemen  shall 
be  brought  in  by  Thursday  next,  or  else  to  be  concluded  that  they 
are  innocent.  They  have  likewise  much  busied  themselves,  and 
are  like  to  be  more  busied,  about  the  militia  of  the  kingdom,  to 
bring  it  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  and 
yet  they  pretend  no  lessening  or  dishonour  to  the  King.  Out  of 
these  and  such  like  materials  they  are  preparing  another  Declaration 
or  Remonstrance  ad  faciendum  populum.

brother,  was  one.  I  pray  God  send  the  poor  Protestants  more 
speedy  succours  from  hence ;  for  if  those  arms  come  to  the  rebels 
from  Dunkirk,  it  will  cost  more  blood  in  suppressing  them.

The  Earl  of  Newcastle  is  Governor  of  Kingston -upon- 
Hull,  whereof  the  townsmen  have  manifested  great  affections  to  the 
King,  and  excused  their  not  receiving  of  Sir  John  Hotham  com- 
mended to  that  charge  by  the  Parliament.     The  rebels  of  Ireland 
continue  to  do  great  mischief  and  outrages.     But  I  have  two  days 
since  received  a  good  letter  from  thence,  that  Sir  Simon  Harcourt 
and  Sir  Charles  Coote,  observing  that  the  rebels  with  a  body  of 
8,000  began  to  intrench  themselves  at  a  place  called  Swords,  within 
six  miles  of  Dublin,  to  prevent  the  mischief  they  might  do  if  once 
laid  under  any  strong  works,  resolved  to  set  upon  them  with  about 
2,000  well  appointed  men,  all  they  could  gather  on  the  sudden,  and 
so  did  with  that  courage  and  success  that  they  put  the  whole  flock 
of  them  to  rout,  and  slew  300  or  400  of  them,  with  the  loss  only  of 
three  men  on  our  part,  one  whereof  was  Lord  Falkland's  brother. 
This  and  other  good  advantages  lately  had  against  them,  and  the 
supplies  daily  sending  with  the  approaching  good  season  for  action, 
we  trust  will  reduce   that  kingdom  to  quietness  and   obedience.

letters  they  had  received  from  their  factors  in  London,  fall  of  loud 
complaints  against  the  common  people  of  London,  and  the  injuries 
they  had  received  from  them — some  of  them  being  dragged  along  the 
streets  to  the  justices  of  the  peace,  others  having  Lad  their  houses 
broken  open  at  midnight  under  pretence  of  searching  for  arms  and 
gunpowder,  and  divers  other  insolencies  they  have  endured,  for  no 
other  reason  but  for  being  Papists.

I  fissured  them  I  would 
write  of  it  into  England,  and  that  the  best  care  should  be  taken  to 
prevent  the  like  another  time.  Give  me  leave  to  tell  you  that  I 
find  them  here  very  much  incensed,  and  if  speedy  course  be  not 
taken  to  redress  the  like  insolences,  I  have  just  cause'  to  fear  our 
Protestant  English  merchants  here  may  run  hazard  of  the  like  or 
worse  usage.

Jan.  22,  82.  Sir  John  Byron  to  the  same.  Yesterday  the  Sheriffs  of 
Tower.  London  were  with  me  in  the  Tower  to  acquaint  me  with  an  order 
from  tlie  House  of  Commons,  whereby  Captain  [Philip]  Skippon, 
now  made  Sergeant  Major-General  of  the  City  forces  [trained  bands], 
is  authorised  to  keep  a  guard  about  the  Tower,  to  hinder  the  impor- 
tation or  exportation  of  any  ammunition  but  such  as  shall  be 
warranted  by  Parliament,  and  also  that  no  victuals  be  brought  in 
more  than  ordinary.  There  are  likewise  ships  ordered,  as  the 
Sheriffs  told  me,  to  lie  at  Tower  Wharf  to  keep  a  guard  by  water 
as  the  others  do  by  land,  so  that,  if  other  means  fail  to  remove  me, 
they  will  attempt  it  by  force.  I  told  the  Sheriffs  I  considered  this 
to  be  a  great  violation  of  the  privileges  of  the  Tower,  which  I  was 
sworn  to  preserve,  and  very  needless,  since  there  was  no  cause  for 
any  such  jealousy  or  suspicion.  By  that  order  likewise  I  am  com- 
manded to  cashier  all  the  new  waiders.  To  which  I  answered  that 
this  increase  of  warders  was  made  whilst  the  Earl  of  Newport  was 
Constable,  and  that  by  the  approbation  of  the  Parliament  in  regard 
the  former  number  was  not  sufficient  to  do  the  duty,  and  that  upon 
the  same  reason  his  Majesty  had  commanded  me  to  retain  them, 
and  therefore  without  his  order  I  could  not  discharge  them.  I 
desired  them  to  leave  a  copy  of  this  order  with  me,  but  their 
wisdoms  would  by  no  means  consent  to  it.  By  this.  Sir,  you  may 
see  that  though  I  carry  myself  never'  so  fairly,  they  are  resolved  to 
pick  quarrels  with  me.  I  shall  be  very  careful,  according  to  his 
Majesty's  command,  to  give  no  just  cause  of  offence  ;  but  truly  if 
they  go  about  to  starve  me,  or  offer  any  other  violence,  though  I 
cannot  promise  to  keep  this  place  long-  in  the  condition  I  am  in 
yet  I  will  sell  both  it  and  my  life  at  as  dear  a  rate  as  I  can.  The 
Committee  is  now  at  Grocers'  Hall ;  the  House  sits  not  till  Monday, 
at  which  time  I  am  to  expect  new  alarms.  I  shall  Iiumbly  expect 
his  Majesty's  further  commands  upon  these  particulars.  [Seal  with 
arms  and  motto.

Yours 
of  the  ^  Jan.,  and  what  you  have  sent  Sir  "William  BosweU,  assure 
me  that  neither  you  nor  I  were  deceived  in  our  opinion  of  the 
treaty  ;  neither  have  I  any  faith  in  what  the  Duke  of  Bavaria  as 
Chancellor  has  proposed  to  you.  I  long  to  know  what  it  is.  Our 
distractions  in  England  are  the  cause  of  all  their  dealings,  or  at  the 
least  encourage  them  in  them.  Dingley  is  returned  from  thence. 
The  Queen  is  at  Dover,  ready  to  embark  hither  with  the  first  wind, 
which  now  is  contrary.  She  brings  my  niece  hither  to  her  little 
husband.  Rupert  is  now  there.  My  son  [the  Elector  Palatine] 
write?  to  me  that,  considering  the  troubles  in  England,  he  does  not 
wish  your  treaty  yet  at  an  end  ;  but  that  is  left  to  you,  for  better 
end  than  receive  an  affront,  which  in  this  conjunction  they  will  be 
bold  enough  to  put  upon  the  King.  But  you  cannot  tell  how  to 
deal  with  such  people.  Lord  Digby  is  now  here  ;  he  canfe  the  last 
night.  There  is  great  preparations  to  receive  the  Queen  [of  England], 
who  comes  to  Goree.  The  King  is  with  her  at  Dover.  I  have  in 
all  my  letters  forgot  to  ask  you  what  Melandre  has  done  at  Vienna, 
and  if  he  has  often  visited  you,  and  what  opinion  you  have  of  him.

This  noble 
gentleman's  journey  to  Windsor  affords  me  a  convenience  to 
acquaint  you  with  such  things  as  have  happened  here  since  I 
received  your  last  letter.  There  has  not  anything  been  done  in 
pursuance  of  that  order  which  the  Sheriffs  of  London  showed  me 
from  the  House  of  Commons,  to  set  a  guard  upon  the  Tower,  both 
by  land  and  by  water,  so  that  I  have  not  yet  had  occasion  to  peti- 
tion the  Lords  according  to  his  Majesty's  command.  But  a  great 
conspiracy  to  surprise  the  Tower  has  latelj'  come  to  my  knowledge, 
which,  though,  as  the  times  are,  it  will  not  perhaps  be  fit  to  take 
notice  of,  yet  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  acquaint  you  with  it,  that 
hereafter  his  Majesty,  as  occasion  shall  serve,  may  make,  use  of  it. 
And  this  it  was.  The  same  day  that  his  Majesty  by  his  warrant 
gave  me  leave  to  attend  the  Parliament,  Captain  Skippon  towards 
the  evening  marched  very  privately  when  it  was  dark  to  the  back- 
side of  the  Tower,  and  stayed  at  the  iron  gate  with  his  men,  which 
were  about  500,  where  having  continued  a  while  with  great  silence, 
he  sent  one  into  the  Tower  to  the  Serjeant,  who  commanded  the 
Hamleters  that  night,  that  he  should  march  out  of  the  Tower  with 
his  men  and  come  to  him.  But  the  Serjeant  desired  to  be  excused, 
because,  coming  thither  by  my  command,  he  durst  not  depart  with- 
out it.  Upon  this  answer  Skippon  sent  him  a  second  message,  that 
those  terms  were  vain,  for  he  was  sure  I  should  never  come  into  the 
Tower  again  as  Lieutenant ;  but  since  he  scrupled  to  come  out  of 
the  Tower,  he  desired  him  to  draw  his  men  up  to  the  iron  gate,  and 
upon  the  shooting  of  a  musket  to  be  ready  to  assist  liim.  Whilst 
these  things  were  in  agitation  I  returned  from  the  Parliament,  it 
being  almost  10  o'clock  at  night  before  I  had  my  dismission ;  and  so 
the  plot  was  spoiled,  but  certainly  the  design  was,  in  case  I  had 
been  detained,  to  have  surprised  the  Tower,  and  to  have  put  in  a 
Lieutenant  of  their  own.  AH  this  will  be  proved  upon  oath,  when 
occasion  shall  serve  ;  and  certainly  were  it  in  a  time  when  the  laws 
might  be  impartially  executed.  Captain  Skippon  might  be  questioned 
for  his  life  for  this  attempt.  The  jealousies  of  the  City  concerning 
the  Tower  are  reasonable  well  appeased,  and  great  quantities  of 
bullion  are  daily  -brought  into  the  Mint  by  those  merchants  that 
petitioned  against  me  ;  and  very  shortly  there  will  be  little  cause  to 
stand  in  awe  of  the  Tower,  for  almost  all  the  arms  are  already 
issued  out  for  Ireland,  and  none  are  brought  in  to  replenish  the 
magazine,  The  powder  likewise  decreases  apace,  and  by  that  time 
the  navy,  which  the  Parliament  is  to  set  forth  this  year,  is  furnished, 
there  will  be  little  or  none  left.

In  pursuance  of  your 
Lordship's  pleasure  signified  to  us,  we  have  desired  an  account  of 
Thomas  Bulkeley  and  Thomas  Chedle  concerning  the  advertisement 
given  to  the  earl  of  Dorset  concerning  a  plot  or  conspiracy  to  sur- 
prise the  town  and  castle  of  Conway.  And  we  find  the  ground  of 
all  these  reports  to  be  in  the  fears  entertained  in  these  parts 
contiguous  to  Ireland,  it  being  conceived  the  Papists  generally 
made  the  revolt  in  Ireland  their  cause.  These  apprehensions, 
multiplying  fears,  began  to  turn  to  confidence  and  belief;  insomuch 
as  the  Deputy  Vice-Admiral  Griffith  Williams  certified  the  Vice- 
Admiral  John  Griffiths  thereof,  who  advertised  the  Lord  High 
Admiral ;  but  with  this  judgment,  as  he  avers,  that  there  was  no 
great  cause  of  these  fears,  yet  that  in  these  perilous  times  he  would 
not  be  secure.  Mr.  Bulkeley,  apprehending  the  danger  to  approach 
the  town  of  Beaumaris,  where  he  lives,  signified  it  to  Mr.  Chedle, 
who  (jommands  the  Castle  there  under  the  Earl  of  Dorset,  and  he, 
upon  this  admonition,  acquainted  his  Lordship  therewith.  This  is  . 
all  the  ground  that  we  can  find  of  all  these  panic  fears,  which,  upon 
the  disarming  of  the  Papists  by  the  care  of  the  Vice-AdmiraJ,  are 
wholly  removed.

101.  Petition  of  the  Searchers  of  Gravesend  to  the  King.  Your 
Majesty  and  your  progenitors  have,  time  out  of  mind,  had  searchers 
of  Gravesend,  who,  after  searches  made  at  London  by  the  London 
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searchers,  have  again  searched  at  Gravesend,  and  continually  seized 
uncustomed  goods  let  pass  by  the  London  searchers.  But  the 
present  searchers  of  London  pretend  that  petitioners  are  not  so  much 
as  your  Majesty's  searchers,  but  their  deputies ;  and  a  suit  con- 
cerning the  same  is  depending  in  the  Exchequer  Chamber  between 
them  ready  for  hearing.

Describe  the  course  of  this  suit  in  the  Exchequer,  whereby 
the  London  searchers  are  endeavouring  to  bring  Gravesend  within 
their  jurisdiction  that  they  might  enjoy  your  Majesty's  benefit  of 
the  seizure  of  gold,  and  have  no  controlment  over  them,  but  be  at 
liberty  to  connive  at  what  they  please.  As  the  difference  is  between 
the  searchers  of  London  and  petitioners  touching  the  extent  of  their 
patents,  the  matter  is  ready  for  hearing,  and  petitioners  have 
endeavoured  to  maintain  your  right  to  all  the  gold ;  they  pray  you 
will  order  no  prosecution  to  be  had  against  them  in  your  own 
behalf  till  the  hearing  be  fully  determined.

Whitehall,    there  have  been  many  petitions  more  brought  to  the  Houses  of  Par- 
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Hament  from  several  counties,  of  the  same  nature  those  were  when 
you  were  here,  upon  occasion  of  which  the  Houses  had  many  con- 
ferences, all  tending  to  have  those  of  the  malignant  party,  as  they 
are  termed,  known  and  removed  from  the  Lords'  House ;  which  point 
is  still  pressed  on  so  far,  that  it  is  thought  very  shortly  some 
declaration  may  appear.

The  Bishops'  day  is  put  off  until  to-morrow,  when  the  Houses 
meet  again,  being  in  the  interim  at  Grocers'  Hall  in  London,  ad- 
journed since  yesterday.  Of  the  King's  return  is  no  news  as  yet, 
but  things  rather  exasperated  more,  so  far  as  I  can  perceive.  We 
hear  now  from  France  for  certain,  that  the  Irish  in  service  there  are 
disbanded  and  let  go. for  to  take  their  own  course,  which  gives  here 
great  jealousies,  it  being  well  known  that  State  stands  too  much  in 
need  of  men  for  to  cashier  any.  My  Lord  Admiral,  speaking  on 
occasion  of  a  vote  carried  against  those  of  that  party  by  the  other

Here  is  news  to-day  that  the  King  having  news  that  1,000  citizens 
were  coming  to  him  with  a  petition  to  Windsor,  sent  a  warrant  to

report  whereof  is  so  divers  that  none  can  justly  tell  how  to  inter- 
pret them.  Some  say  they  were  spoken  seriously,  some  slightingly, 
some  by  way  of  wish,  others  as  premeditated  counsel.  However, 
the  Earl  of  Northumberland's  counsel  proved  authentic,  that  who- 
soever should  speak  of  proroguing  the  Parliament  in  these  difficult 
and  dangerous  times  was  an  enemy  to  the  State ;  which  words  the 
Duke  had  then  spoken.  He  is  hereupon  voted  by  the  Lower  House 
to  be  incapable  of  bearing  any  office  in  Court  and  Commonwealth  ; 
and. though  Lord  Saye  has  very  eloquently  spoken  for  him  in  the 
Upper  House,  I  believe  his  rhetoric  will  not  prevail,  but  they  will 
have  all  the  forts  and  places  of  strength  in  his  command  from  him. 
Wm.  Murray,  [Wm.]  Crofts,  Tom  Elliott,  and  almost  all  his  Majesty's 
servants  are  declared  to  be  enemies  of  the  State,  and  not  to  be  per- 
mitted to  come  near  his  Majesty ;  nay,  they  have  shaved  him  so  close 
that  poor  Tom-Davies  must  not  trim  him.  In  these  extremities  the

Mr.  Pierpoint  spoke,  and  after  a  preamble  of  the  bloody  and 
dangerous  practices  of  the  Papists  against  the  Parliament,  and 
especially  the  House  of  Commons,  declared  the  necessity  of  putting 
the  militia  of  the  kingdom  into  a  posture  of  defence,  and  the  forts 
into  such  hands  as  might  be  confided  in.  As  for  the  extent  of 
this  power,  and  the  continuance  of  it,  the  House  of  Commons 
thought  fit,  and  desired  the  Lords  to  concur  with  them  in  it,  that 
both  the  one  and  the  other  should  be  left  to  the  Parliament,  sc 
that  his  Majesty  hereafter  will  have  little  to  dispose  of  The  con- 
clusion of  Mr.  Pierpoint's  speech  was  that  the  Lords  would  concur 
with  the  House  of  Commons  in  a  request  to  his  Majesty  to  make 
Sir  John  Conyers  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  without  either  men- 
tioning my  name,  or  giving  any  reason  why  I  should  be  removed ; 
which  I  must  needs  acknowledge  as  a  singular  favour  from  the 
Commons,  who  certainly,  after  so  severe  and  strict  an  inquisition, 
have  found  many  faults  in  me  to  make  me  incapable  of  this  com- 
mand, though  they  are  pleased  not  to  divulge  them.  But  I  am 
confident  the  greatest  fault  they  find  in  me,  if  riot  the  only,  is  that 
his  Majesty  placed  me  here,  and  that  they  think  I  am  faithful  to 
his  Majesty.  The  Lords,  after  four  denials  formerly  to  the  same 
request,  have  now  at  last — the  malignant  party,  as  they  term  it, 
being  now  very  weak  in  the  House — consented  to  join  with  them 
in  this  their  petition  to  his  Majesty ;  and  in  case  his  Majesty  shall 
think  fit  to  grant  It,  thougli  I  hope  never  with  that  unlimited 
power  they  desire, 'my  most  humble  suit' is,  I  may  resign  this  place 
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into  his  Majesty's  hands,  whence  I  received  it,  and  not  stay  to  be 
thrust  out  by  them ;  and  this  I  humbly  desire  you  would  acquaint 
his  Majesty  withal.  And  whereas  his  Majesty  authorized  me  to 
retain  the  40  new  warders,  which  would,  have  yielded  me  above 
3,0001.  present  benefit,  yet  I  have  forborne  to  advantage  myself 
that  way,  considering  how  unfit  it  would  be  to  put  his  Majesty  to 
1,000J.  yearly  charge  in  case  the  Tower  should  be  disposed  of  by 
the  Parliament ;  and  therefore  I  desire  I  may  have  a  warrant  from 
his  Majesty  to  cashier  these  new  warders  before  I  go,  lest  this  charge 
be  pinned  upon  him ;  for,  being  not  able,  during  this  short  time  of 
my  being  here,  to  do  his  Majesty  any  acceptable  service,  I  would  be 
loth  to  put  him  to  an  unnecessary  charge.  [Endorsed  by  Nicholas :

that  those  persons  that  have  received  any  money  from  the  customers 
by  way  of  composition  for  injuries  done  to  them  by  the  said 
customers,  and  of  which  they  have  formerly  complained  to  this 
House,  shall  acquaint  this  House  what  sums  of  money  or  other  satis- 
faction for  composition  they  have  received  by  this  day  sevennight.

Feb.  8,  14.  Thomas  Smith  to  [Sir  John  Pennington.]     By  the  enclosed 

York  House,  you  wiU  perceive  the  countenance  of  our  affairs ;  only  I  must  add 
that  on  Saturday  last  the  Bishops  were  voted  quite  out  of  Parlia- 
ment, never  more  to  have  voices  there,  God  be  thanked ;  but  the 
King  has  not  yet  given  his  royal  assent,  yet  that  is  not  doubted. 
Many  of  the  Popish  and  Malignant  party,  as  they  call  them,  begin 
now  to  leave  the  Houses,  and  retire  to  their  houses  in  the  country 
out  of  a  panic  fear  of  the  multitude,  who  from  all  the  counties  come 
daily  in  thousands  with  petitions  to  the  Houses.  And  if  they  be 
afeard  of  our  humble  petitions,  how  must  we  be  afraid  of  their 
malicious  and  pernicious  counsels.

18.  Memorial  of  the  Officers  of  Ordnance  to  the  Lords  and  other 
the  Committees  for  "  muniting  "  of  this  kingdom,  and  for  the  affairs 
of  Ireland.  The  Parliament,  by  instituting  the  first  of  those  Com- 
mittees some  months  since,  manifested  their  provident  care  for 
securing  the  kingdom  against  all  hostile  attempts.  The  first 
foundation  of  "muniting"  the  kingdom  principally  depends  upon 
the  judicious  state,  competent  endowment,  and  continual  support 
of  a  necessary  magazine.  The  Officers  of  Ordnance,  under  whose 
charge  the  grand  magazine  of  all  provisions  for  sea  and  land  service 
has  remained  for  ages,  out  of  a  zealous  and  true  sense  of  their  duties, 
and  in  pursuance  of  a  former  remonstrance  by  them  exhibited  to 
that  Committee,  hold  themselves  bound  and  humbly  crave  leave  to 
present  to  the  consideration  of  that  Grand  Council  the  state  of  the 
magazine  and  office  of  the  Ordnance.  First,  as  it  is  the  only  standing 
and  grand  magazine  for  the  munitions  of  war,  it  must  have  both  a 
primary  and  secondary  influence  on  the  navy,  forts,  castles,  and 
armies  of  this  kingdom.  Secondly,  in  its  proper  end  and  use,  when 
it  moves  with  a  marching  train  of  artillery  or  fleet,  it  has  a  con- 
tinual influence  on  the  respective  members  of  the  standing  camp, 
marching  army,  and  ships  at  sea,  throughout  their  operations  as 
here  specified,  and  in  the  supplying  of  ammunition  for  renewing  of 
all  fights,  and  for  timely  supply  after  the  fight.  In  all  which,  and 
many  other  respects,  the  necessity  of  the  times  and  their  peculiar 
duties,  calling  upon  them,  they  have  presumed  to  exhibit  a  short 
view  of  the  most  important  defects  of  that  magazine  and  office 
under  the  general  heads  here  particularised,  and  then  more  fully 
analyzed. 

1.  The  defect  for  the  complete  "  mounture "  of  the  Navy  with 
brass  ordnance  is  400  pieces;  and  the  Parliament  in  1624  provided 
500  iron  ordnance  with  their  carriages  and  other  equipage  for  the 
mounture  of  50  colliers  to  attend  his  Majesty's  fleet,  which  since 
have  otherwise  been  disposed  of,  so  that  now  none  are  remaining 
in  the  magazine  for  that  service.  But  what  time  the  casting  of 
those  900  pieces  would  take,  the  founders  will  be  best  able  to 
inform. 

2.  The  proportion  of  powder  for  continual  supply  of  the  magazine 
has  formerly  been  20  lasts  per  month.  But  the  saltpetre-works  being 
suppressed,  no  powder  has  been  delivered  into  the  magazine  these 
13  months ;  and  when  all  the  proportions  already  ordered  by  sea 
and  land  shall  be  issued,  there  will  remain  but  4  lasts  9  cwts.  of 
powder. 

3.  The  present  store  of  match  is  now  but  40  tons,  which  ought 
to  be  equal  at  the  least,  if  not  double,  to  the  yearly  proportion  of 
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the  powder;  which,  if  but  221  tons  according  to  the  Parliament 
proportion,  1626,  with  the  help  of  foreign  supply,  cannot  be  pro- 
vided under  six  months  at  the  least. 

4.  Before  the  8,01 6  muskets  (issued  and  to  be  issued  for  Ireland) 
can  be  again  supplied  with  rests  and  bandoleers,  six  months  time 
Avill  be  necessarily  employed.  The  pistols,  carbines,  dragoons,  long 
pikes,  swords,  halberds,  partisans,  drums,  saddles,  &e.  likewise  issued 
and  to  be  further  issued  for  the  Irish  supply,  will  require  four 
months  to  replace.

Feb.  10,  19.  Sidney  Bere  to  [Sir  John  Pennington].  The  Queen  con- 
Whitehall,  tinuing  in  the  resolution  to  accompany  the  Princess  Mary  into 
Holland,  the  King  was  pleased  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Parlia- 
ment by  a  message  which  you  will  find  in  the  book  here  inclosed ; 
whereupon,  in  consequence  of  that  design,  their  Majesties  posted 
yesterday  from  Windsor  to  Hampton  Court,  and  thence  come  this 
night  to  Greenwich,  and  so  to  continue  on  to  the  seaside.  The 
opinions  concerning  this  journey  are  divers,  whether  it  should  hold 
or  not,  but  in  Court  nothing  is  mox-e  credible ;  and  the  Parliament 
has  not  yet  showed  any  intention  to  hinder  or  dissuade  from  the 
same,  though  it  is  conceived  it  cannot  but  much  trench  on  the 
honour  and  greatness  of  this  Crown  to  let  them  pass  with  so  small 
attendance  and  pomp,  as  now  they  needs  must,  upon  so  short 
warning  and  in  so  distracted  a  season.  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas 
came  last  night  to  town,  and  is  now  going  to  nieet  their  Majesties 
at  Court  at  Greenwich.  I  do  not  hear  that  he  is  anywise  questioned 
by  the  Parliament,  but  his  colleague  is  spoken  of,  whom  it  is  thought 
they  will  sequester  from  the  House  for  having  framed  and  printed 
divers  things  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  them.  Sir 
Edward  Deering  remains  still  imprisoned ;  nor  do  the  Kentish  [men] 
appear  in  his  defence,  as  it  was  noised  they  would,  but  rather 
inclined  to  except  against  him  and  Sir  John  Culpepper  also.  You 
will  see  by  the  Diurnal  Occurrences,  and  the  several  petitions  and 
answers,  what  is  further  in  agitation  here  ;  and  that  his  Majesty  is 
pleased  to  let  go  the  prosecution  of  the  persons  accused,  which 
would  prove  a  good  step  to  an  accommodation,  did  not  the  voting 
the  Bishops  out  of  the  tipper  House  raise  a  new  difficulty,  to  which 
it  is  thought  his  Majesty  will  hardly  be  moved  to  give  the  royal 
assent.  The  House  of  Commons  did  lately  vote  for  Sir  John  Conyers 
to  be  made  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  and  even  now  I  understand 
that  his  Majesty  has  accepted  of  the  resignation  of  Sir  John  Byron, 
and  appointed  Captain  Conisby  to  execute  the  place  per  interim 
until  further  order,  so  that  it  is  likely  Conyers  will  have  the  same. 
I  do  not  hear  of  any  further  motions  against  my  Lord  Duke  [of 
Richmond],  Mr.  Murray,  and  Mr.  Porter,  nor  against  any  others  of 
Court ;  but  it  is  conceived  they  are  not  let  fall  through  altogether, 
but  only  laid  aside  till  a  fitter  occasion  or  more  leisure.  And  this 
is  all  I  can  say  for  the  present,  out  of  wliich  you  may  gather  in 
what  posture  and  condition  things  stand,  which,  though  bad  enough, 
it  is  feared  may  yet  be  worse,  unless  some  happy  agreement  appear 
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suddenly,  for  that  here  are  millions  of  poor  people  reduced  to  the 
extremity  of  want  by  the  decay  of  trade.  P.S. — The  Earl  of  Dorset 
is  nominated  to  wait  on  the  Queen,  but  he  having  desired  some 
time  to  make  himself  ready  is  to  follow  after,  and  Lord  Goring  to 
go  for  the  present.

Though  it  has 
cost  a  large  discourse  on  aU  hands  to  work  it  up,  and  not  without  some 
reluctation  on  the  King's  part,  by  whom,  it  is  conceived,  many  things 
are  consented  to,  more  to  satisfy  the  Parliament  than  himself.  I  can- 
not yet  out  of  my  own  judgement  advise  you  any  hope  we  have  of 
a  sudden  settlement  of  these  distractions ;  but  the  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment grow  every  day  thinner  and  thinner,  many  able  members  of 
both  being  retired  into  their  countries.  The  Queen  and  the  Lady 
Mary  set  forward  to-morrow  at  night  on  their  voyage  to  Holland. 
They  lie  at  Greenwich,  and  on  Monday  will  be  either  at  Margate 
or  Dover  to  take  shipping :  and  I  doubt  not  but  that  you  have 
already  received-  direction  to  expect  them  aboard  you.  It  seems 
the  States'  Ambassadors  have  been  earnest  with  the  King  to  have 
Lady  Mary  there  ;  and  the  Queen,  in  these  distempered  times  not 
taking  any  great  comfort,  goes  to  accompany  her.  Sir  Edward 
Deering,  one  of  the  knights  of  the  shire  for  Kent,  is  committed  to 
the  Tower  for  printing  of  some  of  his  speeches  made  in  Parliament 
offensive  to  the  House,  and  therefore,  they  being  bound  up  all  in 
one  book,  it  is  commanded  to  be  burnt.

I  have  acquainted 
my  Lord  Admiral  with  the  contents  of  yours  of  the  10th,  and  he 
is  sorry  that  the  convoys  must  of  necessity  be  neglected  till  the 
Queen  be  gone  over,  or  that  some  other  vessel  be  come  down  to  you ; 
whereof  we  make  all  the  haste  we  can,  and  have  sent  an  express 
packet  with  a  gallows  on  it  to  Captain  Owen  to  bring  away  the 
Entrance  and  the  Providence  to  be  in  the  Downs  by  Monday,  if 
possible,  that  being  the  day  her  Majesty  intends  to  take  shipping 
at  Deal ;  though  I  think  she  cannot  be  ready  so  soon,  except  she 
will  go  without  her  horses  and  coaches,  for  which  here  is  not  yet 
one  ship  taken  up,  nor  money  provided.    Nevertheless  she  makes 
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haste  towards  you,  and  lay  last  night  at  Greenwich.  This  night 
she  intends  [to  halt]  at  Rochester,  next  at  Canterbury,  and  on 
Monday  to  be  with  you.  We  have  no  other  directions,  and  there- 
fore can  give  you  none,  only  that  Mr.  Wood  says  they  will  take 
care  to  provide  diet  for  her  Majesty  and  train  on  shipboard. 
Things  are  done  in  such  post-haste  that  I  never  heard  of  the  like 
for  the  voyage  of  persons  of  so  great  dignity.  I  was  long  ago 
commanded  to  write  to  you,  in  the  name  of  my  Lord  [the  Earl  of 
Northumberland]  and  the  Earl  of  Essex,  for  a  tun  of  wine,  my 
Lord  of  Essex  approving  very  much  of  your  judgment  in  the  choice 
of  wines,  and  I  had  order  to  reimburse  the  money  to  you,  I  either 
forgot  it  or  omitted  it,  for  the  wine  is  not  come,  and  both  their 
Lordships  are  very  inquisitive  for  it.  P.S. — Captain  Stradling 
Avent  out  of  the  Hope  three  days  ago,  and  I  doubt  not  but  he  is 
with  you  ere  this.  My  Lord  [Admiral]  yesterday  checked  the 
Victualer  for  not  having  all  the  victuals  in  the  Downs  belonging 
to  the  winter  guard,  and  has  given  him  express  command  that  he 
send  them  away  with  such  diligence  as  to  have  the  victuals  of  the 
Greyhound  and  Tenth  Whelp  with  them  before  Monday,  or  else 
he  should  hear  of  it.

I  have  received  your 
late  dispatches,  accompanied  with  very  considerable  pieces  and  of 
weighty  concernment.  The  King  has  commanded  me  to  tell  you 
that  he  will  consider  them  fully,  and  cause  such  instructions  to  be 
sent  upon  them,  upon  advice  with  his  Council,  as  shall  be  held 
requisite,  so  soon  as  the  Court  comes  to  Whitehall,  which  I  believe 
may  be  shortly,  and  shall  be  in  better  settledness  than  at  present. 
The   Queen  and   Princess   Mary  are  here,  ready  to   embark  for

upon  the  States'  and  Prince  of  Orange's  extraordinary  instances  for 
the  Princess  to  be  immediately  sent  over,  to  see  her  daughter  well 
settled  in  those  parts,  from  whence  her  Majesty  purposes  to  return 
again  within  10  days  or  a  fortnight  at  the  furthest.  The  King 
goes  back  for  Greenwich,  where  the  Prince  will  be  on  Monday,  and 
the  Household  to  attend  his  Majesty's  coming. 

We  hear  not  of  any  progress  the  rebels  have  made  in  Ireland  ; 
but,  on  the  contrary,  that  they  daily  lose  courage,  espying  our  ships 
upon  their  coasts,  which  give  them  occasion  to  despair  of  their 
long  expected  foreign  succours.  There  were  very  lately  some  Irish 
commanders,  with  arms  and  ammunition,  stayed  in  Cornwall,  being 
by  stress  of  weather  driven  for  shelter  into  a  port  of  that  county, 
as  they  were  coming  out  of  France ;  by  which  accident  the  rebels 
are  much  disappointed.  In  pursuit  of  the  relief  of  that  kingdom ;

That  by  great  and  sudden 
stress  of  weather,  the  bar  with  which  they  had  stopped  the  passage 
to  that  town  by  water,  being  boats  joined  and  a  strong  chain  laid 
over  them,  was  broken  and  dispersed  so  seasonably  that  a  good 
supply  of  provisions  sent  from  Dublin  was  also  received  into  the 
town.

England's]  arrival  here  I  have  been  in  such  disorder,  as  well  by  my 
fear  of  our  affairs  in  England  as  occasions  here,  that  I  am  fallen 
into  arrears  scarcely  reparable  to  you.  Saturday  last  was  seven- 
night  the  Princess  Mary  was  delivered  by  her  Majesty  to  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  who  conducted  her  with  Ms  son  to  her  quarter 
in  their  own  court,  whsfe-^e  is  in  good  health,  and  certainly  as 
safe  and  well  as  may  be.  But  hitherto  the  establishment  and  pro- 
vision that  should  be  made  for  her  dowry,  maintenance,  house- 
hold, &c.  by  treaty  is  to  be  done ;  all  and  only  such  things  as  the 
States'  and  Prince's  ambassadors  asked  in  England  being  done,  but, 
on  our  [side],  nothing,  except  a  great  renvoy,  as  I  hear,  to  the 
Queen  of  Bohemia  [about  the]  marriage  treaty,  which  her  Majesty, 
now  upon  the  place,  rightly  considering,  has  written  to  the  King 
for  a  commission  in  that  behalf,  to  be  directed  to  the  Earl  of 
Arundel,  Lord  Goring,  and  myself  under  the  Great  Seal,  without 
which,  though  I  profess  before  God  my  heart  goes  as  much  and  as 
sincerely  with  the  marriage  as  any  other's  can,  yet  I  will  in  no 
measure  or  kind  have  to  do  in  the  business,  because  I  have  been,  so 
unnaturally  passed  over  all  this  while,  being  the  King's  public 
minister  upon  the  place,  and  much  more  for  the  quality  of  the 
business  itself.  Well  it  is  that  we  have  to  do  with  those  who  are  as 
willing  to  do  what  we  shall  require  in  reason  as  we  ourselves  to  ask. 
M.  Henri  Vliet,  by  special  act  of  his  Majesty,  is  made  surintendant 
de  la  maison  et  finances  of  her  Highness,  and  Madame,  his  lady,  her 
gouvernante.  The  seas  in  England  go  very  high.  God,  in  his 
mercy,  appease  all !  These  States  are  presently  despatching  an 
extraordinary  ambassador  vinder  colour  of  thanks  for  Queen 
[Henrietta  Maria]  and  the  Princess  [Mary's]  coming  over,  but 
withal  to  mediate  an  atonement  between  his  Majesty  [the  King  of 
England]  and  the  Parliament.  Sir  John  Pennington  came  hither 
on  Saturday,  and  returns  this  day  to  Helvoet.sluis,  where  he  has 
been  since  her  Ma,jesty's  arrival  there,  and  so  to  the  Downs,  leaving 
only  two  of  the  King's  ships  for  her  Majesty's  service.

Out  of  Ireland  we  hear  daily  of  one  good  advantage  or  other 
which  we  obtain  upon  the  rebels,  having  cleared  the  country  about 
Drogheda  20  miles  round,  and  so  freed  the  harbour  of  that  town, 
being  become  masters  of  the  castles  on  either  side  thereof,  Stameene

Tichborne  have  advertised  the  merchants  and  mariners  of  Liver- 
pool, Chester,  and  other  maritime  places  that  they  may  trade  and 
anchor  between  Dublin  and  Drogheda  without  any  let  or  danger. 
Also  that  Lord  Conway  was  safely  arrived  with  his  troop,  and 
Sir  John  Clotworthy  daily  expected  out  of  Scotland,  being  gone 
thither  to  find  the  cause  of  the  backwardness  of  those  forces  long 
since  expected  from  thence,  and  therefore  to  quicken  them  over. 

The  solemnities  of  the  Order  of  St.  George  have  set-aside  business 
for  two  or  three  days,  and  so  the  King  has  not  had  leisure  to  peruse 
your  despatch  of  the  2.3rd  March,  with  the  proceeding  of  the  treaty 
and  conference  of  the  l7th  ditto,  and  the  copy  of  the  Spanish 
plenipotence  sent  therewith,  whereof  my  next  will  give  you  better 
account.  For  this  present  I  can  only  say  that  his  Majesty  longs 
to  know  what  you  have  done  upon  the  despatch  sent  you  almost

Question.  Notv  in  our  extreme  distractions,  when  foreigiii 
forces  threqten,  and  probably  are  invited,  and  a  malignant 
and  Popish  party  at  honfie  offended.  The  Devil  hath  cast 
a  bone  and  raised  a  contestation  between  the  King  and 
Parliament  touching  the  Militia.  His  Majesty  claims  the 
disposing  of  it  to  be  in  him  by  right  of  law;  the  Parliament 
saith  rebus  sic  stantibus,  and  nolenti  rege,  the  ordering 
of  it  is  in  them.  Answer.  Which  question  may  receive 
its  solution  by  this  distinction ':  That  there  is  in  laws 
an  equitable  and  a  literal  sense.  His  Majesty,  let  it  be 
granted,  is  entrusted  by  law  with  the  militia,  but  it 
is  for  the  good  and  preservation  of  the  republic  against 
foreign  invasions  or  domestic  rebellions.  For  it  cannot 
be  supposed  that  the  Parliament  would  ever  by  law 
entrust  the  King  with  the  militia  against  themselves 
or  the  Commonwealth,  that  entrusts  them,  to  provide 
for  their  weal  not  for  their  woe.  So  that  when  there 
is  certain  appearance  or  grounded  suspicion  that  the 
letter  of  the  law  shall  be  improved  against  the  equity 
of  it  (that  is,  the  public  good,  whether  of  the  body  real  or 
representative),  then  the  commander  going  against  its 
equity  gives  liberty  to  the  commanded  to  refuse  obedience 
to  the  letter  :  for  the  law,  taken  abstract  from  its  original 
reason  and  end,  is  made  a  shell  without  a  kernel,  a  shadow 
without  a  substance,  and  a  body  without  a  soul.  It  is 
the  execution  of  laws  according  to  their  equity  and  reason 
which  is  the  spirit  that  gives  life  to  authority ;  the  letter 
kills. 

Nor  need  this  equity  be  expressed  in  the  laiv,  being  so 
naturally  implied  and  supposed  in  all  laws  that  are  not 
merely  imperial,  from  that  analogy  which  all  bodies 
ptolitic  hold  with  the  natural :  whence  all  government  and 
governors  borrow  a  proportionable  respect :  and  therefore 
when  the  militia  of  an  army  is  committed  to  the  general, 
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it  is  not  with  amy  express  condition  that  he  shall  not  turn 

the  mouths  of  his  cannon  against  his  own  soldiers,  for 

that  is  necessarily  implied. 

And  indeed,  if  this  distinction  be  not  allowed,  then  the 

legal  and  mixed  monarchy  is  the  greatest  tyranny,  for  if 

laws  invest  the  King  in  an  absolute  power,  and  the  letter 

he  not  controlled  by  the  equity,  then  whereas  other  Kings 

that  are  absolute  monarchs  and  rule  by  will  and  not  by 

law  are  tyrants  perforce ;  those  that  rule  by  law  and  not 

by  will    have  hereby   a   tyranny   conferred  upon   them 

legally ;  and  so  the  very  end  of  laws,  which  is  to  give 

bounds  and  limits  to  the  exorbitant  wills  of  Princes,  is 

by  the  laws  themselves  disappointed,  for  they  hereby  give 

corroboration  and  much  more  justification  to  an  arbitrary 

tyranny,  by  making  it  legal,  not  assumed ;  which  laws 

are  ordained  to  cross,  not  countenance,  and  therefore  is 

the   letter   (where   it    seems   absolute)   always    to  receive 

qualification  from  the  equity,  else  the  foresaid  absurdity 

must  follow.

Edinburgh.  They  have  in  frequent  meetings  considered  of  the  many  declarations, 
messages,  answers,  and  instructions  they  have  received  from  the 
King,  and  also  of  a  declaration  sent  them  from  the  English  Parlia- 
ment. They  are  thankful  for  his  Majesty's  expression  of  his 
resolution  to  preserve  the  true  religion,  liberties,  and  laws  of  his 
kingdoms,  together  with  a  right  correspondency  between  them. 
They  reciprocate  the  zeal  of  the  Parliament  of  England  to  maintain 
a  right  understanding  betwixt  the  two  nations.  But  they  are  full 
of  apprehension  at  the  long-lasting  distractions  between  the  King 
and  Parliament,  and  scarcely  dare  to  think  upon  the  results  of  its 
continuance.  They  hope  the  breach  between  them  may  soon  be 
cemented.  They  trust  that  the  Parliament  will  leave  no  fair  means 
untried  to  induce  the  King  to  conform  to  them,  that  there  may  be  a 
better  understanding  betwist  him  and  his  people.  T'hey  know 
that  they  [the  Scots]  neither  will  nor  should  meddle  with  the 
public  actions   of  another  kingdom  further  than   called  upon   as 
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being  fellow  subjects  under  one  head  and  monarch ;  yet  since  the 
Parliament  has  thought  meet  to  draw  the  practice  of  the  Scotch 
Parliament  into  example  in  the  point  of  declaration,  they  are 
confident  that  the  aflfection  of  the  Parliament  will  lead  them  also  to 
the  practice  of  this  kingdom  [of  Scotland]  in  composing  the 
unhappy  differences  betwixt  his  .Majesty  and  them,  and,  so  far  as 
may  consist  with  their  religion,  liberties,  and,  laws,  in  giving  his 
Majesty  all  satisfaction,  especially  in  their  tender  care  of  his  royal 
person  and  princely  greatness.  On  the  other  hand,  their  desire  is 
that  the  King  will  hearken  to  the  earnest  desires  and  hearty 
invitations  of  his  people  in  conforming  to  his  Parliament,  which  as 
it  is  his  great  so  it  is  his  best  and  most  impartial  Council,  that  so, 
by  the  brightness  of  his  countenance,  jealousies  and  fears  may  be 
scattered  and  a  mutual  confidence  revived.  As  regards  his 
Majesty's  going  for  Ireland,  they  conceive  it  to  be  a  matter  which 
requires  very  mature  deliberation  whether  the  great  affairs  and 
dangerous  distractions  of  England,  which  never  more  required  his 
presence  than  now,  may  suffer  by  his  absence ;  whether  his  going  in 
person  against  such  base  rebels  be  not  a  descending  too  low  from 
bis  royal  eminence.

and  deliberative,  not  binding  and  determinative.  The  Earl  of 
"V^^arwick,  by  commission  from  the  Earl  of  Northumberland,  which 
the  Houses  ordered  his  Lordship,  as  Lord  High  Admiral,  to  give, 
was  three  days  since  at  the  Downs,  but  where  he  will  bestow 
himself  and  tlie  fleet  further  is  yet  concealed.  The  Earls  of 
Holland  and  Essex  being  commanded  (Lord  Falkland  expressly 
employed  to  them)  to  attend  the  King  in  their  places  at  York  at 
St.  George's  Feast,  or  to  deliver  up  the  ensigns  of  their  offices,  have 
done  the  last,  which  the  Lords'  House  have  interpreted  to  be  no 
disobedience  to  the  King,  but  withal  declared  those  who  shall  accept 
of  either  of  those  charges  ignoble,  and  incapable  of  them  or  other 
place  of  honour  and  trust  in  the  kingdom.  The  Marquis  of  Hert- 
ford being  upon  his  way  towards  York,  by  order  of  the  King,  with 
the  Duke  of  York,  was  re-called  by  order  of  the  Lords,  but  having 
read  it  proceeded,  it  being  to  return  with  his  Highness,  or  if  he 
went  forward  to  take  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Prince, according 
to  their  former  order.  Upon  report  whereof  the  Lords  entered  an 
Act  that  he  had  undertaken  the  second  one  of  the  Prince's  person. 
But  I  cannot  imagine  that  you  have  not  particular  information  of 
these  things  from  the  place.  Sir  Henry  Vane  is  in  the  chair  for  the 
trade  of  the  kingdom,  and  specially  entrusted  with  the  business  of 
Amboina  and  the  East  India  differences,  so  that  I  am  almost  at  a 
final  stand  with  a  meruisse  posnitet. 

Here  the  proposition  of  sending  an  ambassador  into  England  as 
mediator  betwixt  the  King  and  Parliament,  having  slept  about  a 
month,  is  on  foot  again  with  more  vehemence  than  ever,  but  not 
concluded.  The  French  ambassador  has  exhibited  a  ratification  of 
their  pecuniary  treaty  for  120,000?.,  bills  [of  exchange]  being  also 
delivered  to  their  merchants  in  Paris  for  payment,  and  presseth  to 
the  field.  Our  Queens  [of  Bohemia  and  England]  agree  here  most 
kindly,  and,  although  rumours  run  without  measure  or  ground,  all 
things  else  very  quiet.  I  have  received  the  152  lix-dollars  of 
Secretary  Maurice,  and  paid  52  to  Prince  Rupert,  the  rest  remaining 
in  my  hands,  viz.,  100  rix-dollars  for  you,  wKom  I  sincerely  desire 
to  see  safely  here.  P.S. — You  will  receive  herewith  two  pacquets, 
one  from  Sec.  Nicholas,  one  from  Sir  Alexr.

Divines  are  chosen  by  the  knights  and  burgesses  of  Parliament  for 
the  consultation  intended  about  our  Church  government  and 
common  prayers,  and  report  begun,  so  that  by  the  next  they  will 
be  on  work,  for  I  hear  the  Commons  hasten,  and  the  divines,  I 
believe,  are  as.  hot  upon  it  and  as  hasty  as  they.  At  the  feast  of 
St.  George  the  Duke  of  York  and  Prince  Rupert  were  chosen  of  the 
Order.  I  will  venture  to  burthen  your  pacquet  with  a  printed 
paper  from  .York.  The  King  has,  upon  the  Parliament's  oppo- 
sition, put  off  his  preparations  for  his  voyage  into  Ireland,  but, 
since  publication  of  this,  he  went  suddenly  to  Hull,  accompanied 
with  his  own  servants,  with  intent  to  enter  and  lie  there ;  but  Sir 
John  Hotham  refused  him  entrance,  though  very  few  in  his  company. 
It  is  said  that  some  would  have  tried  the  soldiery,  and  have  pro- 
cured some  force  against  Sir  John,  but  the  King  would  not  suffer  any 
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such  thing,  and  rode  away  that  night  to  bed  at  Beverley.  The  Earl 
of  Newport,  as  report  comes  hither,  in  a  letter  express  to  the  Earl  of 
Holland,  takes  upon  him  to  have  persuaded  the  King  to  this  journey 
to  Hull.  It  seems,  upon  a  petition  by  the  northern  shires,  that 
they  apprehended,  by  public  fame,  an  invasion,  and  therefore  prayed 
that  the  arms  there  might  be  preserved  there  and  in  good  order  for 
their  defence.  Hereupon  a  complaint  is  like  to  be  made  in  Parlia- 
ment, if  not  already,  against  Sir  John  Hotham,  and  exemplary 
punishment  demanded.  Sir  Lewis  Dive,  came  hither  Saturday 
last  very  late,  in  one  of  the  King's  pinnaces  from  Scarborough -upon 
Wednesday,  but  how  far  he  was   in   this  business  T  know   not.

Also  the  petition  of  Kent  was  on  the  29th  past 
brought  to  London  by  about  600  gentlemen  of  that  county,  as  we 
hear,  but  the  House,  having  showed  former  dislike  against  it,  rose ; 
and  so  they  were  frustrate  till  the  following  day,  when,  having 
delivered  it,  they  returned  to  their  homes,  leaving  Sir  William 
Boteler  and  Captain  Lovelace  behind,  whom  the  House  restrained. 

We  have  since  Monday  had  news  of  a  most  glorious  victory 
obtained  by  Lord  Ormond,  with  2,400  foot  and  400  horse  only, 
over  7,000  of  the  rebels,  of  whom  he  glew  700  upon  the  place  (at 
Athy,  live  miles  from  Ballysonan  [Ballyshannon],  15  April  last), 
many  of  them  being  of  quality,  besides  officers  of  several  degrees, 
routed  all  the  rest  and  pursued  them  into  bogs  and  woods,  with  the 
loss  only  of  20  of  ours  and  40  hurt.  With  these  tidings  were 
expressly  sent  to  the  King  Sir  Patrick  Wynnes  and  Capt.  Boteler, 
cornet  and  kinsman  of  Lord  Ormond,  whom  the  King  knighted  for 
that  and  his  good  service  in  the  battle.  The  Scots  also  are  now 
landed  3,000  or  4,000  strong,  and  divers  supplies  of  horse  and  foot 
going  over  from  hence  daily,  all  whicb.  we  hope  will  help  power- 
fully towards  a  speedy  end  of  this  work.  The  King  has  this 
evening  signed  a  Privy  Seal  for  1,500Z.  for  you,  ordered  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Treasury,  which  I  hope  will  settle  you  in 
credit  with  Sir  Paul  Pindar.

For  my  part,  though  I  would  not  speak  it 
publicly,  I  told  some  friends   that  sat  about  me  that  I  could  not 
think  that  this  was  offered  by  the  Ambassador  without  a  farther 
design  ;  which,  in  short,  was  to  blow  the  coals  between  the  King 
and  Parliament.     I  pray  God  we  have  no  French  pensioners  in 
England.     Interest  or  concernment  in  anything,  if  there  should  be 
any  such,  though  otherwise  never  so  good  English,  easily  blinds 
well-meaning  and  wise  men's  eyes.      We  have  enough  to  do  at 
home.    I  pray  God  help  us,  and  withal  make  us  wary  that  we  be 
not  caught  with  foreign  snares,     For"  my  part  I  am  so  far  from 
believing  in  the  truth  of  nations,  in  matter  of  interest,  that  I  could 
wish,  with  humble  duty,-that  we  had  not  trusted  so  much  to  some 
as  we  have  done  already.     I  name  none.     But  after  a  treaty  of 
five  or  six  months'  standing  with  the  Scots,  which,  with  commission 
of  full  power  between  party  and  party,  might  have  been  ended 
in   so  many  days,  and  this  undertaken,  at   least  pretended,   for 
expedition,  not  to  hear  of  a  Scottish  man  landed  in  Ireland  is  an 
invincible  argument  to  me   that   we   ought  to  give  much   more 
credit  to  English,  to   ourselves,  than  to  any  others,  though  our 
dearest  brethren.     And,  for  my  poor  opinion,   I  vow  seriously  I 
think  the  rebellion  in  Ireland  might  by  this  time  have  been  allayed 
if  we  had  merely  trusted  to  Englishmen.     There  is  now  news  come 
that  some  Scots  are  arrived,  and  of  somewhat  that  they  have  done, 
and  undertaken  more.     But  those  letters  I  have  not  yet  heard, 
which  should  be  read  this  afternoon.

Majesty  and  the  Emperor  against  all,  whereof  both  the  King  and 
States   could  not  but  be  sensible,  being  so  -much   against  them 
desiring  reparation.     The  copy  of  this  letter  was  delivered  to  the 
Earl  of  Holland  to  communicate  the  contents  to  both  the  Houses 
of  Parliament,  which  he  did  at  a  conference.      There   was  great 
offence  taken  at  it,  and  against  you  particularly,  but  in  a  certain 
way  against  the  King,  as  if  by  his  order  and  command  such  a  thing 
had  been  proffered.     Sir  Eichard  Cave,  [who]  was  there,  told  what 
he  could  to  satisfy  that  the  matters  alleged  were  false,  and  that  no 
such  thing  was  ever  intended  nor  propounded,  but  that,  upon  an 
overture  of  the  restitution  of  the  Prince  Elector  to  his  lands  and 
dignities,  the  Emperor  said  that  there  should  be  no  assurance  of 
the  peace  in  Germany,  whereupon  you  said  that  if  they  did  restore 
the  Prince  Elector  that  you  would  undertake  his  Majesty  should, 
virihus  et  anivnis  conjvmdis,  cause  them  that  should  not  be  willing 
to  see  the  peace  of  Germany  to  be  brought  to   conformity   and 
settling  of  the  public  quietness  in  the  Empire.     These  werfe  the 
very  words  that  were  written  to  me  from  Nuremberg  and  other 
places.     The  mischief  was  that  nobody  was  in  the  House  that  knew 
of  the  treaty.  Sir  Henry  Vane  being  then  absent,  and  not  coming 
to  the  House  but  in  the  afternoon.     If  the  Ambassador  had  spoken 
to  the  King,  to  whom  it  did  indeed  appertain  to  know  these  treaties, 
he  should  have  received  a  present  answer.     But  those  of  the  House 
having  no  knowledge  of  those  things  that  were  past  made  a  stand 
and  a  great  wonder,  as  if  in  these  times  a  treaty  with  the  House  of 
Austria  had  been  out  of  all  reason,  whereas  indeed  your  proffer 
was  so  just  and  honest  that  they  have  been  since  to  seek  what  to 
answer  to  it.     I  have  been  bold  to  speak  with  some  members  of  the 
House,  and  before  Tuesday,  when  the  Ambassador  is  to  receive  his 
answer,  I  hope  I  shall  be  with  Mr.  Pym  to  acquaint  him  with  the 
truth  of  all  that  is  past.     The  mischief  is  not  known  that  these 
men  do  intend  to  us,  but  to  those  that  understand  the  policy  of 
the  world  it  is  an  easy  thing  to  be  found,  and  to  see  that  by  these 
proceedings  they  intend  nothing  else  but  to  keep  his  Majesty  at  a 
distance  from  his  people,  as  if  by  indirect  means  a  treaty  for  the 
Prince  Elector  were  sought  contrary  to  the  vote  of  the  House.

I  can  say  no  more 
to  it  than  I  did  in  my  former,  that  howsoever  the  event  may  be, 
I  am  infinitely  bound  for  your  endeavours.  If  the  mediators 
should  propound  more  satisfactory  means  (less  they  cannot)  of 
accommodation,  my  ministers  are  sufficiently  instructed  and 
informed  of  my  mind,  to  which  I  shall  desire  you  to  be  referred, 
thinking  it  unnecessary  to  trouble  you  with  the  repetition  of  it. 
Mr.  Secretary  [Nicholas]  sends  you  a  short  information  of  Sir

May  16,  50.  Ferdinando  Lord  Fairfax,  Sir  Philip  Stapilton,  and  Sir 
York.  Hugh  Cholmeley,  [Parliamentary  Commissioners  in  the  North,]  to 
William  Lenthall,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons.  Last  night' 
came  to  our  hands  the  paper  enclosed  [see  No.  52],  which  we  con- 
ceiving to  be  illegal,  we  waited  this  morning  on  the  King,  telling  him 
we  thought  it  our  duty  to  represent  to  him  of  what  dangerous  con- 
sequence it  was  to  command  the  whole  county  to  bring  in  their 
horse,  which  would  be  an  occasion  of  great  jealousies,  and  might 
breed  great  distractions.  The  King's  answer  was,  that  however  it 
was  expressed,  yet  he  never  intended  to  have  any  come  in  but 
voluntarily.  We  replied  that  this  bore  another  sense,  and  that  it 
would  be  our  duty  to  give  notice  of  it  to  the  Parliament.  When 
we  were  gone,  the  Marquis  of  Hertford,  Viscount  Savile,  and  Lord 
Chief  Justice  Banckes,  repairing  to  him,  brought  us  this  paper  in 
answer  to  what  we  had  said  to  him,  with  a  command  from  the 
King  to  write  up  the  substance  of  it  to  you ;  but,  thinking  it  not 
fit  to  take  upon  us  to  write  his  Majesty's  sense,  lest  we  should  be 
mistaken,  we  have  here  sent  you  the  very  paper  itself  as  we  had  it. 
These  Lords  do  every  one  of  them  protest  that  they  never  knew 
anything  of  this  printed  paper  till  we  showed  it  to  them.  We 
acquainted  you  in  our  last  letter  that  the  King  had  laid  aside  his 
resolution  of  raising  that  regiment  which  was  Sir  Robert  Strickland's, 
but  this  afternoon  we  understand  that  it  is  to  meet  to-morrow  by

We  have 
Court  at  York,  with  great  contentment  considered  your  dutiful  and  affectionate 
answer,  presented  May  1,  to  our  propositions,  concerning  the  un- 
sufferable  affront  which  we  received  at  Hull.  We  have  not  been 
deceived  in  the  confidence  we  had  in  your  affection  ;  wherefore  we 
desire  you  to  assure  the  rest  of  your  countrymen  who,  through 
negligence,  were  omitted  to  be  summoned,  that  we  shall  never 
abuse  your  love,  to  the  least  violation  of  your  liberties  or  the 
diminution  of  those  immunities  which  we  have  granted  you  this 
Parliament,  though  they  be  beyond  the  acts  of  our  predecessors, 
being  resolved  to  have  the  laws  of  this  land  duly  observed.  We 
shall  endeavour  only  so  to  preserve  our  just  royal  rights  as  may 
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enable  us  to  defend  and  protect  our  kingdom  and  people,  according 
to  the  ancient  honours  of  the  Kings  of  England  and  according  to 
that  trust  which,  by  the  laws  of  God  and  this  land,  is  put  into  the 
Crown,  being  sufficiently  warned  by  the  late  aifront  at  Hull  not 
to  transfer  the  same  out  of  our  own  power;  concerning  which 
affront  we  will  take  some  time  to  advise  which  way  we  may  use- 
fully employ  your  affections.  In  the  meantime  we  shall  take  it 
well  from  all  such  as  shall  personally  attend  us  so  followed  and 
provided  as  they  shaU  think  fit  for  the  better  safety  of  our  person, 
because  we  know  not  what  sudden  violence  or  affront  may  be 
offered  to  us,  having  lately  received  such  an  actual  testimony  of 
rebellious  intentions  as  Sir  John  Hotham  has  expressed  at  Hull. 
Being  thus  secured  by  your  affections  and  assistance,  we  promise 
you  our  protection  against  any  contrary  power  whatsoever,  and 
that  you  shall  not  be  molested  for  your  humble  and  modest 
petition,  as  of  late  you  have  been  threatened.

Elector  Palatine ;  but  being  sensible  of  the  delays  used  in  the 
same  by  the  Emperor  and  others,  apparently  to  weary  you  and  the 
mediators,  which  also  may  redound  to  our  dishonour  if  we  should 
suffer  you  longer  to  dwell  there  in  expectation,  and  being  most 
unwilling  that  you  should  at  all  follow  the  Emperor's  Court  when 
it  shall  remove  from  Vienna ;  we  command  and  authorise  you  to 
take  leave  of  the  Emperor  and  Empress,  thanking  the  ambassadors 
mediators,  and  by  them  their  principals,  in  due  form.  After  which 
we  permit  you  to  return  homewards  as  speedily  as  you  can,  if  you 
see  no  further  hope  of  effecting  what  may  be  for  our  honour  and 
our  nephew's  advantage.  At  any  conference  or  meeting  with  the 
Duke  of  Bavaria  or  his  ministers  we  require  you  not  to  engage 
yourself  further  in  any  kind  than  you  shall  see  just  and  clear 
ground,  and  that  you  be  especially  vigilant  in  your  observation 
how  far  France  may  have  possessed  him,  we  having  cause  to  be 
suspicious  of  their  secret  dealings.  In  your  progress  home  you  are 
to  salute  such  Princes  and  States  as  are  allied  with  us,  especially 
those  of  the  religion,  whom  you  are  to  render  confident  of  our 
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steadfastness  to  defend  and  maintain  the  true  Protestant  profession 
with  the  utmost  of  our  counsels  and  power.  We  require  you  also 
to  wait  upon  our  Consort  the  Queen,  our  only  sister  the  Queen  of 
Bohemia,  and  our  daughter  the  Princess  Mary,  if  you  pass  through 
the  United  Provinces,  whom,  with  the  Prince  of  Orange,  you  are 
to  acquaint  with  the  causes  of  your  recall.  [Signed  and  sealed 
with  signet.

May  18,        55.  See.  Nicholas  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe.     In  my  last  I  acquainted 
Court  at  York,  you  that  the  Prince  Elector  had  persuaded  me  to  forbear  moving 
the  King  for  your  revocation  just  then ;  hut  having  since  got  the 
King  to  peruse  your  despatches  of  April,  I  have  received  the  King's 
order  for  drawing  up  the  letter  enclosed  [see  May  17].     Touching 
the  secret  practice  between  the  French  and  Bavaria,  the  King  has 
many  occasions  of  jealousy,  which  are  much  increased  by  a  late  act  of 
the  French  Ambassador  here,  who  last  week  came  to  Lord  Falkland 
and   told   his  Lordship  of  an  advice   he   had  that  his  Majesty's 
Ambassador  at  Vienna  for  the  restitution  of  the  Palatinate  had 
offered  to  the  Emperor  and  the  House  of  Austria,  against  all  their 
enemies  whatsoever  in  his  Majesty's  name,  the  assistance  of  all  his 
kingdom,  which,  if  true,  he  conceived  rather  the  forwardness  of  the 
Ambassador  than  his  Majesty's  direction,  knowing  that  he  would 
not  admit  of  so  great  a  prejudice  to  the  treaty  and  good  corre- 
spondence  between    the    two    Crowns ;    but   in  his   warm   blood 
(without  expecting  the  King's  answer  hereupon,  as  well  the  respect 
and  practice  of  his  predecessors  might  have  taught  him),  the  very 
next  morning  sent  the  same  relation  to  the  Parliament,  whereat  how 
justly  his  Majesty  is  offended  you  may  judge ;  and  by  his  command 
I  have  written  to  the  Ambassador  to  know  by  what  warrant  he 
has  addressed  a  complaint  of  this  nature  and  concernment  to  the 
subjects  of  this  Crown.     Whereas,  in  case  it  were  true,  as  it  is  a 
most  malicious  forgery,  the   accusation  lying  against  the  King's 
immediate  minister,  the  remedy  was  likewise  to  be  procured  from 
the  King  alone ;  the  answer  whereof  I  now  expect.     It  will  be 
worth  your  curiosity  to  mark,  since  it  is  taken  for  current  that  we 
cannot  effectually  assist  the  Emperor  or  Bavaria,  indeed  whilst  our 
domestic  divisions  last  we  cannot,  how  far  that  Duke's  inclinations 
bend  to,  and  whether  he  rely  not  upon  the  counsels  of  France, 
whatsoever  external  professions  he  makes  to  the  contrary.     By  the 
enclosed  you  will  see  what  the  King  spoke  publicly  on  Thursday 
last,   at    the   meeting   of   the    gentry   [of  Yorkshire],   who   have 
expressed  their  readiness  accordingly  to  give  the  King  a  sufficient 
guard  of  horse  and  foot.     Of  these  we  have  already  a  regiment.     Of 
the  others  upon  Friday  we  shall  have  a  noble  parade,  being  all 
gentlemen  of  this  county,  out  of  which  the  King  will  choose  about 
200  to  be  constantly  about  his  person,  and  to  be  relieved  by  others 
from  time  to  time.     By  an  express  from  the  Lords  Justices  of 
Ireland  we  understand  that  Lord  Conway,  and  Munro,  the  com- 
mander of  the  Scots,  have  recovered  from  the  rebels  the  town  and 
castle  of  the  Newry.    That  a  ship  coming  from  Knockfergus,  having 
put  forth  the  Spanish  colours,  some  head  officers  of  the  rebels  of 
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Carlingford  camo  on  board  her,  where,  being  apprehended  by  the 
captain,  a  good  party  of  soldiers  was  sent  on  shore,  and  they 
straight  possessed  themselves  of  the  town  and  castle.  That  Lords 
Lisle  and  Robert  Digby  and  others  have  taken  Trim  by  surprise, 
with  very  little  loss,  being  a  town  of  very  good  consequence  situate 
upon  the  river  of  Boyne.  That  our  officers  have  likewise  taken 
Narrow- Water  Castle,  and  in  the  same  the  old  rebel  Hugh  Tyrone's 
daughter,  the  Viscountess  of  Iveagh,  Sir  Edward  Trevor,  Sir  Charles 
Poyntz,  Captain  Henry  Smith,  and  others  who  have  been  long 
detained  by  the  rebels.  Before  Trim  there  were  100  rebels  sla,in, 
amongst  whom  the  Earl  of  Fingall  was  one.

Since 
by  your  several  despatches  there  appears  so  little  likelihood  of 
receiving  any  satisfaction  in  the  treaty,  and  that  your  longer 
stay  upon  it  is  both  chargeable  to  his  Majesty  and  troublesome  to 
yourself,  the  King  is  pleased,  as  you  will  see  by  his  letter  to  your- 
self, to  give  you  leave  to  return.  I  long  to  hear  what  has  been  done 
in  the  business  the  express  brought  you  from  hence,  and  I  hope  you 
will  not  give. the  adverse  party  cause  to  object  to  you  what  they  did 
to  the  Earl  of  Arundel,  that  his  impatience  to  return  hindered  the 
accommodation  of  my  business,  which,  as  they  pretend,  was  then  in 
a  fair  way.

Yesterday  she  went  to  Tregowd,  this  day  to  Buren,  where  his 
Highness  meets  her,  and  after  a  day  or  two  rest  to  conduct  her 
to  Voorn  Schantz  and  the  army.  She  comes  back  by  Utrecht  and 
Leyden,  all  those  towns  having  solemnly  invited  her.  Meanwhile 
our  seas  are  still  fiuctubus  twmida.  Mr.  William  Murray  of 
the  Bedchamber  came  hither  three  days  since,  surely  for  more  than 
to  bring  letters  from  the  King  to  her  Majesty,  being  a  person,  of 
so  great  trust  and  so  good  advice.

sent  you  out  of  Scotland  were,  as  I  conceive,  that  his  Majesty, 

in  case  the  Emperor  give  him  satisfaction  in  my  behalf,  would 
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oblige  himself  to  concur  with  the  Emperor  and  the  Empire  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  peace  and  tranquility  thereof,  •which  having 
promised,  himself  is  to  find  out  the  best  way  to  make  it  good,  and 
not  to  give  any  assistance  to  their  enemies  or  the  enemies  of  the 
House  of  Austria.  And  thus  far  his  Majesty  is  still  willing  to  be 
bound.  As  for  moneys  to  the  Duke  of  Bavaria,  since  ihe  House  of 
Austria  ov^es  it  him  it  is  more  reasonable  that  they  should  satisfy 
him,  and  to  that  end  his  Majesty  is  willing  they  should  employ 
that  which  their  towns  in  Flanders  owe  him,  which  his  Majesty  is 
content  in  that  case  to  quit  to  them,  and  gives  you  leave  by 
Mr.  Secretary,  which  was  forgot  a  fortnight  ago,  to  make  use  of  it 
as  you  shall  see  occasion.  But  if  you  be  gone  from  Vienna,  and 
the  treaty  wholly  •  broken  oflF,  il  faut  remettre  la  partie  ck  une 
meilleure  saison.

10.  Sec.  Nicholas  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe.  On  Friday  last  the  gentry, 
ministry,  and  freeholders  of  this  county  [York]  met  at  the  hour 
appointed  on  Haworth  Moor,  close  by  this  city,  to  the  number  of 
between  three  or  four  score  thousand,  where  the  King  being  come 
with  the  Duke  of  York  and  all  the  Lords  here  present,  the  Prince 
following  at  the  head  of  his  horse  troop,  consisting  of  the  prime 
gentry  of  this  county  all  excellently  mounted,  I  cannot  sufficiently 
describe  to  you  the  joy  expressed  generally  by  all  the  company. 
The  King,  after  a  pertinent  and  gracious  preface,  made  by  himself, 
and  silence  duly  observed,  caused  the  enclosed  declaration  to  be 
several  times  distinctly  read  by  the  high  sherifi"  of  this  county, 
that  all  the  people  might  hear.  Upon  which  the  shoutings  were 
infinite  and  the  satisfaction  such,  as  his  Majesty's  confidence  is  now 
most  firmly  settled  upon  the  loyalty  and  affections  of  this  his 
people.  That  day  they  fell  to  framing  of  the  petition,  whereof 
I  now  send  you  a  copy,  to  which  I  believe  as  many  hands  will 
subscribe  as  there  were  heads  at  the  meeting.  The  Lords  here, 
now  40  or  above,  have  reTsolved  to  attend  his  Majesty's  pleasure  in 
this  city,  till  the  rest  which  the  King  expects  are  come,  and  his 
proposition  shall  be  ready ;  notwithstanding  that  the  House  of 
Peers  have  summoned  them  in  general,  and  ten  of  them  particularly, 
to  appear  at  bar  as  Delinquents  for  departing  out  of  the  House 
without  leave  of  Parliament.  This  day  we  understood  from 
Mr.  Floyd,  the  Attorney  of  Wales,  the  loyal  professions  to  bis 
Majesty  of  that  Principality,  offering,  either  in  person  or  any  other 
way  that  the  King  will  intimate,  to  attend  and  secure  him  and 
his  royalty  against  all  malignity  and  attempts  of  disaffected 
persons.  What  we  have  from  Ireland  you  will  find  in  this 
adjoined  extract.  I  have  received  your  despatch  of  11  May,  to 
which  I  can  return  no  present  answer,  being  by  an  ague  hindered 
from  perusing  them.

11.  I.  The  above -mentioned  memorial. — The  towns  of  Brussels, 
Antwerp,  Ghent,  Bruges,  Ostend,  and  Dunkirk,  owe 
l,dOO,0O0L  for  capital  and  interest  to  the  Crown  of 
England  in  obligations  for  100,000L  lent  them  by 
Queen  Elizabeth  in  the  years  1 577  and  78,  which  1 00,000?. 
were  sent  to  them  in  gold  by  Sir  Francis  Windebank, 
father  of  the  late  Secretary  of  State,  Sir  Francis  Winde- 
bank. King  .Philip  II.  of  Spain  has  by  public  act 
acknowledged  and  approved  the  debt,  and  ratified  the 
agreement  in  several  treaties,  as  of  Marche  en  famime  at 
Cologne,  and  at  Bergen  in  Winox,  and  rendered  thanks 
for  the  same  to  Queen  Elizabeth  by  letter  under  his  own 
hand  in  these  terms,  viz. : — My  dear  sister,  I  do  give  you 
hearty  thanks  for  having  assisted  my  subjects  with  money, 
that  thereby  they  have  been  enabled  to  defend  themselves 
from  invasion  of  enemies. 

The  towns  abovesaid  have  passed  the  debt  in  their  several 
accounts  unto  their  King.  Their  bonds  are  several,  but 
obligatory  one  for  all,  and  all  for  one ;  they  stand  good 
for  ever ;  and  the  interest  to  be  paid  for  the  forbearance 
of  the  money  is  specified  in  the  bonds  at  6 1  per  cent. 
So  that  by  computation  of  the  time  a/nd  i/nterest,  the  76 
and  more  years,  the  interest  at  6^,  the  capital  and  interest 
amount  to  1,000,000?.  The  debt  has  been  acknowledged 
divers  times.  And  of  late  Mr.  Truinball,  who  resided  at 
Brussels  in  King  James's  time,  and  for  some  years  during 
his  Majesty's  that  now  is,  yet  his  departure  thence  brought 
the  pursuit  of  that  business  for  satisfaction  to  \suc}i[  a 
point,  even  by  approbation  and  good  offices  of  the  late 
'  Infanta  Isabella  Clara  Eugenia,  tliat  nothing  but  the 
sudden  ruptu/re  between  the  two  Crowns  of  England  and 
Spain  did  then  put  the  same  at  a  stand.  Sir  Balthazar 
Gerbier  has  since  laboured  in  the  cause,  and  at  his  coming 
home  got  the  origi/nal  bonds  copied,  and  thereto  a  commis- 
sion under  the  Kimg's  hand  and  seal  to  pursue  the  said 
debts.  l%e  bonds  remain  in  the  Exchequer,  the  money  is 
due,  and  may  be  had  if  looked  after.     [1  p.'\ 

June  9.  12.  Votes  and  declaration  o£  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 
Whereas  it  appears  that  the  King,  seduced  by  wicked  counsel, 
intends  to  make  war  against  his  Parliament ;  and  in  pursuance 
thereof,  under  pretence  of  a  guard  for  his  person,  has  actually  begun 
to  levy  forces  both  of  horse  and  foot,  and  sent  out  summons  through- 
out Yorkshire  and  other  counties  for  calling  together  greater  numbers  • 
and  some  ill-affected  persons  have  been  employed  in  other  parts  to 
raise  troops  under  colour  of  the  King's  service,  making  large  offers 
Ea  7795.

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of  reward  and  preferment  to  such  as  will  come  in.  The  Lords  and 
Commons  do  declare  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  anyone  to  contribute

June  10.  14.  An  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  Parliament,  from  the  first 
Convention,  Nov.  3,  1640,  to  the  taking  up  of  arms,  which 
was  10  June  1642,  according  to  three  distinct  periods  of  time. 
(1.)  The  first  period,  containing  the  several  Acts  [enumerated] 
passed  by  the  King  and  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  by  which  the 
grievances  set  forth  by  the  [12]  Lords  in  their  petition  presented 
to  the  King  at  York  were  removed.  (2.)  The  second,  containing 
the  proceedings  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  1641,  before  the 
tumults.  (3.)  The  third  period,  containing  the  proceedings  between 
the  King  and  the  Houses  of  Parliament  since  the  tumults.  After 
enumerating  the  events  that  occurred  during  these  periods,  the 
writer  observes :  "  From  the  premises  it  appears  ; — that  the  public 
grievances  of  the  kingdom  were  all  remBdied  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Parliament,  and  that  presently  there  was  an  attempt  by  some 
to  alter  the  government  of  Church  and  State ;  and  when  they  could 
not  compass  it  io  a  free  parliamentary  way,  that  they  endeavoured 
it  first  by  tumults,  forcing  the  Parliament,  and  afterwards  by  arms 
to  force  the  kingdom.  And  in  this  case  I  would  have  every  one 
complying  with  them  to  consider  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  concerning  the  civil  magistrate,  that  all  power  and 
authority  is  from  God;  .so  that  whosoever  goes  about  to  take 
away  or  confound  the  whole  state  of  civil  policies,  now  long  esta- 
blished, is  not  only  an  enemy  to  mankind,  but  fights  wickedly 
against  God's  expressed  will.  Also  I  would  have  men  to  consider, 
whereas  they  engage  themselves  for  liberty  and  religion,  that — 

"(1.)  The  liberty  of  the  subject  was  sufficiently  asserted  and  settled 
by  several  Acts  in  the  beginning  of  the  Parliament,  and  might  have 
been  kept  inviolate  by  the  authority  of  the  Parliament  sitting  so 
long  as  they  please ;  and  by  the  power  of  the  militia  settled  in  the 
hands  of  those  men,  whom  they  did  confide  in.  But  liberty  with 
subjection  does  not  suffice  now  ;  and  the  afiectation  of  liberty,  with- 
out subjection,  is  no  less  than  rebellion. 
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"  (2.)  Our  religion,  established  by  law,  might  have  been  preserved 
by  the  same  authority  and  power  as  our  liberties.  Besides,  his 
Majesty  had  set  forth  his  proclamation,  requiring  the  observation 
of  the  laws  concerning  religion ;  and  it  is  a  cause  in  part  of  his 
Majesty's  taking  up  arms  to  maintain  the  religion  by  law  esta- 
blished; and  he  that  resists  in  this  case  doubtless  resists  the 
ordinance  of  God. — Rom.  13.  And  as  concerning  Popery,  to  sup- 
press the  growth  of  it,  his  Majesty  had  required  the  laws  against 
recusants  to  be  put  in  execution,  without  favour  or  connivance. 
And  for  the  rooting  out  of  Popery,  his  Majesty  oifered,  before  they 
were  in  arms,  to  join  with  the  two  Houses  in  any  other  Act  against 
priests  and  Jesuits  disturbing  the  State  and  against  Papists  eluding 
the  law  by  trusts,  and  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  Papists  by 
Protestants  in  the  Protestant  religioji. 

"But  their  extirpation  must  be  military,  not  parliamentary;  and 
they  are  not  content  with  preserving,  but  fight  for  altering  the 
religion  by  law  established,  if  not  in  doctrine  (as  I  doubt  whether 
the  doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England  concerning  civil  obedience 
delivered  in  the  books  of  Homilies  will  stand  or  no),  yet  in  the 
form  of  worship  and  frame  of  government,  and  against  the  votes 
of  both  Houses  when  they  were  full  and  free."     [3|  pp.] 

June  14,  15.  Letter  of  the  King  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
York.  Sheriffs  of  London.  We  have  received  several  informations  of  great 
sums  of  money  endeavoured  to  be  borrowed  of  the  City  by  direc- 
tion of  both  Houses,  and  that  great  labour  is  used  to  persuade  our 
subjects  to  raise  horse  and  furnish  money  upon  pretence  of  pro- 
viding a  guard  for  our  Parliament.  These  are  to  let  you  know 
that,  notwithstanding  any  scandalous  votes,  all  our  desires  and 
purposes  are  for  the  public  peace,  and  that  we  have  not  the  least 
thought  of  raising  or  using  force,  except  we  are  compelled  to  it  for 
defence  of  our  person  and  in  protection  of  the  law.  If  you  shall 
lend  any  sums  of  money  towards  the  relief  of  Ireland,  or  towards 
the  payment  of  our  Scotch  subjects,  we  shall  take  it  as  an  acceptable 
service  at  your  hands  ;  but  if  under  general  pretences  you  shall  give 
or  lend  money,  or  provide  horses  or  arms  towards  raising  such  a 
guard  as  abovermentioned,  we  shall  look  upon  it  as  raising  force 
against  us,  and  in  contempt  of  our  authority.  We  strictly  charge 
you  to  publish  this  our  letter  to  the  several  Masters  and  Wardens  of 
the  City  Companies.  If  you  and  they  shall  furnish  sums  of  money 
to  be  employed  against  us,  or  shall  fail  to  observe  these  our  com- 
mands, we  shall  use  the  most  exemplary  punishment  which  the  laws 
of  the  land  may  authorize ;  and  shall  be  compelled  to  question  the 
Charter  of  your  City,  which  we  are  willing  yet  to  believe,  notwith- 
standing the  barbarous  and  insolent  demeanour  of  the  meaner  and 
baser  sort,  in  a  good  degree  to  continue  loyal  to  us.  [Printed  in 
Rushvjorth,  iv.

June  15,  17.  Sec.  Nicholas  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe.  Since  my  last  the  King 
York.  iiag  appointed  several  meetings  of  the  Lords  of  the  Council  and 
others  here  present,  to  whom  having  declared  his  intentions,  they 
in  answer  returned  his  Majesty  their  professions,  signed  with  their 
own  hands,  that  they  were  satisfied  abundantly  of  his  Majesty's 
goodness  and  promises ;  and  therefore  resolved  with  life  and  estate 
to  defend  his  royal  person,  prerogative,  and  posterity,  according  to 
the  laws  and  their  allegiance  to  obey  his  commands  :  and  to  oppose 
by  their  utmost  endeavour  the  new  order  for  the  militia,  and  all 
other  injunctions  upon  the  subject  which  should  not  carry  his  royal 
assent.  The  said  Lords  being  summoned  to  repair  to  the  House  of 
Peers  as  delinquents  by  the  16th  current,  they  have  jointly  alleged 
their  tie  to  obey  his  Majesty's  commands ;  whose  leave  being 
obtained,  and  a  course  taken  for  their  free  voting  and  safe  sitting 
in  Parliament,  they  would  willingly  return,  but  not  till  then. 

Votes  have  been  carried  this  last  week  in  both  Houses,  for  a 
voluntary  levy  of  horse  by  every  member,  under  the  pretence  of  a 
guard  for  the  King  and  Parliament.  Of  the  Lords,  17  subscribed 
to  raise  and  keep  for  10  weeks  186  horse ;  the  Earl  of  Leicester 
excusing  himself  upon  his  journey  to  Ireland ;  the  Earl  of  Lincoln 
lending  20  horse,  but  to  be  defrayed  by  the  common  stock.  The 
Lord  Paget,  who  was  engaged  for  1 0  horse,  is  now  come  in  to  his 
Majesty,  and  arrived  here  yesternight.  Of  the  Commons,  70  sub- 
scribed,— for  some  one,  some  two  horse  apiece,  with  a  proviso  that 
this  guard  should  not  be  converted  to  any  other  use  but  for  his 
Majesty's  security  and  the  public  peace  :  33  craved  time  to  consider 
and  to  answer  at  the  Committee,  of  whose  subscription  I  hear 
nothing  as  yet:  50  absolutely  refused,  besides  those  that  absented 
themselves  upon  dislike  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Houses.  Those  of  ■ 
the  Commons  who  subscribe  expect  reimbursement  of  their  principal 
with  interest  after  8  per  cent,,  and  have  for  security  the  assumed 
public  faith.  The  horse  listed  of  both  Houses  are  400  and  odd,  the 
money  about  18,000i.  What  his  Majesty's  sense  of  this  preparation 
is,  I  leave  you  to  collect  from  the  Declaration  herein  [see  No.  15]. 
Meanwhile  he  is  content  to  look  on  quietly,  and  to  tread  the  path 
of  peace ;  endeavouring  rather  to  strengthen  himself  in  the  affections 
of  his  good  and  loyal  subjects  than  to  make  use  of  a  strong  hand 
towards  the  perverse  and  refractory,  although  great  and  powerful, 
offers  are  daily  tendered. 
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I  thank  God  I  have  recovered  my  health  again  perfectly,  and 
have  had  time  to  communicate  to  his  Majesty  and  the  Prince 
Elector  your  dispatch  of  the  11th  May,  with  great  satisfaction  to 
both  for  so  much  as  concerns  your  great  circumspection  and  pains 
in  so  knotty  a  business. 

The  King's  letters  of  the  18th  past  have,  I  hope,  set  your  mind 
free,  as  they  do  your  election  of  return  or  stay  :  and  your  resolu- 
tion upon  that  leave  may  teach  those  that  watch  you  so  narrowly 
that  their  intelligence  is  not  always  infallible. 

By  the  last  ordinary  I  was  commanded  to  send  you  copy  of  a 
memorial,  to  make  use  of  as  occasion  is  offered  to  you.  The  words 
in  my  letter,  "for  the  advancing  of  the  entire  restitution,  &c!' 
giving  scruple  to  his  Highness  Palatine,  I  have  order  from  the 
King  to  tell  you  they  are  not  to  tie  you  to  the  whole.  But  as  the 
two  following  words  leave  the  use  of  the  memorial  to  your  wisdom 
and  discretion,  so  you  are  at  liberty  to  use  it  or  not,  for  what 
part,  where  and  when  you  shall  in  reason  think  most  iit. 

In  your  letter  of  18  May,  I  wonder  much  to  find  Sir  Paul  Pindar 
should  forbear  to  supply  you,  when  by  the  silence  here  of  your 
agent  since  the  King's  late  orders,  I  conceived  he  had  full  con- 
tentment. I  shall  therefore  search  out  the  fault,  and  endeavour  to 
make  good  that  confidence  you  repose  in  me,  P.S. — In  Ireland  our 
affairs  are  yet  in  reasonable  good  state,  notwithstanding  our 
domestic  troubles.  Lord  Lambert  is  Governor  of  Dublin,  and  the 
Scots  have  seized  the  Earl  of  Antrim.    [3  pj?.] 

June  1.5.  18.  Brief  in  a  cause  depending  in  the  Court  of  Delegates  on  th  part 
of  Thomas  Powell,  plaintiff",  against  James  Hall,  master  of  the  ship 
the  Pleiades.  .Powell  and  others  of  the  ship's  company  were, 
against  the  laws,  forced  to  remain  in  the  ship  against  their  will 
after  Hall  had  entered  the  service  of  the  Duke  of  Venice.  Powell 
having  escaped  on  shore  was  caused  to  be  put  into  chains  in  the 
gallies  for  25  days  by  the  said  Hall ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  that 
period  was  released  by  the  intermediation  of  the  ship's  company 
with  the  commander  of  the  gallies.  Powell  was  then  forced  to  serve 
for  a  further  period,  which,  with  the  former  period,  amounted  to 
10  months,  at  ordinary  wages  ;  whereas  all  the  mariners  employed 
in  the  like  service  under  the  Duke  of  Venice  received  double  pay. 
Before  sailing  home  Powell  took  on  board  on  his  own  account  a 
quantity  of  currants  and  oil,  but  the  ship  foundered  when  in  the 
■rhames,  and  all  the  cargo  lost,  by  the  negligence  and  wilfulness  of 
Hall.

We  found  the 
York.  King  well,  and  the  Court  full  of  Lords  and  many  of  the  House  o£ 
Commons.  The  gentlemen  of  these  northern  parts  are  very  forward 
in  offering  their  service.  The  guard,  which  the  King  for  the  present 
has,  consists  of  1,000  foot  and  200  horse.  There  is  no  likelihood 
of  levying  a  war  on  the  Parliament.  The'  mayor  of  Lincoln  has 
delivered  the  key  of  the  county's  magazine  to  Lord  Willoughby, 
and  refused  to  publish  the  King's  late  proclamation.  The  King 
hereupon  sent  a  messenger  for  him,  but  the  Lord  Willoughby  (who 
keeps  a  court  of  guard  at  Lincoln,  as  we  hear,)  has  sent  up  the  mes- 
senger to  the  Parliament  with  1 2  horse  and  pistols  for  his  guard. 
It  seems  the  mayor  of  Leicester  and  divers  gentlemen  of  the  county 
opposed  Lord  Stamford's  proceedings  at  Leicester.  The  King  has 
sent  a  letter  of  particular  thanks  to  the  mayor  for  that  service,  and 
desires  to  know  the  rest  of  the  gentlemen's  names,  that  he  may  do 
the  like  to  them. 

On  Wednesday  last  the  Earl  of  Newcastle  went  from  hence  to  New- 
castle to  be  Governor  there,  and  to  settle  a  garrison  of  1,000  soldiers 
for  the  safety  of  that  place.  I  hear  of  no  danger  yet  from  the  Scots, 
and  I  hope  none  will  be.  On  Tuesday  last  here  arrived  the  Earl 
of  Bristol  and  Lord  Paget,  the  latter  having  wholly  submitted  him- 
self to  the  King,  and  acknowledged  the  errors  whereunto  he  was 
drawn  by  meddling  with  the  militia  of  Buckinghamshire ;  and  the 
same  Lord,  with  all  the  rest  here,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  last 
subscribed  certain  articles,  viz.,  to  defend  the  King  in  his  just  rights 
and  prerogative,  to  maintain  the  lawful  privileges  of  Parliament, 
and  the  religion  established  already  by  law,  and  to  oppose  the 
ordinances  of  both  Houses  concerning  the  militia.  The  King  and 
the  Lords  sat  in  Council  on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  yesterday 
afternoon.  There  are  certain  propositions  to  be  sent  up  to  both 
Houses ;  the  particulars  I  cannot  perfectly  yet  relate.;  but  with  therii 
the  King  is  pleased  to  tender  a  full  and  absolute  pardon  to  all 
except  12,  viz.,  those  six  members  formerly  charged  by  his  Majesty 
with  treason,  and  these  following,  viz.,  Alderman  Pennington,  Venn, 
Sir  Thomas  Ludlow,  Sir  Peter  Wentworth,  Sir  John  Hotham,  and 
Mr.  Martin.  {Margin :  Except  some  whom  his  Majesty  reserves 
to  himself]  Lord  Fairfax,  one  of  the  Committee  here  from  the 
House  of  Commons,  by  a  fall  from  his  horse  broke  two  of  his  ribs 
last  week.  They  say  he  recovers.  On  Monday  last  there  was  a 
great  stir  here,  by  some  of  the  soldiers,  about  the  arrest  of  one  of 
their  fellows.  It  seems  that  the  alderman  at  whose  house  the  Com- 
mittee from  both  Houses  lies  had  some  hand  therein,  but  the  soldiers 
pulled  down  the  posts  at  his  door  and  broke  his  windows.  No 
other  hurt  else  therein  done ;  yet  I  doubt  not  but  that  it  will  be 
made  a  great  conspiracy,  a  levying  of  war,  and  what  not.  I  hope 
you  have  ere  this  the  King's  answer  to  the  second  Remonstrance, 
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and  likewise  that   unparalleled   piece,    his  answer   to   that   third 
Remonstrance  ;  it  needs  no  gloss  to  set  off  the  worth  thereof. 

There  are  commissions  of  array  now  in  hand  to  go  down  to  the 
several  counties.  The  Commissioners  in  Warwickshire  are  the 
Earl  of  Northampton,  Lord  Dunsmore,  and  all  the  rest  of  the 
Baronets,  Knights,  and  Esquires  of  note  in  the  county,  except  such 
as  Mr.  Combes,  Mr.  Purefey,  and  those  of  that  strain,  which  are  not 
many.  My  worthy  friend  Mr.  George  Sandon  brought  me  yester- 
day to  the  noble  Earl  of  Bristol,  and  made  me  known  to  him,  who 
was  pleased  to  tell  me  very  sad  news,  that  his  nephew,  Lord  Robert 
Digby,  our  neighbour,  died  in  Ireland  last  week.  This  evening  the 
messenger  that  was  carried  away  from  Lincoln  towards  London 
came  to  the  Court  and  the  mayor  of  Lincoln,  for  when  they  came 
to  Grantham  they  better  considered  of  the  business,  and  so  went  no 
further.  This  evening  came  the  Archbishop  of  York  hither,  and 
the  Committee  took  leave  of  the  King,  and  are  to  go  for  London 
speedily, — all,  saving  Lord  Halifax,  who  is  hurt.  Borso :  Note  in 
shorthand.

to  attend  his  health,  or  out  of  dislike  of  his  engagements,  or  both,  is 
retired  from  London  into  the  country. 

The  lieutenants  appointed  by  the  new  ordinance  have  had  but 
cold  entertainment  in  most  counties  -where  they  have  come  to 
exercise  and  muster  the  militia,  and  in  many  wholly  unregarded. 

At  London,  nevertheless,  and  notwithstanding  his  Majesty's  so 
many  professions,  the  preparations  for  war  are  spurred  on  inces- 
santly, and  with  all  vehemency,  under  the  malicious  pretence  that 
the  King  intends  force  against  his  Parliament.  To  prevent  which 
impressions  all  that  may  be,  the  King's  care  and  directions  are 
assiduous,  and  all  possible  ways  consulted  for  the  manifesting  of  his 
clear  and  peaceable  intentions,  which  nothing  but  violence  will 
alter ;  being,  therefore,  hitherto  contented  with  his  late  guard  of 
horse  and  foot  of  the  gentry  and  trained  men  of  this  county,  and 
most  averse  from  using  those  means  yet  remaining  in  his  power,  or 
the  many  great  offers  daily  tendered  to  him  from  several  parts  and 
subjects  of  this  his  kingdom.  The  proclamation  herewith  going  is 
sent  to  be  published  throughout  the  kingdom,  as  also  commissions 
of  array  are  issued  by  his  Majesty  for  disposing  of  the  militia  into 
the  hands  of  estated  and  sober  men,  in  the  ancient  and  approved 
way,  for  the  public  satisfaction. 

His  Majesty  has  appointed  the  Earl  of  Newcastle  to  be  governor 
of  that  town,  and  Lord  Lambert  of  Dublin  in  Ireland,  in  which 
country  our  affairs  are  in  reasonable  prosperity.

to  punish  the  delinquents  with  an  equal  hand,  especially  all  exciters 
of  others  to  disobedience  to  us  and  our  government.  In  your 
charges  you  shall  assure  our  good  subjects,  in  our  name,  and  on  the 
word  of  a  King,  that  we  are  constantly  resolved  to  maintain  the 
true  Protestant  religion  established  by  law  in  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land in  its  purity,  without  declining  either  to  the  right  hand  or  the 
left,  as  we  found  it  at  our  accession,  and  as  it  was  maintained  in  the 
happy  times  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  King  James,  and  therein  [we 
are  resolved]  both  to  live  and  die.

The  Diumals  of  the 
House  of  Commons  and  the  passages  of  the  Northern  parts  in 
print,  delivering  much  news  to  believe  or  reject,  might  be  well 
imitated  if  one  should  write  the  various  news  by  reports  and 
letters  from  confident  wisemen  in  some  opinions.  The  speeche^^^ 
and  declarations  upon  the  King's  being  at  Newark  and  Linp^hv 
will  show  you  the  great  hopes  in  those  countrymen  for  the  defence 
of  his  Majesty's  person  and  rights.  Whilst  it  is  said  that  Lord 
Strange  has,  by  a  kind  of  wile  insinuating  his  passage  through 
Manchester,  seized  the  arms  and  chief  opposers  to  his  Commission  of 
Array,  and  so  holds  that  town  under  command  with  a  mighty 
concurrence  of  that  whole  shire.  At  a  conference  this  afternoon 
news  from  Sir  John  Hotham  was  delivered,  that  a  late  new  attempt 
was  [made]  upon  Hull  to  have  been  performed  by  a  signal  which 
Sir  John  made  use  of  to  draw  the  Cavaliers  within  reach  of 
their  soldiers  in  the  night  time,  and  as  soon  [as  they  approached] 
made  shot  with  artillery,  when,  after[wards  it]  was  found  that 
some  hurt  had  been  done,  but  not  known  upon  what  persons. 

Lord  Mandeville,  being  speaker  of  the  Lords,  declared  their 
resolution  to  live  and  die  in  defence  of  the  Parliament's  proceeding 
for  general  preservation. 

The  Earl  of  Holland  by  indisposition  seems  to  have  been  retarded 
on  his  way  to  York.     "Whether  it  makes  his  business  with  the  two 
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Committees  o£  tlie  Commons  more  acceptable  or  no  is  not  yet 
understood.  And  as  some  may  suppose  it  possible  that  lord's 
person  may  make  the  business  somewhat  less  acceptable  through 
his  Majesty's  supposed  distaste  of  the  man,  so  may  the  Earl  of 
Bristol's  endeavours  with  concurrence  of  Court  lords,  though  likely 
to  be  real  in  his  intention  for  his  own  best  interest,  be  nevertheless 
retarded  by  jealousies.  I  have  received  as  yet-  no  letters  out  of 
Scotland. 

I  suppose  Sir  John  Hamilton  with  his  wife  and  children  will 
proceed  on  their  way  to-morrow,  in  conduct  of  Marquis  Hamilton's 
daughter  into  Scotland,  that  is  to  marry  the  Marquis  of  Argyle's 
son. 

The  Swedes  have  had  so  double  and  treble  victories  in  Germany, 
that  at  Piccolomini's  seeking  to  rally  the  dispersed  broken  troops, 
which  he  drew  to  about  8,000  men,  he  was  overthrown  and  wholly 
routed,  and  at  least  3,000  carriages  were  taken  by  the  Swedes,  with 
40  cannon. 

The  French  have  had  a  naval  victory,  over  the  Spanish  galleys, 
and  that  King  coming  to  Lyons  now  has  taken  his  brother  into 
favour  and  protection,  who  was  of  the  late  great  party  with 
M.  le  Grand,  &c.,  which  is  strictly  under  examination  though 
diffusive  in  its  combination.  God  send  you  a  happy  journey  and 
return.

The  University  of  Oxford  has  voluntarily  sent  in  10,000?.  to  the 
King,  and  that  of  Cambridge  a  fair  proportion  also. 

I  have  received  your  last  despatch  of  the  22nd  past,  and  seen 
your  letter  to  the  Prince  Elector,  by  which  gathering  that  you  will 
be  on  the  way  back,  I  pray  for  your  good  return. 

P.S. — By  fresh  letters  from  Dublin  I  hear  that  Lord  Inchiquin, 
son-in-law  to  the  President  of  Munster  deceased,  set  lately  upon 
4,000  rebels  in  their  trenches,  routed  them,  and  killed  700,  being 
but  500  strong  in  all  of  ours ;  also  that  the  Earl  of  Cork's  sons  do 
daily  good  service  in  their  circles.

The  treaty  for  entertainment  of  the  Scots  in 
Ireland  being  finished  in  Parliament,  the  King  sent  [it]  back  with 
interlinings  not  to  allow  the  Parliament  to  determine  their  con- 
tinuance for  time  and  number,  but  to  reserve  it  so  to  his  own 
pleasure  as,  in  consequence,  may  render  that  charge  a  perpetual 
imposition;  which  gives  pause  to  their  Commissioners  till  they 
receive  direction  what  to  do,  or  whether  a  contract  only  with  their 
paymasters  may  be  sufficient  security  to  go  on  and  oflF.    , 

This  day  letters  came  from  the  Earl  of  Holland  intimating  the 
reception  of  the  petition  by  the  King,  who,  speaking  some  words 
against  the  comprehending  scope  as  not  being  drawn  into  par- 
ticulars, and  thence  taking  time  to  make  answer  in  a  short  time, 
which  my  Lord  and  his  feUow  Committees  seem  to  attend  on  the 
place ;  some  overtures  by  the  way  made  by  Lord  Holland's  letters, 
declaring  the  great  court  and  application  made  to  the  King  in  the 
Northern  parte  may  seem  under  censure,  but  hoped  all  may  grow 
to  a  settlement  of  peace,  for  I  do  not  see  but  that  weapons  may 
be  deposited  on  all  hands,  and  then  the  best  men  will  carry  the 
business.  Now  I  hear  that  Lord  Holland,  &c.  were  received 
Saturday  night  after  supper,  and  the  matter  referred  to  the 
morrow's  Council,  and  so  trained  on  till  Monday  and  after,  with  at 
least  a  possibility  the  King  may  first  perform  his  progress  into 
Lancashire  and  two  other  counties  before  answer  [be  given]. 

In  the  meantime  the  Navy  keeps  united  under  the  Earl  of 
Warwick.  Sir  John  Hotham  has  taken  in  two  vessels  laden  one 
with  com,  the  other  with  wine,  whereby  he  succours  himself  and 
prevents  his  opposers.

vindicate   his  Majesty  and   clear  you  from   the  false   accusation 
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exhibited  to  the  Upper  House  by  the  French  ambassador  in 
England,  and  in  the  King's  name  to  demand  reparation  and 
satisfaction  for  his  error  committed  as  well  in  the  matter  itself  as 
in  the  manner  of  his  proceeding.  I  have,  concerning  this  business, 
had  two  audiences  from  M.  de  Chavigny,  and  one,  a  very  long  one, 
with  the  King,  the  brief  account  whereof  is  that  they  will  not 
believe  but  that  you  have  made  the  overture,  &c.,  nor  will  they 
give  further  satisfaction  for  the  ambassador's  carriage  than  only 
to  say  that  he  communicated  the  affair  to  some  of  his  friends  of 
the  Parliament-house,  but  without  intention  it  should  so  pre- 
maturely be  divulged.  I  have  concerning  this  business  written 
two  long  despatches  to  Secretary  Nicholas,  whereof  I  would 
willingly  send  you  copies  were  I  assured  what  way  you  take,  and 
where  they  might  find  you,  being  now  upon  your  return  for 
England,  where  I  doubt  not  but  that  Mr.  Secretary  will  communi- 
cate them  to  you. 

Concerning  the  restitution  of  the  Palatinate,  they  here  think  they 
do  us  great  service  and  contribute  much  thereunto  in  continuing 
the  war  with  the  House  of  Austria,  and  sure  I  am  we  are  very 
little  beholding  to  them  for  this  courtesy,  for  we  know  too  well 
whose  interest  keeps  this  war  on  foot ;  and  give  me  leave  to  tell 
you  that  if  the  French  once  take  Perpignan,  as  they  are  now  in  a 
fair  way  unto  it,  to  my  seeming  a  peace  must  not  be  thought  of 
a  long  time,  or  else  must  be  upon  most  hard  if  not  shameful 
conditions  on  the  Spaniards'  side.

The  King's  occasion  of  remove  from  Hull 
and  Beverley  seems  to  set  him  on  the  more  probable  way  by 
sudden  or  speedy  hastening  with  such  troops  as  will  follow  him 
towards  London,  or  better  strength  in  the  Southern  parts,  whilst 
Portsmouth,  having  drawn  supply  or  accomplishment  from  the 
Parliament,  now  declares  to  stand  for  the  King ;  but  the  aversenesa 
or  engagement  of  the  county  of  Southampton  may  possibly  cause 
the  less  trust  in  that  advantage.

Seymour,  Sir  Ralph  Hopton,  Sir  Francis  Dorrington,  Thos.  Smith, 
M.P.,  of  Somersetshire,  who  are  declared  delinquents  in  both 
Houses  for  enforcing  the  execution  of  the  Commission  of  Array, 
the  story  whereof,  as  the  manner  and  consideration  of  Sir  Ferdi- 
nando  Gorges'  activity  in  that  business  at  Shepton  Mallet,  will, 
I  presume,  be  ingenuously  brought  to  your  knowledge. 

The  Sheriff  of  Somerset,  directed  to  his  posse  comitatus  for  the 
apprehending  of  these  delinquents,  may  have  possibly  assistance  of 
the  troops  gone  from  hence  towards  those  parts. 

The  printed  papers  extant  in  all  quarters  may  clear  most  of  the 
rest ;  but  only  I  may  show  you  that  the  Earl  of  Portland  is 
prisoner  with  one  of  the  Sheriffs  as  suspected  likely  to  befriend 
Portsmouth  from  or  by  the  Isle  of  Wight.

collected,  was  seized  and  sealed ;  14  horse  of  appointment  thereby 
stayed. 

Sir  William  Balfour  has  at  last  accepted  the  place  of  Lieutenant- 
General  of  the  Horse,  under  the  Earl  of  Bedford,  and,  for  want  of 
others,  many  Scotchmen  are  entertained  to  assist  the  commanders 
of  the  Parliament  forces. 

A  paper  in  print  seems  to  declare  a  resolution  in  the  Scots  to 
guard  the  King's  person  and  preserve  his  just  rights,  but  not 
avowed  by  their  Commissioners,  who  neither  seem  well  contented, 
whilst  they  are  pressing  an  answer  touching  the  contract  for  their 
Irish  employment,  unratified  by  the  King,  as  also  concerning  their 
money  due  by  the  public  promise,  is  driven  oif  from  time  to  time 
now  near  their  returning  towards  Scotland,  intended  some  time 
next  week. 

The  Lord  Mayor,  trained  on  in  divers  hearings,  is  not  yet 
acquitted  or  sentenced,  the  business  growing  high  and  important ; 
whilst  some  unlucky  counsels  or  persons  about  the  King  divert  the 
issue  from  the  way  that  should  best  serve  the  King,  as  well  as 
other  persuasions  seem  to  drive  the  City  into  a  conjoined  way  of 
self-preservation,  the  proof  or  effect  whereof,  together  with  many 
other  fearful  particulars,  will  too  soon  give  instances  whereby  to 
lament  or  judge  of  the  proceedings  in  several  quarters. 

The  Lord  Keeper,  inserting  a  mean  kinsman  of  his  into  the 
Commission  of  Array  for  Oxfordshire,  does  not  render  him  the 
more  regarded  at  York  or  here  in  Parliament,  nor  does  Mr.  Attorney- 
General  receive  much  employment  by  his  being  at  Court.  Some 
preparations  in  Flanders,  kept  off  from  us  by  the  States'  men-of- 
war,  is  not  unlike  to  bring  Kent  into  a  conjunction,  whilst  Judge 
Mallett  is  apprehended  by  order  of  Parliament,  and  brought  out  of 
Surrey.

The  King  is  taking  precautions  for 
Chelsea.  securing  Newcastle,  whither  perhaps  will  be  the  easier  passage  of 
the  arms  and  munition  brought  over  in  two  frigates,  and  recently 
landed  at  Holy  Island,  under  the  conduct  of  Prince  Eupert  and  his 
brother,  who  reported  the  same  to  the  King  at  York.  Meanwhile 
the  Prince  Elector  Palatine  is  said  to  have  taken  leave  for  his  return 
into  Holland.

The  country  of  Nottinghamshire  came  in  multitudes,  and  lately 
prevented  Lord  Newark  and  the  sheriff,  and  the  Byrons,  &c.,  from 
taking  any  part  of  their  magazine,  and  [so  they]  were  fain  with  their 
troop  of  horse  to  quit  the  place.

[Describing  the  march  of  the  sixth 
company  of  that  portion  of  the  Parliament's  forces  which  was  formed 
by  the  Volunteers  of  the  Metropolis  previous  to  their  Amalgamation 
■with  the  rest  of  the  Earl  of  Essex's  troops.]  On  the  8th  August 
we  marched  to  Acton,  and  being  belated  were  constrained  to  "  lodge 
on  beds  whose  feathers  were  above  a  yard  long."  The  next  day, 
Tuesday,  several  of  our  soldiers  sallied  out  to  the  house  of  one 
Penruddock,  a  Papist,  and,  being  basely  affronted  by  him  and  his 
dog,  entered  his  house,  and  pillaged  him  to  the  purpose.  This  day 
also  the  soldiers  got  into  the  church,  defaced  the  ancient  and  sacred 
glazed  pictures,  and  burned  the  holy  rails.  Wednesday  Mr.  Love 
gave  us  a  famous  sermon ;  this  day,  also,  the  soldiers  brought  the 
holy  rails  from  Chiswick,  and  burned  them  in  our  town.  At 
Chiswick  they  intended  to  pillage  the  Earl  of  Portland's  house,  as 
also  that  of  Dr.  [Arthur]  Duck,  but  by  our  commanders  they  were 
prevented.  This  day  our  soldiers  generally  manifested  their  dislike 
to  our  Lieutenant-Colonel  [Biddeman],  who  is  a  "  God-dam  blade, 
and  doubtless  hatch  in  hell ;"  and  we  all  desire  that  either  the 
Parliament  would  depose  him,  or  God. convert  him,  or  the  Devil  fetch 
him  away  quick.  ~  This  day,  towards  even,  our  regiment  marched 
to  Uxbridge,  but  I  was  left  behind  to  bring  up  thirty  men  with 
ammunition  the  next  morning.  Thursday,  I  marched  toward 
Uxbridge ;  and  at  Hillingdon,  the  rails  being  gone,  we  got  the 
surplice  to  make  us  handkerchiefs,  and  one  of  our  soldiers  wore  it 
to  Uxbridge.  This  day  the  rails  of  Uxbridge,  formerly  removed, 
were,  with  the  service-book,  burned.  This  even  Mr.  Hardinge  gave 
us  a  worthy  sermon.  Friday,  I  with  three  other  commanders  were 
sent  with  one  hundred  musqueteers  to  bring  the  ammunition  to 
Amersham  in  Buckinghamshire,  which  is  the  sweetest  country  that 
ever  I  saw ;  and  as  is  the  country  so  also  is  the  people :  -but,  wanting 
room  for  the  regiment  coming  after  us,  we  were  constrained  to 
march  four  miles  further  to  Great  Missenden,  where  we  had  noble 
entertainment  from  the  whole  town,  but  especially  from  Sir  Brian 
Ireson  and  the  minister  of  the  town.  Saturday  morning  our  com- 
panies overtook  us,  and  we  marched  together  to[wards]  Aylesbury, 
and  after  we  had  marched  4  long  miles,  for  so  they  are  all  in  this 
country,  we  came  to  Wendover,  where  we  refreshed  ourselves,  burnt 
the  rails  ;  and  accidentally,  one  of  Captain  Francis'  men,  forgetting 
he  was  charged  with  a  bullet,  shot  a  maid  through  the  head,  and  she 
immediately  died.  From  hence  we  marched  very  sadly  two  miles, 
where  Colonel  Hampden,  accompanied  with  many  gentlemen  well 
horsed,  met  us,  and  with  great  joy  saluted  and  welcomed  us,  and 
conducted  us  into  Aylesbury,  where  we  have  a  regiment  of  footand 
several  troops  of  horse  to  join  with  us.  In  this  town  our  welcome 
is  such  that  we  want  nothing  but  a  good  Lieutenant-Colonel. 
Sabbath  day,  August  the  1.5th, — in  this  town  a  pulpit  was  built  in 
the  market-place,  where  we  heard  two  worthy  sermons.  This 
evening  our  ungodly  Lieutenant- Colonel,  upon  an  ungrounded 
whimsey,  commanded  two  of  our  captains,  namely,  Captain  Francis 
and  Captain  Beacon,  with  their  companies,  to  march  out  of  the 
town,  but  they  went  not.     Every  day  our  soldiers  by  stealth  do 
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visit  Papists'  houses,  and  constrain  from  them  both  meat  and  money. 
They  give  them  whole  great  loaves  and  cheeses,  which  they 
triumphantly  carry,  away  upon  the  ])oints  of  their  swords.  I 
humbly  entreat  you,  as  you  desire  the  success  of  our  just  and 
honourable  cause,  that  you  would  endeavour  to  root  out  our  Ijieute- 
nant-Colonel ;  for  if  we  march  further  under  his  command,  we  fear, 
upon  sufficient  grounds,  we  are  all  but  dead  men.  Monday,  August 
the  16th,  Colonel  Hampden  marched  out  of  Aylesbury,  with  four 
hundred  musqueteers  and  about  a  hundred  horse,  towards  Wattle- 
ton  [Watlington]  in  Oxfordshire,  where  the  Commission  of  Array 
was  this  day  to  be  settled  ;  but  they,  hearing  of  the  approach  of  our 
troops,  fled,  and  our  horse  pursued  them  so  close  that  Sir  John 
Cursam  [Curson]  was  taken,  and  the  Earl  of  Berkshire  was  con- 
strained to  take  Asgate  [Ascot]  house,  some  time  the  Earl  of 
Carnarvon's,  where  our  companies  have  at  this  present  beset  him  ; — 
and  thus  much  for  the  present.  Touching  Lieutenant- Colonel 
Biddeman  before  mentioned,  I  once  more  humbly  beseech  you,'  and 
not  I  alone,  but  many  others,  both  commanders,  officers,  and  common 
soldiers,  that  you  would  endeavour  to  rout  him.

John  Seton,  Sir  Edwin  Sandys,  Philip  Linesey,  and  Richard 
Rochester.  Lee,  to  his  Excellency  [the  Earl  of  Essex,  Lord  General].  "We 
repaired  to  Cobham  Hall,  the  Duke  of  Richmond's  seat,  and  seized 
arms  and  horses ;  which,  according  to  directions,  we  have  sent  to 
London.,  Next  we  repaired  to  Rochester,  where,  meeting  with 
Lord  Roper,  a  Papist  appointed  on  the  Commission  for  Array, 
they  stayed  him  till  further  orders.  Upner  Castle,  two  sconces 
commanding  the  river  and  Chatham  Dock,  were  surrendered  up 
to  us  by  their  defenders,  and  we  have  garrisoned  the  same.  We 
must  give  you  to  understand  that  the  guard  we  left  in  the  last 
place  was  not  half  enough  for  so  great  and  important  a  place ;

for  that  we  have  yet  the  two  great  ships  roaded  without  the  Castle 
and  sconce,  having  e'ach  60  men  in  ordinary ;  which  ships,  if  they 
should  not  be  secured,  there  could  be  no  provisions  sent  to  the 
Earl  of  Warwick ;  and  care  must  be  taken  to  indent  for  provisions 
with  the  storekeepers,  lest  otherwise  there  may  be  more  laid  to  the 
Parliament's  charge  than  what  they  have  employed.  "We  have  also 
stayed  a  German  and  his  company,  suspecting  him  to  be  an  engineer, 
and  desire  your  resolution  what  to  do  with  him.  Further,  if  we 
receive  not  order  to  the  contrary,  we  intend,  with  the  advice  of 
the  Deputy  Lieutenants,  to  visit  some  of  the  gentry  of  the  country, 
of  whom  we  hear  no  good  report,  and  where  it  is  imagined  there 
are  arms.

Aug.  21.  127.  [Sir  Robert  Foster,  Justice  of  Assize  for  the  Western 
'  Circuit,  to  Sec.  Nicholas.]  According  to  his  Majesty's  commands, 
signified  by  his  letter  of  July  4  last,  I  [in  all  places  of  the  Western 
Circuit]  made  known  his  Majesty's  pleasure  therein  by  publishing 
and  reading  the  letter  and  by  delivery  of  copies,  according  to  the 
directions  therein.  And  in  all  places  upon  the  first  publishing  I 
found  a  very  plausible  acceptance,  and  expression  of  much  joy  and 
contentment  [therein] ;  and  surely  to  the  greater  and  better  number 
it  was  so.  What  petitions  have  been  thereupon  ofiered  unto  me 
I  herewith  send  ;  [though  they  be  not  such  as  happily  they  might 
have  been,  and  the  contents  of  his  Majesty's  letter  justly  have 
occasioned,  yet,]  being  such  as  were  offered,  I  conceived  it  my  part 
to  accept  of,  and  return  them  to  his  Majesty's  better  use  of  them. 
[When  they  were  penned  I  know  not,  nor  by  whom  ;  only  I  know 
they  were  presented  by  the  Grand  Juries  as  they  express.  But  the 
copy  of  his  Majesty's  letter  being  in  print,  and  common  in  most 
places  before  my  first  sitting,  which  I  conceive  happened  by 
reason  other  circuits  began  before,  and  thence  former  copies 
,  issuing,  came  to  the  press.  Petitions  were  thereupon  drawn  ready 
to  be  preferred  upon  occasion.]  For  the  peace  of  the  countries,  I 
found  th«m  [most]  in  quiet  when  I  came,  and  left  them  in  peace 
when  I  went  out  of  them ;  and  although  much  fear  and  rumour  of 
war  had  been  [was]  in  all  places  before  I  came,  yet,  at  my  being  in 
the  counties,  I  found  them  in  quiet.  The  most  appearance  of  arms 
I  found  at  Exeter  and  Dorchester ;  yet  both  pretended  for  their  own 
defence,  the  city  from  being  surprised,  as  they  gave  out,  by  the  Earl 
of  Bath  and  the  Commissioners  of  Array  that  should  come  with 
him,  whose  entrance  they  intended  to  oppose  if  he  came  with  force ; 
and  Dorchester  alleged  their  defence  was  from  being  burnt  up  by 
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some  who,  they  alleged,  had  threatened  so  to  do,  and  showed  me 
some  orders  in  Parliament  to  enable  them  to  stand  upon  their 
guard  for  their  defence.  But  the  Earl  of  Bath,  coming  into  Exeter 
in  a  peaceful  and  civil  way,  was  admitted  into  the  city,  and  no  force 
or  assembly  of  any  disorderly  number  appeared  that  I  could  any 
way  take  notice  of.  [I  did  what  in  me  lay  by  express  command  to 
all  sheriffs  and  o|;hers  that  had  either  power  or  command  in  those 
counties  to  endeavour  to  preserve  the  peace,  with  a  full  assurance 
unto  them  that  I  expected  the  peace  should  be  preserved  without 
terror  to  the  people ;  and  whomsoever  I  found  doing  the  contrary 
I  must  and  would  see  the  laws  put  in  execution  upon  them.]  And 
whereas  I  had  been  in  several  places  pressed  to  deliver  my  own 
opinion  touching  the  illegality  of  the  Commissions  of  Array,  and 
was  pressed  upon  the  votes  in  both  Houses  of  Parliament,"  and 
order  for  the  Judges  to  declare  and  publish  the  same  votes,  for  that 
both  votes  and  order  were  so  generally  well  known,  [posted  up  upon 
all  public  places,]  and  in  all  men's  mouths,  I  conceived  it  no  way 
against  his  Majesty's  service  nor  my  own  duty  to  declare  such  vote 
and  order  were  made  and  passed.  But,  for  my  own  part,  I  expressly 
declared  myself  that  I  forbore  to  deliver  any  opinion  of  my  own, 
nor  have  I  as  yet  declared  myself  to  any  what  my  opinion  is, 
touching  the  legality  or  illegality  thereof.  -Although  I  find  the 
contrary  in  print,  yet  [it  is]  false  and  accompanied  with  many  other 
untruths,  wherein  I  shall  refer  myself  to  all  that  were  present.  The 
truth  is,  the  countries  are  much  possessed  with  the  illegality  of  the 
Commissions  of  Array,  and  the  unlimited  power,  as  is  alleged,  in

-  unto ;  yet,  on  the  other  side,  I  cannot  find  but  they  are  possessed 
with  contentment  in  his  Majesty's  declaration  for  maintenance  of 
religion  and  laws  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  Hberty  of  Parliament, 
and  his  great  care  of  the  good  of  his  subjects.

His  Lordship's  proposal  is  that  though  his  Majesty  was 
graciously  pleased  to  think  his  honour  engaged  in  his  father  King 
James's  debts,  and  promised  the  Earl  satisfaction  for  these  arrears, 
yet,  considering  the  present  conjuncture  of  affairs  wherein  his 
Majesty  may  employ  his  revenues  upon  other  more  urgent  occasions, 
the  said  Earl  humbly  offers  the  following  propositions  out  of  a 
particular  aim  he  has  to  preserve  the  King's  honour  and  his  own 
in  foreign  nations  without  any  reflection  upon  his  own  interest  and 
profit.  1.  That  the  King  will  be  pleased  to  redeem  his  plate, 
jewels,  household  stuff,  and  pictures,  left  in  pawn  in  the  hands  of 
Seignior  Antonio  Ketano,  a  merchant  of  Venice,  together  with  the 
other  pictures,  plate  and  household  stuff  left  with  Sir  Gilbert 
Talbott,  late  Resident  there,  out  of  the  arrears  due  to  the  Earl. 
And  that  his  Majesty  will  be  pleased  to  accept  the'  pictures  as  a 
humble  present  from  the  Earl ;  the  pictures  being  of  such  condition 
that  they  will  not  in  any  sort  disgrace  his  galleries,  if  he  shall  think 
fit  to  place  them  there.  2.  Though  the  plate  was  his  own,  and  not 
supplied  by  King  James  as  to  other  ambassadors,  the  Earl  only 
desires  such  small  parcel  as  was  his  grandmother  the  Countess  of 
Buckingham's,  and  marked  with  her  arms,  itbe  rest  to  be  discounted, 
that  his  ]*Iajesty  may  be  put  to  less  charge.  3.  That  the  King  will 
signify  to  those  States  where  these  debts  were  contracted  that  he 
has  taken  the  debts  upon  himself,  and  that  the  Eajrl  may  be  no 
further  accountable  for  them.

Warwickshire  minister  which  the  calvalleres  [cavaliers]  had  pillaged 
to  the  skin  gave  us  a  sermon.  After  noon  our  regiment  marched 
into  the  field  and  skirmished.  Thursday  morning,  another  sermon  was 
given  us.  After  noon  our  regiment  rnarcbed  into  the  field,  but  by 
reason  of  foul  weather  were  immediately  dismissed.  This  night  our 
regiment  were  commanded  to  march  the  next  morning  by  4  o'clock 
under  our  Lieutenant- Colonel,  but  our  sergeants  resolved  to  surrender 
their  halberds,  and  the  soldiers  their  arms,  and  not  to  march.  Friday, 
very  early  in  the  morning,  our  Lieutenant-Colonel  [Biddeman]  was 
cashiered,  for  which  I  give  you  hearty  thanks  ;  and  Serjeant- Major 
Quarles  employed  in  his  room,  whereat  both  commanders,  officers, 
and  soldiers  exceedingly  rejoiced.  This  morning  we  cheerfully 
marched  towards  Buckingham  in  the  rear  of  Colonel  Cholmleji's 
regiment,  by  reason  whereof  we  could  get  no  quarter  there,  but  were 
constrained  to  quarter  ourselves  about  the  country ;  whereupon  I 
and  three  gentlemen  of  my  company  visited  that  thrice  noble  gen- 
tleman Sir  Richard  Inglisby  [Ingoldsby],  where  his  own  table  was 
our  quarter,  and  Serjeant-Major  Barrif  and  his  son  Captain  Inglisby 
[Ingoldsby],  and  several  other  noble  gentlemen,  were  our  comrades. 
Saturday,  early  in  the  morning,  I  departed  hence  and  gathered  a 
complete  file  of  my  own  men  about  tbe  country,  and  marched  to 
Sir  Alexander  Denton's  park,  who  is  a  malignant  fellow,  and  killed 
a  fat  buck,  fastened  his  head  upon  my  halberd,  and  commanded  two 
of  my  pikes  to  bring  the  body  after  me  to  Buckingham  with  a  guard 
of  musqueteers  coming  thither.  With  part  of  it  I  feasted  my  cap- 
tain. Captain  Parker,  Captain  Beacon,  and  Colonel  Hampden's  son, 
and  with  the  rest  several  lieutenants,  ensigns,  and  Serjeants,  and  had 
much  thanks  for  my  pains.  This  day  Serjeant-Major,  our  General, 
came  unto  us,  and  declared  the  command  given  him  over  our 
regiments.  Sunday  morning  we  marched  from  Buckingham  into 
Northamptonshire,  a  long  and  tedious  journey,  wanting  both  bread 
and  water ;  and  about  10  at  night  came  to  Byfield  in  d«spite  of  our 
enemies,  at  which  town  we  could  get  no  quarter, — neither  meat,  drink 
nor  lodging;  and  had  we  not  been  supplied  with  10  cart-loads  of 
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provision  and  beer  from  Banbury,  many  of  us  had  perished.  This  night 
our  company  was  commanded  to  guard  the  town  all  night,  which,  after 
a  long  and  tedious  march,  was  very  grievous.  Monday  morning  we 
marched  into  Warwickshire  with  about  3,000  foot  and  400  horse 
until  we  came  'to  Southam.  On  the  way  we  took  two  cavalier  spies. 
This  is  a  very  malignant  town,  both  minister  and  people.  We 
pillaged  the  minister,  and  took  from  him  a  drum  and  several  arms. 
This  night,  our  soldiers,  wearied  out,  quartered  themselves  about 
the  town  for  food  and  lodging ;  but  before  we  could  eat  or  drink,  an 
alarm  cried  '•'  Arm  !  arm  !  for  the  enemy  is  coming ;"  and  in  half  an 
hour  all  our  soldiers,  though  dispersed,  were  complete  in  arms  ready 
to  encounter  the  enemy,  crying  out  for  a  dish  of  cavaliers  to  supper. 
Our  horse  were  quartered  about  the  country,  but  the  enemy  came  not. 
Whereupon  our  soldiers  cried  out  to  have  a  breakfast  of  cavaliers. 
We  strongly  barricaded  the  town,  and  at  every  passage  placed  our 
ordnance,  and  watched  it  all  night,  our  soldiers  contented  to  lie 
upon  hard  stones.  In  the  morning  early  our  eneihies,  consisting  of 
about  800  horse  and  300  foot,  with  ordnance,  led  by  the  Earl  of 
Northampton,  the  Earl  of  Carnarvon,  Lord  Compton,  and  Captain 
Legge  and  others,  intended  to  set  upon  us  before  we  could  gather 
our  companies  together;  but,  being  ready  all  night,  early  in  the 
morning  we  went  to  meet  them  with  a  few  troops  of  horse  and  six 
field-pieces,  and,  being  on  fire  to  be  at  them,  we  marched  through 
the  corn,  and  got  the  hill  of  t^em,  whereupon  they  played  upon  us 
with  their  ordnance,  but  they  came  short.  Our  gunner  took  their 
own  bullet,  sent  it  to  them  again,  and  killed  two  horses  and  two 
men.  After  we  gave  them  eight  shot  more ;  whereupon  all  their 
foot  companies  fled,  and  offered  their  arms  in  the  towns  adjacent 
for  12cZ.  apiece.  Their  troops,  wheeling  about,  took  up  their  dead 
bodies  and  fled ;  but  the  horses  they  left  behind  them,  some  of  them 
having  their  guts  beaten  out  on  both  sides.  The  number  of  men 
slain,  as  themselves  report,  was  50,  besides  horses.  One  drummer, 
being  dead"  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill,  our  knapsack  boys  riflted  to 
the  shirt.  Another  drummer  we  found  two  miles  off  with  his  arms 
shot  off,  and  lay  a-dying.  Several  dead  corpses  we  found  in  corn- 
fields, and  amongst  them  a  trumpeter,  whose  trumpet  our  horsemen 
sounded  into  Coventry.  We  took  several  prisoners,  and  amongst 
them  Captain  Legge  and  Captain  Clark.  From  thence  we  marched 
valiantly  after  them  toward  Coventry,  and  at  Dunsmore  Heath  they 
threatened  to  give  us  battle,  but  we  got  the  hill  of  them,  ordered 
our  men,  and  cried  for  a  mess  of  cavaliers  for  supper  as  we  had  to 
breakfast,  but  they  all  fled,  and  immediately  we  marched  into 
Coventry,  where  the  country  met  us  in  arms  and  welcomed  us,  and 
gave  us  good  quarter  both  for  horse  and  foot.  In  this  battle  I  met 
your  horseman  Davy,  and  he  and  I  present  you  and  my  mistress 
with  our  most  humble  service,  desiring  you  to  pray  for  us,  and 
doubt  not  but  both  of  us  will  valiantly  fight  the  Lord's  battle. 
P.S. — My  best  respects  to  Mr.  Henry  Hickman,  and  inform  him 
that  I  have  received  his  book,  and  shall  acknowledge  myself  engaged 
for  the  same.

Aug.  30.  137.  Bishop  Goodman  of  Gloucester  to  Archbishop  Laud.  Hear- 
ing that  other  Bishops  had  taken  their  leave  of  your  Lordship,  I 
was  very  sorry  I  had  neglected  it.  The  truth  is,  being  admonished 
by  your  gentleman  that  it  was  not  fit  we  should  come  to  your 
lodging,  I  submitted  my  own  judgment,  and  durst  not  presume  to 
come  without  a  supersedeas  ;  otherwise  I  would  not-  have  been 
wanting  in  such  a  duty.  This  puts  me  in  mind  that  in  June  1641 
I  visited  your  Grace  only  to  desire  your  testimony  concerning  the 
late  canons,  whereof  I  could  then  have  made  special  use.  I  did 
desire  only  the  naked  truth,  without  any  favour ;  but  you  refused 
to  do  me  that  honest  and  Christian  charity,  which  so  much  grieved 
me,  that,  forbearing  to  reply  in  my  passion,  some  two  months  after 
in  cold  blood  I  wrote  to  your  Grace,  insisting  on  some  words  which 
then  fell  from  you,  affirming  that  you  had  never  wronged  me.  I 
replied  that  indeed  you  had  wronged  me  in  several  kinds  most 
unjustly,  to  my  utter  undoing,  and  I  desired  nothing  so  much  as  to 
instance  the  particulars  and  be  put  to  my  proofs.  Now  I  wonde 
that  your  Grace  should  not  lay  hold  on  this  offer.  .  God  is  my 
judge  :  If  the  lewdest  beggar  in  the  kingdom  should  have  charged 
me  in  this  manner  I  would  so  far  distrust  mine  own  judgment  that 
I  would  give-  him  a  hearing  before  witnesses  to  justify  myself. 
And  now  that  a  whole  year  should  pass,  and  for  18  weeks  together 
we  should  live  under  the  same  lock  and  key,  where  we  might  have 
seen  each  other  every  day,  and,  without  show  of  offence  or  the  least 
exception,  have  spoken  together  in  the  walks  or  the  open  air,  I  do 
but  wonder  that  your  Lordship,  being  so  much  provoked,  should 
never  reply.  But,  seeing  you  are  willing  to  pass  it  over  in  silence, 
yet  good  my  Lord,  for  the  satisfaction  of  mine  own  conscience 
suffer  me  to  distrust  mine  own  judgment ;  and,  lest  I  might  be 
thought  to  wrong  your  Grace,  to  whom  I  owe  canonical  obedience 
suffer  me  to  give  you  some  little  account  now,  after  a  whole  year's 
expectation.  "  Every  weed  returns  once  a  year."  If  your  Grace 
for  the  quietness  of  my  mind,  would  show  me  my  error,  be  your 
answer  what  it  will,  I  will  never  further  reply,  and,  if  I  have

Aug.  30,  138.  Nehemiah  Wharton  to  George  WiUingham.  My  last  was 
Coventry,  of  Aug.  26,  from  Coventry,  which  place  is  still  our  quarter,  a  city 
invironed  with  a  wall,  coequal  if  not  exceeding  that  of  London 
for  breadth  and  height.  The  compass  of  it  is  near  three  miles,  all 
of  freestone.  It  has  four  strong  gates,  strong  battlements  stored 
with  towers,  bulwarks,  courts  of  guard,- and  other  necessaries.  This 
city  has  magnificent  churches  and  stately  streets  within  it. 
There  are  also  several  sweet  and  pleasant  springs  of  water,  built 
of  freestone,  very  large,  sufficient  to  supply  many  thousand  men. 
This  city's  gates  are  guarded  day  and  night  with  400  armed  men, 
and  no  man  enters  in  or  out  but  upon  examination.  It  is  also 
very  sweetly  situate.  Thursday,  Aug.  26,  our  soldiers  pillaged  a 
malignant  fellow's  house  in  this  city,  and  the  Lord  Brooke 
immediately  proclaimed  that  whosoever  should,  for  the  future 
offend  in  that  kind  should  have  martial  law.  This  day  command 
was  given  that  all  soldiers  should  attend  their  colours  every  morn 
by  6  o'clock  to  march  into  the  field  to  practise,  which  is  done 
accordingly.  Friday,  several  of  our  soldiers,  both  horse  and  foot, 
sallied  out  of  the  city  to  Lord  Dunsmore's  park,  and  brought  from 
thence  great  store  of  venison,  which  is  as  good  as  ever  I  tasted ; 
and  ever  since  they  make  it  their  daily  practise,  so  that  venison 
is  almost  as  common  with  us  as  beef  with  you.  This  day  our 
horsemen  sallied  out,  as  their  daily  custom  is,  and  brought  in  with 
them  two  cavaliers,  and  with  them  an  old  base  priest,  the  parson 
of  Sowe  near  us,  and  led  him  ridiculously  about  the  city  unto  the 
chief  commanders.  This  day  I  again  met  with  Davy  your 
horseman,  and  both  are  in  good  case,  horse  and  man.  Saturday 
I  met  with  your  ancient  maidservant,  Lydia,  with  her  father  and 
her  brethren,  who  all  wept  for  joy  when  they  saw  me  an  officer  in 
this  design ;  for  the  day  we  marched  into  Coventry  the  rebels 
had  command  to  pillage  Anstey,  the  habitation  of  her  father,  and 
Bromagam  [Birmingham],  her  husband's  dwelling-place,  both  which 
are  but  three  miles  from  Coventry.  She  has  been  married  three 
years,  and  presents  her  service  unto  you.  Her  father  invited  me 
and  20  of  the  chief  of  my  company  to  dinner  at  Anstey,  but  time 
would  not  suffer  us  to  accept  it.  This  day  a  whore  which  had 
followed  our  camp  from  London  was  taken  by  the  soldiers,  and  first 
led  about  the  city,  then  set  in  the  pillory,  after  in  the  cage,  then 
ducked  in  a  river,  and  at  the  last  banished  the  city.  Sunday  morn; 
the  Earl  of  Essex's  chaplain,  Mr.  Kemme,  the  cooper's  son,  preached 
unto  us,  and  this  was  the  first  sermon  we  heard  since  we  came 
from  Aylesbury.     But  before  he  had  ended  his  first  prayer,  news 
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was  brought  into  the  church  to  our  commanders  that  Nuneaton, 
some  six  miles  from  us,  was  fired  by  the  enemy,  and  forthwith 
our  General  and  several  captains  issued  forth  ;  but  I  and  many 
others  stayed  until  sermon  was  ended,  after  which  we  were 
commanded  to  march  forth  with  all  speed,  namely,  my  Captain 
with  Captain  Beacon  and  Captain  Francis,  of  our  regiment,  and  of 
other  regiments,  in  all  to  the  number  of  1,000  foot  and  one  troop 
of  horse ;  but  before  we  came  at  them,  they  all  ran  away,  not  having 
done  much  harm.  Whereupon  we  returned  to  Coventry  again  with 
a  command  to  be  ready  in  arms  by  five  in  the  morning  next, 
upon  pain  of  death.  Our  men  are  very  courageous,  and  that  they 
may  so  continue  we  desire,  according  to  promise,  a  supply  of  faithful 
able  ministers,  which  we  exceedingly  want.  This  morning  we  are 
marching  forth  to  pursue  the  rebels,  and  that  we  may  obtain  victory 
we  again  desire  your  earnest  and  constant  prayers.  [Printed  in 
ArchcBologia,  vol.  xxxv.  pp.  317-318.

Sept.  1.  1.  Receipt  of  Edward  Hodgson  and  Eobert  Bateman,  Chamberlain 
of  the  City  of  London,  for  lOOZ.  lent  by  Nathaniel  Goodladd,  of 
Redriff,  Surrey,  for  one  year,  for  the  relief  of  Ireland,  to  be  repaid 
out  of  the  first  monies  to  be  granted  by  Act  of  Parliament  after  the 
rate  of  81.  per  cent.,  according  to  the  order  of  the  Commons'  House 
of  Aug.  22.

Sept.  3,  2.  Nehemiah  Wharton  to  George  Willingham,  merchant,  at  the 
Northampton.  Golden  Anchor  in  St.  Swithin's  Lane.  Aug.  29,  before  we  had 
marched  two  miles  towards  the  cavaliers,  we  were  informed  by  the 
post  that  60  of  them  were  taken  and  imprisoned  in  Northampton, 
and  the  rest  fled ;  whereupon  we  returned  to  Coventry,  and  our 
company  were  immediately  commanded  to  guard  part  of  the  city 
and  a  gate  called  Newgate.  About  midnight  our  soldiers  on  the 
wall  discovered  fire  in  the  city,  near  St.  Mary  Hall,  our  magazine, 
which  accidentally  began  at  a  baker's  house,  and  in  three  or  four 
.  hours  was  quenched,  and  no  great  harm  done,  but  the  citizens  were 
much  affrighted.  Tuesday  morning  we  officers  wet  our  halberds 
with  a  barrel  of  strong  beer,  called  old  hum,  which  we  gave  our 
soldiers.  This  day  Mr.  Jephcot  feasted  me  and  several  of  my 
company  in  Coventry.     This  evening  our  soldiers  brought  a  cart- 
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load  of  arms  from  Sir  Robert  Fisher's,  some  six  miles  from  Coventry 
•with  his  own  pictures  standing  very  stately  in  the  cart.  Wednesday 
we  kept  the  fast,  and  heard  two  sermons,  but  before  the  third  was 
ended  we  had  an  alarm  to  march  presently  by  10  o'clock.  We  got 
our  regiments  together,  and  kept  our  rendezvous  in  the  city  until 
midnight,  and  about  two  in  the  morning  marched  out  of  this'  city 
towards  Northampton.  This  city  has  four  steeples,  three  churches, 
two  parishes,  and  not  long  since  but  one  priest,  but  now  the  world 
is  well  amended  with  them.  This  morn  I  was  exceeding  sick,  and 
the  pallate  of  my  mouth  fell  down ;  but  Captain  Beacon,  my  loving 
friend  upon  our  march,  sent  a  mile  for  a  little  pepper,  and  put  it 
up  again.  This  day  our  soldiers  brought  with  them  three  asses 
which  they  had  taken  out  of  Lord  Dunsmore's  park,  which  they 
loaded  with  their  knapsacks,  and  dignified  them  with  the  name  of 
Lord  Dunsmore.  This  day  being  Thursday  we  marched  over 
Dunsmore  Heath,  near  12  miles,  without  any  sustenance,  insomuch 
that  many  of  our  soldiers  drank  stinking  water,  until  we  came  unto 
Barby  in  Northamptonshire,  where  the  country,  according  to  their 
ability,  relieved  as  many  of  us  as  they  could.  Our  soldiers  pillaged 
the  parson  of  this  town,  and  brought  him  away  prisoner,  with  h-S 
surplice  and  other  relics.  From  hence  we  marched  four  miles 
further  into  Long  Bugby,  where  we  had  very  hard  quarter, 
insomuch  that  many  of  our  captains  could  get  no  lodging,  and  the 
soldiers  were  glad  to  dispossess  the  very  swine,  and  as  many  as 
could  quartered  in  the  church.  But  here  your  man  Davy,  riding 
before  our  foot  companies,  got  me  both  food  and  lodging.  This 
town  has  for  two  Sundays  together  been  so  abused  by  the  rebels 
that  both  men,  women,  and  children  were  glad  to  leave  the  town 
and  hide  themselves  in  ditches  and  corn-fields.  Friday  morning 
early  a  message  came  to  our  Colonel  that  in  the  King's  house 
called  Homby,  three  miles  distant,  there  were  500  musketeers  to 
cut  off"  all  our  straggling  soldiers,  whereby  we  prevented  them. 
This  morning  our  soldiers  sallied  out  about  the  country  and 
returned  in  state,  clothed  in  surplice,  hood,  and  cap,  representing 
the  Bishop  of  Canterbury.  From  hence  we  marched  two  miles, 
where  Homby  House  stands  very  stately  upon  a  hill,  and  the  Earl 
of  Northampton's  house  near  to  it,  but  we  could  not  restrain  our 
soldiers  from  entering  his  park  and  killing  his  deer,  and  had  not 
the  Lord  Grey  and  our  Serjeant-Major  General  withstood  them  they 
had  pillaged  his  house.  "This  even  we  marched  to  Northampton, 
where  the  townsmen,  hearing  of  our  coming,  marched  into  the 
country  to  prevent  the  Commission  of  Array  intended  to  be  settled 
by  Lord  Montagu  and  others,  which  Montagu  they  brought  prisoner 
to  Northampton,  and  prevented  his  design.  This  evening  seven 
troops  of  horse  came  to  us.  This  night  the  Earl  of  Northampton 
came  by  stealth  into  the  town,  viewed  our  horse  forces,  and  in  the 
morning  [was]  discovered,  but  immediately  escaped.  Saturday 
morning  Lord  Mountjoy  and  his  son  were  taken  riding  through  the 
town.  This  evening  all  the  Serjeants  of  our  regiment  met  together, 
and  out  of  23  chose  two  for  stewards  for  a  supper  and  other  more 
weighty  aflfairs,  and  chose   me   for  one  of  them,  which   place  is

exceeding  troublesome  to  me.  This  day  came  Sir  Arthur  Haslerigg's 
and  other  troops  into  our  town.  This  day  our  soldiers  brought  in 
mucli  venison  and  other  pillage  from  the  malignants  about  the 
country.  This  evening  we  feasted  all  our  seijeants,  with  some  other 
superior  officers.

Northampton.  Golden  Anchor,  St.  Swithin's  Lane.  This  is  the  fifth  letter  I  have 
sent  you,  but  I  question  whether  you  ever  received  one  of  them,  as 
.  I  have  not  received  a  line  from  you. ,  I  have,  therefore,  once  more 
sent  to  you  by  this  bearer.  Lieutenant  Wade.  Our  place  of  ren- 
dezvous is  Northampton,  which,  for  situation,  circuit,  and  stateliness 
of  building,  exceeds  Coventr}' ;  but  the  walls  are  miserably  ruined, 
though  the  country  abounds  in  mines  of  stones.  This  morning  our 
reginients  being  drawn  into  the  field  to  exercise,  many  of  them 
discovered  their  base  ends  in  undertaking  this  design,  and  demanded 
5s.  a  man,  which  they  say  was  promised  them  monthly  by  the 
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Committee,  or  they  would  surrender  their  arms  ;  whereupon  Colonel 
Hampden  and  other  commanders  laboured  to  appease  them,  but 
could  not;  so  that  if  they  have  not  the  forenamed  supply,  we  fear 
a  very  great  fraction  amongst  us.  There  is  also  great  dissension 
between  our  troopers  and  foot  companies;  for  the  footmen  are  much 
abused,  and  sometimes  pillaged  and  wounded.  I  myself  have  lately, 
experimentally  found  it,  for  they  took  from  me  above  the  worth 
of  SI.  But  I  am  not  "discouraged  by  any  of  these,  and  by  God's 
assistance  will  undauntedly  proceed,  for  God  is  able  to  reconcile  all 
our  diiferences.

had  ordered  the  Gentleman  Usher  or  his  deputies  should  take  into ' 
custody  Lord  Mohun,  and  deliver  him  to  the  sheriff  of  the  next 
adjacent  county,  so  to  be  handed  on  from  sheriff  to  sheriff  till 
brought  before  the  Lords  to  answer  for  high  contempts  and  for 
disturbing  the  peace  by  receiving  and  endeavouring  ,,to  execute  a 
Commission  of  Array,  which  is  against  the  laws  of  the  realm.  My 
Lords,  I  must  submit  to  you  who  are  to  be  the  acquitters  of  my 
innocency,  whether  it  be  agreeable  to  the  orders  of  your  House,  the 
privileges  of  peers,  and  the  precedents  of  former  times,  that  a  peer 
unheard,  and  not  a  witness  examined  against  him,  should  be  sent 
for  in  this  manner  as  a  common  rogue  to  appear  before  the  Lords  ; 
which  certainly,  if  I  were  guilty,  is  a  veiy  severe  course ;  if  innocent, 
is  too  great  a  punishment.  And  I  beseech  you,  if  this  be  without 
a  precedent,  to  be  very  careful  how  you  involve  your  posterity  in 
precedents  of  this  nature.

I  had  the  honour  to  sit  in  Parliament  as  a  peer  till  about  the 
beginning  of  February  last,  at  which  time  there  was  great  ado 
about  the  gettihg  of  your  Lordships  to  agree  with  the  House  of 
Commons  in  the  Militia,  where  I  still  gave  my  vote  according  to 
my  conscience  as  long  as  I  could  sit  there  with  the  safety  of  my 
person  and  honour;  which  when  I  could  not  do,  for  the  tumults 
which  then  swarmed  about  both  Houses,  1  begged  leave  of  the  King 
for  my  absence,  and  left  my  proxy  in  the  Lords'  house.  And  by 
reason  I  did  not  consider  myself  safe  from  tumults,  to  this  day  I 
absented  myself  thus  long  from  that  House.     And  when  that  fear 
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and  jealousy  is  taken  away,  I  will  not  fail  to  attend  the  House 
again.  And  for  these  reasons  I  beseech  you  to  revoke  the  said 
order,  and  to  dispense  with  my  absence.

Sept.  12,  10.  Sir  Robt.  Pye  to  Tanfeild  Valhell,  sheriiT  of  Berks.  I  have 
Harrington,  here  Conveyed  you  a  prisoner,  whom  I  would  desire  you  to  convey 
to  the  House.  His  name  is  Win[d]ebank.  He  has  taken  up  arms  in 
Oxford  against  the  Parliament.  He  is  a  man  of  dangerous  conse- 
quence, therefore  I  would  desire  your  care  in  .conveying  him  to 
London.     [Seal  with  arms  and  crest,     f  p.] 

Sept.  13,  11.  Nehemiah- Wharton  to  George  Willi  ngham,  merchant.  My 
Northampton,  last  was  of  Sept.  2nd.  Sabbath  day,  being  Sept.  3rd,  we  peaceably 
enjoyed.  Monday  morning  I  was  informed  by  a  countryman  of  a 
base  priest  six  miles  distant,  which  had  set  out  horse  for  the  Com- 
mission of  Array,  and  had  arms  in  his  house,  and  I  immediately  got 
20  musqueteers  and  marched  out  to  search  the  house.  The  country- 
man I  clothed  with  a  soldier's  red  coat,  gave  him  arms,  and  made  him 
my  guide.  But  having  marched  2  miles,  certain  gentlemen  of  the 
country  informed  me  that  Justice  Edmonds,  a  man  of  good 
conversation,  was  plundered  by  the  base  blue-coats  of  Colonel 
Cholmley's  regiment,  and  bereaved  of  his  very  beds  ;  whereupon  I 
immediately  divided  my  men  into  three  squadrons,  surrounded  them, 
and  forced  tbem  to  bring  their  pillage  upon  their  own  backs  to  the 
house  again ;  for  which  service  I  was  welcomed  with  the  best 
varieties  in  the  house,  and  had  given  me  a  scarlet  coat  lined  with 
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plush  and  several  excellent  books  in  folio  of  my  own  choosing.  But, 
returning,  a  troop  of  horse  belonging  to  Colonel  Finnes  met  me, 
pillaged  me  of  all,  and  robbed  me  of  my  veiy  sword  ;  for  which  cause 
I  told  them  I  would  either  have  my  sword  or  die  in  the  field, 
commanded  my  men  to  charge  with  bullet,  and  by  divisions  to  fire 
upon  them  ;  which  made  them  with  shame  return  me  my  sword,  and 
it:  being  towards  night,  I  returned  to  Northampton  threatening 
revenge  upon  tlie  base  troopers.  This  night  and  the  day  following 
our  company  by  lot  watched  the  South  gate,  where  I  searched  every 
horseman  of  that  troop  to  the  skin,  took  from  them  a  fat  buck,  a 
venison  pasty  ready  baked,  but  lost  my  own  goods.  Wednesday 
morning  we  had  tidings  that'  Prince  Rupert,  that  diabolical  cavalier, 
had  surrounded  Leicester  and  demanded  2,OO0Z.  or  else  threatened 
to  plunder  the  town,  whereupon  our  soldiers  were  even  mad  to  be 
at  them,  but  wanted  commission.  All  the  venison  belonging  to 
malignants  in  the  country  are  destroyed.  Thursday  our  soldiers 
marched  into  the  field  to  exercise,  and  there  declared  their  baseness 
specified  in  a  former  letter.  This  day  most  of  the  ministers 
nominated  in  your  letter  carae  to  us.  Friday  morning,  worthy 
Obadiah  Sedgwick  gave  us  a  worthy  sermon,  and  my  company  in 
particular  marched  to  hear  him  in  rank  and  file.  John  Sedgwick 
was  appointed  to  preach  in  the  afternoon,  but  we  had  news  that 
Prince  Jftupert  had  plundered  [Market]  Harborough  and  fired  some 
adjacent  towns,  and  our  regiments  were  immediately  drawn  into 
the  field,  but  being  informed  of  their  flying  away  we  returned. 
Saturday  morning  John  Sedgwick  gave  us  a  famous  sermon.  After 
noon  our  regiments  marched  forth  to  meet  his  Excellency  [the  Earl 
of  Essex],  who  was  in  great  state  welcomed  into  the  town,  and  the 
watchword  this  night  was  "  Welcome."  This  night  and  the  day 
following  our  company  watched  the  North  gate.  Sabbath  day 
morning,  Mr.  Marshall,  that  worthy  champion  of  Christ,  preached  to 
us;  in  the  afternoon  Mr.  Ash.  These  with  their  sermons  have 
already  subdued  and  satisfied  more  malignant  spirits  amongst  us  than 
1,000  armed  men  could  have  done,  so  that  we^have  great  hopes  of  a 
blessed  union.  Monday  morning  I  received  your  letter  of -the 
8th  Sept.,  with  my  mistress's  scarf  and  Mr.  Molloyne's  hat-band, 
both  which  came  very  seasonably,  for  I  had  gathered  a  little  money, 
and  had  this  day  made  me  a  soldier's  suit  for  winter,  edged  with 
gold  and  silver  lace.  These  gifts  I  am  unworthy  of,  having  nothing 
to  tender  you  for  them  but  hearty  thanks.  I  will  wear  them  for 
your  sakes,  and  hope  I  shall  never  stain  them  but  in  the  blood  of  a 
Cavalier.  Your  letter  to  me  I  presented  to  my  Captain  and  all  the. 
captains  of  our  regiment  together  at  dinner  with  Obadiah  Sedgwick, 
who  rejoiced  at  the  news,  and  gave  me  much  thanks.  My  Captain 
greets  you  with  his  best  respects.  Tuesday,  this  day,  his  Excellency 
intends  to  view  our  forces.  Wednesday  we  expect  the  celebration 
of  a  fast.  Thursday  we  expect  to  march  with  all  our  forces  towards 
Leicester,  and  I  doubt  not  but  we  shall  scour  the  Cavaliers. 
Postscript :  Every  Wednesday  you  may  find  a  post  that  serves  our 
army  at  the  Saracen's  Head  in  Carter  Lane.

Authorizing  them  to  pay  the  revenues  of  his  manors  in  the  West  for 
rents  and  fines  to  such  persons  as  the  Marquis  of  Hertford  shall 
appoint.

Sept.  13,  13.  Sir  Edward  Nicholas  to  Sir  Thomas  Eoe.  I  have  acquainted 
Nottingham,  hjg  Majesty  with  the  contents  of  your  last  from  London,  who  is 
glad  to  hear  of  j-our  safe  arrival  there.  The  King  is  this  day 
setting  forth  with  his  army,  which  marches  to  Derby  this  night,  and 
from  thence  by  easy  marches  we  shall  go  to  Chester  or  Shrewsbury 
to  join  with  5,000  foot  and  400  horse,  which  are  raised  for  the  King 
in  Wales  and  the  Borders.  The  King's  army  is  much  increased 
within  these  eight  days,  and  near  2,000  arms  have  been  hither 
brought  in  from  this  and  adjacent  counties.  The  Earl  of  Essex  is 
at  Northampton,  where  the  soldiers  mutiny  every  day  and  run  away 
as  fast  as  they  can  get  out  of  the  town. 

His  Majesty  commanded  me  to  tell  you  he  would  have  you  for- 
bear coming  to  him  until  he  shall  be  better  settled  to  abide  in  some 
certain  place,  and  be  come  nearer  to  London,  which  I  hope  will  be  to 
good  purpose  within  this  month.  But  I  believe  we  shall  visit 
Wilts  to  meet  the  Marquis  of  Hertford  before  we  shall  come  nearer 
to  London.  God  send  us  a  happy  accommodation,  but  you  are  at 
London  so  confident  of  your  invincible  power  as  I  perceive  you 
will  not  give  ear  to  any  moderate  accommodation.  [Seal  with  arms 
and  crest  broken.

Sept.  1-5,  14.  The  same  to  Sir  Wm.  Boswell.  Tuesday  the  King  marched 
Derby.  with  his  banner  from  Nottingham  with  500  horse,  five  regiments  of 
foot  and  12  pieces  of  artillery.  The  trained  bands  met  him  at 
[Cavendish]  Bridge  about  seven  miles  hence,  500  thereof  offered 
themselves  to  attend  the  King,  and  being  received  are  billeted  with 
the  army,  and  the  rest  are  disarmed.  Being  arrived  here  the  King 
understood  the  news  of  a  second  blow  given  to  the  Earl  of  Bedford 
by  the  Marquis  of  Hertford's  forces,  whereof  200  horse  and  300 
dragoons  were  sent  in  pursuit  of  him,  and  about  Evill  [Ewell]  met 
with  about  a  like  number.  Sir  Wm.  Balfour's  son  in  a  bravado  rode 
out  single  from  his  troop,  brandishing  his  sword,  as  if  he  would 
dare  somebody  to  combat  with  him ;  whereof  Colonel  Lunsford,' 
giving  notice  to  young  Stawell,  telling  him  there  was  honour  for 
him,  he  straight  made  up.  Balfour  discharged  his  pistols  at  some 
distance,  but  Stawell  reserved  his  till  he  might  be  surer  of  his  mark ; 
which  he  did  so  well  that  he  fired  the  other's  buff  at  his  breast,  and 
with  a  quick  blow  with  his  sword  made  an  end  of  the  duel  and  his 
adversary,  and  so  returned  to  his  troop  full  of  the  honour  he  went 
for.  In  the  encounter  of  the  two  horse  bodies,  the  Marquis  lost 
15  men,  and  the  Earl  above  100,  to  whose  assistance  a  body  of 
2,000  foot  appearing,  the  Marquis's  forces  retreated  in  very  good 
order. 

Sir  John  Byron,  with  as  many  scholars  as  could  get  horses  and 
arms,  has  left  Oxford  by  the  King's  directions,  and  is  marched  to 
Worcester,  where  he  is  to  expect  the  King's  orders.  Meanwhile  the 
University  is  discharged,  and  each  man  has  provided  for  himself. 
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The  -King  removes  hence  to-morrow  to  Uttoxeter,  whither  the 
artillery  and  train  with  800  dragoons  and  some  foot  advanced 
yesternight,  and  more  of  our  horse  and  foot  are  following  to-day. 
Whither  we  shall  bend  our  course  from  thence  we  shall  know  there, 
his  Majesty  now  giving  out  the  gests  but  over-night. 

Our  army  fe  in  very  good  heart,  and  the  Earl  of  Essex's  men  are 
very  mutinous,  saying  still  that  they  are  all  fellow  traitors,  insomuch 
that  he  stirs  not  with  them  out  of  Northampton.  I  hear  the 
Parliament -has  now  lately  received  a  ship  or  two  laden  with  arms 
from  Holland,  for  which  I  am  very  sorry  that  so  ill  a  cause  should 
have  any  countenance  from  so  near  allies.  I  am  sorry  now  to  hear 
that  Portsmouth  is  [sur]rendered.     [2  pp.] 

Sept.  ^,  15.  Sir  Wm.  Boswell  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe.  Deputies  being  with 
The  Hague,  her  Majesty  [the  Queen  of  England]  upon  Friday  last,  with  pro- 
fessions of  their  great  respects,  she  named  15  days  for  a  fleet  to 
transport  her ;  which  they  promised  with  what  speed  could  be  ;  so 
as  the  -winds  proving  favourable  at  sea  and  a  calm  on  land,  you  may 
expect  her  Majesty  very  shortly.  The  Prince  of  Orange  has 
marched  towards  Bois-le-duc ;  whether  for  some  incursion  upon 
Brabant,  or  fresh  pastures  for  his  army,  or  a  recreation  for  himself,  is 
the  present  discourse.  The  Swedes,  upon  a  retreat  of  the  Imperialists 
from  Gros-Glasgow  [Grossgerau  ?],  have  cut  off  three  regiments  in 
the  Imperialists'  rear,  and  pursue  them  close.  Owing  to  the  non- 
arrival  of  the  mail  we  do  not  yet  know  what  effect  the  King's  last 
message  to  Parliament  has  hitherto  had,  though  sent  three  weeks 
since.

Sept.  26,  21.  Nehemiah  Wharton  to  George  Willingham.  Sept.  13  was 
Worcester,  my  last  to  you.  This  evening  we  had  tidings  that  Kenilworth 
Castle  in  Warwickshire,  six  miles  from  Coventry,  was  taken,  with 
store  oT  ammunition  and  money,  and  some  prisoners,  their  number 
uncertain.  The  rest  fled,  and  the  country  pursued  them,  and  wanted 
but  the  assistance  of  Coventry  to  destroy  them  all.  Wednesday, 
Sept.  14,  our  forces,  both  foot  and  horse,  marched  into  the  field, 
and  the  Lord-General  viewed  us,  both  front,  rear,  and  flanks,  where 
the  drums  beating  and  the  trumpets  sounding  made  a  harmony 
delectable  to  our  friends,  but  terrible  to  our  enemies.  This  even, 
contrary  to  expectation,  our  regiment  marched  five  miles  N.E.  to 
Spratton,  where  we  and  as  many  as  could  billeted  in  the  town ;  the 
rest  quartered  in  the  country.  Thursday  our  regiment  met  again, 
where  those  famous  laws  for  our  army  were  read  and  expounded. 
This  day  we  received  and  accepted  Serjeant-Major  Neale.  Friday 
our  regiments  were  commanded  to  meet  here  again  to  be  mustered, 
where  we  exercised  in  the  field  the  whole  day,  and  the  muster- 
master  came  not,  whereat  we  were  all  much  displeased.  This  night 
our  company  by  lot  watched  the  town.  Saturday  our  regiment 
met  again,  and  were  mustered.  This  even  Captain  Francis,  return- 
ing from  London,  informed  me  of  the  courageousness  and  constancy 
of  the  City  of  London,  and  also  of  their  constant  supplies  of  money 
and  plate,  and  also  told  me  that  the  whole  City  were  now  either 
real  or  constrained  Roundheads.  Sabbath  day  we  peaceably 
enjoyed  with  Obadiah  Sedgwick,  who  gave  us  two  heavenly  ser- 
mons. Monday  morning  our  regiment  began  to  march  towards 
Warwickshire,  and  passed  through  West  Haddon  Creek  and  Hill- 
Morton,  where  we  had  a  supply  of  drink,  which  upon  a  march  is 
very  rare  and  extraordinary  welcome ;  and  at  the  end  of  10  miles 
we  came  to  Rugby,  where  we  had  good  quarter.     At  this  town 
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Mr.  Norton  formerly  preached.  This  town  also  was  lately  disarmed 
by  the  Cavaliers  on  the  Sabbath  day,  the  inhabitants  being  at 
church.  Tuesday  morning  our  regiment  marched  two  miles  to 
Dunsmore  Heath,  where  the  Lord-General  and  his  regiment  met  us ; 
also  the  Earl  of  Stamford,  Colonel  Cholmeley,  and  Colonel  Hampden, 
with  many  troops  of  horse  and  18  field-pieces,  where  we  kept  our 
rendezvous  until  even,  when  we  had  tidings  that  all  the  malignants 
in  Worcestershire,  with  the  Cavaliers,  were  got  into  Worcester,  and 
fortified  themselves ;  whereupon  we  marched  six  miles  into  Bagin- 
ton,  within  two  miles  of  Coventry.  This  night  the  rest  of  our 
regiments  quartered  about  the  country.  Wednesday  morning  we 
marched  toward  Warwick,  leaving  Kenilworth  Castle  upon  the 
right;  and  after  we  had  marched  six  miles  our  forces  met' again 
and  quartered  before  Warwick  until  40  pieces  of  ordnance  passed 
by  ;  in  which  time  I  viewed  the  antiquities  about  one  mile  on  this 
side  Warwick,  as  S'^.  Guy's  cave,  his  chapel,  his  picture  [statue],  and 
his  stables  all  hewed  out  of  the  main  rock,  as  also  his  garden  and 
two  springing  wells.  From  hence  our  regiment  marched  through 
Warwick  in  such  haste  that  I  could  not  view  the  town,  but  had 
only  a  sight  of  the  castle,  which  is  very  strong,  built  upon  a  mighty 
rock,  whereof  there  are  store  in  this  countr3^  This  night  we 
marched  two  miles  further  unto  Burford,  Avhere  our  quarter  was 
as  constantly  since  his  Excellency's  coming.  It  is  very  poor,  for 
many  of  our  soldiers  can  get  neither  beds,  bread,  nor  water,  which 
makes  them  grow  very  strong,  for  backbiters  have  been  seen  to 
march  on  them  six  abreast  and  eight  deep  at  their  open  order ;  and 
I  fear  I  shall  be  in  the  same  condition  ere  long,  for  we  can  get  no 
carriage  for  officers,  so  that  my  trunk  and  all  necessaries  therein 
are  left  at  Coventry.  And,  indeed,  our  regiment  is  more  slighted  than 
any  other,  which  is  occasioned,  I  believe,  partly  by  the  false  infor- 
mations of  Lieut.-Col.  Briddeman  [Bridgeman],  and  our  late  Serjeant- 
Major  General  Ballard,  profane  wretches,  but  chiefly  for  want  of  our 
Colonel,  who  should  be  one  of  the  Council  of  War  ;  at  which  council 
we  have  none  to  plead  for  us,  or  remove  false  aspersions  cast  upon 
us,  insomuch  that  I  have  heard  some  of  our  Captains  repent  their 
coming  forth,  and  all  for  want  of  a  Colonel.  Thursday  morning  we 
marched  in  the  front  four  miles  towards  Worcester,  where  we  met 
one  riding  post  from  Worcester,  informing  us  that  our  troops  and 
the  Cavaliers  were  there  in  fight ;  but  it  was  false,  only  to  hasten  the 
captains  from  Warwick  upon  this  report.  Our  whole  regiment  ran 
shouting  for  two  miles  together,  and  crying  "  To  Worcester !  To 
Worcester ! "  and  desired  to  march  all  night.  But  after  we  had 
marched  two  miles  further  we  were  commanded  to  stand  until  our 
forces  passed  by,  and  then  marched  two  miles  further  to  Aston 
Cantlow,  where  we  could  get  no  quarter,  neither  bread  nor  drink,  by 
reason  of  the  Lord  Compton's  late  being  there.  Friday  we  marched 
four  miles  to  Oster  [Alcester],  where  our  forces  met,  and  thence  eight 
miles,  and  encamped  four  miles  on  this  side  Worcester ;  but  our 
soldiers  cried  out  for  one  hour  together  to  go  forward  and  set  upon 
the  enemy,  but  could  get  no  commission,  This  day  we  had  such 
foul  weather  that  before  I  had  marched  one  mile  I  was  wet  to  the 
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skin.  This  day  our  horse  forces,  [under]  Sir  William  Balfour,  Colonels 
Sandys,  Vines  [Venn],  and  Clarke,  and  Major  Douglas,  kept  all  the 
passages  over  Severn,  and  by  that  means  kept  in  the  Cavaliers, 
who  often  essayed  to  fly,  but  were  repelled.  These  commanders 
sent  to  his  Excellency  for  three  field-pieces,  and  offered  with  them 
to  keep  them  in  on  that  side  until  we  had  surrounded  them,  hut 
they  were  denied.  This  day  towards  even  Prince  Eupert  entered 
the  city  at  a  bye-passage  with  18  troops  of  horse,  most  of  the  city 
crying  "  Welcome !  Welcome ! "  but  principally  the  Mayor,  who 
desired  to  entertain  him  ;  but  he  answered  "  God  damn  him."  He 
would  not  stay,  but  would  go  wash  his  hands  in  the  blood  of  Round- 
heads, and  immediutely  set  some  to  lie  in  ambush,  and  with  the 
rest  sallied  out  upon  our  forces,  and  immediately  Colonel  Sandys 
came  on  bravely,  even  to  the  breast  of  their  Chief  Commander,  and 
discharged,  the  rest  undauntedly  followed,  but  their  forces  imme- 
diately fled,  and  ours  followed,  and  by  the  ambushment  were  beset 
before  and  behind,  so  that  the  battle  was  very  hot,  and  many  fell  on 
both  sides.  Some  of  our  Chief  Commanders,  as  Colonel  Sandys  and 
Douglas,  were  wounded,  and  are  since  both  dead.  The  chief  among 
the  Cavaliers  were  Prince  Rupert,  who,  I  hear,  was  wounded.  Lord 
Craven,  and  Lord  Northampton.  Our  wounded  men  they  brought 
into  the  city,  and  stripped,  stabbed,  and  slashed  their  dead  bodies 
in  a  most  barbarous  manner,  and  imbrued  their  hands  in  their 
blood.  They  also  at  their  return  met  a  youug  gentleman,  a  Parlia- 
ment man,  as  I  am  informed, — his  name  I  cannot  learn, — and  stabbed 
him  on  horseback  with  many  wounds,  and  trampled  on  him,  and 
also  most  maliciously  shot  his  horse.  This  even  our  General's  troop 
of  gentlemen,  going  to  quarter  themselves  about  the  country,  were 
betrayed  and  beset  by  the  enemy,  and,  overmuch  timorous,  imme- 
diately fled  so  confusedly  that  some  brake  their  horses'  necks,  others 
their  own ;  some  were  taken,  others  slain,  and  scarce  half  of  them 
escaped ;  which  is  such  a  blot  on  them  as  nothing  but  some  desperate 
exploit  will  wipe  off.  Hearing  this  news  we  immediately  cried  out 
to  march  to  them,  and  forthwith  drew  out  a  forlorn  hope,  some  out 
of  every  company,  and  sent  them  before,  intending  to  march  after 
them ;  but  about  11  o'clock  the  enemies  fled,  and  our  hope  returned. 
Here  we  abode  all  night,  where  we  had  small  comfqrt,  for  it  rained 
hard.  Our  food  was  fruit  for  those  that  could  get  it,  our  drink 
water,  our  beds  the  earth,  our  canopy  the  clouds.  .But  we  pulled 
up  the  hedges,  pales,  and  gates,  and  made  good  fires;  his  Ex- 
cellency promising  that  if  the  country  relieved  us  not  the  day 
following  he  would  flre  their  towns.  Thus  we  continued  singing 
of  psalms  until  morning.  Saturday  morning  we  marched  unto 
Worcester,  our  regiment  in  the  rear  of  the  waggons,  the  rain  con- 
tinuing the  whole  day,  and  the  way  so  base  that  we  went  up  to  the 
ancles  in  thick  clay,  and  about  4  p.m.  entered  the  city,  where  we 
found  28  dead  men,  which  we  buried  ;  some  of  them  Cavaliers ;  and 
these  were  all  that  we  can  find  slain  on  our  side.  This  even,  by 
lot,  our  company  watched  one  of  the  gates,  and  also  the  day  fol- 
lowing until  even.  This  even  his  Excellency's  guard  entered  the 
Mayor's  house,  and  took  him  prisoner,  who  is  now  more  guarded 
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than  regarded.  Sabbath  Day  morning  our  soldiers  entered  a  vault 
of  the  College,  where  his  Excellency  was  to  hear  a  sermon,  and  found 
11  barrels  of  gunpowder  and  a  pot  of  bullets.  This  day  Mr.  Mar- 
shall Sedgwick  preached  about  the  city,  but  I,  being  upon  the 
court  of  guard,  could  not  hear  him.  This  even  his  Excellency  pro- 
claimed that  no  soldier  should  plunder  either  church  or  private  house 
upon  pain  of  death.  We  shortly  expect  a  pitched  battle,  which,  if 
the  Cavaliers  will  but  stand,  will  be  very  hot,  for  we  are  all  much 
enraged  against  them  for  "their  barbarisms,  and  shall  show  them 
little  mercy.

Nehemiah  Wharton  to  George  Willingham,  at  the  Golden 
Worcester.  Anchor.  In  my  last  of  the  26th  Sept.  there  were  some  errors, 
partly  owing  to  my  overhaste  in  writing,  partly  to  the  various 
relations  dispersed,  which  I  had  no  opportunity  of  verifying,  by 
reason  I  was  upon  guard,  and  durst  not  stir  upon  pain  of  death.  I 
had  as  good  intelligence  as  this  city  then  afforded,  for  the  truth  of 
things  was  not  then  known.  The  errors  are  these :  First,  I  wrote 
that  the  Earl  of  Northampton  and  Lord  Craven  were  with  the 
Prince,  but  they  were  not ;  but  upon  sufficient  information  [I  learn] 
they  were  these,  viz..  Prince  Rupert,  Duke  Maurice,  Lord  Digby, 
Commissary  Wilmot,  Sir  Lewis  Dive,  Sir  William  Russell,  and 
[Henry]  Hastings  Esquire.  Second,  [I  wrote]  that  most  of  the 
cuirassiers,  his  Excellency's  troop,  were  cut  off ;  but  they  are  since 
returned,  only  few  being  lost,  but  do  still  bear  the  aspersion  of 
cowards.  The  third  [error]  was  that  Colonel  Sandys  was  dead ;  but 
both  he  and  Captain  Sandys,  -though  both  wounded,  yet  are  still 
living.  That  1  may  not  trouble  you  with  common  relations,  which 
are  generally  fictions,  I  have  conferred  with  commanders,  the  best 
intelligencers,  and  have  also  viewed  the  place  where  the  battle  wg,s 
fought.  Briefiy,  Worcestershire  is  a  pleasant  country,  abounding 
in  corn,  woods,  pastures,  hills,  and  valleys ;  every  hedge  and  high- 
way beset  with  fruit,  especially  pears,  whereof  they  make  that 
pleasant  drink  called  perry,  which  they  sell  for  Id.  a  quart,  though 
better  than  ever  you  tasted  at  London.  Worcester  is  the  largest 
city  I  have  seen  since  leaving  London ;  and,  like  London,  it  abounds 
in  outward  things  of  all  kinds,  but  for  want  of  the  Word  the  people 
perish.  It  is  pleasantly  seated,  exceeding  populous,  and  doubtless 
very  rich.  It  is  situated  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Severn.  Its  walls 
are  in  the  form  of  a  triangle,  the  gates  are  seven,  the  bulwarks  fine 
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but  mucli  decayed,  no  castle,  only  a  mound  of  earth.  There  is  a 
very  stately  cathedral,  called  St.  Mary's,  in  which  there  are  many 
monuments  ;  and,  amongst  the  rest,  in  the  middle  of  the  choir,  is 
the  monument  of  King  John,  all  of  white  marble,  with  his  picture 
thereon  to  the  life.  On  the  south  side  King  Arthur's  tomb,  of  jet, 
but  no  picture  thereon.  There  is  a  strong  stone  bridge  over  the 
Severn,  consisting  of  six  arches,  with  a  gate  on  the  middle  of  the 
bridge  as  strong  as  that  on  London  Bridge,  with  a  portcullis.  Five 
miles  upon  the, left  of  this  are  Malvern  Hills,  which  for  height  and 
length  and  breadth  do  many  degrees  exceed  all  that  ever  I  saw. 
I  nominate  them  because  they  are  famous,  for  on  the  top  of  them 
there  is  a  very  brave  chace  for  many  miles  together,  also  a  large 
ditch  and  springs,  all  on  the  very  top.  Between  these  hills  and  the 
river  was  the  late  skirmish,  about  one  mile  from  the  city,  which 
was  on  this  manner  :  Our  troops  on  that  side  were  divided  to  keep 
the  several  passages,  and  Colonel  Sandys,  Col.  Vines  [VennJ,  and 
Serjeant-Major  Douglas,  with  their  troops,  were  set  to  keep  this 
passage,  which  was  at  the  end  of  a  narrow  lane',  which  the 
treacherous  inhabitants  near  them  discovered  to  Prince  [Rupert], 
and  he  forthwith  set  some  troops  to  lie  in  ambush,  who  brake  down 
a  hedge,  and  lay  in  a  field  on  the  right  of  them,  the  •  treacherous 
citizens  attending  them  in  multitudes  with  muskets,  who  lay  on 
each  side  the  hedge.  This  done,  the  Prince,  with  other  forces,  went 
to  meet  them,  but  first  sent  a  false  alarm  informing  them  that  the 
Cavaliers  were  all  tied,  and  had  left  the  city,  and  also  that  his 
Excellency  was  come  even  to  the  gates;  and  immediately  these 
three  troops  posted  away  to  meet  his  Excellency,  for  Sir  William 
Balfour,  Colonel  Clarke,  and  our  other  commanders  heard  not  of  it ; 
but,  hasting  down  a  narrow  lane,  the  Prince  met  them,  Colonel 
Sandys  being  in  the  front.  The  Prince  asked  him  whom  he  was  for. 
He  answered,  "  For  King  and  Parliament."  He  replied,  "  Not  for 
the  King  alone?"  He  answered,  "No."  Then  said  the  Prince, 
"For  the  King,  have  at  you."  The  Colonel  answered,  "For  the 
Parliament,  have  at  you."  And  so  they  discharged  each  at  other. 
The  rest  followed  them,  and  presently  those  in  ambush  fired  upon 
them,  as  also  the  musketeers  behind  the  hedges^  The  horsemen 
charged  not  the  second  time,  but  immediately  fell  to  their  swords, 
so  that  for  the  space  of  almost  an  hour  the  skirmish  was  exceeding 
hot.  This  relation  I  had  from  a  gentleman  that  was  in  the  front 
of  the  battle,  and  was  wounded  with  the  sword  and  bullets  in  several 
places,  was  stripped  naked,  and  yet  lives.  He  aifirms  that  though 
there  were  ten  for  one,  yet  there  were  more  slain  and  wounded  of 
them  than  of  us.  And  I  spake  with  one  that  heard  the  Prince  at 
his  return  say  that  our  men  fought  more  like  lions  than  men.  Our 
wounded  commanders  he  brought  into  the  city,  and  gave  command 
that  they  should  be  carefully  looked  to,  and  with  all  speed  gathered 
his  forces  together  and  fled,  leaving  all  their  reckonings  to  pay ;  in 
some  places  2QI.,  in  others  101.,  in  some  more,  some  less,  pretending 
and  also  promising  to  return.  Since  their  departure  we  hear  that 
the  Prince  is  wounded,  but  it  is  certain  Duke-  Maurice  is  mortally 
wounded.     They  report  to  the  King  that  they  have  slain  800  of

our  men,  -when  there  were  but  28  slain  in  all,  and  some  of  them 
were  Cavaliers.  "Of  this  I  am  certain,  for  I  told  all  their  graves,  , 
and  searched  the  register  of  St.  John's  parish,  where  they  were  all 
buried.  They  boast  wonderfully,  and  swear  most  hellishly,  that  the 
next  time  they  meet  us  they  will  make-  but  a  mouthful  of  us.  But 
I  am  persuaded  the  Lord  has  given  them  this  small  victory  that 
they  may  in  the  day  of  battle  come  on  more  presumptuously  to 
their  own  destruction ;  in  which  battle,  though  I  and  many  thou- 
sands more  may  be  cut  off,  yet  I  am  confident  the  Lord  of  Hosts 
will  in  the  end  triumph  gloriously  over  these  horses  and  their 
cursed  riders.  They  left,  at  their  flight,  in  the  city,  some  horses, 
trunks,  and  other  things,  all  which  his  Excellency  has  seized  on. 
Colonel  Essex  is  made  governor  of  this  city,  and  his  regiment  shall 
be  garrison  here.  Our  army  did  little  think  ever  to  have  seen 
Worcester,  but  the  providence  of  God  has  brought  us  hither ;  and, 
had  it  not,  the  city  is  so  vile  and  the  country  so  base,  so  papistical, 
and  atheistical,  and  abominable,'  that  it  resembles  Sodom,  and  is  the 
very  emblem  of  Gomorrah,  and  doubtless  it  would  have  been  worse 
than  either  Algiers  or  Malta, — a  very  den  of  thieves,  and  a  receptacle 
and  refuge  for  all  the  hell-hounds  in  the  country, — I  should  have 
said  in  the  land.  But  we  have  handsomely  handled  some  of  them, 
and  do  cuJl  out  the  rest  as  fast  as  we  can,  who  verbally  cry 
"peccavi,"  but  cordially  "iterv/m  faciam ;"  and,  indeed,  they  do  as 
they  are  taught  by  Dr.  Prideaux,  late  made  Bishop  [of  Worcester], 
and  other  Popish  priests,  who  are  all  run  away.  Monday,  Sept.  26, 
one  of  Prince  Rupert's  trumpeters  came  to  our  gates  and  sounded 
a  point  of  war,  who  was  presently  taken  and  led  blindfold  through 
the  city  to  his  Excellencj'.  This  night  Serjeant-Major  Douglas  was 
nobly  buried.  Tuesday  our  soldiers,  by  commission  from  his  Ex- 
cellency, marched  seven  miles  to  Sir  William  Rxissell's  house,  and 
pillaged  it  to  the  bare  walls.  Wednesday  we  fasted,  and  Obadiah 
Sedgewick  preached  to  us,  whom  the  Lord  extraordinarily  assisted, 
so  that  his  doctrine  wrought  wonderfully  upon  many  of  us,  and 
doubtless  has  fitted  many  of  us  for  death,  which  we  all  shortly 
expect.  Thursday  his  Excellency  proclaimed  that  whosoever  had 
any  goods  of  the  Cavaliers  in  custody  should  forthwith  surrender 
them.  This  day  I  met  with  your  servant  Davy.  He  was  on  the 
west  of  Severn  near  the  battle,  but  until  it  was  ended  heard  not 
of  it.  Friday  morning  our  drums  beat  for  our  regiment  to  march 
away,  but  whither  I  know  not.  We  should  be  very  glad  to  see 
our  Colonel.  I  humbly  entreat  you  to  excuse  my  late  errors  [in 
writing],  and  to  accept  these  my  poor  endeavours,  being  the  last  I 
suppose  that  ever  I  shall  present  to  you.  [Printed  in  Archceologia, 
vol.  XXXV.,  pp.  327-30.

Nothing  is  odd  in  these  times,  and  we  must  all  have 
patience  until  better ;  for  things  cannot  stand  long  as  they  do,  and 
the  Imperial  Ministers  will  perceive  enough  that  the  omission  of 
correspondence  with  them  is  not  out  of  neglect,  but  because  of  these 
present  troubles.

Oct.  7,  32.  Nehemiah  Wharton  to  George  Willingham.     Friday,  Sept.  30, 

Worcester,  was  my  last  to  you.  This  day  a  company  of  knights,  gentlemen, 
and  yeomen  of  the  county  of  Hereford  came  to  his  Excellency 
[Essex],  petitioners  for  strength  to  be  sent  speedily  to  Hereford ;  and 
forthwith  we  were  commanded  to  draw  out  15  men  out  of  every 
company  in  our  regiments,  in  all  about  900,  with  three  troops  of 
horse  and  two  pieces  of  ordnance,  with  which  we  marched,  a  forlorn 
hope,  towards  Hereford.  Our  leaders  were  the  Earl  of  Stamford, 
[as]  Lieutenant-Colonel,  Sergeant-Major  Barrif  [Barry],  and  Captain 
Inglisby  of  Colonel  Hampden's  regiment.  Captain  Jones  of  Cholmley's, 
Captain  Ward  of  Stamford's,  and  Captain  Povey  of  Holles's  regiments, 
besides  Lieutenants  and  Sergeants.  Our  ministers  Mr.  John  Sedg- 
wick and  Mr.  Kemme.  After  we  had  marched  10  miles,  we  came 
to  Bromyard,  the  weather  wet,  and  the  way  very  foul.  Here  we 
got  a  little  refreshment,  and  from  hence  marched  10  miles  further  to 
Hereford.  But  very  late  before  we  got  thither ;  and  by  reason  of 
the  rain  and  snow,  and  extremity  of  cold,  one  of  our  soldiers  died  by 
the  way ;  and  it  is  wonderful  we  did  not  all  perish,  for  the  cowardly 
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Cavaliers  were  within  a  few  miles  of  us.  In  this  poor  condition 
coining  to  Hereford,  the  gates  were  shut  against  us,  and  for  two 
hours  we  stood  in  dirt  and  water  up  to  the  mid-leg,  for  the  city- 
were  all  malignants,  save  three  which  were  Eoundheads,  and  the 
Marquis  of  Hertford  had  sent  them  word  the  day  before  that  they 
should  in  no  wise  let  us  in,  or  if  they  did,  we  would  plunder  their 
houses,  murder  their  children,  burn  their  Bibles  and  utterly  ruinate 
all,  and  promised  he  would  relieve  them  himself  with  all  speed,  for 
which  cause  the  citizens  were  resolved  to  oppose  us  unto  the  death, 
and  having  in  the  city  three  pipces  of  ordnance  charged  them  with 
stones,  nails,  &c.,  and  placed  them  against  us,  and  we  against  them, 
resolving  either  to  enter  the  city  or  die  before  it.  But  the  Eound- 
heads in  the  city,  one  of  them  an  alderman,  surnamed  Lane,  pur- 
suaded  the  silly  Mayor,  for  so  he  is  indeed,  that  his  Excellency  and 
all  his  forces  were  at  hand,  whereupon  he  opened  unto  us  and  we 
entered  the  city  at  Byster's  gate,  but  found  the  doors  shut,  many  of 
the  people  with  their  children  fled,  and  had  enough  to  do  to  get  a 
little  quarter.  But  the  poor  Mayor,  seeing  he  was  so  handsomely 
cozened,  was  not  a  little  angry,  for  Hertford  with  his  forces, 
which  fled  from  Sherborne,  promised  to  visit  them  the  day  following. 
This  night  though  wet  and  weary  we  were  fain  to  guard  the  city. 
This  day  our  General  proclaimed  that  aU  delinquents  that  in  10  days, 
would  return  and  join  with  the  Parliament  should  favourably  but 
conditionally  be  accepted,  excepting  such  as  are  members  of  the 
House,  which  must  submit  to  the  censure  thereof ;  but  these  by 
name,  and  particularly  excepted, — the  Earl  of  Bristol,  Earl  of  Cumber- 
land, Earl  of  Newcastle,  Earl  Rivers,  Secretary  Nicholas,  Endymion 
Porter,  Edward  Hyde,  Duke  of  Richmond,  Earl  of  Carnarvon, 
Vicount  Newark,  Vicount  Falkland,  the  King's  Secretary  in  special. 
Saturday  our  squadron  watched  at  St.  Owen's  gate,  which  day  I 
took  an  opportunity  to  view  the  city,  which  is'  well  situate,  and 
seated  upon  the  river  Wye,  environed  with  a  strong  wall,  better 
than  any  I  have  seen  before,  with  five  gates  and  a  strong  stone 
bridge  of  six  arches,  surpassing  Worcester.  In  this  city  is  the 
stateliest  market-place  in  the  kingdom,  built  with  columns  after 
the  manner  of  the  Exchange ;  the  Minster  every  way  exceeding 
that  at  Worcester ;  but  the  city  in  circuit  not  so  large.  The 
inhabitants  are  totally  ignorant  in  the  ways  of  God,  and  much 
addicted  to  drunkenness  and  other  vices,  but  principally  to  swearing, 
so  that  the  children  that  have  scarce  learned  to  speak  do  universally 
swear  stoutly.  Many  here  speak  Welsh.  This  day,  our  companies 
exercising  in  the  fields  at  Worcester,  one  of  the  Lord  General's 
soldiers  shot  at  random,  and  with  a  brace  of  bullets  shot  one  of  his 
fellow  soldiers  through  the  head,  who  immediately  died.  Sabbath 
day,  about  the  time  of  morning  prayer,  we  went  to  ihe  Minster, 
where  the  pipes  played  and  the  puppets  sang  so  sweetly  that  some 
of  our  soldiers  could  not  forbear  dancing  in  the  holy  quire,  whereat 
the  Baalists  were  sore  displeased.  The  anthem  ended,  they  fell  to 
prayer,  and  prayed  devoutly  for  the  King,  the  Bishops,  &c. ;  and  one 
of  our  soldiers  with  a  loud  voice  said,  "  What !  never  a  bit  for  the 
Parliament  ? "  which  offended  them  much  more.     Not  satisfied  with 
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this  human  service  we  went  to  divine ;  and,  passing  by,  found  shops 
open,  and  men  at  work,  to  whom  we  gave  some  plain  dehortations, 
and  went  to  hear  Mr.  Sedgwick,  who  gave  us  two  famous  sermons, 
which  much  affected  the  poor  inhabitants,  who  wondering  said  they 
never  heard  the  like  before.  And  I  believe  them.  The  Lord  move 
your  hearts  to  commiserate  their  distresses,  and  to  send  them  some 
faithfull  and  painful  ministers  ;  for  the  revenue  of  the  college  will 
maintain  many  of  them.  This  even,  the  Earl  of  Stamford,  who  is 
made  Governor  of  Hereford,  entered  the  city  with  a  regiment  of 
foot  and  some  troops  of  horse,  and  took  up  the  Bishop's  Palace  for 
his  quarter,  and  is  resolved  there  to  abide  ;  whereupon  on  Monday 
morning  we  marched  towards  Worcester,  and  at  the  end  of  10  miles 
came  to  Bromyard,  where  we  quartered  all  night.  This  day  his 
Excellency  proclaimed  that  all  soldiers  that  would  set  to  digging 
should  have  twelve  pence  the  day,  and  enter  into  pay  presently. 
Tuesday  we  marched  to  Worcester,  and  were  received  with  much 
joy,  for  the  design  was  so  desperate  that  our  judicious  friends  never 
looked  to  see  us  again.  I  am  in  good  health,  and,  by  the  goodness 
of  .God,  supplied  with  strength  beyond  expectation.  Wednesday 
morning  I  went  to  view  the  soldiers'  works,  who  have  portrayed 
out  the  several  forms  of  their  sconces,  half-moons,  and  redoubts, 
beginning  at  Severn  on  one  side  of  the  city,  and  going  round  the  city 
to  Severn  again.  It  will  be  finished  with  all  convenient  speed  ;  for 
as  we  entrench  here,  so  also  does  Prince  Eupert  at  Bridgenorton, 
12  miles  off,  and  we  hear  at  Bewdley  also,  from  whence  come  the 
coals  that  supply  our  city.  But  we  have  sent  out  some  forces  to 
expel  them  thence.  This  day  after  noon,  at  the  request  of  my 
captain  and  other  commanders,  I  again  rode  with  them  to  Malvern 
Hills ;  leaving  our  horses  in  the  town,  after  much  toil  we  ascended 
the  hills,  which  indeed  are  a  very  curious  prospect,  for  the  day 
being  clear  we  could  see  near  30  miles  round.  All  the  valley  between 
us  and  Worcester,  though  five  miles  broad,  and  many  miles  long, 
(inclosed  with  hedges,)  seemed  to  us  but  as  a  garden  -with  a  few" 
knots  in  it  (though  indeed  very  large  pastures).  At  the  bottom  of 
these  hills  is  Malvern  Church,  the  stateliest  parish  church  in 
England,  adorned  with  varieties  of  rarities,  which  I  want  time  to 
express.  Thursday  we  exercised  our  soldiers  in  the  fields.  The 
Lord  of  Coventry  came  in  to  us,  and  this  even  we  expected  three 
Lords  more  with  a  message  from  the  King.  Friday  a  pair  of  gallows 
were  set  up  in  the  market-place  for  the  villain  that  betrayed  our 
troops  into  the  hands  of  Prince  Rupert,  and  we  this  day  expect  his 
exaltation.  I  haye  nothing  of  worth  to  present  you  with,  but  I 
have  sent  you  "the  gods"  of  the  Cavaliers  enclosed.  They  are 
pillage  taken  from  Sir  William  Russell's,  of  which  I  never  yet  got  the 
worth  of  one  farthing,  for  it  is  constantly  the  prey  of  the  ruder  sort 
of  soldiers,  whose  society,  blessed  be  God,  I  hate  and  avoid.  [Printed 
im  Archceologia,  vol.  xxxv.,  pp.  331-4.

I  am  confident  Sir  John  Hotham 
will  say  otherwise  of  me  than  you  are  informed.  It  hath  been  my 
fortune  still  ever  to  receive  worst  usage  where  I'  thought  I  had 
best  deserved,  and  never  more  apparent  than  in  the  dealing  which, 
by  misinformation,  I  hope,  the '  Parliament  hath  done  to  me.  To 
you  I  may  without  vaunting  say  that  if  this  Parliament  have  done 
any  great  matters  for,  the  public,  or  are  in  a  condition  more  free 
than  other  Parhaments,  God,  who  knows  all  secrets,  knows  that  if 
I  were  not  at  first  the  only,  yet  I  was  (though  unworthy)'  his 
chiefest  instrument  to  bring  it  to  pass,  I  differed  from  them  in 
nothing  whilst  a  syllable  was  ungranted  of  the  petition  delivered  at 
York,  and  which  was  drawn  [up],  as  you  know,  by  Mr.  Pym  himself 
and  Mr.  Solicitor  [St.  John].  So  far  only  we  were  obliged  by  covenant 
amongst  ourselves.  For  the  alterations  which  they  now  desire  in 
the  Church,  let  my  Lords  Saye  and  Brooke  witness  if  ever  I  was 
for  them  in  my  life  ;  and  therefore,  in  a  free  Parliament,  why  it  was 
not  lawful  for  me  to  vote  freely  according  to  my  conscience  without 
being  made  of  the  malignant  party,  I  could  not  imagine.  Had  they 
ever  a  good  message  from  the  King  but  I  contributed  something  to 
it  ?  Was  there  ever  a  violent  one  but  I  opposed  it  ?  The  message 
at  Windsor,  where  the  King  granted  the  militia,  I  drew  up,  which 
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I  have  often  heard  of.  When  my  Lord  Howard  and  Sir  Philip 
Stapleton  were  at  York,  let  them  report  what  my  part  was ;  what 
I  did  with  the  King  at  Beverley,  when  niy  Lord  of  Holland  and 
Sir  Philip  Stapleton  brought  the  overture  of  peace,  let  them  and  all 
the  court  report.  The  message  at  Nottingham,  where  the  King 
oflPered  to  take  down  his  Standard,  dismiss  his  forces,  and  recall  his 
proclamations,^ all  the  Lords  know  that  I  both  persuaded  it,  and 
with  my  own  hands,  by  the  King's  permission,  drew  it  up.  I 
protested  against  Lord  Cumberland's  commission,  caused  my  own 
name  to  be  put  out  of  it,  and  in  the  open  assembly  of  gentlemen 
declaimed  against  the  clause  enabling  him  to  levy  money  on  the 
country,  as  against  the  law  and  liberty  of  the  subject ;  for  which,  as 
the  Earl  of  Dorset  and  others  know,  I  was  complained  of  to  the 
King.  Now  I  would  fain  know  for  which  of  these  acts  I  am  for- 
bidden to  sit  in  Parliament,  and  declared  an  enemy  to  the  public. 
Was  I  found  guilty  of  bringing  up  the  army  against  the  Parliament, 
or  privy  to  the  King's  going  into  the  House  of  Commons  ?  Was 
I  so  much  as  privy  much  less  persuading  to  his  leaving  the  Parlia- 
ment and  going  to  York  ?  Was  J  not  against  his  going  against 
Hull,  Coventry,  and  Warwick  ?  Have  I  taken  any  command  in 
the  army  in  this  unnatural  war  ?  Did  I  not  retire  to  my  own  house 
in  peace  and  quiet  when  the  King  broke  up  his  house[hold]  so  that 
my  attendance  and  oath  bound  me,  no  longer,  and  when  I  could  do 
no  further  good,  yet  would  not  contribute  to  any  of  the  fatal  evils 
which  must  follow  ?  Do  I  not  at  this  time  here  protect  all  ministers 
and  professors  of  religion  from  the  violence  of  the  times,  so  far  as  to 
render  me  suspected  of  all  my  friends  ?  Now,  my  Lady  Temple, 
judge  that  when  men  who  have  done  the  contrary  to  all  the  good 
that  I  have  done  ;  have  done  as  much  against  the  meeting  of  this 
Parliament  as  I  have  done  for  it,— as  much  against  peace  as  I  have 
done  for  it ;  have  taken  arms  and  commands  against  the  Parliament, 
and  still  continue  so  ;  have  given  public  and  violent  counsels  when 
I  gave  peaceable  ones  ;  yet  not  a  man  but  myself,  against  whom  there 
is  no  impeachment  or  question,  is  forbidden  the  Parliament  House, 
and  stigmatized  as  a  public  enemy.  To  balance  all  my  good  offices, 
the  only  things  which  ever  I  could  learn  to  be  urged  against  me 
are  my  coming  down  to  York  without  leave  and  contrary  to  their 
order,  and  what  I  did  at  Heyworth  Moor  in  Yorkshire,  when  the 
county  was  assembled  there  by  the  King's  command.  To  both 
which  [I  answer]  thus  much.  The  oath  which  I  took  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Household  is  flat  and  plain,  to  serve  his  Majesty  in  that 
office  in  his  House,  and  not  to  depart  without  his  license.  I  stayed 
at  the  Parliament  as  long  as  I  could  by  any  mediation  prevail  upon 
the  King  to  allow  me,  and  when  he  peremptorily  under  his  own  hand 
charged  me,  on  pain  of  my  allegiance  and  oath,  to  come  down  and 
do  my  service  in  his  house,  I  durst  not  forswear  myself,  but  came 
accordingly,  and  staid  with  him  whilst  his  Household  continued,  and 
then  went  home  ;  for  I  was  shut  out  of  Parliament  by  a  vote  before, 
my  offence  being  that  I  durst  not  forswear  myself  positively  to 
obey  an  order, — though  many  who  went  contrary  to  their  order,  no 
oath  compelling  them,  have  received  no  such  sentence.     For  that 
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of  Heyworth  Moor,  which  they  declared  me  an  enemy  to  the  public 
for  doing,  thus  in  brief : — Before  my  coming  to  York,  the  King  had 
appointed  that  meeting,  and  that  morning  I  finding  that  the  divided 
people  intended  to  have  pressed  two  petitions  contrary  to  each 
other  upon  the  King,  which  might  in  such  a  mighty  concourse  of 
people  have  ended  in  violence,  and  knowing  that  those  they  term 
the  good  party,  and  who  came  fearful  [in]  under  my  assurance  of 
protection,  were  far  the  lesser  number,  I  called  to  me  John  Reyner, 
Mr.  Farer,  Mr.  Todd,  Mr.  Rigeley,  and  all  the  heads  of  that  party, 
and  told  them  that  if  they  would  assure  me  that  their  side.,would 
deliver  no  petition  I  would  take  such  order  that  the  other  should 
not.  They  repaired  to  their  party,  and  assured  me  there  should  be 
none  delivered  by  them ;  and  so  we  went  to  the  field,  where,  finding 
Sir  John  Bourchier  reading,  as  -  they  said,  a  petition,  though  it  was 
none,  which  I,  conceiving  he  did  it  in  ignorance  of  our  agreement,  and 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the-  honest  men  of  his  side,  took  from  him. 
And  now  behold  the  act  that  makes  me  an  enemy  to  the  Common- 
wealth !  I  have  been  long  in  these  expressions,  because  I  desire  you 
would  let  them  be  known,  though  [do]  not  openly  publish  my 
letter.  To  the  truth  of  all  in  it,  God  is  witness,  and  men  also.

as  a  friend  in  a  way  wherein  I  most  value  friendship,  i.e.,  in  good 
offices  to  the  Parliament,  so  as  to  make  me  to  be  understood  as 
I  am.  Commend  my  service  to  Lord  Saye  and  to  noble  Sir  Philip 
Stapleton,  and  assure  them  I  will  never  forget  the  public  nor  these 
particular  favours,  if  it  please  God  to  leave  me  any  power.  Tell 
Lord  Saye  peradventure  he  may  be  as  falsely  represented  where 
I  am,  at  the  Court,  as  I  where  he  is,  at  the  Parliament.  I  desire 
but  the  same  justice  from  him  there  as  he  shall  be  sure  to  find 
from  me  here.  Either  I  will  see  such  an  accommodation  as  I  may 
live  in  Court,  in  the  fellowship  of  noble,  virtuous,  and  deserving 
persons,  or  at  least  not  at  all  with  such  persons,  whom  he  may 
imagine,  that  shall  bear  sway.  For  any  honour  to  be  ■  done 
to  the  House  by-  any  acknowledgment  of  mine  I  shall  never 
grudge,  nor  think  I  lose  any  honour  that  the  House  gains 
by  me.  My  heart  should  second  my  wishes  in  coming  to  you, 
but  we  are  so  straitly  besieged  that  not  so  much  as  a  serving 
man,  much  less  myself,  can  yet  stir  one  mile  out  of  town ;  arid, 
which  is  most  miserable,  our  deliverance  must  probably  come  by 
Newcastle's  forces,  many  of  which  are  Papists,  as  his  declaration, 
which  I  presume  you  have  seen,  shows.  All  which  leads  me  to 
consider  the  unspeakable  miseries  which  this  once  flourishing 
country  now  groans  under.     First,  by  Sir  John  Hotham's  and  the 
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Lincolnshire  forces  called  to  his  assistance  under  pretence  of 
settling  the  militia  and  seizing  delinquents,  this  county  has  been 
robbed  of  and  impoverished  above  100,000?. ;  and  so  many 
licentious  plunderings  and  %allanies  have  been  committed  as  are 
incredible,  and  which  I  am  loath  to  name,  because  done  under 
the  sacred  name  of  Parliament ;  and,  to  say  truth,  much  the  same 
has  been  done  by  our  party  according  to  their  power.

Papers  relating  to  a  Spanish  vessel,  the  Sancta  Clara,  which  fell 
into  the  hands  of  the  Parliament  in  August  1642,  and  so  remained 
till  1650.  The  case  was  briefly  this  : — The  master,  Strafford,  being 
with  the  Sta.  Clara  at  St.  Lucar  or  Sanlucar  in  Spain,  let  her  to 
freight  to  Spanish  merchants  for  15  months,  to  go  for  St.  Domingo 
in  the  West  Indies,  there  to  discharge  and  relade  for  St.  Lucar. 
At  St.  Domingo  she  was  detained  12  months  beyond  that  time  by 
the  factors  and  President  of  St.  Domingo  refusing  to  give  them 
despatch  or  make  the  master  any  certificate ;  and,  the  ship  being 
worm-eaten,  at  the  desire  of  certain  merchants,  subjects  of  the  King 
of  Spain,  who  had  laden  her  with  cochineal,  silver  coin,  and  bars, 
the  master  was  forced  to  depart  with  his  ship,  and,  not  daring  to 
return  to  Spain  without  his  certificate,  he  came  for  England,  for 
justice  against  those  that  freighted  the  ship.  When  the  ship 
reached  Southampton  the  Parliament  took  the  cochineal,  silver,  &c. 
into  their  custody  till  the  matter  of  ownership  was  settled  in  the 
Admiralty  Court,  to  which  the  master  took  it.  These  papers 
consist  of  orders  of  Parliament,  resolutions  of  the  Council  of  State, 
and  of  the  Committee  of  Lords  and  Commons  for  Foreign  affairs  ; 
references  to  and  reports  by  the  Judges  of  the  Admiralty ;  appli- 
cations from  various  English  merchants  for  letters  of  marque 
against  the  Sta.  Clara  for  seizure  of  their  vessels  by  Spaniards, 
without  reparation  being  made ;  remonstrances  and  letters  of  the 
Spanish  Ambassador  to  the  Parliament  and  Council  of  State,  &c. 
They  extend  from  August  1642,  when  the  Sancta  Clara  arrived  in 
Southampton,  to  1650.  The  latest  paper  is  an  unfinished  report 
by  the  Judges  of  the  Admiralty  to  the  Council  of  State  on  the 
whole  case,  early  in  1650.

I  would  not  have  the 
King  trample  on  the  Parliament,  nor  the  Parliament  lessen  him 
so  much  as  to  make  a  way  for  the  people  to  rule  us  all.  I  hate 
Papists  so  much  that  I  would  not  have  the  King  necessitated  to 
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use  them  for  his  defence  nor  owe  them  any  obligation.  I  love 
religion  so  well  that  I  would  not  have  it  put  to  the  hazard  of  a 
battle.  I  love  liberty  so  much  that  I  would  not  trust  it  in  the 
hands  of  a  conqueror.

I  find  a  great 
June  10,  deal  of  difference  in  gaining  confidence  as  well  as  access  when  a 
The  Hague,  man  is  employed  with  public  credence,  and  when  he  hath  nothing 
but  his  own  private  diligence  to  work  by  ;  and  besides  this  I  have 
found  so  great  changes  in  the  persons  of  men  employed  when  I 
formerly  resided  in  this  place  and  now  that  there's  scarce  any  of 
the  old  stock  left,  and  I  am  as  new  to  them  as  they  to  me.  There- 
fore, if  you  will  be  pleased  to  accept  from  me  the  ordinary 
occurrences,  it  is  like  to  be  all  the  service  I  can  do  while  I  remain 
in  these  parts,  which  will  not  be  long,  in  case  it  be  true  that  the 
Houses  of  Parliament  have  resolved  to  sequester  all  our  estates 
who  absent  ourselves  out  of  the  kingdom,  not  iiaving  their  special 
license.  The  great  defeat  given  the  Spaniards  at  Rocroi  by  the 
French  was  welcome  news  to  the  Prince  of  Orange,  coming  a  day 
or  two  before  he  left  this  place,  he  having  been  apprehensive  lest 
that  formidable  army  of  Don  Frangesco  di  Melos  would  have  pre- 
vailed but  too  far  in  the  designs  laid.  But  away  he  went,  better 
secured,  and  from  Breda,  his  first  gest,  gave  order  for  52  companies 
more  of  foot  to  repair  to  the  rendezvous  ;  and  after  a  short  stay 
he  went  to  the  Busse  to  survey  the  forts  and  garrisons  of  that  and 
the  neighbouring  places ;  from  thence  to  Buren  attending  the 
completing  his  army,  which  from  contrary  winds  and  the  late 
giving  out  his  patents  for  the  last  52  companies  could  not  be  so 
soon  ready  as  he  desired.  But  no  sooner  [was  he]  come  to  Buren 
[than]  he  fell  sick  of  the  yellow  jaundice  in  such  manner  as  made 
the  physicians  and  all  others  afraid,  being  accompanied  at  first 
with  a  violent  fever.     But  he  is  so  well  recovered  there  is  hope 
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he  may  be  abroad  again  to-morrow,  and  no  less  is  expected  from 
him  than  to  try  his  fortune  once  more  in  Flanders,  order  being 
taken  for  great  numbers  of  horse  boats  and  hoys  to  be  in  readiness 
at  Bergen-op-Zoom  for  transportation  of  the  cavalry.  Meantime 
we  understand  the  French  advance  apace  and  are  come  to  Nivelles, 
within  half  a  day's  journey  of  Brussels,  filling  air  those  parts  with 
fear  and  amazement,  the  Spanish  army  not  being  able  to  make 
head  sufficient  to  stay  their  course ;  and  some  advices  ,last  night 
and  this  morning  do  mention  a  new  defeat  given  by  the  French 
to  Becy,  who  is  said  to  have  lost  13  cornets  of  horse.  They 
likewise  apprehend  the  coming  down  of  Guebriant,  who  [it]  is 
conceived  may  be  well  spared  in  Germany,  the  Imperialists  having 
entertainment  enough  giyen  them  by  Torstensen  and  others  without 
him.  They  have,  to  form  their. army  anew,  been  fain  to  draw 
away  all  their  soldiers,  artillery  and  magazines  out  of  Roermond, 
Stralen,  and  other  places,  and  in  Venloo  have  left  only  one  company 
of  100  foot,  and  removed  thence  likewise  their  cannon  and 
magazine ;  and  many  other  of  the  garrisons  of  their  frontier  in 
Brabant  and  Flanders  are  left  bare  and  weak.  Such  is  the  trouble 
they  are  in  since  the  victory  of  the  French,  that  to  oppose  their 
further  progress  they  expose  this  side  to  the  Hollander ;  and  sure 
if  the  Prince's  indisposition  do  not  binder  they  here  will  pluck  a 
good  feather  or  two  from  them  before  summer  be  spent.  The 
Queen  of  France  hath  written  letters  to  the  States  and  the 
Ambassador  hath  likewise  past  offices  of  great  assurance  of  the 
affectionate  care  that  will  be  had  on  that  side  to  preserve  these 
Provinces ;  and  the  said  Ambassador  is  gone  after  the  Prince  of 
Orange  with  like  letters,  and  to  pass  the  same  offices  with  his 
Highness,  having  brought  with  him  provision  of  money  also 
according  to  the  alliance.  And  truly  I  find  the  French  very  much 
in  the  favour  of  these  men,  and  ourselves  as  much  in  their  pity.  Yet 
touching  the  embassy  so  long  talked  of  there  is  yet  no  further 
order  taken,  that  matter  sticking  only  in  this  province  of  Holland, 
whose  States  I  found  assembled  at  my  coming  here,  but  in  so  many 
troubles  for  payment  of  their  army  and  other  disputes  among 
themselves,  that  though  the  consideration  of  this  embassy  was 
divers  times  set  on  foot,  yet  [it  is]  still  put  aside  and  left 
undetermined.  I  have  been  told  this  backwardness  in  the  States 
of  Holland  proceeds  from  the  diligences  of  some  of  our  own  nation 
who  are  enemies  to  accommodation,  possessing  them  the  Parliament 
would  not  have  them  employ  any  mediation  in  this  business  ;  and 
they  are  loth  to  send  without  they  may  be  welcome.  Since  the 
letter  from  the  Parliament  to  the  States  touching  Mr.  Strickland 
nothing  is  further  proceeded  in  concerning  him.  The  Prince  Elec- 
tor's servants  have  anived  here  bringing  him  some  reasonable 
satisfaction,  as  touching  his  pension.  Their  report  of  the  affairs  in 
England  makes  us  despair  more  than  we  did  before.  There  is  no 
more  done  here  towards  the  meeting  at  Munster  than  the  naming 
M.  de  Mattinesse  and  M.  Hemstead  as  deputies  for  Holland.  The 
other  Provinces  will  send  too,  but  as  yet  no  instructions  are  prepared 
nor  so  much  as  preparing.

enemy  quartered  close  by  the  river  side  had  all  the  passes  open,  and 
intelligence  better  than  we  could  have,  you  will  by  all  these  cir- 
cumstances gather  so  much  satisfaction  as  to  conclude  I  have 
endeavoured  to  do  what  I  could,  and  not  expose  myself  and  your 
whole  troop  to  great  ruin  speedily  to  accomplish  my  commands. 
The  forces  are  now  drawn  up  near  York,  save  some  stragling  troops 
on  the  far  side,  which  are  set  to  oppose  our  catch,  so  as  1  shall  now 
get  more  money  in  a  week  than  all  the  while  [before].  Yesterday 
I  went  with  my  whole  troop,  the  catch  going  along,  to  Langrigg, 
where  we  found  all  the  popish  enemy  run  away,  save  some  few 
horsemen  who  were  too  fleet  for  us ;  we  landed  without  resistance, 
got  three  or  four  muskets  and  some  swords  and  much  cloaths  of  the 
soldiers,  which  in  haste  they  had  left  .behind  them.  I  have  dis- 
bursed to  my  soldiers  six  weeks  pay  since  I  came  out  of  these 
assessments,  and  t6  Capt.  Carter  according  to  the  Governor's  order, 
one  fortnights'  pay,  being  601. ;  I  muster  68  men  completely  armed, 
and  have  them  forthcoming  upon  an  hour's  warning,  when  the 
Governor  shall  command  a  muster  ;  all  my  officers  complete,  I  made 
bold  going  upon  a  design  which,  because  it  took  not  effect,  I  will 
not  mention ;  I  was  by  accident  disappointed,  so  I  made  bold  with 
some  arch-delinquents'  goods,  of  which  I  shall  to  a  token  give 
account,  for  I  got  H)l.  for  the  goods  by  way  of  an  assess,  it  was  in 
[the  Wapentake  of]  Ouse  and  Derwent,  which  formerly  was  given 
me  in  charge  ;  a  pair  of  oxen  we  have  afeedingfor  provision  for  the 
castle.  If  I  have  the  order  renewed,  it  may  be  I  shall  be  getting 
some  of  the  assessments  near  adjoining  in  Ouse  and  Derwent.  I  hope 
I  shall  give  the  Governor  satisfaction  in  the  next  week's  work,  for 
now  the  country  is  clearer  from  the  enemy.  The  Cavaliers  at  York 
droop  mightily  for  their  defeat  at  Wakefield  [21  May  1643];  certainly, 
so  far  as  I  learn  by  the  _bes£  relation  I  can  get,  it  was  one  of  the 
bravest  actions  that  yet  was  done  in  the  north  of  England  since 
this  unnatural  war  began ;  they  got  3,000  arms,  killed  abundance 
of  men,  took  prisoners  700,  routed  three  of  their  best  regiments, 
[General  George]  Goring  taken,  got  a  world  of  treasure  and  many 
horse.'

Where- 
upon petitioners  addressed  themselves  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Bishopric  of  Durham  who  wrote  letters,  as  by  the  annexed  copy 
may  appear,  and  the  captain  neglecting  their  letters,  petitioners 
repaired  to  the  Committee  of  War  in  York  who  also  wrote  on 
their  behalf  as  by  a  copy  thereof,  likewise  annexed,  may  appear. 
Supposing  the  captain  would  desist  from  his  former  claim  upon 
receipt  of  the  last  mentioned  letters,  they  got  the  meadow  into  hay 
and  were  carting  it  home  when  the  Governor  sent  his  quarter- 
master with  soldiers  commanding  petitioners  to  carry  it  to  the 
river  side,  where  all  the  hay  is  detained  till  he  be  satisfied,  his 
demand.

The  inhabitants  of  these  islands 
are  full  of  joy  and  alacrity  to  hear  that  they  shall  stand  in  a  nearer 
relation  to  you  than  we  have  done.  The  wool,  which  by  your 
favour  has  come  to  this  island,  shall  be  employed  by  the  poorer 
inhabitants  in  making  stockings,  their  only  means  of  livelihood. 
Of  the  com  already  arrived,  we  have  retained  so  much  as  was 
required  by  us  for  the  present,  and  sent  the  rest  to  Jersey  where 
it  was  wanted.  Capt.  Carteret  has  been  along  the  coast  of  Nor- 
mandy and  Brittany  to  hinder  the  islanders'  commerce  in  those 
parts,  and  has  returned  to  the  French  Court  to  solicit  shipping  and 
men  to  make  a  descent  on  these  isles.  We  are  rejoiced  to  hear  that 
guns  are  coming,  and  that  they  are  to  be  convoyed  by  a  ship  of 
great  force.  This  induces  us  to  inform  you  that  our  islanders  are 
raw  and  inexperienced  in  matters  of  war,  being  fitter  to  make 
resistance  than  to  give  an  assault.  We  therefore  pray  that  the 
captain  of  the  ship  which  is  coming,  together  with  the  captains  of 
the  ships  that  are  here,  may  with  their  men  be  commanded  to  do 
the  best  service  they  may  against  the  castle,  which  Sir  Peter  Osborne 
holds  against  the  Parliament ;  considering  that  the  best  season  of 
the  year  is  far  spent,  and  that  if  the  castle  be  not  taken  before  the 
ships  depart.  Sir  Peter  will  have  as  many  men  from  France  as  he 
pleases  to  make  a  descent  on  the  island,  and  with  the  assistance  of 
the  malignants,  whereof  the  Bailie  and  most  of  the  Jurates  are  the 
chief,  who,  as  fire  in  ashes  do  not  show  themselves  but  wait  an 
opportunity  to  express  their  virulent  disposition,  would  join  with 
Sir  Peter  and  work  the  destruction  of  this  isle,  of  which  you. will 
be  pleased  to  take  the  greater  care  in  regard  that  all  Romish  super- 
stitions are  rooted  out  of  it.

Meldrum  according  to  his  instructions  from  the  Estates  of 
Scotland,  dated  July  17,  1643,  we  discern  therein  many  expressions 
of  their  brotherly  affection  to  this  nation,  and  Christian  compassion 
of  the  great  calamities  which  lie  upon  us ;  for  which  we  return  them 
hearty  thanks.  And  because  we  find  ourselves  by  these  troubles 
not  only  disabled  to  support  the  war  against  the  rebellion  of  the 
Papists  in  Ireland,  to  discharge  the  arrears  and  growing  pay  due 
to  the  Scottish  army  there,  and  other  expenses  incident  thereunto, 
but  even  deprived  of  sufBoient  means  to  defend  ourselves  in  the 
war  raised  against  us  by  the  Papists,  prelatical  faction  and  other 
malignants  of  this  kingdom,  we  have  taken  into  serious  considera- 
tion how  we  might  give  our  brethren  of  that  nation  most  speedy 
satisfaction,  and  do  desire  the  'States  of  Scotland  to  take  notice 
that  before  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Meldrum  we  had  appointed  John 
Earl  of  Rutland,  William  Lord  Grey  of  Werke,  Sir  William  Armyn,

and    soldiers.      Informant    has  had   special   employment    in    his 
Majesty's  service  for  divers  months  past,  and  has  several  tenants 
by  lease   in   the   Level   of  Hatfield   Chase,  viz.,  Hubert   le   Koy, 
John  Wantier,  Charles  Waterlow,  John  le  Haire,  JEdward  Outibrigg, 
and  others,  all  of  them  in  quiet  possession  when  informant  entered 
his  Majesty's  service.     About  that  time  Vernatts,  who  was  at  the 
suit  of  informant  imprisoned  for  debt  in  the  King's  Bench,  escaped, 
and  in   malice   against   Haesdonck   and   his   tenants,  and   taking 
advantage  of  his  absence,  did  with  his  agents  forcibly  enter  the 
possessions  of  his  tenants,  pulled  down  one  of  their  houses,  four 
children  being  then  therein,  took  most  of  their  last  year's  corn  and 
divers  cattle,  saying  there  is  no  law  in  force,  that  he  would  fire 
their  houses,  and  intended  to  raise  a  troop  of  horse  to  take  all  the 
rest  of  their  goods.     The  said  tenants  receiving  such  cruel  dealing 
and  hard  usage   from  Vernatts  and  his  agents,  did  May  16  last, 
at  Sheffield,  petition  your  Excellency  for  restitution  and  protection, 
and  you  referred  their  petition  to  Sir  William  Savile  and  Sir  Ealph 
Hansby,  who  appointed  a  time  and  place  for  examination  of  their 
complaints,  and  to  hear  the  parties  on  both  sides  ;  and  the  petition 
and  order  being  showed  to  Vernatti,  nevertheless  he  still  detained 
their  goods  from  Haesdonck  and  his  tenants.     Upon  the  said  poor 
tenante'  petition   you  likewise   granted  them   your  protection   in 
writing,  dated  May  16  last,  against  plundering  or  molesting  their 
persons,    houses,    families,    goods,    or    chattels ;    howbeit  Captain 
Vernatts   being  well  acquainted  with   the  protection,  hath  since, 
contrary  to  it,  plundered  the  houses  of  the  tenants,  pillaged  their 
goods,,  and  committed  divers  barbarous  acts  upon  them,  who  for 
prevention  thereof  showed  him  the  protection,  which  he  not  only, 
put  in  his  pocket  and  detains,  and  still  keeps  slighting  it  in  all  his 
actions  and  speeches ;  but  he  hath  since  in  most  wilful  contempt 
thereof  acted  many  outrages  upon  the  tenants,  as  more  fully  appears 
by  the  following  articles  against  hin :  1.  He  and  his  soldiers  when 
Gainsborough  was  assaulted  by  the  Parliament's  forces,  of  which 
he  had  notice,  and  wherein  he  might  have  done  the  King  better 
service,  broke  open   Le   Roy's  house,  took   out   divers   household 
goods,  and  carried  Le  Roy  prisoner  to  his  house,  where  he  detained 
him  till  he  paid  101.,  and  kept  his  wife  a  prisoner  also.     2.  He 
hath  since  the  5th  of  August  instant,  by  his  agents,  threshed  and 
EAr795.  H  H 
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carried  away  nearly  14  quarters  of  [corn  being]  Le  Roy's  goods. 
3.  He,  againstall  law,  equity,  and  conscience,  gained  divers  horses 
into  his  troop   from  his  poor  neighbours,  on  pretence  of  buying 
them,  piromising  ready  money  for  the  same,  and  having  got  the 
possession  and  price  thereof,  detains  the  horses  from  the  owners 
without   one   penny  payment.      Instances   given.      And  he   with 
seven  of  his  soldiers  did,  August  1,  forcibly  enter  Wantier's  house, 
and  turned  him,  his  wife  and   children  thereout,  and   detains  it 
from   them  by  force.      4.  About  July  5  last,  four  or  five  of  his 
soldiers  came  in  a  very  terrifying  manner  to  Waterlow's  house, 
with  their  pistols  cocked,  to  take  Waterlow,  and  threatened  to  drive 
away  all  his  goods,  and  burn  his  house,  and  then  drove  away  eight 
of  his  beasts ;  and  for  safety  of  his  life  and  the  rest  of  his  goods  h6 
was  forced  to  ride  away  with  two  horses  though  newly  taken  from 
the  plough.     5.  Shortly  before  that,  about  12  of  his  soldiers  took 
by  force  from  Waterlow,  for  their  captain's  use,  two  mares  with 
which  he  was  ploughing,  and  he  yet  detains  them  without  payment 
or  promising  anything  for  them.     And  on  July  17  last  his  soldiers 
most  desperately  assaulted  Waterlow  near  his  house,  and  threatened 
to  kill  or  take  him  prisoner,  and  take  two  other  mares  from  him, 
and  for  preservation  of  his  life  he  was  suddenly  enforced  to  desert 
his  house ;  by  which  unwarrantable  acts  Waterlow  dare  neither  go 
to  the  church,  plough,  burn  his  ground,  nor  manage  his  husbandry.

His  soldiers,  a  little  before 
July  0,  did  by  force  and  arms  take  from  Le  Haire,  for  their  captain's 
use,  a  nag  and  a  mare  with  which  he  was  ploughing,  and  he  yet 
detains   them  without    any  payment ;  by  reason  of   which   acts 
Le   Haire    dare    neither    go    to   church,   plough,   nor   attend    his 
husbandry.

Young  Quitteville  is  reported 
to  have  said  that  if  matters  did  not  go  well  with  him  in  Guernsey 
he  would  go  to  Sark ;  and  of  what  inconvenience  this  may  be  I 
leave  to  your  better  judgment.  On  the  last  of  September  eight  sail 
of  Frenchmen  from  Newfoundland  anchored  before  this  island,  and 
were  taken  to  come  from  his  Majesty.  The  inhabitants,  by  the 
readiness  with  which  they  armed  themselves  on  this  occasion,  gave 
testimony  of  their  true  affection  to  the  King  and  Parliament,  and  their 
obedience  to  you  as  their  Governor.  As  for  the  castle,  not  a  man 
will  be  seen  near  a  piece  of  ordnance,  and  the  people  of  this  island  go 
securely  about  their  business.  Yesterday  a  small  bark  from  St.  Malo 
brought  victuals  and  ammunition  for  the  castle,  but  was  driven

Arms  and  powder  are  arrived  at  Dartmouth  for 
his  Majesty.  The  Cheshire  forces  go  on  successfully.  We  hear 
Grafton  House  is  lost,  and  Sir  John  Digby  taken  prisoner,  though 
he  refused  quarter,  being  deserted  by  his  men.

Mr.  Harrison  to  John  Bradley,  at  the  College  of  Tournay, 
Paris.  Mr.  Webster  is  no  better.  Our  country  makes  as  much 
haste  as  it  can  towards  the  miserable  state  of  Germany,  contrary 
parties  having  been  all  this  winter  in  many  counties  still  acting 
hostilities  against  one  another,  to  the  undoing  of  the  inhabitants 
that  are  forced  to  stand  to  the  courtesy  of  both.  Lords  Capel  and 
Byron — quondam  Sir  John  Byron — with  the  help  of  the  English, 
come  out  of  Ireland,  are  in  a  good  way  to  bring  Sir  AVilliam 
Brereton,  Sir  Thomas  Middleton,  and  their  adherents  in  Cheshire,  to 
subjection.  General  Hastings  and  [Lieut.-General  James]  King, 
chief  over  part  of  Newcastle's  army,  are  said  to  have  straitened 
Derby,  and  to  be  in  a  fair  likelihood  to  reduce  Derby  and  Leicester- 
shire ;  but  meantime  Sir  Thos.  Fairfax,  with  some  Hull  men,  are 
said  to  have  taken  Gainsborough,  with  many  of  the  King's  soldiers 
in  it,  and  to  be  embroiling  Lincolnshire  again.  About  Tossiter 
[Uttoxeter]  and  Grafton,  in  Northamptonshire,  we  hear  of  some 
skirmishes  of  late,  and  that  Sir  John  Digby  was  taken  amongst 
others  at  Grafton  by  the  Earl  of  Essex's  soldiers,  that  have  been 
this  good  while  quartered  at  Newport  Pagnell,  the  Earl  himself 
being  at  St.  Albans.  Sir  William  Waller  was  soundly  beaten  from 
Basing  [House]  six  weeks  ago,  with  the  loss  of  the  best  part  of 
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1,000  men  and  the  diminution  of  his  credit  with  the  citizens ;  but 
since  it  hath  been  his  fortune — ^he  being  4,000  or  5,000  strong,  and 
the  other  weak  for  number — to  surprise,  and,  after  some  fight,  with 
the  slaughter  of  more  of  his  side,  to  take  200  or  300  of  my  Lord 
Crawford's  men,  who  were  brought  to  this  towii  in  triumph  about 
a  week  ago  from  South  Hastings  in  Sussex,  which  hath  revived 
much  of  Sir  William's  credit.  He  is  said  to  be  now  before  Arundel 
Castle,  and  the  citizens  say  likely  to  carry  it,  being  strong  by  an 
addition  of  Kentish,  Surrey,  and  Sussex  men.  But,  notwithstanding 
all  their  brags.  Lord  Hopton,  who  is  now  said  to  be  before  South- 
ampton, meaneth  to  try  for  Kent  ere  long ;  Prince  Robert  [Rupert] 
and  Lord  Wilmot,  or  at  least  the  latter,  being  come  already  to 
Winchester,  strong  in  horse,  to  join  with  him.  The  Parliament  will 
have  it  still  that  the  Scots  will  come  in ;  but,  do  what  they  can,  the 
bordering  counties  Westmorland,  Cumberland,  Northumberland,  and 
the  Bishopric  are  ready  to  attend  them,  Sir  Thomas  Glemham  being 
Governor  of  Newcastle,  Sir  William  Savile ,  Governor  of  York,  and 
the  Marquis  of  Newcastle  being  still  in  the  North  himself.  If  you 
know  what  Count  de  Harcourt  doth  here,  pray  send  us  word,  for  here 
nothing  of  his  actions  is  apparent.  He  hath  been  seven  or  eight 
weeks  in  town,  and  this  dav  sets  out  for  Oxfoi-d,  it  is  said.-  We 
hear  the  French  agerit  in  Scotland  hath  proposed  an  exchange  of 
Mr.  Montague,  out  of  the  Tower,  for  Lord  Lowden  [Lothian?],  detained 
by  the  King  prisoner  in  Bristol.  Marquis  or  Duke  Hamilton,  with 
three  other  Scottish  Lords,  are  lately  come  to  Oxford.  P.S. — Is  the 
immortality   of    the    soul    yet    demonstrated  ?

Dec.  29,  86.  Intelligence  from  London.  My  Lord  Genera,l  [the  Earl  of 
London.  Essex]  has  taken  Grafton,  in  Northamptonshire,  a  plaie  that  hath 
much  offended  that  shire,  where  Sir  John  Digby  is  taken  with  more 
oificers,  some  horse  and  foot,  and  Very  good  plunder.  Sir  William 
Waller  will  certainly  have  Arundel,  where  he  has  been  these  10  days 
with  so  considerable  a  force.  I  do  not  think  the  King's  whole  army 
can  remove  him  ;  he  hath  more  than  10,000  horse  and  foot.  The 
King's  army  is  quiet ;  I  hear  nothing  of  it.  Some  Irish  are  come 
with  their  arms  and  colours  to  Masye  [Maxey],  and  in  the  North  the 
Earl  of  Newcastle  is  not  prosperous.

remove  from  the  people  that  idol  of  the  name  of  a  Parliament  at 
Westminster,  and  to  erect,  if  it  be  possible,  the  same  here  at  Oxford, 
yet  without  violation  of  the  Act  of  Perpstuity.  If  this  can  be  done, 
as  it  is  in  a  very  fair  way  [to  be],  we  shall  have  gone  a  great  step 
in  the  King's  business.

333]  near  1,000  poor  people  in  Lotidon  and  Westminster  lived  by 
tobacco-pipe  making,  who  now,  for  want  of  such  employment,  are 
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become  beggars.  Several  thousands  of  other  tobaccorpipe  makers 
throughout  England  and  Wales  are  in  like  manner  ready  to  starve 
for  want  of  employment,  not  much  more  than  the  fifth  part  of  the 
tobacco-pipes  made  before  the  imposing  of  the  said  duty  being  now 
made,  foul  pipes  being  oftener  burnt  than  formerly,  and-  the  sea 
trade  almost  lost  by  reason  of  the  said  imposition.  The  poorness  of 
the  manufacture,  the  gi-eat  numbers  of  people  ruined,  and  the 
inconsiderableness  of  the  income  to  his  Majesty,  and  the  great 
charge  of  collecting  it  being  considered,  petitioners  implore  you  to 
take  off  the  said  imposition  on  tobacco-pipes.

He  then  was  allowed  out  on  bail  for 
a  few  weeks,  but  persisting  in  his  refusal  to  take  the  oath  was 
again  remitted  to  the  Gatehouse  by  the  Court  of  High  Commission, 
and  was  charged  by  the  keeper,  Aquila  Weekes,  4?.  After  having 
been  a  year  and  a  half  in  the  Gatehouse  he  was  liberated  on  bond 
till  such  time  as  John  Rag^;,  Archbishop  Laud's  pursuivant,  viole-ntly 
entti'fil  his   house   and  attached  him    with   a  warrant   from  the 
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Archbishop,  and  without  carrying  him  before  any  magistrate  lialed 
him  to  Newgate,  where  he  remained  for  one  whole  year,  and  then 
died,  leaving  petitioner  with  two  small  children.  She  herself  was 
also  assaulted  by  Flamsteed,  a  pursuivant  to  Sir  John  Lamb,  being 
then  with  child,  which  caused  her  to  miscarry.

The  public  Acts  of  the  Church  in  matter  of 
doctrine  are  Canons  and  Acts  of  Councils,  as  well  for  expounding  as 
determining;  the  Acts  of  the  High  Commission  are  not  in  this 
sense  Public  Acts  of  the  Church,  nor  the  meeting  of  few  or  more 
bishops  extra  conciliuTn  unless  they  be  by  lawful  authority  called 
to  that  work,  and  their  decision-  approved  by  the  Church.

13.  Inventory  of  furniture  and  plate  belonging  to  the  chapel  in 
Lambeth  Palace.  [Printed  by  Prynne  as  relating  to  Laud's,  but 
stated  by  Mr.  Bliss  to  refer  to  Bishop  Andrew's  chapel.]  Under- 
written, 

"  To  which  I  shall  only  add  this  observable  passage  of  like  nature 
of  Br.  Wren's  proposals  found  in  the  Archbishop's  study, 
thus  endorsed  with  his  own  hand,  and  presented  by  him, 
to  his  Majesty,  touching  the  furnishing  of  the  altar  in 
Windsor  chapel."    [Article  3.     2  pp.] 

14.  Information  by  Edmond  and  Christopher  Tillingham,  of  the 
proceedings  against  Thos.  Seaward  of  Colchester,  linendraper.  That 
Seaward  being  questioned  before  Dr.  Aylett,  official  to  the  Arch- 
deacon of  Colchester,  for  his  inconformity.  Amongst  other  things, 
Avhy  he  would  not  come  up  to  the  rail  to  receive  the  sacrament 
there  kneeling  as  he  ought  to  do,  answered  to  this  purpose,  that 
there  was  no  law  for  it ;  and  being  further  asked,  why  then  they  did 
not  prosecute  the  indictment  which  they  had  made  against 
Mr.  Newcomen  touching  that  point,  he  answered,  if  they  could  have 
had  justice,  things  should  not  have  been  carried  as  they  were,  but 
now  justice  was  locked  up  in  this  land,  and  there  was  no  justice  to 
be  had  in  the  kingdom.  And  then  being  told  by  one  that  stood  by, 
that  he  would  prove  another  Bastwick,  it  being  after  Bastwick's 
censure  in  the  Star  Chamber,  he  replied,  it  were  good  or  better  for 
the  Church  if  there  were  a  thousand  more  such  as  Bastwick  was.

15.  Information  of  the  suppressing  of  a  Dutch  minister,  John 
Miller,  late  Minister  of  God's  Word  to  the  Dutch  Protestant  congre- 
gation at  Maidstone,  Kent,  by  Archbishop  Laud  or  his  procurement. 
Upon  Miller  being  silenced  he  was  enforced  to  serve  as  a  brewer's 
clerk  in  Whitecro.ss  Street.     If  you  think  him  a  material  witness, 
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he  may  reveal  other  matters  to  you  touching  the  Dutch  Protestant

16.  Information  that  John  Ward  was  presented  to  the  church  of 
Bennington,  Suffolk,  in  the  diocese  of  Norwich,  by  Sir  John  Eous 
in  1624,  but  13  years  afterwards,  viz.,  in  1637,  he  was  accused  of 
simony,  and  superseded  by  Archbishop  Laud,  who  procured  a  pre- 
sentation from  the  King  for  Ezekiel  Wright.  Afterwards  Articles 
were  objected  in  the  High  Commission  Court  against  Ward  for  the 
pretended  simony,  although  he  denied  knowledge  of  any  corrupt 
practices.  To  free  himself  from  a  vexatious  and  chargeable  suit, 
Ward,  by  advice  of  his  counsel,  pleaded  his  Majesty's  coronation 
pardon,  and  although  the  Archbishop  took  notice  thereof,  yet  it  was 
ordered  more  than  once  that  the  cause  should  go  on  to  hearing,  not- 
withstanding the  said  pardon,  and  in  Midsummer  Term  1638  the 
Archbishop  pronounced  Ward  simoniacal  and  to  be  deprived  of  the 
benefice  worth  200Z.  per  annum.      Underwritten, 

16.  I.  Mr.  Ward  is  to  he  found  at  the  George  Inn  Lombard  Street. 

16.  II.  To  consider  whether  the  Act  of  Parliament  do  disable  on 

Simoniacal  promotions.     [Articles  3  and  6.     1  p."] 

17.  Information  concerning  the  supposed  interference  of  Arch- 
bishop Laud  in  the  cause  of  James  Symes,  who  claimed  a  tenement 
in  Birchin  Lane,  London,  which  was  bequeathed  by  John  Long, 
]9  Hen.  VII.  to  the  parson  of  the  parish  church  of  St.'Edmond's, 
Lombard  Street,  for  maintenance  of  an  obit,  but  forfeited  to  the 
Crown  by  the  Statute  1  Edw.  VI.  for  Dissolving  of  Chantries. 
Particulars  of  the  litigation.     Underwritten, 

17.  I.  In  regard  of  these  delays  by  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  and  his 

favourable  inclination  to  the  parson's  side  against  Symes, 
it  is  supposed  the  Archbishop  had  recommerided  the  cause 
to  his  Lordship,  and  the  rather  for  thai  Symes  hath  seen 
his  Grace's  letter  to  other  judges  in  behalf  of  a  parson. 
[Article  3  —  3^  pp.] 

18.  Petition  of  Thos.  Smyth,  Esq.,  to  the  Lower  House  of  Parlia- 
ment. Petitioner  contracted  with  Mary,  widow  and  executrix  of 
William  Burrell,  for  leases  of  several  wharfs  and  other  property, 
required  by  him  in  the  ballast  business,  for  which  he  agreed  to  pay 
2,100Z. ;  of  which  sum  petitioner  paid  1,150Z.,  but  finding  that  Mary 
Burrell  and  her  children  had  no  title  to  the  wharf  and  lands  at  Wool- 
wich, he  did  forbear  to  pay  the  remaining  9501.  The  Burrells  knowing 
that  in  a  court  of  justice  they  could  not  recover  the  9oOZ.,  sum- 
moned petitioner  to  appear  before  the  Privy  Council,  where  on  the 
2]st  June  1637,  he  was  ordered  to  pay  to  Sir  Wm.  Beecher,  Clerk 
of  the  Council,  the  money,  and  he  should  have  possession  of  the 
wharf  and  lands.  [Margin  :  1.  Altering  of  possession  by  an  order 
of  the  Council  Board.]  In  regard  the  Burrells  could  not  perform 
their  bargain  with  petitioner,  and  he  conceiving  that  the  course  was 
illegal,  aad  against  the  fundamental  laws  of  this  kingdom,  did  for- 
bear to  pay  the  9501.  into  the  hands  of  Sir  Wm.  Beecher,  whereupon 
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by  means  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  he  was  committed  to 
the  prison  of  the  Fleet.  [Margin :  2.  Imprisonment  without  due 
course  of  law.]  The  Archbishop  declared  that  Mrs.  Burrell  was  the 
sister  of  a  bishop,  and  petitioner  should  not  be  delivered  until  he* 
had  paid  the  utmost  farthing,  so  that  petitioner  was  enforced  to  pay 
the  950L  to  Sir  Wm.  Beecher. 

Mrs.  Burrell  then  obtained  the  950?.  from  Sir  Wm.  by  procure- 
ment of  the  Archbiahop,  there  not  being  any  warrant  from  the 
Lords  of  the  Council  for  issuing  thereof,  so  far  as  petitioner  can 
find.  [Margin :  3.  Assuming  singularity  of  power.]  Notwith- 
standing petitioner  could  not  enjoy  his  bargain,  and  is  kept  out 
from  the  wharf  and  lands  to  this  day.  Although  there  were  but 
two  days  of  hearing  at  the  Council  Table,  the  Burrells  spent,  to  get 
the  money  from  petitioner,"  250L,  which  is  not  without  great  sus- 
picion of  indirect  dealing  in  obtaining  the  same.  [Margin :  4.  Pro- 
'  bability  of  corruptness.]  Forasmuch  as  Mary  Burrell  is  become 
insolvent  and  unable  to  render  petitioner  satisfaction,  and  for  that 
the  said  illegal  and  unjust  orders  were  obtained  by  the  Archbishop's 
means,  petitioner  prays  that  this  House  will  take  such  order  for  his 
relief,  as  that  the  said  Archbishop  may  repay  him  the  660?.,  which 
the  lease  was  valued  at,  and  damages  for  his  imprisonment,  and 
expenses  with  damages  for  forbearance  of  the  650?.      Underwritten, 

18.  I.  I  brought  the  original  to  show  you,  this  being  a  copy,  and  those 

[notes]  in  the  margin  the  heads  they  insist  on.  The  petition 
was  drawn  by  Mrs.  White  of  the  Whitefriars,  who  will  present 
it  to  the  House  if  our  friend  refuse  to  do  it  as  he  intends 
to  do.  Private  petitions  being  received,  if  they  conduce  to 
any  end  of  theirs  or  to  blemish  any  man  they  pursue. 
[Endorsed  by  Sir  John  Lamb  :  Thos.  Smith  against  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.     Article  3,  f.  16.     1  j).] 

19.  Notes  of  evidence  to  show  that  Archbishop  Laud  vitiated 
and  altered  the  King's  oath  at  the  Coronation.  Mr.  Prynne  deposed 
that  he  found  diverse  books  concerning.the  Coronation  in  the  Arch- 
bishop's study  at  Lambeth,  as : — 1.  A  book  intituled  a  brief  out  of 
the  book  of  the  rites  of  the  Coronation,  called  Liber  Regis.  2.  A 
book  containing  the  Coronation  of  Edward  II.  and  Edw.  VI.  3.  A 
book  intituled  a  brief  out  of  the  rites  of  the  Coronation,  called 
Liber  Regalis.  4.  A  book  called  Coronatio  Caroli  Piegis,  2  Feb. 
1625-6.  The  oath  in  this  book  the  Archbishop  administered  to 
King  Charles.  Extracts  are  here  quoted  out  of  the  Archbishop's 
diary.  1.  By  this  it  is  evident  that  there  was  a  special  book  and 
form  for  King  Charles's  Coronation,  compiled  at  this  time,  extracted 
out  of  ancient  books  of  the  King's  Coronation,  which  the  Arch- 
bishop had  in  his  study. 

2.  That  this  new  form  and  book  of  Coronation  was  compiled  by 
this  Archbishop  out  of  those  books  in  his  own  study,  for  he  said, 
Libellum  perfectum,  <Ssc.,  habui  paratum,  not  habuiinus,  &c. 

3.  That  no  other  particular  book  for  this  King's  Coronation 
appeareth  but  this,  endorsed,    "The   form    of  Coronation  of  King 
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Charles,"  interlined  in  sundry  places  with  the  Bishop's  own  hand, 
which  interlinings  are  all  different  from  that  pretended  to  be  used 
at  the  Coronation  of  King  James. 

4.  In  the  oath  the  main  thing  in  question.  In  all  the  several 
copies  of  the  oaths  of  Edward  II.,  Richard  II.,  &c.  found  in  the 
Archbishop's  study,  this  clause  "  agreeable  to  the  Prerogative  of 
the  Kings  thereof,"  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  Latin,  French,  or 
English  copies,  nor  yet  in  the  oath  of  Edw.  VI.,  of  which  there  were 
two  copies  in  the  Archbishop's  study. 

In  the  two  written  copies  of  the  oath  pretended  to  be  used  at 
King  James's  Coronation,  this  clause  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  Latin 
and  French  versions,  nor  in  the  English  copy  noted  in  the  hatid  of 
Archbishop  Whitgift,  but  in  the  other  entered  in  the  red  velvet 
book  the  English  version  is  altered  and  interlined  in  this  particular, 
"  According  and  conformable  to  the  laws  of  God  and  true  profes- 
sion of  the  Gospel  established  and  agreeable  to  the  ancient  customs 
of  this  realm  and  the  prerogatives  of  the  Kings  thereof,"  was  first 
written,  but  "  ancient  customs  of  this  realm  "  is  blotted  out  in  the 
first  clause  and  inserted  with  another  hand  and  ink  at  the  close  of 
the  oath  thus,  "  agreeing  to  the  Prerogatives  of  the  Kings  thereof, 
and  to  the  ancient  customs  of  this  realm." 

It  appears  not  that  this  is  not  the  true  copy  of  the  oath  admi- 
nistered to  King  James,  or  that  the  Archbishop  took  his  pattern 
out  of  this  copy  now  produced  or  any  other  agreeing  with  it ;  for 
there  are  two  copies  pretended  to  be  of  King  James's  Coronation 
and  oath  both  found  in  the  Archbishop's  study. 

This  oath  of  King  Charles  and  the  appurtenances  of  it  differ  in 
the  particulars  here  stated  [Margin :  Proved  by  Mr.  Prynnc] 
from  that  of  King  James  which  he  pretends  to  follow,  some  whereof 
are  of  great  concernment.  Notes  of  the  discrepancies  in  the  oaths 
of  Kings  James  and  Charles.  This  alteration  of  the  King's  [Coro- 
nation] oath  concurs  with  the  Archbishop's  judgment  and  opinion 
as  appears  in  a  paper  of  his  thus  endorsed  with  his  own  hand. 
[Margin :-  Confessed  by  the  Archbishop]  April  2.5,  1628.  These 
Propositions  [tnargin,  viz.,  the  propositions  proved  by  Mr.  Dell  and 
Ml'.  Prynne,  who  found  it  in  the  Archbishop's  study],  sent  to  the 
Lower  House  about  accommodation  in  the  business  concerning  the 
liberty  of  the  subject,  penned  by  Dr.  Harsnett,  Bishop  of  Norwich. 
In  which  paper  the  Archbishop  writes  thus  of  the  King's  oath, 
"  Yea,  but  salvo  jure  coronoe  nostrce  is  intended  in  all  oaths  and 
promises  exacted  from  a  Sovereign."  And  that  in  answer  to  this 
proposition :  That  his  Majesty  would  be  pleased  graciously  to 
declare  that  the  good  old  law  called  Magna  Carta  and  the  six 
statutes  conceived  to  be  his  declarations  or  explanations  of  that 
law,  do  still  stand  in  force  to  all  intents  and  purposes. 

1.  It  was  done  modo  crucis,  in  the  form  as  at  the  mass. 

2.  The  King  was  upon  his  knees  at  the  unction. 

3.  A  crucifix  over  the  altar.     [4  pp.] 
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20.  Mr.  Bond's  testimony  against  Archbishop  Laud.  Bond's 
brewhouses  in  Westminster  were  given  to  Queen's  College,  Oxford, 
3  Edw.  IV.,  and  were  then  and  long  before  common  brewhouses, 
and  so  continued  till  five  years  since.  Bond  was  prosecuted  and 
appeared  ]  0  several  times  at  the  Council  table,  where  divers  orders 
were  made  to  force  him  to  demolish  the  same.  On  these  occasions 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  railed  upon  him,  saying  he  was  a 
rogue  and  a  rascal,  and  deserved  to  be  hanged  for  annoying  the 
King  with  smoak  at  Whitehall  and  St.  James's ;  to  which  Bond 
answered  that  the  King  had  been  at  his  brewhouse,  and  gave  him 
his  royal  word  under  his  hand  that  the  brewhouses  should  not  be 
demolished,  notwithstanding  the  Council  orders  to  the  contrary. 
The  Archbishop  replied  that  he  would  pull  him  from  under  the 
King's  wings,  and  sent  for  him  to  Lambeth,  where  he  agreed  that 
Bond  should  give  1,000?.  towards  the  repairs  of  St.  Paul's/ and  then 
sent  him  to  St.  James's  to  make  his  peace  with  the  Queen  Mother, 
and  then  his  brewhouses  should  stand  ;  but  as  he  refused  to  profess 
the  Romish  religion  his  suit  was  rejected.  A  suit  was  then  brought 
in  the  Exchequer  against  Bond  for  anno^yauce  of  the  King's  houses 
with  smoak,  and  by  intimidating  the  jury  a  verdict  was  obtained. 
After  this  there  came  out  writs  of  capias  and  orders  from  the 
Council  table  to  fine  Bond  1,000?.,  carry  him  to  the  Fleet,  and  pull 
down  his  houses ;  but  Bond's  person  was  sheltered  by.  Alderman 
Pennington,  then  sheriff",  whilst  he  caused  Bond's  houses  to  be 
demolished  to  his  damage,  above  3,000J.  {^Endorsed :  Mr.  Bond's 
testimony,  Article  3.     1  p.] 

21.  Michael  Burton's  testimony  concerning  the  pulling  down  of 
the  houses  about  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  showing  that  Archbishop 
Laud  controlled  the  orders  of  the  King  and  Council  Board  against 
right  and  equity.  The  Archbishop's  proceedings  against  Burton. 
Thus  the  King's  just  commands  and  directions  twice  expressed  and 
the  orders  and  address  of  the  Council  were  most  unjustly  con- 
tradicted and  slighted  by  the  Archbishop  after  Burton  had  for 
above  a  year  and  a  half  been  subjected  to  great  trouble  and  loss, 
for  which  he  humbly  desires  your  Honors  will  be  pleased  to  grant 
him  reparation:     [Article  3.  ■  1^  pp.] 

22.  A  declaration  in  what  manner  Archbishop  Laud  used  Sir 
Ralph  Ashton,  Bart.,  concerning  his  lease  of  the  rectory  of  Whalley 
in  CO.  Lancaster.     [Article  4.     10  pp.,  of  which  4|-  hlank.] 

23.  Information  [by  Mr.  Delveridge]  of  extortion  on  the 
part  of  Archbishop  Laud.  Mr. "  Devenish,  the  Keeper^  of  Win- 
chester House  saith,  that  having  a  business  long  depending  at  the 
Council  Table  he  went  to  Dr.  Dell  and  promised  to  give  the  Arch- 
bishop 100?.  if  he  might  have  an  end  of  it,  Mr.  Dell  told  him  that 
he  must  have  50?.  too,  which  was  promised  him  by  Mr.  Devenish 
when  the  business  should  be  ended,  and  in  the  meantime  the  100?. 
and  the  50?.  were  deposited  with  D.  Hollis  because  Mr.  Dell  told 
Mr.  Devenish  it  was  a  work  of  darkness,  and  therefore  no  bonds  or 
promises  would  serve.     After  this  he  had  free  access  to  the'  Arch- 
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bishop,  who   signed   his   petition.     Mr.  Devenish  saith   also   that

bribe   in   one   cause   which   Watkyns   had    5001.  for   negotiating.

24.  Petition  of  John  Eobinson  [to  the  Commons.]  Represents 
how  he  had  been  defrauded  of  his  expected  inheritance  on  the 
decease  of  Edward  Robinson,  one  of  the  six  clerks  in  Chancery,  who 
being  his  uncle,  and  verj''  rich,  would  have  left  him  the  greater  part 
of  his  estate  but  for  the  indirect  dealing  of  George  PenruddockJ 
whose  sister  Edward  Robinson  had  long  before  married  an"cr 
buried,  yet  by  reason  of  that  relation  being  intimate  with  Edward 
he  used  pressure  on  his  death  bed  to  get  him  to  leave  his  property 
in  the  hands  of  Roman  Catholic  executors  for  to  be  devoted  to 
superstitious  uses.  On  the  will  being  questioned.  Sir  Henry 
Martyn  decided  in  its  favour  as  being  genuine.  Petitioner  was 
then  advised  to  serve  process  on  Penruddock  to  account  for  the 
surplus  of  the  estate,,  being  20,000?.,  that  it  might  be  disposed  of 
amongst  the  kindred  at  the  discretion  of  the  ordinary,  which  he 
intended  to  do  but  found  a  "  caveat "  entered  in  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury's  name,  and  could  not  bring  the  matter  to  a  hearing 
by  reason  of  continual  delays,  and  after  three  petitions  to  the 
Archbishop  finding  no  redress  he  at  last  understood  that  the  Arch- 
bishop had  accepted  of  6001.  towards  the  repairing  of  St.  Paul's, 
which  put  petitioner  out  of  all  hope  of  any  further  success  in  his 
suit.     [Article  4.     3^  pp.] 

25.  Articles  to  be  inquired  of  within  the  diocese  of  London  in  the 
third  Triennial  Visitation  of  Wm.  Juxon,  Bishop  of  London  and 
Lord  High  Treasurer,  holden  in  1()40.  Containing  the  oath  to  be 
administered  to  the  churchwardens  and  sworn-men,  also  the  charge 
to  them  for  the  better  performance  of  their  duties  and  discharge  of 
their  oaths,  filled  in  for  the  parish  church  of  Chelmsford.  [Printed 
in  black  letter  and  in  pamphlet  form  for  Richard  Badger,  London, 
1640.     Endorsed :  Article  Q.     '2,6  pp.] 

25a.  Articles  to  be  inquired  of  in  the  Metropolitical  Visitation  of 
Archbishop  Laud  in  1634  [diocese  not  filled  in],  concerning  the 
church,  the  ornaments,  and  the  church's  possessions,  together  with 
the  tenor  of  the  oath  to  be  ministered  to  the  churchwardens  and 
side-men.  [Printed  as  above  but  in  1634^.  Endorsed  by  Dr.  Lambe,

26.  Brief  references  to  entries  in  a  Register  [JVo.  35,  at  Doctors'

27.  Arguments  by  Archbishop  Laud  to  prove  that  "  institution 
and  induction  "  are  triable  at  the  Canon  law  in  England.  Admis- 
sion, that  is,  collation  and  institution,  is  of  ecclesiastical  cognizance 
and  gives  no  ground  to  out  the  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  of  the 
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cognizance  whether  the  admission  be  lawful  or  not.     [Article  6. 
iP-] 

28.  Petition  of  Eichard  Titley,  clerk,  to  the  Commons'  House. 
That  the  patronage  of  the  church  of  Ufford  [in  Northamptonshire] 
was  conceived  to  belong  to  petitioner's  father,  Peter  Titley,  having 
been  purchased  originally  of  Edward  VI.  and  confirmed  by  King 
James,  and  was  enjoyed  by  him  as  patron,  being  the  sixth  incum- 
bent since  the  said  purchase.

Also  petitioner  had  a  lease  for  70  years  unexpired  of  part 
of  the  tithes,  but  Dr.  Donne,  to  force  the  possession  thereof  from 
petitioner  and  to  disable  him  to  prosecute  his  right  to  the  church, 
caused  him  and  his  friends  to  be  subpoenaed  into  the  Star  Chamber 
and  to  be  attached'  by  messengers  and  pursuivants  to  appear  in  the 
High  Commission  Court  and  before  the  Privy  Council,  where  after 
long  and  chargeable  attendance  he  was  ordered  to  quit  his  posses- 
sion in  the  said  lease,  being  his  principal  means  of  livelihood. 
Prays  the  House  to  take  order  for  his  relief  and  reparation. 
[Signature  erased.  Endorsed:  Richard  Titley  against  the  Arch- 
bishop touching  surrendering  a  lease.     Article  6.     |  ^.] 

29.  Strictures  on  the  High  Commission  patent  dated  17th  Dec. 
1633  procured  by  Archbishop  Laud.  The  Archbishop  as  soon  as 
he  came  to  this  high  preferment,  }iot  content  with  the  jurisdiction 
his  predecessors  enjoyed,  procured  a  new  High  Commission  with 
these  unusual  clauses,  not  found  in  any  former  Commissions  of  this 
nature,  thereby  investing  himself  with  a  Papal  tyrannical  power 
and  exercising  it  accordingly.  Articles  pointing  out  the  dis- 
crepancies between  former  Commissions  and  that  obtained  b}- 
Laud;  also  tho  nature  of  the  tyrannical  powers  he  thus  became 
invested  with.  [Endorsed  by  Laud :  High  Commission.  Article  6. 
2  pp.] 

30.  Similar   strictures   on   the   patent  for   repair  of   St.  Paul's 
Cathedral  dated  13  May  1637,  with  marginal  notes  pointing  out 
the  ecclesiastical  abuses  sanctioned  by  it  in  augmentation  of  Arch-i 
bishop  Laud's  jurisdiction,  and  the  detriment  of  the  civil  courts.K 
[Article  6.     1^  pp.] 

31.  Statement  of  the  grounds  of  complaint  which  the  Dean  of 
Winton  may  justly  urge  against  Archbishop  [Laud]  of  Canterbury. 
The  Dean  buying  a  leasehold  of  his  own  Chapter  for  three  young 
lives,  the  Archbishop  would  not  permit  the  Dean  to  change  them 
for  his  own  lives  which  would  have  been  an  advantage  to  the 
church  being  much  older  lives.  Though  the  restraint  which  Canter- 
bury formerly  procured  from  his  Majesty  was  only  not  to  turn 
years  into  lives,  but  now  by  his  own  letters,  pretending  them  to  be 
from  the  King,  he  commanded  none  for  lives  should  be  renewed  or 
changed  in  that  church  except  for  21  years,  and  to  make  sure  he 
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made  new  statutes  and  forced  them  on  that  church,  making  the 
dean  and  chapter  to  swear  to  them  and  neither  to  procure  nor 
accept  of  any  dispensation,  yet  afterwards  procured  [one]  from  the 
King,  and  himself  in  another  case  commanded  the  Dean  to  dispense 
with  the  said  statutes,  or  some  of  them,  highly  menacing  them  if 
they  did  not ;  whereupon  the  Dean  told  the  King  what  hard  measure 
was  done  to  them  by  the  Archbishop,  and  that  no  church  else  was 
so  dealt  with,  all  which  the  King  telling  Canterbury  of,  he  affirmed 
that  the  church  of  Canterbury  had  the  same  statutes  and  presently 
thereupon  drew  a  branch  of  these  statutes  and  gave  it  to  a  prebend 
of  Canterbury  and  told  him  it  must  be  done,  and  they  might  thank 
the  Dean  of  Winton  for  it,  but  yet  it  should  not  prejudice  the 
church  of  Canterbury,  and  hitherto  it  has  not  been  published  there, 
but  the  church  of  Winton  stands  bound  up  by  oath.  The  fines  of 
two  copyholders,  which  by  ancient  custom,  were  annually  appro- 
priated to  the  Deans'  use,  were  taken  from  him  by  Canterbury, 
saying  that  he  was  rich  and  entertained  the  King,  and  that  the 
church  had  more  need  of  the  money.  [Endorsed :  The  Dean  of 
Winton  against  Canterbury.  Injustice ;  bound  up  by  an  oath  not 
to  complain.     Article  6.     §  p.] 

32.  [Sir]  J[ohn]  B[orough,  Garter  and  keeper  of  the  Records  in 
the  Tower  to  Archbishop  Laud].  Though,  touching  the  creation  of 
your  Grace's  rectory  [Dennington  in  Suffolk]  for  so  the  College  must 
acknowledge  it,  1  know  my  apprehensions  will  come  far  short  of  your 
lawyers'  both  civil  and  common ;  yet  because  no  precedent  hereof  is 
extant,  for  ought  I  could  ever  find ;  I  will  desire  you  at  your  leisure, 
which  I  think  will  hardly  ever  be,  to  cast  your  eye  on  these  concep- 
tions, for  the  present  purpose.  1st.  You  being  author  of  the  gift  to  the 
College,  it  stands  with  your  wonted  goodness  to  be  the  accomplisher 
of  it  for  their  further  behoof  And  it  being  the  first  creation  of  a 
rectory  which  I  think,  is  extant,  your  Grace  knows  best  how  to 
settle  it  on  record ;  and  as  a  pattern  for  posterity  to  imitate  your 
piety  in  this  kind ;  especially  since  the  Common  [law]  lawyers  have 
held  it  impossible  to  be  done  without  a  Parliament.  I  would  not 
have  so  just  an  honour  due  to  your  Grace's  deservings  to  be  pre- 
termitted. 

2nd.  I  conceive  that  this  act  of  creating  is  peculiar  in  your  Grace 
and  not  to  the  diocesan  alone ;  for  that,  first  this  power  of  founding 
of  churches,  by  the  King's  consent,  was  in  Austin  [St.  Augustine]  the 
first  Archbishop  [of  Canterbury] ;  next  Honorius  the  Archbishop 
erected  rectories  and  parishes,  after  him,  Theodorus  did,  as  is 
thought,  divide  parishes  which  were  too  excessive  wide  into  lesser. 
"  Multis  enim  in  locis  sunt  tres  vel  quatuor  ecclesige,  ubi  tunc 
temporis  una  tantum  erat,  et  sic  ccsperunt  minui."  Hoveden  p.  602. 
Therefore  it  seems  it  is  merely  an  archiepiscopal  act. 

■  3rd.  The  Canonists'  books  do  uniformly  aver  that  "  in  ecclesiis 
fundandis  ejusdem  est  instituere  '  and  "  destituere,"  as  they  instance 
in  making  and  altering  church  orders  and  maintenance ;  therefore 
this  "  restituere  "  also  still  belongs  to  Archbishops. 
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4th.  The  manner  of  doing  it  hath  some  little  difficulty,  but  easily 
feasible.  1st.  The  King  hath  graciously  passed  his  royal  assent  for 
the  election  and  mortmain,  and  commands  that  it  be  done  both  by 
the  bishop  and  college.  2nd.  I  conceive,  under  correction,  that 
upon  this  ground  the  Lord  Archbishop  may  be  pleased  to  require 
the  college  and  the  diocesan  to  proceed  to  do  it,  and  command  the 
parishioners  and  the  vicar  to  appoint  their  several  attorneys  or 
proxies,  both  to  desire  the  performance  of  the  King's  command,  and 
disclaim  all  their  pretences  of  any  pi'escriptions,  &c.  before  the  Lord 
Archbishop.  3rd.  Then  the  college  as  patron  is  to  join  their  assent 
with  the  vicar's  and  parish's ;  all  -which  being  accepted  first  by  the 
diocesan  and  after  ratified  by  an  archiepiscopal  act  of  record  for  the 
creation  of  the  rectory  ;  then  the  patrons  present  the  new  incum- 
bent to  the  same  rectory ;  and  this  last  act  is  episcopal  and  by  the 
diocesan  to  be  put  on  record. 

5th.  The  only  difficulty  is  of  the  taxation  for  tenths,  subsidies, 
first-fruits. 

6th.  Mr.  Noy  [late  Attorney-General]  thought  it  enough  for  the 
patron  to  present  the  vicar  to  such  an  impropriate  rectory,  and  so 
to  establish  it  for  ever,  and  such  he  did  settle  somewhere  ;  but  such 
a  presentment  is  questionless  invalidous  and  the  heirs  may  recover 
it,  if  they  would,  for  there  the  vicar  was  presented  to  a  rectory 
temporal,  so  the  law  had  made  it,  and  not  to  an  ecclesiastical,  which 
was  to  be  made  only  this  way  as  I  conceive. 

If  your  Grace  thinks  otherwise,  I  ask  pardon  of  my  saucy 
allegations,  with  all  humility,  J.  B.  [Endorsed  in  Laud's  hand  : 
Concerning  the  creation  of  the  College  rectory  in  Suffolk.    Article  6, 

33.  Petition  of  Robert  Cade,  clerk,  to  the  House  of  Commons. 
That  petitioner  was  presented  by  the  King  to  the  church  of  Den- 
nington,  in  Suffolk,  3  Oct.  1633,  void  by  simony ;  and  was  thereupon 
instituted  and  inducted,  and  was  in  suit  at  law  against  John  Ward, 
who  held  possession.  During  the  progress  of  this  suit  Ezekiel 
Wright  procured  a  presentation  from  his  Majesty  upon  the  same 
title  [see  above,  No.  16],. and  brought  petitioner  into  the  High  Com- 
mission Court,  pretending  that  the  said  church  was  not  void  by 
simony  until  sentence  on  declaration  was  made  thereof  in  some 
ecclesiastical  court,  and  so  petitioner's  institution  was  a  super- 
institution,  and  void  by  the  civil  law ;  your  petitioner  justifying 
that  by  the  simony,  without  any  such  declaration,  the  said  church 
was  void  at  common  law,  as  in  truth  it  was.  Notwithstanding  the 
justification  so  made  by  him,  depending  his  suit  at  common  law,  [he 
was]  deprived  by  sentence  in  the  High  Commission,  and  his  insti- 
tution and  mandate  for  induction  taken  from  him  and  himself  for 
ever  made  incapable  of  the  said  church,  and  he  was  constrained  to 
give  Wright  40L  costs.  Upon  the  same  title  which  petitioner  had, 
Wright  has  received  above  QOOl.  out  of  the  profits  of  that  church 
by  means  of  the  sentence  in  the  High  Commission.     Underwritten, 

33.  I.  Part  of  this  petition  will  he  proved  hy  Thos.  Payne,  of 
Gray^s  Inn ;  other  part  by  Robert  Marriott,  of  Barnard's 
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Inn;  the  residue  by  the  Acts  and  Orders  of  the  High 
Commission.  The  Convmissioners  who  gave  the  sentence 
were  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Bishops  of  Ely 
and  Rochester,  and  JDrs.  Eden  and  Lambe.  [Endorsed  : 
Superinstitution,  /.  10,  iV,  8,  Article  6.     1  p.] 

34.  Petition  of  Elizabeth  Milborne,  widow,  to  the  House  of  ^Com- 
mons. That  on  the  29th  April  1682,  she,  with  her  husband,  John 
Milborne,  were  by  Tomlyns,  then  pursuivant  to  Bishop  Laud,  of 
London,  attached  and  carried  to  the  Bishop's  Prison  in  Maiden 
Lane,  London,  for  refusing  to  take  the  "  oath  ex-officio,"  and  kept 
there  for  a  year  and  a  haff,  to  the  ruin  of  his  family  and  calling. 
While  in  prison  they  were  twice  assaulted ;  once  by  Tomlyns,  and 
after  by  John  Ragg,  servant  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  who, 
coming  on  the  Lord's  Day,  7th  July  1682,  with  officers  and  halberts, 
so  affrighted  petitioner  that  she  was  prematurely  confined ;  and  not 
long  after,  her  husband,  being  so  greatly  damnified,  died,  leaving 
her  with  four  small  children,  much  in  debt.  Prays  redress  and 
compensation  for  their  said  wrongful,  imprisonment.      [Article  6. 

35.  The  like  petition  of  Daniel  Votier,  clerk,  parson  of  St.  Peter's 
in  Oheapside.  That  about  seven  years  since  Dr.  Laud,  then  Bishop 
of  London,  sent  for  petitioner,  and  threatened  to  suspend  him  for 
preaching  these  doctrines,  viz.,  1,  that  some  are  elect,  some  repro- 
bate;. 2,  that  Christ  died  only  for  the  elect;  but  then,  fearing 
clamour  of  the  world,  after  an  hour's  disputation,  he  was  dismissed. 
Afterwards  preaching  concerning  hypocrisy,  one  of  his  parishioners, 
feeling  himself  aggrieved,  complained  to  the  bishop,  for  which  and 
for  the  said  doctrines  he  was  suspended.  For  not  being  able  to 
satisfy  a  young  man  of  the  Separatists  of  the  lawfulness  of  the  oath 
ex-officio,  and  refusing  to  take  the  same  himself,  he  was  cited  before 
the  High  Commission  Court,  and  committed  to  the  Fleet  Prison. 
Upon  his  submission  he  was  released  from  prison  and  went  into 
Holland,  where  he  stayed  about  half  a  year,  and  would  have  con- 
tinued there  if  he  could  have  gotten  a  convenient  place,  which,  not 
finding,  he  returned  into  England,  and  was  constrained  shortly  after 
to  appear  and  give  bond  in  EOOL,  with  two  sureties,  to  stand  to  the 
censure  of  the  High  Commission  Court ;  which  crafty  and  tyrannical 
practices  of  the  Archbishop  have  not  only  been  very  troublesome 
and  vexatious  to  petitioner,  being  aged,  and  having  a  wife  and 
eight  children,  but  have  stood  him  at  least  in  1001,  Prays  the 
House  to  take  the  premises  into  their  pious  and  judicious  considera- 
tion, and  to  take  order  for  his  discharge  from  the  said  bond  and 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  High  Commission  Court,  and  to  repair  his 
•loss  and  damage  unjustly  sustained.  '  [Endorsed :  To  the  Lord  of 
Canterbury's  Committee.    Article  6.     1  p.] 

36.  Notes  for  a  speech  [by  Sir  Thos.  Framston  ?]  on  the  6th  and 
9th  Articles  of  impeachment  against  Archbishop  Laud  demon- 
strating the  unconstitutional  character  of  the  [et  cetera]  oath  and 
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canons  approved  by  the  late  Synod.  I  shall  not  speak  to  the  oath 
to  make  explication  of  what  hath  been  already  spoken.  But  I  find 
by  this  oath  he  doth  advance  himself  in  point  of  Government  of 
the  Church  above  the  King,  and  without  his  leave ;  2nd,  above 
Parliament ;  3rd,  above  law.  I  shall  discover  it  thus :  The  oath  and 
the  9th  Canon  tell  you  that  the  discipline  and  government  of  the 
Church  is  one  and  the  same  thing ;  for  so  the  oath  expresseth  it :  "I 
do  approve  of  the  doctrine  and  discipline  or  government  established 
in  the  Church ; "  so  that  the  discipline  and  government  is  the  same. 
But  what  is  that  government  ?  He  tells  you  it  is  "  the  government 
as  now  it  stands  established,  and  as  by  right  it  ought  to  stand."  So 
that  the  snake  lies  under  these  words,  "  And  as  by  right  it  ought  to 
stand."  So  that  the  government  sworn  unto  is  not  that  which  is,  but 
that  which  is  and  ought  to  be  of  right.  Then  enquire  who  ought  to 
judge  what  of  right  ought  to  be.  Must  the  King  judge?  No. 
Must  the  Parliament  judge  ?  No.  Must  the  rubric  and  confirmed 
Canons  judge?  No.  Must  the  Convocation  judge?  No.  Must 
the  Bishops  in  a  body  judge  ?  No.  Then  let  [us]  inquire  who  is 
made  the  judge  by  the  Canons.  Look  upon  the  9th  Canon  and 
there  you  shall  see  what  the  government  of  the  church  ought  to  be 
and  who  shall  be  judge.  In  that  he  tells  you,  there  are  three  things 
which  the  Synod  takes  notice  of,  and  which  shall  direct  the  visitorial 
articles,  which  must  govern  the  church.  1.  Out  of  the  rubric  or 
service  book.  2.  The  Canons ;  these  two  are  known  to  every  one. 
3.  The  warrantable  rules  of  the  church.  What  these  warrantable 
rules  are,  that  is  the  difiiculty.  But  he  directs  it,  how  then  such  as  he 
allows  us ;  such  only  as  shall  be  allowed  in  terminis  by  his  metro- 
politan under  his  seal,  so  that  from  henceforth — the  bishop  cannot  do 
it ;  the  rubric  cannot ;  the  King  cannot  determine  what  the  govern- 
ment of  right  ought  to  be ;  but  the  Archbishop  only.  And  this  done 
by  the  Archbishop  shall  be  a  perpetual  rule  to  bind  that  parish. 
Besides  this,  these  things  are  obser^'able :  1st.  The  word  in  terminis, 
that  is,  it  must  have  no  other  exposition,  but  the  words  barely  accord 
to  the  common  sense.  2nd.  Another  name  and  another  person  in 
quality  is  meant  also  clearly.  For  if  you  observe  the  oath  names  all 
the  persons  that  are  the  principal  governors  in  the  church ;  there 
are  dependents  upon  them,  as  chancellors  and  the  like.  The 
governors  named  are  Archbishop,  Bishops,  Deans,  Archdeacons,  &c. 
This  therefore  shows  he  intended  the  name  of  some  other  governor. 
And  that  is  the  Patriarch  of  England ;  and  this  he  says,  if  we 
well  please,  we  may  call  him  Metropolitan  or  Patriarch,  in  his  late 
book  [margin,  page  171,  line'  28.  Relat.  contra  Fisher]  he  hath 
written  so  of  that  name,  to  advance  himself  above  the  clergy,  if  he 
please  may  set  upon  the  church  whether  the  King  or  whether  the 
parliament  or  the  law  allow  it.  3rd.  That  too,  this  government 
needs  no  other  allowance,  but  by  his  metropolitan  seal.  So  that  by 
all  this  he  swears  every  man  almost,  to  allow  his  supremacy  only 
without  the  bishops,  without  the  church,  without  licence  of  the  King 
or  Act  of  Parliament.  4th.  That  may  be  a  government  for  one 
parish  that  is  not  for  the  other,  and  as  many  parishes  so  many 
governments,  if  he  please.  [Endo7'sed  Sir  Thos.  Framston  to  the 
6th  and  9th  Articles.     The  oath  and  canons.     34.  /.  7.  3  pp.] 
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37.  Extracts  from  addresses  in  Latin  presented  to  Archbishop

39.  Extracts  of  depositions  taken  in  the  eases  of  George  Huntley, 
St.  Martin  Orgar,  London,  and  the  churchwardens  of  Chesson 
[Cheshuht,  Herts.]  heard  in  the  High  Commission  Court.  Instanced 
as  suppoi^ting  the  charge  against  Archbishop  Laud.  [Article  6. 
3i  pp.] 

40.  Deposition  of  Thos.  Stane  to  the  effect  that  in  order  to  further 
the  discharge  of  the  fine,  and  for  freeing  of  certain  persons  this 
deponent  [presented]  a  butt  of  sack  costing  him  48?.,  further  for  the 
better  effecting  of  this  business,  and  to  procure  an  absolute  discharge 
thereof,  he  also  gave  to  the  servants  of  Archbishop  Laud  the 
gratuities  here  specified.  Total  of  money  expended  in  the  solicita- 
tion of  the  said  business,  and  to  such  as  he  employed  therein,  2751.

41.  Examination  of  George  Combe.  That  being  at  the  High 
Commission  Court  kept  in  the  Bishop  of  Loiidon's  house,  when 
George  Montaigne  was  Bishop  and  Laud  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells, 
there  was  some  business  to  be  transacted  that  day,  which  Dr.  Bucke- 
ridge,  then  Bishop  of  Kochester,  said,  in  the  hearing  of  this  deponent 
and  of  John  Welden  and  George  Prynn,  could  not  that  day  be  done, 
for  that  Bishop  Laud  "was  not  there  present,  and  he  must  be  here, 
for  he  is  a  third  person  in  the  Trinity,  or  of  the  Trinity,  or  words 
to  that  effect.     [Article  6.     ^  p.] 

42.  Information  furnished  by  William  Stackhouse,  of  St.  Thomas 
the  Apostle,  but  late  of  St.  Gregory's  parish,  London.  That  in  1633 
Laud  being  Bishop  of  London,  the  Communion  Table  of  St.  Gregory 
near  St.  Paul's  was  set  to  the  upper  end  of  the  chancel  altarwise, 
contrary  to  the  wishes  of  most  of  the  parishioners,  under  pretence 
that  it  was  done  by  order  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Paul's,  but 
no  entry  of  any  such  Act  was  to  be  found  in  the  register.  That  it 
might  give  content  to  some,  there  was  a  fine  Altar  cloth  pro- 
vided for  it,  and  a  Common  Prayer  book  with  a  crucifix  and  the 
resurrection  and  divers  other  pictures  set  upon  the  book,  which  in- 
duced several  persons  to  bow  to  it  as  they  passed  ;  this  innovation 
constrained  some  of  the  parishioners  to  appeal  to  Sir  Henry  Martin, 
then  Dean  of  the  Arches,  who,  coming  to  the  church,  took  the  table 
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down  from  the  wall  and  ordered  it  should  stand  so,  saying  it  was 
like  a  court  cupboard ;  but  before  next  Communion  Sunday  it  was 
put  back.  While  the  appeal  was  being  prosecuted,  Archbishop 
Abbot  died,  and  Laud,  being  Archbishop,  put  Sir  Henry  out  of  his 
place  and  put  in  Sir  John  Lambe. 

Mr.  Dethick  being  Proctor  for  the  said  appeals,  was  sent  for  by 
Sir  Francis  Windebank,  who  threatened  him,  and  told  him  that  his 
Majesty  was  not  willing  that  he  should  proceed  any  further  in  it,  to 
which  he  replied  he  could  not  do  so,  because  he  was  a  sworn 
Proctor,  then  Sir  Francis  laid  the  Ring's  command  upon  him,  so 
that  the  appealing  parishioners  were  debarred  justice.  The  first  day 
that  Sir  John  Lambe  sat  as  Dean  of  the  Arches,  we  petitioned  him 
to  assign  us  counsel,  who,  not  knowing  the  business,  did,  but  was 
sent  for  by  Archbishop  Laud  the  same  afternoon  and  reproved ; 
when  we  could  go  on,  and  had  the  law  on  our  side,  we  were  com- 
manded with  our  counsel  to  attend  his  Majesty  at  Whitehall  the 
3rd  of  Nov,  1633. 

The  cause  concerning  the  Communion  Table  in  St.  Gregory's 
church,  was  heard  before  his  Majesty,  at  the  Council  Table  3rd  Nov. 
1633,  the  cause  being  opened  by  Dr.  Gwynne  for  the  plaintiff. 
Then  Archbishop  Laud  said  to  his  Majesty,  whereas  they  pretend 
the  injunction  of  Queen  Elizabeth  it .  is  clear  against  them,  and  he 
read  a  part  of  it  to  the  King ;  Dr.  Wood  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that 
there  was  a  saving  in  that  injunction  which  made  for  his  clients  ; 
the  King  took  the  book  into  his  own  hand  and  read  it,  which  was 
that,  at  Communion  times,  the  table  should  stand  in  the  body  of  the 
church  or  chancel ;  the  King  declared  that  it  was  his  mind  that  it 
should  not  stand  in  the  body  of  the  church,  but  middle  of  the 
chancel  at  Communion  times.  Dr.  Neyle  or  Neale  being  then  Arch- 
bishop of  York,  said,  if  it  please  your  Majesty,  were  I  and  Bishop 
Buckeridge  have  jurisdiction  we  do  so.  Dr.  Laud  stood  up  and 
said,  I  did  not  think  that  my  Lord  of  York  had  been  guilty  of  such 
a  thing  or  such  a  sin,  and  prayed  God  to  forgive  him ;  then  he  called 
on  Dr.  Duck  as  a  learned  lawyer  to  speak,  but  he  urging  nothing 
material  for  its  standing  altarwise,  the  Archbishop  affirmed  that, 
upon  his  reputation,  the  Communion  Table  was  always  called  an 
Altar  in  the  primitive  church,  and  that  the  parishioners  had  fitted 
the  chancel  up  with  pews  to  set  themselves  and  their  wives  above 
the  Communion  Table,  but  he  would  have  none  set  above  God 
Almighty  in  his  own  House  ;  then  the  King  said,  refer  it  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  to  take  down  at  Com- 
munion times.  Laud  said  that  they  would  have  it  down  to  vex 
their  minister,  that  they  would  not  kneel,  and  that  they  were  but  a 
few  Puritans,  who,  when  the  example  of  the  cathedral  churches 
and  your  Majesty's  chapel  was  urged,  said  that  though  your  Majesty 
suffer  idolatry  in  your  chapel,  they  will  not  do  so  in  their  church ; 
also  when  a  good  man  gave  the  picture  of  St.  Gregory  to  be  set  up 
in  the  window,  one  of  the  parishioners  took  it  down,  and  carried  it 
to  his  own  unclean  house,  but,  said  he,  I  have  him  in  the  High 
Commission  Court,  and  shall  punish  him  for  it. 
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The  King  said  he  would  have  no  innovations  nor  alter  in  the 
least  degree  from  his  former  declarations.  It  being  further  urged 
by  Dr.  Wood  that  it  was  proved  by  Bishop  Jewell  against  Harding 
in  the  3rd  Article,  and  145  page,  and  Edward  VI.  and  his  Council 
writ  to  Bishop  Ridley  of  London  for  the  taking  them  down,  Acts 
and  Monuments  p.  1,211 ;  or  last  edit.  vol.  ii.,  p.  700,  which  books 
were  both  to  be  in  every  church.  Laud  said  if  this  be  the  use  that 
shopkeepers  made  of  Bishop  Jewell  and  the  Book  of  Martyrs,  he 
woiild  not  have  any  of  them  stand  in  any  church,  and  that  this 
church  of  St.  Gregory  was  in  the  churchyard  of  Paul's,  and  when 
strangers  came  from  beyond  sea  and  saw  the  table  stand  altarwise 
in  Paul's  and  went  but  out  at  the  door  and  saw  the  table  stand 
otherwise  in  St.  Gregory's,  what  a  disunion  would  they  say  was  in 
the  Church  of  England."  Dorso ;  Captain  Pepper,  J. rficZe  7.  Mr. 
Wyan  can  testify  the  like.  Dr.  Peter  Heylin  made  a  prebend  Nov. 
1631,  and  is  done  by  order  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London.     \2\  fpl\ 

43.  Certificate  of  Samuel  Bordman,  of  Bermondsey  near  South- 
wark.  That  the  testimony  given  by  him,  when  called  [before  the 
Commons'  Committee]  was  touching  the  consecration  of  chalices, 
cups,  &c.  by  Archbishop  Laud  in  Lambeth  Chapel.  On  one  occasion 
when  he  witnessed  the  ceremony,  the  Archbishop  in  his  cope  with 
his  two  chaplains  attending  him  in  their  surplices ;  after  touching, 
blessing,  and  elevating  them,  desired  that  God  would  accept  them, 
&c.  This  in  duty  is  an  intimation  of  my  deposition,  ofiered  to  the 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  to  be  taken,  if  required, 
in  the  House  of  Lords  by  me  Samuel  Bordman.     {^Article  7.     \  p.'\ 

44.  Articles  to  be  ministered  by  the  High  Commissioners  for 
causes  ecclesiastical  against  Miles  Burkitt,  clerk,  one  of  the  vicars  of 
Pattishall,  co.  Northampton.  We  article  against  you  that  you  do 
not  bow  at  the  name  of  Jesus  in  the  time  of  divine  service  ;  that 
you  do  not  keep  within  the  rails  at  the  ministering  of  the  Sacra- 
ment, and  give  it  to  communicants  who  refiise  to  come  up  to  the 
rails ;  that  you  made  the  fearful  imprication  here  stated  in  your 
sermon  on  Christmas  day  last ;  that  you  abetted  the  carrying  down 
of  the  Communion  Table  into  the  body  of  the  chancel,  and  there 
ministered  the  Holy  Sacrament  on  Easter  day  last;  that  in  cate- 
chising on  Easter  day,  you  put  the  scandalous  questions  here  stated.

45.  Notes  by  Archbishop  Laud  touching  exceptions  taken  to  the 
canons'  vote  bearing  on  the  7th  and  14th  Articles  of  Impeachment, 
they  are  grouped  under  seven  sections,  and  are  as  follow :  1.  The 
public  acts  of  the  Church  in  matter  of  doctrine,  are  canons  and  acts 
of  Councils,  As  well  for  expounding  as  determining.  The  acts  of 
the  High  Commission  are  not  in  this  sense  public  acts  of  the  Church. 
Margin :  "  Articuli  Lambetham  never  confirmed  by  authority, 
that  I  know.  Did  [Dr.  Isaac]  Barrow  recant  ?  and  what  ? "  Nor  the 
meetings  of  few  or  more  bishops  eodra  concilium,,  unless  they  be 
by  lawful  authority  called  to  the  work,  and  their  decision  approved 
by  the  Church. 
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2.  The  current  exposition  of  writers  is  a  strong  probable  argu- 
ment de  sensii  canonis  ecclesioe  vel  articuli,  but  only  probable. 
The  current  exposition  of  the  fathers  themselves  hath  sometimes 
missed,  sensum  ecclesioe. 

3.  Will  ye  reject  all  sense  of  Jesuit  or  Arminian  ?  May  not  some 
be  true  1  Nay,  may  not  some  be  agreeable  to  our  writers,  and  yet 
in  a  way  that  is  stronger  than  ours,  to  confirm  the  Article  ? 

4.  Is  there  by  this  act  any  interpretation  made  or  declared  of  the 
Articles  or  not  ?  If  none,  to  what  end  the  act  ?  If  a  sense  or 
interpretation  be  declared,  what  authority  have  laymen  to  make  it  ? 
For  interpretation  of  an  Article  belongs  to  them  only  that  have 
power  to  make  it. 

5.  'Tis  manifest  there  is  a  sense  declared  by  the  House  of 
Commons.  The  Act  says  it.  We  avow  the  Articles,  and  in  that 
sense, — and  all  other  that  agree  not  with  us  in  the  aforesaid  sense. 
And  we  reject  these  and  these  go  'about  misinterpretation  of  a 
sense — go  theirs  declaration  of  a  sense.  Yea,  but  it  is  not  a  new 
sense  declared  by  them ;  but  they  avow  the  old  sense  declared  by 
the  Church.  The  public  acts  of  the  Church,  &c.  Yea,  but  if  there 
be  no  public  authentic  acts  of  the  Church,  then  there  is  a  sense  of 
their  own  declared  under  pretext  of  it. 

6.  It  seems  against  the  King's  Declaration:  1.  That  says  we 
shall  take  the  general  meaning  of  the  Articles.  This  act  restrains 
them  to  consent  of  writers.  2.  That  says  the  Article  shall  not  be 
drawn  aside  anjrnray  ;  but  that  we  shall  take  it  in  the  literal  and 
grammatical  sense.  This  act  ties  to  consent  of  writers,  which  may 
and  perhaps  do  go  against  the  literal  sense.  For  here  is  no  excep- 
tion, so  we  shall  be  perplexed,  and  our  consent  required  to  things 
contrary. 

7.  All  consent  in  all  ages,  as  far  as  I  have  observed  to  an  Article 
or  Canon,  is  to  itself  as  it  is  laid  down  in  the  body  of  it.  And  if 
it  bear  more  senses  than  one,  it  is  lawful  for  any  man  to  choose 
what  sense  his  judgment  directs  him  to ;  so  it  be  a  sense  secwndv/m 
analogiam  fidei.  And  that  he  hold  it  peaceably  without  distracting 
the  Church  ;  and  this  till  the  Church  that  made  the  Article  deter- 
mine a  sense.  And  the  wisdom  of  the  Church  hath  been  in  all 
ages,  or  the  most,  to  require  consent  to  Articles  in  general,  as  much 
as  may  be,  because  that  is  the  way  of  unity.  And  the  Church  in 
high  points  requiring  assent  to  particulars  hath  been  rent,  as  de 
transubstantiatione,  &c.  {Endorsed  in  Laud's  hand.  Articles  7 
and  14.     Exceptions  to  the  canon's  vote.    Arminionism.     2  4  pp.] 

46.  Latin  excerpts  endorsed  by  Archbishop  Laud.  "  Exceptions 
against  Mr.  Thome's  sermon,  &c,"  grouped  under  the  following 
headings  :  Against  Sovereign  authority,  and  his  Majesty's  Declara- 
tion. Against  Church  governors.  Against  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
the  governors,  and  government  of  the  University  [of  Oxford],  the 
reformation  of  the  statutes.  Personal  invectives  against  Dr.  Park- 
hurst  and  his  wife.  Dr.  Potter,  Dr.  Marsh,  and  Dr.  Gardner. 
Against  Christianity,  "  cum  diis  amicitiam  inire,"  [Dorso : 
Arminionism.     Ao'ticle  7.     If  pp.] 
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47.  Complaint  against  Archbishop  Laud  to  the  Commons'  House 
witnessed  by  Thos.  Colledge,  praying  reparation  for  injuries 
sustained.  Represents  that  Richard  Colledge  was  employed  in 
the  good  ship  the  Mayflower  by  virtue  of  his  late  Majesty's 
letters  patents,  granted  to  the  Scottish  nation  for  the  Greenland 
trade  in  1632.  Whilst  the  Scotch  ship  was  employed'  in  their 
trade,  and  the  men  boiling  their  oil  on  shore,  Gapt.  Wm.  Goodland, 
of  Wapping,  employed  by  the  Greenland  Company,  of  London, 
landing  with  a  party  of  armed  men,  fired  on  them,  and  kiUed  many, 
including  his  brother  Richard  Colledge,  though  having  no  manner 
of  opposition.  Thomas  procured  a  warrant  from  the  Earl  Marshal, 
the  Earl  of  Arundel,  who  sent  his  own  man,  Edward  Cox,  to  serve 
it,  when  Alderman  Garwaie  tendered  bale,  which,  being  refused,  the 
Alderman  then  said  we  will  go  to  the  Lords.  This  warrant  was 
served  in  Palace  Yard,  at  Westminster.  The  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury, the  then  Lord  Keeper  Coventry  and  the  Lord  Privy  Seal^ 
being  set  in  the  Inner  Star  Chamber,  the  Archbishop  sent  for  the 
prisoner,  the  plaintiff  and  the  pursuivant ;  he  discharged  the  prisoner 
who  was  arrested  for  murder,  but  sent  petitioner  and  Thos.  Colledge 
to  the  Fleet  prison,  as  also  the  pursuivant,  albeit,  they  had  sight  of 
the  warrant  by  which  the  murderer  was  arrested.  Petitioner 
exhibited  a  petition  through  Mr.  Trenchard,  M.P.,  which  was  read 
in  the  House  of  Commons  and  referred  to  Mr.  Pym,  who  examined 
eight  or  ten  witnesses  in  January  1640-1,  when  the  Earl  of 
Straflford's  business  obstructed  the  report,  since  which  time  nothing 
has  been  done  in  it.  Petitioner,  besides  the  loss  of  his  brother, 
whose  blood  still  cries  for  vengence,  and  his  own  imprisonment  in 
the  Fleet,  has  spent  above  40^.  Prays  reparation  from  this  Honble. 
House.     [Endorsed :  Article  8.     1  p.] 

48.  List  of  warrants,  grants,  orders,  congd  d'ehres,  presentations, 
and  preferments  ecclesiastical,  passed  in  the  years  1628 — 1640, 
chiefly  at  the  instance  or  by  authority  of  Wm.  Laud,  then  Bishop 
of  London,  by  whom  his  Majesty's  pleasure  is  signified.  The  like 
when  Laud  became  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  Amongst  others  are 
the  preferment  of  Peter  Heylyn  to  the  rectory  of  Hemingford  and 
to  a  prebend  in  Westminster  ;  of  Matthew  Wren  from  Hereford  to 
the  See  of  Norwich ;  and  of  Dr.  Roger  Manwaring  to  the  See  of  St. 
David's.  Under  date  15  Oct.  1635  is  the  following  entry :  A 
declaration  under  his  Majesty's  sign-manual  or  signet  prohibiting 
the  Attorney-General  and  other  officers  either  to  draw  up  or  sufier 
to  pass  the  seals  any  pardon,  license,  letter,  or  warrant  of  or  for  any 
crime,  affair,  or  cause  whatsoever  of  ecclesiastical  cognizance,  or  for 
giving  away  any  fine  or  forfeiture  of  any  land,  recognizance,  or 
obligation  imposed  or  forfeite,d  before  any  his  Majesty's  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  or  other  judges  ecclesiastical,  without  the  same  be 
first  made  known  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  his  appro- 
bation thereto  had ;  entered  at  large  in  the  Signet  Book,  15  Oct., 
11  Car.  I.     [Endorsed:  Article  8.     16  pp.,  of  which  3  blank] 

49.  The  Commons'  declaration  and  impeachment  [against  Arch- 
bishop Laud]  upon  the  complaint  of  Peter  Smart,  clerk,  late  one  qf 
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the  Prebends  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Durham  against  Arch- 
bishop Laud,  Sir  John  Lambe,  Sir  Ghas.  Offisar,  Edmond  Pope, 
Dr.  Sammes,  and  Dr.  Aylett,  High  Commissioners  for  Causes 
Ecclesiastical,  Article  14.  That  12  Feby.  1628,  Mr.  Smart  appear- 
ing at  London  before  William  Laud,  then  Bishop  of  London,  now 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Sir  John  Lambe,  Edmond  Pope,  Wm. 
Sammes,  and  Dr.  Aylett,  together  with  others  deceased,  they  forced 
him  to  take  the  oath  ex  officio  again  to  answer  articles,  which  the 
Archbishop  said  were  matters  of  high  nature  against  him,  and 
ordered  him  to  be  examined  thereupon  before  his  departure  out  of 
London,  and  to  be  proceeded  against  eo;  officio,  because  the  said 
Dean  and  Prebendaries  had  recommended  the  cause  thither,  accord- 
ing to  which  order  Mr.  Smart  attended  several  times  upon  the 
registrar  of  the  High  Commission  to  answer,  but  could  never  get 
any  Articles;  and  the  23rd  April  1629,  the  Archbishop  with  the 
Bishop  of  Ely  and  others  transmitted  him  and  the  cause  with  all  the 
letters  and  complaints  of  the  said  Dean  and  Prebendaries  and  refused 
to  admit  of  Mr.  Smart's  articles  against  them,  although  he  offered 
sufficient  bond  in  1,000Z.  to  prove  the  same,  saying  they  would  not 
suffer  such  worthy  men  to  be  questioned:  [^Endorsed  hy  Lambe  : 
Copy  pf  the  14th  Article,  in  the  case  of  Smart  before  the  Lords  of 
the  High  Commission.     1  p.] 

50.  Evidence  supplied  by  John  Barkley  to  [Alexander]  Rigby 
[M.P.  for  Wigan]  of  the  interference  of  Archbishop  Laud  with  the 
course  of  justice.  John  Barkley  of  Chester  saith  that  a  citation  of 
mere  office  issued  out  of  the  Consistory  Coui-t  of  Chester  under  the 
hand  of  Bishop  Bridgman  of  Chester  dated  4  Sept  163-5,  against  Sir 
Ralph  Ashton  by  name  as  farmer  of  the  rectory  of  Whalley,  co. 
Lancaster,  and  against  all  other  farmers  or  sub-farmers  of  the  tithes 
and  profits  of  that  rectory,  to  appear  before  the  judge  in  the  Con- 
sistory place  within  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Chester  on  9  Sept.  in 
the  afternoon  to  show  cause  wherefore  the  tithes,  profits,  and  other 
emoluments  of  the  said  rectory  ought  not  to  be  sequestered  and 
applied  to  the  payment  of  fit  stipends  or  salaries  to  the  curates,  and 
to  the  repair  of  the  chancels  of  the  churches  in  tliat  parish.  He 
further  saith  that  the  citation  was  returned  with  certificate  signed 
-  by  the  vicar  of  Whalley  of  the  execution  thereof  by  him,  and  that 
at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  citation  Edmund  Main- 
waring,  Doctor  of  Laws  and  Chancellor  to  the  Bishop  of  Chester 
sitting  in  court,  judicially  appointed  Thos,  Humphreys,  one  of  the 
proctors,  to  be  the  necessary  promoter  of  the  office  in  this  behalf, 
who  exhibited  the  citation  executed  and  certified  as  aforesaid  ;  and 
the  parties  cited  being  then  called,  John  Barkley,  as  proctor,  appeared 
by  proxy  for  Sir  Ralph  Ashton  to  show  cause  why  the  tithe  fruits 
and  profits  of  the  said  rectory  should  not  be  sequestered  nor  taken 
from  Sir  Ralph  or  his  sub-farmers  to  any  such  effects  as  in  the  cita- 
tion were  mentioned.  It  was  shown  that  Sir  Ralph  was  in  quiet 
possession  of  the  rectory  or  parsonage  of  Whalley  by  virtue  of  a 
demise  or  lease  made  to  him  by  the  late  Archbishop  Abbot  of  Can- 
terbury, and  it  further  appeared  that  there  were  no  such  present- 
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ment  exhibited  in  Court  of  any  such  matters  as  were  pretended  in 
the  citation,  nevertheless,  the  judge  affirming  that  the  cause  was 
instituted  of  mere  office,  and  that  he  must  proceed  to  sequestration 
unless  good  cause  were  shown  to  the  contrary,  assigned  to  the 
proctor  for  Sir  Ralph,  who  submitted  under  protest,  a  day  to  put  in 
his  pleading,  which  petition  and  assignation  are  entered  in  the  Acts 
of  the  Court ;  and  although  the  time  allowed  was  too  short,  two  of 
the  sub-farmers  appeared,  yet  their  appearances  and  petitions  were 
not  entered,  but  all  the  sub-farmers  were  pronounced  to  be  in  con- 
tempt, and  the  tithes  and  profits  of  the  said  rectory  to  them  belong- 
ing were  agreed  to  be  sequestered.  The  following  day  Dr.  Main- 
waring  sitting  in  Court  as  judge,  Mr.  Barkley  appeared  for  Sir 
Ralph,  and  protested  that  the  burden  of  proof  in  this  case  did  lie 
upon  the  plaintiff  or  promoter ;  and  yet  to  satisfy  the  decree  of  the 
Court,  and  with  reservation  of  the  benefit  of  law  did  offer  and  give 
in  an  allegation  or  pleading  in  writing,  containing  cause  why  the 
tithes  or  profits  of  tlie  rectory  should  not  be  sequestered.  Notwith- 
standing that  it  was  admitted  by  the  opposing  counsel,  Thos.  Hum- 
phreys, that  Sir  Ralph  Ashton  held  a  lease  of  the  Rectory  of  Whalley 
valued  at  2,0001.  per  annum,  the  judge  pronounced  against  Sir 
Ralph,  affirming  him  to  be  in  contempt  in  not  appearing  personally 
nor  by  a  proctor  lawfully  appointed  in  that  behalf,  and  ordered  the 
profits  of  the  rectory  to  be  sequestered,  and  to  be  paid  into  the 
hands  of  receivers  until  sufficient  provision  were  made  for  competent 
stipends  to  the  curates  serving  within  the  parish,  and  for  repair 
of  the  chancels  of  the  church  and  several  chapels  of  ease.  This 
deponent  further  saith  that  from  this  sentence  Sir  Ralph  Ashton 
appealed-  to  Archbishop  Neyle  of  York,  and  obtained  an  inhibition 
to  stay  further  proceedings  in  the  Consistory  Court  of  Chester,  but 
he  has  heard  that  this  inhibition,  was  afterwards  revoked  by  the 
judge  at  York  or  his  deputy,  and  thereupon  a  sequestration  in  the 
name  and  under  the  hand  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester  issued  forth  to 
certain  sequestrators;  and  this  deponent  further  saith,  that  he  doth 
verily  believe,  and  hath  credibly  heard,  that  the  proceedings  against 
Sir  Ralph  were  carried  in  that  violent  manner  contrary  to  the 
course  of  practice  and  to  law,  as  he  conceiveth  by  the  strong  hand 
and  procurement  of  the  now  Archbishop  Laud  of  Canterbury  and 
his  agents.  [Endorsed :  Mr.  Barkley's  sayings  delivered  to 
Mr,  [Alexander]  Rigby.    [Article]  23, 12  pp.,  of  which  3  are  blank.'] 

51.  The  like  information  against  Archbishop  Laud  furnished  by 
Henry  Gerard,  of  Newton,  co.  Lancaster.  That  Sir  Ralph  Ashton, 
Bart.,  and  his  ancestors  were  ancient  tenants  of  the  rectory  of 
Whalley  under  Archbishops  Abbot  and  Laud  successively,  rendering 
yearly  24<7l.  13s.  M.,  under  a  lease  for  lives,  as  the  full  rent ; 
but  upon  some  discontent  or  information  the  now  Archbishop 
[Laud]  about  five  years  since  questioned  the  lease  and  estate  of 
Sir  Ralph  to  the  said  rectory,  causing  two  several  citations  to  be 
sued  forth  of  the  Consistory  Court  at  Chester  against  Sir  Ralph. 
Particulars  of  the  suit  as  in  the  above  evidence  given  by  John 
Barkley  who  acted  as  proctor  for  Sir  Ralph.     This  deponent  further 
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saith,  that  Sir  Ralph  and  others,  his  friends  and  servants,  were 
sued  by  Archbishop  Laud,  or  at  his  command,  in  the  several  courts 
of  Exchequer  and  High  Commission,  as  by  the  letters  missive,  the 
bill  and  other  proceedings  doth  appear ;  by  reason  whereof  and  of 
his  Grace's  greatness  and  power  Sir  Ealph  was  advised  to  submit 
himself  and  his  lease  to  his  Grace,  which  was  done  accordingly, 
and  3001.  imposed  on  him  in  the  High  Commission  Court,  and  pie] 
was  [ordered]  to  pay  for  a  new  lease  for  21  years  1,600L,  and  to 
surrender  up  his  former  lease  which  was  of  far  better  value,  which 
money  Sir  Ralph  hath  in  part  paid.  This  deponent  further  saith 
that  Archbishop  Laud  increased  the  old  rent  QOl.  by  the  year  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  rectory  by  the  lessee,  and  caused  Sir  Ralph  and 
his  friends  to  spend  much  money  in  attendance  at  London,  besides 
his  losses  touching  the  granting  of  the  sequestration.  In  all  Sir 
Ralph  was  damnified  at  least  3,000?.  [Endorsed:  Sir  Ralph 
Ashton,  against  the  Archbishop.     [Article]  23.     4  pp.'] 

52.  Notes  headed  "  A  few  of  those  remarkable  passages  in  Arch- 
bishop [Laud's]  book,  fentitled  '  A  Relation  of  a  Conference,  &c.,' " 
[with  Fisher,  the  Jesuit].  The  sum  of  this  book  is  to  reconcile  the 
Church  of  England  with  that  of  Rome  ;  and  it  clearly  appears  by 
the  whole  current  of  the  book,  that  it  was  purposely  written,  as  a 
foundation  laid  whereon  to  rear  up  Babel  again  in  England  and  to 
strew  the  way  to  our  present  calamities,  as  may  more  clearly  appear 
by  the  answer  thereof  styled  "  A  reply,  &c."     [Margin,  see  p.  388.] 

Amongst  other  passages  cited  are  the  following  : — ^In  his  Epistle 
Dedicatory  [p.  16]  he  saith,  That  the  Church  of  England  and  of 
Rome  are  one  and  the  same  Church  in  substance ;  no  doubt  of  that. 
At  page  12.5  he  calls  the  Protestants'  separation  from  popery  a 
miserable  rent  which  he  lamenteth  with  a  bleeding  heart.  Again 
at  page  142,  I  say  it,  saith  he,  and  most  true  it  is,  that  it  was  ill 
done  of  those,  whoever  they  were,  that  made  the  separation.  And 
page  145,  for  my  part  T  am  of  the  same  opinion  for  the  continuance 
of  the  schism,  that  I  was  for  the  making  of  it,  that  is,  that  it  is  ill, 
very  ill  done  of  those  whoever  they  were,  Papists  or  Protestants, 
that  give  just  cause  to  continue  a  separation,  and  at  page  148,  his 
tender  heart  loaths  to  make  the  rent  wider.  Then  follow  extracts 
in  proof  of  Laud's  blasphemies,  as  against  Christ,  p.  200,  against 
God,  p.  106,  against  Scripture,  page  125.  And  at  page  2J10,  he 
makes  it  an  article  of  the  faith  of  the  Church  of  England,  that  she 
believes  our  Saviour,  Christ,  left  in  his  Church,  besides  the  Scrip- 
tures, Archbishops  and  Bishops,  &c.  And  there  he  equals  the

Catholic  Church  with  the  Scriptures  to  govern  for  truth  and  peace 
as  he  calls  them.

53.  Arguments  arranged  in  the  form  of  17  Articles  to  be  used  in 
defence  of  Archbishop  Laud,  as  illustrating  the  principles  of 
government  and  right  of  the  conqueror  over  the  vanquished  by 
reference  to  passages  in  Caesar's  Commentaries,  &c.  That  govern- 
ment partakes   of  a  threefold  character  as  here  defined.      The 
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authority  vested  in  Councils  and  Bishops  to  impose  oaths.  All 
local  statutes  impose  oaths.

54.  Notes  by  Archbishop  Laud  .headed  "  The  subversion  of  the 
fundamental  laws."  1.  I  humbly  conceive  this  cannot  be  meant  of 
the  breach  of  any  one  or  two  laws,  but  of  the  whole  frame  of  the 
law.  For  else  every  breach  upon  one  or  few  laws,  were  treason  which 
no  man  can  say.  2.  I  never  did  or  intended  any  thing  [against] 
any  main  law  of  the  kingdom,  which  may  in  any  construction  be 
capital.  Much  less  against  the  frame  and  body  of  the  law.  3.  I 
humbly  conceive  there  can  be  no  rational  attempt  against  the  body 
of  the  law,  but  by  force ;  I  never  had  either  power  or  intention  for 
the  use  of  any  force.  4.  For  the  Irish  army.  It  is  to  me  as  non 
ens.  I  never  so  much  as  heard  it  spoken  of  for  England,  but  for 
Scotland  only.  And  therefore  as  I  did  not,  so  I  could  not  consent 
to  any  such  thing  which  I  never  heard  of.  6.  For  the  words  in 
Sir  Henry  Vane's  paper  I  am  sure  I  spake  them  not  as  he  hath  set 
them  down.  But  if  such  words  were  spoken  they  cannot  be  forced 
to  make  the  speaker  guilty  of  any  intended  subversion  of  the  law. 
For  "  some  course  must  be  taken,"  cannot  imply  that  that  course 
must  needs  be  illegal.  6.  And  this  I  am  sure  of,  that  at  the 
Council  Table  where  I  had  the  honor  to  sit,  I  did  to  the  uttermost 
of  my  understanding  keep  myself  as  much  to  legal  ways  as  any 
man.  And  this  I  know  the  Lord  Keeper  Coventry  would  witness, 
were  he  living ;  and  I  hope  the  honourable  great  men  of  that  pro- 
fession which  yet  sit  there  will  testify  as  much  for  me.  [Endorsed 
"  Breach  of  the  fundamental  laws."     In  Laud's  hand.     1^  p.]

Hall  against  Archbishop  Laud.  Mr.  Greene  minister  administrator 
of  Wymark.  Mr.  Weavor  can  inform  the  abuses  done  by  the  Lord 
of  Canterbury  concerning  Wymark's  estate,  how  he  gave  and 
disposed  of  the  same  at  his  pleasure.     [1 J  ^^.J 

56.  Proof  sheet  of  two  pages,  viz.,  51  and  54  of  a  printed  work 
described  on  the  top  of  page  as,  "  A  necessary  introduction  to  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  his  trial,  discovering  the  practices  used 
to  usher  Popery  into  our  realm."  It  comprises  a  portion  of  the 
agreement  of  Prince  Charles,  countersigned  by  the  public  notary 
Joannes  de  Cirica.  Letter  of  Philip  IV,  of  Spain  dated  at  Madrid 
8  Aug.  1623,  making  promise  to  the  Prince  that  the  marriage 
should  be  consummated  at  Christmas.  "  What  jewels  the  Prince 
there  gave  away  appears  by  these  two  warrants,  extracted  out  of

61.  Petition  of  John  Jemmat,  clerk,  to   the  Commons'   House. 
Petitioner  was   presented  four  years  ago  to   the   rectory   of  St. 
Michael,  [Paternoster]  Royal,  in  London,  by  the  Mercers'  Company, 
but  was  refused  admittance  thereto  by  Archbishop  Laud  without 
just  cause,  and  restrained  from  accepting  any  ministerial  employ- 
ment in  London,  where  the  greater  part  of  his  acquaintance  lieth. 
When  he  was  chosen  by  that  Company  to  preach  a  lecture  in 
Berwick,  Laud  sent  him  away  with  minatory  speeches,  that  he 
would  have  an  eye  upon  him  whithersoever  he  went,  giving  order 
to  his  secretary  there  present  that  he  should  ,  put  him  in  mind  to 
write  a  letter  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  to  signify  what  a  one  was 
coming  into  his  diocese ;  at  the  same  time  charging  petitioner  very 
straitly  that  he  should  take  heed  that  he  had  no  hand  in  disturbing 
the  King's  proceedings  in  the  North,  the  meaning  whereof  petitioner 
could  not  then  conceive,  but  afterwards  conjectured  to  be  under- 
stood of  the  Scotch  affairs,  when  those  troubles  broke  out  about  a 
quarter  of  a  year  after.     Although  j)etitioner  demeaned  himself  so 
in  Berwick  that  both  the  town  and  captains  of  the  garrison  gave 
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him  certificates  of  honest  life,  orthodoxy,  and  conformity  when  he 
came  away,  yet  he  was  sent  for  by  a  pursuivant  to  his  diocesan,  the 
Bishop  of  Durham,  and  there  silenced  from  preaching,  and  com- 
manded to  depart  thence,  in  the  depth  of  winter,  Dec.  1639,  only 
upon  a  letter  of  Sec.  Windebank,  who  suggested  that  his  Majesty 
was  informed  that  he  was  a  seditious  preacher,  and  therefore  to 
be  silenced  and  sent  away  from  a  town  of  that  consequence  to  the 
King's  present  proceedings,  although  the  charge  was  never  yet 
made  good  by  any  particular  instance,  and  he  presumes  can  never 
be.  Both  which  removals,  from  London  first  and  then  from 
Berwick,  were  cause  of  much  sorrow  and  damage  to  him,  who  has 
no  other  maintenance  but  what  arises^  out  of  his  labours  in  the 
ministry,  wherein  he  has  endeavoured  to  be  faithful.  Prays  the 
House  to  take  some  course  for  reparation  of  his  damages.     [1  ^.] 

62.  Notes  by  Archbishop  Laud,  stating  his  knowledge  of  M.  St. 
Giles  and  the  Franciscan,  Santa  Clara  [Christopher  Davenport].. 
M.  St.  Giles  was  a  man  well-reputed  of  in  France  and  placed  about 
the  Queen's  Ma-jesty  [Henrietta  Maria]  at  her  first  coming  hither. 
After[wards]  upon  some  services,  and  those  in  a  very  fair  way,  done 
to  this  State,  he  lost  ground  in  France,  and  when  some  other 
Frenchmen  were  sent  away  from  the  Queen's  service,  he  durst  not 
go  thither,  but  chose  to  live  here  in  a  very  low  condition  for  safety 
sake,  rather  than  adventure  thither.  All  this  while  the  man  was 
unknown  to  me ;  but  coming  one  day  to  wait  upon  his  Majesty 
at  St.  James's,  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to  ask  me  whether  I  knew 
M.  St.  Giles,  I  answered,  I  did  not;  hereupon  his  Majesty  took 
occasion  to  teU  me  the  condition  of  the  man  and  his  wants.  And 
withall  told  me  which  way  he  conceived  some  relief  might  be  given 
to  his  necessities,  and  prescribed  me  a  way  how  to  order  it,  that  he 
might  receive  as  from  him  100  marks  a  year.  This  in  obedience 
to  his  Majesty  I  did,  and  I  have  his  Majesty's  warrant  for  it.  But 
I  never  allowed  or  gave  him  one  penny  of  my  own  or  of  my  own 
procuring.  Not  long  after  this,  partly  that  the  poor  man  being  a 
stranger  might  live  the  cheaper,  and  partly  that  he  might  have  use 
of  the  public  library,  resolving,  as  he  pretended,  to  follow  meta- 
physical learning  and  not  engage  himself  in  the  controversies  of  the 
time,  his  Majesty  moved  me  again  that  he  might  live  in  Oxford  and 
in  some  college  or  hall  there.  In  this  I  humbly  besought  his 
Majesty  to  pardon  me,  because  it  would  be  dangerous  to  the  youth 
bred  in.  that  college  and  scandalous  to  his  Majesty,  this  Church, 
and  the  University,  and  bring  danger  upon  myself,  being  Chancellor 
there.  After  much  importunity  used  by  me,  his  Majesty  was 
graciously  pleased  to  be  satisfied  that  he  should  not  be  admitted 
to  live  in  any  college  or  hall  among  the  students ;  but  required  me 
not  to  hinder  his  going  to  Oxford  and  his  having  use  of  the  library, 
provided  that  he  kept  no  companj''  with  any  young  scholars,  that 
he  lived  privately  in  some  town  house,  and  that  he  did  not  presume 
to  exercise  his  priestly  function,  or  do  anything'  against  the  laws. 
These  he  undertook  to  perform,  and  I  could  never  find  by  any  of 
the  spies  I  put  upon  him  that  he  broke  this  in  any  particular,  but 
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lived  there  ■without  offence  given  to  any.  In  all  times  of  his 
recourse  to  me  for  his  pension,  I  never  spent  one  hour  with  him ; 
nor  had  I  any  discourse  with  him  at  all  but  once  only,  and  that 
was  about  a  dangerous  opinion  of  [Peter]  Pomponatius.  At  that  time 
he  told  me  he  had  a  desire  to  labour  in  that  argument,  and  to 
confute  him.  I  told  him  I  could  not  approve  any  meddling  with 
that  question  in  these  times  ;  for  that  I  thought  few  would  be  able 
to  understand  the  subtlety  of  that  dispute ;  and  that  the  very 
stiring  of  it  in  these  times  would  do  a  great  deal  of  mischief;  and 
this  was  all  that  ever  passed  between  him  and  me  in  all  my  life. 
My  intelligence  with  the  Pope  by  Sta.  Clara.  I  never  saw  that 
Franciscan  friar  in  my  life,  to  the  uttermost  of  my  memory,  above 
.four  times  or  five  at  most.  He  was  first  brought  to  me  by  Dr. 
Lindsey.  It  was  when  he  was  setting  out  his  book  about  the 
Articles  of  the  Church  of  England.  And  I  then  told  Dr.  Lindsey 
I  did  fear  he  would  never  expound  them  so  as  the  Church  of 
England  might  have  cause  to  thank  him  for  it.  He  never  came  to 
nie  after,  till  he  was  almost  ready  to  print  another  book  to  prove 
that  Episcopacy  is  authorised  in  the  Church  by  divine  right ;  and 
this  was  after  these  unhappy  stirs  began.  His  desire  was  to  have 
this  book  printed  here.  But  at  his  several  addresses  to  me  for  this, 
I  then  gave  him  this  answer  :  That  I  did  not  like  the  way  which 
the  Church  of  Rome  went  concerning  Episcopacy ;  and  howsoever 
that  I  would  never  give  way  that  any  such  book  from  the  pen  of 
any  Romanist  should  be  printed  here ;  and  that  the  Bishops  of 
England  are  very  well  able  to  defend  their  own  cause  and  calling, 
without  calling  in  aid  from  Rome,  and  would  so  do  when  they  saw 
cause.  And  this  is  all  the  commerce  that  ever  I  had  with  him. 
[Article  10.     3  pp.] 

63.  Mem.  signed  by  the  King.  Canterbury.  Mr.  St.  Giles  by 
serving  us  and  this  State  hath  lost  all  his  hopes  in  France,  and 
desires  to  spend  his  time  here  at  his  private  studies.  I  would  have 
you  think  upon  some  way  for  his  maintenance,  and  to  place  him 
in  Oxford  that  he  may  have  use  of  that  library,  which  he  much 
desires.  And  you  may  so  order  it  that  his  profession  in  religion 
may  do  no  harm.     [Endorsed :  Article  10.       p.] 

64-65.  Analysis  of  the  political  views  and  expressions  of  [Arch- 
bishop Laud]  grouped  in  the  form  of  articles,  as  follows : — 
A  Parliament — Fears  [regarding  it] — 

1.  That  they  will  begin  where  they  left  [off]. 

2.  At  least  they  will  look  to  sacrifice  somebody, 

3.  The  men  restrained  about  the  loan,  will  study  revenge  at 

least  unquiet. 

4.  Their  consultations  will  be  long,  and  supplies  are  to  be 

present. 

5.  If  they  break  again  in  discontent,  which  God  forbid,   all 

business  will  be  worse  abroad  and  at  home ;  and  the  ways 
which  are  thought  on  for  supplies  will  be  less  accessible. 
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6.  That   they   will   not   give   without   something  given    and 

granted  them.  Whereas  subsidies  are  due  by  the  laws  of 
Godj  nature,  and  nations.  And  Parliaments  have  but 
their  deliberations  and  consents  for  the  manner  of  giving. 
And  upon  the  matter  this  is  first  to  sell  subsidies  not  to 
give  them.  (The  last  parliament  of  King  James  they  gave 
three  subsidies,  and  had  that  from  the  King,  that  was 
worth  6  if  not  10  to  be  bought  and  sold).  And,  secondly, 
by  these  bills  of  grace  the  flowers  of  the  Crown  are  parted 
with  and  the  prerogatives  so  decreased,  as  I  dare  not 
speak  of  the  consequence. 

7.  That  they  will  fall  upon  church  business,  which,  in  the  way 

they  have  gone,  is  not  fit  for  them.  The  Church  is  too 
weak  already.  If  it  had  more  power,  the  King  might 
have  more  both  obedience  and  service. 

That  House,  one  or  both,  can  be  no  competent  judge  in 
any  point  of  doctrine.  The  Papists  insult  upon  us  by 
the[ir]  means  and  call  it  parliamentary  religion.  The 
■  King  sufiers  by  this  as  much  or  more  than  the  Church, 
for  in  the  statute  of  the  submission  of  the  clergy, 
(Hen.  VIII.,)  the  King  and  the  Convocation  are  judge  of  all 
ecclesiastical  causes,  and  why  should  the  Parliament  take 
this  from  either. 

8.  That  if  they  do  agree  and  give  they  will  not  give  three 

subsidies  in  a  year  or  not  continue  so  more  years  than 
one  and  this  will  not  come  near  the  business. 

9.  That  factious  spirits  will  take  heart  if  they  see  the  King 

yield  to  them  without  any  submission  of  theirs.  As  some 
were  too  seen  to  laugh  outright  in  the  last  Parliament 
when  they  got  their  ends  upon  the  King. 

Hopes  [regarding  a  Parliament] — 

1.  That  the  King  and  the  people  may  [make]  peace  again, 

and  the  kingdom  not  be  endangered  by  this  disunion. 

2.  That  upon  sight   of  their  former   errors  they   will   leave 

personal  prosecutions  and  give  [subsidies]. 

3.  That  perhaps  they  may  give  three  subsidies  for  the  first 

year  and  though  they  will  not  do  all  that  is  necessary  yet 
it  will  be  a  good  help. 

4.  That  the  sight  of  this  union  at  home  will  do  much  good  to 

the  affairs  abroad. 

5.  That  the  very  convening  them  will  take  off"  the  former  [ill] 

humour  of  some  men  who  think  nothing  can  be  well 
without  it. 

I  shall  have  little  hope  of  good  success  in  Parliament  till — 

1.  They  leave  personal  prosecution. 

2.  Meddling  with  the  Church. 

8.  Sit  less  time  that  they  may  not  understand  one  another  too 

well. 
4.  Kemember  that  the  law  of  God  whicli  gives  kings  aid  and 

subsidies  may  not  be  broken  by  them  without  heinous  sin. 
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Observations — 

1.  The  fears  are  more  numerous  and  weighty  than  the  hopes 
and  the  bishop  [Laud]  contrives  and  closeth  with  them, 
and  that  not  long  after  he  was  sworn  a  Privy  Councillor 
contrary  to  his  oath  and  duty. 

-2.  All  his  fears  and  conclusions  directly  bend — 

1.  Against  the  very  summoning  and  convening  any  more 

Parliaments. 

2.  To  exasperate  and  disaffect  the  King  against  Parlia- 

ments. 

3.  The    1,  2,  4>,  6,  7,  8,   and   9  th   directly   subvert   the 

essential  fundamental  privileges  of  Parliament  in 
point  of  freedom  in  their  proceedings,  questioning 
delinquents,  convenient  time  for  deliberations,  re- 
dressing of  grievances,  freedom  in  denying,  a  modera- 
ting sub-power  or  granting  subsidies  and  aids.  And 
in  point  of  jurisdiction  to  meddle  with  Church  affairs 
or  matters  of  religion  settled  by  Parliaments  in  all 
ages. 

4.  The   2,    3,    6,   7,   8,    9   cast    odious   aspersions    upon 

Parliaments  and  the  members  of  them  as  unjust, 
factious,  injurious  to  the  King's  just  prerogatives,  and 
unwilling  to  grant  him  aids  and  subsidies  when 
needful,  and  instigate  the.  King  to  arbitrary  illegal 
taxes,  projects  and  impositions  to  raise  moneys 
without  a  Parliament. 

3.  His  four  conclusions  put  the  King  into  despair  of  any  good 
success  by  Parliaments,  strip  Parliaments  of  all  their 
jurisdiction  in  questioning  delinquents,  meddling  in 
church  affairs,  granting  and  denying  subsidies  as  they  see 
cause.  And  the  3rd  of  them  tends  to  a,  speedy  dissolution 
of  all  Parliaments  as  soon  as  called.  They  must  now  sit 
less  time  than  anciently,  that  they  may  not  understand 
one  another,  that  is  their  own  rights  and  privileges,  too 
well.  The  sum  of  all  is  to  prevent  the  calling  of  any 
Parliament  for  the  future,  or  if  called  so  far  to  ecclipse 
their  authority,  as  to  call  them  only  to  grant  as  many 
subsidies  as  shall  be  demanded  without  the  least  contra- 
diction under  pain  of  heinous  sin.  Which  if  they  refused 
to  grant  forthwith,  then  to  dissolve  the  Parliament  in 
discontent  and  to  make  this  refusal  a  ground  to  put  the 
King  upon  illegal  taxes  and  a  mere  arbitrary  government. 
As  appears  by  his  [Laud's]  Diary,  Dec.  5,  1639. — "  Thurs- 
day the  King  declared  his  resolution  for  Parliament  in 
case  of  the  Scottish  Rebellion,  the  iirst  movers  of  it  were 
my  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland  [Strafford],  my  Lord  Marquis 
Hamilton  and  myself  [Laud];  and  a  resolution  [was] 
voted  at  the  [Council]  Board "  to  assist  the  King  in  extra- 
ordinary ways,  if  the  Parliament  should  prove  peevish 
and  refuse,   &c."     After  which  the   [Short]   Parliament 
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being  called  and  refusing  to  grant  so  many  subsidies  as 
were  demanded  it  was  presently  broken  up  in  discontent, 
May  5,  1640.  And  then  the  Archbishop  [Laud]  told  the 
King  sitting  in  Council,  "  that  since  the  Parliament  refused 
to  supply  him  with  money,  he  might  now  use  his  power 
in  extraordinary  ways,"  which  Sir  Henry  Vane  the  elder 
hath  deposed.     [=  4  pp.] 

66.  Brief  notes  and  references  by  [Archbishop  Laud]  apparently 
relating  to  the  composition  of  a  treatise  entitled  "  A  vindication  of 
the  sanctification  of  the  entire  Lords-day  and  tliat  it  may  be  law- 
fully stiled  the  Sabbath-day."  Together  with  a  long  list  of  books, 
including  Greek  and  Latin  Classics,  the  Christian  Fathers,  Early 
English  Chroniclers,  and  Historians,  Controversialists  and  law-books, 
grouped   according   to   their   size   as  fols.  4  to.   8  vo.  and   12  mo. 

67.  Petition  of  Eichard  Culmer,  minister  of  Goodnestone,  in 
behalf  of  himself  and  of  Joha  Player,  minister  of  Kennington,  and 
Thomas  Heiron,  minister  of  Heme, Hill,  in  co.  Kent,  to  the  Commons' 
House.  That  being  resident  preaching  ministers  they  were  all  three 
together  suspended  in  the  Consistory  court  of  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  for  not  publishing  the  Book  for  Lord's-day  Sports.  They 
then  presented  a  joint  petition  to  the  Archbishop  praying  to  be 
absolved  from  their  suspension,  but  he  refused  to  relieve  them 
saying  "  if  you  know  not  how  to  obey,  I  know  not  how  to  grant," 
and  notwithstanding  their  subsequent  petitions  they  continued 
suspended  for  three  years  and  seven  months.  Player  and  Heiron 
having  201.  per  annum  deducted  from  them,  and  petitioner  receiving 
nothing  from  the  profits  of  his  living  all  that  time.

68.  Table  of  fees  for  licenses  and  dispensations  in  ecclesiastical 
matters  drawn  out  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  certified  by 
Matthew  Parker,  then  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Sir  Nicholas 
Bacon,  Lord  Keeper,  [Home]  Bishop  of  Winchester,  and  two  others ; 
but  transcribed  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  and  endorsed  by  Arch- 
bishop Laud.  "  Dispensations.

71.  Portion  of  an  entry  book  of  Archbishop  Laud,  being  pp.  33-36, 
chiefly  relating  to  church  discipline  and  ornaments.  By  these  two 
letters  it  is  apparent  that  the  Archbishop  gave  special  directions 
•  not  only  to  Sir  Nathaniel  Brent  but  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Canter- 
bury to  "take  down  galleries  and  monuments  at  the  east  end  of 
churches  near  the  Communion  Table,  and  to  place  the  tables  there 
as  in  their  proper  places,  as  likewise  to  obliterate  the  memorials  of 
our  happy  deliverance  from  the  Spanish  Armada  in  1588  out  of 
parish  churches  where  they  had  long  continued.  Finally,  it  was 
proved  by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Sutton,  Mr.  Browne,  and  others, 
that  in  the  year  1640,  in  the  new  chapel  at  Westminster,  the  King's 
arms  were  set  up  in  the  east  window,  first  glazed  with  white  glass  ; 
after  which  the  Archbishop  promising  to  bestow  a  new  window 
instead  of  it,  the  King's  arms  were  taken  down  by  direction  of 
Dr.  Heywood,  the  Archbishop's  chaplain  and  Browne  liis  joiner,  and 
placed  in  another  obscure  window,  and  the  Archbishop's  arrns  sup- 
ported by  Seraphim  put  up  in  its  place  to  signify  that  he  was  the 
founder  or  doner  of  this  new  window,  where  instead  of  the  white 
glass  there  was  set  up  in  coloured  glass,  the  picture  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  in  form  of  a  dove  with  the  image  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  Christ, 
Angels,  and  Seraphim,  for  which  the  glazier  was  paid  since  the 
Archbishop's  commitment  to  the  Tower  by  the  Archbishop's  direc- 
tion, as  the  glazier  verily  believed,  this  new  window  being  set  up 
about  the  beginning  of  the  Parliament  but  since  demolished  by 
order  of  the  Parliament,  which  manifests  this  Archbishop's  per- 
severance in  his  Popish  innovations,  notwithstanding  the  many  late 
complaints  against  him  in  the  last  dissolved  Parliament  and  the  late 
Scottish  troubles.  When  this  archprelate  had  in  his  metropolitical 
visitation  by  private  instructions  only  to  his  Vicar-general  and  other 
agents  set  on  these  innovations  and  introduced  them  into  many 
parish  churches  in  most  diocesses,  he  then  by  his  subordinate 
suffragans  and  creatures  began  to  enforce  them  universally  upon  all 
ministers,  churchwai'dens  and  people  by  visitation,  oaths,  and 
articles,  upon  which  such  ministers,  churchwardens  and  others,  who 
were  either  negligent  or  backwards  to  promote  or  opposed  unto 
these  innovations  were  presented  and  prosecuted  as  delinquents. 
Dr.  Pierce,  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  Matthew  Wrenn,  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  Bishop  Lindsell  of  Peterborough,  Bishop  Montague  of 
Chichester,  and  Bishop  Skinner  of  Bristol  were  the  chief  promoters 
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of  his  innovations,  especially  of  railing  in  Communion  Tables  altar- 
wise,  bowing  to  them,  &c.  Transcript  of  visitation  articles,  used 
in  several  diocesses  in  the  years  1635  and  1638.  Distinct  and 
punctual  answer  must  be  made  to  every  one  of  these  articles.  On 
which  churchwardens  and  sidemen  were  obliged  to  present  Noncon- 
formists to  them  by  this  short  ensuing  oath.  The  tenor  of  the  oath 
then  follows.  Points  enquired  into  by  Bishop  Wrenn  of  Norwich 
in  his  first  visitation.

But  now-a-days  it  is  necessarily  enjoined  by  our  Church 
Governors,  for  they  must  not  be  churched  without  it.  Those  that 
come  into  the  Church  now  without  their  cringes  towards  the  Altar, 
are  thought  to  come  with  no  more  reverence  into  the  Church  than  a 
tinker  and  his  bitch  come  into  an  ale-house.  Archbishop,  p.  46.

73.  Complaint  of  Richard  Crowther,  sometime  preacher  of  God's 
"Word  at  Ewell  in  Surrey.  That  in  1628  Dr.  Abbott,  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  being  confined  to  his  house,  complainant  was  at  the 
instance  of  Laud,  then  Bishop  of  London,  committed  prisoner  to 
Newgate  for  six  weeks  without  bail.  Dr.  Moseley  repairing  to 
Bishop  Laud,  and  desiring  the  cause  why  he  had  committed  com- 
plainant, answered  with  fury  "that  he  should  know  to  his  cost,  and 
all  the  rest,  before  he  had  done  with  them."     [If  pp.] 

74.  Information  against  Archbishop  Laud : — 

1.  John  Dillingham  in  Wbitefriars.  That  he  being  in  the  King's 

Bench  Court,  when  George  Huntley,  deprived  by  the  High 
Commissioners,  had  a  cause  depending  there  in  which  he 
could  get  no  counsel  to  plead  for  him.  Sir  Thos.  Richard- 
son the  Chief  Justice  desired  Mr.  Huntley  to  make  use  of 
another  court  to  sue  them.  Upon  being  pressed  to  hear 
the  cause,  he  answered  "  I  pray  thee,  Mr.  Huntley,  sue  in 
some  other  court,  for  upon  my  faith  I  dare  not  do  thee 
justice." 

2.  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg.     That  Archbishop  [Laud]  granted  an 

allowance  to  a  vicar  out  of  an  impropriation  belonging  to 
Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg,  who  repairing  to  him,  told  him  it 
was  a  lay  fee,  whereupon  the  Archbishop  replied  in  great 
rage  to  this  effect :  He  hoped  ere  long  not  to  leave  so 
much  as  the  name  of  a  lay  fee  in  England. 

3.  Earl  of  Pembroke.     That  the  Bishop  at  Greenwich  called 

the  Council  together  to  complain  of  the  judges  about 
granting  prohibitions  on  a  Lord's-Day. 
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4.  Ship  money   [Laud's]   project,  and    lie  most  violent  in  it, 
He  placed  all  chaplains  about  the  King.     [|  p.] 

75.  Information  of  George  Huntley  against  Laud.  After  my 
action  of  false  imprisonment  against  Dr.  Kingsley  and  others.  Com- 
missioners in  the  King's  Bench  Court,  was  by  the  judge  of  that 
Court,  pretended  to  be  discontinued  because  my  attorney  Mr.  Saun- 
ders began  that  action  by  original  and  drew  up  the  imparlances  by 
bill.  Afterwards  I  directed  my  attorney,  Mr.  Merefield,  to  take  out 
a  new  original,  and  to  begin  another  action  of  false  imprisonment 
against  certain  High  Commissioners  for  satisfaction  for  my  two 
years'  imprisonment  from  19  April  1627  to  April  1629.  Mr.  Mere- 
field,  having  done  as  instructed  was  about  that  action  called 
before  the  Privy  Council  and  committed  to,  the  Fleet,  because  he  had 
not  carried  the  "  original "  to  the  Sherifi"  of  London,  where  he  laid  the 
action,  but  only  the  "  capias,"  and  as  I  take  it  the  "  alias."  When  I 
was  cited  to  appear  in  the  High  Commission  Court  and  to  bring  in 
my  orders  or  else  to  be  excommunicated,  I  appeared,  and  then  Arch- 
bishop Abbott  required  my  orders  of  me,  and  I  told  him  that  I  had 
brought  theti  for  the  same  purpose,  but  desired  to  know  my  fault. 
Laud,  then  Bishop  of  London,  told  me  that  this  was  the  fault  he 
charged  me  with,  that  I,  being  an  ecclesiastical  person  in  this  eccle- 
siastical cause,  did  avoid  the  judgment  of  this  ecclesiastical  court 
and  fly  to  the  temporal  judges  for  succour  and  relief;  whereunto  I 
answered,  if  I  have  transgressed  any  law,  show  the  law,  and  I  pre- 
sently submit.     Underwritten, 

75.  I.  T  remain  in  the  parish  of  Beddingtori,  Surrey,  eight  miles 

hence ;  send  to  my  brother's  house  at  the  Black  Lion  in 
King  Street,  when  you  would  have  me  attend,  and  he  will 
give  notice.     [1  p.] 

76.  Information  by  Henry  Burton  against  Archbishop  Laud.  On 
the  2nd  April,  1629, 1,  Henry  Burton,  then  of  S.  Matthew's,  Friday 
Street,  was  convented  by  a  pursuivant  at  a  private  and  extraordinary 
High  Commission  out  of  term  at  London  House,  before  Wm.  Laud, 
then  Bishop  of  London,  and  Dr.  Harsnet,  then  Archbishop  of  York, 
with  other  Commissioners,  for  some  books  written  by  me,  as  The 
Seven  Vials,  Babel  no  Bethel,  The  Law  and  the  Gospel  recon- 
ciled, &c.,  to  all  objections  whereunto  I  then  answered,  yet  their 
definitive  sentence  was  that  T  must  be  sent  prisoner  to  the  Fleet. 
And  when  I  pleaded  to  Laud  upon  his  refusal  of  suflBcient  bail  then 
tendered,  saying,  no,  my  Lord  ?  then  I  desire  to  know  by  what  law 
or  statute  of  the  land  you  do  imprison  me  ?  If  it  be  according  to 
law,  I  humbly  submit  myself,  but  otherwise  I  do  here  claim  the 
right, and  privilege  of  a  subject,  according  to  the  Petition  of  Right. 
It  may  not  be,  quoth  the  Bishop  of  London,  for  the  King  hath  given 
me  express  charge  concerning  you,  Mr.  Burton,  that  no  bail  shall 
be  taken  for  you.  So  I  was  sent  away  prisoner  to  the  Fleet,  by 
warrant,  whereof  I  have  the  warrant  to  show ;  ai;id  this  commit- 
ment was  soon  after  the  Petition  of  Right  was  signed  by  the  King. 
(Signed)    Henry  Burton. 
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P.S. — In  a  case  concerning  a  pew  in  a  church  in  the  High 
Commission  a  Pope's  cause  pleaded,  against  a  statute,  was  voted  to 
over-rule  it.  Endorsed :  The  cause  of  my  commitment  to  the  Fleet, 
Apr.  2,  1629.     [1  p.] 

77.  Deposition  of  Sir  Thos.  Dacres,  M.P.,  January  1643-4.  That 
whilst  Laud  was  Bishop  of  London  the  two  churchwardens  of 
Cheshunt,  Herts,  viz.,  Thos.  Wilson  and  Richard  Collier,  according 
to  their  usual  manner  went  out  on  a  Sabbath  afternoon  into  the 
alehouses  and  disorderly  places  to  see  who  frequently  absented 
themselves  from  church  and  were  drinking.  On  one  occasion  they 
having  been  to  Waltham  Cross,  at  the  end  of  the  sermon,  acquainted 
me  in  the  vestry,  that  they  found  many  drinking  in  the  houses  of 
Rowland  Gosnall  and  Toler  of  Cheshunt,  whereupon  I  having  given 
them  an  oath  to  prove  the  premises  sent  forth  my  wariant,  which 
was  afterwards  signed  by  Sir  Richard  Lucy  and  Sergeant  Atkins, 
for  levying  the  penalties  according  to  the  statute,  viz.,  20s.  of  the 
one  for  keeping  an  alehouse  without  licence,  and  10s.  of  the  other 
for  admitting  company  to  continue  drinking  in  his  house,  also 
3s.  4id.  of  everyone  who  was  drinking  there,  and  \s.  of  each  for 
being  absent  from  church.  I.  withall  told  the  churchwardens  that 
they  also  might  do  their  duty  by  presenting  them  for  disorder  on 
the  Sabbath  Day  in  the  Ecclesiastical  Court.  Upon  the  endeavour 
of  the  officers  to  execute  their  distress  it  seems  that  Gosnall  or 
Toler  complained  either  to  the  Bishop  of  London,  or  his  officers, 
and  were  then  summoned  to  appear  at  London,  but  for  what  was 
then  said  to  them  by  the  Bishop  this  deponent  refers  himself  to 
their  examinations.  The  Bishop  upon  hearing  that  the  warrant 
was  only  signed  by  Sir  Richard  Lucy  and  Sergeant  Atkins  upon 
my  acquainting  them  with  the  business,  replied  that  he  wondered 
why  I,  being  a  layman,  should  intermeddle  in  what  belonged  to 
ecclesiastical  affairs,  and  that  gentlemen  would  find  the  first 
inconvenience  themselves  in  it,  and  why  I  should  examine  church- 
wardens in  the  vestry,  it  being  not  fit  to  make  a  mixture  of 
temporal  and  ecclesiastical  authorities.  I  returned  answer  that  I 
had  done  nothing  but  my  duty  as  a  justice  of  peace  and  accord- 
ing to  my  oath.  The  Bishop  said  I  had  no  warrant  for  it,  it 
belonged  not  unto  me,  and  that  I  should  answer  it  elsewhere.  I 
replied  the  Statutes  were  my  warrant,  and  that  I  examined  Wilson 
and  Collier  as  witnesses  not  as  churchwardens,  that  what  I  did 
debarred  not  the  churchwardens  from  presenting  them  for  their 
abuse  committed  on  the  Sabbath  in  the  Spiritual  Court,  but  that 
if  he  being  a  Privy  Councillor  would  command  me  not  to  execute 
the  duty  of  my  oath  as  a  justice  of  peace  but  forbear,  I  could  then 
tell  what  I  had  to  do.  The  Bishop  said  no  that  he  would  not  do,  but 
that  I  should  not  meddle  in  what  belonged  not  to  a  justice,  and  so 
after  telling  him  what  the  Statutes  were  which  warranted  my 
actions,  the  Bishop  told  me  he  was  glad  I  did  come  to  him  for  that 
it  had  been  in  debate  at  the  High  Commission  Court  that  afternoon 
and  resolved  that  letters  missive  should  have  been  sent  for 
Sir  Richard  Lucy,  myself,  and  Sergeant  Atkins,  but  he  was  now 
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fully  satisfied  and  desired  me  to  inform  his  Chancellor,  Dr.  Drake, 
so  much,  and  that  nothing  further  should  be  done  against  me  or  the 
other  two  justices  in  this  matter.     [2|  p.] 

78.  Informations  by  Sir  Nicholas  Eainton,  Mr.  Mosse,  and 
Mr.  Marsh  against  Archbishop  Laud.  Sir  Nicholas  Eainton  when 
Lord  Mayor  was  questioned  [at  the  Council  Table]  for  carrying  up 
his  sword  in  Paul's,  which  he  concBives  was  by  the  Archbishop's 
means.  He  was  checked  by  the  Archbishop  for  questioning  a 
woman  for  selling  apples  in  Paul's.  Testimony  of  Mosse  and  Marsh 
in  confirmation  of  the  same.  Marsh  testifies  that  Laud,  then  Bishop 
of  London,  referring  to  Eainton  carrying  up  the  sword  in  Paul's, 
spoke  to  this  effect :  That  the  Church  had  been  trampled  underfoot 
these  last  100  years,  but  he  hoped  before  the  next  100  years  it 
would  be  up  again,  and  by  his  then  expressions  seemed  to  be  very 
angry  at  the  carrying  up  the  sword.     [Article  6.     1  p.] 

79.  Information  of  John  Clayton  touching  the  intervention  of 
Archbishop  Laud  in  a  suit  about  7  Car.,  wherein  Th6s.  Clayton  had 
a  judgment  by  Nihil  dicit  upon  a  rule  in  court  upon  motion  against - 
Francis  Burley,  nephew  to  Dr.  Momford,  upon  the  statute  of  non- 
residence.  The  plaintiff"  got  intelligence  that  Laud  had  spoken  for 
Burley  to  some  of  the  judges,  wTiereupon  the  now  Archbishop  being 
remonstrated  with  affirmed  that  he  both  had  spoken  to  the  judges 
and  would  speak  to  them,  and  that  he  would  suffer  no  Nihil  dicit 
to  be  against  any  clergyman.

80.  Mary,  widow  of  John  Cakes,  attestes  that  her  husband  about 
seven  years  since  printed  part  of  a  book  intitled  Francis  Salis' 
Introduction  to  a  Devout  Life,  licensed  by  Dr.  Haywood,  chaplain 
to  Archbishop  Laud  for  the  press.  Finding  some  Popish  passages 
not  fit  for  the  press  as  he  cohceived.  Cakes  carried  the  same  to 
Haywood,  who  told  him  to  go  on  and  print  the  same,  and  he  would 
bear  him  out  therein.  When  the  book  was  published  exceptions 
were  taken  to  these  passages,  and  the  book  ordered  to  be  burnt  in 
Smithfield,  which  was  done.  Cakes  was  thereupon  sent  for  and 
imprisoned  about  three  weeks,  and  the  fault  put  upon  him  and  the 
publisher,  as  if  they  had  put  those  passages  into  the  licensed  copy 
when  Dr.  Haywood  had  purged  them  out,  whereas  in  truth  he 
commanded  the  passages  to  be  put  in  and  stand  as  they  were  in 
the  copy  brought  to  the  press,  which  was  proved  before  Sir  Edward 
Deering  at  a  Committee  this  Parliament.     [^  p.] 

81.  Informations  against  Archbishop  Laud.  Mr.  Meare  in  Bread 
St.,  hosier,  saith  he  heard  Laud,  when  Bishop  of  London,  say  in 
the  High  Commission  Court,  upon  the  delivery  of  a  Prohibition  in 
Court,  "Lay  him  by  the  heels,  or  away  with  him  to  prison," 
Informations  by  John  Gellibrand  and  Mr.  Weldon,  of  Westminster, 
lip-] 

82.  Informations  against  Archbishop  Laud  by  James  Prince  and 
Thos.  Noyan,    Prince  testifies  that  when  the  Soap  boilers  appeared

in  the  Star  Chamber  touching  thfiir  boiling  soap  after  the  patent 
granted  to  others  for  that  employment,  counsel  pleaded  on  both 
sides,  and  when  it  came  to  Dr.  Laud's,  turn  to  speak,  he  said  that 
Griffin  and  the  rest,  who  were  then  prisoners  in  the  Meet  for  that 
cause,  were  most  to  be  blamed  for  their  disobedience,  which  was 
not  only  their  fault,  but  he  affirmed  that  it  was  the  fault  and  sin 
over  the  kingdom  of  which  he  had  complained  and  would  still 
complain  till  men  were  brought  to  obey  such  things  as  were 
enjoined  by  authority.  This  myself  and  others  thought  to  be  a 
sad  presage  of  blind  obedience  which  would  be  required  of  all  men 
in  matters  of  liberty  and  estates,  as  we  saw  it  was  then  too  forward 
in  matters  of  the  Church.  Mr.  Thos.  Noyan  can  testify  that  at  the 
Council  Board  it  being  debated  about  the  setting  of  the  Communion 
Table  altar-wise  in  Gregory's  church,  by  Paul's.  The  counsel  for 
the  parish  upon  occasion  vouching  something  in  Bishop  [John] 
Jewel's  book,  ordained  by  Parliament  to  be  kept  in  every  church, 
Canterbury  said  I  shall  beseech  your  Majesty  if  this  be  the  use 
they  make  of  those  books  they  may  be  removed  out  of  the  church, 
or  to  that  effect.     [1  p.] 

83.  The  like  by  John  Burges,  of  Sutton-Coldfield,  co.  Warwick, 
practitioner  in. physic  in  London.  How  he  was  prevented  from 
taking  his  degree  of  Dr.  and  B.Ph.  at  Oxford  by  Dr.  Smith,  Vice- 
Chancellor,  on  account  of  certain  words  spoken.  After  this  Laud 
caused  examinant  to  be  fetched  up  by  a  pursuivant  88  miles,  and 
caused  articles  original  and  additional  to  be  exhibited  against  him. 
In  the  end  of  Michaelmas  term  he  was  committed  to  the  Clink, 
before  his  cause  was  heard,  though  he  had  given  bond  for  his 
appearance  and  paid  fees.  Laud  then  caused  him  to  be  fined  5001., 
and  immediately  to  be  removed  to  the  Gatehouse,  where  he  paid 
new  fees  and  was  detained  about  nine  months,  and  enjoined  to 
make  a  submission"  in  conceptis  verbis,  expressly  contrary  to  his 
answers  upon  oath,  and  required  to  make  a  solemn  protestation 
that  the  calling  of  the  reverend  Bishops  was  of  Divine  institution, 
with  some  other  such  things  mentioned  in  his  submission,  which 
together  with  the  articles  against  him  are  upon  record,  to  which  he 
refers  himself.  {Mkev  much  petitioning  he  got  his  fine  mitigated  to 
40L,  which  he  paid  in  towards  the  rebuilding  ,of  Paul's,  and  ^en 
Laud  protested  that  he  should  not  take  his  degrees  while  he  lived. 
He  heard  Laud  say  openly  in  the  High  Commission  Court  "  I  will 
break  my  back  or  I  will  break  the  neck  of  these  prohibitions." 
The  main  things  for  which  he  was  censured  in  the  High  Com- 
mission were  for  that  he  said  he  would  rather  give  10s.  to  the 
pulling  down  of  Paul's  Church,  to  build  other  churches  where 
wanted,  or  relieve .  the  poor,  than  5s.  to  repair  it.  That  churches 
were  not  simply  necessary,  &c.     22  Jany.  164i3.    [1  p.] 

84.  Information  against  Archbishop  Laud.  Richard  Hodgkinson 
being  brought  before  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  for  printing  a 
book  called  [John]  Cowell's  "  Interpreter  "  [or  Explanation  of  Law 
Terms]  forbidden  by  order  of  Parliament,  and  a  proclamation  for 
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none  to  keep  the  book,  but  to  bring  them  to  the  Sheriff  and  Bishop 
Laud  referred  the  matter  to  Sir  John  Lambe  who  justified  the 
book,  asking  what  hurt  was  in  it.

As  far  back  as  the  year  1800,  a  Ooramittee  of  the  House  of  Oommons  recom. 
mended  that  Indexes  and  Calendars  should  be  made  to  the  Public  Records,  and 
thirty-six  years  afterwards  another  Committee  of  the  House  of  Oommons  reite- 
rated that  recommendation  in  more  forcible  words ;  but  it  was  not  until  the 
incorporation  of  the  State  Paper  Office  with  the  Public  Eeoord  Office  that  the 
Master  of  the  Eolls  found  himself  in  a  position  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for 
carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

On  7  December  1855,  he  stated  to  tlie  Lords  of  the  Treasury  that  althougli 
"  the  Records,  State  Papers,  and  Documents  in  his  charge  constitute  the  most 
"  complete  and  perfect  series  of  their  kind  in  the  civilized  world,"  and  although 
"  they  are  of  the  greatest  value  in  a  historical  and  constitutional  point  of  view, 
"  yet  they  are  comparatively  useless  to  the  public,  from  the  want  of  proper 
"  Calendars  and  Indexes."  Acting  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  House  of  Commons  above  referred  to,  he  suggested  to  the  Lordsr 
of  the  Treasury  that  to  effect  the  object  he  had  in  view  it  would  be  necessary  fa' 
him  to  employ  a  few  Persons  fully  qualified  to  perform  the  work  which  he  con 
templated.  ' 

Their  Lordships  assented  to  the  necessity  of  having  Calendars  prepared  and 
printed,  and  empowered  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  to  take  such  steps  as  m.ight  be 
necessary  for  this  purpose.

On  25  July  1822,  the  House  of  Commons  presented  an  address  to  the  Crown, 
stating  that  the  editions  of  the  works  of  our  ancient  historians  were  inconvenient 
and  defective ;  that  many  of  their  writings  still  remained  in  manuscript,  and,  in 
some  cases,  in  a  single  copy  only.  They  added,  "  that  an  uniform  and  oon- 
"  venient  edition  of  the  whole,  published  under  His  Majesty's  royal  sanction, 
' '  would  be  an  undertaking  honourable  to  His  Majesty's  reign,  and  conducive  to 
"the  advancement  of  historical  and  constitutional  knowledge  ;  that  the  House 
"  therefore  humbly  besought  His  Majesty,  that  He  would  be  graciously  pleased 
"  to  give  such  directions  as  His  Majesty,  in  His  wisdom,  might  think  fit,  for 
''  the  publication  of  a  complete  edition  of  the  ancient  historians  of  this  realm, 
"  and  assured  His  Majesty  that  whatever  expense  might  be  necessary  for  this 
"  purpose  would  be  made  good." 

The  Master  of  the  EoUs,  being  very  desirous  that  effect  should  be  given  to  the 
resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons,  submitted  to  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  in 
1867  a  plan  for  the  publication  of  the  ancient  chronicles  and  memorials  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  it  was  adopted  accordingly.  In  selecting  these  works,  it 
was  considered  right,  in  the  first  instance,  to  give  preference  to  those  of  which 
the  manuscripts  were  unique,  or  the  materials  of  which  would  help  to  fill  up 
blanks  in  English  history  for  which  no  satisfactory  and  authentic  information 
hitherto  existed  in  any  accessible  form.  One  great  object  the  Master  of  the  Bolls 
had  in  view  was  to  form  a  corpus  Mstoricum  within  reasonable  limits,  and  which 
should  be  as  complete  as  possible.  In  a  subject  of  so  vast  a  range,  it  was  im- 
portant that  the  historical  student  should  be  able  to  select  such  volumes  as 
conformed  with  his  own  peculiar  tastes  and  studies,  and  not  be  put  to  the  expense 
of  purchasing  the  whole  collection ;  an  inconvenience  inseparable  from  any  other 
plan  than  that  which  has  been  in  this  instance  adopted. 

Of  the  Chronicles  and  Memorials,  the  following  volumes  have  been  published. 
They  embrace  the  period  from  the  earliest  time  of  British  history  down  to  the 
end  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 


1,  Thb  CHEONICI.E  OF  EusLAND,  by  JoHN  Capgbave.    Edited  hy  the  Eev.  ¥.  C. 

HiNGESTON,  M.A.,  of  Exeter  College,  Oxford.    1858. 

Capgrave  was  prior  of  Lynn,  in  Norfolk,  and  provincial  of  the  order  of  the 
Friars  Hermits  of  England  shortly  before  the  year  1464.  His  Chronicle  extends 
from  the  creation  of  the  world  to  the  year  1417.  '  As"a  record  of  the  language 
spoken  in  Norfolk  (being  written  in  English),  it  is  of  considerable  value. 

2.  Cheonicon  Monastekii  he  Abingdon.    Vols.  I.  and  II.    JEdited  hy  the  Eev.

This  Chronicle  traces  the  history  of  the  great  Benedictine  monastery  of 
Abingdon  in  Berkshire,  from  its  foundation  by  King  Ina  of  Wessex,  to  the 
reign  of  Kichard  I.,  shortly  after  which  period  the  present  narrative  was  drawn 
up  by  an  inmate  of  the  establishment.  The  author  had  access  to  the  title-deeds 
of  the  house ;  and  incorporates  into  his  history  various  charters  of  the  Saxon 
kings,  of  great  importance  as  illustrating  not  only  the  history  of  the  locality 
but;  that  of  the  kingdom,    The  work  is  printed  for  the  first  time. 
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3.  Lives  of  BDWAaD  the  Oonpessoe.    I. — La  Bstoire  de  Seint  Aedward  le  Eei 

II. — Vita  Beati  Edvardi  Eegis  et  Confessoris.  III. — Vita  .fflduuardi 
Regis  qui  apud  Westmonasterijiin  requiesoit.  Edited  hy  Heney  Richards 
LuAED,  M.A.,  Eellow  and  Assistant  Tutor  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge. 
1858. 

The  first  is  a  poem  in  Norman  French,  containing  4,686  lines,  addressed  to 
Alianor,  Queen  of  Henry  III.,  probably  -vrritten  in  1245,  on  the  restoration  of 
the  church  of  Westminster.  Nothing  is  known  of  the  author.  The  second  is 
an  anonymous  poem,  containing  !i36  lines,  written  between  1440  and  1450,  by 
command  of  Henry  TI.,  to  whom  it  is  dedicated.  It  does  not  throw  any 
new  light  on  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  but  is  valuable  as  a  specimen 
of  the"  Latin  poetry  of  the  time.  The  third,  also  by  an  anonymous  author,  was 
apparently  written  for  Qaeeu  Edith,  between  1066  and  1074,  during  the  pressure 
of  the  suffering  brought  on  the  Saxons  by  the  Norman  conquest.  It  notices 
many  facts  not  found  in  other  writers,  and  some  which  differ  considerably  from 
the  usual  accounts.

The  first  volume  contains  original  materials  for  the  history  of  the  settlement 
of  the  order  of  Saint  Francis  in  England,  the  letters  of  Adam  de  Marisco,  and 
other  papers  connected  with  the  foundation  and  diffusion  of  this  great  body.  It 
was  the  aim  of  the  editor  to  collect  whatever  historical  information  could  be 
found  in  this  country,  towards  illustrating  a  period  of  the  national  history  for 
which  only  scanty  materials  exist.  None  of  these  have  been  before  printed. 
The  second  volume  contains  materials  found,  since  the  first  volume  was 
published,  among  the  MSS.  of  Sir  Charles  Isham,  and  in  various  libraries. 

5.  Fascicttli  Zizaniosum  Magistei  Johannis  Wtclip  cum  Teitico.     Ascribed 

to  Thomas  Nettee,  of  Walden,  Provincial  of  the  Carmelite  Order   in 

England,  and  Confessor  to  King  Henry  the  Fifth.    Edited  hy  the  Rev.  W. 

W.  Shielby,  M.A.,  Tutor  and  late  Fellow  of  Wadham   College,   Oxford, 

1858. 

This  work  derives  its  principal  value  from  being  the  only  contemporaneous 
account  of  the  rise  of  the  Lollards.  When  written,  the  disputes  of  the  school-  ■ 
men  had  been  extended  to  the  field  of  theology,  and  they  appear  both  in  the 
writings  of  Wycliff  and  in  those  of  his  adversaries.  Wyclifi's  little  bundles 
of  tares  are  not  less  metaphysical  than  theological,  and  the  conflict  between 
Nominalists  and  Eealists  rages  side  by  side  with  the  conflict  between  the  different 
interpreters  of  Scripture.  The  work  gives  a  good  idea  of  the  controversies  at 
'  the  end  of  the  14th  and  the  beginning  of  the  15th  centuries.  '

1858. 


This  is  a  metrical  translation  of  a  Latin  Prose  Chronicle,  written  in  the  first 
half  of  the  16th  century.  The  narrative  begins  with  the  earliest  legends  and 
ends  with  the  death  of  James  I.  of  Scotland,  and  the  "e-vil  endmg  of  the 
traitors  that  slew  him."  Strict  accuracy  of  statement  is  not  to  be  looked  for ; 
but  the  stories  of  the  colonization  of  Spain,  Ireland,  and  Scotland  are  interesting 
if  not  true  ;  and  the  chronicle  reflects  the  manners,  sentiments,  and  character 
of  the  ago  in  which  it  was  composed.  The  peculiarities  of  the  Scottish  dialect 
are  well  illustrated  in  this  version,  and  the  student  of  language  will  find  ample 
materials  for  comparison  with  the  English  dialects  of  the  same  period,  and  with 
modem  lowland  Scotch. 
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7.  JoHAUKis  Cabgbave  Libee  de  Illustmbus  Heneiois.     Edited  hy  the  Kev.  F.  0. 

HiNGESTON,  M.A.,  of  Exeter  College,  Oxford.    1858. 

This  work  is  dedicated  to  Henry  VI.  of  England,  ■who  appears  to  have  heen,  in 
the  author's  estimation,  the  greatest  of  all  the  Henries.  It  is  divided  into  three 
parts,  each  having  a  separate  dedication.  The  first  part  relates  only  to  the  history 
of  the  Empire,  from  the  election  of  Henry  I.,  the  Fowler,  to  the  end  of  the 
reign  of  the  Emperor  Henry  VI.  The  second  part  is  devoted  to  English 
history,  from  the  accession  of  Henry  I.  in  1100,  to  1446,  which  was  the  twenty- 
fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  The  third  part  contains  the  lives  of 
illustrious  men  who  have  borne  the  name  of  Henry  in  various  parts  of  the  world. 
Capgrave  was  borne  in  1393,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  II.,  and  lived  during  the 
Wars  of  the  Roses,  for  which  period  his  work  is  of  some  value. 

8.  HiSTOEIA   MONASIEEII    S.    AlTGUSTINI    0 ANTUAEIENSIS ,    by   ThOMAS    OP    ElMHAM, 

formerly  Monk  and  Treasurer  of  that  Foundation.  Edited  hy  Charles  Haed- 
■WICK.,  M.A.,  Fellow  of  St.  Catharine's  Hall,'  and  Christian  Advocate  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge.    1858. 

This  history  extends  from  the  arrival  of  St.  Augustine  in  Kent  until  1191. 
Prefixed  is  a  chronology  as  far  as  1418,  which  shows  in  outline  what  was  to  have 
been  the  character  of  the  work  when  completed.  The  only  copy  known  is  in  the 
possession  of  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge.  The  author  was  connected  with  Norfolk, 
and  most  probably  with  Elmham,  whence  he  derived  his  name. 

9.  EtjIiOGIUM  (Histoeiaetim  sive  Tempoeis)  :  Chronicon  ab  Orbe  condito  usque  ad

This  is  a  Latin  Chronicle  extending  from  the  Creation  to  the  latter  part  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  III.,  and  written  by  a  monk  of  the  Abbey  of  Malmesbury,  in 
Wiltshire,  about  the  year  1367.  A  continuation,  carrying  the  history  of  England 
down  to  the  year  1413,  was  added  in  the  former  half  of  the  fifteenth  century  by 
an  author  whose  name  is  not  known.  The  original  Chronicle  is  divided  into 
five  books,  and  contains  a  history  of  the  world  generally,  but  more  especially 
of  England  to  the  year  1366.  The  continuation  extends  the  history  down  to 
the  coronation  of  Henry  V.  The  Eulogium  itself  is  chiefly  valuable  as  contain-  , 
ing  a  history,  by  a  contemporary,  of  the  period  between  1356  and  1366.  The 
notices  of  events  appear  to  have  been  written  very  soon  after  their  occurrence. 
Among  other  interesting  matter,  the  Chronicle  contains  a  diary  of  the  Poitiers 
campaign,  evidently  furnished  by  some  person  who  accompanied  the  army  of  the 
Black  Prince.  The  continuation  of  the  Chronicle  is  also  the  work  of  a  contem- 
porary, and  gives  a  very  interesting  account  of  the  reigns  of  Richard  II.  and 
Henry  IV.  It  is  believed  to  be  the  earliest  authority  for  the  statement  that  the 
latter  monarch  died  in  the  Jerusalem  Chamber  at  Westminster.

The  contents  of  this  volume  are — (1)  a  life  of  Henry  VII.,  by  his  poet 
laureate  and  historiographer,  Bernard  Andre,  of  Toulouse,  with  some  composi- 
tions in  verse,  of  which  he  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  author ;  (2)  the  journals 
of  Roger  Machado  during  certain  embassies  on  which  he  was  sent  by  Henry  VII. 
to  Spain  and  Brittany,  the  first  of  which  had'  reference  to  the  marriage  of  the 
King's  son,  Arthur,  with  Catharine  of  Arragon ;  (3)  two  curious  reports  by 
envoys  sent  to  Spain  in  1505  touching  the  succession  to  the  Crown  of  Castile, 
and  a  project  of  marriage  between  Henry  VII.  and  the  Queen  of  Naples; 
and  (4)  an  account  of  Philip  of  Castile's  reception  in  England  in  1506.  Other 
documents  of  interest  are  given  in  an  appendix.

This  volume  contains  three  treatises  which  more  or  less  illustrate  the  history  of 
the  reign  of  Henry  V.,  viz. :  A  life  by  Robert  Redman ;  a  Metrical  Chronicle  by 
Thomas  Elmham,  prior  of  Lenton,  a  contemporary  author  ;  Versus  Ehythmici, 
written  apparently  by  a  monk  of  Westminster  Abbey,  who  was  also  a  contempo- 
rary of  Henry  V.     These  works  are  printed  for  the  first  time.

The  manuscript  of  the  Liber  Albus,  compiled  'by  John  Carpentsr,  Common 
Clerk  of  the  City  of  London  in  the  year  1419,  a  large  folio  volume,  is  pre- 
served in  the  Record  Koom  of  the  City  of  London,  It  gives  an  account  of 
the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  that  City  in  the  12th,  13th,  14th, 
and  early  part  of  the  15th  centuries.  The  Liber  Custumarum  was  compiled 
prohahly  by  various  hands  in  the  early  part  of  the  14th  century  during  the 
reign  of  Edward  II.  The  manuscript,  a  folio  volume,  is  also  preserved  in 
the  Record  Room  of  the  City  of  London,  though  some  portion  in  its  original 
state,  borrowed  from  thp  City  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  never 
returned,  forms  part  of  the  Cottonian  MS.  Claudius  J).  II.  in  the  British 
Museum.  It  also  gives  an  account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions 
of  the  City  of  London  in  the  12th,  13th,  and  early  part  of  the  14th  centuries. 

13.  Cheonica  Johannis  de  Oxenedes.    -Edited  hy  Sir  Heney  Ellis,  K.H.    1869. 

Although  this  Chronicle  tells  of  the  arrival  of  Hengist  and  Horsa  in  England 
in  449,  yet  it  substantially  begins  with  the  reign  of  King  Alfred,  and  comes 
down  to  1292,  where  it  ends  abruptly.  The  history  is  particularly  valuable 
for  notices  of  events  in  the  eastern  portions  of  the  Kingdom,  not  to  be 
elsewhere  obtained.  Some  curious  facts  are  mentioned  relative  to  the  floods  in 
that  part  of  England,  which  are  confirmed  in  the  Eriesland  Chronicle  of 
Anthony  Heinrich,  pastor  of  the  Island  of  Mohr. 

14.  A  Collection  ov  Political  Poems  and  Sonss  eelating  to  En&lish  Histoet, 

FEOM  THE  Accession  op  Edward  III.  to  the  Ebign  of  Heney  VIII.    Vols.  I. 
and  II.    J5?(iiW  %  Thomas  Weight,  Esq.,  M. A.    1859-1861. 

These  Poems  are  perhaps  the  most  interesting  of  all  the  historical  writings  of 
the  period,  though  they  cannot  be  relied  on  for  accuracy  of  statement.  They 
are  various  in  character ;  some  are  upon  religious  subjects,  some  may  be  called 
satires,  and  some  give  no  more  than  a  court  scandal ;  but  as  a  whole  they  pre- 
sent a  very  fair  picture  of  society,  and  of  the  relations  of  the  different  classes 
to  one  another.  The  period  comprised  is  in  itself  interesting,  and  brings  us 
through  the  decline  of  the  feudal  system,  to  the  beginning  of  our  modern 
history.    The  songs  in  old  English  are  of  considerable  value  to  the  philologist. 

15.  The  "Opus  Teetium,"  "Opus Minus,"  &c., of  Eogbe Bacon.  Editedhy  J.  S. 
Beewee,  M.A.,  Professor  of  English  Literature,  King's  College,  London. 
1859. 

This  is  the  celebrated  treatise — never  before  printed — so  frequently  referred 
to  by  the  great  philosopher  in  his  works.  It  contains  the  fullest  details  we 
possess  of  the  life  and  labours  of  Roger  Bacon :  also  a  fragment  by  the  same 
author,  supposed  to  be  unique,  the  "  Compendium  Studii  Theologia," 

16.  Baetholom^i  de  Cotton,  Monachi  Noewioensis,  Histoeia  Anglicana  ;  449- 
1298:  necnonejusdem  Liber  deAohiepisoopis  et  Episcopis  Anglise.  Edited 
by  Henbt  Eichaedb  ^IiTJaed,  M.  A.,  Fellow  and  Assistant  Tutor  of  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge.    1859. 

The  author,  a  monk  of  Norwich,  has  here  given  us  a  Chronicle  of  England 
from  the  arrival  of  the  Saxons  in  449  to  the  year  1298,  in  or  about  which  year 
it  appears  that  he  died.  The  latter  portion  of  this  history  (the  whole  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.  more  especially)  is  of  great  value,  as  the  writer  was  con- 
temporary with  the  events  which  he  records.  An  Appendix  contains  several 
illustrative  documents  connected  with  the  previous  narrative. 

17.  Bettt  y  Tywysogion  ;  or,  The  Chronicle  of  the  Princes  of  Wales.    Edited  by 

the  Eev.  John  Williams  ab  Ithel,  M.A.    1860. 

This  work,  also  known  as  "  The  Chronicle  of  fhe  Princes  of  Wales,"  has 
been  attributed  to  Caradoc  of  Llancarvan,  who  flourished  about  the  middle  of 
the  twelfth  centurj'.  It  is  written  in  the  ancient  Welsh  language,  begins  with 
the  abdication  and  death  of  Caedwala  at  Rome,  in  the  year  681,  and  continues 
the  history  down  to  the  subjugation  of  Wales  by  Edward  I.,  about  the  year  1282, 
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18.  A  Collection  op  Eotal  akd  Historical  Lettebs  dueino  the  Keign   o? 

Henet  IV.     1399-1404.     EAited  hy  the  Eev.  F.  C.  Hingeston,  M.A.,  of 
"Bxeter  College,  Oxford.    1860. 

This  volume,  like  all  the  others  in  the  series  containing  a  miscellaneous  selec- 
tion of  letters,  is  valuable  on  account  of  the  light  it  throws  upon  biographical 
history,  and  the  familiar  view  it  presents  of  characters,  manners,  and  events. 
The  period  requires  much  elucidation  ;  to  which  it  will  materially  contribute. 

19.  The  Repeessob.  op  ovek  much  Blaming  op  the  Clergy.  By  Eeginald 
Pecock,  sometime  Bishop  of  Chichester.  Vols.  I.  and  II.  Edited  by 
Chtjechill  Babington,  B.D.,  Fellow  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge. 
1860. 

The  "  Repressor  "  may  be  considered  the  earliest  piece  of  good  theological  dis- 
quisition of  which  our  English  prose  literature  can  boast.  The  author  was  born 
about  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  century,  consecrated  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph  in 
the  year  1444,  and  translated  to  the  see  of  Chichester  in  1450.  While  Bishop  of 
St.  Asaph,  he  zealously  defended  his  brother  prelates  from  the  attacks  of  those 
who  censured  the  bishops  for  their  neglect  of  duty.  He  maintained  that  it  was  no 
part  of  a  bishop's  functions  to  appear  in  the  pulpit,  and  that  his  time  might  be 
more  profitably  spent,  and  his  dignity  better  maintained,  in  the  performance  of 
works  of  a  higher  character.  Among  those  who  thought  differently  were  the 
I/ollards,  and  against  their  general  doctrines  the  "  Repressor  "  is  directed.  Pecock 
took  up  a  position  midway  between  that  of  the  Roman  Church  and  that  of  the 
modem  Anglican  Church ;  but  his  work  is  interesting  chiefly  because  it  gives  a 
full  account  of  the  views  of  the  Lollards  and  of  the  arguments  by  which  they  were 
supported,  and  because  it  assists  us  to  ascertain  the  state  of  feeling  which  ulti- 
mately led  to  the  Reformation.  Apart  from  religious  matters,  the  light  thrown  upon 
contemporaneous  history  is  very  small,  but  the  "  Repressor "  has  great  value 
for  the  philologist,  as  it  tells  us  what  were  the  characteristics  of  the  language  in 
use  among  the  cultivated  Englishmen  of  the  fifteenth  century.  Pecock,  though 
an  opponent  of  the  Lollards,  showed  a  certain  spirit  of  toleration,  for  which  he 
received,  towards  the  end  of  his  life,  the  usual  mediaeval  reward — persecution.. 

20.  Annales  Cambbub.  Edited  by  the  Eev.  John  Williams  ab  Ithel,  M.A. 
1860. 

These  annals,  which  are  in  Latin,  commence  in  447,  and  come  down 
to  1288.  The  earlier  portion  appears  to  be  taken  from  an  Irish  Chronicle, 
used  by  Tigemach,  and  by  the  compiler  of  the  Annals  of  Ulster.  During  its  first 
century  it  contains  scarcely  anything  relating  to  Britain,  the  earliest  direct 
concurrence  with  English  history  is  relative  to  the  mission  of  Augustine. 
Its  notices  throughout,  though  brief,  are  valuable.  The  annals  were  probably 
written  at  St.  Davids,  by  Blegewryd,  Archdeacon  of  LlaudafE,  the  most  Uamed 
man  in  his  day  in  all  Cymru. 

21.  The  Works  of  G-iealdus  Cambeensis.  Vols.  I.,  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  Edited 
hy  J.  S.  Beeweb,  M.A.,  Professor  of  English  Literature,  King's  College, 
London.  Vols.  V.,  VI.,  and  VII.  Edited  hy  the  Rev.  James  F.  Dimock, 
M.A.,  Eector  of  Barnburgh,  Yorkshire.    1861-1877. 

These  volumes  contain  the  historical  works  of  Gerald  du  Barry,  who  lived 
in  the  reigns  of  Henry  II.,  Richard  I.,  and  John,  and  attempted  to  re-establish 
the  independence  of  Wales  by  restoring  the  see  of  St.  Davids  to  its  ancient 
primacy.  His  works  are  of  a  very  miscellaneous  nature,  both  in  prose  and 
verse,  and  are  remarkable  chiefly  for  the  racy  and  original  anecdotes  which 
they  contain  relating  to  contemporaries.  He  is  the  only  Welsh  writer  of  any 
importance  who  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  mediaival  literature  of  this 
country,  or  assumed,  in  consequence  of  his  nationality,  so  free  and  independent 
a  tone.  His  frequent  travels  in  Italy,  in  France,  in  Ireland,  and  in  AVales,  gave 
him  opportunities  for  observation  which  did  not  generally  fall  to  the  lot  of  mediaeval 
writers  in  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries,  and  of  these  observations  Giraldus 
has  made  due  use.  Only  extracts  from  these  treatises  have  been  printed  before 
and  almost  all  of  them  are  taken  from  unique  manuscripts. 
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The  Topographia  Hibernica  (in  Vol.  V.)  is  the  result  of  Giialdus'  two  Visits. to 
Ireland.  The  first  in  1183,  the  second  in  1185-6,  when  ho  accompanied 
Prince  John  into  that  country.  Curious  as  this  treatise  is,  Mr.  Dimock  is  of 
opinion  that  it  ought  not  to  be  accepted  as  sober  truthful  history,  for  Giraldus 
himself  states  that  truth  was  not  his  main  object,  and  that  he  compiled  the  work 
for  the  purpose  of  sounding  the  praises  of  Henry  the  Second.  Elsewhere,  how- 
ever, he  declares  that  he  had  stated  nothing  in  the  Topographia  of  the  truth  of 
which  he  was  not  well  assured,  either  by  his  own  eyesight  or  by  the  testimony, 
with  all  diligence  elicited,  of  the  most  trustworthy  and  authentic  men  in  the 
country  ;  that  though  he  did  not  put  just  the  same  full  faith  in  their  reports  ,  as 
in  what  he  had  himself  seen,  yet,  as  they  only  related  what  they  had  themselves 
seen,  he  could  not  but  believe  such  credible  witnesses.  A  very  interesting  portion 
of  this  treatise  is  devoted  to  the  animals  of  Ireland.  It  shows  that  he  was  a  very 
accurate  and  acute  observer,  and  his  descriptions  are  given  in  a  way  that  a 
scientific  naturalist  of  the  present  day  could  hardly  improve  upon.  The  Expug- 
natio  Hibernica  was  written  about  1188  and  may  be  regarded  rather  as  a 
great  epic  than  a  sober  relation  of  acts  occurring  in  his  own  days.  No  one  can 
peruse  it  without  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  rather  a  poetical  fiction 
than  a  prosaic  truthful  history.  Vol.  VI.  contains  the  Itinerarium  Kambrise 
et  Descriptio  Kambriae :  and  Vol.  VII.,  the  lives  of  S.  Ee  migius  and 
S.  Hugh. 

22.  Letters  and  Papers  iliu sir ative  op  the  Wars  op  the  Enq-lish  in  France

Joseph  Stevenson,  M.A.,  of 
University  Oollege,  Durham,  and  Vicar  of  Leighton  Bazzard.     1861.-1864. 

These  letters  and  papers  are  derived  chiefly  from  originals  or  contemporary 
copies  extant  in  the  Bibliothfeque  Imperiale,  and  the  DepAt  des  Archives,  in 
Paris.  They  illustrate  the  policy  adopted  by  John  Duke  of  Bedford  and 
his  successors  during  their  government  of  Normandy,  and  other  provinces  of 
Prance  acquired  by  Henry  V.  Here  may  be  traced,  step  by  step,  the  gradual 
declension  of  the  English  power,  until  we  are  prepared  for  its  final  overthrow. 

23.  The  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle,  according  to  the  several  Original  Authq. 
RiTlEs.  Vol.  I.,  Original  Texts.  Vol.  II.,  Translation.  Edited  and  trans- 
lated hy  Benjamin  Thorpe,  Esq.,  Member  of  the  Koyal  Academy  of 
Sciences  at  Munich,  and  of  the  Society  of  Netherlandish  Literature  at 
Leyden.    1861. 

This  Chronicle,  extending  from  the  earliest  history  of  Britain  to  1154,  is 
justly  the  boast  of  England  ;  no  other  nation  can  produce  any  history, 
written  in  its  own  vernacular,  at  all  approaching  it,  in  antiquity,  truthful- 
ness, or  extent,  the  historical  books  of  the  Bible  alone  excepted.  There  are  at 
present  six  independent  manuscripts  of  the  Saxon  Chronicle,  ending  in  different 
years,  and  written  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  In  this  edition,  the  text 
of  each  manuscript  is  printed  in  columns  on  the  same  page,  so  that  the  student 
may  see  at  a  glance  the  various  changes  which  occur  in  orthography,  whether 
arising  from  locality  or  age. 

24.  Letters  and  Papers  illustrative  op  the  Reigns  op  Eichard  III.  and 
Henry  VII.  Vols.  I.  and  II.  Edited  by  James  Gairdner,  Esq.  1861- 
1863. 

The  Papers  are  derived  from  the  MSS.  in  Public  Eecord  Office,  the  British 
Museum,  and  other  repositories,  The  period  to  which  they  refer  is  unusually 
destitute  of  chronicles  and  other  sources  of  historical  information,  so  that  the 
light  obtained  from  them  is  of  special  importance.  The  principal  contents 
of  the  volumes  are  some  diplomatic  Papers  of  Richard  III. ;  correspondence 
between  Henry  VII.  and  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  of  Spain  ;  documents  relating 
to  Edmund  de  la  Pole,  Earl  of  Suffolk ;  and  a  portion  of  the  correspondence 
of  James  IV.  of  Scotland. 

25.  Letters  op  Bishop  Q-rosseteste,  illustrative  of  the  Social  Condition  of  his 
Time.  Edited  hy  Henry  Richards  Luard,  M.A.,  Fellow  and  Assistant 
Tutor  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge.    1861. 

TheLetters  of  Robert  Grosscteste  (131  in  number)  are  here  collected  from  various 
sources,  and  a  large  portion  of  thorn  is  printed  for  the  first  time.    They  range  in 
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date  from  about  1210  to  1253,  and  relate  to  various  matters  connected  not  only 
with  the  political  history  of  England  during  the  reign  of  Henry  III.,  but  with 
its  ecclesiastical  condition.  They  refer  especially  to  the  diocese  of  Lincoln,  of 
which  Grosseteste  was  bishop.

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  publish  notices  of  all  known  sources  of  British 
history,  both  printed  and  unprinted,  in  one  continued  sequence.  The  materials, 
when  historical  (as  distinguished  from  biographical),  are  arranged  under  the 
year  in  which  the  latest  event  is  recorded  in  the  chronicle  or  history,  and  not 
under  the  period  in  which  its  author,  real  or  supposed,  flourished.  Biographies 
are  enumerated  imder  the  year  in  which  the  person  commemorated  died,  and  not 
under  the  year  in  which  the  life  was  written.  This  arrangement  has  two 
advantages  ;  the  materials  for  any  given  period  may  be  seen  at  a  glance  ;  and 
if  the  reader  knows  the  time  when  an  author  wrote,  and  the  number  of  years 
that  had  elapsed  bet  ween  the  date  of  the  events  and  the  time  the  writer  flourished, 
he  will  generally  be  enabled  to  form  a  fair  estimate  of  the  comparative  value  of 
the  narrative  itself.  A  brief  analysis  of  each  work  has  been  added  when  deserving 
it,  in  which  original  portions  are  distinguished  from  mere  compilations.  If 
possible,  the  sources  are  indicated  from  which  compilations  have  been 
derived.  A  biographical  sketch  of  the  author  of  each  piece  has  been  added,  and 
a  brief  notice  of  such  British  authors  as  have  written  on  historical  subjects.

The  letters  contained  in  these  volumes  are  derived  chiefly  from  the  ancient 
correspondence  formerly  in  the  Tower  of  London,  and  now  in  the  Public  Record 
Office.  They  illustrate  the  political  history  of  England  during  the  growth  of 
its  liberties,  and  throw  considerable  light  upon  the  personal  history  of  Simon  de 
Montfort.  The  aflairs  of  Erance  form  the  subject  of  many  of  them,  especially 
in  regard  to  the  province  of  Gascony.  The  entire  collection  consists  of  nearly 
700  documents,  the  greater  portion  of  which  is  printed  for  the  first  time.

VII.  in  the  Arundel  Collection  in  the  College 
of  Arms,  London,  a  manuscript  of  the  fifteenth  century,  collated  with  MS. 

VII.  in  the 
Parker  Collection  of  Manuscripts  at  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge. 
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In  the  3rd  volume  is  a  Chronicle  of  English  History,  attributed  to  William

VII.  in 
the  Library  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge ;  and  an  account  of  the 
Benefactors  of  St.  Albans,  written  in  the  early  part  of  the  15th  century  from 
MS.  VI.  in  the  same  Library. 

The  .^th,  6th,  and  7th  volumes  contain  a  history  of  the  Abbots  of  St.  Albans, 
793  to  1411,  mainly  compiled  by  Thomas  Walsingham,  from  MS.  Cotton. 
Claudius  E.  IV.,  in  the  British  Museum  :  with  a  Continuation,  from  the 
closing  pages  of  Parker  MS.  VII.,  in  the  Library  of  Corpus  Christi  College, 
Cambridge. 

The  8th  and  9th  volumes,  in  continuation  of  the  Annals,  contain  a 
Chronicle,  probably  by  John  Amnndesham,  a  monk  of  St.  Albans. 

The  10th  and  llth  volumes  relate  especially  to  the  acts  and  proceedings 
of  Abbots  Whethamstede,  Albon,  and  Wallingford,  and  may  be  considered  as  a 
memorial  of  the  chief  historical  and  domestic  events  during  those  periods. 

The  12th  volume  contains  a  compendious  History  of  England  to  the  reign  of 
Henry  V.,  and  of  IJormandy  in  early  times,  also  by  Thomas  Walsingham,  and 
dedicated  to  Henry  V.  The  compiler  has  often  substituted  other  authorities  in 
place  of  those  consulted  in  the  preparation  of  his  larger  work.

The  Clu:onicle  of  Evesham  illustrates  the  history  of  that  important  monastery 
from  its  foundation  by  Egwin,  about  690,  to  the  year  1418.  Its  chief  feature  is 
an  autobiography,  which  makes  us  acquainted  with  the  inner  daily  life  of  a 
great  abbey,  such  as  but  rarely  has  been  recorded.  Interspersed  are  many 
notices  of  general,  personal,  and  local  history  which  will  be  read  with  much 
interest.    This  work  exists  in  a  single  MS.,  and  is  for  the  first  time  printed.

The  compiler,  Richard  of  Cirencester,  was  a  monk  of  Westminster,  1355- 
1400.  In  1391  he  obtained  a  licence  to  make  a  pilgrimage  to  Rome.  His  history, 
in  four  books,  extends  from  447  to  1066.  He  announces  his  intention  of  con- 
tinuing it,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that  he  completed  any  more.  This  chronicle 
gives  many  charters  in  favour  of  Westminster  Abbey,  and  a  very  full  account 
of  the  lives  and  miracles  of  the  saints,  especially  of  Edward  the  Confessor, 
whose  reign  occupies  the  fourth  book.  A  treatise  on  the  Coronation,  by 
William  of  Sudbury,  a  monk  of  Westminster,  fills  book  iii.  c.  3.  It  was  on  this 
author  that  C.  J.  Bertram  fathered  his  forgery,  De  Situ  Brittania,  in  1747.

The  volumes  known  as  the  "  Year  Books  "  contain  reports  in  Norman-ITreneh 
of  Cases  argued  and  decided  in  the  Courts  of  Common  Law.  They  may  be  con- 
sidered to  a  great  extent  as  the  "lex  ndn  scripta"  of  England,  held  in  the 
highest  veneration  by  the  ancient  sages  of  the  law,  and  received  by  them  as 
the  repositories  of  the  first  recorded  judgments  and  dicta  of  the  great  legal 
luminaries  of  past  ages.  They  are  also  worthy  of  attention  on  account  of  the 
historical  information  and  the  notices  of  public  and  private  persons  which  they 
contain,  as  well  as  the  light  which  they  throw  on  ancient  manners  and  customs.

This  volume  contains  the  narrative  of  an  eye-witness  who  details  with  con- 
siderable power  and  minuteness  the  circumstances  which  attended  the  final  ex- 
pulsion of  the  English  from  Normandy  in  1 450.  Commencing  with  the  infringe- 
ment of  the  truce  by  the  capture  of  Eougeres,  and  ending  with  the  battle  of 
Formigny  and  the  embarkation  of  the  Duke  of  Somerset.  The  period  em- 
braced is  less  than  two  years.

This  work  consists  of  two  parts,  the  History  and  the  Cartulary  of  the  Monastery 
of  St.  Peter,  Gloucester.  The  history  furnishes  an  account  of  the  monastery 
from  its  foundation,  in  the  year  681,  to  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Richard  II., 
together  with  a  calendar  of  donations  and  benefactions.  It  treats  principally  of 
the  affairs  of  the  monastery,  hut  occasionally  matters  of  general  history  are 
introduced.  Its  authorship  has  generally  been  assigned  to  Walter  Froucester 
the  twentieth  abbot,  but  without  any  foundation.

Ncckam  was  a  man  who  devoted  himself  to  science,  such  as  it  was  in  the 
twelfth  centuary.  In  the  "  De  Naturis  Eerum  "  are  to  be  found  what  may  be 
called  the  rudiments  of  many  sciences  mixed  up  with  much  error  and  ignorance. 
Neckham  was  not  thought  infallible,  even  by  his  contemporaries,  for  Roger  Bacon 
remarks  of  him, "  this  Alexander  in  many  things  wrote  what  was  true  and  useful ; 
"  but  he  neither  can  nor  ought  by  just  title  to  be  reckoned  among  authorities." 
Neckam,  however,  had  sufficient  independence  of  thought  to  differ  from  some 
of  the  schoolmen  who  in  his  time  considered  themselves  the  only  judges  of  litera- 
ture. He  had  his  own  views  in  morals,  and  in  giving  us  a  glimpse  of  them,  as 
well  as  of  his  other  opinions,  he  throws  much  light  upon  the  manners,  customs, 
and  general  tone  of  thought  prevalent  in  the  twelfth  century.  The  poem  entitled 
"De  Laudibus  DiviuEE  Sapientiss"  appears  to  be  a  metrical  paraphrase  or 
abridgment  of  the  "DeKaturis  Rerum."  It  is  written  in  the  elegiac  metre, 
and  though  there  are  many  lines  which  violate  classical  rules,  it  is,  as  a  whole, 
above  the  ordinary  standard  of  mediccval  Latin.

This  work  illustrates  not  only  the  history  of  science,  but  the  history  of  super- 
stition. In  addition  to  the  information  bearing  directly  upon  ths  medical  skill 
and  medical  faith  of  the  times,  there  are  many  p.issagcB  which  iucideutally  throw 
light  upon  the  general  mode  of  life  and  ordinary  diet.  The  volumes  are  interesting 
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not  only  in  their  scientific,  bnt  also  in  their  social  aspect.  The  manuscripts  from 
which  they  have  been  printed  are  valuable  to  the  Anglo-Saxon  scholar  for  the 
illustrations  they  afford  of  Anglo-Saxon  orthography.

The  present  collection  of  Monastic  Annals  embraces  all  the  more  important 
chronicles  compiled  in  religious  houses  in  England  during  the  thirteenth 
century.  These  distinct  works  are  ten  in  number.  The  extreme  period 
which  they  embrace  ranges  from  the  year  1  to  1432,  although  they  refer  more 
especially  to  the  reigns  of  John,  Henry  III.,  and  Edward  I.  Some  of  these  narra- 
tives have  already  appeared  in  print,  but  others  are  printed  for  the  first  time.

This  work  contains  a  number  of  very  curious  and  interesting  incidents,  and 
being  the  work  of  a  contemporary,  is  very  valuable,  not  only  as  a  truthful 
biography  of  a  celebrated  ecclesiastic,  but  as  the  work  of  a  man,  who,  from  per- 
sonal knowledge,  gives  notices  of  passing  events,  as  well  as  of  individuals  who 
were  then  taking  active  part  in  public  affairs.  The  author,  in  all  probability, 
was  Adam  Abbot  of  Evesham.  He  was  domestic  chaplain  and  private  confessor 
of  Bishop  Hugh,  and  in  these  capacities  was  admitted  to  the  closest  intimacy. 
Bishop  Hugh  was  Prior  of  Witham  for  1 1  years  before  he  became  Bishop  of 
Lincoln.  His  consecration  took  place  on  the  21st  September  1186  ;  he  died  on 
the  16th  of  November  1200  ;  and  was  canonized  in  1220.

The  authorship  of  the  Chronicle  in  Vol.  I.,  hitherto  ascribed  to  Geot&ey 
Vinesauf,  is  now  more  correctly  ascribed  to  Kichard,  Canon  of  the  Holy  Trinity 
of  London.  The  narrative  extends  from  1187  to  1199;  but  its  chief  interest 
consists  in  the  minute  and  authentic  narrative  which  it  furnishes  of  the  exploits 
of  Kichard  I.,  from  his  departure  from  England  in  Decembar  1189  to  his  death 
in  1199.  The  author  states  in  his  prologue  that  he  was  an  eye-witness  of  much 
that  he  records ;  and  various  incidental  circumstances  which  bccur  in  the  course 
of  the  narrative  confirm  this  assertion. 

The  letters  in  Vol.  II.,  written  between  1187  and  1199,  are  of  value  as 
furnishing  authentic  materials  for  the  history  of  the  ecclesiastical  condition  of 
England  during  the  reign  of  Kichard  I.  They  had  their  origin  in  a  dispute  which 
arose  from  the  attempts  of  Baldwin  and  Hubert,  archbishops  of  Canterbury,  to 
found  a  college  of  secular  canons,  a  project  which  gave  great  umbrage  to  the 
monks  of  Canterbury,  who  saw  in  it  a  design  to  supplant  them  in  their  function 
of  metropolitan  chapter.  These  letters  are  printed,  for  the  first  time,  from  a  MS. 
belonging  to  (he  archiepiscopal  library  at  Lambeth.

This  curious  chronicle  extends  from  the  fabulous  period  of  history  down  to  the 
return  of  Edward  IV.  to  England  in  the  year  147 1  after  the  second  deposition  of 
Henry  VI.  The  manuscript  from  which  the  text  of  the  work  is  taken  is  pre- 
served in  the  Imperial  Library  at  Paris,  and  is  believed  to  be  the  only  complete 
and  nearly  contemporary  copy  in  existence.  The  work,  as  originally  bound, 
was  comprised  in  six  volumes,  since  rebound  in  morocco  in  12  volumes,  folio 
maximo,  vellum,  and  is  illustrated  Avith  exquisite  miniatures,  vignettes,  and  initial 
letters.  It  was  written  towards  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century,  having  been 
expressly  executed  for  Louis  de  Bruges,  Seigneur  de  la  Gruthuyse  and  Earl  of 
Winchester,  from  whose  cabinet  it  passed  into  the  library  of  Louis  XII.  at  Blois.

Joseph  Eawson  Lumbt,  D.D.,  Norriaian  Professor  of  Divinity, 
Vicar  of  St.  Edward's,  Fellow  of  St.  Catharine's  College,  and  late  Fellow  of 
Magdalene  College,  Cambridge.    1865-1886. 

This  is  one  of  the  many  mediaeval  chronicles  which  assume  the  character  of  a 
history  of  the  world.  It  begins  with  the  creation,  and  is  brought  dowu  to  the 
author's  own  time,  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  Prefixed  to  the  historical  portion,  is 
a  chapter  devoted  to  geography,  in  which  is  given  a  description  of  every  known 
land.  To  say  that  the  Polychronicon  was  written  in  the  fourteenth  century  is  to 
say  that  it  is  not  &ee  from  inaccuracies.  It  has,  however,  a  value  apart  from  its 
intrinsic  merits.  It  enables  us  to  form  a  very  fair  estimate  of  the  knowledge  of 
history  and  geography  which  well-informed  readers  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth 
centuries  possessed,  for  it  was  then  the  standard  work  on  general  history. 

The  two  English  translations,  which  are  printed  with  the  original  Latin,  afford 
interesting  illustrations  of  the  gradual  change  of  our  lauguage,  for  one  was  made 
in  the  fourteenth  century,  the  other  in  the  fifteenth.  The  differences  between 
Trevisa's  version  and  that  of  the  unknown  writer  are  often  considerable.

These  two  treatises,  though  they  cannot  rank  as  independent  narratives,  are 
nevertheless  valuable  as  careful  abstracts  of  previous  historians,  especially  "  Le 
Livere  de  Keis  de  Engletere."  Some  various  readings  are  given  which  are 
interesting  to  the  philologist  as  instances  of  semi-Saxonized  French.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  Peter  of  Ickham  was  the  supposed  author.

The  Abbey  of  Meaux  was  a  Cistercian  house,  and  the  work  of  its  abbot  is  both 
curious  and  valuable.  It  is  a  faithful  and  often  minute  record  of  the  establishment 
of  a  religious  community,  of  its  progress  in  forming  an  ample  revenue,  of  its 
struggles  to  maintain  its  acquisitions,  and  of  its  relations  to  the  governing 
institutions  of  the  country.  In  addition  to  the  private  affairs  of  the  monastery, 
some  light  is  thrown  upon  the  public  events  of  the  time,  which  are  however  kept 
distinct,  and  appear  at  the  end  of  the  history  of  each  abbot's  administration.  The 
text  has  been  printed  from  what  is  said  to  be  the  autograph  of  the  original 
compiler,  Thomas  de  Burton,  the  nineteenth  abbot.

The  exact  date  at  which  this  work  was  written  is,  according  to  the  clu-onicler, 
1250.  The  history  is  of  considerable  value  as  an  illustration  of  the  period  during 
which  the  author  lived,  and  contains  a  good  summary  of  the  events  which  followed 
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the  Conquest.  This  minor  ciiromole  is,  however,  based  on  another  work  (also 
written  by  Matthew  Paris)  giving  fuller  details,  which  has  been  called  the 
"  Historia  Major."  The  chronicle  here  published,  nevertheless,  gives  some 
information  not  to  be  found  in  the  greater  history.

The  "  Book  of  Hyde  "  is  a  compilation  from  much  earlier  sources  which  are 
usually  indicated  with  considerable  care  and  precision.  In  many  casss,  however, 
the  Hyde  Chronicler  appears  to  correct,  to  qualify,  or  to  amplify — either  from 
traditition  or  from  sources  of  information  not  now  discoverable— the  statements, 
which,  in  substance,  he  adopts.  He  also  mentions,  and  frequently  quotes  from 
writers  whose  works  are  either  entirely  lost  or  at  present  known  only  by  fragments. 

There  is  to  be  found,  in  the  "  Book  of  Hyde,"  much  information  relating  to  the 
reign  of  King  Alfred  which  is  not  known  to  exist  elsewhere.  The  volume 
contains  some  curious  specimens  of  Anglo-Saxon  and  Mediaeval  English.

There  is,  in  this  volume,  a  legendary  account  of  the  peopling  of  Ireland  and  of 
the  adventures  which  befell  the  various  heroes  who  are  said  to  have  been  con- 
nected with  Irish  history.  The  details  are,  however,  very  meagre  both  for  this 
period  and  for  the  time  when  history  becomes  more  authentic.  The  plan  adopted 
in  the  chronicle  gives  the  appearance  of  an  accuracy  to  which  the  earlier  portions 
of  the  work  caunot  have  any  claim.  The  succession  of  events  is  marked  year  by 
year,  from  a.m.  1599  to  a.d.  1150.  The  principal  events  narrated  in  the  later 
portion  of  the  work  are,  the  invasions  of  foreigners,  and  the  wars  of  the  Irish 
among  themselves.  The  text  has  been  printed  from  a  MS.  preserved  in  the 
library  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  written  partly  in  Latin,  partly  in  Irish.

It  is  probable  that  Pierre  de  Langtoft  was  a  canon  of  Bridlington,  in  York- 
shire, and  lived  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.,  and  during  a  portion  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  II.  This  chronicle  is  divided  into  three  parti ;  iu  the  first,  is 
an  abridgment  of  Geoffrey  of  Monmouth's  "  Historia  Britonum ;"  in  the  second, 
a  history  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Norman  kings,  to  the  death  of  Henry  III. ; 
in  the  third,  a  history  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  The  principal  object  of  the 
worifSvas  apparently  to  show  the  justice  of  Edward's  Scottish  wars.

That  it  was  compiled  from 
contemporary  materials  has  been  proved  by  curious  incidental  evidence.  It  it 
stated  in  the  account  given  of  the  battle  of  Clontarf  that  the  full  tide  in  Dublin 
Bay  on  the  day  of  the  battle  (23  April  1014)  coincided  with  sunrise  ;  and  that 
the  returning  tide  in  the  evening  aided  considerably  in  the  defeat  of  the  Danes. 
The  fact  has  been  verified  by  astronomical  calculations,  and  the  inference  ii 
that  the  author  of  the  chronicle,  if  not  an  eye-witness,  must  have  derived  his  in- 
formation from  eye-witnesses.  The  contents  of  the  work  are  sufficiently 
described  in  its  title.  The  story  is  told  after  the  manner  of  the  Scandinavian 
Sagas,  with  poems  and  fragments  of  poems  introduced  into  the  prose  narrative.

This  important  and  unique  survey  of  the  greater  portion  of  England*  is  the 
oldest  and  most  valuable  record  in  the  national  archives.  It  was  commenced 
about  the  year  1084  and  finished  in  1086.  Its  compilation  was  determined 
upon  at  Gloucester  by  William  the  Conqueror,  in  council,  in  order  that  he  might 
know  what  was  due  to  him,  in  the  way  of  tax,  from  his  subjects,  and  that  each 
at  the  same  time  might  know  what  he  had  to  pay.  It  was  compiled  as  much 
for  their  protection  as  for  the  henefi.t  of  the  sovereign.  The  nobility  and  people 
had  been  grievously  distressed  at  the  time  by  the  king  bringing  over  large  num- 
bers of  French  and  Bretons,  and  quartering  them  ou  his  subjects,  "  each 
"  according  to  the  measure  of  his  land,"  for  the  purpose  of  resisting  the  invasion  of 
Cnut,  King  of  Denmark,  which  was  apprehended.  The  Commissioners  appointed 
to  make  the  survey  were  to  inquire  the  name  of  each  place  ;  who  held  it  in  the 
time  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor ;  the  present  possessor ;  how  many  hides 
were  in  the  manor ;  how  many  ploughs  were  in  the  demesne ;  how  many  homagers ; 
how  many  villeins  ;  how  many  cottars ;  how  many  serving  men ;  how  many  free 
tenants ;  how  many  tenants  in  soccage ;  how  much  wood,  meadow,  and  pasture ; 
the  number  of  mills  and  fish  ponds  ;  what  had  been  added  or  taken  away  from 
the  place  ;  what  was  the  gross  value  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor ;  the 
present  value  ;  and  how  much  each  free  man  or  soc-man  had,  and  whether  any 
advance  could  be  made  in  the  value.  Thus  could  be  ascertained  who  held  the 
estate  in  the  time  of  King  Edward ;  who  then  held  it ;  its  value  in  the  time  of 
the  late  King ;  and  its  value  as  it  stood  at  the  formation  of  the  survey.  So 
minute  was  the  survey,  that  the  writer  of  the  contemporary  portion  of  the  Saxon 
Chronicle  records,  with  some  asperity — "  So  very  narrowly  he  caused  it  to  he 
"  traced  out,  that  there  was  not  a  single  hide,  nor  one  virgate  of  land,  nor  even, 
"  it  is  shame  to  tell,  though  it  seemed  to  him  no  shame  to  do,  an  ox,  nor  a  cow, 
"  nor  a  swine  was  left,  that  was  not  set  down." 

Domesday  Survey  is  in  two  parts  or  volumes.  The  first,  in  folio,  contains  the 
counties  of  Bedford,  Berks,  Bucks,  Cambridge,  Chester,  and  Lancaster,  Corn- 
wall, Derby,  Devon,  Dorset,  Gloucester,  Hants,  Hereford,  Herts,  Huntingdon, 
Kent,  Leicester  and  Rutland,  Lincoln,  Middlesex,  Northampton,  Nottingham, 
Oxford,  Salop,  Somerset,  Stafford,  Surrey,  Sussex,  Warwick,  Wilts,  Worcester, 
and  York.  The  second  volume,  in  quarto,  contains  the  counties  of  Essex, 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 

Domesday  Book  was  printed  verbatim  et  literatim  during  the  last  century,  in 
consequence  of  an  address  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  King  George  III.  in  1767. 
It  was  not,  however,  commenced  until  1773,  and  was  completed  early  in  1783. 
In  1860,  Her  Majesty's  Government,  with  the  conemrence  of  the  Master  of  the 
Kolls,  determined  to  apply  the  art  of  photozincography  to  the  production  of  a 
fac-simile  of  Domesday  Book,  under  the  superintendence  of  Colonel  Sir  Henry 
James,  E.E.,  Director-General  of  the  Ordnance  Survey,  Southampton.  The 
fac-simile  was  completed  in  1863.
